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Title  3 —  Presidential  Determination  No.  2008-28  of  September  15,  2008 

The  President  Major  Drug  Transit  or  Major  Illicit  Drug  Producing  Countries 

for  Fiscal  Year  2009 


Memorandum  for  the  Secretary  of  State 

Pursuant  to  section  706(1)  of  the  Foreign  Relations  Authorization  Act,  Fiscal 
Year  2003  (Public  Law  107-228)  (FRA A),  I  hereby  identify  the  following 
countries  as  major  drug  transit  or  major  illicit  drug  producing  countries: 
Afghanistan,  The  Bahamas,  Bolivia,  Brazil,  Burma,  Colombia,  Dominican 
Republic,  Ecuador,  Guatemala,  Haiti,  India,  Jamaica,  Laos,  Mexico,  Nigeria, 
Pakistan,  Panama,  Paraguay,  Peru,  and  Venezuela. 

A  country’s  presence  on  the  Majors  List  is  not  necessarily  an  adverse  reflec¬ 
tion  of  its  government’s  counternarcotics  efforts  or  level  of  cooperation  with 
the  United  States.  Consistent  with  the  statutory  definition  of  a  major  drug 
transit  or  drug  producing  country  set  forth  in  section  481(e)(2)  and  (5) 
of  the  Foreign  Assistance  Act  of  1961,  as  amended  (FAA),  one  of  the  reasons 
that  major  drug  transit  or  illicit  drug  producing  countries  are  placed  on 
the  list  is  the  combination  of  geographic,  commercial,  and  economic  factors 
that  allow  drugs  to  transit  or  be  produced  despite  the  concerned  government’s 
most  assiduous  enforcement  measures. 

Pursuant  to  section  706(2)(A)  of  the  FRAA,  I  hereby  designate  Bolivia,  Burma, 
and  Venezuela  as  countries  that  have  failed  demonstrably  during  the  previous 
12  months  to  adhere  to  their  obligations  under  international  counternarcotics 
agreements  and  take  the  measures  set  forth  in  section  489(a)(1)  of  the  FAA. 
Attached  to  this  report  are  justifications  for  the  determinations  on  Bolivia, 
Burma,  and  Venezuela,  as  required  by  section  706(2)(B).  I  have  also  deter¬ 
mined,  in  accordance  with  provisions  of  section  706(3)(A)  of  the  FRAA, 
that  support  for  programs  to  aid  Venezuela’s  democratic  institutions  and 
continued  support  for  bilateral  programs  in  Bolivia  are  vital  to  the  national 
f  interests  of  the  United  States. 

Under  the  leadership  of  President  Karzai,  the  Government  of  Afghanistan 
has  made  some  progress  in  combating  narcotics.  However,  drug  trafficking 
remains  a  serious  threat  to  the  future  of  Afghanistan,  contributing  to  wide¬ 
spread  public  corruption,  damaging  legitimate  economic  growth,  and  fueling 
violence  and  insurgency. 

A  successful  counternarcotics  strategy  in  Afghanistan  hinges  on  maintaining 
security,  building  public  capacity,  attaining  local  support,  and  actively  pur¬ 
suing  our  joint  counternarcotics  strategy. 

Poppy  cultivation  continues  to  be  marked  by  the  divide  between  the  increas¬ 
ingly  poppy-free  northern  provinces  and  the  insurgency-dominated  regions 
in  the  south.  Through  political  will,  and  by  using  a  mixture  of  incentives 
and  disincentives,  governors  in  key  northern  provinces  like  Badakshan  and 
Nangarhar  have  significantly  reduced  poppy  cultivation. 

Inspired  by  the  Nangarhar  model,  the  newly  appointed  governor  of  the 
southern  province  of  Helmand  has  taken  bold  steps  to  implement  the  first 
truly  serious  counternarcotics  campaign  in  the  province.  It  is  clear  that 
progress  in  Helmand  Province  will  not  come  easily.  Drug  control  efforts 
in  this  area  of  pronounced  poppy  cultivation  are  thwarted  by  heavily  en¬ 
trenched  Taliban  centers  of  power.  In  2007  Helmand  Province  cultivated 
more  than  half  of  Afghanistan’s  illegal  poppy  crop. 
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Difficult  security  conditions  greatly  impede  countemarcotics  operations,  par¬ 
ticularly  in  the  south  and  southwest  provinces,  areas  in  which  the  insurgency 
and  organized  crime  groups  predominate  and  where  over  85  percent  of 
Afghan  poppy  is  cultivated. 

Drug-related  corruption  in  Afghanistan — one  of  the  most  intransigent  prob¬ 
lems  in  the  country — must  be  confronted,  particularly  at  provincial  and 
district  government  levels.  Corruption  and  illegal  drugs  in  Afghanistan  threat¬ 
en  to  undermine  all  aspects  of  the  country’s  efforts  to  build  a  sustainable 
economic  infrastructure  and  functioning  democracy. 

The  United  States  enjoys  close  cooperation  with  Canada  across  a  broad 
range  of  law  enforcement  issues.  Both  of  our  nations  face  a  serious  challenge 
from  the  2-way  flow  of  drugs  across  our  long  border.  While  Canada  is 
primarily  a  drug  consuming  country,  it  is  also  a  significant  producer  of 
highly  potent  marijuana  and  has  become  the  primary  source  country  for 
MDMA  (ecstasy)  available  in  the  United  States.  Additionally,  Canada  serves 
as  a  transit  or  diversion  point  for  precursor  chemicals  and  over-the-counter 
pharmaceuticals  used  to  produce  illicit  synthetic  drugs,  most  notably  MDMA. 
While  methamphetamine  use  has  decreased  in  the  United  States,  due  in 
large  part  to  past  efforts  to  reduce  precursor  chemical  diversion  by  Canadian 
authorities,  production  of  finished  methamphetamine  is  increasing  in  Canada 
and  could  lead  to  greater  supplies  in  the  United  States.  Canada  is  pursuing 
a  new  National  Anti-Drug  Strategy  that  focuses  on  proven  approaches  to 
reduce  drug  use  and  deter  drug  trafficking.  The  United  States  and  Canada 
continue  to  work  productively  in  joint  law  enforcement  operations  that 
disrupt  drug  and  currency  smuggling  operations  along  the  border. 

The  growing  expansion  of  drug  trafficking  in  Central  America  poses  serious 
challenges  to  the  region’s  limited  capability  to  combat  both  the  narcotics 
trade  and  organized  crime.  We  are  particularly  concerned  about  the  increasing 
presence  of  drug  trafficking  organizations  in  Central  America  that  are  fleeing 
more  robust  counternarcotics  regimes  elsewhere,  especially  in  Mexico  and 
Colombia.  Often  unimpeded,  traffickers  use  long  Central  American  coastlines 
for  illegal  maritime  drug  shipments.  Even  though  there  have  been  noteworthy 
seizures,  a  high  proportion  of  drugs  transiting  Central  America  are  not 
detected  or  seized. 

The  March  2008  gun  battle  between  drug  organizations  in  Guatemala  dem¬ 
onstrates  that  criminal  organizations  such  as  the  Sinaloa  cartel  are  trying 
to  reinforce  their  trafficking  strongholds  in  Central  America.  In  2008,  Guate¬ 
mala  passed  new  anti-organized  crime  and  extradition  laws.  While  such 
actions  are  encouraging,  Guatemala  must  work  aggressively  to  implement 
these  measures,  just  as  neighboring  countries  must  redouble  their  practical 
efforts  to  implement  adopted  reforms  aimed  at  thwarting  criminal  activity. 

The  United  States  is  encouraged  by  the  commitment  of  the  Regional  Integra¬ 
tion  System  to  a  regional  response,  such  as  sharing  counternarcotics  intel¬ 
ligence.  Support  for  cohesive  regional  institution-building  and  practical  law 
enforcement  enhancements  in  Central  America  are  critical  components  to 
a  successful  regional  counternarcotics  strategy.  We  look  forward  to  working 
with  Guatemala  and  other  Central  American  nations  to  support  counter- 
narcotics  programs  and  the  rule  of  law  under  the  new  Merida  Initiative. 

The  Government  of  Ecuador  is  committed  to  protecting  its  borders  and 
territory  against  drug  trafficking  and  other  transnational  crimes.  The  increased 
presence  of  Ecuadorian  security  forces  in  its  counternarcotics  efforts  provided 
a  more  effective  deterrent  to  drug  production  and  trafficking.  The  identifica¬ 
tion  of  new  trafficking  trends  and  increased  staffing  and  inspection  at  all 
air,  land,  and  sea  ports  are  also  helping  to  hinder  drug  trafficking.  With 
a  system  for  tracking  vessels  already  in  place,  Ecuador  is  expanding  this 
capability  and  more  effectively  utilizing  it  as  a  tool  for  working  with  partner 
nations.  The  country’s  ability  to  identify  the  nationality  of  ships  is  of  special 
concern  as  considerable  cocaine  destined  for  the  United  States  has  been 
detected  on  Ecuadorian-flagged  vessels. 
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The  countries  of  West  Africa  have  emerged  as  key  transit  hubs  for  Andean 
cocaine  trafficked  through  Venezuela  and  Brazil  and  destined  for  European 
markets.  This  trafficking  is  undermining  many  of  the  already  fragile  institu¬ 
tions  of  countries  in  the  region.  Narcotics  traffickers  have  focused  their 
illegal  activities  in  Guinea-Bissau,  but  have  recently  extended  their  operations 
south  to  Guinea.  The  presence  of  Latin  American  drug  traffickers  and  the 
large  quantities  of  cocaine  trafficked  openly  suggest  that  drug  criminals 
may  exercise  the  prerogatives  of  sovereign  nation-states  in  these  two  coun¬ 
tries.  West  Africa  has  long  been  a  hub  for  illicit  criminal  networks.  West 
African  states  lack  resources  to  sufficiently  counter  efforts  by  drug  trafficking 
organizations  whose  activity  threatens  the  stability  of  these  countries  and 
the  well-being  of  their  people. 

International  donors  and  organizations  are  working  to  assist  governments 
in  their  counternarcotic  efforts.  We  support  these  efforts  to  preserve  and 
protect  stability  and  positive  growth  in  this  region. 

Nigeria,  a  major  transit  country  for  illicit  drugs  destined  for  the  United 
States,  continues  to  make  some  progress  on  counternarcotics  and  has  cooper¬ 
ated  effectively  with  the  United  States  on  drug-related  money  laundering 
cases.  Since  it  began  operations  in  2005,  the  Nigerian  Financial  Intelligence 
Unit  has  investigated  numerous  suspicious  transaction  reports  that  have 
resulted  in  high-profile  convictions  recorded  by  the  Economic  and  Financial 
Crimes  Commission  (EFCC).  However,  recent  developments  in  Nigeria  raise 
questions  about  whether  the  EFCC  will  remain  an  effective  anticorruption 
agency.  The  United  States  Government  has  had  extradition  requests  pending 
in  Nigeria  for  years  and  is  concerned  that  Nigeria’s  extradition  practices 
and  procedures  remain  obstacles  to  the  effectiveness  of  this  essential  counter- 
narcotics  law  enforcement  tool.  We  are  encouraged  that  Nigeria’s  use  of 
U.S. -donated  body  scanners  at  its  four  major  international  airports  has  re¬ 
sulted  in  the  arrest  of  numerous  drug  traffickers.  Moreover,  we  fully  support 
the  National  Drug  Law  Enforcement  Agency’s  recent  cooperation  in  regional 
search  and  seizure  operations. 

The  Government  of  India  maintains  a  strong  track  record  of  regulating, 
monitoring,  and  curbing  its  licit  opium  production  and  distribution  process. 
India  has  introduced  robust,  high-tech  methods  to  control  cultivation  by 
licensed  opium  farmers.  In  this  sense,  India  must  continue  to  refine  its 
control  measures  to  guard  against  the  continuing  problem  of  diversion  of 
licit  opium  crops,  grown  for  the  production  of  pharmaceutical  products, 
to  illegal  markets.  The  United  States  continues  to  be  concerned  about  illicit 
opium  poppy  production  in  certain  areas  of  the  country,  such  as  West 
Bengal  and  the  state  of  Uttaranchal  along  the  India-China  Border,  previously 
thought  to  be  free  of  such  cultivation.  Nevertheless,  during  the  past  year 
the  country  has  destroyed  substantial  areas  of  illicit  poppy  cultivation.  The 
Indian  Government  must  also  continue  to  investigate  cases  of  large,  illicit 
poppy  production  and  accordingly  bring  perpetrators  to  trial.  The  United 
States,  along  with  other  foreign  governments  and  international  organizations, 
has  a  good  working  relationship  with  India  to  interdict  the  flow  of  narcotics 
being  smuggled  across  India’s  borders.

Technical  Specifications — Restoring 
the  Original  Paragraph  Designations 

AGENCY:  Nuclear  Regulatory 
Commission. 

ACTION:  Final  rule. 

SUMMARY:  The  Nuclear  Regulatory 
Commission  (NRC)  is  amending  its 
regulations  to  resolve  an  administrative 
issue  raised  in  a  petition  for  rulemaking 
(PRM)  submitted  by  the  Strategic 
Teaming  and  Resource  Sharing  (STARS) 
Integrated  Regulatory  Affairs  Group 
(PRM-50-91).  In  this  final  rule,  the  NRC 
is  restoring  the  original  paragraph 
designations  as  existed  in  10  CFR  50.36 
before  the  2007  Part  52  final 
rulemaking.  This  final  rule  eliminates 
the  need  for  licensees  to  expend 
resources  on  administrative 
redesignations  that  have  no  safety 
benefit.

SUPPLEMENTARY  INFORMATION: 

Background 

The  Nuclear  Regulatory  Commission 
is  amending  the  regulations  in  10  CFR 
Part  50  to  revise  10  CFR  50.36, 
“Technical  Specifications,”  and  thereby 
resolve  administrative  issues  raised  in 
PRM-50-91  submitted  by  the  STARS 
Integrated  Regulatory  Affairs  Group. 

On  August  28,  2007,  (72  FR  49351) 
the  final  rule  for  Part  52,  “Licenses, 
Certifications,  and  Approvals  for 
Nuclear  Power  Plants,”  redesignated 
§  50.36(c),  (d),  and  (e)  as  paragraphs  (d), 
(e),  and  (f),  respectively,  and  added  a 
new  paragraph  (c)  to  10  CFR  50.36.  The 
insertion  of  this  new  paragraph  caused 
the  paragraph  for  the  technical 
specification  criteria  to  be  redesignated 
from  10  CFR  50.36(c)  to  10  CFR 
50.36(d).  The  redesignation  of  these 
paragraphs  requires  many  licensees  of 
operating  nuclear  power  plants  to 
modify  their  technical  specifications, 
final  safety  analysis  reports,  and  plant 
plans  and  procedures  to  correctly 
reference  the  redesignated  §  50.36(d). 
This  would  require  substantial 
expenditures  of  licensee  resources  with 
no  corresponding  benefit  to  public 
health  and  safety,  common  defense  and 
security,  or  protection  of  property  from 
radiological  events.  By  restoring  the 
original  paragraph  designation,  the  final 
rule  benefits  all  operating  nuclear  power 
plants  by  obviating  the  need  for 
licensees  to  expend  their  resources  on 
administrative  corrections. 


Petition  for  Rulemaking 

On  April  11,  2008,  Mr.  T.  Moser, 
Chairman,  STARS  Integrated  Regulatory 
Affairs  Group,  submitted  a  petition  for 
rulemaking,  docketed  PRM-50-91.  Mr. 
Moser  requested  that  the  NRC  correct  a 
paragraph  numbering  conflict 
introduced  by  a  final  rule  “Licenses, 
Certifications,  and  Approvals  for 
Nuclear  Power  Plants”  (August  28, 

2007;  72  FR  49351).  The  petitioner 
asserts  that  by  granting  the  petition, 
potential  error  will  be  prevented  by 
eliminating  the  need  to  identify  and 
process  conforming  changes  which 
reflect  the  redesignated  paragraphs. 

There  are  many  licensee  and  NRC 
documents  affected  such  as  Technical 
Specification  Bases,  implementing 
operation  procedures,  training 
programs,  Technical  Specification  Task 
Force  Travelers,  NUREGs,  Regulatory 
Guides,  NRC  office  instructions,  NRC 
Management  Directives,  and  SECY 
papers.  The  petitioner  asserts  that 
significant  industry  and  NRC  effort  to 
update  documents  to  correct  references 
to  10  CFR  50.36(c)  is  burdensome  with 
no  safety  benefit. 

Rule  Change 

The  NRC  has  determined  that  the 
issue  raised  by  PRM-50-91  can  be 
resolved  through  an  administrative 
rulemaking  which  restores  the  original 
paragraph  designations.  In  this  final 
rule,  the  NRC  is  restoring  the  original 
paragraph  designations  as  existed  in 
§  50.36  before  the  2007  Part  52 
rulemaking.  In  addition,  the  NRC  is 
redesignating  the  new  paragraph  (c) 
which  was  adopted  in  the  2007  Part  52 
final  rulemaking  as  a  new  paragraph 
(a)(2).  The  existing  text  of  paragraph  (a) 
is  being  redesignated  as  paragraph 
(a)(1).  The  NRC  believes  that  this 
redesignation  of  paragraph  (a)  will  not 
result  in  any  cross-referencing  issues, 
inasmuch  as  any  reference  to  §  50.36(a) 
will  continue  to  be  valid  with  the 
redesignation.  The  NRC  also  believes  it 
is  unlikely  that  any  technical 
specifications,  final  safety  analysis 
reports,  or  plant  procedures  actually 
reference  paragraph  (a)  given  the  subject 
matter  of  that  paragraph.  This  final  rule 
closes  the  docket  on  PRM-50-91. 

Rulemaking  Procedure 

Because  this  amendment  constitutes  a 
minor  administrative  correction  to  the 
regulations,  the  notice  and  comment 
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provisions  of  the  Administrative 
Procedure  Act  do  not  apply  pursuant  to 
5  U.S.C.  553(b)(B). 

Environmental  Impact:  Categorical 
Exclusion 

The  NRC  has  determined  that  this 
final  rule  is  the  type  of  action  described 
in  categorical  exclusion  under  10  CFR 
51.22(c)(2).  Therefore,  neither  an 
environmental  impact  statement  nor  an 
environmental  assessment  has  been 
prepared  for  this  final  rule.

ACTION:  Final  rule. 

SUMMARY:  NMFS  issues  a  final  rule  to 
amend  the  subsistence  fishery  rules  for 
Pacific  halibut  in  waters  in  and  off 
Alaska.  These  regulations  are  necessary 
to  address  subsistence  halibut 
management  concerns,  particularly  in 
densely  populated  areas.  This  action  is 
intended  to  support  the  conservation 


and  management  provisions  of  the 
Northern  Pacific  Halibut  Act  of  1982. 
DATES:  Effective  October  24,  2008. 
ADDRESSES:  Copies  of  the  Categorical 
Exclusion  (CE),  Regulatory  Impact 
Review  (RIR),  and  Final  Regulatory 
Flexibility  Analysis  (FRFA)  prepared  for 
this  action,  as  well  as  the  environmental 
assessment  (EA)  prepared  for  the 
original  subsistence  halibut  action  (68 
FR  18145;  April  15,  2003)  are  available 
by  mail  from  NMFS,  Alaska  Region,  P.

SUPPLEMENTARY  INFORMATION: 

Management  of  the  Pacific  halibut 
(hereafter  halibut)  fishery  in  and  off 
Alaska  is  based  on  an  international 
agreement  between  Canada  and  the 
United  States.  This  agreement,  entitled 
the  “Convention  between  the  United 
States  of  America  and  Canada  for  the 
Preservation  of  the  Halibut  Fishery  of 
the  Northern  Pacific  Ocean  and  Bering 
Sea”  (Convention),  was  signed  at 
Ottawa,  Canada,  on  March  2,  1953,  and 
amended  by  the  “Protocol  Amending 
the  Convention,”  signed  at  Washington. 
D.C.,  March  29,  1979.  The  Convention, 
administered  by  the  International 
Pacific  Halibut  Commission  (IPHC),  is 
given  effect  in  the  United  States  by  the 
Northern  Pacific  Halibut  Act  of  1982 
(Halibut  Act). 

The  IPHC  promulgates  regulations 
pursuant  to  the  Convention.  The  IPHC’s 
regulations  are  subject  to  approval  by 
the  Secretary'  of  State  with  concurrence 
from  the  Secretary  of  Commerce 
(Secretary).  After  approval  by  the 
Secretary  of  State  and  the  Secretary,  the 
IPHC  regulations  are  published  in  the 
Federal  Register  as  annual  management 
measures  pursuant  to  50  CFR  300.62. 
NMFS  published  the  IPHC’s  current 
annual  management  measures  on  March 
7,  2008  (73  FR  12280). 

The  Halibut  Act  authorizes  the  North 
Pacific  Fishery'  Management  Council 
(Council)  to  develop  halibut  fishery 
regulations,  including  limited  access 
regulations,  in  its  geographic  area  of 
concern  that  would  apply  to  nationals 
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or  vessels  of  the  United  States  (Halibut 
Act,  section  773c  (c)).  Such  an  action  by 
the  Council  is  limited  to  only  those 
regulations  that  are  in  addition  to,  and 
not  in  conflict  with,  IPHC  regulations. 
Council-developed  regulations  must  be 
approved  and  implemented  by  the 
Secretary.  Any  allocation  of  halibut 
fishing  privileges  must  be  fair  and 
equitable  and  consistent  with  other 
applicable  Federal  law. 

The  Council  used  its  authority  under 
the  Halibut  Act  to  recommend  a 
subsistence  halibut  program  in  October 
2000  to  recognize  and  manage  the 
subsistence  fishery  for  halibut.  The 
Secretary  approved  the  Council’s 
recommended  subsistence  halibut 
program  and  published  implementing 
regulations  on  April  15,  2003  (68  FR 
18145),  and  codified  the  program  in  50 
CFR  part  300-subpart  E,  authorizing  a 
subsistence  fishery  for  halibut  in 
Convention  waters  off  Alaska.  Like  the 
original  subsistence  halibut  program 
and  subsequent  amendments  to  it,  this 
action  was  developed  by  the  Council 
under  the  authority  of  the  Halibut  Act. 

The  Halibut  Act  at  sections  773c  (a) 
and  (b)  provides  the  Secretary  with  the 
general  responsibility  to  carry  out  the 
Convention  with  the  authority  to,  in 
consultation  with  the  Secretary  of  the 
department  in  which  the  U.S.  Coast 
Guard  is  operating  (currently  the 
Secretary  of  Homeland  Security),  adopt 
such  regulations  as  may  be  necessary  to 
carry  out  the  purposes  and  objectives  of 
the  Convention  and  the  Halibut  Act. 

The  Secretary  has  delegated  authority  to 
NMFS  to  implement  the  Halibut  Act. 

Background  and  Need  for  Action 

The  background  and  need  for  this 
action  were  described  in  detail  in  the 
preamble  to  the  proposed  rule  for  this 
action  (73  FR  20008;  April  14,  2008). 
The  proposed  rule  is  available  via  the 
Internet  and  from  NMFS  (see 
ADDRESSES).  None  of  the  actions  are 
intended  to  change  the  amount  of 
halibut  harvested  for  subsistence. 
Information  on  alternatives  considered 
and  rejected  may  be  found  in  the  RIR 
and  FRF  A  prepared  for  this  action  (see 
ADDRESSES).  The  following  provides  a 
list  and  brief  review  of  the  regulatory 
amendments  to  the  management  of  the 
subsistence  halibut  fishery  and  are  the 
regulatory  changes  made  by  this  final 
rule. 

This  action  implements  regulations 
that  will  make  six  changes  to  the 
subsistence  halibut  program  that  will: 

•  Revise  the  subsistence  gear 
restrictions  in  Chiniak  Bay  off  Kodiak 
Island  and  add  seasonal  gear  and  vessel 
limits  in  Sitka  Sound; 


•  Add  the  village  of  Naukati  to  the  list 
of  eligible  subsistence  halibut 
communities; 

•  Implement  a  possession  limit  to 
enhance  enforcement; 

•  Revise  the  definition  of  charter 
vessel; 

•  Revise  regulations  to  allow  cash 
reimbursement  for  expenses  related  to 
the  harvest  of  subsistence  resources;  and 

•  Allow  the  use  of  special  permits 
within  non-subsistence  use  areas  by 
tribes  eligible  for  the  permits. 

Additional  administrative  revisions  to 
regulations  include  converting  the  gear 
and  harvest  restrictions  from  texf  to 
table  format  to  further  clarify  any 
ambiguity  and  revising  language  to 
consistently  refer  to  Sitka  Sound,  rather 
than  Sitka  Local  Area  Management  Plan 
(LAMP),  and  its  defined  area. 

Subsistence  Halibut  Gear  Restrictions 

This  action  increases  subsistence 
halibut  gear  restrictions  in  Chiniak  Bay 
off  Kodiak  Island  and  in  Sitka  Sound  to 
address  localized  depletion  concerns. 
This  action  reduces  the  allowable  hook 
limit  in  Chiniak  Bay  to  no  more  than 
two  times  the  per  person  limit  of  30, 
except  that  when  fishing  under  a 
Ceremonial,  Educational,  or  Community 
Harvest  Permit  the  limit  will  be  90 
hooks  per  vessel.  Under  this  action, 
NMFS  defines  Chiniak  Bay  based  on  the 
State  of  Alaska’s  definition  of  the 
Kodiak  Road  Zone.  In  Sitka  Sound,  this 
action  reduces  the  allowable  gear  from 
30  hooks  to  15  hooks  per  vessel  and 
prohibits  power  hauling  during  the 
summer  months  from  June  1  through 
August  31.  From  September  1  through 
May  31  gear  restrictions  will  remain  at 
30  hooks  per  vessel  and  power  hauling 
will  be  allowed. 

The  gear  restrictions  in  this  rule  apply 
only  to  gear  in  use  by  eligible 
subsistence  fishermen.  By  applying  the 
gear  restrictions  to  gear  “set  or 
retrieved”  from  a  vessel,  the  gear 
restrictions  apply  only  to  gear  actively 
engaged  in  subsistence  fishing  for 
halibut.  A  subsistence  fisherman  may 
possess  any  amount  of  gear  onboard  the 
vessel  as  long  as  that  amount  of  gear 
actively  being  used  does  not  exceed  the 
prescribed  limits. 

Eligible  Subsistence  Halibut 
Communities 

Persons  eligible  to  conduct 
subsistence  halibut  fishing  include  (1) 
residents  of  rural  places  with  customary’ 
and  traditional  uses  of  halibut,  and  (2) 
all  identified  members  of  federally 
recognized  Alaska  Native  tribes  with  a 
finding  of  customary  and  traditional 
uses  of  halibut.  The  Council  and 
Secretary  retain  exclusive  authority  to 


recommend  changes  to  the  list  of  rural 
places  at  §  300.65(g)(1).  In  December 
2004,  the  Council  affirmed  the  Alaska 
State  Board  of  Fisheries’  determination 
that  Naukati  is  a  rural  community  with 
customary  and  traditional  use  of  halibut 
and  recommended  adding  Naukati  to 
the  list  of  rural  communities  for 
subsistence  halibut  purposes.  NMFS 
agrees  with  this  determination  and, 
therefore,  adopts  the  recommendation  of 
the  Council  and  adds  Naukati  to  the  list 
of  eligible  communities  found  at 
§  300.65(g)(1). 

Subsistence  Halibut  Harvest 
Restrictions 

Prior  to  this  rule,  enforcement  officers 
had  no  means  to  verify  the  amount  of 
time  spent  on  the  water  for  subsistence 
halibut  fishermen  who  possess  more 
than  one  daily  bag  limit,  thereby 
hampering  accurate  accounting  of 
halibut  removals.  This  rule  implements 
a  possession  limit  to  restrict  potential 
abuses  of  the  daily  bag  limit  and 
enhance  enforcement  of  daily  harvest 
limits.  Because  of  increased  fishing 
effort  due  to  higher  population  density, 
this  action  implements  a  possession 
limit  of  one  daily  bag  limit  for  Areas  3A, 
3B,  and  2C.  The  possession  limit  within 
Sitka  Sound,  part  of  Area  2C,  is  10 
halibut  per  day  per  vessel  from 
September  1  to  May  31  and  5  halibut 
per  day  per  vessel  from  June  1  through 
August  31.  No  possession  limit  is 
necessary  for  Areas  4A  and  4B  because 
those  areas  are  not  experiencing 
corresponding  increases  in  fishing  effort 
and  population  density.  This  action  has 
no  effect  in  Areas  4C,  4D,  or  4E  because 
no  daily  bag  limits  exist  in  those  areas. 

Charter  Vessel  Prohibition 

Regulations  in  effect  prior  to  this  rule 
prohibited  the  retention  of  subsistence 
halibut  harvested  using  a  charter  vessel. 
The  NOAA  Office  for  Law  Enforcement 
expressed  difficulty  enforcing  the 
prohibition  under  the  previous  charter 
vessel  definition,  which  was  “a  vessel 
used  for  hire  in  sport  fishing  for  halibut, 
but  not  including  a  vessel  without  a 
hired  operator,”  because  of  problems 
associated  with  determining  whether  a 
vessel  operator  is  “for  hire.”  The 
Council  subsequently  clarified  that  the 
prohibition  was  meant  only  to  prohibit 
subsistence  fishers  from  hiring  someone 
to  take  them  subsistence  fishing,  but  not 
to  prohibit  the  use  of  vessels  registered 
as  charter  vessels  from  being  used  for 
subsistence  fishing. 

This  action  uses  the  term  “sport 
fishing  guide  vessel”  in  the  regulatory 
definition  for  a  charter  vessel  to  match 
the  term  used  in  State  of  Alaska 
regulations  at  05  AAC  75.077.  This 
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action  also  allows  a  charter  vessel  to  be 
used  for  subsistence  halibut  fishing,  but 
restricts  such  use  to  the  owner  of  record 
on  the  State  of  Alaska  vessel 
registration,  provided  the  owner  is 
eligible  to  fish  for  subsistence  halibut, 
and  the  owner’s  immediate  family.  This 
action  prohibits  the  use  of  a  charter 
vessel  for  subsistence  halibut  fishing 
while  charter  clients  are  onboard  the 
vessel  and  prohibits  the  transfer  of 
subsistence  halibut  to  charter  clients  at 
all  times.  This  precludes  the  use  of  any 
gear  not  classified  as  sport  fishing  gear 
or  retaining  any  halibut  in  excess  of  the 
sport  limits  while  charter  clients  are 
onboard  any  vessel. 

Cash  Reimbursement  for  Expenses 

The  previous  regulations  at  §  300.66(j) 
specified  that  it  is  unlawful  for  any 
person  to  retain  or  possess  subsistence 
halibut  for  commercial  purposes;  cause 
subsistence  halibut  to  be  sold,  bartered, 
or  otherwise  entered  into  commerce;  or 
solicit  the  exchange  of  subsistence 
halibut  for  commercial  purposes,  except 
that  a  qualified  subsistence  fisherman 
may  engage  in  the  customary  trade  of 
subsistence  halibut  through  monetary 
exchange  of  no  more  than  $400  per  yeas". 

In  June  2003,  the  Council’s 
Enforcement  Committee  reviewed  issues 
related  to  customary  trade  and 
determined  that  (1)  despite  the 
Council’s  intent  to  avoid  creation  of  a 
new  commercial  fishery,  current 
regulations  essentially  allow  the  sale  of 
subsistence  halibut  up  to  the  $400 
annual  limit;  (2)  the  $400  annual  limit 
lacks  enforceability  because 
enforcement  officers  cannot  easily 
distinguish  between  sale  and  customary 
and  traditional  exchange  for  cash;  and 
(3)  current  regulations  do  not  clearly 
prohibit  advertising  and  solicitation  for 
commercial  sale. 

This  action  eliminates  the  $400 
monetary  exchange  limit  and  restricts 
any  monetary  exchange  for  subsistence 
halibut  specifically  to  reimbursement  of 
actual  trip  expenses  directly  related  to 
the  harvest  of  subsistence  halibut. 

Actual  trip  expenses  are  limited  to  ice, 
bait,  food,  or  fuel  only.  Under  this 
action,  persons  qualified  as  rural 
residents  under  §  300.65(g)(1)  and 
holding  a  subsistence  halibut 
registration  certificate  (SHARC)  in  their 
name  under  §  300.65(i),  may  be 
reimbursed  only  by  residents  of  the 
same  rural  community  listed  on  their 
SHARC.  However,  under  this  action, 
persons  qualified  as  Alaska  Native  tribal 
members  under  §  300.65(g)(2)  and 
holding  a  SHARC  in  their  name  under 
§  300.65(i),  are  eligible  for 
reimbursement  only  from  an  Alaska 
Native  tribe,  or  its  members,  or  members 


of  the  same  rural  community.  Therefore, 
if  the  tribal  member  lives  in  a  non-rural 
Alaska  community,  they  can  participate 
in  compensated  exchanges  only  with  a 
member  of  an  Alaska  native  tribe. 

Special  Permits  in  Non-subsistence 
Areas 

Generally,  eligible  persons  may 
harvest  subsistence  halibut  in  all 
Convention  waters  in  and  off  Alaska 
except  in  non-subsistence  marine 
waters  areas.  This  action  allows  the  use 
of  Ceremonial  Permits  and  Educational 
Permits  in  non-subsistence  marine 
waters  areas  by  the  12  tribes  whose 
traditional  fishing  grounds  are  located 
within  Areas  2C  and  3A.  Use  of 
Ceremonial  Permits  and  Educational 
Permits  within  non-subsistence  marine 
waters  areas  will  remain  subject  to  gear 
and  harvest  restrictions  for  those 
permits  consistent  with  the  IPHC 
regulatory  area  in  which  they  are  used. 
The  use  of  Community  Harvest  Permits 
(CHPs)  will  not  be  allowed  in  non¬ 
subsistence  marine  waters  areas. 

The  twelve  tribes  include  five  in  Area 
2C  and  seven  in  Area  3A.  The  tribes  in 
Area  2C  are  as  follows;  Central  Council 
of  Tlingit/Haida  Indians,  Douglas  Indian 
Association,  Aukquan  Traditional 
Council,  Ketchikan  Indian  Corporation, 
and  Organized  Village  of  Saxman.  In 
Area  3A  the  tribes  are  as  follows:  Native 
Village  of  Tatitlek,  Kenaitze  Indian 
Tribe,  Seldovia  Village  Tribe,  Ninilchik 
Village,  Native  Village  of  Port  Graham, 
Native  Village  of  Nanwalek,  and  Village 
of  Salamatoff.  The  RIR/FRFA  mentions 
13  tribes  several  times,  because  the  table 
it  used  lists  the  tribes  by  the  four  areas 
that  currently  are  closed  to  subsistence 
halibut  fishing.  However,  one  tribe  has 
traditional  fishing  grounds  in  both  the 
Juneau  and  Ketchikan  areas,  so  the 
correct  total  number  of  tribes  is  12. 

Response  to  Comments 

The  proposed  rule  published  in  the 
Federal  Register  on  April  14,  2008  (73 
FR  20008).  The  30-day  comment  period 
on  the  proposed  rule  ended  May  14, 
2008.  NMFS  received  a  total  of  five 
letters  on  the  proposed  rule  that 
contained  15  unique  comments.  One 
letter  was  received  from  a  tribal 
organization,  one  letter  was  received 
from  two  private  individuals,  and  three 
letters  were  received  from  the  fishing 
industry.  A  summary  of  these  comments 
and  NMFS’s  responses  follows. 

Comment  1 :  The  proposed  changes 
regarding  customary  trade,  and  its 
definition,  effectively  eliminates  it  from 
subsistence  uses.  Although  the  Alaska 
National  Interest  Lands  Conservation 
Act  (ANILCA)  did  not  define  this  term, 
the  need  to  narrow  the  definition  of 


“customary  trade”  by  NMFS  is  not 
justified  in  light  of  the  economic 
hardship  and  needs  of  Alaska  Native 
villages.  Leave  customary  trade  as  an 
option  for  those  who  have  no  alternative 
and  do  not  place  any  monetary 
restrictions  on  the  trade  amount. 

Response:  The  original  subsistence 
halibut  fishing  regulations  at  §  300.61 
defined  customary  trade  as  “the  non¬ 
commercial  exchange  of  subsistence 
halibut  for  anything  other  than  items  of 
significant  value”  and  this  definition 
remains  unchanged  by  this  rule.  NMFS 
disagrees  that  the  proposed  changes 
eliminate  customary  trade  for 
subsistence  purposes.  The  new 
regulations  specifically  allow 
subsistence  fishers  to  conduct  limited 
trade  of  subsistence  halibut.  The 
regulations  continue  to  prohibit 
subsistence  halibut  from  being  sold  or 
otherwise  entered  into  commerce; 
however,  an  exception  provides  for 
limited  monetary  exchange  to  reimburse 
qualified  subsistence  fishers  for  the 
actual  expenses  for  ice,  bait,  food,  and 
fuel  directly  related  to  subsistence 
fishing  for  halibut. 

In  recognizing  the  subsistence  halibut 
fishery  in  regulations  in  2003,  NMFS 
did  not  intend  to  create  an  alternative 
commercial  fishery.  The  former 
regulation,  however,  allowed  “sales”  of 
subsistence  halibut  of  up  to  $400  per 
year  as  nominal  reimbursement  for 
harvesting  costs  when  subsistence 
halibut  was  shared.  Previous  regulations 
at  §  300.66(j)  allowed  a  “customary 
trade  of  subsistence  halibut  through 
monetary  exchange  of  no  more  than 
$400  per  year.”  Some  subsistence 
fishers  regarded  the  monetary  limit  of 
$400  per  year  as  a  monetary  target  that 
allowed  the  commercial  sale  of 
subsistence  halibut  up  to  $400  per  year 
per  subsistence  fisher.  Thus,  some 
subsistence  halibut  were  illegally 
entering  the  commercial  market  for 
halibut.  The  new  regulation  clarifies 
that  while  the  sale  of  subsistence 
halibut  is  prohibited,  subsistence 
halibut  fishers  may  be  reimbursed  for 
certain  subsistence  fishing  expenses. 
This  is  consistent  with  customary  trade 
practices. 

The  previous  customary  trade 
allowance  of  $400  was  never  intended 
to  be  used  for  commercial  revenue 
producing  purposes.  The  objective  of 
the  customary  trade  allowance  was  to 
prevent  commercial  sale  while  allowing 
reimbursement  of  subsistence  halibut 
harvesting  expenses  by  those  with 
whom  the  halibut  was  shared.  In  a 
careful  review  of  the  subsistence  halibut 
program,  the  Council  and  NMFS 
determined  the  regulatory  language 
implementing  the  objectives  could  be 
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confusing.  Also,  the  NOAA  Office  for 
Law  Enforcement  found  enforcement  of 
the  $400  customary  trade  limit  difficult 
because  no  reporting  and  recordkeeping 
was  required  for  customary  trade 
transactions. 

This  rule  continues  to  prohibit  the 
commercial  sale  of  subsistence  halibut. 

It  does  not  prohibit  customary  trade,  in 
terms  of  the  economy  of  rural 
communities  and  Alaska  Native  tribes. 

Comment  2:  Defraying  expenses  is  not 
the  same  as  customary  trade. 

Response:  Subsistence  halibut  fishing 
was  the  original  fishery  for  halibut. 

Early  Alaska  Native  fishers  likely  used 
the  halibut  resource  not  only  as  a  food 
source  for  themselves,  but  also  in  trade 
with  other  Alaska  and  Canadian  Natives 
living  further  inland.  Over  time,  the 
commercial  and  sport  fisheries  for 
halibut  developed  as  more  non-natives 
populated  the  area.  The  Council  and 
NMFS  have  been  attempting  to  balance 
these  three  uses  of  the  halibut  resource. 
Prohibiting  the  sale  of  subsistence 
halibut  protects  commercial  interests  in 
the  resource.  This  rule  does  not  purport 
to  define  the  term  “customary  trade.” 
Instead,  it  prohibits  the  commercial  sale 
of  subsistence  halibut  while  providing 
for  the  sharing  of  subsistence  halibut 
with  an  opportunity  to  reimburse  the 
subsistence  fisher  for  certain  actual 
subsistence  fishing  costs. 

Comment  3:  The  rule  does  not 
provide  for  the  subsistence  needs  of 
tribal  members  and  is  detrimental  to 
subsistence  uses. 

Response:  NMFS  disagrees.  Nothing 
in  this  rule  prevents  subsistence  halibut 
fishing  by  qualified  Alaska  Natives. 
Moreover,  the  rule  provides  for 
expanded  Alaska  Native  subsistence 
halibut  fishing  inside  four  non¬ 
subsistence  areas  currently  closed  to  all 
subsistence  fishing.  This  rule 
implements  a  more  liberal  policy  of 
allowing  subsistence  halibut  fishing 
under  ceremonial  permits  and 
educational  permits  inside  the  current 
non-subsistence  areas  by  Alaska  Native 
tribes  whose  traditional  fishing  grounds 
fall  within  these  areas. 

Comment  4:  Only  enforcement 
problems  are  considered  in  the  changes 
to  customary  trade.  There  is  no  concern 
about  the  dire  economic  needs  of  rural 
Alaska. 

Response:  NMFS  disagrees.  As 
explained  above,  the  purpose  of  this 
regulatory  change  is  to  make  a  clear 
distinction  between  the  subsistence  and 
commercial  fisheries  and  to  continue  to 
prohibit  halibut  caught  in  the 
subsistence  fishery  from  entering 
commercial  markets.  The  NOAA  Office 
for  Law  Enforcement  staff  suggested  that 
a  regulatory  change  that  identified  the 


specific  expenses  (i.e.,  ice,  bait,  foot, 
and  fuel)  for  which  a  cash  exchange 
would  be  permitted,  would  enhance 
public  understanding  of  permissible 
compensation  and  provide  an 
enforcement  tool  for  a  cash  limit. 

Providing  regulatory  language  that 
can  be  effectively  enforced  is  a  concern 
in  the  development  of  all  regulations  by 
NMFS.  The  principal  concern  in  this 
case,  however,  is  to  ensure  the 
regulatory  language  clearly  implements 
the  policy  that  no  subsistence  halibut 
shall  be  sold  or  entered  into  commerce. 
The  Council  and  NMFS  have  not 
changed  the  policy. 

The  potential  benefits  from  revising 
the  regulations  include  (1)  increased 
clarity  within  the  regulations  to  better 
reflect  the  intent  of  the  Council,  thus 
reducing  (or  eliminating)  confusion 
among  subsistence  users  as  to  the 
bounds  of  authorized  cash 
reimbursement;  (2)  reduced  competition 
for  commercial  users  from  subsistence- 
caught  halibut  that  would  have  entered 
the  commercial  marketplace;  and  (3) 
continuation  of  social  and  cultural 
benefits  by  allowing  subsistence  trade. 
The  alternative  that  became  the 
Council’s  preferred  alternative  was 
selected  because  it  balanced 
enforcement  with  customary  practices. 
This  rule  recognizes  the  social,  cultural, 
educational,  and  community  benefits 
that  derive  from  participating  in  the 
customary  and  traditional  practices  of 
sharing  subsistence  halibut,  and  seeks  to 
accommodate  these  practices  while 
attempting  to  provide  additional  tools 
for  enforcing  the  prohibition  on  the  sale 
of  subsistence  halibut. 

Comment  5:  Rural  residents  should 
have  a  meaningful  role  in  the 
management  of  fisheries. 

Response:  The  Council  has  authority 
under  the  Halibut  Act  to  develop 
halibut  fishery  regulations  to  achieve 
allocation  goals.  Under  the  fishery 
management  council  process  set  forth  in 
the  Magnuson-Stevens  Act,  everyone 
has  the  opportunity  to  have  a 
meaningful  role  and  may  participate  in 
the  decision-making  process  leading  to 
new  fishery  management  policies  and 
regulations.  All  members  of  the  public 
are  invited  to  participate  in  the  public 
process  of  the  Council.  Several  weeks 
before  each  meeting,  a  notice  is 
published  in  the  Federal  Register  that 
announces  when  and  where  the 
meetings  for  the  Council  and  its 
advisory  committees  will  be  held  and 
the  agenda  items  that  may  be  discussed 
at  the  meeting.  These  meetings  are  open 
to  the  public.  The  Council’s  proposed 
revisions  to  the  subsistence  program 
were  discussed  at  Council  meetings 
held  in  October  2003,  October  2004,  and 


December  2004,  and  a  discussion  paper 
was  reviewed  in  June  2004.  The  public 
is  specifically  invited  to  speak  at  the 
Council  and  its  advisory  committee 
meetings.  Writing  letters  or  e-mails  to 
the  Council  expressing  concerns  or 
joining  or  forming  an  association  are 
other  ways  to  become  involved  in  the 
fisheries  management  process. 

In  response  to  one  of  the  management 
objectives  in  the  Final  Alaska 
Groundfish  Fisheries  Programmatic 
Supplemental  Environmental  Impact 
Statement  (August  26,  2004),  the 
Council  reviewed  a  discussion  paper  in 
February  2008  that  proposed  several 
approaches  for  increasing  Alaska  Native 
and  community  participation  and 
consultation  in  the  fishery  management 
process.  In  June  2008,  the  Council 
reviewed  a  revised  discussion  paper  and 
initiated  a  small  committee  of  Council 
members  and  community  and  Alaska 
Native  representatives  to  review  the 
discussion  paper  and  recommend  to  the 
Council  ways  to  create  a  policy  to 
improve  outreach  and  participation. 
Further  information  on  this  issue  and 
other  fisheries  management  issues  is 
available  at  the  Council  website  http:// 
www.alaskafisheries.noaa.gov/npfmc 
and  information  is  available  through  the 
mail  by  writing  to  the  Council  at  605  W. 
4th,  Suite  306,  Anchorage,  AK  99501. 

Comment  6:  The  analysis  expresses 
concern  that  any  exchange  for  cash  of 
subsistence  harvested  food  may 
establish  an  “undesirable  precedent,” 
but  states  that  “[a]  regulation  restricting 
customary  trade  to  Alaska  Native  tribal 
members  might  prevent  the 
development  of  new  subsistence  harvest 
patterns  for  customary  trade.”  Congress 
needs  to  fulfill  the  policies  and 
purposes  of  the  Alaska  Native  Claims 
Settlement  Act  (ANCSA)  and  must 
invoke  its  constitutional  authority  over 
Native  affairs  under  the  property  clause 
and  the  commerce  clause  to  protect  and 
provide  the  opportunity  for  continued 
subsistence  uses.  This  distinguishes 
Alaska  Natives  from  rural  residents. 

Response:  NMFS  cannot  amend 
ANCSA  with  a  regulatory  amendment.  It 
is  the  role  of  Congress  to  amend 
ANCSA.  This  comment  should, 
therefore,  be  directed  to  Congress. 

Comment  7:  The  Federal  government 
should  look  to  the  tribes  for  a  solution 
to  enforcement  of  customary  trade  and 
authorize  the  tribes  to  enforce 
regulations  on  tribal  members. 

Response:  NMFS  is  responsible  for 
enforcing  the  regulations  it  develops 
and  promulgates.  Changing  the  role  of 
the  tribes  to  include  enforcement  of 
NMFS’s  subsistence  regulations  is 
beyond  the  scope  of  this  rule. 
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Comment  8:  Where  does  it  say  in 
ANILCA  that  customary  trade  shall  not 
constitute  a  significant  commercial 
enterprise?  By  what  authority  is  this 
further  restriction  of  subsistence  use 
being  undertaken  when  it  is  for 
enforcement  and  not  conservation?  If 
the  subsistence  use  called  customary 
trade  must  be  further  restricted,  what 
commensurate  restriction  is  applied  to 
commercial  and  sport  fishing?  Where  is 
the  priority  or  preference? 

Response:  According  to  the  9th 
Circuit  Court,  as  stated  in  its  decision  of 
United  States  v.  Alexander,  938  F.2d 
942,  948  (9th  Cr.  1991)  concerning 
customary  and  traditional  trade, 

“...trade  must  be  conducted  in  a  manner 
consistent  with  a  subsistence  lifestyle; 
ANILCA  does  not  permit  the 
establishment  of  significant  commercial 
enterprises  under  the  guise  of 
subsistence  uses.”  Commercial  fishing 
for  halibut  is  strictly  regulated  within  an 
overall  catch  limit  set  by  the  IPHC  and 
with  individual  fishing  quotas  for  each 
person.  Sport  fishing  for  halibut  is 
limited  by  prohibitions  on  the  sale  of 
halibut  and  by  daily  catch  limits. 
Subsistence  fishing  for  halibut  is 
afforded  some  preference  in  that  no 
annual  catch  limits,  area  catch  limits,  or 
allocations  apply  to  the  subsistence 
harvest. 

Comment  9:  We  support  the 
recommendation  to  implement  a 
possession  limit  of  one  daily  bag  limit. 
We  agree  this  will  help  enforcement 
efforts  regarding  subsistence  halibut  and 
address  IPHC’s  concerns  about 
accounting. 

Response:  Comment  noted. 

Comment  10:  We  support  the 
recommended  definition  of  a  charter 
vessel.  Subsistence  caught  halibut 
cannot  be  given,  transferred,  or  fed  to 
charter  clients.  We  also  support  not 
allowing  charter  vessels  with  clients  on 
board  to  set  or  retrieve  gear,  and  we 
support  not  giving  halibut  that  was 
caught  on  subsistence  gear  to  charter 
clients.  This  section  with  the 
recommended  clarifications  will 
significantly  help  with  the  NOAA  Office 
for  Law  Enforcement’s  ability  to 
determine  whether  they  are  in  violation 
or  not. 

Response:  Comment  noted. 

Comment  1 1 :  We  believe  the 
recommended  changes  to  the  monetary 
exchange  regulations  are  critical  to 
prevent  abuses  of  the  Council’s  intent 
from  occurring.  We  believe  that  the 
recommendation  is  a  good  balance  of 
meeting  NPFMC  original  intent  while 
tightening  up  the  regulations  to 
preventing  abuse  from  occurring. 

Response:  Comment  noted. 


Comment  12:  We  support  the  change 
in  the  format  of  the  regulations  by  using 
tables  where  appropriate. 

Response:  Comment  noted. 

Comment  13:  We  urge  approval  and 
implementation  of  the  proposed 
regulatory  amendments  to  further 
restrict  gear  and  harvest  of  subsistence 
halibut  in  Sitka  Sound.  Sitka  residents 
discovered  that  existing  subsistence 
regulations  for  Sitka  Sound  allow  an 
over-harvest  of  halibut  for  subsistence 
purposes,  resulting  in  localized 
depletion  and  reduced  subsistence 
opportunities  for  local  residents.  These 
amendments  are  the  result  of  a 
collaborative  process  by  stakeholders  in 
Sitka.  The  proposed  amendments  will 
encourage  larger  and  higher  capacity 
vessels  to  harvest  subsistence  halibut 
outside  Sitka  Sound  while  allowing 
residents  with  small  boats  to 
subsistence  fish  effectively  in  the 
protected  waters  of  Sitka  Sound. 
Reducing  pressure  on  locally  depleted 
halibut  will  also  relieve  pressure  on 
sensitive  rockfish  and  lingcod  stocks. 

Response:  Comment  noted. 

Comment  14:  We  support  increasing 
gear  restrictions  in  Chiniak  Bay  and 
Sitka  Sound.  We  appreciate  the 
clarification  that  the  allowable  gear  is 
what  is  being  “set  and  retrieved”  and 
having  spare  gear  on  board,  such  as  a 
box  of  hooks,  is  not  a  violation. 

Response:  Comment  noted. 

Comment  15:  We  would  like  an 
additional  consideration  implemented 
regarding  the  length  of  time  that  gear 
may  remain  in  the  water  unattended. 

We  have  received  reports  from 
fishermen  who  have  witnessed  gear 
being  set  in  Sitka  Sound  and  left 
unattended  for  weeks  at  a  time. 

Response:  This  action  is  not  intended 
to  address  the  length  of  time  that  gear 
may  remain  in  the  water.  Concerns 
about  the  length  of  time  that  subsistence 
halibut  gear  may  remain  in  the  water 
would  need  to  be  addressed  in  a 
separate  regulatory  action  developed 
through  the  Council  process. 

Changes  from  the  Proposed  Rule 

Eight  changes  were  made  in 
regulatory  language  from  the  proposed 
rule  to  this  final  rule.  The  first  change 
was  to  the  charter  vessel  definition. 
Concern  was  expressed  by  the  NOAA 
Office  for  Law  Enforcement  about  the 
ability  to  prosecute  a  person  who 
violates  Federal  regulations  but  who 
was  also  in  violation  of  State  of  Alaska 
regulations  by  not  registering  a  vessel 
used  for  charter  fishing.  Therefore,  to 
enable  enforcement  of  Federal 
regulations,  the  definition  was  revised 
to  include  vessels  that  should  have  been 
registered  with  the  State  of  Alaska  as 


charter  vessels.  Additionally,  the 
definition  is  intended  to  apply  only  to 
Alaska  halibut  regulatory  areas  2C 
through  4E,  so  the  phrase  “for  purposes 
of  §  300.65”  was  added  to  the  definition. 

The  second  regulatory  change  revises 
the  table  at  §  300.65(h)  to  add  the 
limitations  concerning  the  use  of 
Ceremonial  and  Educational  Permits  in 
the  non-subsistence  marine  waters 
areas  of  2C  and  3A. 

The  third  regulatory  change  revises 
regulatory  language  at 
§  300.65(j)(3)(i)(B).  It  was  the  intent  of 
the  Council  to  allow  the  use  of  only 
Ceremonial  Permits  and  Educational 
Permits  and  to  not  allow  the  use  of 
CHPs  in  non-subsistence  marine  waters 
areas.  This  restriction  was  discussed  in 
the  RIR  and  in  the  preamble  to  the 
proposed  rule  but  not  clearly  reflected 
in  the  proposed  regulatory  text.  This 
change  corrects  that  oversight  and  adds 
the  Valdez  and  Anchorage-Matsu- 
Kenai  non-subsistence  marine  waters 
areas  to  the  existing  list  of  non¬ 
subsistence  marine  waters  areas  in 
which  the  use  of  CHPs  is  prohibited. 

The  fourth  regulatory  cnange  revises 
regulatory  language  at  §  300.65(k)(3)  to 
specify  the  tribes  that  are  qualified  to 
use  a  Ceremonial  or  Educational  Permit 
in  each  non-subsistence  marine  waters 
area  in  areas  3A  and  2C. 

The  fifth  regulatory  change  clarifies 
proposed  language  at  §  300.66(i)  but 
does  not  change  the  substance  of  the 
regulatory  language.  Rather  than 
requiring  that  a  person  “abides  by” 
certain  gear  and  harvest  restrictions,  the 
revised  regulations  require  that  a  person 
“complies  with”  those  same 
restrictions. 

The  sixth  regulatory  change  revises 
§  300.66(j)(l)  to  indicate  that  the 
person’s  rural  community  is  listed  on 
the  application  for  a  SHARC.  It  is  not 
listed  on  the  SHARC  itself. 

The  seventh  regulatory  change 
modifies  the  prohibitions  at 
§  300.66(j)(2)  regarding  who  may 
reimburse  an  Alaska  Native  tribal 
member  for  the  expense  of  fishing  for 
subsistence  halibut.  The  proposed  rule 
would  have  prevented  an  Alaska  Native 
tribal  member  from  being  reimbursed  by 
a  non-native  resident  if  they  both  lived 
within  the  same  rural  community. 
However,  on  further  consideration, 
NMFS  realized  that  proposal  failed  to 
recognize  the  dynamics  within  a  rural 
Alaska  community  that  consists  of 
native  and  non-native  individuals 
wherein  subsistence  halibut  may  be 
shared  among  them.  Therefore,  under 
the  Secretary’s  authority  in  the  Halibut 
Act  at  773c  (a)  and  (b),  the  regulations 
have  been  changed  to  allow  Alaska 
Native  tribal  members  holding  a  SHARC 
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to  be  reimbursed  for  certain  actual 
expenses  by  any  Alaska  Native  tribe,  or 
its  members,  or  residents  of  the  same 
rural  community  listed  on  the  person’s 
SHARC  application. 

The  eighth  regulatory  change  revises 
the  sentence  structure  in  §  300.66(j)(l) 
and  (2),  by  more  clearly  stating  the 
limitation  on  what  actual  expenses  may 
be  reimbursed,  but  the  substance  of  the 
regulations  is  not  changed. 

Changes  also  were  made  in  the 
instructions  for  the  proposed 
amendments  to  §  300.66.  A  court  order 
filed  June  20,  2008,  that  concerned 
§  300.66(m),  reversed  a  charter  halibut 
final  rule  published  May  28,  2008  (73 
FR  30504).  The  proposed  redesignation 
of  paragraph  (m)  under  this  subsistence 
halibut  rule  could  add  confusion  to  the 
court  order.  Therefore,  paragraphs  (j) 
through  (m)  will  not  be  redesignated. 
Rather  than  revising  a  newly 
redesignated  paragraph  (k)  as  stated  in 
the  proposed  rule,  paragraph  (j)  will  be 
revised,  and  rather  than  adding  a  new 
paragraph  (j),  the  new  paragraph  is 
designated  as  (n). 

Classification 

Regulations  governing  the  U.S. 
fisheries  for  Pacific  halibut  are 
developed  by  the  IPHC,  the  Pacific 
Fishery  Management  Council,  the 
Council,  and  the  Secretary.  Section  5  of 
the  Halibut  Act  (16  U.S.C.  773c)  allows 
the  Regional  Council  having  authority 
for  a  particular  geographical  area  to 
develop  regulations  governing  the 
allocation  and  catch  of  halibut  in  U.S. 
Convention  waters  as  long  as  those 
regulations  do  not  conflict  with  IPHC 
regulations.  The  proposed  action  is 
consistent  with  the  Council’s  authority 
and  the  Secretary’s  authority  to  allocate 
halibut  catches  among  fishery 
participants  in  the  waters  in  and  off 
Alaska. 

This  final  rule  has  been  determined  to 
be  not  significant  for  purposes  of 
Executive  Order  12866.  This  final  rule 
also  complies  with  the  Secretary’s 
authority  under  the  Halibut  Act  to 
implement  management  measures  for 
the  halibut  fisheries,  and  with  the 
Secretary’s  other  responsibilities  under 
the  Convention  and  the  Halibut  Act. 

A  final  regulatory  flexibility  analysis 
(FRF A)  was  prepared.  The  FRFA 
incorporates  the  initial  regulatory 
flexibility  analysis  (IRFA),  a  summary  of 
the  significant  issues  raised  by  the 
public  comments  in  response  to  the 
IRFA,  NMFS’s  responses  to  those 
comments,  and  a  summary  of  the 
analyses  completed  to  support  the 
action.  A  copy  of  this  analysis  is 
available  from  NMFS  (see  ADDRESSES). 

A  description  of  this  action,  why  it  is 


being  considered,  and  the  legal  basis  for 
this  action  are  presented  above  in  the 
preamble  to  this  rule.  A  summary  of  the 
FRFA  follows. 

This  rule  implements  six  actions  to 
amend  the  subsistence  halibut 
regulations:  (1)  revise  the  subsistence 
gear  restrictions  in  Chiniak  Bay  off 
Kodiak  Island  and  add  seasonal  gear 
and  vessel  limits  in  the  Sitka  Sound 
area;  (2)  add  the  village  of  Naukati  to  the 
list  of  eligible  subsistence  halibut 
communities;  (3)  implement  a 
possession  limit  equal  to  one  daily  bag 
limit  to  enhance  enforcement;  (4)  revise 
the  definition  of  charter  vessel;  (5) 
revise  regulations  to  allow  cash 
reimbursement  for  expenses  related  to 
the  harvest  of  subsistence  resources;  and 
(6)  allow  the  use  of  special  permits 
within  non-subsistence  use  areas  by 
tribes  eligible  for  the  permits.  Only 
actions  1  and  6  directly  regulate  “small  . 
entities,”  as  defined  by  the  Regulatory 
Flexibility  Act  (RFA).  The  remaining 
four  actions  are  not  addressed  because 
they  affect  individuals,  rather  than 
“entities,”  as  defined  by  the  RFA.  All 
attributable  impacts  on  directly 
regulated  small  entities,  accruing  from 
either  action,  appear  to  be  beneficial. 

Actions  1  and  6  aim  to  enhance 
management  of  the  subsistence  halibut 
fishery  as  it  pertains  to  use  by  Alaska 
Native  tribes  for  the  purpose  of 
recognizing  and  appropriately 
accommodating  subsistence  practices. 
These  actions  are  taken  under  the 
authority  of  the  Halibut  Act. 

The  principal  decisions  in  the 
preferred  alternatives  for  actions  1  and 
6  address  changes  to  gear  limits  and  the 
use  of  CHPs  by  Alaska  Native  tribes  in 
Kodiak  and  Chiniak  Bay,  and  seasonal 
gear  and  vessel  limits  in  Sitka  Sound: 
and  fishing  in  non-subsistence  use 
areas.  The  preferred  alternatives  to 
implement  CHPs  for  Alaska  Native 
tribes  in  Kodiak  and  Chiniak  Bay  (CHPs 
are  not  allowed  in  Sitka  Sound)  under 
action  1 ,  and  to  allow  Ceremonial  and 
Educational  Permits  to  be  used  by 
Alaska  Native  tribes  in  non-subsistence 
use  areas  under  action  6,  directly 
regulate  small  entities. 

Significant  Issues  Raised  by  Public 
Comments  on  the  IRFA 

The  proposed  rule  for  the  subsistence 
halibut  amendments  was  published  in 
the  Federal  Register  on  April  14,  2008 
(73  FR  20008).  An  IRFA  was  prepared 
for  the  proposed  rule,  and  described  in 
the  classification  section  of  the 
preamble  to  the  rule.  The  public 
comment  period  ended  on  May  14, 
2008.  NMFS  received  five  letters  of 
comment  on  the  proposed  rule, 
including  one  with  a  comment  on  the 


IRFA.  The  comment  concerned  the  lack 
of  information  in  the  IRFA  regarding 
action  5.  Action  5  revises  regulations 
regarding  cash  reimbursement  for 
expenses  related  to  the  harvest  of 
subsistence  resources.  However,  action 
5  applies  only  to  individuals  and  not  to 
small  entities  as  defined  by  the  RFA, 
therefore,  no  changes  were  made  to  the 
FRFA  based  on  that  comment.  A 
detailed  discussion  of  the  effects  of 
action  5  is  provided  in  section  6.0  of  the 
RIR.  Four  additional  comments  were 
received  related  to  the  possible 
economic  effects  of  the  proposed 
regulations  to  allow  cash  reimbursement 
for  certain  subsistence  harvest  related 
expenses,  however  these  comments 
were  not  directed  to  the  IRFA.  For  a 
summary  of  the  comments  received, 
including  those  on  action  5,  refer  to  the 
section  of  this  final  rule  titled 
“Response  to  Comments.” 

Description  and  Estimate  of  Number  of 
Small  Entities  to  Which  the  Rule  Will 
Apply 

Action  1  directly  regulates  nine 
‘Alaska  Native  tribes,  or  governmental 
entities  in  the  absence  of  a  tribe,  that  are 
eligible  to  participate  in  the  subsistence 
halibut  program  off  Kodiak  and  Chiniak 
Bay.  Action  6  affects  twelve  Alaska 
Native  tribes,  but  no  governmental 
entities. 

Description  of  Recordkeeping, 

Reporting,  and  Other  Compliance 
Requirements 

No  additional  recordkeeping, 
reporting  requirements,  or  other 
compliance  requirements  are 
anticipated  as  a  result  of  either  action  1 
or  6. 

Description  of  Significant  Alternatives 
and  Steps  Taken  to  Minimize  the 
Significant  Economic  Impact  on  Small 
Entities 

Multiple  alternatives  were  addressed 
for  each  action  under  the  RFA.  Under 
action  1 ,  three  alternatives  were 
analyzed:  (1)  no  action;  (2)  change  gear 
restrictions  and  annual  limits  in  Kodiak, 
Prince  William  Sound,  Cook  Inlet,  and 
the  Sitka  LAMP;  and  (3)  change  gear 
restrictions  and  annual  limits  only  in 
Kodiak  and  the  Sitka  LAMP.  Alternative 
3  was  selected  as  the  preferred 
alternative  for  action  1.  For  action  6, 
three  alternatives  were  analyzed:  (1)  no 
action;  (2)  allow  the  use  of  CHPs, 
educational  permits,  and  ceremonial 
permits  in  non-subsistence  use  areas  by 
tribes  whose  traditional  fishing  grounds 
are  located  within  IPHC  Areas  2C  and 
3A,  with  the  associated  daily  bag  limit; 
and  (3)  allow  the  use  of  educational 
permits  and  ceremonial  permits,  but  not 
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CHPs,  in  non-subsistence  use  areas  by 
tribes  whose  traditional  fishing  grounds 
are  located  within  IPHC  Areas  2C  and 
3A,  with  the  associated  daily  bag  limit. 
Alternative  3  was  selected  as  the 
preferred  alternative  for  action  6. 

Alternative  1  for  action  1  was  rejected 
because  it  did  not  address  the  localized 
depletion  concerns  in  the  areas  under 
consideration.  Alternative  2  for  action  1 
was  rejected  because  it  includes 
restrictions  in  the  Prince  William  Sound 
and  Cook  Inlet  areas?  Measures  for 
Prince  William  Sound  and  Cook  Inlet 
were  found  to  be  unwarranted, 
therefore,  Alternative  2  would  be  more 
restrictive  than  the  preferred  alternative. 

Alternative  1  for  action  6  was  rejected 
because  it  would  have  continued  the 
prohibition  on  subsistence  halibut 
fishing  under  all  circumstances  in 
designated  non-subsistence  fishing 
areas  and  would  not  provide  social, 
cultural,  educational,  and  “communal” 
benefits  to  the  12  affected  tribes. 
Alternative  2  for  action  6  was  rejected 
because  it  allows  the  use  of  CHPs  in 
non-subsistence  fishing  areas,  but  the 
preferred  alternative  prohibits  such  use. 
CHP  use  was  rejected  in  non¬ 
subsistence  fishing  areas  because  of 
potential  unintended  negative 
consequences  for  groundfish  stocks. 

Based  on  the  best  available  scientific 
data  and  information,  the  FRFA 
(including  the  RIR)  reveals  that  none  of 
the  significant  alternatives,  other  than 
the  preferred  alternatives,  have  the 
potential  to  accomplish  the  objectives  of 
the  actions  consistent  with  the  Halibut 
Act,  the  RFA,  and  other  applicable 
statutes,  and  minimize  the  adverse 
economic  impacts  of  the  rule  on  directly 
regulated  small  entities.  That  is,  in  both 
actions  considered  here,  the  preferred 
alternative  was  the  least  burdensome 
among  all  available  alternatives, 
consistent  with  the  objectives  of  each 
respective  action. 

RFA  Conclusion 

“Small  entities,”  as  defined  by  the 
Regulatory  Flexibility  Act,  would  be 
directly  regulated  only  by  action  1  and 
by  action  6.  All  attributable  impacts  on 
directly  regulated  small  entities, 
accruing  from  either  action,  appear  to  be 
“beneficial.” 

It  is  NMFS's  policy  to  consider  only 
“adverse”  impacts,  when  preparing  a 
FRFA,  consistent  with  Congress’ 
direction  to  “minimize  effects  on  small 
entities.”  Based  upon  the  foregoing 
analysis,  no  such  adverse  impacts 
appear  to  be  associated  with  the 
proposed  actions.  Nonetheless,  detailed 
information  and  empirical  data  about 
the  operational  structures,  strategies, 
and  fiscal  conditions  of  the  various 


tribes,  which  are  likely  to  be  directly 
regulated  by  the  proposed  actions,  are 
not  presently  available  to  the  analysts  to 
support  preparation  of  a  “factual  basis” 
upon  which  to  “certify,”  under  RFA 
provisions.  Therefore,  the  FRFA  was 
prepared  to  fulfill  the  requirements  of 
the  RFA,  despite  the  high  probability 
that  the  actions  will  not  have  a 
significant  adverse  effect  on  a 
substantial  number  of  small  entities.

NMFS  is  not  aware  of  any  other 
Federal  rules  that  would  duplicate, 
overlap,  or  conflict  with  these  actions. 

Executive  Order  13175  of  November 
6,  2000  (25  U.S.C.  450  note),  the 
Executive  Memorandum  of  April  29, 

1994  (25  U.S.C.  450  note),  and  the 
American  Indian  and  Alaska  Native 
Policy  of  the  U.S.  Department  of 
Commerce  (March  30, 1995)  outline  the 
responsibilities  of  the  National  Marine 
Fisheries  Service  in  matters  affecting 
tribal  interests.  Section  161  of  Public 
Law  108-199  (118  Stat  452),  as 
amended  by  section  518  of  Public  Law 
108-447  (118  Stat  3267),  extends  the 
consultation  requirements  of  Executive 
Order  13175  to  Alaska  Native 
corporations. 

Consultations  with  the  Alaska  Native 
Subsistence  Halibut  Working  Group, 
under  Executive  Order  13175,  resulted 
in  recommendations  to  allow  the  use  of 
special  pernlits  in  non-subsistence  use 
areas.  NMFS  contacted  tribal 
governments  and  Alaska  Native 
corporations  which  may  be  affected  by 
the  action,  provided  them  with  a  copy 
of  the  proposed  rule,  and  offered  them 
an  opportunity  to  consult.  One  request 
for  a  tribal  consultation  was  received. 
NMFS  staff  spoke  via  telephone  with 
members  of  the  tribal  organization  and 
their  associates  to  listen  to  and  address 
their  specific  questions  and  their 
specific  needs.  Many  of  their  specific 
questions  also  were  raised  in  comments 
received  during  the  public  comment 
period  and  are  responded  to  in  the 
Response  to  Comments  section  of  this 
final  rule,  except  for  two  comments 
listed  below.  NMFS  staff  clarified  points 
in  the  proposed  regulations,  described 
the  role  of  the  Alaska  Native 
Subsistence  Halibut  Working  Group, 
and  provided  contact  information  for 
the  working  group. 

Two  comments  raised  during  the 
tribal  consultation  were  not  included  in 
the  Response  to  Comments  section.  The 
first  comment  is  that  the  specific  items 
allowed  for  reimbursement  do  not 
encompass  all  costs  associated  with 
harvest  and  trade  of  subsistence  halibut 
and  that  only  enforcement  concerns 
were  considered.  NMFS  notes  that  not 
all  costs  were  expected  to  be 
encompassed  in  the  amount  that  could 
be  reimbursed.  As  stated  in  the  RIR: 

Examples  of  costs  that  would  not  be 
allowed  to  be  compensated  are  the  cost  of  the 
boat,  repairs,  or  hydraulic  gear  that  would  be 
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used  for  a  duration  longer  than  the  fishing 
trip  that  produced  the  halibut  that  is  being 
shared.  Enforcement  staff  advised  the 
Council  that  this  approach  still  would  be 
extremely  difficult  to  enforce.  Enforcement 
may  occur  through  investigations,  whereby 
receipts  could  be  examined  to  verify 
expenses.  Staff  reported  that,  while  this 
preferred  alternative  does  not  facilitate 
enforcement  directly,  it  facilitates  public 
understanding  of  Council  intent  and  may 
enhance  enforcement  of  egregious  violations. 

The  Council  determined  that  its 
preferred  alternative  best  recognized  the 
social,  cultural,  educational,  and 
communal  benefits  that  derive  from 
sharing  halibut,  while  providing 
additional  tools  for  enforcing  the 
prohibition  on  commercial  sale  of 
subsistence  halibut.  Therefore,  the 
Council  rejected  the  most  readily 
enforceable  alternative,  which  would 
have  prohibited  any  cash  exchange,  in 
favor  of  the  preferred  alternative  based 
on  the  extensive  administrative  record. 

The  second  comment  is  that  the  30 
hooks  per  vessel  limit  is  a  hardship  and 
should  be  increased  to  the  30  hooks  per 
person  and  90  hooks  per  vessel  limit 
allowed  in  other  areas;  the  limit  of  20 
fish  per  vessel  per  day  should  be  a 
sufficient  limit.  This  change  was 
initiated  in  specific  regulatory  areas  for 
the  halibut  fishery  because  of  increased 
fishing  effort  due  to  higher  population 
density.  NMFS  suggests  that  if  a  tribal 
organization  wants  its  local  area  within 
the  larger  halibut  regulatory  area  to  be 
exempt  from  this  limit,  the  idea  could 
be  further  developed  by  the  tribal 
organization.  The  tribal  organization 
could  then  bring  the  idea  to  the 
attention  of  the  Alaska  Native 
Subsistence  Halibut  Working  Group.

SUMMARY:  The  Securities  and  Exchange 
Commission  (the  Commission)  is 
adopting  revisions  to  the  Electronic  Data 
Gathering,  Analysis,  and  Retrieval 
System  (EDGAR)  Filer  Manual  to  reflect 
updates  to  the  EDGAR  system.  The 
revisions  are  being  made  primarily  to 
support  the  rule  amendments  made  to 
mandate  the  electronic  filing  of 
information  required  by  Securities  Act 
of  1933  Form  D  with  the 
implementation  of  a  new  Form  D  online 
application. 

In  addition,  the  revisions  also  include 
updates  to  submission  types  PREM14A, 
DEFM14A,  PREM14C  and  DEFM14C  to 
correctly  process  series  and  class 
identifiers;  updates  to  the  EDGAR 
company  name  conformance  rules; 
updates  to  the  EDGARLite  Form  TA-2 
(Annual  Report  of  Transfer  Agent 
activities  filed  pursuant  to  the  Securities 
Exchange  Act  of  1934)  to  correct  the 
OMB  expiration  date  displayed  on  the 
printed  blank  form,  to  correct  the  order 
that  the  response  fields  for  Question 
1(h)  (Full  Name  of  Registrant  as  stated 
in  Question  3  of  Form  TA-1)  and 
Question  3(a)  (Registrants  Appropriate  * 
Regulatory  Agency)  are  displayed  on  the 
printed  blank  form,  to  make  a  response 
to  Question  ll(a)(i)  (Date  of  Database 
Search)  optional  and  to  prevent  the 
submission  of  invalid  ASCII  characters; 
updates  to  the  EDGAR  processing  of 
series  and  classes  co-registrant  filings;

Under  the  Comprehensive 
Environmental  Response, 

Compensation  and  Liability  Act  and  To 
Make  an  Administrative  Change  to  the 
Code  of  Federal  Regulations 

AGENCY:  Department  of  Justice. 

ACTION:  Final  rule. 

SUMMARY:  This  rule  amends  our 
regulations  to  reflect  the  name  of  the 
Environment  and  Natural  Resources 
Division,  which  was  formerly  known  as 
the  Land  and  Natural  Resources 
Division.  The  Department  of  Justice 
officially  changed  the  name  of  the 
Division  in  the  early  1990s,  but  all  of 
the  pertinent  parts  of  part  0  were  not 
amended  accordingly. 

This  order  further  amends  our 
regulations  to  authorize  the  Assistant 
Attorney  General  for  the  Environment 
and  Natural  Resources  Division  to 
approve  certain  settlements  under  the 
Comprehensive  Environmental 
Response,  Compensation  and  Liability 
Act  (CERCLA). 

DATES:  Effective  Date:  September  24, 
2008.

SUPPLEMENTARY  INFORMATION:  In  subpart 
Y  of  28  CFR  part  0,  the  Attorney  General 
has  delegated  to  the  various  Assistant 
Attorneys  General  certain  of  his 
authority  to  compromise  and  close  civil 
claims.  Section  0.160(a)(1)  authorizes 
the  various  Assistant  Attorneys  General 
to  “[ajccept  offers  in  compromise  of 
claims  asserted  by  the  United  States  in 
all  cases  in  wThich  the  difference 
between  the  gross  amount  of  the  original 
claim  and  the  proposed  settlement  does 
not  exceed  $2,000,000  or  15  percent  of 
the  original  claim,  whichever  is 
greater.” 

Administrative  Changes 

In  the  early  1990s,  the  name  of  the 
Land  and  Natural  Resources  Division 
was  changed  to  the  Environment  and 
Natural  Resources  Division  to  better 
reflect  the  broader  responsibilities  of  the 
Division  since  its  inception  in  1909.  The 
administrative  change  in  this  rule 
corrects  the  name  of  the  Division 
throughout  part  0,  where  the  former 
name  remains. 


Changes  to  Section  0.160 

CERCLA  was  enacted  in  1980  in 
response  to  the  discover}'  of  significant 
human  health  hazards  at  a  number  of 
sites  where  hazardous  wastes  had  been 
dumped  or  buried.  Public  Law  96-510 
(42  U.S.C.  9601,  et  seq.).  The  law 
created  a  “Superfund”  to  help  pay  the 
costs  of  investigating  and  cleaning  up 
these  sites,  26  U.S.C.  9507,  and  also 
imposed  liability  for  the  costs  of 
cleanup  on  the  parties  who  were 
responsible  for  creating  these  sites,  42 
U.S.C.  9607(a).  These  parties  (referred  to 
collectively  as  “potentially  responsible 
parties”)  include:  The  current  owners 
and  operators  of  a  facility  from  which 
there  is  a  release  or  threatened  release 
of  a  hazardous  substance  into  the 
environment;  those  who  owned  or 
operated  the  facility  at  the  time 
hazardous  substances  were  disposed  of 
at  that  facility;  those  who  generated  the 
hazardous  substances  and  arranged  for 
their  treatment  or  disposal  by  a  third 
party;  and  those  who  transported  the 
hazardous  substances  for  treatment  or 
disposal,  if  they  selected  the  site.  42 
U.S.C.  9607(a)." 

While  the  courts  have  agreed 
uniformly  that  liability  under  CERCLA 
is  joint  and  several  when  the  harm  at 
the  site  is  indivisible,  42  U.S.C.  9613(f) 
provides  for  the  equitable  allocation  of 
response  costs  among  the  jointly  and 
severally  liable  parties.  A  single  case 
under  CERCLA  can  involve  numerous 
(sometimes  hundreds  of)  separate 
responsible  parties  whose  liability  can 
be  equitably  allocated  or  determined  to 
be  de  minimis  for  purposes  of  reaching 
a  settlement  of  their  liability.  Indeed, 
Congress  encourages  the  Environmental 
Protection  Agency  to  reach  expedited 
settlements  with  de  minimis  parties.  42 
U.S.C.  9622(g).  However,  based  on  the 
total  claim  at  the  site,  some  of  these 
settlements  will  result  in  differences 
between  the  original  claim  and  the 
proposed  settlement  that  are  greater 
than  $2  million  (or  15  percent  of  the 
original  claim).  Many  settlements  are 
made  with  parties  who  do  not  have  the 
financial  ability  to  pay  the  equitable 
allocated  amount.  Some  non-de  minimis 
settlements  result  in  compromises  of 
our  original  claim  as  a  result  of  the 
responsible  party’s  ability  to  pay.  These 
types  of  settlements  with  individual 
parties  are  common  in  multi-party 
CERCLA  litigation  and  seldom  raise 
issues  significant  enough  to  warrant 
Associate  Attorney  General  review.  In 
order  to  increase  efficiency  in  the 
approval  process,  this  rule  amends 
Section  0.160  of  Subpart  Y  to  authorize 
the  Assistant  Attorney  General, 
Environment  and  Natural  Resources 
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Division,  to  approve  these  kinds  of 
partial  CERCLA  settlements. 

Administrative  Procedure  Act 

This  rule  is  a  rule  of  agency 
organization  and  procedure,  and  relates 
to  the  internal  management  of  the 
Department  of  Justice.  It  is  therefore 
exempt  from  the  requirements  of  notice  * 
and  comments  and  a  delayed  effective 
date.  5  U.S.C.  553(b),  (d). 

Regulatory  Flexibility  Act 

The  Attorney  General,  in  accordance 
with  the  Regulatory  Flexibility  Act  (5 
U.S.C.  605(b)),  has  reviewed  this 
regulation  and  by  approving  it  certifies 
that  this  regulation  will  not  have  a 
significant  economic  impact  on  a 
substantial  number  of  small  entities 
because  it  pertains  to  personnel  and 
administrative  matters  affecting  the 
Department.  Further,  a  Regulatory 
Flexibility  Analysis  was  not  required  to 
be  prepared  for  this  final  rule  since  the 
Department  was  not  required  to  publish 
a  general  notice  of  proposed  rulemaking 
for  this  matter. 

Executive  Order  12866 — Regulatory

This  action  has  been  drafted  and 
reviewed  in  accordance  with  Executive 
Order  12866,  Regulatory  Planning  and 
Review,  §  1(b),  Principles  of  Regulation.

Accordingly, 
this  action  has  not  been  reviewed  by  the 
Office  of  Management  and  Budget.

On  August  7,  2008,  we  published  a 
notice  of  proposed  rulemaking  (NPRM) 
entitled  Special  Local  Regulations  for 
Marine  Events;  St.  Leonard  Creek, 
Patuxent  River,  Calvert  County,  MD  in 
the  Federal  Register  (73  FR  45919).  We 
received  no  letters  commenting  on  the 
proposed  rule.  No  public  meeting  was 
requested,  and  none  was  held. 

Under  5  U.S.C.  553(d)(3),  the  Coast 
Guard  finds  that  good  cause  exists  for 
making  this  rule  effective  less  than  30 
days  after  publication  in  the  Federal 
Register.  The  Coast  Guard  received 
notice  of  the  event  on  July  18,  2008.  The 
NPRM  published  on  August  7,  2008, 
and  the  comment  period  expired  on 
September  8,  2008.  Delaying  the 
effective  date  would  be  contrary  to  the 
public  interest,  since  immediate  action 
is  needed  to  ensure  the  safety  of  the 
event  participants,  support  vessels, 
spectator  craft  and  other  vessels 
transiting  the  event  area.  However 
advance  notifications  will  be  made  to 
users  of  the  Patuxent  River  and  St. 
Leonard  Creek  via  marine  information 
broadcast,  local  notice  to  mariners, 
commercial  radio  stations  and  area 
newspapers. 


Background  and  Purpose 

On  September  21,  2008,  the  Jefferson 
Patterson  Park  and  Museum  will 
sponsor  “War  of  1812  North  American 
Grand  Tactical”  on  the  waters  of  St. 
Leonard  Creek  and  the  Patuxent  River, 
Calvert  County,  MD.  The  event  will 
consist  of  four  tall  ships  and  several 
small  boats  that  will  re-enact  sea  battles 
in  Maryland  during  the  War  of  1812. 

The  regulated  area  originates  along  the 
northern  shore  of  St.  Leonard  Creek, 
thence  west  to  Petersons  Point  thence 
northwest  along  the  shoreline  of  the 
Patuxent  River  adjacent  to  Jefferson 
Patterson  Park  and  Museum  and 
extends  outward  over  the  water  within 
an  approximately  500  yard  arc.  Due  to 
the  need  for  vessel  control  during  the 
event,  the  Coast  Guard  will  temporarily 
restrict  vessel  traffic  in  the  event  area  to 
provide  for  the  safety  of  participants, 
spectators  and  other  transiting  vessels. 

Discussion  of  Comments  and  Changes 

The  Coast  Guard  did  not  receive 
comments  in  response  to  the  notice  of 
proposed  rulemaking  (NPRM)  published 
in  the  Federal  Register.  Accordingly, 
the  Coast  Guard  is  establishing 
temporary  special  local  regulations  on 
specified  waters  of  the  Patuxent  River, 
and  St.  Leonard  Creek.  Calvert  County, 
MD. 

Regulatory  Analyses 

We  developed  this  rule  after 
considering  numerous  statutes  and 
executive  orders  related  to  rulemaking. 
Below  we  summarize  our  analyses 
based  on  13  of  these  statutes  or 
executive  orders. 

Regulatory  Planning  and  Review 

This  rule  is  not  a  significant 
regulatory  action  under  section  3(f)  of 
Executive  Order  12866,  Regulatory 
Planning  and  Review,  and  does  not 
require  an  assessment  of  potential  costs 
and  benefits  under  section  6(a)(3)  of  that 
Order.  The  Office  of  Management  and 
Budget  has  not  reviewed  it  under  that 
Order. 

Although  this  regulation  will  prevent 
traffic  from  transiting  a  portion  of  St. 
Leonard  Creek  and  Patuxent  River 
during  the  event,  the  effect  of  this 
regulation  will  not  be  significant  due  to 
the  limited  duration  that  the  regulated 
area  will  be  in  effect  and  the  extensive 
advance  notifications  that  will  be  made 
to  the  maritime  community  via  the 
Local  Notice  to  Mariners,  marine 
information  broadcasts,  and  area 
newspapers,  so  mariners  can  adjust 
their  plans  accordingly.  Additionally, 
the  regulated  area  has  been  narrowly 
tailored  to  impose  the  least  impact  on 
general  navigation  yet  provide  the  level 


of  safety  deemed  necessary.  Vessel 
traffic  may  be  able  to  transit  the 
regulated  area  at  slow  speed  when  event 
activity  is  halted,  when  the  Coast  Guard 
Patrol  Commander  deems  it  is  safe  to  do 
so. 

Small  Entities 

Under  the  Regulatory  Flexibility  Act 
(5  U.S.C.  601-612),  we  have  considered 
whether  this  rule  would  have  a 
significant  economic  impact  on  a 
substantial  number  of  small  entities. 

The  term  “small  entities”  comprises 
small  businesses,  not-for-profit 
organizations  that  are  independently 
owned  and  operated  and  are  not 
dominant  in  their  fields,  and 
governmental  jurisdictions  with 
populations  of  less  than  50,000. 

The  Coast  Guard  certifies  under  5 
U.S.C.  605(b)  that  this  rule  will  not  have 
a  significant  economic  impact  on  a 
substantial  number  of  small  entities. 

This  rule  would  affect  the  following 
entities,  some  of  which  might  be  small 
entities:  The  owners  or  operators  of 
vessels  intending  to  transit  or  anchor  in 
the  effected  portion  of  St.  Leonard  Creek 
and  Patuxent  River  during  the  event. 

Although  this  regulation  prevents 
traffic  from  transiting  a  small  segment  of 
St.  Leonard  Creek  and  the  Patuxent 
River  during  the  event,  this  rule  would 
not  have  a  significant  economic  impact 
on  a  substantial  number  of  small  entities 
for  the  following  reasons.  This  rule 
would  be  in  effect  for  only  a  limited 
period.  Vessel  traffic  may  be  able  to 
transit  the  regulated  area  when  event 
activity  is  halted,  when  the  Coast  Guard 
Patrol  Commander  deems  it  is  safe  to  do 
so.  Before  the  enforcement  period,  we 
will  issue  maritime  advisories  so 
mariners  can  adjust  their  plans 
accordingly. 

Assistance  for  Small  Entities 

Under  section  213(a)  of  the  Small 
Business  Regulatory  Enforcement 
Fairness  Act  of  1996  (Pub.  L.  104-121), 
in  the  NPRM  we  offered  to  assist  small 
entities  in  understanding  the  rule  so 
that  they  could  better  evaluate  its  effects 
on  them  and  participate  in  the 
rulemaking  process. 

Small  businesses  may  send  comments 
on  the  actions  of  Federal  employees 
who  enforce,  or  otherwise  determine 
compliance  with,  Federal  regulations  to 
the  Small  Business  and  Agriculture 
Regulatory  Enforcement  Ombudsman 
and  the  Regional  Small  Business 
Regulatory  Fairness  Boards.  The 
Ombudsman  evaluates  these  actions 
annually  and  rates  each  agency’s 
responsiveness  to  small  business.  If  you 
wish  to  comment  on  actions  by 
employees  of  the  Coast  Guard,  call 
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1-888-REG— FAIR  (1-888-734-3247). 

The  Coast  Guard  will  not  retaliate 
against  small  entities  that  question  or 
complain  about  this  rule  or  any  policy 
or  action  of  the  Coast  Guard. 

Collection  of  Information 

This  rule  calls  for  no  new  collection 
of  information  under  the  Paperwork 
Reduction  Act  of  1995  (44  U.S.C.  3501- 
3520). 

Federalism 

A  rule  has  implications  for  federalism 
under  Executive  Order  13132, 
Federalism,  if  it  has  a  substantial  direct 
effect  on  State  or  local  governments  and 
would  either  preempt  State  law  or 
impose  a  substantial  direct  cost  of 
compliance  on  them.  We  have  analyzed 
this  rule  under  that  Order  and  have 
determined  that  it  does  not  have 
implications  for  federalism. 

Unfunded  Mandates  Reform  Act  * 

The  Unfunded  Mandates  Reform  Act 
of  1995  (2  U.S.C.  1531-1538)  requires 
Federal  agencies  to  assess  the  effects  of 
Jheir  discretionary  regulatory  actions.  In 
particular,  the  Act  addresses  actions 
that  may  result  in  the  expenditure  by  a 
State,  local,  or  tribal  government,  in  the 
aggregate,  or  by  the  private  sector  of 
$100,000,000  or  more  in  any  one  year. 
Though  this  rule  will  not  result  in  such 
an  expenditure,  we  do  discuss  the 
effects  of  this  rule  elsewhere  in  this 
preamble. 

Taking  of  Private  Property 

This  rule  will  not  effect  a  taking  of 
private  property  or  otherwise  have 
taking  implications  under  Executive 
Order  12630,  Governmental  Actions  and 
Interference  with  Constitutionally 
Protected  Property  Rights. 

Civil  Justice  Reform 

This  rule  meets  applicable  standards 
in  sections  3(a)  and  3(b)(2)  of  Executive 
Order  12988,  Civil  Justice  Reform,  to 
minimize  litigation,  eliminate 
ambiguity,  and  reduce  burden. 

Protection  of  Children 

We  have  analyzed  this  rule  under 
Executive  Order  13045,  Protection  of 
Children  from  Environmental  Health 
Risks  and  Safety  Risks.  This  rule  is  not 
an  economically  significant  rule  and 
does  not  create  an  environmental  risk  to 
health  or  risk  to  safety  that  may 
disproportionately  affect  children. 

Indian  Tribal  Governments 

This  rule  does  not  have  tribal 
implications  under  Executive  Order 
13175,  Consultation  and  Coordination 
with  Indian  Tribal  Governments, 


because  it  does  not  have  a  substantial 
direct  effect  on  one  or  more  Indian 
tribes,  on  the  relationship  between  the 
Federal  Government  and  Indian  tribes, 
or  on  the  distribution  of  power  and 
responsibilities  between  the  Federal 
Government  and  Indian  tribes. 

Energy  Effects 

We  have  analyzed  this  rule  under 
Executive  Order  13211,  Actions 
Concerning  Regulations  That 
Significantly  Affect  Energy  Supply, 
Distribution,  or  Use.  We  have 
determined  that  it  is  not  a  “significant 
energy  action”  under  that  order  because 
it  is  not  a  “significant  regulatory  action” 
under  Executive  Order  12866  and  is  not 
likely  to  have  a  significant  adverse  effect 
on  the  supply,  distribution,  or  use  of 
energy.  The  Administrator  of  the  Office 
of  Information  and  Regulatory  Affairs 
has  not  designated  it  as  a  significant 
energy  action.  Therefore,  it  does  not 
require  a  Statement  of  Energy  Effects 
under  Executive  Order  13211. 

Technical  Standards 

The  National  Technology  Transfer 
and  Advancement  Act  (NTTAA)  (15 
U.S.C.  272  note)  directs  agencies  to  use 
voluntary  consensus  standards  in  their 
regulatory  activities  unless  the  agency 
provides  Congress,  through  the  Office  of 
Management  and  Budget,  with  an 
explanation  of  why  using  these 
standards  would  be  inconsistent  with 
applicable  law  or  otherwise  impractical. 
Voluntary  consensus  standards  are 
technical  standards  (e.g.,  specifications 
of  materials,  performance,  design,  or 
operation;  test  methods;  sampling 
procedures;  and  related  management 
systems  practices)  that  are  developed  or 
adopted  by  voluntary  consensus 
standards  bodies. 

This  rule  does  not  use  technical 
standards.  Therefore,  we  did  not 
consider  the  use  of  voluntary  consensus 
standards. 

Environment 

We  have  analyzed  this  rule  under 
Department  of  Homeland  Security 
Management  Directive  5100.1  and 
Commandant  Instruction  M16475.1D, 
which  guide  the  Coast  Guard  in 
complying  with  the  National 
Environmental  Policy  Act  of  1969 
(NEPA)  (42  U.S.C.  4321— 4370f),  and 
have  concluded  under  the  Instruction 
that  there  are  no  factors  in  this  case  that 
would  limit  the  use  of  a  categorical 
exclusion  under  section  2.B.2  of  the 
Instruction.  Therefore,  this  rule  is 
categorically  excluded,  under  figure  2- 
1,  paragraph  (34)(h),  of  the  Instruction, 
from  further  environmental 
documentation. 


Under  figure  2—1,  paragraph  (34)(h), 
of  the  Instruction,  an  environmental 
analysis  checklist  and  a  categorical 
exclusion  determination  are  not 
required  for  this  rule.

This  rule  requires  vessel  traffic  to 
maintain  a  safe  distance  from  LNG 
vessels  operating  near  or  moored  in 
Ponce,  Puerto  Rico.

LNG  in  any  quantity  poses  a  risk  of  fire 
or  explosion  due  to  its  highly  volatile 
nature.  LNG  carried  by  tank  ships  in 
bulk  quantities  can  be  hazardous  to  a 
port  if  sufficient  precaution  is  not  taken 
to  reduce  this  risk.  The  proposed  rule 
would  require  vessel  traffic  to  maintain 
a  100-yard  separation  from  LNG  vessels 
transiting  the  harbor  and  150-foot 
separation  from  LNG  vessels  moored 
pierside.

This  rule  meets  applicable  standards 
in  sections  3(a)  and  3(b)(2)  of  Executive 
Order  12988,  Civil  Justice  Reform,  to 
minimize  litigation,  eliminate 
ambiguity,  and  reduce  burden. 

Protection  of  Children 

We  have  analyzed  this  rule  under 
Executive  Order  13045,  Protection  of 
Children  from  Environmental  Health 
Risks  and  Safety  Risks.  This  rule  is  not 
an  economically  significant  rule  and 
does  not  create  an  environmental  risk  to 
health  or  risk  to  safety  that  may 
disproportionately  affect  children.

Regulatory  Information 

The  Coast  Guard  is  issuing  this 
temporary  final  rule  without  prior 
notice  and  opportunity  to  comment 
pursuant  to  authority  under  section  4(a) 
of  the  Administrative  Procedure  Act 
(APA)  (5  U.S.C.  553(b)).

Currently,  the  New  York  Department 
of  Transportation  is  repairing  the 
existing  bascule  and  associated 
machinery  of  the  Robert  Moses 
Causeway  Bridge  located  over  the  State 
Boat  Channel  in  Captree,  NY;  these 
modifications  are  needed  to  ensure  the 
continued  safe  operation  of  the  bridge. 
To  complete  the  modifications  on  the 
bridge,  barges  will  need  to  block  the 
waterway  during  the  course  of  the 
project.  To  ensure  the  continued  safety 
of  the  boating  community,  the  Coast 
Guard  is  establishing  a  safety  zone  in  all 
navigable  waters  of  State  Boat  Channel 
within  100-yards  of  the  Robert  Moses 
Causeway  Bridge.  This  safety  zone  is 
necessary  to  protect  the  safety  of  the 
boating  community  who  wish  to  utilize 
the  State  Boat  channel.  Vessels  may 
utilize  the  Great  South  Bay  or  Jones 
Inlet  as  an  alternative  route  to  using  the 
State  Boat  Channel,  adding  minimal 
additional  transit  time.  Marine  traffic 
may  also  transit  safely  outside  of  the 
safety  zone  during  the  effective  dates 
thus  allowing  navigation  in  all  other 
areas  of  the  State  Boat  Channel,  except 
the  portion  delineated  by'this  rule. 


Discussion  of  Rule 

This  regulation  establishes  a 
temporary  safety  zone  on  the  State  Boat 
Channel  within  100-yards  to  either  side 
of  the  Robert  Moses  Causeway  Bridge. 
This  action  is  intended  to  prohibit 
vessel  traffic  in  a  portion  of  the  State 
Boat  Channel  within  100  yards  of  the 
Robert  Moses  Causeway  Bridge  in 
Captree,  NY  and  to  provide  for  the 
safety  of  the  boating  community  due  to 
the  hazards  posed  by  construction 
equipment  located  in  the  waterway 
during  the  repair  of  the  existing  span. 

The  effective  period  of  this  safety 
zone  will  be  from  12:01  a.m.  September 
8,  2008  until  11:59  p.m.  on  May  24, 

2009.  Entry  into  this  zone  is  prohibited 
unless  authorized  by  the  Captain  of  the 
Port,  Long  Island  Sound. 

Any  violation  of  the  safety  zone 
described  herein  is  punishable  by, 
among  other  things,  civil  and  criminal 
penalties,  in  rem  liability  against  the 
offending  vessel,  and  the  initiation  of 
suspension  or  revocation  proceedings 
against  Coast  Guard-issued  merchant 
mariner  credentials.

SUMMARY:  EPA  is  revoking  certain 
tolerances  for  the  insecticides/ 
nematicides  aldicarb,  ethoprop,  and 
oxamyl;  the  insecticides  disulfoton, 
malathion,  and  methyl  parathion;  the 
miticide/acaricide  propargite;  the 
fungicides  o-phenylphenol  and  its 
sodium  salt,  triadimefon,  triadimenol, 
and  ziram;  the  herbicides  ametryn, 
dicamba,  diuron,  oxyfluorfen,  and 
paraquat;  the  growth  regulator/herbicide 
dimethipin;  and  the  antimicrobial/ 
insecticidal  fumigant  propylene  oxide. 
Also,  EPA  is  modifying  certain 
tolerances  for  the  insecticide/ 
nematicide  oxamyl;  the  insecticide 
fenitrothion;  the  miticide/acaricide 
propargite;  the  molluscicide 
metaldehyde;  the  fungicides  triadimefon 
and  tridemorph;  the  herbicides  ametryn, 
2,4-DB,  dicamba,  and  diuron;  and  the 
antimicrobial/insecticidal  fumigant 
propylene  oxide.  In  addition,  EPA  is 
establishing  tolerances  for  the 
insecticide/nematicide  oxamyl;  the 
molluscicide  metaldehyde;  the 
fungicides  etridiazole  and  streptomycin; 
the  herbicides  2,4-DB,  dicamba,  and 
diuron;  and  the  antimicrobial/ 
insecticidal  fumigant  propylene  oxide 
and  propylene  chlorohydrin  (a  reaction 
product  formed  during  the  propylene 
oxide  sterilization  process).  Finally, 
because  tolerances  expired  in  2005,  EPA 
is  removing  40  CFR  180.167  for 
nicotine-containing  compounds.  The 
regulatory  actions  finalized  in  this 
document  are  in  follow-up  to  the 
Agency’s  reregistration  program  under 
the  Federal  Insecticide,  Fungicide,  and 
Rodenticide  Act  (FIFRA),  and  tolerance 
reassessment  program  under  the  Federal 
Food,  Drug,  and  Cosmetic  Act  (FFDCA), 
section  408(q).

II.  Background 

A.  What  Action  is  the  Agency  Taking? 

In  the  Federal  Register  of  June  4,  2008 
(73  FR  31788)  (FRL-8363-9),  EPA 
issued  a  proposal  to  revoke,  modify,  and 
establish  certain  specific  tolerances  for 
residues  of  the  insecticides/nematicides 
aldicarb,  ethoprop,  and  oxamyl;  the 
insecticides  disulfoton,  fenitrothion, 
malathion,  and  methyl  parathion;  the 
miticide/acaricide  propargite;  the 
molluscicide  metaldehyde;  the 


fungicides  etridiazole,  o-phenylphenol 
and  its  sodium  salt,  streptomycin, 
triadimefon,  triadimenol,  tridemorph, 
and  ziram;  the  herbicides  ametryn,  2,4- 
DB,  dicamba,  diuron,  oxyfluorfen,  and 
paraquat;  the  growth  regulator/herbicide 
dimethipin;  and  the  antimicrobial/ 
insecticidal  fumigant  propylene  oxide 
and  its  reaction  product  propylene 
chlorohydrin.  and  because  tolerances 
expired  in  2005,  to  remove  40  CFR 
180.167  for  nicotine-containing 
compounds.  Also,  the  proposal  of  June 
4,  2008  (73  FR  31788)  provided  a  60- 
day  comment  period  which  invited 
public  comment  for  consideration  and 
for  support  of  tolerance  retention  under 
FFDCA  standards. 

In  this  final  rule,  EPA  is  revoking, 
modifying,  and  establishing  specific 
tolerances  for  residues  of  aldicarb, 
ametryn,  2,4-DB,  dicamba,  dimethipin, 
disulfoton,  diuron,  ethoprop, 
etridiazole,  fenitrothion,  malathion, 
metaldehyde,  methyl  parathion.  o- 
phenylphenol  and  its  sodium  salt, 
oxamyl,  oxyfluorfen,  paraquat, 
propargite,  propylene  oxide  and 
propylene  chlorohydrin,  streptomycin, 
triadimefon,  triadimenol,  tridemorph, 
and  ziram  in  or  on  commodities  listed 
in  the  regulatory  text  of  this  document, 
and  removing  40  CFR  180.167  for 
nicotine-containing  compounds. 

EPA  is  finalizing  these  tolerance 
actions  in  order  to  implement  the 
tolerance  recommendations  made 
during  the  reregistration  and  tolerance 
reassessment  processes  (including 
follow-up  on  canceled  or  additional 
uses  of  pesticides).  As  part  of  these 
processes,  EPA  is  required  to  determine 
whether  each  of  the  amended  tolerances 
meets  the  safety  standard  of  FFDCA. 

The  safety  finding  determination  of 
‘  reasonable  certainty  of  no  harm”  is 
discussed  in  detail  in  each 
Reregistration  Eligibility  Decision  (RED) 
and  Report  on  FQPA  Tolerance 
Reassessment  Progress  and  Interim  Risk 
Management  Decision  (TRED)  for  the 
active  ingredient.  REDs  and  TREDs 
recommend  the  implementation  of 
certain  tolerance  actions,  including 
modifications,  to  reflect  current  use 
patterns,  to  meet  safety  findings  and 
change  commodity  names  and 
groupings  in  accordance  with  new  EPA 
policy.

In  this  final  rule,  EPA  is  revoking 
certain  tolerances  and/or  tolerance 
exemptions  because  either  they  are  no 
longer  needed  or  are  associated  with 
food  uses  that  are  no  longer  registered 
under  FIFRA  in  the  United  States. 

Those  instances  where  registrations 
were  canceled  were  because  the 
registrant  failed  to  pay  the  required 
maintenance  fee  and/or  the  registrant 
voluntarily  requested  cancellation  of 
one  or  more  registered  uses  of  the 
pesticide  active  ingredient.  The 
tolerances  revoked  by  this  final  rule  are 
no  longer  necessary  to  cover  residues  of 
the  relevant  pesticides  in  or  on 
domestically  treated  commodities  or 
commodities  treated  outside  but 
imported  into  the  United  States.  It  is 
EPA’s  general  practice  to  issue  a  final 
rule  revoking  those  tolerances  and 
tolerance  exemptions  for  residues  of 
pesticide  active  ingredients  on  crop  uses 
for  which  there  are  no  active 
registrations  under  FIFRA,  unless  any 
person  in  comments  on  the  proposal 
indicates  a  need  for  the  tolerance  or 
tolerance  exemption  to  cover  residues  in 
or  on  imported  commodities  or  legally 
treated  domestic  commodities. 

EPA  has  historically  been  concerned 
that  retention  of  tolerances  that  are  not 
necessary  to  cover  residues  in  or  on 
legally  treated  foods  may  encourage 
misuse  of  pesticides  within  the  United 
States. 

Generally,  EPA  will  proceed  with  the 
revocation  of  these  tolerances  on  the 
grounds  discussed  in  Unit  II.A.  if  one  of 
the  following  conditions  applies: 

1.  Prior  to  EPA’s  issuance  of  a  FFDCA 
section  408(f)  order  requesting 
additional  data  or  issuance- of  a  FFDCA 
section  408(d)  or  (e)  order  revoking  the 
tolerances  on  other  grounds, 
commenters  retract  the  comment 
identifying  a  need  for  the  tolerance  to  be 
retained. 

2.  EPA  independently  verifies  that  the 
tolerance  is  no  longer  needed. 

3.  The  tolerance  is  not  supported  by 
data  that  demonstrate  that  the  tolerance 
meets  the  requirements  under  FQPA. 

This  final  rule  does  not  revoke  those 
tolerances  for  which  EPA  received 
comments  stating  a  need  for  the 
tolerance  to  be  retained.  In  response  to 
the  proposal  published  in  the  Federal 
Register  of  June  4,  2008  (73  FR  31788), 
EPA  received  two  comments  during  the 
60-day  public  comment  period,  as 
follows: 
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i.  Triadimefon — Comment  by  Bayer 
CropScience.  EPA  received  a  comment 
dated  June  25,  2008  from  Bayer 
CropScience  which  stated  that  for  one 
product,  Bayleton  50%  Wettable 
Powder  Fungicide  (EPA  Reg.  No.  264- 
737),  there  is  still  product  in  the 
channels  of  trade  with  directions  for  use 
of  triadimefon  on  apples,  grapes,  pears, 
and  raspberries.  Also,  Bayer 
CropScience  asked  that  the  tolerances 
related  to  these  specific  uses  not  be 
revoked,  but  be  maintained  to  cover 
their  uses. 

Agency  response.  In  a  follow-up 
conversation  with  the  Agency  on  July 
21,  2008,  the  commenter  clarified  that 
Bayer’s  knowledge  of  any  Bayleton  50% 
Wettable  Powder  Fungicide  product 
from  persons  other  than  the  registrant  in 
the  channels  of  trade  was  as  of  June 
2007,  but  not  since  that  time.  Upon  the 
Agency’s  request,  Bayer  CropScience 
agreed  to  check  if  it  had  any  more  recent 
information  for  that  specific  product. 

On  July  25,  2008,  Bayer  CropScience 
confirmed  to  the  Agency  that  there  was 
existing  Bayleton  50%  Wettable  Powder 
Fungicide  product  (EPA  Reg.  No.  264- 
737)  from  persons  other  than  the 
registrant  who  expressed  to  Bayer  that  it 
would  take  about  18  months  for  existing 
stocks  of  that  product  to  clear  the 
channels  of  trade. 

Consequently,  due  to  Bayer’s 
comment  and  updated  information,  EPA 
is  changing  the  revocation  date  of  the 
tolerances  in  40  CFR  180.410(a)  on 
apple;  apple,  wet  pomace;  grape;  and 
pear;  and  the  regional  tolerance  in  40 
CFR  180.410(c)  on  raspberry,  each  with 
an  expiration/ revocation  date  of  July  25, 
2010,  which  the  Agency  believes  allows 
sufficient  time  for  existing  stocks  of 
Bayleton  50%  Wettable  Powder 
Fungicide  (EPA  Reg.  No.  264-737)  to  be 
sold,  distributed,  and  exhausted  by  end- 
users,  and  for  treated  commodities  to 
have  cleared  the  channels  of  trade. 

Also,  because  EPA  is  not  revoking  the 
tolerance  in  40  CFR  180.410(c)  on 
raspberry  on  the  date  of  publication  of 
the  final  rule,  so  that  the  tolerance  will 
remain  in  effect  an  extra  approximately 
two  years,  and  because  the  Agency 
determined  that  residues  of  concern  for 
all  raw  agricultural  commodities  are 
triadimefon  ^nd  triadimenol,  the 
Agency  is  revising  the  introductory  text 
of  40  CFR  180.410(c)  as  follows: 
Tolerances  with  regional  registrations, 
as  defined  in  §180. l(m),  are  established 
for  the  combined  residues  of  the 
fungicide  triadimefon,  l-(4- 
chlorophenoxy)-3,3-dimethyl-l-(lH- 
l,2,4-triazol-l-yl)-2-butanone  and 
triadimenol,  p-(4-chlorophenoxy)-a-(l,l 
dimethylethyl)- 1 H- 1,2 ,4-triazole-l  - 


ethanol,  expressed  as  triadimefon,  in  or 
on  the  following  food  commodities. 

Triadimefon  is  not  registered  for  use 
as  a  direct  livestock  treatment  and  with 
the  publication  of  a  product 
cancellation  order  in  the  Federal 
Register  of  June  25,  2008  (73  FR 
36080)(FRL— 8368— 7)  for  Bayleton  50 
Turf  and  Ornamental  Fungicide  in  WSP 
and  Bayleton  50  WP  Fungicide  (EPA 
Reg.  No.  432-1294),  there  are  now  no 
active  registered  feed  item  uses  of 
triadimefon.  Although  wet  apple 
pomace  is  a  feed  item  for  cattle,  goats, 
horses,  and  sheep,  and  given  the 
Agency’s  response  to  Bayer’s  comments 
that  EPA  is  revoking  the  tolerances  in  40 
CFR  180.410(a)  on  apple  and  apple,  wet 
pomace  with  expiration/revocation 
dates  of  July  25,  2010,  the  Agency 
reiterates  its  determination,  as  stated  in 
the  Federal  Register  of  June  4,  2008  (73 
FR  31788),  that  based  on  available 
ruminant  exaggerated  feeding  data  at 
125x  Maximum  Theoretical  Dietary 
Burden  for  cattle,  there  is  no  reasonable 
expectation  of  finite  triadimefon 
residues  of  concern  in  milk  and  tissues 
of  cattle,  goats,  horses,  and  sheep,  and 
that  their  tolerances  are  no  longer 
needed  under  40  CFR  180.6(a)(3). 
Therefore,  with  the  exception  of  the 
change  that  EPA  is  making  with  regard 
to  the  revocation  date  for  tolerances  on 
apple;  apple,  wet  pomace;  grape;  pear; 
and  raspberry  for  combined  triadimefon 
residues  of  concern  in  40  CFR  180.410, 
EPA  is  finalizing  the  amendments 
proposed  concerning  triadimefon  in  the 
Federal  Register  of  June  4,  2008  (73  FR 
31788).  For  a  detailed  discussion  of  the 
Agency’s  rationale  for  the 
establishments,  revocations,  and 
modifications  to  the  tolerances  for 
combined  triadimefon  residues  of 
concern  in  40  CFR  180.410,  refer  to  the 
proposed  rule  of  June  4,  2008. 

ii.  Oxamyl — Comment  by  DuPont 
Crop  Protection.  EPA  received  a 
comment  from  DuPont  Crop  Protection 
which  requested  that  the  Agency  not 
decrease  the  individual  tolerances  in  40 
CFR  180.303  for  the  combined  oxamyl 
residues  of  concern  on  winter  squash 
and  pumpkin  from  2.0  to  0.2  ppm.  In 
addition,  the  commenter  stated  that 
because  there  was  some  interest  in  the 
use  of  oxamyl  on  some  minor  crops 
contained  in  the  cucurbit  vegetable  crop 
group  and  individual  tolerances 
currently  exist  in  40  CFR  180.303  on 
winter  squash,  pumpkin,  cucumber, 
summer  squash,  cantaloupe,  honeydew 
melon,  and  watermelon,  each  at  2.0 
ppm,  a  crop  group  tolerance  could  be 
established  for  vegetable,  cucurbit, 
group  9  at  2.0  ppm.  The  commenter 
stated  that  the  minor  crops  would  be 
insignificant  dietary  contributors  and 


that  the  existing  individual  tolerances 
should  be  converted  to  a  crop  group 
tolerance. 

Agency  response.  EPA  will  not  take 
action  on  the  tolerances  for  winter 
squash  and  pumpkin  in  40  CFR  180.303 
at  this  time  based  on  the  comment.  The 
Agency  will  respond  to  the  DuPont 
comment  in  a  future  notice  to  be 
published  in  the  Federal  Register. 
However,  the  Agency  is  finalizing  the 
other  amendments  for  oxamyl  in  the 
Federal  Register  of  June  4,  2008  (73  FR 
31788).  For  a  detailed  discussion  of  the 
Agency’s  rationale  for  the 
establishments,  revocations,  and 
modifications  to  the  tolerances  for 
combined  oxamyl  residues  of  concern  in 
40  CFR  180.303,  refer  to  the  proposed 
rule  of  June  4,  2008. 

The  Agency  did  not  receive  any 
specific  comments,  during  the  60-day 
comment  period,  on  the  following 
pesticide  active  ingredients; 

Aldicarb,  ametryn,  2,4-DB,  dicamba, 
dimethipin,  disulfoton,  diuron, 
ethoprop,  etridiazole,  fenitrothion, 
malathion,  metaldehyde,  methyl 
parathion,  o-phenylphenol  and  its 
sodium  salt,  oxyfluorfen,  paraquat, 
propargite,  propylene  oxide  and 
propylene  chlorohydrin,  streptomycin, 
triadimenol,  tridemorph,  ziram,  and 
nicotine-containing  compounds.  The 
codification  section  in  the  proposed  rule 
regarding  40  CFR  180.106  inadvertently 
mentioned  that  the  Agency  was  revising 
paragraph  (b).  This  was  a  clerical  error; 
EPA  did  not  intend  to  revise  paragraph 
(b).  Therefore,  EPA  is  finalizing  the 
amendments  proposed  concerning  these 
active  ingredients  in  the  Federal 
Register  of  June  4,  2008  (73  FR  31788). 
For  a  detailed  discussion  of  the 
Agency’s  rationale  for  the 
establishments,  revocations,  and 
modifications  to  the  tolerances,  refer  to 
the  proposed  rule  of  June  4,  2008. 

B.  What  is  the  Agency’s  Authority  for 
Taking  this  Action? 

EPA  may  issue  a  regulation 
establishing,  modifying,  or  revoking  a 
tolerance  under  FFDCA  section  408(e). 
In  this  final  rule,  EPA  is  establishing, 
modifying,  and  revoking  tolerances  to 
implement  the  tolerance 
'recommendations  made  during  the 
reregistration  and  tolerance 
reassessment  processes,  and  as  follow¬ 
up  on  canceled  uses  of  pesticides.  As 
part  of  these  processes,  EPA  is  required 
to  determine  whether  each  of  the 
amended  tolerances  meets  the  safety 
standards  under  FFDCA.  The  safety 
finding  determination  is  found  in  detail 
in  each  post-FQPA  RED  and  TRED  for 
the  active  ingredient.  REDs  and  TREDs 
recommend  the  implementation  of 
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certain  tolerance  actions,  including 
modifications  to  reflect  current  use 
patterns,  to  meet  safety  findings,  and 
change  commodity  names  and 
groupings  in  accordance  with  new  EPA 
policy.  Printed  and  electronic  copies  of 
the  REDs  and  TREDs  are  available  as 
provided  in  Unit  II. A. 

EPA  has  issued  post-FQPA  REDs  for 
aldicarb,  ametryn,  2,4-DB,  dicamba, 
dimethipin,  disulfoton,  diuron, 
ethoprop,  etridiazole,  fenitrothion, 
malathion,  metaldehyde,  methyl, 
parathion,  o-phenylphenol  and  its 
sodium  salt,  oxamyl,  oxyfluorfen, 
paraquat,  propargite,  propylene  oxide, 
triadimefon,  and  ziram,  and  TREDs  for 
diuron,  streptomycin,  triadimenol,  and 
tridemorph.  REDs  and  TREDs  contain 
the  Agency’s  evaluation  of  the  database 
for  these  pesticides,  including 
statements  regarding  additional  data  on 
the  active  ingredients  that  may  be 
needed  to  confirm  the  potential  human 
health  and  environmental  risk 
assessments  associated  with  current 
product  uses,  and  REDs  state  conditions 
under  which  these  uses  and  products 
will  be  eligible  for  reregistration.  The 
REDs  and  TREDs  recommended  the 
establishment,  modification,  and/or 
revocation  of  specific  tolerances.  RED 
and  TRED  recommendations  such  as 
establishing  or  modifying  tolerances, 
and  in  somecases  revoking  tolerances, 
are  the  result  of  assessment  under  the 
FFDCA  standard  of  “reasonable 
certainty  of  no  harm.”  However, 
tolerance  revocations  recommended  in 
REDs  and  TREDs  that  are  made  final  in 
this  document  do  not  need  such 
assessment  when  the  tolerances  are  no 
longer  necessary. 

EPA’s  general  practice  is  to  revoke 
tolerances  for  residues  of  pesticide 
active  ingredients  on  crops  for  which 
FIFRA  registrations  no  longer  exist  and 
on  which  the  pesticide  may  therefore  no 
longer  be  used  in  the  United  States.  EPA 
has  historically  been  concerned  that 
retention  of  tolerances  that  are  not 
necessary  to  cover  residues  in  or  on 
legally  treated  foods  may  encourage 
misuse  of  pesticides  within  the  United 
States.  Nonetheless,  EPA  will  establish 
and  maintain  tolerances  even  when 
corresponding  domestic  uses  are 
canceled  if  the  tolerances,  which  EPA 
refers  to  as  “import  tolerances,”  are 
necessary  to  allow  importation  into  the 
United  States  of  food  containing  such 
pesticide  residues.  However,  where 
there  are  no  imported  commodities  that 
require  these  import  tolerances,  the 
Agency  believes  it  is  appropriate  to 
revoke  tolerances  for  unregistered 
pesticides  in  order  to  prevent  potential 
misuse. 


When  EPA  establishes  tolerances  for 
pesticide  residues  in  or  on  raw 
agricultural  commodities,  the  Agency 
gives  consideration  to  possible  pesticide 
residues  in  meat,  milk,  poultry,  and/or 
eggs  produced  by  animals  that  are  fed 
agricultural  products  (for  example,  grain 
or  hay)  containing  pesticides  residues 
(40  CFR  180.6).  If  there  is  no  reasonable 
expectation  of  finite  pesticide  residues 
in  or  on  meat,  milk,  poultry,  or  eggs, 
then  tolerances  do  not  need  to  be 
established  for  these  commodities  (40 
CFR  180.6(b)  and  180.6  (c)). 

C.  When  Do  These  Actions  Become 
Effective? 

With  the  exception  of  specific 
tolerance  revocations  for  dimethipin, 
methyl  parathion,  and  triadimefon  for 
which  EPA  is  revoking  with  specific 
expiration/revocation  dates,  the  Agency 
is  revoking,  modifying,  and  establishing 
specific  tolerances,  and  revising  specific 
commodity  terminologies  effective  on 
the  date  of  publication,  of  this  final  rule 
in  the  Federal  Register.  With  the 
exception  of  the  specific  tolerances  for 
dimethipin,  methyl  parathion,  and 
triadimefon,  the  Agency  believes  that 
existing  stocks  of  pesticide  products 
labeled  for  the  uses  associated  with  the 
revoked  tolerances  have  been 
completely  exhausted  and  that  treated 
commodities  have  had  sufficient  time 
for  passage  through  the  channels  of 
trade.  EPA  is  revoking  certain  specific 
tolerances  with  expiration/revocation 
dates  of  May  31,  2010  for  dimethipin 
(meat  and  meat  byproducts  of  cattle, 
goat,  hog,  horse,  and  sheep,  and  cotton, 
undelinted  seed),  January  24,  2009  for 
methyl  parathion  (bean,  dry,  seed;  beet, 
sugar,  roots;  beet,  sugar,  tops;  cabbage; 
hop,  dried  cones;  pea,  dry,  seed;  and 
pecan),  and  July  25,  2010  for 
triadimefon  (apple;  apple,  wet  pomace; 
grape;  pear;  and  raspberry),  respectively. 
The  Agency  believes  that  these 
revocation  dates  allow  users  to  exhaust 
stocks  and  allows  sufficient  time  for 
passage  of  treated  commodities  through 
the  channels  of  trade. 

Any  commodities  listed  in  the 
regulatory  text  of  this  document  that  are 
treated  with  the  pesticides  subject  to 
this  final  rule,  and  that  are  in  the 
channels  of  trade  following  the 
tolerance  revocations,  shall  be  subject  to 
FFDCA  section  408(1)(5),  as  established 
by  FQPA.  Under  this  unit,  any  residues 
of  these  pesticides  in  or  on  such  food 
shall  not  render  the  food  adulterated  so 
long  as  it  is  shown  to  the  satisfaction  of 
the  Food  and  Drug  Administration  that; 

1 .  The  residue  is  present  as  the  result 
of  an  application  or  use  of  the  pesticide 
at  a  time  and  in  a  manner  that  was 
lawful  under  FIFRA. 


2.  The  residue  does  not  exceed  the 
level  that  was  authorized  at  the  time  of 
the  application  or  use  to  be  present  on 
the  food  under  a  tolerance  or  exemption 
from  tolerance.  Evidence  to  show  that 
food  was  lawfully  treated  may  include 
records  that  verify  the  dates  that  the 
pesticide  was  applied  to  such  food. 

III.  Are  There  Any  International  Trade 
Issues  Raised  by  this  Final  Action? 

In  making  its  tolerance  decisions,  EPA 
seeks  to  harmonize  U.S.  tolerances  with 
international  standards  whenever 
possible,  consistent  with  U.S.  food 
safety  standards  and  agricultural 
practices.  EPA  considers  the 
international  Maximum  Residue  Limits 
(MRLs)  established  by  the  Codex 
Alimentarius  Commission,  as  required 
by  section  408(b)(4)  of  FFDCA.  The 
Codex  Alimentarius  is  a  joint  U.N.  Food 
and  Agriculture  Organization/World 
Health  Organization  food  standards 
program,  and  it  is  recognized  as  an 
international  food  safety  standards- 
setting  organization  in  trade  agreements 
to  which  the  United  States  is  a  party. 
EPA  may  establish  a  tolerance  that  is 
different  from  a  Codex  MRL;  however, 
FFDCA  section  408(b)(4)  requires  that 
EPA  explain  the  reasons  for  departing 
from  the  Codex  level  in  a  notice 
published  for  public  comment.  EPA’s 
effort  to  harmonize  with  Codex  MRLs  is 
summarized  in  the  tolerance 
reassessment  section  of  individual  REDs 
and  TREDs,  and  in  the  Residue 
Chemistry  document  which  supports 
the  RED  and  TRED,  as  mentioned  in  the 
proposed  rule  cited  in  Unit  II.A. 

Specific  tolerance  actions  in  this  rule 
and  how  they  compare  to  Codex  MRLs 
(if  any)  is  discussed  in  Unit  II.A. 

IV.  Statutory  and  Executive  Order 
Reviews 

In  this  final  rule,  EPA  establishes 
tolerances  under  FFDCA  section  408(e), 
and  also  modifies  and  revokes  specific 
tolerances  established  under  FFDCA 
section  408.  The  Office  of  Management 
and  Budget  (OMB)  has  exempted  these 
types  of  actions  (i.e.,  establishment  and 
modification  of  a  tolerance  and 
tolerance  revocation  for  which 
extraordinary  circumstances  do  not 
exist)  from  review  under  Executive 
Order  12866,  entitled  Regulatory 
Planning  and  Review  (58  FR  51735, 
October  4,  1993).  Because  this  rule  has 
been  exempted  from  review  under 
Executive  Order  12866  due  to  its  lack  of 
significance,  this  rule  is  not  subject  to 
Executive  Order  13211,  entitled  Actions 
Concerning  Regulations  That 
Significantly  Affect  Energy  Supply, 
Distribution,  or  Use  (66  FR  28355,  May 
22,  2001).  This  final  rule  does  not 
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subject  to  OMB  approval  under  the 
Paperwork  Reduction  Act  (PRA).  44 
U.S.C.  3501  et  seq.,  or  impose  any 
enforceable  duty  or  contain  any 
unfunded  mandate  as  described  under 
Title  II  of  the  Unfunded  Mandates 
Reform  Act  of  1995  (UMRA)  (Public 
Law  104-4).  Nor  does  it  require  any 
special  considerations  as  required  by 
Executive  Order  12898,  entitled  Federal 
Actions  to  Address  Environmental 
Justice  in  Minority  Populations  and 
Low-Income  Populations  (59  FR  7629, 
February  16, 1994);  or  OMB  review  or 
any  other  Agency  action  under 
Executive  Order  13045,  entitled 
Protection  of  Children  from 
Environmental  Health  Risks  and  Safety 
Risks  (62  FR  19885,  April  23,  1997). 

This  action  does  not  involve  any 
technical  standards  that  would  require 
Agency  consideration  of  voluntary 
consensus  standards  pursuant  to  section 
12(d)  of  the  National  Technology 
Transfer  and  Advancement  Act  of  1995 
(NTTAA),  Public  Law  104-13,  section 
12(d)  (15  U.S.C.  272  note).  Pursuant  to 
the  Regulatory  Flexibility  Act  (RFA)  (5 
U.S.C.  601  et  seq.),  the  Agency 
previously  assessed  whether 
establishment  of  tolerances,  exemptions 
from  tolerances,  raising  of  tolerance 
levels,  expansion  of  exemptions,  or 
revocations  might  significantly  impact  a 
substantial  number  of  small  entities  and 
concluded  that,  as  a  general  matter, 
these  actions  do  not  impose  a  significant 
economic  impact  on  a  substantial 
number  of  small  entities.  These  analyses 
for  tolerance  establishments  and 
modifications,  and  for  tolerance 
revocations  were  published  on  May  4, 
1981  (46  FR  24950)  and  on  December 
17,  1997  (62  FR  66020)  (FRL-5753-1), 
respectively,  and  were  provided  to  the 
Chief  Counsel  for  Advocacy  of  the  Small 
Business  Administration.  Taking  into 
account  this  analysis,  and  available 
information  concerning  the  pesticides 
listed  in  this  rule,  the  Agency  hereby 
certifies  that  this  final  rule  will  not  have 
a  significant  economic  impact  on  a 
substantial  number  of  small  entities.  In 
a  memorandum  dated  May  25,  2001, 
EPA  determined  that  eight  conditions 
must  all  be  satisfied  in  order  for  an 
import  tolerance  or  tolerance  exemption 
revocation  to  adversely  affect  a 
significant  number  of  small  entity 
importers,  and  that  there  is  a  negligible 
joint  probability  of  all  eight  conditions 
holding  simultaneously  with  respect  to 
any  particular  revocation.  (This  Agency 
document  is  available  in  the  docket  of 
the  proposed  rule,  as  mentioned  in  Unit 
II. A.).  Furthermore,  for  the  pesticides 
named  in  this  final  rule,  the  Agency 


circumstances  that  exist  as  to  the 
present  revocations  that  would  change 
EPA’s  previous  analysis.  In  addition,  the 
Agency  has  determined  that  this  action 
will  not  have  a  substantial  direct  effect 
on  States,  on  the  relationship  between 
the  national  government  and  the  States, 
or  on  the  distribution  of  power  and 
responsibilities  among  the  various 
levels  of  government,  as  specified  in 
Executive  Order  13132,  entitled 
Federalism  (64  FR  43255,  August  10, 
1999).  Executive  Order  13132  requires 
EPA  to  develop  an  accountable  process 
to  ensure  “meaningful  and  timely  input 
by  State  and  local  officials  in  the 
development  of  regulatory  policies  that 
have  federalism  implications.”  “Policies 
that  have  federalism  implications”  is 
defined  in  the  Executive  order  to 
include  regulations  that  have 
“substantial  direct  effects  on  the  States, 
on  the  relationship  between  the  national 
government  and  the  States,  or  on  the 
distribution  of  power  and 
responsibilities  among  the  various 
levels  of  government.”  This  final  rule 
directly  regulates  growers,  food 
processors,  food  handlers,  and  food 
retailers,  not  States.  This  action  does  not 
alter  the  relationships  or  distribution  of 
power  and  responsibilities  established 
by  Congress  in  the  preemption 
provisions  of  section  408(n)(4)  of 
FFDCA.  For  these  same  reasons,  the 
Agency  has  determined  that  this  rule 
does  not  have  any  “tribal  implications” 
as  described  in  Executive  Order  13175, 
entitled  Consultation  and  Coordination 
with  Indian  Tribal  Governments  (65  FR 
67249,  November  9,  2000).  Executive 
Order  13175,  requires  EPA  to  develop 
an  accountable  process  to  ensure 
“meaningful  and  timely  input  by  tribal 
officials  in  the  development  of 
regulatory  policies  that  have  tribal 
implications.”  “Policies  that  have  tribal 
implications”  is  defined  in  the 
Executive  order  to  include  regulations 
that  have  “substantial  direct  effects  on 
one  or  more  Indian  tribes,  on  the 
relationship  between  the  Federal 
Government  and  the  Indian  tribes,  or  on 
the  distribution  of  power  and 
responsibilities  between  the  Federal 
Government  and  Indian  tribes.”  This 
rule  will  not  have  substantial  direct 
effects  on  tribal  governments,  on  the 
relationship  between  the  Federal 
Government  and  Indian  tribes,  or  on  the 
distribution  of  power  and 
responsibilities  between  the  Federal 
Government  and  Indian  tribes,  as 
specified  in  Executive  Order  13175. 
Thus,  Executive  Order  13175  does  not 
apply  to  this  rule. 


The  Congressional  Review  Act,  5 
U.S.C.  801  et  seq.,  generally  provides 
that  before  a  rule  may  take  effect,  the 
agency  promulgating  the  rule  must 
submit  a  rule  report  to  each  House  of 
the  Congress  and  to  the  Comptroller 
General  of  the  United  States.  EPA  will 
submit  a  report  containing  this  rule  and 
other  required  information  to  the  U.S. 
Senate,  the  U.S.  House  of 
Representatives,  and  the  Comptroller 
General  of  the  United  States  prior  to 
publication  of  this  final  rule  in  the 
Federal  Register.  This  final  rule  is  not 
a  “major  rule”  as  defined  by  5  U.S.C. 
804(2).

II.  Petition  for  Tolerance 

In  the  Federal  Register  of  June  13, 

2008  (73  FR  33814)  (FRL-8367-3),  EPA 
issued  a  notice  pursuant  to  section 
408(d)(3)  of  FFDCA,  21  U.S.C. 

346a(d)(3),  announcing  the  filing  of  a 
pesticide  petition  (PP  6F7098)  by  BASF 
Corporation,  26  Davis  Drive,  Research 
Triangle  Park,  NC  27709.  The  petition 
requested  that  40  CFR  180.361  be 
amended  by  establishing  tolerances  for 
combined  residues  of  the  herbicide 
pendimethalin,  N-(l-ethylpropyl)-3,4- 
dimethyl-2,6-dinitrobenzenamine,  and 
its  metabolite,  4-[(l-ethylpropyl) 
amino]-2-methyl-3,5-dinitrobenzyl 
alcohol,  in  or  on  crayfish  at  0.05  ppm, 
and  cotton  byproducts  at  3.0  ppm.  That 
notice  referenced  a  summary  of  the 
petition  prepared  by  BASF  Corporation, 
the  registrant,  which  is  available  to  the 
public  in  the  docket,  http:// 
www.regulations.gov.  No  comments 
were  received  on  the  notice  of  filing. 

III.  Aggregate  Risk  Assessment  and 
Determination  of  Safety 

Section  408(b)(2)(A)(i)  of  FFDCA 
allows  EPA  to  establish  a  tolerance  (the 
legal  limit  for  a  pesticide  chemical 
residue  in  or  on  a  food)  only  if  EPA 
determines  that  the  tolerance  is  “safe.” 
Section  408(b)(2)(A)(ii)  of  FFDCA 
defines  “safe”  to  mean  that  “there  is  a 
reasonable  certainty  that  no  harm  will 
result  from  aggregate  exposure  to  the 
pesticide  chemical  residue,  including 
all  anticipated  dietary  exposures  and  all 
other  exposures  for  which  there  is 
reliable  information.”  This  includes 
exposure  through  drinking  water  and  in 
residential  settings,  but  does  not  include 
occupational  exposure.  Section 
408(b)(2)(C)  of  FFDCA  requires  EPA  to 
give  special  consideration  to  exposure 
of  infants  and  children  to  the  pesticide 
chemical  residue  in  establishing  a 
tolerance  and  to  “ensure  that  there  is  a 
reasonable  certainty  that  no  harm  will 
result  to  infants  and  children  from 
aggregate  exposure  to  the  pesticide 
chemical  residue.  .  .  .” 


Consistent  with  section  408(b)(2)(D) 
of  FFDCA,  and  the  factors  specified  in 
section  408(b)(2)(D)  of  FFDCA,  EPA  has 
reviewed  the  available  scientific  data 
and  other  relevant  information  in 
support  of  this  action.  EPA  has 
sufficient  data  to  assess  the  hazards  of 
and  to  make  a  determination  on 
aggregate  exposure  for  the  petitioned-for 
tolerances  for  combined  residues  of  the 
herbicide  pendimethalin,  N-(l- 
ethylpropyl)-3 ,4-dimethyl-2 ,6- 
dinitrobenzenamine,  and  its  metabolite, 
4-[(l-ethylpropyl)  amino]-2-methyl-3,5- 
dinitrobenzyl  alcohol,  in  or  on  the  raw 
agricultural  commodity  crayfish  at  0.05 
ppm,  and  cotton  byproducts  at  3.0  ppm. 
EPA’s  assessment  of  exposures  and  risks 
associated  with  establishing  tolerances 
follows. 

A.  Toxicological  Profile 

EPA  has  evaluated  the  available 
toxicity  data  and  considered  its  validity, 
completeness,  and  reliability  as  well  as 
the  relationship  of  the  results  of  the 
studies  to  human  risk.  EPA  has  also 
considered  available  information 
concerning  the  variability  of  the 
sensitivities  of  major  identifiable 
subgroups  of  consumers,  including 
infants  and  children. 

Pendimethalin  has  low  acute  oral, 
dermal,  and  inhalation  toxicity.  The 
thyroid  is  a  target  organ  for 
pendimethalin  in  chronic  studies. 
Thyroid  toxicity  in  chronic  and 
subchronic  rat  and  mouse  studies  was 
manifested  as  alterations  in  thyroid 
hormones  (decreased  Total  T4,  and  T3, 
increased  percent  of  free  T4  and  T3) 
increased  thyroid  weight,  and 
microscopic  thyroid  lesions  (including 
increased  thyroid  follicular  cell  height, 
follicular  cell  hyperplasia,  as  well  as 
follicular  cell  adenomas). 

The  data  provided  no  indication  of 
increased  susceptibility  following  pre-/ 
postnatal  exposure  in  the  two- 
generation  reproduction  study  in  rats. 
Pendimethalin  is  classified  as  a  “Group 
C”,  possible  human  carcinogen, 
chemical  based  on  a  statistically 
significant  increased  trend  and  pair¬ 
wise  comparison  between  the  high  dose 
group  and  controls  for  thyroid  follicular 
cell  adenomas  in  male  and  female  rats. 
A  non-quantitative  cancer  risk 
assessment  approach  is  being  followed 
since  mode  of  action  studies  are 
available  that  demonstrate  that  the 
thyroid  tumors  are  due  to  a  thyroid- 
pituitary  imbalance,  and  also  since 
pendimethalin  was  shown  to  be  non- 
mutagenic  in  mammalian  somatic  cells 
and  germ  cells.  The  chronic  risk 
assessment  is  considered  to  be 
protective  of  any  cancer  effects. 
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B.  Toxicological  Endpoints 

For  hazards  that  have  a  threshold 
below  which  there  is  no  appreciable 
risk,  a  toxicological  point  of  departure 
(POD)  is  identified  as  the  basis  for 
derivation  of  reference  values  for  risk 
assessment.  The  POD  may  be  defined  as 
the  highest  dose  at  which  no  adverse 
effects  are  observed  (the  NOAEL)  in  the 
toxicology  study  identified  as 
appropriate  for  use  in  risk  assessment. 
However,  if  a  NOAEL  cannot  be 
determined,  the  lowest  dose  at  which 
adverse  effects  of  concern  are  identified 
(the  LOAEL)  or  a  Benchmark  Dose 
(BMD)  approach  is  sometimes  used  for 
risk  assessment.  Uncertainty/safety 
factors  (UFs)  are  used  in  conjunction 


with  the  POD  to  take  into  account 
uncertainties  inherent  in  the 
extrapolation  from  laboratory  animal 
data  to  humans  and  in  the  variations  in 
sensitivity  among  members  of  the 
human  population  as  well  as  other 
unknowns.  Safety  is  assessed  for  acute 
and  chronic  dietary  risks  by  comparing 
aggregate  food  and  water  exposure  to 
the  pesticide  to  the  acute  population 
adjusted  dose  (aPAD)  and  chronic 
population  adjusted  dose  (cPAD).  The 
aPAD  and  cPAD  are  calculated  by 
dividing  the  POD  by  all  applicable  UFs. 
Aggregate  short-,  intermediate-,  and 
chronic-term  risks  are  evaluated  by 
comparing  food,  water,  and  residential 
exposure  to  the  POD  to  ensure  that  the 
margin  of  exposure  (MOE)  called  for  by 


the  product  of  all  applicable  UFs  is  not 
exceeded.  This  latter  value  is  referred  to 
as  the  Level  of  Concern  (LOG). 

For  non-threshold  risks,  the  Agency 
assumes  that  any  amount  of  exposure 
will  lead  to  some  degree  of  risk.  Thus, 
the  Agency  estimates  risk  in  terms  of  the 
probability  of  an  occurrence  of  the 
adverse  effect  greater  than  that  expected 
in  a  lifetime.  For  more  information  on 
the  general  principles  EPA  uses  in  risk 
characterization  and  a  complete 
description  of  the  risk  assessment 
process,  see  http://www.epa.gov/ 
pesticides/factsheets/riskassess.htm.

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C.  Exposure  Assessment 

1.  Dietary  exposure  from  food  and 
feed  uses,  in  evaluating  dietary 
exposure  to  the  herbicide 
pendimethalin,  and  its  metabolite  (CL 
202347),  EPA  considered  exposure 
under  the  petitioned-for  tolerances  as 
well  as  all  existing  tolerances  for  the 
herbicide  pendimethalin,  and  its 
metabolite  (CL  202347)  in  40  CFR 
180.361.  EPA  assessed  dietary 
exposures  from  the  herbicide 
pendimethalin,  and  its  metabolite  (CL 
202347)  in  food  as  follows: 

i.  Acute  exposure.  Quantitative  acute 
dietary  exposure  and  risk  assessments 
are  performed  for  a  food-use  pesticide, 
if  a  toxicological  study  has  indicated  the 
possibility  of  an  effect  of  concern 
occurring  as  a  result  of  a  1-day  or  single 
exposure. 

No  such  effects  were  identified  in  the 
toxicological  studies  for  the  herbicide 
pendimethalin,  and  its  metabolite  (CL 
202347);  therefore,  a  quantitative  acute 
dietary  exposure  assessment  is 
unnecessary. 

ii.  Chronic  exposure.  In  conducting 
this  chronic  dietary  risk  assessment  of 
the  dietary  Exposure  Evaluation  Model 
(DEEM™)  analysis  evaluated  the 
individual  food  consumption  as 
reported  by  respondents  in  the  United 
States  Department  of  Agriculture 
Nationwide  Continuing  Surveys  of  Food 
Intake  by  Individuals  (CSFII)  and 
accumulated  exposure  to  the  chemical 
for  each  commodity  (CSFII,  1994-1996, 
and  1998).  Tolerance-level  residues 
were  assumed  for  all  food  commodities 
with  current  and  proposed 
pendimethalin  tolerances,  and  it  was 
assumed  that  all  of  the  crops  included 
in  the  analysis  were  treated  (i.e.,  100 
percent  crop  treated  (PCT)).  These 
assumptions  result  in  highly 
conservative  estimates  of  dietary 
exposure  and  risk. 

iii.  Cancer.  Pendimethalin  is 
classified  as  a  “Group  C”  possible 
human  carcinogen,  chemical  based  on  a 
statistically  significant  increased  trend 
and  pair-wise  comparison  between  the 
high  dose  group  and  controls  for  thyroid 
follicular  cell  adenomas  in  male  and 
female  rats.  A  non-quantitative 
approach  (i.e.,  non-linear,  RfD 
approach)  was  used  by  the  Agency  since 
mode  of  action  studies  are  available  that 
demonstrate  that  the  thyroid  tumors  are 
due  to  a  thyroid-pituitary  imbalance, 
and  also  since  pendimethalin  was 
shown  to  be  non-mutagenic  in 
mammalian  somatic  cells  and  germ 
cells.  The  cPAD  from  the  92-day 
thyroid  function  study  in  rats;  56-day 
thyroid  study  in  rats;  14-day  intra 
thyroid  metabolism  study  in  rats  used 


for  the  chronic  dietary  assessment 
provide  adequate  protection  for  the  pre- 
cancerous  effect  on  the  thyroid. 

iv.  Anticipated  residue  and  PCT 
information.  EPA  did  not  use 
anticipated  residue  and/ or  PCT 
information  in  the  dietary  assessment 
for  the  herbicide  pendimethalin. 
Tolerance  level  residues  and/or  100  PCT 
were  assumed  for  all  food  commodities. 

2.  Dietary  exposure  from  drinking 
water.  The  Agency  used  screening  level 
water  exposure  models  in  the  dietary 
exposure  analysis  and  risk  assessment 
for  in  drinking  water.  These  simulation 
models  take  into  account  data  on  the 
physical,  chemical,  and  fate/ transport 
characteristics  of  the  herbicide 
pendimethalin.  Further  information 
regarding  EPA  drinking  water  models 
used  in  pesticide  exposure  assessment 
can  be  found  at  http://www.epa.gov/ 
oppefedl/models/water/index.htm. 

Based  on  the  Pesticide  Root  Zone 
Model/Exposure  Analysis  Modeling 
System  (PRZM/EXAMS)  and  Screening 
Concentration  in  Ground  Water  (SCI- 
GROW)  models,  drinking  water 
concentrations  (EDWCs)  of  the  herbicide 
pendimethalin  were  estimated. 

Modeled  estimates  of  drinking  water 
concentrations  were  directly  entered 
into  the  dietary  exposure  model.  For 
acute  dietary  risk  assessment,  the  water 
concentration  value  of  77.7  parts  per 
billion  (ppb)  was  used  to  assess  the 
contribution  to  drinking  water. 

For  chronic  dietary  risk  assessment, 
the  water  concentration  of  value  6  ppb 
was  used  to  assess  the  contribution  to 
drinking  water. 

3.  From  non-dietary  exposure.  The 
term  “residential  exposure”  is  used  in 
this  document  to  refer  to  non- 
occupational,  non-dietary  exposure 
(e.g.,  for  lawn  and  garden  pest  control, 
indoor  pest  control,  termiticides,  and 
flea  and  tick  control  on  pets). 

Pendimethalin  is  currently  registered 
for  the  following  residential  non-dietary 
sites:  Landscape,  grounds  plantings, 
ornamental  crops,  turf  grass,  and  lawns. 
EPA  assessed  residential  exposure  using 
the  following  assumptions:  Exposures 
are  short-term  in  duration,  and  consist 
of  dermal  (for  adults  and  children),  and 
oral  (hand-to-mouth,  object-to-mouth, 
and  soil  ingestion,  for  children  only). 
The  Agency  combines  risk  values 
resulting  from  separate,  exposure 
scenarios  when  it  is  likely  they  can 
occur  simultaneously,  based  on  the  use- 
pattern  and  the  behavior  associated  with 
the  exposed  population.  The  LOC  for 
oral,  dermal  and  inhalation  exposure  is 
an  MOE  of  less  than  300.  The  residential 
exposure  estimate  for  adults,  consisting 
of  dermal  exposure  only,  results  in  a 
total  MOE  of  740,  and  is  therefore  not 


of  concern.  The  residential  exposure  for 
children  results  in  a  total  MOE  (dermal 
+  oral)  of  410  at  an  application  rate  of 
2  lb  ai/acre,  and  an  MOE  of  400  for  an 
application  rate  of  3  lb  ai/acre. 
Residential  aggregate  exposure  is  not  of 
concern. 

4.  Cumulative  effects  from  substances 
with  a  common  mechanism  of  toxicity. 
Section  408(b)(2)(D)(v)  of  FFDCA 
requires  that,  when  considering  whether 
to  establish,  modify,  or  revoke  a 
tolerance,  the  Agency  consider 
“available  information”  concerning  the 
cumulative  effects  of  a  particular 
pesticide’s  residues  and  “other 
substances  that  have  a  common 
mechanism  of  toxicity.” 

Unlike  other  pesticides  for  which  EPA 
has  followed  a  cumulative  risk  approach 
based  on  a  common  mechanism  of 
toxicity,  EPA  has  not  made  a  common 
mechanism  of  toxicity  finding  as  to 
pendimethalin  and  any  other  substances 
and  pendimethalin  does  not  appear  to 
produce  a  toxic  metabolite  produced  by 
other  substances.  For  the  purposes  of 
this  tolerance  action,  therefore,  EPA  has 
not  assumed  that  pendimethalin  has  a 
common  mechanism  of  toxicity  with 
other  substances.  For  information 
regarding  EPA’s  efforts  to  determine 
which  chemicals  have  a  common 
mechanism  of  toxicity  and  to  evaluate 
the  cumulative  effects  of  such 
chemicals,  see  the  policy  statements 
released  by  EPA’s  Office  of  Pesticide 
Programs  concerning  common 
mechanism  determinations  and 
procedures  for  cumulating  effects  from 
substances  found  to  have  a  common 
mechanism  on  EPA’s  website  at  http:// 
www.epa.gov/pesticides/cumulative/ . 

D.  Safety  Factor  for  Infants  and 
Children 

1.  In  general.  Section  408(b)(2)(c)  of 
FFDCA  provides  that  EPA  shall  apply 
an  additional  tenfold  (10X)  margin  of 
safety  for  infants  and  children  in  the 
case  of  threshold  effects  to  account  for 
prenatal  and  postnatal  toxicity  and  the 
completeness  of  the  database  on  toxicity 
and  exposure  unless  EPA  determines 
based  on  reliable  data  that  a  different 
margin  of  safety  will  be  safe  for  infants 
and  children.  This  additional  margin  of 
safety  is  commonly  referred  to  as  the 
FQPA  safety  factor  (SF).  In  applying  this 
provision,  EPA  either  retains  the  default 
value  of  10X,  or  uses  a  different 
additional  safety  factor  when  reliable 
data  available  to  EPA  support  the  choice 
of  a  different  factor. 

2.  Prenatal  and  postnatal  sensitivity. 
The  data  base  for  pendimethalin  does 
not  indicate  a  potential  for  increased 
toxicological  sensitivity  from  either 
prenatal  or  postnatal  exposures.  No 
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developmental  toxicity  was  observed  in 
either  the  rat  or  rabbit  developmental 
toxicity  studies,  nor  was  there  evidence 
in  the  2-generation  reproduction  study 
of  developmental  or  reproductive 
toxicity  at  dose  levels  below  those  in 
which  parental  toxicity  was  observed. 
There  was  no  neurotoxicity  observed  in 
the  submitted  toxicity  studies,  and 
therefore  a  developmental  neurotoxicity 
(DNT)  study  is  not  required. 

3.  Conclusion.  EPA  has  determined 
that  the  FQPA  safety  factor  of  10X  must 
be  retained.  This  decision  is  based  on 
the  following  findings: 

i.  The  toxicity  database  for 
pendimethalin  contains  all  of  the 
standard  toxicity  studies.  However, 
there  is  uncertainty  regarding  potential 
thyroid  effects  seen  in  some  of  these 
studies.  Based  on  the  hormonal  changes 
(alterations  in  thyroid  weights  and 
histopathological  lesions)  observed  in 
several  studies  following  oral 
administration  of  pendimethalin,  it  is 
likely  that  pendimethalin  may  cause 
disruption  in  the  endocrine  system. 
There  is  concern  that  perturbation  of 
thyroid  homeostasis  may  lead  to 
hypothyroidism  and  possibly  result  in 
adverse  effects  on  the  developing 
nervous  system.  Consequently,  EPA  has 
recommended  that  a  developmental 
thyroid  assay  be  conducted  to  evaluate 
the  impact  of  pendimethalin  on  thyroid 
hormones,  structure,  and/or  thyroid 
hormone  homeostasis  during 
development.  This  study  has  not  yet 
been  submitted. 

ii.  There  is  no  indication  that 
pendimethalin  is  a  neurotoxic  chemical 
and  there  is  no  need  for  a 
developmental  neurotoxicity  study  or 
additional  UFs  to  account  for 
neurotoxicity. 

iii.  There  is  no  evidence  that 
pendimethalin  results  in  increased 
susceptibility  in  in  utero  rats  or  rabbits 
in  the  prenatal  developmental  studies  or 
in  young  rats  in  the  2-generation 
reproduction  study.  However,  the 
developmental  studies  were  not 
adequate  to  fully  assess  the  potential  for 
susceptibility.  Consequently,  there  is 
concern  for  potential  increased 
sensitivity  or  susceptibility  in  offspring 
regarding  thyroid  effects. 

iv.  There  are  no  residual  uncertainties 
identified  in  the  exposure  databases. 

The  dietary  food  exposure  assessments 
were  performed  based  on  100  PCT  and 
tolerance-level  residues.  Conservative 
ground  and  surface  water  modeling 
estimates  were  used.  Similarly, 
conservative  Residential  SOPs  were 
used  to  assess  post-application  exposure 
of  children  as  well  as  incidental  oral 
exposure  of  toddlers.  These  assessments 


will  not  underestimate  the  exposure  and 
risks  posed  by  pendimethalin. 

Although  the  exposure  estimate  is 
very  conservative  and  there  are  no 
neurotoxic  concerns  for  pendimethalin, 
there  is  sufficient  uncertainty  regarding 
thyroid  effects,  particularly  thyroid 
effects  in  the  young,  that  EPA  is 
retaining  the  10X  FQPA  safety  factor. 
EPA  has  also  determined  that  the 
traditional  10X  uncertainty  factor  to 
account  for  interspecies  variation  may 
be  reduced  to  3X,  since  it  has  been 
established  that  rats  are  more 
susceptible  to  thyroid  effects  than 
humans.  These  factors,  together  with  the 
traditional  10X  uncertainty  factor  to 
account  for  intraspecies  variation,  result 
in  a  total  uncertainty  factor  of  300X 
(10X,  3X,  and  10X).' 

E.  Aggregate  Risks  and  Determination  of 
Safety 

EPA  determines  whether  acute  and 
chronic  pesticide  exposures  are  safe  by 
comparing  aggregate  exposure  estimates 
to  the  aPAD  and  cPAD.  The  aPAD  and 
cPAD  represent  the  highest  safe 
exposures,  taking  into  account  all 
appropriate  SFs.  EPA  calculates  the 
aPAD  and  cPAD  by  dividing  the  POD  by 
all  applicable  UFs.  For  linear  cancer 
risks,  EPA  calculates  the  probability  of 
additional  cancer  cases  given  the 
estimated  aggregate  exposure.  Short-, 
intermediate-,  and  chronic-term  risks 
are  evaluated  by  comparing  the 
estimated  aggregate  food,  water,  and 
residential  exposure  to  the  POD  to 
ensure  that  the  MOE  called  for  by  the 
product  of  all  applicable  UFs  is  not 
exceeded. 

1.  Acute  risk.  No  toxic  effects 
attributable  to  a  single  dose  were 
identified  for  pendimethalin.  Therefore, 
a  quantitative  acute  risk  assessment  was 
not  conducted  for  pendimethalin. 

2.  Chronic  risk.  The  dietary  exposure 
(food  and  drinking  water)  pathway  is 
the  only  source  of  exposure  to 
pendimethalin  that  is  expected  to  be  of 
long  term  (180  to  365  days).  Therefore, 
the  long-term  aggregate  exposure  and 
risk  estimates  are  equivalent  to  the 
chronic  dietary  exposure  and  risk 
estimates. 

Using  the  exposure  assumptions 
described  in  this  unit  for  chronic 
exposure,  EPA  has  concluded  that 
chronic  exposure  to  the  herbicide 
pendimethalin  from  food  and  water  will 
utilize  15%  of  the  cPAD  for  (children  1- 
2  years  of  age)  the  population  group 
receiving  the  greatest  exposure.  Based 
on  the  explanation  in  Unit  III.C.3., 
regarding  residential  use  patterns, 
chronic  residential  exposure  to  residues 
of  the  herbicide  pendimethalin  is  not 
expected. 


3.  Short-term  risk.  Short-term 
aggregate  exposure  takes  into  account 
short-term  residential  exposure  plus 
chronic  exposure  to  food  and  water 
(considered  to  be  a  background 
exposure  level). 

The  herbicide  pendimethalin  is 
currently  registered  for  uses  that  could 
result  in  short-term  residential  exposure 
and  the  Agency  has  determined  that  it 
is  appropriate  to  aggregate  chronic 
exposure  through  food  and  water  with 
short-term  residential  exposures  to  the 
herbicide  pendimethalin. 

Using  the  exposure  assumptions 
described  in  this  unit  for  short-term 
exposures,  EPA  has  concluded  the 
combined  short-term  food,  water,  and 
residential  exposures  aggregated  result 
in  aggregate  MOEs  of  the  level  of 
concern  for  oral,  dermal,  and  inhalation 
exposure  is  an  MOE  of  less  than  300. 

The  short-term  aggregate  exposure 
estimate  for  adult  males  results  in  an 
aggregate  MOE  of  650,  while  the  short¬ 
term  aggregate  exposure  estimate  for 
adult  females  results  in  an  aggregate 
MOE  of  580.  The  aggregate  exposure 
estimate  for  children  results  in  a  total 
MOE  of  350  at  an  application  rate  (to 
residential  turf)  of  2  lbs  ai/A,  and  a  total 
MOE  of  340  for  an  application  rate  of  3 
lbs  ai/A.  Aggregate  exposure  is  therefore 
not  of  concern  for  any  of  the  population 
subgroups. 

4.  Intermediate-term  risk. 
Intermediate-term  aggregate  exposure 
takes  into  account  intermediate-term 
residential  exposure  plus  chronic 
exposure  to  food  and  water  (considered 
to  be  a  background  exposure  level). 

The  herbicide  pendimethalin  is  not 
registered  for  any  use  patterns  that 
would  result  in  intermediate-term 
residential  exposure.  Therefore,  the 
intermediate-term  aggregate  risk  is  the 
sum  of  the  risk  from  exposure  to  the 
herbicide  pendimethalin  through  food 
and  water,  which  has  already  been 
addressed,  and  will  not  be  greater  than 
the  chronic  aggregate  risk. 

5.  Aggregate  cancer  risk  for  U.S. 
population.  EPA  classified 
pendimethalin  as  a  “Group  C”  (possible 
human)  carcinogen  based  on  a 
statistically  significant  increased  trend 
and  pair-wise  comparison  between  the 
high  dose  group  and  controls  for  thyroid 
follicular  cell  adenomas  in  male  and 
female  rats.  EPA  is  following  a  non- 
quantitative  approach  since  mode  of 
action  studies  are  available  that 
demonstrate  that  the  thyroid  tumors  are 
due  to  a  thyroid-pituitary  imbalance, 
and  also  since  pendimethalin  was 
shown  to  be  non-mutagenic  in 
mammalian  somatic  cells  and  germ 
cells.  The  chronic  risk  assessment  is 
considered  to  be  protective  of  any 
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cancer  effects;  therefore,  a  separate 
quantitative  cancer  aggregate  risk 
assessment  was  not  conducted. 

6.  Determination  of  safety.  Based  on 
these  risk  assessments,  EPA  concludes 
that  there  is  a  reasonable  certainty  that 
no  harm  will  result  to  the  general 
population,  or  to  infants  and  children 
from  aggregate  exposure  to  the  herbicide 
pendimethalin  residues. 

IV.  Other  Considerations 

A.  Analytical  Enforcement  Methodology 
Adequate  methods  are  available  for 
data  collection  and  tolerance 
enforcement  for  existing  and  proposed 
uses  of  pendimethalin.  Methods  I 
through  IV  in  the  Pesticide  Analytical 
Manuel  (PAM)  Vol.  II  are  gas 
chromatography/ electron  capture  (GC/ 
ECD)  methods.  Methods  used  for  data 
collection  are  essentially  the  same  as  the 
PAM  Vol.  II  methods,  and  have  been 
adequately  validated. 

The  Food  and  Drug  Administration’s 
PESTDATA  data  base  (PAM  Volume  I, 
Appendix  I)  indicates  that 
pendimethalin  is  completely  recovered 
(>80%)  by  Multiresidue  Methods 
Section  302  (Luke  Method;  Protocol  D) 
and  303  (Mills,  Onley,  Gaither  Method; 
Protocol  E,  nonfatty),  and  partially 
recovered  (50-80%)  by  Multiresidue 
Method  Section  304  (Mills  Fatty  Food 
Method;  Protocol  E,  fatty). 

Adequate  enforcement  methodology 
liquid  chromatography/mass 
spectrometry  (LC/MS/MS)  is  available 
to  enforce  the  tolerance  expression.  The 
method  may  be  requested  from:  Chief, 
Analytical  Chemistry  Branch, 
Environmental  Science  Center,  701 
Mapes  Rd.,  Ft.

B.  International  Residue  Limits 

There  are  no  established  or  proposed 
Codex  Maxium  Residue  Levels  (MRLs) 
for  pendimethalin  residues.  Therefore, 
there  are  no  questions  of  compatibility 
with  respect  to  Codex  MRLs  and  U.S. 
tolerances. 

C.  Revisions  to  Petitioned-For 
Tolerances 

Based  on  the  submitted  data,  residues 
of  pendimethalin  in  rice  processed 
commodities  are  not  expected  to  exceed 
those  found  in  rice  grain.  Therefore,  a 
tolerance  for  rice  processing  fraction  at 
0.1  ppm  is  not  necessary. 

V.  Conclusion 

Therefore,  tolerances  are  established 
for  combined  residues  of  the  herbicide 
pendimethalin,  N-(l-ethylpropyl)-3,4- 
dimethyl-2,6-  dinitro-benzenamine,  and 
its  metabolite,  4-l(l-ethylpropyl) 


amino]-2-methyl-3,5-dinitrobenzyl 
alcohol,  in  or  on  cotton,  gin  byproducts 
at  3.0  ppm,  and  crayfish  at  0.05  ppm. 

VI.  Statutory  and  Executive  Order 
Reviews 

This  final  rule  establishes  tolerances 
under  section  408(d)  of  FFDCA  in 
response  to  a  petition  submitted  to  the 
Agency.  The  Office  of  Management  and 
Budget  (OMB)  has  exempted  these  types 
of  actions  from  review  under  Executive 
Order  12866,  entitled  Regulatory 
Planning  and  Review  (58  FR  51735, 
October  4,  1993).  Because  this  final  rule 
has  been  exempted  from  review  under 
Executive  Order  12866,  this  final  rule  is 
not  subject  to  Executive  Order  13211, 
entitled  Actions  Concerning  Regulations 
That  Significantly  Affect  Energy  Supply, 
Distribution,  or  Use  (66  FR  28355,  May 
22,  2001)  or  Executive  Order  13045, 
entitled  Protection  of  Children  from 
Environmental  Health  Risks  and  Safety 
Risks  (62  FR  19885,  April  23,  1997). 

This  final  rule  does  not  contain  any 
information  collections  subject  to  OMB 
approval  under  the  Paperwork 
Reduction  Act  (PRA),  44  U.S.C.  3501  et 
seq.,  nor  does  it  require  any  special 
considerations  under  Executive  Order 
12898,  entitled  Federal  Actions  to 
Address  Environmental  Justice  in 
Minority  Populations  and  Low-Income 
Populations  (59  FR  7629,  February  16, 
1994). 

Since  tolerances  and  exemptions  that 
are  established  on  the  basis  of  a  petition 
under  section  408(d)  of  FFDCA,  such  as 
the  tolerance  in  this  final  rule,  do  not 
require  the  issuance  of  a  proposed  rule, 
the  requirements  of  the  Regulatory 
Flexibility  Act  (RFA)  (5  U.S.C.  601  et 
seq.)  do  not  apply. 

This  final  rule  directly  regulates 
growers,  food  processors,  food  handlers, 
and  food  retailers,  not  States  or  tribes, 
nor  does  this  action  alter  the 
relationships  or  distribution  of  power 
and  responsibilities  established  by 
Congress  in  the  preemption  provisions 
of  section  408(n)(4)  of  FFDCA.  As  such, 
the  Agency  has  determined  that  this 
action  will  not  have  a  substantial  direct 
effect  on  States  or  tribal  governments, 
on  the  relationship  between  the  national 
government  and  the  States  or  tribal 
governments,  or  on  the  distribution  of 
power  and  responsibilities  among  the 
various  levels  of  government  or  between 
the  Federal  Government  and  Indian 
tribes.  Thus,  the  Agency  has  determined 
that  Executive  Order  13132,  entitled 
Federalism  (64  FR  43255,  August  10, 
1999)  and  Executive  Order  13175, 
entitled  Consultation  and  Coordination 
with  Indian  Tribal  Governments  (65  FR 
67249,  November  9,  2000)  do  not  apply 
to  this  final  rule.  In  addition,  this  final 


rule  does  not  impose  any  enforceable 
duty  or  contain  any  unfunded  mandate 
as  described  under  Title  II  of  the 
Unfunded  Mandates  Reform  Act  of  1995 
(UMRA)  (Public  Law  104-4). 

This  action  does  not  involve  any 
technical  standards  that  would  require 
Agency  consideration  of  voluntary 
consensus  standards  pursuant  to  section 
12(d)  of  the  National  Technology 
Transfer  and  Advancement  Act  of  1995 
(NTTAA),  Public  Law  104-113,  section 
12(d)  (15  U.S.C.  272  note). 

VII.  Congressional  Review  Act 

The  Congressional  Review  Act,  5 
U.S.C.  801  et  seq.,  generally  provides 
that  before  a  rule  may  take  effect,  the 
agency  promulgating  the  rule  must 
submit  a  rule  report  to  each  House  of 
the  Congress  and  to  the  Comptroller 
General  of  the  United  States.  EPA  will 
submit  a  report  containing  this  rule  and 
other  required  information  to  the  U.S. 
Senate,  the  U.S.  House  of 
Representatives,  and  the  Comptroller 
General  of  the  United  States  prior  to 
publication  of  this  final  rule  in  the 
Federal  Register.  This  final  rule  is  not 
a  “major  rule”  as  defined  by  5  U.S.C. 
804(2).

It  also 
establishes  tolerances  for  residues  of 
beta-cyfluthrin  in  or  on  all  commodities 
for  which  cyfluthrin  tolerances  exist. 
Bayer  CropScience  requested  these 
tolerances  under  the  Federal  Food, 

Drug,  and  Cosmetic  Act  (FFDCA). 

DATES:  This  regulation  is  effective 
September  24,  2008.  Objections  and

II.  Petition  for  Tolerance 

In  the  Federal  Register  of  July  30, 
2008  (73  FR  44264)  (FRL-8375-1),  EPA 
issued  a  notice  pursuant  to  section 
408(d)(3)  of  FFDCA.  21  U.S.C. 
346a(d)(3),  announcing  the  filing  of  a 
pesticide  petition  (PP  7F7200)  by  Bayer 
CropScience,  2  T.W.  Alexander  Dr.,  P.O. 
Box  12014,  Research  Triangle  Park,  NC 
27709.  The  petition  requested  that  40 
CFR  180.436  be  amended  by:

The  proposed  establishments, 
deletions,  and  revisions  to  the  existing 
tolerances  for  cyfluthrin  on  raw 
agricultural  commodities  were 
requested  to  support  changes  in  the 
directions  for  use  on  cereal  grains.  The 
existing  tolerances  were  established  to 
support  the  use  of  cyfluthrin  on  stored 
grains,  a  use  that  was  canceled  in  2005. 
The  revised  tolerances  will  cover 
residues  of  cyfluthrin  resulting  from 
foliar  applications  on  cereal  grains 
(except  rice). 

Beta-cyfluthrin  is  an  enriched  isomer 
of  cyfluthrin.  Currently,  residues  of 
beta-cyfluthrin  are  covered  by  the 
tolerances  for  cyfluthrin.  In  accordance 
with  Agency  preferences  regarding 
tolerances  for  synthetic  pyrethroids  and 
their  isomers,  Bayer  CropScience  has 
proposed  establishment  of  separate 
tolerances  for  beta-cyfluthrin.  The 
proposed  beta-cyfluthrin  tolerances  are 
at  the  same  levels  as  those  for 
cyfluthrin. 

The  notice  of  filing  of  PP  7E7200 
referenced  a  summary  of  the  petition 
prepared  by  Bayer  CropScience,  the 
registrant,  which  is  available  to  the 
public  in  the  docket,  http:// 
www.regulations.gov.  Comments  Were 
received  on  the  notice  of  filing.  EPA’s 
response  to  these  comments  is 
discussed  in  Unit  IV.C. 

III.  Aggregate  Risk  Assessment  and 
Determination  of  Safety 

Section  408(b)(2)(A)(i)  of  FFDCA 
allows  EPA  to  establish  a  tolerance  (the 
legal  limit  for  a  pesticide  chemical 
residue  in  or  on  a  food)  only  if  EPA 
determines  that  the  tolerance  is  “safe.” 
Section  408(b)(2)(A)(ii)  of  FFDCA 
defines  “safe”  to  mean  that  “there  is  a 
reasonable  certainty  that  no  harm  will 
result  from  aggregate  exposure  to  the 
pesticide  chemical  residue,  including 
all  anticipated  dietary  exposures  and  all 
other  exposures  for  which  there  is 
reliable  information.”  This  includes 
exposure  through  drinking  water  and  in 
residential  settings,  but  does  not  include 
occupational  exposure.  Section 
408(b)(2)(C)  of  FFDCA  requires  EPA  to 
give  special  consideration  to  exposure 
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of  infants  and  children  to  the  pesticide 
chemical  residue  in  establishing  a 
tolerance  and  to  “ensure  that  there  is  a 
reasonable  certainty  that  no  harm  will 
result  to  infants  and  children  from 
aggregate  exposure  to  the  pesticide 
chemical  residue.  .  .  .” 

Consistent  with  section  408(b)(2)(D) 
of  FFDCA,  and  the  factors  specified  in 
section  408(b)(2)(D)  of  FFDCA,  EPA  has 
reviewed  the  available  scientific  data 
and  other  relevant  information  in 
support  of  this  action.  EPA  has 
sufficient  data  to  assess  the  hazards  of 
and  to  make  a  determination  on 
aggregate  exposure  for  the  petitioned-for 
tolerances  for  residues  of  cyfluthrin  and 
beta-cyfluthrin  as  proposed  by  the 
registrant  and  specified  in  Unit  II.  EPA’s 
assessment  of  exposures  and  risks 
associated  with  establishing  these 
tolerances  follows. 

On  February  27,  2008  the  Agency 
published  a  final  rule  (73  FR  10390) 
(FRL-8350-3)  establishing  tolerances 
for  residues  of  cyfluthrin  in  or  on  grass, 
forage,  fodder  and  hay  group  17,  forage 
at  12  ppm;  grass,  forage,  fodder  and  hay, 
group  17,  hay  at,  50  ppm;  beet,  sugar, 
roots  at  0.10  ppm;  and  beet,  sugar,  dried 
pulp  at  1.0  ppm.  When  the  Agency 
conducted  the  risk  assessments  in 
support  of  the  February  2008  tolerance 
action,  it  considered  all  of  the  changes 
to  cyfluthrin/beta-cyfluthrin  tolerances 
proposed  by  the  registrant  in  this  action, 
except  a  few  of  the  proposed  tolerance 
reductions  and  deletions.  Consideration 
of  the  additional  tolerance  reductions 
and  deletions  would  have  resulted  in 
lower  aggregate  risk  estimates,  as 
explained  in  the  documents  Addendum 
to:  D331951,  Cyfluthrin/Beta-cyfluthrin 
-  Human  Health  Risk  Assessment  For 
New  Uses  on  Grasses,  Alfalfa,  and 
Sugar  Beet  Seed  and  Revised  Tolerances 
on  Cereal  Grain  Commodities;  D339413, 
Cyfluthrin  and  beta-Cyfluthrin, 
Summary  of  Analytical  Chemistry  and 
Residue  Data ;  Cyfluthrin  and  beta- 
Cyfluthrin:  Second  Addendum  to 
D331951,  Cyfluthrin/Beta-cyfluthrin  - 
Human  Health  Risk  Assessment  For 
New  Uses  on  Grasses,  Alfalfa,  and 
Sugar  Beet  Seed  and  Revised  Tolerances 
on  Cereal  Grain  Commodities;  and 
D339413,  Cyfluthrin  and  beta- 
Cyfluthrin,  Summary  of  Analytical 
Chemistry  and  Residue  Data.  These 
documents  are  available  at  http:// 
www.regulations.gov  in  the  docket 
established  for  this  action  (EPA-HQ- 
OPP— 2007— 0337). 

Since  EPA  considered  these  new 
tolerances  for  cyfluthrin  and  beta- 
cyfluthrin  in  its  most  recent  risk 
assessments,  establishing  these 
tolerances  will  not  increase  the 
estimated  aggregate  risks  resulting  from 


use  of  cyfluthrin/beta-cyfluthrin,  as 
discussed  in  the  February  27,  2008 
FRL-8350-3)  Federal  Register 
document.  Refer  to  this  Federal  Register 
document,  available  at  http:// 
www.regulations.gov,  for  a  detailed 
discussion  of  the  aggregate  risk 
assessments  and  determination  of 
safety.  EPA  relies  upon  those  risk 
assessments  and  the  findings  made  in 
the  Federal  Register  document  in 
support  of  this  action. 

Based  on  the  risk  assessments 
discussed  in  the  final  rule  published  in 
the  Federal  Register  of  February  27, 
2008,  EPA  concludes  that  there  is  a 
reasonable  certainty  that  no  harm  will 
result  to  the  general  population,  and  to 
infants  and  children  from  aggregate 
exposure  to  cyfluthrin  residues. 

IV.  Other  Considerations 

A.  Analytical  Enforcement  Methodology 

Adequate  enforcement  methodology 
(gas  chromatography  (GC)/electron- 
capture  detection  (ECD))  is  available  to 
enforce  the  tolerance  expression.  The 
method  may  be  requested  from;  Chief, 
Analytical  Chemistry  Branch, 
Environmental  Science  Center,  701 
Mapes  Rd.,  Ft.

B.  International  Residue  Limits 

CODEX  Maximum  Residue  Levels 
(MRLs)  have  been  established  for 
residues  of  cyfluthrin  on  cattle  milk  at 
0.01  ppm  and  on  maize  at  0.05  ppm.  No 
CODEX  MRLs  have  been  established  for 
the  enriched  isomer,  beta-cyfluthrin.  In 
this  tolerance  action  EPA  is  establishing 
a  tolerance  on  field  com  grain  at  0.05 
ppm,  equivalent  to  the  CODEX  MRL  on 
maize.  EPA  is  reducing  the  existing  U.S. 
tolerances  for  milk  and  milk  fat  to  0.2 
ppm  and  5.0  ppm,  respectively.  The 
U.S.  milk  tolerances  are  necessarily 
higher  than  the  CODEX  MRL  due  to 
registrations  in  the  United  States  on 
additional  feed  items,  including  grasses, 
the  biggest  contributor  to  dairy  cattle 
dietary  burdens  of  cyfluthrin. 

C.  Response  to  Comments 

One  comment  was  received  from  a 
private  citizen  in  response  to  the  notice 
of  filing.  The  commenter  requested  that 
'  the  petition  for  cyfluthrin  be  denied  for 
the  following  reasons:  “It  is  a  suspected 
endocrine  dismptor.  It  is  moderately 
toxic  and  has  mortality  for  many 
species.”  The  commenter  presented  no 
scientific  data  or  other  evidence  to 
support  the  endocrine  disruptor  claim 
and  there  is  no  evidence  in  the  toxicity 
database  available  to  EPA,  including  the 
2-generation  reproduction  study,  that 


either  cyfluthrin  or  beta-cyfluthrin 
induces  any  endocrine  disruption.  EPA 
considered  all  available  scientific  data 
for  cyfluthrin  and  the  estimated 
aggregate  exposure  to  the  pesticide, 
including  anticipated  dietary  (food  and 
drinking  water)  and  residential 
exposures,  and  concluded  that  there  is 
a  reasonable  certainty  that  no  harm  will 
result  from  aggregate  exposure  to 
cyfluthrin.  The  commenter  has  provided 
no  information  to  alter  this  finding. 

EPA,  therefore,  disagrees  with  the 
commenter  that  the  petition  should  be 
denied. 

Comments  were  also  received  from  a 
private  citizen  asking  who  had  filed  the 
petition  and  expressing  general  concern 
about  pesticide  residues  in  food  The 
petitioner  was  clearly  identified  in  the 
notice  of  filing  as  Bayer  CropScience. 
Regarding  the  commenter’s  concern 
about  pesticide  residues  in  food,  EPA 
has  received  general  comments  such  as 
this  on  numerous  previous  occasions. 
Refer  to  the  following  Federal  Register 
issues  for  the  Agency’s  previous 
responses  to  these  kinds  of  objections: 
October  29,  2004  (69  FR  63096)  (FRL- 
7681-9),  January  7,  2005  (70  FR  1354) 
(FRL-7691-4),  and  June  30,  2005  (70  FR 
37686)  (FRL-7718-3). 

V.  Conclusion 

Therefore,  tolerances  are  established, 
revised,  or  deleted  for  residues  of 
cyfluthrin  and  established  for  residues 
of  beta-cyfluthrin  as  proposed  by  the 
registrant  and  specified  in  Unit  II. 

VI.  Statutory  and  Executive  Order 
Reviews 

This  final  rule  establishes,  revises,  or 
delete  tolerances  under  section  408(d)  of 
FFDCA  in  response  to  a  petition 
submitted  to  the  Agency.  The  Office  of 
Management  and  Budget  (OMB)  has 
exempted  these  types  of  actions  from 
review  under  Executive  Order  12866, 
entitled  Regulatory  Planning  and 
Review  (58  FR  51735,  October  4, 1993). 
Because  this  final  rule  has  been 
exempted  from  review  under  Executive 
Order  12866,  this  final  rule  is  not 
subject  to  Executive  Order  13211, 
entitled  Actions  Concerning  Regulations 
That  Significantly  Affect  Energy  Supply, 
Distribution,  or  Use  (66  FR  28355,  May 
22,  2001)  or  Executive  Order  13045, 
entitled  Protection  of  Children  from 
Environmental  Health  Risks  and  Safety 
Risks  (62  FR  19885,  April  23,  1997). 

This  final  rule  does  not  contain  any 
information  collections  subject  to  OMB 
approval  under  the  Paperwork 
Reduction  Act  (PRA),  44  U.S.C.  3501  et 
seq.,  nor  does  it  require  any  special 
considerations  under  Executive  Order 
12898,  entitled  Federal  Actions  to 
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Address  Environmental  Justice  in 
Minority  Populations  and  Low-Income 
Populations  (59  FR  7629,  February  16, 
1994). 

Since  tolerances  and  exemptions  that 
are  established,  revised,  or  deleted  on 
the  basis  of  a  petition  under  section 
408(d)  of  FFDCA,  such  as  the  tolerances 
in  this  final  rule,  do  not  require  the 
issuance  of  a  proposed  rule,  the 
requirements  of  the  Regulatory 
Flexibility  Act  (RFA)  (5  U.S.C.  601  et 
seq.)  do  not  apply. 

This  final  rule  directly  regulates 
growers,  food  processors,  food  handlers, 
and  food  retailers,  not  States  or  tribes, 
nor  does  this  action  alter  the 
relationships  or  distribution  of  power 
and  responsibilities  established  by 
Congress  in  the  preemption  provisions  . 
of  section  408(n)(4)  of  FFDCA.  As  such, 
the  Agency  has  determined  that  this 
action  will  not  have  a  substantial  direct 
effect  on  States  or  tribal  governments, 
on  the  relationship  between  the  national 
government  and  the  States  or  tribal 
governments,  or  on  the  distribution  of 
power  and  responsibilities  among  the 
various  levels  of  government  or  between 
the  Federal  Government  and  Indian 
tribes.  Thus,  the  Agency  has  determined 
that  Executive  Order  13132,  entitled 
Federalism  (64  FR  43255,  August  10, 
1999)  and  Executive  Order  13175, 
entitled  Consultation  and  Coordination 
with  Indian  Tribal  Governments  (65  FR 
67249,  November  9,  2000)  do  not  apply 
to  this  final  rule.  In  addition,  this  final 
rule  does  not  impose  any  enforceable 
duty  or  contain  any  unfunded  mandate 
as  described  under  Title  II  of  the 
Unfunded  Mandates  Reform  Act  of  1995 
(UMRA)  (Public  Law  104-4). 

This  action  does  not  involve  any 
technical  standards  that  would  require 
Agency  consideration  of  voluntary 
consensus  standards  pursuant  to  section 
12(d)  of  the  National  Technology 
Transfer  and  Advancement  Act  of  1995 
(NTTAA),  Public  Law  104-113,  section 
12(d)  (15  U.S.C.  272  note). 

VII.  Congressional  Review  Act 

The  Congressional  Review  Act,  5 
U.S.C.  801  et  seq.,  generally  provides 
that  before  a  rule  may  take  effect,  the 
agency  promulgating  the  rule  must 
submit  a  rule  report  to  each  House  of 
the  Congress  and  to  the  Comptroller 
General  of  the  United  States.  EPA  will 
submit  a  report  containing  this  rule  and 
other  required  information  to  the  U.S. 
Senate,  the  U.S.  House  of 
Representatives,  and  the  Comptroller 
General  of  the  United  States  prior  to 
publication  of  this  final  rule  in  the 
Federal  Register.  This  final  rule  is  not 
a  “major  rule”  as  defined  by  5  U.S.C. 
804(2).

AGENCY:  Environmental  Protection 
Agency  (EPA). 

ACTION:  Final  rule. 

SUMMARY:  This  final  rule  excepts  food 
packaging  materials  (e.g.  paper  and 
paperboard,  coatings,  adhesives,  and 
polymers)  from  the  definitions  of 
“pesticide  chemical”  and  “pesticide 
chemical  residue”  under  the  Federal 
Food  Drug  and  Cosmetic  Act  (FFDCA) 
section  201  (q),  when  such  food 
packaging  materials  have  been  treated 
with  a  pesticide  regulated  under  the 
Federal  Insecticide,  Fungicide  and 
Rodenticide  Act  (FIFRA).  This  final  rule 
expands  the  scope  of  the  current 
exception  which  applies  only  to  food 
packaging  impregnated  with  an  insect 
repellent  -  one  type  of  pesticide.  This 
final  rule,  as  with  the  rule  it  amends, 
only  applies  to  the  food  packaging 
materials  themselves;  it  does  not 
otherwise  limit  EPA’s  FFDCA 
jurisdiction  over  the  pesticidal 
substances  in  or  on  such  products  or 
limit  FDA’s  jurisdiction  over  substances 
subject  to  FDA  regulation  as  food 
additives.  This  rule  eliminates 
duplicative  FFDCA  jurisdiction  and 
economizes  federal  government 
resources  while  continuing  to  protect 
human  health  and  the  environment.  It  is 
important  to  note  that  under  the  Federal 
Insecticide,  Fungicide  and  Rodenticide 
Act  (FIFRA),  EPA  will  continue  to 
regulate  the  food  packaging  as  an  inert 
ingredient  of  the  pesticide  product  and 
regulate  the  pesticide  active  ingredient 
in  the  treated  food  packaging  under  both 
FIFRA  and  the  FFDCA  (except  as 
otherwise  provided  by  statute).  The  text 
of  this  final  rule  is  identical  to  a  direct 
final  rule  EPA  issued  on  December  6, 
2006.  EPA  received  several  comments 
opposing  that  direct  final  rule  and 
therefore  withdrew  the  rule  on  February 
2,  2007.  consistent  with  EPA  policy. 

EPA  issued  a  subsequent  proposed  rule 
on  April  6,  2007  for  additional  public 
comment.

II.  Background 

A.  What  Action  is  the  Agency  Taking? 

EPA  has  received  applications  for  the 
registration  of  pesticides  under  FIFRA 
that,  as  proposed,  will  be  applied  to 
food  packaging  materials.  These 
pesticides  are  generally  intended  to 
function  as  alternatives  to  more  costly 
and  more  toxic  applications  of 
insecticides  in  food  storage  and  retail 
establishments.  The  regulatory 
framework  for  this  use  of  pesticides 
raises  a  number  of  complex 
jurisdictional  issues  for  EPA  and  FDA1. 

Because  the  treated  packaging 
materials  will  be  sold  to  food 
distributors  for  the  purpose  of 
controlling  pest  infestations,  as  well  as 
for  packaging  food,  the  pesticide-treated 
food  packaging  materials  will  be  subject 
to  the  pesticide  product  registration 
requirements  of  section  3  of  FIFRA. 
Under  FIFRA,  the  components  of 
pesticides  are  either  active  ingredients 
or  inert  ingredients.  Active  ingredients 
are  those  which,  among  other  things, 
will  “prevent,  destroy,  repel  or  mitigate 
any  pest.”  (FIFRA  section  2(a))  Inert 
ingredients  are  ingredients  “which  [are] 
not  active.”  (FIFRA  section  2(m)).  Thus, 
the  components  of  food  packaging 
(paperboards,  coatings,  etc.)  become 
inert  ingredients  of  a  pesticide  product 
under  FIFRA  whenever  the  food 
packaging  is  treated  with  a  pesticide 
active  ingredient  and  is  distributed  or 
sold  with  the  purpose  of  controlling 
pests2. 

Such  inert  ingredients  are  not  used  for 
a  pesticidal  purpose  in  the  production, 


1  This  final  rule  does  not  include  within  its  scope 
substances  which  may  be  regulated  as  pesticides 
under  FIFRA  that  are  used  to  prevent,  destroy,  repel 
or  mitigate  microorganisms  when  such  substances 
are  included  for  such  use  in  or  are  applied  for  such 
use  on  food  packaging  (without  regard  to  whether 
the  substances  are  intended  to  have  an  ongoing 
effect  on  any  portion  of  the  packaging)  (see  FFDCA 
section  201(q)(l)(B)(ii)  which  excludes  such 
substances  from  the  definition  of  “pesticide 
chemical”).  Because  such  substances  are  already 
excluded  from  the  definition  of  pesticide  chemical 
residue,  it  is  unnecessary  to  address  these 
substances  in  this  rule. 

2  It  is  important  to  understand  that  this  final  rule 
only  applies  to  a  very  small  subset  of  food 
packaging  materials:  pesticide-treated  food 
packaging  that  is  distributed  or  sold  with  the 
purpose  of  controlling  pests.  Food  packaging  that  is 
not  distributed  or  sold  to  control  pests  is  not  a 
pesticide  and  is  not  subject  to  this  rule.  For 
example,  packaged  products  that  are  simply  treated 
with  pesticides  by  food  distributors,  retailers  or 
homeowners  solely  to  control  pests  on  site  do  not 
themselves  become  pesticides  simply  as  a  result  of 
such  applications.  Rather,  the  product  itself  must  be 
distributed  with  the  purpose  of  providing  pest 
control  to  become  a  pesticide.  The  treated 
packaging  materials  addressed  in  this  proposed  rule 
are  those  that  are  sold  for  the  express  purpose  of 
providing  ongoing  protection  from  pests  that  may 
contaminate  the  products  made  with  the  treated 
packaging. 


storage,  processing,  or  transportation  of 
food.  However,  as  inert  ingredients, 
these  components  of  food  packaging  are 
also  subject  to  regulation  as  “pesticide 
chemical  residues”  under  FFDCA 
section  408. 

Under  section  408  of  the  FFDCA,  any 
pesticide  chemical  residue  in  or  on  food 
is  deemed  unsafe,  unless  EPA  has 
established  a  tolerance  or  tolerance 
exemption  that  covers  the  pesticide 
chemical  residue.  This  is  true  even 
though  FDA  may  have  previously  issued 
regulations  under  section  409  of  FFDCA 
permitting  the  use  of  these  materials  in 
food  packaging  that  has  not  been  treated 
with  a  pesticide.  As  a  result,  the  same 
food  packaging  materials  would  be 
subject  to  regulation  under  FFDCA  by 
both  Agencies.  EPA  is  today  to  giving 
FDA  sole  jurisdiction  under  section  409 
FFDCA  over  the  packaging  components 
(ingredients)  of  food  packaging 
materials  that  have  been  treated  with  a 
pesticide  by  excepting  these  materials 
from  the  definition  of  “pesticide 
chemical”  and  “pesticide  chemical 
residue.”  Given  FDA’s  expertise  and 
experience  in  regulating  the 
components  of  food  packaging,  EPA  and 
FDA  believe  this  rule  will  eliminate  the 
duplicative  FFDCA  jurisdiction  and 
economize  Federal  government 
resources  while  continuing  to  protect 
human  health  and  the  environment 
without  additional  regulatory  oversight 
by  EPA. 

In  1998,  EPA  consciously  limited  the 
exception  at  40  CFR  180.4  to  food 
packaging  materials  impregnated  with 
an  insect  repellent,  since  at  the  time  of 
promulgation  EPA  had  only  received  an 
application  for  a  pesticide  product 
containing  an  insect  repellent.  EPA  has 
now  received  applications  for  other 
treated  food  packaging  products  that 
contain  active  ingredients  that  are  not 
insect  repellents  and  will  not  be  applied 
through  impregnation  of  the  materials. 
EPA  and  FDA  believe  it  is  appropriate 
to  extend  the  1998  rule  to  give  FDA  sole 
jurisdiction  under  the  FFDCA  over  the 
inert  ingredients  in  such  food  packaging 
products  without  regard  to  the 
application  technique  and  mode  of 
action  of  the  active  ingredients  in  such 
products.  Again,  this  rule  will  not  affect 
EPA’s  jurisdiction  under  section  408 
over  ingredients  other  than  the 
packaging  materials  in  such  products 
(including  the  pesticide  active 
ingredient),  nor  does  it  affect  EPA’s 
jurisdiction  under  FIFRA  to  regulate 
such  products. 

B.  What  is  the  Agency’s  Authority  for 
Taking  this  Action? 

Section  201(q)(3)  of  FFDCA,  as 
amended  by  the  Food  Quality  Protection 
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Act  (FQPA),  allows  the  Administrator, 
under  specified  conditions,  to  except 
certain  substances  from  the  definition  of 
“pesticide  chemical”  or  “pesticide 
chemical  residue”  if — 

(A)  Its  occurrence  as  a  residue  on  or  in  a 
raw  agricultural  commodity  or  processed 
food  is  attributable  primarily  to  natural 
causes  or  human  activities  not  involving  the 
use  of  any  substance  for  a  pesticidal  purpose 
in  the  production,  storage,  processing,  or 
transportation  of  any  raw  agricultural 
commodity  or  processed  food;  and 

(B)  The  Administrator,  after  consultation 
with  the  Secretary,  determines  that  the 
substance  more  appropriately  should  be  ' 
regulated  under  one  or  more  provisions  of 
this  Act  other  than  sections  402(a)(2)(B)  and 
408. 

With  today’s  action,  EPA  excepts  from 
the  definition  of  “pesticide  chemical” 
substances  that  are  inert  ingredients  in 
food  packaging  treated  with  a  pesticide, 
when  such  ingredients  are  the 
components  of  the  food  packaging  (e.g. 
paper  and  paperboard,  coatings, 
adhesives  and  polymers). 

As  previously  explained,  this  final 
rule  will  not  affect  EPA’s  regulation  of 
such  substances  as  inert  ingredients 
under  FIFRA.  EPA  will  continue  to 
exercise  jurisdiction  under  FIFRA  over 
these  substances  when  they  are  used  as 
inert  ingredients  in  food  packaging  that 
is  intended  to  produce  a  pesticidal 
effect.  The  materials  that  make  up  food 
packaging  treated  with  a  pesticide  may 
serve  one  of  two  purposes: 

1.  To  control  pests,  or 

2.  To  be  one  of  the  materials  that 
make  up  the  container  for  food. 

As  a  result  of  this  rule,  EPA  will 
continue  to  regulate  the  materials  that 
control  pests  and  FDA  will  regulate  the 
substances  that  make  up  the  food 
packaging  material.  Consistent  with 
EPA’s  pesticide  registration  regulations, 
EPA  will  not  issue  a  registration  under 
FIFRA  for  pesticide  products  containing 
food  packaging  inert  ingredients  if  the 
presence  of  these  ingredients  in  or  on 
food  is  not  authorized  or  permitted  by 
FFDCA  and  the  implementing 
regulations. 

EPA,  in  consultation  with  FDA, 
believes  that  section  201(q)(3)  is 
applicable  to  inert  ingredients  in 
pesticide  treated  food  packaging 
materials  that  are  the  components  of  the 
food  packaging  (paperboard,  coatings, 
etc).  When  such  inert  ingredients  are  the 
components  of  the  food  packaging  itself, 
EPA  believes  the  occurrence  of  these 
substances  as  residues  in  or  on  food 
would  be  appropriately  excepted  from 
the  definition  of  “pesticide  chemical”  or 
“pesticide  chemical  residue”  because 
such  substances  are  not  attributable 
primarily  to  the  use  of  the  substances 
for  a  pesticidal  purpose  in  the 


production,  storage,  processing  or 
transportation  of  food.  Rather,  the 
presence  of  such  substances  as  residues 
in  food  is  primarily  attributable  to  their 
use  for  purposes  of  packaging  food.  For 
this  reason,  and  because  of  FDA’s 
considerable  experience  in  regulating 
such  substances  found  in  food 
packaging,  EPA  and  FDA  believe  it  is 
appropriate  for  FDA  to  regulate  these 
inert  ingredients  under  section  409  of 
FFDCA. 

As  noted,  this  regulation  will  except 
from  the  definition  of  “pesticide 
chemical”  and  “pesticide  chemical 
residue”  any  inert  ingredient  that  is  a 
component  of  food  packaging  material 
treated  with  a  pesticide.  EPA,  in 
consultation  with  FDA,  believes  the 
identity  of  the  pesticide  in  or  on  the 
packaging  material  is  not  relevant  to  a 
determination  under  section  201(q)(3) 
regarding  whether  it  is  appropriate  tq 
except  an  inert  ingredient  from  the 
definition  of  pesticide  chemical  or 
pesticide  chemical  residue.  As  noted  in 
this  unit,  that  determination  turns  only 
on  whether: 

1 .  The  occurrence  of  the  residues  of 
the  substance  in  or  on  food  is 
attributable  primarily  to  the  use  of 
substances  for  a  pesticidal  purpose  in 
the  production,  storage,  processing  or 
transportation  of  food;  and 

2.  Whether  it  is  more  appropriate  to 
regulate  such  substances  under  another 
provision  of  FFDCA  other  than  sections 
402(a)(2)(B)  and  408. 

Thus,  EPA  has  determined  that  inert 
ingredients  that  are  the  components  of 
the  food  packaging  material  in  pesticide 
treated  food  packaging  are  more 
appropriately  regulated  by  FDA  under 
FFDCA.  This  final  rule  will  therefore 
amend  40  CFR  180.4  to  extend  the 
exception  contained  therein  to  any  food 
packaging  materials  treated  with  a 
pesticide. 

III.  Response  to  Comments 

EPA  received  comments  both  on  the 
rule  when  it  was  published  as  a  direct 
final  rule  on  December  6,  2006  (71  FR 
70667)  (FRL-8084-2),  and  again, 
following  withdrawal  of  the  direct  final 
(February  2,  2.007  (72  FR  4963)  (FRL- 
8111-3),  when  the  rule  was  published 
for  comment  as  a  proposed  rule  on  April 
6,  2007  (72  FR  17068)  (FRL-8119-8). 

The  majority  of  the  comments 
opposed  finalizing  today’s  rule. 
However,  most  of  these  comments  did 
not  address  the  substance  of  the  rule 
itself  -  i.e.,  the  transfer  of  authority 
under  the  FFDCA  from  EPA  to  FDA 
only  for  the  purposes  of  regulating  the 
actual  packaging  materials  in  food 
packaging  products  treated  with 
pesticides.  Rather,  these  comments 


objected  to  the  inclusion  of  pesticides  in 
treated  packaging  as  a  general  matter  - 
which  is  a  matter  beyond  the  scope  of 
this  rule.  As  discussed  in  Unit  II.  in  this 
preamble,  this  rule  does  not  alter  the 
regulatory  scheme  under  either  FIFRA 
or  the  FFDCA  for  pesticidally  active 
substances  in  food  packaging  or  the 
products  they  are  contained  in.  Any 
such  products,  including  all  the 
ingredients  in  such  products,  must  be 
evaluated  under  FIFRA  on  a  case-by- 
case  basis.  Additionally,  subject  to  the 
limited  exception  for  certain 
antimicrobial  pesticides  provided  in 
FFDCA  section  201(q)(l)(B)(ii)(see 
footnote  1  in  Unit  II.A.),  the  active 
ingredients  in  such  products  (as  well  as 
those  inert  ingredients  that  are  not  part 
of  the  food  packaging  itself)  will 
continue  to  be  subject  to  EPA  regulation 
under  section  408  of  the  FFDCA. 

EPA  understands  from  the  comments 
that  there  is  some  concern  about  the 
risks  that  may  exist  from  the  inclusion 
of  pesticides  in  treated  food  packaging. 
As  noted,  EPA  will  continue  to  evaluate 
any  applications  it  receives  for  such 
products  under  the  stringent  health  and 
safety  standards  of  both  FIFRA  and  the 
FFDCA  (except  as  provided  by  section 
201(q)(l)(B)(ii)).  These  laws  require  EPA 
to  find  that  residues  of  pesticides  in 
food  are  safe  and  to  determine  whether 
pesticide  products  cause  unreasonable 
risk  to  human  health  or  the 
environment.  Further,  it  should  be 
noted  that  the  applications  for 
registration  of  treated  packaging 
materials  EPA  has  received  to  date  are 
for  products  that  may  serve  to  limit  the 
need  for  food  storage  establishments  to 
use  riskier  pesticides  that  are  currently 
used  to  control  pests  in  such 
establishments.  To  be  clear,  however, 
the  fact  that  these  products  may  serve  to 
replace  more  risky  pesticides  does  not 
alter  EPA’s  obligation  to  ensure  that 
such  products  meet  stringent  food  safety 
standards. 

EPA  also  received  a  comment  that  the 
rule  would  eliminate  protections  for 
infants  and  children  and  affect  EPA!s 
jurisdiction  to  regulate  pesticidal 
substances  for  which  no  pesticidal 
claims  are  made.  EPA  disagrees  with 
this  comment.  EPA  believes  the 
commenter  has  incorrectly  interpreted 
the  import  of  today’s  action.  As  noted  in 
Unit  II.,  this  action  does  not  alter  EPA’s 
regulation  of  pesticidally  active 
ingredients  under  the  FFDCA  -  or  of 
those  inert  ingredients  that  do  not 
constitute  food  packaging  materials. 
Further,  under  FIFRA,  EPA  must  still 
evaluate  the  entire  pesticide  product 
(including  all  active  and  inert 
ingredients)  before  making  a  registration 
determination.  And  as  noted,  before 


I 
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EPA  can  register  a  pesticide  product 
under  FIFRA,  it  must  determine  that  the 
product  will  not  present  unreasonable 
risk  to  human  health  or  the 
environment.  The  only  materials  that 
are  excepted  from  EPA  regulation  under 
FFDCA  section  408  by  this  rule  are 
those  materials  regulated  by  the  FDA  as 
food  packaging  —  that  is,  materials  that 
are  now  found  in  food  packaging  on 
store  shelves  irrespective  of  whether 
those  products  are  treated  with  a 
pesticide.  These  materials  include  the 
paper,  cardboard,  adhesives  and 
coatings  that  are  found  in  thousands  of 
food  packaging  products  across  America 
today  that  are  currently  subject  to  FDA 
regulation.  Accordingly,  this  rule  does 
not  eliminate  protections  for  infants  and 
children.  Also,  as  explained  in  Unit  II., 
this  rule  will  have  no  impact  on  the 
regulation  of  substances  under  either 
the  FFDCA  or  FIFRA  that  are  not 
themselves  food  packaging  materials. 
Finally,  this  rule  does  not,  as  the 
commenter  suggests,  alter  EPA’s 
jurisdiction  over  certain  pesticidal 
substances  for  which  no  pesticidal 
claims  are  made.  Substances  or  mixtures 
of  substances  are  subject  to  regulation  as 
pesticides  under  FIFRA  if,  among  other 
things,  they  are  intended  for 
“preventing,  destroying,  repelling,  or 
mitigating  any  pest”  (FIFRA  section 
2(u)).  EPA  has  developed  regulations  at 
40  CFR  152.15  to  implement  this 
standard.  Nothing  in  today’s  action 
alters  EPA’s  interpretation  in  that 
regulation  of  the  section  2(u)  “intent” 
test. 

EPA  received  two  comments  seeking 
clarification  regarding  certain  aspects  of 
the  rule.  One  commenter  sought 
clarification  that: 

1.  The  rule  only  excepts  components 
of  packaging  that  exhibit  no  pesticidal 
properties; 

2.  EPA  will  continue  to  regulate  the 
active  ingredients  in  such  products 
under  the  FFDCA;  and 

3.  The  entire  treated  packaging 
product  as  sold  or  distributed  will  be 
regulated  under  FIFRA. 

This  is  correct.  As  noted,  this  rule  does 
not  relieve  EPA  of  its  obligation  under 
the  FFDCA  to  evaluate  active 
ingredients  in  treated  packaging 
products  -  or  for  that  matter,  inert 
ingredients  in  such  products  that  are  not 
part  of  the  packaging  materials  of  such 
products.  Further,  the  rule  does  not  alter 
EPA’s  regulation  of  the  entire  product 
under  FIFRA.  It  simply  eliminates 
duplicative  federal  regulation  of  the 
actual  packaging  materials  in  treated 
packaging  products;  materials  already 
subject  to  FDA  regulation  under  the 
FFDCA. 


Finally,  to  be  clear,  the  rule  only 
exempts  such  inert  ingredients  when 
found  in  treated  packaging  products.  To 
the  extent  that  these  same  materials  can 
be  expected  to  result  in  residues  on  food 
from  use  of  pesticide  products  that  are 
not  treated  packaging  products,  a 
tolerance  or  a  tolerance  exemption 
under  section  408  of  the  FFDCA  would 
still  be  required. 

The  second  commenter,  who 
apparently  sells  treated  paper  wrap 
products,  asked  for  clarification  as  to 
whether  the  rule  alters  EPA  regulation 
of  the  actual  products  they  sell.  As 
noted  in  Unit  II.,  today’s  rule  does  not 
affect  EPA’s  regulation  of  the  actual 
treated  product  under  FIFRA. 

IV.  Statutory  and  Executive  Order 
Reviews 

As  an  exception,  this  action  does  not 
impose  any  regulatory  obligations. 

Under  Executive  Order  12866  entitled 
Regulatory  Planning  and  Review  (58  FR 
51735,  October  4,  1993),  it  has  been 
determined  that  this  rule  is  not 
“significant”  and  is  not  subject  to  OMB 
review.  This  rule  does  not  contain  any 
information  collections  subject  to  OMB 
approval  under  the  Paperwork 
Reduction  Act  (PRA),  44  U.S.C.  3501  et. 
seq.,  or  impose  any  enforceable  duty  or 
contain  any  unfunded  mandate  as 
described  under  Title  II  of  the  Unfunded 
Mandates  Reform  Act  of  1995  (UMRA) 
(Pub.  L.  104-4). ).  This  rule  has  no 
federalism  or  tribal  implications, 
because  it  will  not  have  substantial 
direct  effects  on  States  or  Indian  tribes, 
on  the  relationship  between  the  Federal 
Government  and  the  States  or  Indian 
tribes,  or  on  the  distribution  of  power 
and  responsibilities  among  the  various 
levels  of  government  or  between  the 
Federal  Government  and  Indian  tribes, 
as  specified  in  Executive  Orders  13132 
(entitled  Federalism,  64  FR  43255, 
August  10,  1999)  and  13175  (entitled 
Consultation  and  Coordination  with 
Indian  Tribal  Governments,  65  FR 
67249,  November  6,  2000).  Nor  does  this 
rule  raise  issues  that  require  special 
considerations  under  Executive  Order 
12898,  entitled  Federal  Actions  to 
Address  Environmental  Justice  in 
Minority  Populations  and  Low-Income 
Populations  (59  FR  7629,  February  16, 
1994),  or  require  OMB  review  in 
accordance  with  Executive  Order  13045, 
entitled  Protection  of  Children  from 
Environmental  Health  Risks  and  Safety 
Risks  (62  FR  19885,  April  23,  1997). 

This  rule  is  also  not  subject  to  Executive 
Order  13211,  entitled  Actions 
Concerning  Regulations  That 
Significantly  Affect  Energy  Supply, 
Distribution  or  Use  (66  FR  28355,  May 
22,  2001),  because  this  action  is  not 


expected  to  affect  energy  supply, 
distribution,  or  use.  In  addition,  this 
action  does  not  involve  any  standards 
that  would  require  Agency 
consideration  pursuant  to  section  12(d) 
of  the  National  Technology  Transfer  and 
Advancement  Act  (NTTAA)  (Pub.  L. 
104-113). 

Under  the  Regulatory  Flexibility  Act 
(5  U.S.C.  601  et  seq.),  the  Agency  hereby 
certifies  that  this  regulatory  action  will 
not  have  a  significant  economic  impact 
on  a  substantial  number  of  small 
entities,  because  this  regulatory  action  is 
an  exemption  and  imposes  no 
regulatory  obligations.  EPA  will  provide 
this  information  to  the  Small  Business 
Administration’s  office  of  Advocacy 
upon  request. 

V.  Congressional  Review  Act 

The  Congressional  Review  Act,  5 
U.S.C.  801  et  seq.,  generally  provides 
that  before  a  rule  may  take  effect,  the 
Agency  promulgating  the  rule  must 
submit  a  rule  report  to  each  House  of 
the  Congress  and  the  Comptroller 
General  of  the  United  States.  EPA  will 
submit  a  report  containing  this  rule  and 
other  required  information  to  the  U.S. 
Senate,  the  U.S.  House  of 
Representatives,  and  the  Comptroller 
General  of  the  United  States  prior  to 
publication  of  the  rule  in  the  Federal 
Register.  This  rule  is  not  a  “major  rule” 
as  defined  by  5  U.S.C.  804(2).

AGENCY:  Bureau  of  Reclamation, 

Interior. 

ACTION:  Interim  final  rule. 

SUMMARY:  This  final  rule  will  amend  the 
regulations  that  govern  public  access  to 
and  conduct  on  Bureau  of  Reclamation 
(Reclamation)  facilities,  lands,  and 
waterbodies.  This  action  is  necessary  to 
clarify  rules  that  are  intended  to 
maintain  law  and  order  and  protect 
persons  and  property  on  Reclamation 
facilities,  lands,  and  waterbodies.  This 
action  will  help  the  public  better 
understand  their  rights  and 
responsibilities. 

DATES:  This  interim  final  rule  is 
effective  on  September  24,  2008. 
Reclamation  must  receive  any 
comments  on  this  interim  final 
rulemaking  no  later  than  November  24, 
2008.

SUPPLEMENTARY  INFORMATION: 

I.  Background 

On  November  12,  2001,  Congress 
enacted  Public  Law  107-69,  which 
provides  for  law  enforcement  authority 
within  Reclamation  projects  and  on 
Reclamation  lands.  Section  1(a)  of  this 


law  requires  the  Secretary  of  the  Interior 
to  “issue  regulations  necessary  to 
maintain  law  and  order  and  protect 
persons  and  property  within 
Reclamation  projects  and  on 
Reclamation  lands.”  The  Secretary  of 
the  Interior  delegated  this  authority  to 
the  Commissioner  of  Reclamation. 

On  April  17,  2002,  Reclamation 
published  43  CFR  part  423,  Public 
Conduct  on  Bureau  of  Reclamation 
Lands  and  Projects  (67  FR  19092,  Apr. 

17,  2002)  as  an  interim  final  rule.  In  the 
preamble  to  that  rule,  Reclamation 
stated  its  intent  to  replace  the  interim 
final  rule  with  a  more  comprehensive 
public  conduct  rule  and  set  April  17, 
2003,  as  the  interim  final  rule’s 
expiration  date.  In  order  to  provide 
more  time  to  develop  the 
comprehensive  public  conduct  rule, 
Reclamation  later  extended  the 
expiration  of  the  interim  final  rule  to 
April  17,  2005  (68  FR  16214,  Apr.  3, 
2003),  and  again  to  April  17,  2006  (70 
FR  15778,  Mar.  29,  2005). 

On  September  13,  2005,  Reclamation 
published  a  proposed  public  conduct 
rule  (70  FR  54214,  Sep.  13,  2005)  and 
asked  the  public  to  comment  on  that 
proposed  rule.  The  Final  Rule,  43  CFR 
Part  423,  was  published  in  the  Federal 
Register  on  April  17,  2006  (71  FR 
19790,  Apr.  17,  2006). 

Since  that  time,  some  members  of  the 
public  and  other  entities  have  found 
certain  provisions  of  the  public  conduct 
rule  to  be  unclear.  The  purpose  of  this 
interim  final  rule  is  to  amend  the  public 
conduct  rule  to  clarify  these  provisions. 
A  detailed  discussion  of  these 
amendments  follows. 

The  definitions  of  the  terms 
“Disorderly  conduct”  and  “Trespass” 
are  being  removed,  and  the  language 
from  those  definitions  is  being  added  to 
§§423.22  and  423.24,  respectively, 
because  these  are  criminal  acts  and  their 
detailed  descriptions  should  be 
explained  in  the  applicable  sections  of 
Subpart  C  of  this  rule.  This  change  will 
facilitate  reference  to  specific  acts  when 
law  enforcement  officers  issue  citations 
for  disorderly  conduct  and  trespassing. 

The  definition  of  “Vessel”  is  being 
revised  to  remove  the  statement  that 
seaplanes,  when  on  the  water,  are 
considered  “vessels”  under  this  part. 
This  change  will  make  Reclamation 
consistent  with  the  U.S.  Coast  Guard 
and  the  majority  of  western  States, 
which  do  not  consider  a  seaplane  a 
vessel  when  on  the  water. 

A  definition  of  the  term  “Closed”  is 
being  added  to  help  resolve  confusion 
concerning  the  use  of  closures  under 
Subpart  B  as  opposed  to  special  use 
areas  under  Subpart  E  of  this  rule.  This 
definition  will  clarify  the  distinction 


that  closures  are  to  be  used  only  when 
all  public  access  to  a  particular  area  or 
location  is  to  be  prohibited.  When  only 
a  specific  activity  such  as  camping  is  to 
be  prohibited  in  a  certain  area,  but  other 
public  access  to  that  area  is  to  be 
allowed,  a  special  use  area  should  be 
established. 

Section  423.3(a)  is  being  revised  to 
clarify  that  persons  on  Reclamation 
facilities,  lands,  and  waterbodies  must 
comply  with  Federal  as  well  as  State 
and  local  laws. 

Section  423.3(b)(2)  is  being  revised  to 
clarify  that  the  restrictions  of  part  423 
do  not  apply  to  State  and  local 
employees  and  agents  when  they  are 
carrying  out  their  official  duties. 

In  section  423.3(d),  we  are  replacing 
the  word  “right”  with  “authority” 
because  this  passage  refers  to  an 
authority  which  derives  from  Public 
Law  107-69. 

New  §  423.18  is  being  added  to 
coincide  with  the  new  definition  of 
closure,  and  to  clarify  that  closures  are 
to  be  used  only  where  all  public  access 
is  to  be  prohibited  in  a  given  area. 

Section  423.21(a)  is  being  revised  to 
clarify  that  the  public  is  responsible  for 
awareness  of  all  applicable  laws  as  well 
as  closures  and  special  use  areas  when 
on  Reclamation  facilities,  lands,  and 
waterbodies. 

In  §  423.21(b),  the  words  “limitations, 
restrictions,  closures,  or  special  use 
areas”  are  being  added  to  ensure  public 
understanding  that  the  government’s 
ability  to  issue  citations  must  not  be 
interpreted  too  narrowly. 

Section  423.29(b)  is  being  revised  to 
clarify  that  Reclamation  will  not  issue 
permits  under  Subpart  D  of  this  rule  to 
introduce  plant  or  animal  species  into 
Reclamation  lands  and  waterbodies. 
Governmental  entities  may,  with  proper 
authority,  introduce  plant  or  animal 
species  to  Reclamation  lands  and 
waterbodies,  but  these  activities  are  not 
restricted  by  part  423,  pursuant  to 
§  423.3(b)(3),  and  therefore  no  permits 
are  needed.  Furthermore,  Reclamation 
has  no  intent  to  issue  permits  to  the 
public  for  the  introduction  of  plant  or 
animal  species.  Therefore,  the  process  of 
obtaining  permits  for  these  activities  is 
inapplicable  to  either  governmental 
entities  or  to  the  public. 

Section  423.34(c)  is  being  reworded  to 
clarify  that  under  no  circumstances  can 
a  latrine  or  toilet  be  placed  or 
constructed  at  a  level  lower  than  the 
high  water  mark  of  a  Reclamation 
waterbody,  and  to  reduce  the  horizontal 
restriction  from  200  yards  to  150  feet 
from  the  high  water  mark.  The  200-yard 
restriction  was  considered  excessive. 

Sections  423.36  and  423.37  are  being 
revised  to  clarify  that  posted  restrictions 
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and  delineations  on  swimming  and 
winter  activities  must  be  observed. 

Section  423.38(h)  is  being  removed 
because  commercial  activity  on 
Reclamation  facilities,  lands,  and 
waterbodies  is  more  appropriately 
governed  by  43  CFR  part  429. 

Several  revisions  are  being  made  to 
§423.41.  First,  §  423.41(a)  is  being 
revised  to  clarify  that  part  423  is  not 
intended  to  establish  new  prohibitions, 
restrictions,  or  allowances  of  aircraft 
activity  on  Reclamation  lands  or 
waterbodies.  Rather,  any  rules 
concerning  aircraft  activity  that  were  in 
place  on  April  17,  2006,  when  major 
revisions  to  part  423  went  into  effect, 
remain  in  effect  as  provided  in  §  423.64 
(renumbered  through  this  rulemaking  as 
§423.63).  The  revised  language  of 
§  423.41(a)  also  clarifies  the  ability  of 
Authorized  Officials  to  establish  special 
use  areas  under  Subpart  E  of  part  423  to 
allow,  restrict,  or  prohibit  aircraft.  Pilots 
and  others  should  be  cautioned  that  this 
amendment  does  not  have  the  effect  of 
changing  the  status  of  any  Reclamation 
lands  or  waterbodies  with  respect  to  the 
allowance,  restriction,  or  disallowance 
of  aircraft  activity.  Rather,  the  change  is 
being  made  to  resolve  confusion  that 
resulted  from  the  existing  language  of 
§  423.41(a).  Pilots  are  still  responsible 
for  determining  the  laws,  regulations, 
and  local  rules  applicable  to  specific 
Reclamation  lands  or  waterbodies  before 
attempting  landings  or  takeoffs. 

Section  423.41(e)  of  the  existing  rule 
is  being  removed  because  we  have 
determined  this  provision  is  not 
necessary;  any  liability  on  behalf  of 
aircraft  pilots,  owners,  or  passengers  is 
dictated  by  State  law. 

In  renumbered  §  423.41(e)  [formerly 
§  423.41(f)],  the  words  “and  §  423.38” 
are  being  removed  to  clarify  that 
seaplanes  are  not  considered  vessels 
when  on  the  water.  This  change 
coincides  with  the  change  to  the 
definition  of  “vessel”  as  explained 
above. 

Section  423.41(h)  of  the  existing  rule 
is  being  removed  because  commercial 
activity  on  Reclamation  facilities,  lands, 
and  waterbodies  is  more  appropriately 
governed  by  43  CFR  part  429. 

Section  423.41(i)  of  the  existing  rule 
is  being  removed  because  with  the 
changes  being  made  to  §  423.41(a),  the 
allowable  times  for  aircraft  landings  and 
takeoffs  are  governed  by  other  Federal, 
State,  and  local  laws. 

Section  423.41(j)  of  the  existing  rule 
is  being  removed  because  with  the 
changes  being  made  to  §  423.41(a),  the 
language  of  section  (j)  addressing 
compliance  with  restrictions  established 
by  an  Authorized  Official  is  redundant. 


Section  423.50(a)  is  being  revised  to 
coincide  with  the  change  made  to 
§  423.29(b)  and  the  deletion  of 
§  423.38(h)  discussed  above,  to  the 
effect  that  permits  under  part  423  will 
not  be  issued  for  the  introduction  of 
plants  and  animals,  or  for  the 
commercial  operation  of  vessels.  The 
language  was  also  revised  to  clarify  that 
permits  may  be  revoked  to  protect  the 
health,  safety,  and  security  of  persons, 
Reclamation  assets,  or  natural  or 
cultural  resources. 

Subpart  E,  Special  Use  Areas,  is  being 
revised  to  make  several  clarifications. 
First,  the  current  provisions  of  §  423.62 
are  being  merged  into  §  423.60  to  clarify 
that  the  requirements  for 
“determination”  and  “documentation” 
are  not  two  separate  activities. 

Also,  the  current  requirement  in 
§  423.61(b)  for  a  Federal  Register  notice 
in  order  to  establish  special  use  areas  is 
being  removed.  Although  Reclamation 
believes  that  in  some  cases,  Federal 
Register  notice  of  the  establishment  of, 
or  changes  to,  special  use  areas  may  be 
desirable,  that  need  is  best  determined 
through  internal  policy  rather  than  a 
requirement  in  Federal  regulations.  This 
change  will  also  make  the  requirements 
for  establishing  special  use  areas  more 
.consistent  with  the  requirements  for 
establishing  closures  under  Subpart  B  of 
this  rule. 

An  Authorized  Official’s  ability  to 
quickly  establish  a  special  use  area 
under  the  current  §  423.61(c)  is  being 
expanded  to  allow  creation  of  special 
use  areas  with  delayed  notice  in  cases 
of  safety  and  environmental  needs,  in 
addition  to  the  existing  specified 
conditions  related  to  national,  facility, 
employee,  and  public  security. 

Section  423.61(d)  is  being  revised  to 
clarify  that  if  the  four  specified 
conditions  are  met,  advance  notice  of 
the  designation  of  a  special  use  area  is 
not  required.  The  existing  language 
implied  that  no  notice  was  required,  but 
Reclamation  believes  the  public  should 
always  be  notified  of  the  existence  of 
special  use  areas.  Note  that  satisfaction 
of  the  four  conditions  specified  in 
§  423.61(d)  removes  the  requirement  for 
advance  notice,  meaning  that  notice 
may  occur  at  any  time  up  until  the -time 
the  special  use  area  is  designated.  This 
contrasts  with  the  conditions  of 
emergency  or  immediate  need  described 
in  §  423.61(c)  under  which  notice  may 
be  delayed  for  up  to  30  days  after  the 
special  use  area  is  designated. 

Section  423.63  (formerly  §423.64)  is 
being  revised  to  clarify  that  rules  that 
were  already  in  effect  on  April  17,  2006 
remain  in  effect  to  the  extent  allowed  by 
Subpart  A  of  part  423,  and  to  the  extent 
they  are  they  are  consistent  with 


§423.28.  Reclamation  wants  to  remind 
the  public  that  the  effect  of  §  423.63  is 
to  recognize  the  validity  of  rules  that 
that  were  already  in  effect  on 
Reclamation  facilities,  lands,  and 
waterbodies  on  April  17,  2006,  the  date 
major  revisions  to  part  423  were 
implemented.  Documented  allowances, 
restrictions,  and/or  prohibitions  that 
were  in  effect  on  that  date  generally 
remain  in  effect  and  are  generally  not 
removed  or  superseded  by  the  rules 
contained  in  Subpart  C  of  part  423. 
Reclamation  encourages  all  parties  to 
contact  us  with  any  questions 
concerning  the  rules  that  apply  on 
Reclamation  facilities,  lands,  and 
waterbodies. 

Section  423.71(b)  is  being  revised  to 
clarify  that  the  described  sanctions 
apply  to  violations  of  closures  as  well  as 
to  the  other  types  of  violations 
described. 

While  each  of  the  individual  changes 
being  made  to  part  423  is  insufficient  by 
itself  to  justify  amending  the  rule,  the 
total  number  of  needed  changes  now 
warrants  this  amendatory  rulemaking. 

II.  Determination  To  Make  This  Rule 
Effective  Immediately 

Reclamation  has  determined  that  it  is 
in  the  public  interest  to  clarify  and 
resolve  the  issues  addressed  in  these 
amendments  without  delay.  Members  of 
the  public  have  asked  for  a  speedy 
implementation  of  regulations  that  will 
assist  them  to  better  understand  their 
rights  and  obligations  on  Reclamation 
lands  and  waterbodies.  Delay  would 
result  in  unnecessary  uncertainty.  For 
these  reasons,  Reclamation  has 
determined  that  for  this  rulemaking, 
notice  and  public  procedure 
requirements  are  impractical, 
unnecessary,  and  contrary  to  the  public 
interest  and  should  be  waived  as 
allowed  by  5  U.S.C.  553(b)(3)(B). 
Furthermore,  for  the  reasons  stated 
above,  Reclamation  has  determined  that 
good  cause  exists  to  waive  the 
requirement  of  publication  30  days  in 
advance  of  the  effective  date,  as  allowed 
by  5  U.S.C.  553(d)(3). 

Therefore,  we  are  issuing  these 
amendments  as.an  interim  final  rule 
that  will  go  into  effect  immediately. 
Following  a  60-day  public  review 
period  and  our  review  of  any  public 
comments  received,  Reclamation 
expects  to  publish  a  final  rule. 

III.  Procedural  Matters 

1.  Regulatory  Planning  and  Review  (E.O. 
12866) 

This  document  is  not  a  significant 
rule  and  is  not  subject  to  review  by  the 
Office  of  Management  and  Budget  under 
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Executive  Order  12866.  This  rule  makes 
only  minor  amendments  to  the  existing 
43  CFR  part  423  for  purposes  of 
clarification. 

(1)  This  rule  will  not  have  an  effect  of 
$100  million  or  more  on  the  economy. 

It  will  not  adversely  affect  in  a  material 
way  the  economy,  productivity, 
competition,  jobs,  the  environment, 
public  health  or  safety,  or  State,  local, 
or  tribal  governments  or  communities. 

(2)  This  rule  will  not  create  a  serious 
inconsistency  or  otherwise  interfere 
with  an  action  taken  or  planned  by 
another  agency. 

(3)  This  rule  does  not  alter  the 
budgetary  effects  or  entitlements,  grants, 
user  fees,  or  loan  programs  or  the  rights 
or  obligations  of  their  recipients. 

(4)  This  rule  does  not  raise  novel  legal 
or  policy  issues. 

2.  Regulatory  Flexibility  Act 

The  Department  of  the  Interior 
certifies  that  this  document  will  not 
have  a  significant  economic  effect  on  a 
substantial  number  of  small  entities 
under  the  Regulatory  Flexibility  Act  (5 
U.S.C.  601  et  seq.).  This  rule  makes  only 
minor  amendments  to  the  existing  43 
CFR  part  423  for  purposes  of 
clarification. 

3.  Small  Business  Regulatory 
Enforcement  Fairness  Act  (SBREFA) 

This  rule  is  not  a  major  rule  under  5 
U.S.C.  804(2),  the  Small  Business 
Regulatory  Enforcement  Fairness  Act. 
This  rule  makes  only  minor 
amendments  to  the  existing  43  CFR  part 
423  for  purposes  of  clarification. 

The  rule: 

(1)  Does  not  have  an  annual  effect  on 
the  economy  of  $100  million  or  more. 

(2)  Will  not  cause  a  major  increase  in 
costs  or  prices  for  consumers, 
individual  industries,  Federal,  State,  or 
local  government  agencies,  or 
geographic  regions. 

(3)  Does  not  have  significant  adverse 
effects  on  competition,  employment, 
investment,  productivity,  innovation,  or 
the  ability  of  U.S. -based  enterprises  to 
compete  with  foreign-based  enterprises. 

4.  Unfunded  Mandates  Reform  Act 

This  rule  does  not  impose  an 
unfunded  mandate  on  State,  local,  or 
tribal  governments  or  the  private  sector 
of  more  than  $100  million  per  year.  This 
rule  does  not  have  a  significant  or 
unique  effect  on  State,  local,  or  tribal 
governments  or  the  private  sector.  This 
rule  makes  only  minor  amendments  to 
the  existing  43  CFR  part  423  for 
purposes  of  clarification.  A  statement 
containing  the  information  required  by 
the  Unfunded  Mandates  Reform  Act  (2 
U.S.C.  1531  et  seq.)  is  not  required. 


5.  Takings  (E.O.  12630) 

In  accordance  with  Executive  Order 
12630,  this  rule  does  not  have 
significant  takings  implications.  This 
rule  makes  only  minor  amendments  to 
the  existing  43  CFR  part  423  for 
purposes  of  clarification.  A  takings 
implication  assessment  is  not  required. 

6.  Federalism  (E.O.  13132) 

In  accordance  with  Executive  Order 
12612,  this  rule  does  not  have  sufficient 
federalism  implications  to  warrant  the 
preparation  of  a  Federalism  Assessment. 
This  rule  makes  only  minor 
amendments  to  the  existing  43  CFR  part 
423  for  purposes  of  clarification.  A 
Federalism  Assessment  is  not  required. 

7.  Civil  Justice  Reform  (E.O.  12988) 

In  accordance  with  Executive  Order 
12988,  the  Office  of  the  Solicitor  has 
determined  that  this  rule  does  not 
unduly  burden  the  judicial  system  and 
meets  the  requirements  of  sections  3(a) 
and  3(b)(2)  of  the  Order. 

8.  Consultation  With  Indian  Tribes  (E.O. 
13175) 

Under  the  criteria  in  Executive  Order 
13175,  we  have  evaluated  this  rule  and 
determined  that  it  has  no  potential 
effects  on  federally  recognized  Indian 
tribes.  This  rule  recognizes  tribal 
authorities,  laws,  and  regulations  but 
does  not  affect  them. 

9.  Paperwork  Reduction  Act 

This  regulation  does  not  require  an 
information  collection  from  10  or  more 
parties  and  a  submission  under  the 
Paperwork  Reduction  Act  is  not 
required.  An  OMB  form  83-1  is  not 
required. 

10.  National  Environmental  Policy  Act 
(NEPA) 

This  rule  does  not  constitute  a  major 
Federal  action  significantly  affecting  the 
quality  of  the  human  environment.  A 
detailed  statement  under  the  National 
Environmental  Policy  Act  of  1969  is  not 
required. 

11.  Information  Quality  Act 

In  developing  this  rule  we  did  not 
conduct  or  use  a  study,  experiment,  or 
survey  requiring  peer  review  under  the 
Information  Quality  Act  (Pub.  L.  106- 
554). 

12.  Effects  on  the  Energy  Supply  (E.O. 
13211) 

This  rule  is  not  a  significant  energy 
action  under  the  definition  of  Executive 
Order  13211.  A  Statement  of  Energy 
Effects  is  not  required. 


13.  Clarity  of  This  Regulation 

We  are  required  by  E.O.  12866  and 
12988,  and  by  the  Presidential 
Memorandum  of  June  1,  1998,  to  write 
all  rules  in  plain  language.  This  means 
each  rule  we  publish  must: 

(a)  Be  logically  organized; 

(b)  Use  the  active  voice  to  address 
readers  directly; 

(c)  Use  clear  language  rather  than 
jargon; 

(d)  Be  divided  into  short  sections  and 
sentences;  and 

(e)  Use  lists  and  tables  wherever 
possible. 

If  you  believe  we  have  not  met  these 
requirements,  please  send  comments  to 
Reclamation  as  instructed  in  the 
ADDRESSES  section.  Please  make  your 
comments  as  specific  as  possible, 
referring  to  specific  sections  and  how 
they  could  be  improved.

SUMMARY:  This  document  adopts  fees  for 
Fiscal  Year  2009  and  until  further 
notice,  as  authorized  by  49  U.S.C. 

30141,  relating  to  the  registration  of 
importers  and  the  importation  of  motor 
vehicles  not  certified  as  conforming  to 
the  Federal  motor  vehicle  safety 
standards  (FMVSS).  These  fees  are 
needed  to  maintain  the  registered 
importer  (RI)  program. 

We  are  increasing  the  fees  for  the 
registration  of  a  new  RI  from  $677  to 
$760  and  the  annual  fee  for  renewing  an 
existing  registration  from  $570  to  $651. 
These  fees  include  the  costs  of 
maintaining  the  RI  program.  The  fee 
required  to  reimburse  Customs  for 
conformance  bond  processing  costs  will 
increase  from  $9.77  to  $10.23  per  bond. 
We  are  decreasing  the  fees  to  be 
collected  from  the  importer  of  each 
vehicle  covered  by  an  import  eligibility 
decision  made  on  an  individual  make, 
model,  and  model  year  basis.  For 
vehicles  determined  eligible  based  on 
their  substantial  similarity  to  a  U.S. 
certified  vehicle,  the  fee  will  decrease 
from  $208  to  $198.  For  vehicles 
determined  eligible  based  on  their 
capability  of  being  modified  to  comply 
with  all  applicable  FMVSS,  the  fee  will 
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also  decrease  from  $208  to  $198.  In  the 
event  that  a  petitioner  requests  an 
inspection  of  a  vehicle,  the  fee  for  such 
an  inspection  will  remain  $827  for 
vehicles  that  are  the  subject  of  either 
type  of  petition.  The  fee  that  an  RI  must 
pay  as  a  processing  cost  for  review  of 
each  conformity  package  that  it  submits 
to  NHTSA  will  increase  to  $14  from  $13 
per  certificate.  If  the  vehicle  has  been 
entered  electronically  with  Customs 
through  the  Automated  Broker  Interface 
(ABI)  and  the  registered  importer  has  an 
e-mail  address,  the  fee  for  processing 
the  conformity  package  will  continue  to 
be  $6,  provided  the  fee  is  paid  by  credit 
card.  However,  if  NHTSA  finds  that  the 
information  in  the  entry'  or  the 
conformity  package  is  incorrect,  the 
processing  fee  will  be  $48,  representing 
no  change  from  the  fee  that  is  currently 
charged  when  there  are  one  or  more 
errors  in  the  ABI  entry  or  omissions  in 
the  statement  of  conformity. 

DATES:  The  amendments  established  by 
this  final  rule  will  become  effective  on 
October  1,  2008,  the  beginning  of  FY 
2009.  Petitions  for  reconsideration  must 
be  received  by  NHTSA  not  later  than 
November  10,  2008. 

ADDRESSES:  Petitions  for  reconsideration 
of  this  final  rule  should  refer  to  the 
docket  and  notice  numbers  identified 
above  and  be  submitted  to: 
Administrator,  National  Highway

that  time  will  be  considered  petitions 
filed  by  interested  persons  to  initiate 
rulemaking  pursuant  to  49  U.S.C. 
Chapter  301. 

The  petition  must  contain  a  brief 
statement  of  the  complaint  and  an 
explanation  as  to  why  compliance  with 
the  final  rule  is  not  practicable,  is 
unreasonable,  or  is  not  in  the  public 
interest.  Unless  otherwise  specified  in 
the  final  rule,  the  statement  and 
explanation  together  may  not  exceed  15 
pages  in  length,  but  necessary 
attachments  may  be  appended  to  the 
submission  without  regard  to  the  15- 
page  limit.  If  it  is  requested  that 
additional  facts  be  considered,  the 
petitioner  must  state  the  reason  why 
they  were  not  presented  to  the 
Administrator  within  the  prescribed 
time.  The  Administrator  does  not 
consider  repetitious  petitions  and 
unless  the  Administrator  otherwise 
provides,  the  filing  of  a  petition  does 


not  stay  the  effectiveness  of  the  final 
rule.

Introduction 

This  rule  was  preceded  by  a  notice  of 
proposed  rulemaking  (NPRM)  that 
NHTSA  published  on  August  4,  2008 
(73  FR  45195). 

The  National  Traffic  and  Motor 
Vehicle  Safety  Act,  as  amended  by  the 
Imported  Vehicle  Safety  Compliance 
Act  of  1988,  and  recodified  at  49  U.S.C. 
30141-30147  (“the  Act”),  provides  for 
fees  to  cover  the  costs  of  the  importer 
registration  program,  the  cost  of  making 
import  eligibility  decisions,  and  the  cost 
of  processing  the  bonds  furnisheti  to 
Customs.  Certain  fees  became  effective 
on  January  31, 1990,  and  have  been  in 
effect,  with  modifications,  since  then. 

On  June  24,  1996,  we  published  a  notice 
in  the  Federal  Register  at  61  FR  32411 
that  discussed  the  rulemaking  history'  of 
49  CFR  Part  594  and  the  fees  authorized 
by  the  Act.  The  reader  is  referred  to  that 
notice  for  background  information 
relating  to  this  rulemaking  action. 

We  last  amended  the  fee  schedule  in 
2006.  See  final  rule  published  on 
August  3,  2006  at  71  FR  43985.  Those 
fees  applied  to  Fiscal  Years  2007  and 
2008. 

The  fees  adopted  in  this  final  rule  are 
based  on  time  expenditures  and  costs 
associated  with  the  tasks  for  which  the 
fees  are  assessed.  They  reflect  the 
increase  in  hourly  costs  in  the  past  two 
fiscal  years  attributable  to  the 
approximately  2.64  and  4.49  percent 
raises  (including  the  locality  adjustment 
for  Washington,  DC)  in  salaries  of 
employees  on  the  General  Schedule  that 
became  effective  on  January  1,  2007, 
and  on  January  1,  2008,  respectively. 

Comments 

There  were  no  comments  in  response 
to  the  notice  of  proposed  rulemaking. 

Requirements  of  the  Fee  Regulation 

Section  594.6 — Annual  Fee  for 
Administration  of  the  Importer 
Registration  Program 

Section  30141(a)(3)  of  Title  49,  U.S. 
Code  provides  that  RIs  must  pay  the 
annual  fee  the  Secretary  of 
Transportation  establishes  “*  *  *  to 
pay  for  the  costs  of  carrying  out  the 
registration  program  for  importers 
*  *  *.”  This  fee  is  payable  both  by  new 
applicants  and  by  existing  RIs.  To 


maintain  its  registration,  each  RI,  at  the 
time  it  submits  its  annual  fee,  must  also 
file  a  statement  affirming  that  the 
information  it  furnished  in  its 
registration  application  (or  in  later 
submissions  amending  that  information) 
remains  correct  (49  CFR  592.5(f)). 

In  compliance  with  the  statutory 
directive,  we  reviewed  the  existing  fees 
and  their  bases  in  an  attempt  to 
establish  fees  that  would  be  sufficient  to 
recover  the  costs  of  carrying  out  the 
registration  program  for  importers  for  at 
least  the  next  two  fiscal  years.  The 
initial  component  of  the  Registration 
Program  Fee  is  the  fee  attributable  lo 
processing  and  acting  upon  registration 
applications.  We  will  increase  this  fee 
from  $266  to  $295  for  new  applications. 
We  have  also  determined  that  the  fee  for 
the  review  of  the  annual  statement 
submitted  by  existing  RIs  who  wish  to 
renew  their  registrations  will  be 
increased  from  $159  to  $186.  These  fee 
adjustments  reflect  our  time 
expenditures  in  reviewing  both  new 
applications  and  annual  statements  with 
accompanying  documentation,  as  well 
as  the  inflation  factor  attributable  to 
Federal  salary  increases  and  locality 
adjustments  in  the  two  years  since  the 
regulation  was  last  amended. 

We  must  also  recover  costs 
attributable  to  maintenance  of  the 
registration  program  that  arise  from  the 
need  for  us  to  review  a  registrant’s 
annual  statement  and  to  verify  the 
continuing  validity  of  information 
already  submitted.  These  costs  also 
include  anticipated  costs  attributable  to 
the  possible  revocation  or  suspension  of 
registrations  and  reflect  the  amount  of 
time  that  we  have  devoted  to  those 
matters  in  the  past  two  years. 

Based  upon  our  review  of  these  costs, 
the  portion  of  the  fee  attributable  to  the 
maintenance  of  the  registration  program 
is  approximately  $465  for  each  RI,  an 
increase  of  $54.  When  this  $465  is 
added  to  the  $295  representing  the 
registration  application  component,  the 
cost  to  an  applicant  comes  to  $760, 
which  is  the  fee  we  are  adopting.  This 
represents  an  increase  of  $83  over  the 
existing  fee.  When  the  $465  is  added  to 
the  $186  representing  the  annual 
statement  component,  the  total  cost  to 
an  RI  renewing  its  registration  comes  to 
$651,  which  represents  an  increase  of 
$81. 

Section  594.6(h)  enumerates  indirect 
costs  associated  with  processing  the 
annual  renewal  of  RI  registrations.  The 
provision  states  that  these  costs 
represent  a  pro  rata  allocation  of  the 
average  salary  and  benefits  of  employees 
who  process  the  annual  statements  and 
perform  related  functions,  and  “a  pro 
rata  allocation  of  the  costs  attributable 
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to  maintaining  the  office  space,  and  the 
computer  or  word  processor.”  The 
indirect  costs  that  were  previously 
calculated  at  $17.07  per  man-hour  are 
being  increased  by  $3.24,  to  $20.31. 

This  increase  is  based  on  the  difference 
between  enacted  budgetary  costs  within 
the  Department  of  Transportation  for  the 
last  two  fiscal  years,  which  were  higher 
than  the  estimates  used  when  the  fee 
schedule  was  last  amended,  and  takes 
account  of  further  projected  increases 
over  the  next  two  fiscal  years. 

Sections  594.7  and  594.8 — Fees  To 
Cover  Agency  Costs  in  Making 
Importation  Eligibility  Decisions 

Section  30141(a)(3)  also  requires  RIs 
to  pay  other  fees  the  Secretary  of 
Transportation  establishes  to  cover  the 
costs  of  “*  *  *  (B)  making  the  decisions 
under  this  subchapter.”  This  includes 
decisions  on  whether  the  vehicle  sought 
to  be  imported  is  substantially  similar  to 
a  motor  vehicle  that  was  originally 
manufactured  for  importation  into  and 
sale  in  the  United  States  and  certified  by 
its  original  manufacturer  as  complying 
with  all  applicable  FMVSS,  and 
whether  the  vehicle  is  capable  of  being 
readily  altered  to  meet  those  standards. 
Alternatively,  where  there  is  no 
substantially  similar  U.S. -certified 
motor  vehicle,  the  decision  is  whether 
the  safety  features  of  the  vehicle  comply 
with,  or  are  capable  of  being  altered  to 
comply  with,  the  FMVSS  based  on 
destructive  test  information  or  such 
other  evidence  that  NHTSA  deems  to  be 
adequate.  These  decisions  are  made  in 
response  to  petitions  submitted  by  RIs 
or  manufacturers,  or  on  the 
Administrator’s  own  initiative. 

The  fee  for  a  vehicle  imported  under 
an  eligibility  decision  made  in  response 
to  a  petition  is  payable  in  part  by  the 
petitioner  and  in  part  by  other 
importers.  The  fee  to  be  charged  for 
each  vehicle  is  the  estimated  pro  rata 
share  of  the  costs  in  making  all  the 
eligibility  decisions  in  a  fiscal  year. 

The  fee  adopted  by  this  final  rule 
reflects  the  slight  increase  in  hourly 
costs  in  the  past  two  fiscal  years 
attributable  to  the  approximately  2.64 
and  4.49  percent  raises  (including  the 
locality  adjustment  for  Washington,  DC) 
in  salaries  of  employees  on  the  General 
Schedule  that  became  effective  on 
January  1,  2007,  and  on  January  1,  2008, 
respectively. 

We  have  also  reduced  costs  by  issuing 
a  single  Federal  Register  notice  to 
announce  import  eligibility  decisions 
made  on  multiple  vehicles.  Despite  the 
cost  savings  that  have  accrued  from  this 
development,  RIs  have  imported  fewer 
vehicles  each  year  since  we  last 
amended  the  fee  schedule.  This  has 


increased  the  pro  rata  share  of  petition 
costs  that  are  to  be  assessed  against  the 
importer  of  each  vehicle  covered  by  the 
decision  to  grant  import  eligibility. 
Although  the  number  of  petitions 
submitted  in  the  past  two  years  has 
decreased,  the  agency  has  devoted  an 
increasing  share  of  staff  time  to  the 
review  and  processing  of  import 
eligibility  petitions  owing  to 
complications  that  result  when  the 
petitioner  or  one  or  more  commenters 
request  confidentiality  for  information 
they  submit  to  the  agency.  Additional 
staff  time  is  also  needed  to  analyze  the 
petitions  and  any  comments  received 
owing  to  new  requirements  being 
adopted  in  the  FMVSS,  such  as  the 
advanced  air  bag  rule  that  became 
effective  September  1,  2006.  Despite 
these  factors,  we  are  not  increasing  the 
current  fee  of  $175  that  covers  the  initial 
processing  of  a  “substantially  similar” 
petition.  We  are  also  maintaining  the 
existing  fee  of  $800  to  cover  the  initial 
costs  for  processing  petitions  for 
vehicles  that  have  no  substantially 
similar  U.S.-certified  counterpart.  * 

In  the  event  that  a  petitioner  requests 
an  inspection  of  a  vehicle,  the  fee  for 
such  an  inspection  will  remain  $827  for 
vehicles  that  are  the  subject  of  either 
type  of  petition. 

Importers  of  vehicles  determined  to 
be  eligible  for  importation  pay,  upon  the 
importation  of  those  vehicles,  a  pro  rata 
share  of  the  total  cost  for  making  the 
eligibility  decision.  The  importation  fee 
varies  depending  upon  the  basis  on 
which  the  vehicle  is  determined  to  be 
eligible.  For  vehicles  covered  by  an 
eligibility  decision  pn  the  agency’s  own 
initiative  (other  than  vehicles  imported 
from  Canada  that  are  covered  by 
eligibility  numbers  VSA-80  through  83, 
for  which  no  eligibility  decision  fee  is 
assessed),  the  fee  will  remain  $125. 
NHTSA  determined  that  the  costs 
associated  with  previous  eligibility 
decisions  on  the  agency’s  own  initiative 
will  be  fully  recovered  by  October  1, 
2008.  We  will  apply  the  fee  of  $125  per 
vehicle  only  to  vehicles  covered  by 
determinations  made  by  the  agency  on 
its  own  initiative  on  or  after  October  1 , 
2008. 

The  agency’s  costs  for  making  an 
import  eligibility  decision  pursuant  to  a 
petition  are  borne  in  part  by  the 
•petitioner  and  in  part  by  the  importers 
of  vehicles  imported  under  the  petition. 
In  2007,  the  most  recent  year  for  which 
complete  data  exist,  the  agency 
expended  $76,031  in  making  import 
eligibility  decisions  based  on  petitions. 
The  petitioners  paid  $6,975  of  that 
amount  in  the  processing  fees  that 
accompanied  the  filing  of  their 
petitions,  leaving  the  remaining  $69,056 


to  be  recovered  from  the  importers  of 
the  236  vehicles  imported  that  year 
under  petition-based  import  eligibility 
decisions.  Dividing  $69,056  by  236 
yields  a  pro  rata  fee  of  $293  for  each 
vehicle  imported  under  an  eligibility 
decision  that  resulted  from  the  granting 
of  a  petition. 

However,  the  agency  believes  that  the 
volume  of  petition-based  imports  for  the 
next  two  fiscal  years  should  not  be 
projected  on  the  basis  of  a  single  year, 
particularly  one  in  which  the  volume  of 
petitioned-based  imports  was  atypically 
low.  The  agency  therefore  took  the 
average  number  of  petition-based 
imports  over  the  past  15  years  to  project 
the  number  of  such  vehicles  that  would 
be  imported  in  Fiscal  Years  2009  and 
2010.  Further,  we  assume  that  petitions 
filed  during  Fiscal  Years  2009  and  2010 
would  also  more  closely  reflect  the 
average  number  of  petitions  received 
each  year  since  1991,  the  first  year  that 
the  agency  received  RI  petitions.  Based 
on  these  estimates,  we  project  that  621 
vehicles  would  be  imported  under 
petition-based  eligibility  decisions  and 
that  39  petition-based  import  eligibility 
decisions  would  be  made. 

Based  on  these  estimates,  the  agency’s 
costs  for  processing  these  petitions 
would  increase  to  no  more  than 
$136,000.  Petitioners  would  pay  slightly 
more  than  $13,000  of  that  amount  in  the 
processing  fees  that  accompany  the 
filing  of  their  petitions,  leaving  the 
remaining  $123,000  to  be  recovered 
from  the  importers  of  the  621  vehicles 
to  be  imported  each  year  under  petition- 
based  import  eligibility  decisions. 
Dividing  $123,000  by  621  yields  a  pro 
rata  fee  of  $198  for  each  vehicle 
imported  under  an  eligibility  decision 
that  results  from  the  granting  of  a 
petition. 

Based  on  our  estimates  for  Fiscal 
Years  2009  and  2010,  the  pro  rata  fee  to 
be  paid  by  the  importer  of  each  such 
vehicle  will  decrease  from  $208  to  $198, 
representing  a  decrease  of  $1 0  from  the 
existing  fee  for  each  vehicle  imported. 
The  same  $198  fee  will  be  paid 
regardless  of  whether  the  vehicle  was 
petitioned  under  49  CFR  593.6(a),  based 
on  the  substantial  similarity  of  the 
vehicle  to  a  U.S. -certified  model,  or  was 
petitioned  under  49  CFR  593.6(b),  based 
on  the  safety  features  of  the  vehicle 
complying  with,  or  being  capable  of 
being  modified  to  comply  with  all 
applicable  FMVSS. 

Section  594.9 — Fee  To  Recover  the  Costs 
of  Processing  the  Bond 

Section  30141(a)(3)  also  requires  an  RI 
to  pay  any  other  fees  the  Secretary  of 
Transportation  establishes  “*  *  *  to 
pay  for  the  costs  of — (A)  processing 
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bonds  provided  to  the  Secretary  of  the 
Treasury  *  *  Under  Section 
30141(d),  the  bond  is  provided  at  the 
time  a  nonconforming  vehicle  is 
imported  to  ensure  that  the  vehicle  will 
be  brought  into  compliance  within  120 
days,  as  required  by  49  CFR  591.8(d)(1), 
or  if  the  vehicle  is  not  brought  into 
compliance  within  such  time,  that  it  be 
exported,  without  cost  to  the  United 
States,  or  abandoned  to  the  United 
States.  See  Section  30141(d)(1)(B). 

Customs  now  exercises  the  functions 
associated  with  the  processing  of  these 
bonds.  The  statute  contemplates  that  we 
will  make  a  reasonable  determination  of 
the  cost  that  Customs  incurs  in 
processing  the  bonds.  In  essence,  the 
cost  to  Customs  is  based  upon  an 
estimate  of  the  time  that  a  GS-9,  Step 
5  employee  spends  on  each  entry, 
which  Customs  has  judged  to  be  20 
minutes. 

Based  on  General  Schedule  salary  and 
locality  raises  that  were  effective  in 
January  2007  and  2008  and  the 
inclusion  of  costs  for  benefits,  we  are 
increasing  the  processing  fee  by  $0.46, 
from  $9.77  per  bond  to  $10.23.  This  fee 
will  reflect  the  direct  and  indirect  costs 
that  are  actually  associated  with 
processing  the  bonds. 

Section  594.1 0 — Fee  for  Review  and 
Processing  of  Conformity  Certificate 

Each  RI  is  currently  required  to  pay 
$13  per  vehicle  to  cover  the  costs  the 
agency  incurs  in  reviewing  a  certificate 
of  conformity.  We  have  found  that  these 
costs  have  increased  to  an  average  of 
$14  per  vehicle  because  of  increased 
contractor  and  overhead  costs.  Based  on 
these  costs,  we  are  increasing  the  fee 
charged  for  vehicles  for  which  a  paper 
entry  and  fee  payment  is  made,  from 
$13  to  $14,  a  difference  of  $1  per 
vehicle.  However,  if  an  RI  enters  a 
vehicle  through  the  ABI  system,  has  an 
e-mail  address  to  receive 
communications  from  NHTSA,  and  pays 
the  fee  by  credit  card,  the  cost  savings 
that  we  realize  allow  us  to  significantly 
reduce  the  fee  to  $6.  We  are  maintaining 
the  fee  of  $6  per  vehicle  if  all  the 
information  in  the  ABI  entry  is  correct. 

Errors  in  ABI  entries  not  only 
eliminate  any  time  savings,  but  also 
require  additional  staff  time  to  be 
expended  in  reconciling  the  erroneous 
ABI  entry  information  with  the 
conformity  data  that  is  ultimately 
submitted.  Our  experience  with  these 
errors  has  shown  that  staff  members 
must  examine  records,  make  time- 
consuming  long  distance  telephone 
calls,  and  often  consult  supervisory 
personnel  to  resolve  the  conflicts  in  the 
data.  We  have  calculated  this  staff  and 
supervisory  time,  as  well  the  telephone 


charges,  to  amount  to  approximately 
$42  for  each  erroneous  ABI  entry. 

Adding  this  to  the  $6  fee  for  the  review 
of  conformity  packages  on  automated 
entries  yields  a  total  of  $48,  representing 
no  change  in  the  fee  that  is  currently 
charged  when  there  are  one  or  more 
errors  in  the  ABI  entry  or  omissions  in 
the  statement  of  conformity. 

Statutory  Basis  for  the  Final  Rule  and 
Effective  Date 

NHTSA  is  required  under  49  U.S.C. 
30141(e)  to  “review  and  make 
appropriate  adjustments  at  least  every  2 
years  in  the  amounts  of  the  fees” 
relating  to  the  registration  of  importers, 
the  processing  of  bonds,  and  making 
decisions  concerning  the  importation  of 
nonconforming  vehicles.  The  statute 
further  requires  the  agency  to  “establish 
the  fees  for  each  fiscal  year  before  the 
beginning  of  that  year.”  This  final  rule 
implements  the  statutory  provisions.  In 
the  NPRM,  we  proposed  to  make  this 
rule  effective  October  1,  2008,  and  did 
not  receive  any  comments  on  this  issue. 
In  order  to  meet  the  statutory  deadline, 
the  agency  finds  under  5  U.S.C. 

553(d)(3)  that  it  has  good  cause  to  make 
this  final  rule  effective  less  that  thirty 
days  after  its  publication  in  the  Federal 
Register.  Accordingly,  the  effective  date 
of  this  final  rule  is  October  1,  2008. 

Rulemaking  Analyses  and  Notices 

A.  Executive  Order  12866  and  DOT 
Regulatory  Policies  and  Procedures 

Executive  Order  12866,  “Regulatory 
Planning  and  Review”  (58  FR  51735, 
October  4, 1993),  provides  for  making 
determinations  whether  a  regulatory 
action  is  “significant”  and  therefore 
subject  to  Office  of  Management  and 
Budget  (OMB)  review  and  to  the 
requirements  of  the  Executive  Order. 
The  Order  defines  a  “significant 
regulatory  action”  as  one  that  is  likely 
to  result  in  a  rule  that  may: 

(1)  Have  an  annual  effect  on  the 
economy  of  $100  million  or  more  or 
adversely  affect  in  a  material  way  the 
economy,  a  sector  of  the  economy, 
productivity,  competition,  jobs,  the 
environment,  public  health  or  safety,  or 
State,  local,  or  Tribal  governments  or 
communities; 

(2)  Create  a  serious  inconsistency  or 
otherwise  interfere  with  an  action  taken 
or  planned  by  another  agency; 

(3)  Materially  alter  the  budgetary 
impact  of  entitlements,  grants,  user  fees, 
or  loan  programs  or  the  rights  and 
obligations  of  recipients  thereof;  or 

(4)  Raise  novel  legal  or  policy  issues 
arising  out  of  legal  mandates,  the 
President’s  priorities,  or  the  principles 
set  forth  in  the  Executive  Order. 


NHTSA  has  considered  the  impact  of 
this  rulemaking  action  under  Executive 
Order  12866  and  the  Department  of 
Transportation’s  regulatory  policies  and 
procedures.  This  rulemaking  is  not 
significant.  Accordingly,  the  Office  of 
Management  and  Budget  has  not 
reviewed  this  rulemaking  document 
under  Executive  Order  12886.  Based  on 
the  level  of  the  fees  and  the  volume  of 
affected  vehicles,  NHTSA  currently 
anticipates  that  the  costs  of  the  final 
rule  would  be  so  minimal  as  not  to 
warrant  preparation  of  a  full  regulatory 
evaluation.  The  action  does  not  involve 
any  substantial  public  interest  or 
controversy.  There  would  be  no 
substantial  effect  upon  State  and  local 
governments.  There  would  be  no 
substantial  impact  upon  a  major 
transportation  safety  program.  A 
regulatory  evaluation  analyzing  the 
economic  impact  of  the  final  rule 
establishing  the  registered  importer 
program,  adopted  on  September  29, 
1989,  was  prepared,  and  is  available  for 
review  in  the  docket. 

R.  Regulatory  Flexibility  Act 

Pursuant  to  the  Regulatory  Flexibility 
Act  (5  U.S.C.  601  et'seq.,  as  amended  by 
the  Small  Business  Regulatory 
Enforcement  Fairness  Act  (SBFEFA)  of 
1996),  whenever  an  agency  is  required 
to  publish  a  notice  of  proposed 
rulemaking  for  any  proposed  or  final 
rule,  it  must  prepare  and  make  available 
for  public  comment  a  regulatory 
flexibility  analysis  that  describes  the 
effect  of  the  rule  on  small  entities  (i.e., 
small  businesses,  small  organizations, 
and  small  governmental  jurisdictions). 
The  Small  Business  Administration’s 
regulations  at  13  CFR  Part  121  define  a 
small  business,  in  part,  as  a  business 
entity  “which  operates  primarily  within 
the  United  States.”  (13  CFR 
§  121.105(a)).  No  regulatory  flexibility 
analysis  is  required  if  the  head  of  an 
agency  certifies  that  the  rule  would  not 
have  a  significant  economic  impact  on 
a  substantial  number  of  small  entities. 
The  SBREFA  amended  the  Regulatory 
Flexibility  Act  to  require  Federal 
agencies  to  provide  a  statement  of  the 
factual  basis  for  certifying  that  a  rule 
would  not  have  a  significant  economic 
impact  on  a  substantial  number  of  small 
entities. 

The  agency  has  considered  the  effects 
of  this  rulemaking  under  the  Regulatory 
Flexibility  Act,  and  certifies  that  the 
adopted  amendments  will  not  have  a 
significant  economic  impact  upon  a 
substantial  number  of  small  entities. 

The  following  is  NHTSA’s  statement 
providing  the  factual  basis  for  the 
certification  (5  U.S.C.  605(b)).  The 
adopted  amendments  will  primarily 
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affect  entities  that  currently  modify 
nonconforming  vehicles  and  which  are 
small  businesses  within  the  meaning  of 
the  Regulatory  Flexibility  Act;  however, 
the  agency  has  no  reason  to  believe  that 
these  companies  would  be  unable  to  pay 
the  fees  adopted  in  this  rulemaking 
action.  In  most  instances,  these  fees 
would  not  be  changed  or  be  only 
modestly  increased  (and  in  some 
instances  decreased)  from  the  fees 
previously  being  paid  by  these  entities. 
Moreover,  consistent  with  prevailing 
industry  practices,  these  fees  should  be 
passed  through  to  the  ultimate 
purchasers  of  the  vehicles  that  are 
altered  and,  in  most  instances,  sold  by 
the  affected  registered  importers.  The 
cost  to  owners  or  purchasers  of 
nonconforming  vehicles  that  are  altered 
to  conform  to  the  FMVSS.  may  be 
expected  to  increase  (or  decrease)  to  the 
extent  necessary  to  reimburse  the 
registered  importer  for  the  fees  payable 
to  the  agency  for  the  cost  of  carrying  out 
the  registration  program  and  making 
eligibility  decisions,  and  to  compensate 
Customs  for  its  bond  processing  costs. 

Governmental  jurisdictions  will  not 
be  affected  at  all  since  they  are  generally 
neither  importers  nor  purchasers  of 
nonconforming  motor  vehicles. 

C.  Executive  Order  13132  (Federalism) 

Executive  Order  13132  on 
“Federalism”  requires  NHTSA  to 
develop  an  accountable  process  to 
ensure  “meaningful  and  timely  input  by 
State  and  local  officials  in  the 
development  of  regulatory  policies  that 
have  Federalism  implications.” 
Executive  Order  13132  defines  the  term 
“policies  that  have  federalism 
implications”  to  include  regulations 
that  have  “substantial  direct  effects  on 
the  States,  on  the  relationship  between 
the  national  government  and  the  States, 
or  on  the  distribution  of  power  and 
responsibilities  among  the  various 
levels  of  government.”  Under  Executive 
Order  13132,  NHTSA  may  not  issue  a 
regulation  that  has  federalism 
implications,  that  imposes  substantial 
direct  compliance  costs,  and  that  is  not 
required  by  statute,  unless  the  Federal 
government  provides  the  funds 
necessary  to  pay  the  direct  compliance 
costs  incurred  by  State  and  local 
governments,  or  NHTSA  consults  with 
State  and  local  officials  early  in  the 
process  of  developing  the  proposed 
regulation. 

The  amendments  adopted  in  this  final 
rule  will  not  have  substantial  direct 
effects  on  the  States,  on  the  relationship 
between  the  national  government  and 
the  States,  or  on  the  distribution  of 
power  and  responsibilities  among  the 
various  levels  of  government  as 


specified  in  Executive  Order  13132. 
Moreover,  NHTSA  is  required  by  statute 
to  impose  fees  for  the  administration  of 
the  RI  program  and  to  review  and  make 
necessary  adjustments  in  those  fees  at 
least  every  two  years.  Thus,  the 
requirements  of  section  6  of  the 
Executive  Order  do  not  apply  to  this 
rulemaking  action. 

D.  National  Environmental  Policy  Act 

NHTSA  has  analyzed  this  action  for 

purposes  of  the  National  Environmental 
Policy  Act.  The  action  would  not  have 
a  significant  effect  upon  the 
environment  because  it  is  solely 
concerned  with  the  adjustment  of  fees 
associated  with  the  agency’s  vehicle 
importation  program.  On  account  of 
those  fee  adjustments,  the  annual 
volume  of  motor  vehicles  imported 
through  registered  importers  is  not 
anticipated  to  vary  significantly  from 
that  existing  before  promulgation  of  the 
rule. 

E.  Executive  Order  12778  (Civil  Justice 
Reform) 

Pursuant  to  Executive  Order  12988 
“Civil  Justice  Reform,”  this  agency  has 
considered  whether  the  amendments 
adopted  in  this  final  rule  will  have  any 
retroactive  effect.  NHTSA  concludes 
that  those  amendments  will  not  have 
any  retroactive  effect.  Judicial  review  of 
the  final  rule  may  be  obtained  pursuant 
to  5  U.S.C.  702.  That  section  does  not 
require  that  a  petition  for 
reconsideration  be  filed  prior  to  seeking 
judicial  review. 

F.  Unfunded  Mandates  Reform  Act  of 
1995 

Section  202  of  the  Unfunded 
Mandates  Reform  Act  of  1995  (UMRA) 
requires  agencies  to  prepare  a  written 
assessment  of  the  costs,  benefits,  and 
other  effects  of  proposed  or  final  rules 
that  include  a  Federal  mandate  likely  to 
result  in  the  expenditure  by  State,  local, 
or  tribal  governments,  in  the  aggregate, 
or  by  the  private  sector,  of  more  than 
$100  million  annually  (adjusted  for 
inflation  with  the  base  year  of  1995). 
Before  promulgating  a  rule  for  which  a 
written  assessment  is  needed,  Section 
205  of  the  UMRA  generally  requires 
NHTSA  to  identify  and  consider  a 
reasonable  number  of  regulatory 
alternatives  and  to  adopt  the  least 
costly,  most  cost-effective,  or  least 
burdensome  alternative  that  achieves 
the  objectives  of  the  rule.  The 
provisions  of  Section  205' do  not  apply 
when  they  are  inconsistent  with 
applicable  law.  Moreover,  section  205 
allows  NHTSA  to  adopt  an  alternative 
other  than  the  least  costly,  most  cost- 
effective  or  least  burdensome  alternative 


if  the  agency  publishes  with  the  final 
rule  an  explanation  why  that  alternative 
was  not  adopted.  Because  this  final  rule 
will  not  require  the  expenditure  of 
resources  beyond  $100  million 
annually,  this  action  is  not  subject  to  the 
requirements  of  sections  202  and  205  of 
the  UMRA. 

G.  Paperwork  Reduction  Act 

Under  the  Paperwork  Reduction  Act 
of  1995,  a  person  is  not  required  to 
respond  to  a  collection  of  information 
by  a  Federal  agency  unless  the 
collection  displays  a  valid  OMB  control 
number.  This  final  rule  will  require  no 
information  collections. 

H.  Executive  Order  13045 

Executive  Order  13045  applies  to  any 
rule  that  (1)  is  determined  to  be 
“economically  significant”  as  defined 
under  Executive  Order  12866,  and  (2) 
concerns  an  environmental,  health,  or 
safety  risk  that  NHTSA  has  reason  to 
believe  may  have  a  disproportionate 
effect  on  children.  If  the  regulatory 
action  meets  both  criteria,  we  must 
evaluate  the  environmental  health  or 
safety  effects  of  the  planned  rule  on 
children,  and  explain  why  the  planned 
rule  is  preferable  to  other  potentially 
effective  and  reasonably  feasible 
alternatives  considered  by  us.  This 
rulemaking  is  not  economically 
significant  and  does  not  concern  an 
environmental,  health,  or  safety  risk. 

I.  National  Technology  Transfer  and 
Advancement  Act 

Section  12(d)  of  the  National 
Technology  Transfer  and  Advancement 
Act  of  1995  (NTTAA),  Public  Law  104- 
113,  section  12(d)  (15  U.S.C.  272) 
directs  NHTSA  to  use  voluntary 
consensus  standards  in  its  regulatory 
activities  unless  doing  so  would  be 
inconsistent  with  applicable  law  or 
otherwise  impractical.  Voluntary 
consensus  standards  are  technical 
standards  (e.g.,  materials  specifications, 
test  methods,  sampling  procedures,  and 
business  practices)  that  are  developed  or 
adopted  by  voluntary  consensus 
standards  bodies,  such  as  the  Society  of 
Automotive  Engineers  (SAE).  The 
NTTAA  directs  the  agency  to  provide 
Congress,  through  the  OMB, 
explanations  when  we  decide  not  to  use 
available  and  applicable  voluntary 
consensus  standards. 

After  conducting  a  search  of  available 
sources,  we  have  concluded  that  there 
are  no  voluntary  consensus  standards 
applicable  to  this  final  rule. 

J.  Privacy  Act

Persons  interested  in  being 
placed  on  a  mailing  list  for  future 
NPRM’s  should  contact  the  FAA’s 
Office  of  Rulemaking  (202)  267-9677,  to 
request  a  copy  of  Advisory  Circular  No.

The  Proposal 

This  action  proposes  to  amend  Title 
14,  Code  of  Federal  Regulations  (14 
CFR),  Part  71  by  establishing  a  Class  D 
airspace  area  and  Class  E  Surface  Area 
for  IFR  operations  at  Grayling  Army 
Airfield,  Grayling,  MI.  The  Class  D 
airspace  will  revert  to  a  Class  E  Surface 
Area  during  those  periods  when  the 
control  tower  is  not  operating.  These 
areas  would  be  depicted  on  appropriate 
aeronautical  charts. 

Class  D  airspace  areas  are  published 
in  Paragraph  5000  of  FAA  Order 
7400.9R,  dated  August  15,  2007,  and 
effective  September  15,  2007,  which  is 
incorporated  by  reference  in  14  CFR 
71.1.  The  Class  D  airspace  designation 
listed  in  this  document  would  be 
published  subsequently  in  the  Order. 

Class  E  Surface  Areas  are  published  in 
Paragraph  6002  of  FAA  Order  7400. 9R, 
dated  August  15,  2007,  and  effective 
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September  15,  2007,  which  is 
incorporated  by  reference  in  14  CFR 
71.1.  The  Class  E  Surface  Area 
designation  listed  in  this  document 
would  be  published  subsequently  in  the 
Order. 

The  FAA  has  determined  that  this 

I  proposed  regulation  only  involves  an 
established  body  of  technical 
regulations  for  which  frequent  and 
routine  amendments  are  necessary  to 
keep  them  operationally  current.  It, 
therefore,  (1)  is  not  a  “significant 
regulatory  action”  under  Executive 
Order  12866;  (2)  is  not  a  “significant 
rule”  under  DOT  Regulatory  Policies 
and  Procedures  (44  FR  11034;  February 
26,  1979);  and  (3)  does  not  warrant 
preparation  of  a  Regulatory  Evaluation 
as  the  anticipated  impact  is  so  minimal. 
Since  this  is  a  routine  matter  that  will 
only  affect  air  traffic  procedures  and  air 
navigation,  it  is  certified  that  this  rule, 
when  promulgated,  will  not  have  a 
significant  economic  impact  on  a 
substantial  number  of  small  entities 
under  the  criteria  of  the  Regulatory 
Flexibility  Act.  The  FAA’s  authority  to 
issue  rules  regarding  aviation  safety  is 
found  in  Title  49  of  the  U.S.  Code. 
Subtitle  1,  Section  106  describes  the 
authority  of  the  FAA  Administrator 
Subtitle  VII,  Aviation  Programs, 
describes  in  more  detail  the  scope  of  the 
agency’s  authority.  This  rulemaking  is 
promulgated  under  the  authority 
described  in  Subtitle  VII,  Part  A, 

Subpart  I,  Section  40103.  Under  that 
section,  the  FAA  is  charged  with 
prescribing  regulations  to  assign  the  use 
of  airspace  necessary  to  ensure  the 
safety  of  aircraft  and  the  efficient  use  of 
airspace.  This  regulation  is  within  the 
scope  of  that  authority  as  it  would 
establish  controlled  airspace  at  Grayling 
Army  Airfield,  Grayling,  MI.

Background 

This  document  amends  26  CFR  part  1 
to  provide  rules  relating  to  certain 
targeted  populations  under  section 
45D(e)(2).  On  May  24,  2005,  the 
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Community  Development  Financial 
Institutions  (CDFI)  Fund  published  an 
advance  notice  of  proposed  rulemaking 
(ANPRM)  (70  FR  29658)  to  seek 
comments  from  the  public  with  respect 
to  how  targeted  populations  may  be 
treated  as  eligible  low-income 
communities  under  section  45D(e)(2).  In 
response  to  the  ANPRM,  comments 
were  received  making  various 
suggestions  relating  to  the  Treasury 
Department’s  definition  of  the  term 
“targeted  populations”  and  proposing 
amendments  to  the  requirements  to  be 
a  qualified  active  low-income 
community  business  under  §  1.45D-1. 
On  June  30,  2006,  the  IRS  and  Treasury 
Department  released  Notice  2006-60 
(2006-29  IRB  82),  which  announced 
that  §  1.45D-1  would  be  amended  to 
provide  rules  relating  to  how  an  entity 
meets  the  requirements  to  be  a  qualified 
active  low-indome  community  business 
when  its  activities  involve  certain 
targeted  populations  under  section 
45D(e)(2).  Taxpayers  may  rely  on  Notice 
2006-60  until  final  regulations  are 
issued.  See  §  601.601(d)(2)  (ii)(b).  The 
IRS  and  Treasury  Department  have 
reviewed  and  considered  all  written  and 
electronic  comments  in  the  process  of 
preparing  the  proposed  regulations. 

This  preamble  to  the  proposed 
regulations  describes  many  of  the  more 
significant  comments  received  by  the 
IRS  and  Treasury  Department  in 
response  to  the  notice. 

General  Overview 

Section  45D(a)(l)  provides  a  new 
markets  tax  credit  on  certain  credit 
allowance  dates  described  in  section 
45D(a)(3)  with  respect  to  a  qualified 
equity  investment  in  a  qualified 
community  development  entity  (CDE) 
described  in  section  45D(c). 

Section  45D(b)(l)  provides  that  an 
equity  investment  in  a  CDE  is  a 
“qualified  equity  investment”  if,  among 
other  requirements:  (A)  The  investment 
is  acquired  by  the  taxpayer  at  its 
original  issue  (directly  or  through  an 
underwriter)  solely  in  exchange  for 
cash;  (B)  substantially  all  of  the  cash  is 
used  by  the  CDE  to  make  qualified  low- 
income  community  investments;  and  (C) 
the  investment  is  designated  for 
purposes  of  section  45D  by  the  CDE. 

Under  section  45D(b)(2),  the 
maximum  amount  of  equity  investments 
issued  by  a  CDE  that  may  be  designated 
by  the  CDE  as  qualified  equity 
investments  shall  not  exceed  the  portion 
of  the  new  markets  tax  credit  limitation 
set  forth  in  section  45D(f)(l)  that  is 
allocated  to  the  CDE  by  the  Secretary 
under  section  45D(f)(2). 

Section  45D(c)(l)  provides  that  an 
entity  is  a  CDE  if,  among  other 


requirements,  the  entity  is  certified  by 
the  Secretary  as  a  CDE. 

Section  45D(d)(l)  provides  that  the 
term  qualified  low-income  community 
investment  means:  (A)  any  capital  or 
equity  investment  in,  or  loan  to,  any 
qualified  active  low-income  community 
business  (as  defined  in  section 
45D(d)(2));  (B)  the  purchase  from 
another  CDE  of  any  loan  made  by  the 
entity  that  is  a  qualified  low-income 
community  investment;  (C)  financial 
counseling  and  other  services  specified 
in  regulations  prescribed  by  the 
Secretary  to  businesses  located  in,  and 
residents  of,  low-income  communities; 
and  (D)  any  equity  investment  in,  or 
loan  to,  any  CDE. 

Under  section  45D(d)(2),  a  qualified 
active  low-income  community  business 
is  any  corporation  (including  a 
nonprofit  corporation)  or  partnership  if 
for  such  year,  among  other 
requirements,  (i)  at  least  50  percent  of 
the  total  gross  income  of  the  entity  is 
derived  from  the  active  conduct  of  a 
qualified  business  within  any  low- 
income  community,  (ii)  a  substantial 
portion  of  the  use  of  the  tangible 
property  of  the  entity  (whether  owned 
or  leased)  is  within  any  low-income 
community,  and  (iii)  a  substantial 
portion  of  the  services  performed  for  the 
entity  by  its  employees  are  performed  in 
any  low-income  community. 

Under  section  45D(d)(3),  with  certain 
exceptions,  a  qualified  business  is  any 
trade  or  business.  The  rental  to  others  of 
real  property  is  a  qualified  business 
only  if,  among  other  requirements,  the 
real  property  is  located  in  a  low-income 
community. 

Section  221  of  the  American  Jobs 
Creation  Act  of  2004  (Pub.  L.  108-357, 
118  Stat.  1418)  amended  section 
45D(e)(2)  to  provide  that  the  Secretary 
shall  prescribe  regulations  under  which 
one  or  more  targeted  populations 
(within  the  meaning  of  section  103(20) 
of  the  Riegle  Community  Development 
and  Regulatory  Improvement  Act  of 
1994  (12  U.S.C.  4702(20)))  may  be 
treated  as  low-income  communities. 

The  regulations  shall  include 
procedures  for  determining  which 
entities  are  qualified  active  low-income 
community  businesses  with  respect  to 
those  populations. 

The  term  targeted  population,  as 
defined  in  12  U.S.C.  4702(20)  and  12 
CFR  1805.201,  means  individuals,  or  an 
identifiable  group  of  individuals, 
including  an  Indian  tribe,  who  (A)  are 
low-income  persons;  or  (B)  otherwise 
lack  adequate  access  to  loans  or  equity 
investments.  Under  12  U.S.C.  4702(17) 
as  interpreted  by  12  CFR  1805.104,  the 
term  low-income  means  having  an 
income,  adjusted  for  family  size,  of  not 


more  than  (A)  for  metropolitan  areas,  80 
percent  of  the  area  median  family 
income;  and  (B)  for  non-metropolitan 
areas,  the  greater  of  (i)  80  percent  of  the 
area  median  family  income;  or  (ii)  80 
percent  of  the  statewide 
nonmetropolitan  area  median  family 
income. 

Section  101(a)  of  the  Gulf 
Opportunity  Zone  Act  of  2005  (Pub.  L. 
109-135,  119  Stat.  2577)  added  new 
section  1400M(1),  which  provides  that 
the  Gulf  Opportunity  Zone  (GO  Zone)  is 
that  portion  of  the  Hurricane  Katrina 
disaster  area  determined  by  the 
President  to  warrant  individual  or 
individual  and  public  assistance  from 
the  Federal  Government  under  the 
Robert  T.  Stafford  Disaster  Relief  and 
Emergency  Assistance  Act  (the  Act)  by 
reason  of  Hurricane  Katrina. 

Section  1400M(2)  provides  that  the 
Hurricane  Katrina  disaster  area  is  an 
area  with  respect  to  which  a  major 
disaster  has  been  declared  by  the 
President  before  September  14,  2005, 
under  section  401  of  the  Act  by  reason 
of  Hurricane  Katrina.  After 
determination  by  the  President  that  a 
disaster  area  warrants  assistance 
pursuant  to  the  Act,  the  Federal 
Emergency  Management  Agency 
(FEMA)  makes  damage  assessments. 

The  categories  for  damage  assessment  in 
the  wake  of  a  hurricane  are:  Flooded 
area,  saturated  area,  limited  damage, 
moderate  damage,  extensive  damage, 
and  catastrophic  damage. 

Under  section  1400N(m)(l),  a  CDE 
shall  be  eligible  for  an  allocation  under 
section  45D(f)(2)  of  the  increase  in  the 
new  markets  tax  credit  limitation 
described  in  section  1400N(m)(2)  only  if 
a  significant  mission  of  the  CDE  is  the 
recovery  and  redevelopment  of  the  GO 
Zone.  Section  1400N(m){2)  provides 
that  the  new  markets  tax  credit 
limitation  otherwise  determined  under 
section  45D(f)(l)  shall  be  increased  by 
an  amount  equal  to  $300,000,000  for 
2005  and  2006  and  $400,000,000  for 
2007,  to  be  allocated  among  CDEs  to 
make  qualified  low-income  community 
investments  within  the  GO  Zone. 

Notice  2006-60  provides  rules 
relating  to  how  an  entity  meets  the 
requirements  to  be  a  qualified  active 
low-income  community  business  when 
its  activities  involve  targeted 
populations.  Targeted  populations  that 
will  be  treated  as  a  low-income 
community  are  defined  as  individuals, 
or  an  identifiable  group  of  individuals, 
including  an  Indian  tribe,  who  are  low- 
income  persons  or  who  are  individuals 
who  otherwise  lack  adequate  access  to 
loans  or  equity  investments.  The  notice 
provides  requirements  for  qualified 
active  low-income  community

businesses  that  serve  low-income 
targeted  populations  and  for  qualified 
active  low-income  community 
businesses  that  serve  the  GO  Zone 
Targeted  Population. 

Summary  of  Comments  and 
Explanation  of  Provisions 

The  proposed  amendments  to 
§  1.45D-1  incorporate  the  guidance 
provided  by  Notice  2006-60  into  the 
regulations.  Unless  otherwise  stated,  the 
existing  rules  of  §  1.45D-1  relating  to 
qualified  active  low-income  community 
businesses  apply  to  businesses  serving 
targeted  populations.  For  example,  the 
“reasonable  expectations”  safe  harbor  of 
§  1.45D-l(d)(6)(i)  applies  to  businesses 
serving  targeted  populations.  That  rule 
allows  an  entity  to  be  treated  as  a 
qualified  active  low-income  community 
business  for  the  duration  of  the  CDE’s 
investment  if  the  CDE  reasonably 
expects,  at  the  time  the  CDE  makes  the 
investment  in,  or  loan  to,  the  entity  that 
the  entity  will  satisfy  the  requirements 
to  be  a  qualified  active  low-income 
community  business  throughout  the 
entire  period  of  the  investment  or  loan. 
Except  as  discussed  later  in  this 
preamble,  the  rules  in  these  proposed 
regulations  are  the  same  as  those 
provided  in  Notice  2006-60. 

Sections  3.03  and  3.04  of  Notice 
2006-60  and  the  proposed  amendments 
to  §  1.45D-1  include  a  definition  of 
Targeted  Populations,  determined  by 
the  Treasury  Department,  that  further 
defines  the  terms  “low-income  persons” 
and  “individuals  who  otherwise  lack 
adequate  access  to  loans  or  equity 
investments.” 

Section  3.03(1)  of  Notice  2006-60 
states  that  an  individual  shall  be 
considered  to  be  low-income  if  the 
individual’s  family  income,  adjusted  for 
family  size,  is  not  more  than  (A)  for 
metropolitan  areas,  80  percent  of  the 
area  median  family  income;  and  (B)  for 
non-metropolitan  areas,  the  greater  of  (i) 
80  percent  of  the  area  median  family 
income;  or  (ii)  80  percent  of  the 
statewide  nonmetropolitan  area  median 
family  income.  A  commentator 
requested  guidance  on  calculating  the 
applicable  income  limitation  and 
calculating  the  family  income.  In 
calculating  the  applicable  income 
limitation,  taxpayers  must  rely  on  the 
annual  estimates  of  median  family 
income  released  by  the  Department  of 
Housing  and  Urban  Development  (HUD) 
and  may  rely  on  those  figures  until  45 
days  after  HUD  releases  a  new  list  of 
income  limits,  or  until  HUD’s  effective 
date  for  the  new  list,  whichever  is  later. 
For  example,  a  taxpayer  hires  on 
January  1,  2007,  a  new  employee  who 
is  a  member  of  a  four  person  family.  The 


most  recent  HUD  median  family  income 
estimates  were  released  on  March  19, 

2007.  In  determining  whether  the 
employee  is  low-income  on  January  1, 

2008.  the  taxpayer  may  rely  on  the  2007 
HUD  median  family  income  estimates 
for  a  four  person  family  until  45  days 
after  HUD  releases  a  new  list  of  income 
limits,  or  until  HUD’s  effective  date  for 
the  new  list,  whichever  is  later.  The 
income  limits  are  computed  and  listed, 
according  to  family  size,  by  HUD  for 
every  Metropolitan  Statistical  Area, 
Primary  Metropolitan  Statistical  Area, 
and  nonmetropolitan  county  of  the 
United  States  and  Puerto  Rico.  HUD 
also  releases  income  limits  for  the 
possessions  of  Guam  and  the  Virgin 
Islands. 

One  commentator  suggested  that  it 
would  be  less  burdensome  for  a 
qualified  active  low-income  community 
businesses  to  document  that  an 
individual  is  low-income  for  purposes 
of  section  45D(e)(2)  if  individuals  who 
live  in  a  low-income  community  as 
defined  in  section  45D(e)(l),  (3),  (4),  or 
(5)  were  deemed  to  be  low-income  for 
purposes  of  section  45D(e)(2).  However, 
section  45D(e)(2)  directly  cross 
references  targeted  populations  as 
defined  in  12  U.S.C.  4702(20).  The  term 
low-income  is  defined  in  12  U.S.C. 
4702(17)  to  mean  having  an  income, 
adjusted  for  family  size,  of  not  more 
than:  For  metropolitan  areas,  80  percent 
of  the  area  median  income;  and  for 
nonmetropolitan  areas,  the  greater  of  80 
percent  of  the  area  median  income  or  80 
percent  of  the  statewide 
nonmetropolitan  area  median  income. 
Accordingly,  the  Treasury  Department 
is  not  adopting  the  commentator’s 
suggestion. 

Some  commentators  suggested  stricter 
requirements  for  targeted  populations 
by  increasing  the  120-percent-income 
restriction  in  section  3.03(3)  of  Notice 
20Q6-60  to  150  percent  of  municipal 
median  income  and  requiring  that 
taxpayers  meet  all  three  of  the  qualified 
active  low-income  community  business 
tests  set  forth  in  sections  3.03(2)(a)  and 
3.04(3)(a)  instead  of  one  of  the  three. 

The  commentators  also  suggested 
providing  stricter  requirements  for  the 
definitions  of  low-income  persons,  low- 
income  communities,  and  qualified 
active  low-income  community 
businesses.  The  commentators 
expressed  concern  that  Notice  2006-60 
permits  investments  beyond  low- 
income  communities.  Neither  Notice 
2006-60  nor  the  proposed  regulations 
change  the  existing  rules  governing  low- 
income  communities.  Rather,  they 
provide  guidance  on  how  an  entity 
serving  certain  targeted  populations 
under  section  45D(e)(2)  can  be  a 


qualified  active  low-income  community 
business.  The  IRS  and  Treasury 
Department  believe  that  Notice  2006-60 
and  the  proposed  regulations 
appropriately  implement  Congressional 
intent  to  expand  new  market  tax  credit 
investments  to  low-income  individuals 
and  individuals  that  otherwise  lack 
adequate  access  to  loans  or  equity 
investments  by  treating  targeted 
populations  as  a  low-income 
community.  Congress  enacted  the 
targeted  populations  provisions  under 
section  45D(e)(2)  to  expand  new 
markets  tax  credit  investment  dollars  to 
other  underserved  areas.  Consequently, 
the  proposed  regulations  do  not  adopt 
the  commentators’  suggestions. 

Some  commentators  believe  that  the 
rules  in  Notice  2006-60  should  be 
broadened  in  scope  to  allow  entities 
engaged  in  essential  governmental 
functions,  such  as  health  care  services 
to  the  community,  to  be  deemed  to  be 
a  qualified  active  low-income 
community  business  serving  targeted 
populations.  The  IRS  and  Treasury 
Department  do  not  believe  that  it  is 
appropriate  to  provide  targeted  benefits 
to  particular  industries.  Accordingly, 
the  proposed  regulations  do  not  adopt 
this  comment. 

Other  commentators  believe  that  a 
non-profit  business  that  is  not 
individually  owned  should  be  able  to 
satisfy  the  ownership  test  if  at  least  25 
percent  of  the  business’s  board  is 
comprised  of  individuals  who  are  low- 
income  or  represent  a  lowT-income 
targeted  population.  Another 
commentator  suggested  removing  the 
120-percent-income  restriction. 
Concerning  the  rules  for  the  GO  Zone 
Targeted  Population,  one  commentator 
suggested  using  parishes  rather  than 
census  tracts  and  suggested  removing  or 
substantially  reducing  the  percentage 
test  for  the  gross  income  requirement. 
The  proposed  regulations  do  not  adopt 
these  suggestions  because  the  IRS  and 
Treasury  Department  believe  that  the 
guidance  provided  in  Notice  2006-60 
generally  ensures  that  the  businesses 
receiving  qualified  low-income 
community  investments  serve  targeted 
populations  for  low-income  and  GO 
Zone  populations.  Finally,  some 
commentators  suggested  providing 
geographic  rules  for  targeted 
populations.  Targeted  populations  is  not 
a  geographic  concept;  it  is  designed  to 
provide  a  new  markets  tax  credit  to 
investors  of  qualified  active  low-income 
community  businesses  that  serve 
targeted  populations.  Therefore,  this 
comment  was  not  adopted. 

Section  3.03(2)  of  Notice  2006-60 
provides  qualified  active  low-income 
community  business  requirements  for 
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low-income  targeted  populations. 

Several  commentators  suggested  that 
businesses  that  qualify  and  participate 
in  other  Federal  programs  targeted 
specifically  to  low-income  individuals 
and  families  may  use  such  participation 
as  a  proxy  for  meeting  the  targeted 
populations  requirements.  The  IRS  and 
Treasury  Department  have  not  analyzed 
other  Federal  programs  to  determine 
whether  they  meet  the  statutory 
requirements  under  section  45D(e),  and 
it  is  not  certain  that  programs  currently 
meeting  the  requirements  would 
continue  to  do  so  in  the  future. 

Moreover,  the  IRS  and  Treasury 
Department  do  not  believe  it  is 
appropriate  to  exempt  certain 
businesses  from  meeting  the  regulatory 
requirements  to  be  a  qualified  active 
low-income  community  business  based 
upon  participation  in  other  Federal 
programs,  including  those  designed  to 
aid  low-income  individuals  and 
families,  because  these  Federal 
programs  cannot  be  substituted  for  the 
statutory  requirements  under  section 
45D(e).  Therefore,  the  proposed 
regulations  do  not  adopt  this  comment. 

One  commentator  requested  that  the 
gross  income  requirement  of  section 
3.03(2)(a)(i)  of  Notice  2006-60  be 
amended  to  include  income  from  the 
provision  of  services  to  businesses  that 
serve  targeted  populations.  The 
comment  focuses  on  wholesalers  that 
sell  goods  to  retailers  that  resell  to  low- 
income  persons.  The  IRS  and  Treasury 
Department  believe  that  such  a  rule 
would  cover  too  broad  a  range  of 
transactions  and  would  conflict  with  the 
goal  of  ensuring  that  qualified  low- 
income  community  investment  dollars 
go  directly  to  businesses  that  serve 
targeted  populations.  Accordingly,  the 
proposed  regulations  do  not  adopt  this 
comment. 

Several  commentators  suggested  that 
additional  restrictions  should  be  added 
to  the  employee  requirement  under 
sections  3.03(2)(a)(ii)  and  3.04(3)(a)(ii) 
of  Notice  2006-60.  One  commentator 
proposed  that  the  employee  should  be  a 
member  of  a  targeted  group  as  defined 
by  the  work  opportunity  tax  credit 
under  section  51.  Another  commentator 
suggested  that  a  business  should  be  able 
to  satisfy  the  employee  test  only  if  the 
business  pays  a  wage  that  would 
increase  the  income  of  the  low-income 
individual  being  hired.  Still  another 
commentator  suggested  that  the 
employee  requirement  be  satisfied  only 
if  each  $25,000  in  tax  credit  allocation 
results  in  at  least  one  new  job.  Although 
the  proposed  regulations  do  not 
incorporate  these  suggestions  at  this 
time,  the  IRS  and  Treasury  Department 
request  comments  regarding  whether 


additional  restrictions  should  be  added 
to  the  employee  requirement. 

One  commentator  asked  that  the 
guidance  provided  in  section  3.03(2)(b) 
of  Notice  2006-60  on  the  determination 
of  whether  an  employee  is  a  low-income 
person  be  amended  to  provide  that  the 
determination  should  be  made  on  the 
later  of  the  date  the  employee  was  hired 
or  the  date  the  qualified  low-income 
community  investment  is  made.  The 
IRS  and  Treasury  Department  believe 
that  adopting  this  comment  would 
create  undue  complexity.  In  addition, 
the  IRS  and  Treasury  Department  do  not 
want  to  provide  a  rule  that  may 
encourage  employers  to  keep  their 
employees  low-income  to  be  eligible  as 
a  qualified  active  low-income 
community  business.  Therefore,  the 
proposed  regulations  retain  the  rule  in 
Notice  2006-60  that  the  determination 
of  whether  an  employee  is  a  low-income 
person  is  made  at  the  time  of  hire. 

Sections  3.03(3)(a)(iii)  and 
3.04(4)(a)(iii)  of  Notice  2006-60  provide 
that  the  120-percent-income  restriction 
and  the  200-percent-income  restriction, 
respectively,  do  not  apply  to  an  entity 
located  within  a  population  census  tract 
with  a  population  of  less  than  2,000  if 
such  tract  is  located  in  a  metropolitan 
area  and  more  than  75  percent  of  the 
tract  is  zoned  for  commercial  or 
industrial  use.  A  commentator 
suggested  that  to  determine  whether  75 
percent  of  a  population  census  tract  is 
zoned  for  commercial  or  industrial  use, 
the  area  of  the  population  census  tract 
should  be  used.  In  addition,  the  tract 
should  be  considered  zoned  for 
commercial  or  industrial  use  if 
commercial  or  industrial  use  is  a 
permissible  zoning  use.  The  IRS  and 
Treasury  Department  agree  that  these 
suggestions  will  help  clarify  the  rule. 
Accordingly,  the  proposed  regulations 
adopt  the  commentator’s  suggestions. 

Sections  3.03(3)(b),  3.04(3)(b),  and 
3.04(4)(b)  of  Notice  2006-60  provide 
tests  to  determine  whether  an  entity  is 
located  in  a  particular  census  tract.  One 
commentator  suggested  that  the 
percentages  used  for  the  use  of  tangible 
property  test  and  services  performed 
test  be  increased  from  40  percent  to  60 
percent.  The  proposed  regulations  do 
not  adopt  this  comment  because  the 
proposed  percentages  are  consistent 
with  the  qualified  active  low-income 
community  business  requirements 
under  §  1.45D-l(d)(4)(i). 

Section  3.03(4)  of  Notice  2006-60 
provides  that  the  rental  to  others  of  real 
property  for  low-income  targeted 
populations  that  otherwise  satisfies  the 
requirements  to  be  a  qualified  business 
will  be  treated  as  located  in  a  low- 
income  community  if  at  least  50  percent 


of  the  entity’s  total  gross  income  is 
derived  from  rentals  to  individuals  who 
are  low-income  persons  and/or  to  a 
qualified  active  low-income  community 
business  that  meets  the  requirements  for 
low-income  targeted  populations. 

Section  3.04(5)  provides  a  similar  rule 
for  rental  of  real  property  for  the  GO 
Zone  Targeted  Population.  One 
commentator  suggested  that  “50 
percent”  be  lowered  to  “20  percent”  to 
mirror  the  definition  of  non-residential 
real  property  for  purposes  of 
depreciation  under  section  168.  The  IRS 
and  Treasury  Department  believe  that, 
for  purposes  of  determining  whether  a 
business  engaged  in  the  rental  of  real 
property  is  located  in  a  low-income 
community,  it  is  more  appropriate  to 
adopt  rules  consistent  with  the  rules 
governing  whether  an  entity  is  a 
qualified  active  low-income  community 
business  for  targeted  populations. 
Therefore,  the  proposed  regulations  do 
not  adopt  the  commentator’s  suggestion. 

The  Treasury  Department  has 
determined  that  an  individual  is 
considered  to  otherwise  lack  adequate, 
access  to  loans  or  equity  investments 
only  if  the  individual  was  displaced 
from  his  or  her  principal  residence  as  a 
result  of  Hurricane  Katrina  and/or  the 
individual  lost  his  or  her  principal 
source  of  employment  as  a  result  of 
Hurricane  Katrina.  In  order  to  meet  this 
definition,  the  individual’s  principal 
residence  or  principal  source  of 
employment,  as  applicable,  must  have 
been  located  in  a  population  census 
tract  within  the  GO  Zone  that  contains 
one  or  more  areas  designated  by  FEMA 
as  flooded,  having  sustained  extensive 
damage,  or  having  sustained 
catastrophic  damage  as  a  result  of 
Hurricane  Katrina.  One  commentator 
asked  how  taxpayers  would  know 
which  population  census  tracts  have  . 
received  the  relevant  FEMA 
designations.  The  CDFI  Fund  has  made 
this  information  available  on  its  Web 
site  at  www.cdfifund.gov. 

Commentators  requested  that  the  GO 
Zone  Targeted  Population  be  expanded 
to  all  census  tracts  within  the  GO  Zone, 
rather  than  limited  to  only  those  areas 
designated  by  FEMA  as  flooded,  having 
sustained  extensive  damage,  or  having 
sustained  catastrophic  damage  as  a 
result  of  Hurricane  Katrina.  The  IRS  and 
Treasury  Department  believe  that  for 
purposes  of  the  increase  in  the 
limitation  under  section  1400N(m)(2), 
the  new  markets  tax  credit  should  only 
be  used  in  the  areas  that  were  most 
devastated  by  Hurricane  Katrina  or  are 
otherwise  qualified  as  low-income 
communities.  The  IRS  and  Treasury 
Department  believe  that  the  areas  that 
were  most  devastated  by  Hurricane 
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Katrina  are  in  greater  need  of  assistance, 
due  to  lack  of  adequate  access  to  loans 
or  equity  investments,  than  other  areas 
within  the  GO  Zone. 

Commentators  requested  that  the  —  ___ 
proposed  regulations  not  limit  use  of  the 
rules  governing  the  GO  Zone  Targeted 
Population  to  investments  made  by 
CDEs  with  allocations  from  the  increase 
under  section  1400N(m)(2),  The  IRS  and 
Treasury  Department  do  not  believe  that 
it  is  appropriate  to  expand  the  ability  to 
use  the  rules  governing  the  GO  Zone 
Targeted  Population  beyond 
investments  made  by  CDEs  with  GO 
Zone  allocations,  because  it  would 
remove  much  needed  assistance  from 
other  low-income  communities  within 
the  GO  Zone. 

Section  1.45D-l(d)(4)(iv)(A)  provides 
that  for  purposes  of  §  1.45D-l(d)(4)(i), 
an  entity  will  be  treated  as  engaged  in 
the  active  conduct  of  a  trade  or  business 
if,  at  the  time  the  CDE  makes  a  capital 
or  equity  investment  in,  or  loan  to,  the 
entity,  the  CDE  reasonably  expects  that 
the  entity  will  generate  revenues  (or,  in 
the  case  of  a  nonprofit  corporation, 
engage  in  an  activity  that  furthers  its 
purpose  as  a  nonprofit  corporation) 
within  3  years  after  the  date  the 
investment  or  loan  is  made.  This  “active 
conduct  of  a  trade  or  business”  safe 
harbor  applies  only  for  purposes  of 
determining  whether  an  entity  is 
engaged  in  the  active  conduct  of  a  trade 
or  business  and  does  not  apply  for 
purposes  of  determining  whether  an 
entity  is  otherwise  a  qualified  active 
low-income  community  business. 
Further,  the  “active  conduct  of  a  trade 
or  business”  safe  harbor  does  not 
conflict  with  the  gross-income 
requirement  of  §  1.45D-l(d)(4)(i)(A) 
because  that  paragraph  provides  that  the 
entity  is  deemed  to  meet  the  gross- 
income  requirement  if  the  entity  meets 
the  requirements  of  either  §  1.45D- 
l(d)(4)(i)(B)  or  (C)  if  “50  percent”  is 
applied  instead  of  “40  percent.” 
Therefore,  an  entity  that  has  no  gross 
receipts  and  relies  on  the  “active 
conduct  of  a  trade  or  business”  safe 
harbor  of  §  1.45D-l(d)(4)(iv)(A)  can 
meet  the  requirements  to  be  a  qualified 
active  low-income  community  business 
by  satisfying  either  the  use  of  tangible 
property  requirement  of  §  1.45D- 
l(d)(4)(i)(B)  or  the  services  performed 
requirement  of  §  1.45D-l(d)(4)(i)(C)  at 
50  percent  instead  of  40  percent.  Several 
commentators  requested  that,  in  order  to 
accommodate  start-up  entities,  the 
proposed  regulations  provide  a  rule 
wTherein  a  business  could  qualify  as  a 
qualified  active  low-income  community 
business  serving  targeted  populations  if 
the  CDE  reasonably  expects  that  the 
entity  will  generate  revenues  within 


three  years  after  the  date  the  investment 
or  loan  is  made.  If  a  business  serving 
targeted  populations  chose  to  apply  the 
gross  income  requirement  rather  than 
the  employee  requirement  or  the  owner 
requirement,  the  commentators’ 
suggestion  could  potentially  allow  a 
business  to  be  a  qualified  active  low- 
income  community  business  for  three 
years  without  having  to  meet  any 
requirement.  This  result  is  clearly 
inappropriate.  Therefore,  the  proposed 
regulations  do  not  adopt  the 
commentators’  suggestion.  In  addition, 
the  proposed  regulations  clarify  the 
language  in  §  1.45D-l(d)(4)(iv)(A)  to 
address  any  confusion  as  to  the 
application  of  the  “active  conduct  of  a 
trade  or  business”  safe  harbor. 

Several  commentators  submitted 
comments  that  address  subjects  not 
within  the  scope  of  these  proposed 
regulations.  For  example,  comments 
were  received  addressing  CDFI  Fund 
allocation  application  procedures,  such 
as  minimum  submission  requirements, 
weighted  scoring  criteria,  approval 
procedures,  “high  distress”  criteria, 
underwriting  criteria,  and  amendments 
to  existing  allocation  agreements.  These 
comments  have  been  forwarded  to  the 
CDFI  Fund  for  consideration. 

Proposed  Effective/Applicability  Date 

The  jules  contained  in  these 
regulations  are  proposed  to  apply  to 
taxable  years  ending  on  or  after  the  date 
of  publication  of  the  Treasury  decision 
adopting  these  rules  as  final  regulation 
in  the  Federal  Register.  In  the 
meantime,  taxpayers  may  rely  on  Notice 
2006-60  (2006-29  IRB  82)  for 
designations  made  by  the  Secretary  after 
October  22,  2004. 

Request  for  Comments 

The  IRS  and  Treasury  Department 
invite  taxpayers  to  submit  comments  on 
issues  relating  to  how  an  entity  meets 
the  requirements  to  be  a  qualified  active 
low-income  community  business  when 
its  activities  involve  certain  targeted 
populations  under  section  45D(e)(2).  In 
particular,  the  IRS  and  Treasury 
Department  encourage  taxpayers  to 
submit  comments  on  the  following 
issues: 

1.  What  measure  of  income  should  be 
used  to  determine  an  individual’s 
income  for  purposes  of  the  definition  of 
low-income  persons  in  §  1.45D- 
l(d)(9)(i)(A)?  For  example,  should  the 
measure  of  income  for  this  purpose  be 
the  same  as  the  measure  of  income  used 
by  the  U.S.  Census  Bureau,  the  measure 
of  income  on  the  IRS  Form  1040,  or  the 
measure  of  income  in  24  CFR  Part  5, 
which  is  used  for  certain  HUD  programs 
and  other  Federal  programs?  The  IRS 


and  Treasury  Department  are 
considering  using  the  measure  of 
income  used  by  the  U.S.  Census  Bureau 
to  ensure  a  consistent  comparison 
between  the  individual’s  family  income 
and  the  applicable  area  median  family 
income. 

2.  Should  the  gross  income 
requirements  in  §  1.45D- 
l(d)(9)(i)(B)(l)(i)  and  (ii)(C)(2)(i)  be 
modified  to  include  the  fair  market 
value  of  goods  and  services  provided  to 
low-income  persons  at  reduced  fees? 

For  example,  should  a  business  that 
provides  its  services  to  low-income 
persons  for  half  of  what  it  charges  its 
other  customers  be  able  to  include  the 
fair  market  value  of  the  services 
provided  to  low-income  persons  in  its 
calculation  of  gross  income  for  purposes 
of  the  requirement  in  §  1.45D- 

1  (d)(9)(i)(B)(  2  )(i)? 

3.  Should  additional  restrictions  be 
added  to  the  employee  requirements  in 
§  1.45D— l(d)(9)(i)(B)(l)(ii)  and 
(ii)(C)(l)(ji)?  For  example,  as  one 
commentator  suggested,  should  a 
requirement  be  added  that  the  employee 
be  a  member  of  a  targeted  group  as 
defined  by  the  work  opportunity  tax 
credit?  As  another  commentator 
suggested,  should  the  employee  test  be 
satisfied  only  if  the  business  pays  a 
wage  that  would  increase  the  income  of 
the  low-income  individual  being  hired? 

Special  Analyses 

It  has  been  determined  that  this  notice 
of  proposed  rulemaking  is  not  a 
significant  regulatory  action  as  defined 
in  Executive  Order  12866.  Therefore,  a 
regulatory  assessment  is  not  required.  It 
is  hereby  certified  that  these  regulations 
will  not  have  a  significant  economic 
impact  on  a  substantial  number  of  small 
entities.  This  certification  is  based  upon 
the  fact  that  the  regulations  provide  a 
positive  impact  because,  consistent  with 
legislative  intent,  they  allow  a  tax  credit 
to  be  claimed  in  situations  where  it  was 
previously  unavailable  without  the 
Secretary  providing  for  such  situations 
in  regulations.  Therefore,  a  Regulatory 
Flexibility  Analysis  under  the 
Regulatory  Flexibility  Act  (5  U.S.C. 
chapter  6)  is  not  required.  Pursuant  to 
section  7805(f)  of  the  Internal  Revenue 
Code,  this  notice  of  proposed 
rulemaking  will  be  submitted  to  the 
Chief  Counsel  for  Advocacy  of  the  Small 
Business  Administration  for  comment 
on  their  impact  on  small  business. 

Comments  and  Public  Hearing 

Before  these  proposed  regulations  are 
adopted  as  final  regulations, 
consideration  will  be  given  to  any 
written  comments  (a  signed  original  and 
eight  (8)  copies)  or  electronic  comments 
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that  are  submitted  timely  to  the  IRS. 
Comments  are  requested  on  all  aspects 
of  the  proposed  regulations.  In  addition, 
the  IRS  and  Treasury  Department 
specifically  request  comments  on  the 
clarity  of  the  proposed  rules  and  how 
they  can  be  made  easier  to  understand. 
All  comments  will  be  available  for 
public  inspection  and  copying. 

A  public  hearing  has  been  scheduled 
for  Friday,  January  22,  2009  at  10  a.m. 
in  the  IRS  Auditorium,  Internal  Revenue 
Building,  1111  Constitution  Avenue, 
NW.,  Washington,  DC.  Due  to  building 
security  procedures,  visitors  must  enter 
at  the  Constitution  Avenue  entrance.  In 
addition,  all  visitors  must  present  photo 
identification  to  enter  the  building. 
Because  of  access  restrictions,  visitors 
will  not  be  admitted  beyond  the 
immediate  entrance  area  more  than  30 
minutes  before  the  hearing  starts.  For 
information  about  having  your  name 
placed  on  the  building  access  list  to 
attend  the  hearing,  see  the  FOR  FURTHER

The  rules  of  26  CFR  601.601(a)(3) 
apply  to  the  hearing.

AGENCY:  Coast  Guard,  DHS. 

ACTION:  Notice  of  proposed  rulemaking. 

SUMMARY:  The  Coast  Guard  proposes  to 
increase  the  limits  of  liability  for  vessels 
and  deepwater  ports  under  the  Oil 
Pollution  Act  of  1990  (OP A  90)  to 
account  for  inflation.  This  notice  also 
sets  forth  the  methodology  the  Coast 
Guard  proposes  to  use  for  this  and 
future  adjustments  to  the  OPA  90  limits 
of  liability  to  reflect  significant 
increases  in  the  Consumer  Price  Index 
(CPI).  These  adjustments  are  required  by 
OPA  90  to  preserve  the  deterrent  effect 
and  polluter  pays  principle  embodied  in 
the  OPA  90  liability  provisions.

We  may 
change  this  proposed  rule  in  view  of 
them.

III.  Background  and  Purpose 

In  general,  under  the  Oil  Pollution 
Act  of  1990,  as  amended  (33  U.S.C. 

2701,  et  seq.)  (OPA  90),  responsible 
parties  (i.e.,  the  owners  and  operators, 
including  demise  charterers)  for  a  vessel 
or  a  facility  from  which  oil  is 
discharged,  or  which  poses  a  substantial 
threat  of  discharge  of  oil,  into  or  upon 
the  navigable  waters  or  adjoining 
shorelines  or  the  exclusive  economic 
zone  are  liable  for  the  removal  costs  and 
damages  specified  in  OPA  90,  under  33 
U.S.C.  2702(b),  that  result  from  such  an 
incident.  (33  U.S.C.  2702(a)). 

Embodying  the  polluter  pays  principle, 
this  liability  is  strict,  joint  and  several.1

(including  any  removal  costs  incurred 
by,  or  on  behalf  of,  the  responsible 
parties)  may,  however,  be  limited  as 
provided  in  33  U.S.C.  2704,  except 
under  certain  circumstances  as  provided 
in  33  U.S.C.  2704(c).  In  instances  when 
the  limits  of  liability  apply,  the  Oil  Spill 
Liability  Trust  Fund  (the  Fund)  is 
available  to  compensate  the  responsible 
parties  and  other  claimants  for  removal 
costs  and  damages  in  excess  of  the 
applicable  liability  limits. 

OPA  90,  at  33  U.S.C.  2704(a),  sets 
forth  the  base  dollar  amounts  of  the 
limits  of  liability  for  four  specified 
source  categories:  Vessels,  onshore 
facilities,  deepwater  ports  subject  to  the 
Deepwater  Port  Act  of  1974,  as  amended 
(33  U.S.C. 1501,  et  seq.)  (DPA),  and 
offshore  facilities  other  than  deepwater 
ports  subject  to  the  DPA.  In  addition,  to 
prevent  the  real  value  of  the  base  limits 
of  liability  from  depreciating  over  time 
as  a  result  of  inflation  and  to  preserve 
the  polluter  pays  principle  embodied  in 
OPA  90,  33  U.S.C.  2704(d)  requires  the 
President  to  periodically  increase  the 
limits  of  liability  by  regulation  to  reflect 
significant  increases  in  the  Consumer 
Price  Index  (CPI). 

In  Executive  Order  (E.O.)  12777,  the 
President  delegated  implementation  of 
the  limit  of  liability  inflation  adjustment 
authorities  under  33  U.S.C.  2704(d), 
dividing  the  responsibility  among 
various  Federal  agencies.  Through  a 
series  of  further  delegations,  the  Coast 
Guard  was  delegated  the  President’s 
authority  to  adjust  the  limits  of  liability 
for  the  following  source  categories: 
vessels,  deepwater  ports  subject  to  the 
DPA  (including  associated  pipelines), 
and  transportation-related  onshore 
facilities,  not  including  pipelines,  motor 
carriers  and  railroads  (hereinafter  “MTR 
onshore  facilities”).  The  Department  of 
Transportation  (DOT)  was  delegated  the 
President’s  authority  to  adjust  the  limits 
of  liability  for  onshore  pipelines,  motor 
carriers,  and  railways  (hereinafter 
“NMTR  onshore  facilities”).  The  U.S. 
Environmental  Protection  Agency  (EPA) 
was  delegated  the  President’s  authority 
to  adjust  the  limits  of  liability  for  non- 
transportation-related  onshore  facilities 
(hereinafter  “NTR  onshore  facilities”). 
Finally,  the  Department  of  Interior  (DOI) 
was  delegated  the  President’s  authority 
to  adjust  the  limits  of  liability  for 
offshore  facilities  and  associated

pipelines,  other  than  deepwnter  ports 
subject  to  the  DPA. 

In  addition,  on  August  4,  1995,  the 
Department  of  Transportation,  which 
then  included  the  Coast  Guard, 
promulgated  a  facility-specific  limit  for 
the  Louisiana  Offshore  Oil  Port  (LOOP) 
under  the  deepwater  port  limit  of 
liability  adjustment  authority  at  33 
U.S.C.  2704(d)(2).  (60  FR  39849).  That 
notice  specifically  contemplated  that 
the  LOOP  limit  would  be  adjusted  for 
inflation  to  prevent  the  real  value  of  the 
regulatory  limit  of  liability  for  LOOP 
from  depreciating  over  time. 

This  proposed  rule  would  be  the  first 
CPI  adjustment,  under  33  U.S.C. 

2704(d),  to  the  limits  of  liability 
applicable  to  responsible  parties  for 
vessels,  and  deepwater  ports  subject  to 
the  DPA,  including  LOOP.  This 
rulemaking  would  also  establish  the 
methodology  for  making  future  inflation 
adjustments  to  the  OPA  90  limits  of 
liability  for  all  source  categories  for 
which  the  Coast  Guard  has  jurisdiction. 

To  ensure  consistent  inflation 
adjustments  to  the  limits  of  liability  for 
all  OPA  90  source  categories,  the  Coast 
Guard  has  coordinated  the  adjustment 
methodology  proposed  by  this  Notice  of 
Proposed  Rulemaking  (NPRM)  with 
DOT,  EPA,  and  DOI.  In  addition,  the 
Coast  Guard,  DOT,  EPA,  and  DOI  have 
agreed  to  make  inflation  adjustments  to 
the  limits  of  liability  for  MTR  onshore 
facilities  (regulated  by  Coast  Guard), 
NMTR  onshore  facilities  (regulated  by 
DOT).  NTR  onshore  facilities  (regulated 
by  EPA),  and  offshore  facilities  and 
associated  pipelines,  other  than 
deepwater  ports  subject  to  the  DPA 
(regulated  by  DOI),  as  part  of  the  next 
inflation  increase  to  the  limits  of 
liability.  This  phased  approach  would 
establish  the  adjustment  methodology 
proposed  by  this  NPRM  for  all  source 
categories.  It  also  would  allow  time  for 
additional  interagency  coordination 
necessary  to  ensure  consistency  in 
implementing  the  CPI  adjustments  to 
the  limits  of  liability  for  onshore  and 
offshore  facilities. 

How  are  “ not  less  than  every  3  years” 
and  ‘‘significant  increases”  defined? 

As  noted  above,  to  prevent  the  real 
value  of  the  base  limits  of  liability  from 
depreciating  over  time  as  a  result  of 
inflation  and  to  preserve  the  polluter 
pays  principle  embodied  in  OPA  90, 
OPA  90  provides  for  periodic  increases 
to  the  limits  of  liability  to  reflect 
significant  increases  in  the  CPI. 
Specifically,  33  U.S.C.  2704(d)(4),  as 
amended  by  Section  603  of  the 
Delaware  River  Protection  Act  of  2006, 
Title  VI  of  the  Coast  Guard  and 
Maritime  Transportation  Act  of  2006, 


Public  Law  109-241,  July  11,  2006,  120 
Stat.  516  (DRPA),  requires  that  the  OPA 
90  limits  of  liability  be  adjusted  “not 
less  than  every  3  years  *  *  *  to  reflect 
significant  increases  in  the  Consumer 
Price  Index.” 

The  word  “increases”  indicates 
clearly  that  Congress  intended  that  the 
limits  be  adjusted  under  33  U.S.C. 
2704(d)(4)  only  for  inflation,  and  that 
there  would  be  no  decreases  to  the 
limits  of  liability  due  to  decreases  in  the 
CPI.  It,  however,  is  equally  apparent 
that,  if  Congress  had  wanted  the 
adjustments  to  occur  routinely  every  3 
years,  the  mandate  would  not  have 
included  the  qualifier  “significant”.  We 
looked  first  to  the  legislative  history  to 
help  interpret  what  Congress  meant. 

Under  OPA  90.  33  U.S.C.  2712  and 
2713,  when  a  responsible  party  is 
entitled  to  a  limit  of  liability  under  33 
U.S.C.  2704,  the  Fund  is  available  to  pay 
the  removal  costs  and  damages  in  excess 
of  the  limits.  But  Congress  did  not 
intend  this  authority  to  shift 
responsibility  away  from  the  * 

responsible  parties  onto  the  victims  of 
oil  spills  or  the  Fund. 

OPA  90  instead,  imposes  a  duty  on 
the  responsible  party  in  the  first 
instance  to  reimburse  third-party 
claimants  and  the  Fund  for  removal 
costs  and  damages  whenever  an  oil  spill 
occurs.  See,  footnote  1,  above.  See  also, 
R.V.  Randle,  “The  Oil  Pollution  Act  of 
1990:  Its  Provisions,  Intent,  and 
Effects”,  OPA  90  Desk  Book,  p.  3  [OPA’s 
claims  and  financial  responsibility 
“procedures  make  very  clear  that  the  Oil 
Spill  Liability  Trust  Fund  is  the  fund  of 
last  resort  to  pay  claims  under  the  Act. 
Instead  the  responsible  parties  and  their 
guarantors  are  the  primary7  insurers 
against  claims  for  removal  costs  and  oil 
discharge  damages”]. 

To  that  end,  when  enacting  OPA  90, 
Congress  increased  the  limits  of  liability, 
from  those  contained  in  prior  laws  to 
levels  Congress  believed  would  preserve 
the  deterrent  effects  necessary  to 
promote  caution  and  best  practices  by 
the  shipping  industry.  In  that  respect, 
Congress  intended  that  the  Fund  would 
only  be  available  as  a  last  resort  for 
catastrophic  events.  (See,  OPA  90  Desk 
Book,  p.  196,  House  Report  101-242, 
Part  2,  p.  36  (September  18,  1989) 

[“[The  new]  liability  limits  are  designed 
to  insure  due  care  in  transporting  oil  as 
historically  all  but  the  most  catastrophic 
spills  would  be  fully  paid  for  by  the 
spiller  at  these  levels.  The  fund  is 
designed  to  cover  catastrophic  spills.”]) 

The  CPI  adjustment  provisions  of 
OPA  90  originated  in  Section 
102(c)(4)(B)  of  the  Senate  Bill,  S.  686. 
(See,  OPA  90  Desk  Book,  p.  504,  and 
Statements  On  Introduced  Bills  And 
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Joint  Resolutions,  132  Cong.  Rec. 

Si 2 185-01  (Tuesday,  September  9, 

1986).  The  Senate  Report  for  S.  686 
includes  the  following  explanation  for 
the  provision: 

“In  several  of  the  existing  Federal  laws  on 
oil  spills,  the  liability  limits  have  not  been 
increased  in  10  years  so  that,  in  real  dollars, 
the  liability  limits  have  been  decreasing  over 
time.  In  order  to  prevent  further  diminution 
of  compensation,  section  102(c)(4)(B) 
requires  the  President  to  adjust  the  limits  on 
liability  by  regulation  not  less  often  than 
every  three  years  to  take  into  account 
significant  increases  in  the  Consumer  Price 
Index.” 

The  Senate  Report  clarifies  that 
Congress  was  concerned  that  inflation 
would  erode  responsible  party  liability 
and  shift  the  economic  risk  of  oil  spills 
onto  the  Fund.  (See,  Pub.  L.  101-380, 

Oil  Pollution  Act  of  1990,  S.  REP.  101- 
94,  July  28, 1989).  Congress  also  clearly 
believed  waiting  10  years  to  adjust  the 
limits  was  too  long,  and  that 
adjustments  in  regular,  more  frequent, 
smaller  increments  would  better 
support  the  polluter  pays  public  policy 
objectives  of  OPA  90. 

The  Conference  Report  Joint 
Explanatory  Statement,  at  p.  106,  also 
describes  the  mandate  as  requiring 
adjustments  “at  least  once  every  three 
years”,  to  reflect  significant  increases  in 
the  CPI.  (See,  OPA  90  Desk  Book,  p.  89, 
H.R.  CONF.  REP.  101-653,  Joint 
Explanatory  Statement,  August  1, 1990.) 
This  explanation  indicates  that  the 
words  “not  less  than”  mean  that 
adjustments  are  permitted,  but  not 
required,  more  frequently  than  every 
three  years.  The  Conference  Report  does 
not,  however,  explain  what  Congress 
meant  by  the  word  “significant”. 

There  is  no  other  discussion  in  the 
OPA  90  legislative  history,  and  we 
found  no  other  Federal  statute  that  uses 
the  same  wording.  Congress,  therefore, 
plainly  left  it  to  the  President  to  give 
meaning  to  the  term  “significant”. 

The  plain  meaning  of  “significant”  is 
“meaningful”  (see,  Webster’s  II  New 
Riverside  University  Dictionary  (1988)), 
but  meaningful  in  respect  to  what? 
Consistent  with  the  Congressional  focus 
on  preserving  OPA  90’s  deterrent  effect 
and  avoiding  risk  shifting  to  the  Fund, 
the  Coast  Guard  analyzed  historical  data 
on  incident  costs.  We  found  that  even 
small  increases  in  the  CPI  can  have 
significant  risk  shifting  impacts.  (See, 
Report  On  Oil  Pollution  Act  Liability 
Limits,  U.S.  Department  Of  Homeland 
Security,  United  States  Coast  Guard, 
transmitted  to  the  Senate  Committee  on 
Commerce,  Science,  and  Transportation 
on  January  5,  2007.)  For  example,  based 
on  our  further  analysis  of  the  historical 
cost  averages  in  that  report,  a  1  percent 


per  year  increase  in  the  CPI  will  shift 
incident  cost  risk  from  the  responsible 
party  to  the  Fund  by  an  estimated 
$900,000  over  three  years. 

When  adjustments  to  limits  of 
liability  are  delayed,  the  Fund  will,  with 
inflation,  inevitably  be  at  risk  for  a 
higher  share  of  incident  costs  than 
intended  by  OPA  90.  Consequently, 
responsible  party  risk  is  reduced. 

In  consideration  of  the  historical  data, 
the  Coast  Guard  believes  it  is  reasonable 
and  consistent  with  Congressional 
intent  to  treat  any  cumulative  change  in 
the  CPI  over  a  three  year  period  of  3 
percent  or  greater  as  significant  and  as 
the  appropriate  threshold  for  triggering 
an  adjustment  to  the  limits  of  liability. 

A  triennial  3  percent  threshold  would 
result  in  a  predictable,  regular  schedule 
of  smaller-increment  adjustments  for 
inflation.  It  would  thereby  maintain  the 
balance  Congress  sought  to  strike 
between  responsible  party  risk  and 
Fund  risk. 

How  does  the  Coast  Guard  propose  to 
calculate  the  CPI  adjustment  to  the 
limits  of  liability  for  Coast  Guard  source 
categories? 

We  propose  calculating  the  CPI 
adjustments  to  the  limits  of  liability  for 
Coast  Guard  source  categories  using  the 
following  formula: 

New  limit  of  liability  =  Current  limit  of 
liability  value  +  (Current  limit  of  liability 
value  x  percent  change  in  the  CPI  from  the 
time  the  limit  of  liability  was  established,  or 
last  adjusted  by  statute  or  regulation, 
whichever  is  later,  to  the  present),  then 
rounded  to  the  closest  $100. 

Which  CPI  does  the  Coast  Guard 
propose  to  use? 

The  U.S.  Department  of  Labor,  Bureau 
of  Labor  Statistics  (BLS)  publishes  a 
variety  of  inflation  indices.  We  propose 
using  the  “All  Urban  Consumers,  Not 
Seasonally  Adjusted,  U.S.  city  average, 
All  items,  1982-84=100”  index,  also 
known  as  “CPI-U”.  This  is  the  most 
current  and  broadest  index.  It  also  is 
commonly  relied  on  in  insurance 
policies  and  other  commercial 
transactions  with  automatic  inflation 
protection,  by  the  media,  and  by 
economic  analysts. 

How  would  a  percent  change  in  the  CPI- 
17  be  calculated? 

We  propose  using  the  escalation 
formula  developed  by  BLS  for 
calculating  percent  changes  in  the  CPI- 
U  that  is  described  in  Fact  Sheet  00-1, 
U.S.  Department  of  Labor  Program 
Highlights,  “How  to  Use  the  Consumer 
Price  Index  for  Escalation”,  September 
2000,  available  from  the  BLS  online  at 
http://www.bls.gov.  The  following 


example  illustrates  the  BLS  escalation 
formula,  using  a  hypothetical  three-year 
adjustment  period:

The  “Current  Period”  and  “Previous 
Period”  values  used  in  this  hypothetical 
are  available  from  the  BLS  online  at 
http://data.bls.gov. 

What  “Previous  Period ”  dates  does  the 
Coast  Guard  propose  to  use  for  this 
rulemaking? 

The  “Previous  Period”  we  propose 
using  for  adjustments  to  the  LOOP  limit 
of  liability  is  1995.  This  is  based  on  the 
date  the  LOOP  limit  of  liability  was 
established  by  regulation,  which  was 
August  4,  1995.  (See,  60  FR  39849).  The 
LOOP  limit  of  liability  has  not  been 
adjusted  since  it  was  established  in 
1995.  The  “Previous  Period”  we 
propose  using  for  adjustments  to  the 
limits  of  liability  in  33  U.S.C.  2704(a), 
which  would  apply  to  all  Coast  Guard 
delegated  source  categories  other  than 
LOOP,  is  2006.  This  is  based  on  the  date 
of  enactment  of  the  DRPA,  which  was 
July  11,  2006,  and  is  the  last  date  the 
limits  of  liability  in  33  U.S.C.  2704(a) 
were  adjusted. 

We  note  in  respect  to  the  limits  of 
liability  in  33  U.S.C.  2704(a)  that  DRPA 
only  increased  the  limits  for  vessels. 

We,  therefore,  considered  whether  to 
use  a  1990  “Previous  Period”  (based  on 
the  date  of  enactment  of  OPA  90)  to 
adjust  the  limits  of  liability  for  the  non¬ 
vessel  source  categories  in  33  U.S.C. 
2704(a).  Using  a  1990  “Previous  Period” 
would  result  in  an  increase  to  the  limits 
of  liability  for  the  non-vessel  source 
categories  of  more  than  60  percent. 

The  legislative  history  for  DRPA, 
however,  indicates  that  Congress  only 
increased  the  base  limits  of  liability  for 
vessels  in  2006  because  the  vessel  limits 
were  the  only  limits  of  liability  in  33 
U.S.C.  2704(a)  that  were  not  adequate. 
Specifically,  Congress  was  advised  in 
Congressional  testimony  and  reports  to 
Congress  that  the  only  oil  spill  incidents 
since  enactment  of  OPA  90  that  had 
resulted  in  claims  against  the  Fund  by 
responsible  parties  for  removal  costs 
and  damages  in  excess  of  the  limits  of 
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liability  were  vessel  incidents.2  By 
comparison,  no  incident  involving  the 
other  source  categories  had  exceeded 
the  base  limits  of  liability  in  33  U.S.C. 
2704(a).  Thus,  only  the  vessel  base 
limits  of  liability  needed  to  be  increased 
at  that  time  to  preserve  the  deterrent 
effect  and  polluter  pays  principle 
embodied  in  the  OP  A  90  liability 
provisions.  Id. 

What  time  interval  CPI-U  does  the  Coast 
Guard  propose  to  use  for  the 
adjustments? 

BLS  publishes  the  CPI-U  in  both 
monthly  and  annual  periods.  For 
consistency  and  simplicity,  we  propose 
using  the  annual  period  CPI-U 
(hereinafter  the  “Annual  CPI-U”)  rather 
than  the  monthly  period  CPI-U.  In  this 
way  we  can  avoid  having  to  publish 
distinct  percent  change  values  for  the 
different  sources  and  source  categories 
in  future  adjustment  cycles,  based  on 
the  month  when  each  source  or  source 
category’s  limit  was  established  or  last 
adjusted. 

For  example,  as  noted,  DRPA  updated 
the  limits  of  liability  in  33  U.S.C. 

2704(a)  on  July  11,  2006.  But  DRPA  did 
not  affect  the  currently  applicable  limit 
of  liability  for  LOOP,  which  was 
established  by  regulation  on  August  4, 
1995  (60  FR  39849).  Thus,  if  we  were  to 
use  the  monthly  CPI-U  we  would 
always  have  to  calculate  the 
adjustments  for  these  two  groups  using 
the  July  and  August  monthly  CPI-U 
values. 


Under  the  approach  proposed  here, 
the  formula  for  the  first  set  of  regulatory 
inflation  increases  to  the  limits  of 
liability  would  yield  two  Annual  CPI- 
U  percent  change  values,  one  based  on 
the  1995  LOOP  “Previous  Period”  and 
one  based  on  the  2006  “Previous 
Period”  applicable  to  vessels  and  other 
deepwater  ports.  By  using  the  same 
“Current  Period”  Annual  CPI-U,  as 
proposed  by  this  rulemaking,  we  would 
be  able  to  increase  the  limits  of  liability 
for  all  vessels  and  deepwater  ports  in 
the  next  adjustment  cycle  based  on  a 
single  Annual  CPI-U  percent  change 
value. 

Which  Annual  CPI-U  “Previous  Period” 
and  “Current  Period”  values  does  the 
Coast  Guard  propose  to  use  for  the  first 
inflation  adjustments  to  the  limits  of 
liability? 

For  the  “Previous  Period”  values,  as 
noted  above,  we  propose  using  the  1995 
Annual  CPI-U  for  LOOP  and  the  2006 
Annual  CPI-U  for  the  other  Coast  Guard 
source  categories. 

For  the  “Current  Period”  value,  due  to 
the  time  lag  for  BLS  publication  of  the 
Annual  CPI-U  and  the  time  it  takes  to 
promulgate  regulations,  we  propose 
adjusting  the  limits  of  liability  using  the 
2008  Annual  CPI-U. 

The  “Previous  Period”  and  estimated 
“Current  Period”  values  we  propose  to 
use  are  as  follows: 

(a)  For  LOOP,  the  “Previous  Period” 
using  the  1995  Annual  CPI-U  would  be 
152.4;  the  “Current  Period”,  using  the 


2008  Annual  CPI-U,  as  estimated  for 
purposes  of  this  proposal,  would  be 
213.6. 

(b)  For  vessels  and  deepwater  ports 
other  than  LOOP,  the  “Previous  Period” 
using  the  2006  Annual  CPI-U  would  be 
201.6;  the  “Current  Period”,  using  the 
2008  Annual  CPI-U,  as  estimated  for 
purposes  of  this  proposal,  would  be 
213.6. 

Because  the  2008  Annual  CPI-U  will 
not  be  published  until  after  the  date  of 
this  proposal,  the  2008  Annual  CPI-U 
“Current  Period”  values  shown  here  are 
a  forecast  using  the  average  of  the 
monthly  CPI-U  for  the  months  of 
January  2008  through  May  2008.  We 
will  use  the  2008  Annual  CPI-U 
published  by  the  BLS  in  the  final  rule. 

Inserting  these  values  into  the  BLS 
escalation  formula  yields  the  following 
(estimated)  percent  changes  in  the 
Annual  CPI-U  (rounded  to  one  decimal 
place):

What  would  the  adjusted  limits  be? 

Inserting  the  estimated  percent 
changes  in  the  Annual  CPI-U  into  the 
adjustment  formula  would  result  in  the 
following  estimated  proposed  limits  of 
liability  for  vessels  and  deepwater  ports 
(rounded  to  the  closest  $100):

Committee  on  Environmental  and  Public  Works, 
and  the  Senate  Committee,  Commerce,  Science  and 
Transportation). 
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How  will  the  percent  change  for 
subsequent  periods  be  calculated? 

Although  this  rulemaking  has  been 
initiated  to  implement  the  first  CPI- 
related  increases  to  the  OPA  90  limits  of 
liability  under  33  U.S.C.  2704(d)  for 
vessels  and  deepwater  ports,  the  Coast 
Guard  proposes  to  use  the  same 
methodology  for  subsequent  CPI 
adjustments  to  the  limits  of  liability  for 
all  Coast  Guard  source  categories. 

Except  in  instances  when  increases  in 
the  Annual  CPI-U  over  any  three-year 
period  were  not  significant,  we  would 
calculate  future  adjustments  using  the 
cumulative  percent  change  in  the 
Annual  CPI-U  for  the  previous  three 
available  years.  Thus,  for  the  2012 
increase  (assuming  a  significant  increase 
in  the  Annual  CPI-U),  we  would 
calculate  the  Annual  CPI-U  change 
using  the  2008  Annual  CPI-U  as  the 
“Previous  Period”  value  for  vessels  and 
deepwater  ports  including  LOOP,  and 
the  2011  Annual  CPI-U  as  the  “Current 
Period”  value.  Note  that  we  would  not 
be  able  to  use  the  2012  Annual  CPI-U, 
due  to  the  time  lag  for  BLS  publication 
of  the  Annual  CPI-U.  We  would  use  the 
2006  Annual  CPI-U  as  the  “Previous 
Period”  value  for  MTR  facilities. 

What  if  the  “significant”  threshold  is 
not  met? 

After  the  first  adjustment,  we  propose 
that,  for  any  three-year  period  in  which 
the  percent  change  is  not  significant,  in 
that  the  cumulative  change  is  less  than 
3  percent  over  three  years,  we  would 
publish  a  notice  of  no  adjustment  in  the 
Federal  Register,  and  revisit  the  issue 
each  subsequent  year  until  the 
cumulative  percent  change  in  the 
*  Annual  CPI-U  from  the  last  adjustment 
equals  3  percent  or  greater.  We  would 
then  base  the  adjustment  on  the  Annual 
CPI-U  change  since  the  last  adjustment. 

Thus,  if  we  determined  in  2012  that 
the  cumulative  percent  change  in  the 
Annual  CPI-U  from  2008  to  2011  was  2 
percent,  we  would  not  adjust  the  limits 
that  year.  In  the  following  year,  2013,  if 
the  3  percent  change  threshold  were 
met,  we  would  adjust  the  limits  of 
liability  for  all  vessels  and  deepwater 
ports  based  on  the  Annual  CPI-U 
percent  change  from  2008  as  the 
“Previous  Period”  to  2012  as  the 
“Current  Period”.  Note  that  we  would 
not  be  able  to  use  the  2013  Annual  CPI- 
U,  due  to  the  time  lag  for  BLS 
publication  of  the  Annual  CPI-U.  The 
next  adjustment  would  be  three  years 
later,  in  2016,  assuming  the  cumulative 
percentage  increase  between  the  2012 
Annual  CPI-U  and  the  2015  Annual 
CPI-U  was  significant. 


How  does  the  Coast  Guard  plan  to 
promulgate  subsequent  periodic 
adjustments  to  the  limits  of  liability  in 
the  regulations? 

This  notice  and  comment  rulemaking 
provides  the  public  the  opportunity  to 
comment  on  the  inflation  index  (Annual 
CPI-U),  significance  threshold,  and 
calculation  methodology  the  Coast 
Guard  proposes  to  use  for  the  first  and 
subsequent  CPI  adjustments  to  the 
limits  of  liability.  Once  these  technical 
issues  are  resolved  in  the  final  rule  for 
the  first  set  of  CPI  adjustments  proposed 
here,  we  do  not  anticipate  future  CPI 
adjustments  to  the  limits  of  liability  will 
be  controversial. 

In  the  next  rulemaking  to  adjust  the 
limits  of  liability,  the  Coast  Guard  will 
work  with  the  other  delegated  agencies 
(DOT,  EPA  and  DOI)  on  a  coordinated 
rulemaking  to  adjust  the  OPA  90  limits 
of  liability  for  all  source  categories.  This 
would,  include  adjustments  to  the  limits 
of  liability  for  onshore  and  offshore 
facilities  based  on  the  Annual  CPI-U 
percent  change  from  2006  as  the 
“Previous  Period”  to  2012  as  the 
“Current  Period”.  The  issues  to  be 
considered  at  that  time  will  include 
whether  to  propose  that  routine  CPI 
adjustments  be  implemented  in  the 
future  using  a  different  procedure 
whenever  the  level  of  inflation  reaches 
or  exceeds  the  threshold  significance 
amount.  Those  issues  will  also  include 
whether  to  propose  using  the 
adjustment  procedure  proposed  by  this 
rulemaking  at  §  138.240  in  a  direct  final 
rule,  or  implementing  future  CPI 
increases  through  self-executing 
regulatory  provisions  without  additional 
rulemaking  procedures.  For  example,  if 
increases  to  the  OPA  90  limits  of 
liability  were  implemented  without 
additional  rulemaking  procedures,  the 
amount  of  the  increases  would  be 
calculated  in  the  same  manner  as 
proposed  here,  and  notice  of  the 
increased  limits  of  liability  would  be 
given  in  the  Federal  Register  and 
published  in  media  such  as  the 
agencies’  Internet  pages,  in  advance  of 
the  effective  date  of  the  increased  limits 
of  liability. 

If  we  propose  a  self-executing 
approach,  we  would  also  consider 
whether  to  propose  provisions  to  ensure 
that  abnormally  large  increases  in 
inflation  would  not  automatically  be 
translated  into  abnormally  large 
increases  in  the  limits  of  liability.  One 
possible  such  provision  could  be  to 
require  a  notice  and  comment 
rulemaking  whenever  the  level  of 
inflation  for  a  given  period  exceeds  a  set 
limit.  Another  could  be  to  reserve  the 
Coast  Guard  and  other  agencies’ 


discretion  to  conduct  a  notice  and 
comment  rulemaking  for  any  adjustment 
when  the  agencies  conclude  that  it 
would  be  in  the  public’s  interest  to  do 
so. 

Either  of  these  approaches  may  be 
more  practical  and  flexible,  and  would 
promote  predictability  and  consistency. 
The  specific  procedures  for  future 
adjustments  would  be  determined 
during  the  second  rulemaking. 

IV.  Discussion  of  Proposed  Rule 

Subpart  B.  This  proposed  rule  would 
increase  the  limits  of  liability  for  vessels 
and  deepwater  ports  in  33  CFR  part  138, 
subpart  B,  for  inflation,  in  accordance  • 
with  the  Coast  Guard’s  delegated 
authority  for  making  CPI  adjustments 
under  33  U.S.C.  2704(d).  It  also  would 
establish  the  formula  for  making 
inflation  adjustments  to  the  OPA  90 
limits  of  liability  for  all  Coast  Guard 
source  categories,  and  will  thereby 
facilitate  future  adjustments  to  the 
limits  of  liability  to  reflect  significant 
increases  in  the  CPI. 

The  Coast  Guard  first  proposed  the 
creation  of  subpart  B  in  the  Financial 
Responsibility  for  Water  Pollution 
(Vessels  and  Deepwater  Ports)  NPRM 
(73  FR  6642,  February  5,  2008;  and  73 
FR  8250,  February  13,  2008)  (hereinafter 
the  “COFR  Rule”)  for  the  purpose  of 
stating  the  OPA  90  limits  of  liability  for 
vessels  and  deepwater  ports,  including 
LOOP,  in  the  regulations.  The  final 
COFR  Rule  was  published  in  the 
Federal  Register  on  September  17,  2008 
(73  FR  53691). 

Section  138.220.  We  are  proposing  to 
insert  a  new  §  138.220  to  add  definitions 
to  subpart  B,  and  to  renumber  §  138.220 
as  set  forth  in  the  COFR  Rule  as 
§  138.230.  New  §  138.220  would  add 
definitions  for  “Annual  CPI-U”  and 
“Director,  NPFC”,  and  would  cross- 
reference  certain  terms  that  are  used  in 
subpart  B  and  defined  in  OPA  90. 

Section  138.230.  We  are  proposing  to 
increase  the  limits  of  liability  for  vessels 
and  deepwater  ports,  including  LOOP, 
from  those  set  forth  in  §  138.220  of  the 
COFR  Rule  (proposed  §  138.230),  to 
reflect  significant  increases  in  the  CPI. 

Additionally,  we  propose  adding  and 
reserving  new  subparagraphs 
§  138.230(b)(2)(ii)  and  (c).  This  will 
ensure  these  subparagraphs  are 
available  for  use  for  any  future 
rulemaking  to  establish  new  facility- 
specific  limits  of  liability  for  deepwater 
ports  under  33  U.S.C.  2704(d)(2),  and  to 
add  the  limits  of  liability  for  MTR 
onshore  facilities,  which  we  expect  to 
adjust  during  the  next  adjustment  cycle. 

The  limits  of  liability  given  in  this 
section  are  estimates,  which  were 
calculated  using  an  estimated  Annual 
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CPI-U.  The  updated  limits  of  liability  in 
the  final  rule  will  be  calculated  using 
the  most  recent  Annual  CPI-U  available 
at  the  time  of  publication  of  the  rule, 
and  may  be  different  than  the  estimates 
in  this  NPRM. 

Section  138.240.  We  propose  adding 
new  §  138.240  in  33  CFR  part  138, 
subpart  B  to  set  out  the  procedure  the 
Coast  Guard  proposes  to  use  to  calculate 
adjustments  to  the  limits  of  liability 
contained  in  proposed  §  138.230  for 
significant  increases  to  the  CPI. 

V.  Regulatory  Analyses 

We  developed  .this  proposed  rule  after 
considering  numerous  statutes  and 
executive  orders  related  to  rulemaking. 
Below  we  summarize  our  analyses 
based  on  13  of  these  statutes  or 
executive  orders. 

A.  Regulatory  Planning  and  Review 

This  proposed  rule  is  not  a 
“significant  regulatory  action”  under 
section  3(f)  of  Executive  Order  12866, 
Regulatory  Planning  and  Review,  and 
does  not  require  an  assessment  of 
potential  costs  and  benefits  under 
section  6(a)(3)  of  that  Order.  The  Office 
of  Management  and  Budget  has  not 
reviewed  it  under  that  Order. 

A  draft  Regulatory  Assessment  is 
available  in  the  docket  where  indicated 
under  the  “Public  Participation  and 
Request  for  Comments”  section  of  this 
preamble.  A  summary  of  the 
Assessment  follows: 

There  are  two  regulatory  costs  that  are 
expected  from  this  proposed  rule. 
Regulatory  Cost  1 :  An  increased  cost  of 
liability  to  responsible  parties  of  vessels 
and  deepwater  ports.  Regulatory  Cost  2: 
An  increased  cost  for  establishing  and 
maintaining  evidence  of  financial 
responsibility  to  responsible  parties  of 
vessels.  (Deepwater  ports  are  not 
expected  to  have  any  increased 
evidence  of  financial  responsibility 
costs  as  a  result  of  this  proposed  rule.) 

Discussion  of  Regulatory  Cost  1 

This  proposed  rulemaking  could 
increase  the  dollar  amount  of  removal 
costs  and  damages  a  responsible  party  of 
a  vessel  or  deepwater  port  would  be 
responsible  to  pay  in  the  event  of  a 
discharge,  or  substantial  threat  of 
discharge,  of  oil  (hereafter  an  “OP A  90 
incident”).  Regulatory  Cost  1  would, 
however,  only  be  incurred  by  a 
responsible  party  if  an  OP  A  90  incident 
results  in  removal  costs  and  damages 
that  exceed  the  vessel  or  deepwater 
port’s  current  limit  of  liability.  In  any 
such  case,  the  difference  between  the 
current  limit  of  liability  amount  and  the 
proposed  limit  of  liability  amount 


would  be  the  increased  cost  to  the 
responsible  party. 

Affected  Population — Vessels 

Coast  Guard  data,  as  of  May  2007, 
indicate  that,  for  the  years  1991  through 
2006,  41  OPA  90  incidents  involving 
vessels  resulted  in  removal  costs  and 
damages  in  excess  of  the  current  limits 
of  liability  (an  average  of  approximately 
three  OPA  90  incidents  per  year).  For 
the  purpose  of  this  analysis,  we  assume 
that  three  OPA  90  incidents  involving 
vessels  would  occur  per  year  over  a  10- 
year  analysis  period  (2009-2018),  with 
removal  costs  and  damages  reaching  or 
exceeding  the  proposed  limits  of 
liability  for  vessels. 

Affected  Population — Deepwater  Ports 

At  this  time,  LOOP  is  the  only 
deepwater  port  subject  to  OPA  90.  To 
date,  LOOP  has  not  had  an  OPA  90 
incident  that  resulted  in  removal  costs 
and  damages  in  excess  of  LOOP’S 
current  limit  of  liability  of  $62  Million. 
Accordingly,  for  the  purpose  of  this 
analysis,  we  assume  that  only  one  OPA 
90  incident  would  occur  at  LOOP  over 
the  10-year  analysis  period  (2009-2018), 
with  removal  costs  and  damages 
reaching  or  exceeding  the  proposed 
limit  of  liability  for  LOOP. 

There  are  two  liquefied  natural  gas 
(LNG)  deepwater  ports  currently  in 
operation  (Gulf  Gateway  Energy  Bridge 
and  Northeast  Gateway).  In  2003  and 
2007,  respectively,  however,  the  Coast 
Guard  determined  that  the  designs  of 
the  two  LNG  deepwater  ports  did  not 
meet  the  definition  of  an  OPA  90  facility 
under  33  U.S.C.  2701(9).  This  is  because 
neither  deepwater  port  was  designed  to 
use  structures,  equipment  or  devices  for 
purposes  of  exploring,  drilling, 
producing,  storing,  handling, 
transferring,  processing,  or  transporting 
oil.  Therefore,  unless  the  design  and 
operations  at  either  LNG  port  is 
changed,  the  port  will  not  be  affected  by 
this  proposed  rule.  We,  therefore, 
assume  that  LOOP  would  be  the  only 
existing  deepwater  port  that  could  incur 
increased  removal  costs  and  damages  as 
a  result  of  this  proposed  rule. 

Cost  Summary  Regulatory  Cost  1 
The  average  annual  cost  of  this 
rulemaking  resulting  from  the  three 
forecasted  vessel  OPA  90  incidents  per 
year  is  estimated  to  be  between  $1.5 
Million  and  $2.9  Million  (non- 
discounted  Dollars).  The  average  annual 
cost  of  this  rulemaking  resulting  from 
the  one  forecasted  LOOP  OPA  90 
incident  over  10  years  is  estimated  to  be 
between  $2.4  Million  and  $2.7  Million 
(non-discounted  Dollars).  The  10-year 
(2009-2018)  present  value  at  a  3  percent 


discount  rate  of  this  regulatory  cost 
(vessels  and  LOOP)  is  estimated  to  be 
between  $34.1  Million  and  $49.7 
Million.  The  10-year  (2009-2018) 
present  value  at  a  7  percent  discount 
rate  of  this  regulatory  cost  (vessels  and 
LOOP)  is  estimated  to  be  between  $29.2 
Million  and  $42.5  Million.  The  low  end 
of  the  range  assumes  a  5  percent 
increase  in  the  limits  of  liability  for 
vessels  and  deepwater  ports,  except 
LOOP,  and  a  39  percent  increase  in  the 
limit  of  liability  for  LOOP.  The  high  end 
of  the  range  assumes  a  10  percent 
increase  in  the  limits  of  liability  for 
vessels  and  deepwater  ports,  except 
LOOP,  and  a  44  percent  increase  in  the 
limit  of  liability  for  LOOP.  These  ranges 
were  analyzed  because  the  value  of  the 
2008  Annual  CPI-U  would  not  be 
known  until  after  the  publication  of  this 
NPRM. 

Discussion  of  Regulatory  Cost  2 

Under  OPA  90  (33  U.S.C.  2716) 
responsible  parties  of  vessels  and 
deepw'ater  ports  are  required  to 
establish  and  maintain  evidence  of 
financial  responsibility  to  prove  that 
they  have  the  ability  to  pay  for  removal 
costs  and  damages  in  the  event  of  an 
OPA  90  incident  up  to  their  applicable 
limits  of  liability.  Because  this  proposed 
rulemaking  would  increase  the  limits  of 
liability  for  vessels  and  deepwater  ports, 
responsible  parties  may  incur  additional 
cost  associated  with  the  corresponding 
requirements  for  establishing  and 
maintaining  evidence  of  financial 
responsibility. 

Affected  Population — Vessels 

The  proposed  rule  would  potentially 
increase  the  cost  associated  with 
establishing  financial  responsibility 
under  OPA  90  and  33  CFR  part  138  for 
responsible  parties  of  vessels  in  two 
ways.  Responsible  parties  using 
commercial  insurance  as  their  method 
of  financial  guaranty  could  incur  higher 
insurance  premiums.  Responsible 
parties  using  self-insurance  as  their 
method  of  financial  guaranty  would 
need  to  seek  out  and  acquire 
commercial  insurance  for  vessels  they 
operate  if  they  were  no  longer  eligible 
for  self-insurance  based  on  their 
working  capital  and  net  worth.  There 
are  approximately  17,064  vessels  using 
commercial  insurance  and  741  vessels 
using  self-insurance  methods  of 
guaranty. 

Affected  Population — Deepwater  Ports 

As  previously  discussed  (see  Affected 
Population — Deepwater  Ports  above 
under  Regulatory  Cost  1),  LOOP  is  the 
only  deepwater  port  that  would  be 
affected  by  this  proposed  rule.  An 
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increase  in  the  LOOP  limit  of  liability  of 
the  magnitude  proposed  by  this 
rulemaking,  however,  is  not  expected  to 
increase  the  cost  associated  with 
establishing  and  maintaining  LOOP’S 
evidence  of  financial  responsibility. 

This  is  because  LOOP  uses  a  facility- 
specific  method  of  providing  evidence 
of  financial  responsibility  to  the  Coast 
Guard.  Specifically,  LOOP  is  insured 
under  a  policy  issued  by  Oil  Insurance 
Limited  (OIL)  of  Bermuda  up  to  $150 
Million  per  OPA  90  incident  and  a  $225 
Million  annual  aggregate.  The  Coast 
Guard  has  historically  accepted  the  OIL 
policy,  along  with  the  policy’s  $50 
Million  minimum  net  worth  and 
minimum  working  capital  requirements, 
as  evidence  of  financial  responsibility. 
The  Coast  Guard  does  not  expect  that  an 
increase  in  the  LOOP  limit  of  liability  of 
the  magnitude  proposed  by  this 
rulemaking  would  change  the  terms  of 
the  OIL  policy,  result  in  an  increased 
premium  for  the  OIL  policy,  or  require 
LOOP  to  have  higher  minimum  net 
worth  or  working  capital  requirements. 

Cost  Summary — Regulatory  Cost  2 
For  purposes  of  calculating 
Regulatory  Cost  2,  we  assume  that  this 
rulemaking  would  cause  the  insurance 
premiums  for  vessels  that  are  now 
commercially  insured  to  increase  by  5 
percent  from  current  levels.  We  also 
assume  that  2  percent  of  the  vessel 
responsible  parties  who  use  self- 
insurance  to  provide  evidence  of 
financial  responsibility  would  migrate 
to  commercial  insurance.  Depending  on 
the  particular  year  and  the  discount  rate 
used,  annual  costs  of  this  proposed  rule 
range  from  $1.7  Million  to  $3.4  Million 
per  year.  The  10-year  (2009-2018) 
present  value  at  a  3  percent  discount 
rate  of  this  regulatory'  cost  is  estimated 
to  be  between  $27.8  Million  and  $28.6 
Million.  The  10-year  (2009-2018) 
present  value  at  a  7  percent  discount 
rate  of  this  regulatory  cost  is  estimated 
to  be  between  $23.8  Million  and  $24.6 
Million.  The  ranges  reflect  two  vessel 
profiles  that  were  developed  and 
analyzed  separately  to  account  for  the 
uncertainty,  due  to  data  gaps,  of  when 
existing  single-hulled  tank  vessels 
would  be  phased  out. 

Total  Cost — Regulatory  Cost  1  + 
Regulatory  Cost  2 

Depending  on  the  particular  year  and 
the  discount  rate  used,  annual  costs  of 
this  proposed  rule  range  from  $3.8 
Million  to  $9.0  Million  per  year.  The  10- 
year  present  value  of  the  total  cost  of 
this  proposed  rule  (Regulatory  Cost  1  + 
Regulatory  Cost  2)  at  a  3  percent 
discount  rate  would  be  between  $61.9 
Million  and  $78.3  Million.  The  10-year 


present  value  of  the  total  cost  of  this 
proposed  rule  (Regulatory  Cost  1  + 
Regulatory  Cost  2)  at  a  7  percent 
discount  rate  would  be  between  $53 
Million  and  $67  Million. 

Benefits 

With  respect  to  benefits,  this 
proposed  rule  is  expected  to: 

•  Ensure  that  the  real  value  of  the 
OPA  90  limits  of  liability  keep  pace 
with  inflation  over  time; 

•  Preserve  the  polluter  pays  principle 
embodied  in  OPA  90  and,  thereby, 
ensure  that  limited  Oil  Spill  Liability 
Trust  Fund  (Fund)  resources  can  be 
optimally  utilized  in  responding  to 
future  incidents;  and 

•  Result  in  a  slight  reduction  in 
substandard  shipping  in  United  States 
waterways  and  ports  because  insurers 
would  be  less  likely  to  insure 
substandard  vessels  to  this  new  level  of 
liability. 

B.  Small  Entities 

Under  the  Regulatory  Flexibility  Act 
(5  U.S.C.  601-612),  we  have  considered 
whether  this  proposed  rule  would  have 
a  significant  economic  impact  on  a 
substantial  number  of  small  entities. 

The  term  “small  entities”  comprises 
small  businesses,  not-for-profit 
organizations  that  are  independently 
owned  and  operated  and  are  not 
dominant  in  their  fields,  and 
governmental  jurisdictiohs  with 
populations  of  less  than  50,000.  Based 
on  the  threshold  analysis  conducted 
below,  we  determined  that  an  Initial 
Regulatory  Flexibility  Analysis  (IRFA) 
was  not  necessary  for  this  proposed 
rule. 

Regulatory  Cost  1 

Small  entities  from  more  than  80 
North  American  Industry  Classification 
System  (NAICS)  codes  could  be  affected 
by  Regulatory  Cost  1  of  this  proposed 
rule.  Regulatory  Cost  1  would,  however, 
only  be  incurred  by  a  small  entity  if  an 
OPA  90  incident  resulted  in  removal 
costs  and  damages  that  exceeded  the 
vessel  or  deepwater  port’s  current  limit 
of  liability. 

Because  of  the  large  number  of  small 
entities  that  own  or  operate  vessels 
which  carry  oil  as  cargo  or  fuel,  it  is  not 
possible  to  predict  which  specific 
NAICS  Codes  might  be  affected  by  this 
proposed  rule  in  any  given  year. 
Therefore,  to  quantify  the  potential 
economic  impact  of  Regulatory  Cost  1 
on  small  entities  that  own  or  operate 
vessels,  we  have  estimated  a  high  end 
range  of  this  cost  based  on  historical 
spill  cost  data  for  all  vessels. 

Coast  Guard  data,  as  of  May  2007, 
indicate  that  for  the  years  1991  through 


2006  only  41  vessel  incidents  exceeded 
the  current  limits  of  liability  (average  of 
approximately  three  per  year).  For  the 
purpose  of  this  analysis,  we  assume  that 
three  OPA  90  incidents  involving 
vessels  would  occur  per  year  throughout 
the  10-year  analysis  period  (2009-2018), 
with  removal  costs  and  damages 
reaching  or  exceeding  the  proposed 
limits  of  liability  for  vessels. 

Assuming  a  worst  case  scenario  that 
all  of  the  forecasted  incidents  would 
involve  small  entities,  there  would  be 
only  three  small  entities  affected 
annually  by  Regulatory  Cost  1 .  As 
discussed  above  in  the  Executive  Order 
12866  analysis,  Coast  Guard  incident 
cost  data  indicate  that  the  average 
annual  cost  of  Regulatory  Cost  1  for 
vessels  is  between  $1.5  Million  to  $2.9 
Million  (non-discounted  Dollars). 
Dividing  the  average  annual  cost  by  the 
three  small  entities  possibly  affected 
equals  a  per  small  entity  cost  of  between 
$487,200  and  $974,400  (non-discounted 
Dollars). 

As  previously  discussed,  the  only 
deepwater  port  affected  by  this 
proposed  rule  is  LOOP.  LOOP,  however, 
does  not  meet  U.S.  Small  Business 
Administration’s  (SBA’s)  criteria  to  be 
categorized  as  a  small  entity. 

Regulatory  Cost  2 

In  this  analysis,  we  researched  vessel 
and  deepwater  port  responsible  party 
size  and  revenue  data  using  public  and 
proprietary  business  databases.  We  then 
determined  which  entities  were  small 
based  on  the  SBA’s  criteria  on  business 
size  standards  for  all  sectors  of  the 
NAICS. 

There  are  an  estimated  600  small 
entities  that  would  be  affected  by 
Regulatory  Cost  2.  These  represent  those 
vessel  responsible  parties  required  by  33 
CFR  138  subpart  A  to  provide  evidence 
of  financial  responsibility  to  the  Coast 
Guard.  As  discussed  above,  LOOP  is  not 
classified  as  a  small  entity. 

We  found  that  82  distinct  NAICS - 
codes  were  represented  in  the 
population  of  small  entities  (of  which 
32  contained  more  than  five  entities). 
For  those  small  entities  using 
commercial  insurance,  this  proposed 
rule  could  result  in  an  increased  average 
annual  cost  of  $183  per  vessel.  An 
estimated  2  percent  of  small  entities 
using  self-insurance  are  expected  to 
migrate  to  commercial  insurance  at  an 
increased  average  annual  cost  of  $7,540 
per  vessel. 

Of  the  small  entities  impacted,  98 
percent  could  experience  an  annual 
economic  impact  of  less  than  1  percent 
of  their  annual  sales.  The  remaining  2 
percent  could  experience  an  annual 
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economic  impact  of  less  than  2  percent 
of  their  annual  sales. 

Based  on  this  threshold  analysis,  we 
certify  that  implementation  of  this 
proposed  rule  would  not  have  a 
significant  economic  impact  on  a 
substantial  number  of  small  entities 
under  5  U.S.C.  605(b).  The  Coast  Guard, 
however,  is  seeking  comments  to  inform 
our  decision  regarding  the  economic 
impact  of  this  proposed  rule  on  small 
entities. 

C.  Assistance  for  Small  Entities 

Under  section  213(a)  of  the  Small 
Business  Regulatory  Enforcement 
Fairness  Act  of  1996  (Pub.  L.  104-121), 
we  want  to  assist  small  entities  in 
understanding  this  proposed  rule  so  that 
they  can  better  evaluate  its  effects  on 
them  and  participate  in  the  rulemaking. 
If  the  rule  would  affect  your  small 
business,  organization,  or  governmental 
jurisdiction  and  you  have  questions 
concerning  its  provisions  or  options  for 
compliance,  please  consult  Benjamin 
White,  National  Pollution  Funds  Center, 
Coast  Guard,  telephone  202-493-6863. 
The  Coast  Guard  will  not  retaliate 
against  small  entities  that  question  or 
complain  about  this  rule  or  any  policy 
or  action  of  the  Coast  Guard. 

Small  businesses  may  send  comments 
on  the  actions  of  Federal  employees 
who  enforce,  or  otherwise  determine 
compliance  with.  Federal  regulations  to 
the  Small  Business  and  Agriculture 
Regulatory  Enforcement  Ombudsman 
and  the  Regional  Small  Business 
Regulatory  Fairness  Boards.  The 
Ombudsman  evaluates  these  actions 
annually  and  rates  each  agency’s 
responsiveness  to  small  business.  If  you 
wish  to  comment  on  actions  by 
employees  of  the  Coast  Guard,  call  1-

D.  Collection  of  Information 

This  proposed  rule  would  call  for  a 
collection  of  information  under  the 
Paperwork  Reduction  Act  of  1995  (44 
U.S.C.  3501-3520).  As  defined  in  5  CFR 
1320.3(c),  “collection  of  information” 
comprises  reporting,  recordkeeping, 
monitoring,  posting,  labeling,  and  other, 
similar  actions.  The  title  and 
description  of  the  information 
collections,  a  description  of  those  who 
must  collect  the  information,  and  an 
estimate  of  the  total  annual  burden 
follow.  The  estimate  covers  the  time  for 
reviewing  instructions,  searching 
existing  sources  of  data,  gathering  and 
maintaining  the  data  needed,  and 
completing  and  reviewing  the 
collection. 

Title:  Consumer  Price  Index

Summary  of  the  Collection  of 
Information:  Not  later  than  90  days  after 
the  effective  date  of  the  final  rule, 
operators  would  be  required  to  establish 
evidence  of  financial  responsibility  to 
the  applicable  amounts  determined 
under  33  CFR  part  138,  subpart  A, 

§  138.80(f),  based  on  the  limits  of 
liability  as  adjusted  by  this  rulemaking. 

This  proposed  rule  would  revise  the 
current  information  collection  entitled, 
Financial  Responsibility  for  Water 
Pollution  (vessels)  (Office  of 
Management  and  Budget  Control 
Number  1625-0046,  Approved 
December  7,  2006). 

Need  for  Information:  This 
information  collection  is  necessary  fo 
enforce  the  evidence  of  financial 
responsibility  requirements  at  33  CFR 
part  138,  subpart  A.  Without  this 
collection,  it  would  not  be  possible  for 
the  Coast  Guard  to  know  which 
operators  were  in  compliance  with  the 
financial  responsibility  applicable 
amounts  determined  under  33  CFR  part 
138,  subpart  A,  and  which  were  not. 
Vessels  not  in  compliance  would  be 
subject  to  the  penalties  provided  in  33 
CFR  138.140. 

Proposed  Use  of  Information:  The 
Coast  Guard  would  use  this  information 
to  verify  that  vessel  operators  have 
established  evidence  of  financial 
responsibility  to  reflect  the  financial 
responsibility  applicable  amounts 
determined  under  33  CFR  part  138, 
subpart  A,  based  on  the  limits  of 
liability  as  adjusted  by  this  rulemaking. 

Description  of  the  Respondents: 
Operators,  as  this  term  is  defined  in  33 
CFR  part  138,  subpart  A,  and  guarantors 
of  vessels  that  require  COFRs  under  33 
CFR  part  138,  Subpart  A. 

Number  of  Respondents:  There  are 
approximately  900  United  States 
operators  of  vessels,  9,000  foreign 
operators  of  vessels,  and  100  guarantors 
that  would  submit  information  to  the 
Coast  Guard. 

Frequency  of  Response:  This  is  a  one¬ 
time  submission  occurring  not  later  than 
90  days  after  the  effective  date  of  the 
final  rule.  Subsequent  submissions  that 
may  be  required  as  a  result  of  regulatory 
changes  to  limits  of  liability  under  33 
U.S.C  2704(d)  are  not  included  here 
because  they  will  be  addressed  in  future 
rulemakings. 

Burden  of  Response:  Increased  burden 
associated  with  reporting  requirements: 
10,000  operators  and  guarantors  x  1.0 
hours  per  response  =  10,000  hours. 

Estimate  of  Total  Annual  Burden:  We 
used  the  “All  Occupations”  average 
hourly  wage  of  $18.84  per  hour,  found 


in  the  May  2006  National  Occupational 
Employment  and  Wage  Estimates 
United  States,  published  by  the 
Department  of  Labor’s  Bureau  of  Labor 
Statistics,  and  applied  a  43  percent 
overhead  factor  to  estimate  employee 
benefits  to  calculate  the  burdened  labor 
rate.  Bureau  of  Labor  Statistics  data 
show  that  total  employee  benefits  is 
approximately  30  percent  of  total 
compensation.  By  applying  a  benefit 
factor  of  43  percent  to  the  hour  wage, 
we  calculate  total  compensation: 

$18.84  per  hour  +  ($18.84  per  hour  x  43 
percent)  =  $27  per  hour. 

We  then  multiplied  the  number  of  net 
burden  hours  by  the  burdened  labor  rate 
calculated  above. 

Increased  burden  associated  with  the 
reporting  requirements: 

10.000  hours  x  $27  per  hour  =  $270,000. 

As  required  by  the  Paperwork 
Reduction  Act  of  1995  (44  U.S.C. 
3507(d)),  we  have  submitted  a  copy  of 
this  proposed  rule  to  the  Office  of 
Management  and  Budget  (OMB)  for  its 
review  of  the  collection  of  information. 

We  ask  for  public  comment  on  the 
proposed  collection  of  information  to 
help  us  determine  how  useful  the 
information  is;  whether  it  can  help  us 
perform  our  functions  better;  whether  it 
is  readily  available  elsewhere:  how 
accurate  our  estimate  of  the  burden  of 
collection  is;  how  valid  our  methods  for 
determining  burden  are;  how  we  can 
improve  the  quality,  usefulness,  and 
clarity  of  the  information;  and  how  we 
can  minimize  the  burden  of  collection. 

If  you  submit  comments  on  the 
collection  of  information,  submit  them 
both  to  OMB  and  to  the  Docket 
Management  Facility  where  indicated 
under  ADDRESSES,  by  the  date  under 
DATES. 

You  need  not  respond  to  a  collection 
of  information  unless  it  displays  a 
currently  valid  control  number  from 
OMB.  Before  the  requirements  for  this 
collection  of  information  become 
effective,  we  will  publish  notice  in  the 
Federal  Register  of  OMB’s  decision  to 
approve,  modify,  or  disapprove  the 
collection. 

E.  Federalism 

A  rule  has  implications  for  federalism 
under  Executive  Order  13132, 
Federalism,  if  it  has  a  substantial  direct 
effect  on  State  or  local  governments  and 
would  either  preempt  State  law  or 
impose  a  substantial  direct  cost  of 
compliance  on  them.  We  have  analyzed 
this  proposed  rule  under  that  Order  and 
have  determined  that  it  does  not  have 
implications  for  federalism. 
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F.  Unfunded  Mandates  Reform  Act 

The  Unfunded  Mandates  Reform  Act 
of  1995  (2  U.S.C.  1531-1538)  requires 
Federal  agencies  to  assess  the  effects  of 
their  discretionary  regulatory  actions.  In 
particular,  the  Act  addresses  actions 
that  may  result  in  the  expenditure  by  a 
State,  local,  or  tribal  government,  in  the 
aggregate,  or  by  the  private  sector  of 
$100,000,000  or  more  in  any  one  year. 
Though  this  proposed  rule  would  not 
result  in  such  an  expenditure,  we  do 
discuss  the  effects  of  this  rule  elsewhere 
in  this  preamble. 

G.  Taking  of  Private  Property 

This  proposed  rule  would  not  effect  a 
taking  of  private  property  or  otherwise 
have  taking  implications  under 
Executive  Order  12630,  Governmental 
Actions  and  Interference  with 
Constitutionally  Protected  Property 
Rights. 

H.  Civil  Justice  Reform 

This  proposed  rule  meets  applicable 
standards  in  sections  3(a)  and  3(b)(2)  of 
Executive  Order  12988,  Civil  Justice 
Reform,  to  minimize  litigation, 
eliminate  ambiguity,  and  reduce 
burden. 

I.  Protection  of  Children 

We  have  analyzed  this  proposed  rule 
under  Executive  Order  13045, 

Protection  of  Children  from 
Environmental  Health  Risks  and  Safety 
Risks.  This  rule  is  not  an  economically 
significant  rule  and  would  not  create  an 
environmental  risk  to  health  or  risk  to 
safety  that  might  disproportionately 
affect  children. 

/.  Indian  Tribal  Governments 

This  proposed  rule  does  not  have 
tribal  implications  under  Executive 
Order  13175,  Consultation  and 
Coordination  with  Indian  Tribal 
Governments,  because  it  would  not  have 
a  substantial  direct  effect  on  one  or 
more  Indian  tribes,  on  the  relationship 
between  the  Federal  Government  and 
Indian  tribes,  or  on  the  distribution  of 
power  and  responsibilities  between  the 
Federal  Government  and  Indian  tribes. 

K.  Energy  Effects 

We  have  analyzed  this  proposed  rule 
under  Executive  Order  13211,  Actions 
Concerning  Regulations  That 
Significantly  Affect  Energy  Supply, 
Distribution,  or  Use.  We  have 
determined  that  it  is  not  a  “significant 
energy  action”  under  that  order  because 
it  is  not  a  “significant  regulatory  action” 
under  Executive  Order  12866  and  is  not 
likely  to  have  a  significant  adverse  effect 
on  the  supply,  distribution,  or  use  of 
energy.  The  Administrator  of  the  Office 


of  Information  and  Regulatory  Affairs 
has  not  designated  it  as  a  significant 
energy  action.  Therefore,  it  does  not 
require  a  Statement  of  Energy  Effects 
under  Executive  Order  13211. 

L.  Technical  Standards 

The  National  Technology  Transfer 
and  Advancement  Act  (NTTAA)  (15 
U.S.C.  272  note)  directs  agencies  to  use 
voluntary  consensus  standards  ini  their 
regulatory  activities  unless  the  agency 
provides  Congress,  through  the  Office  of 
Management  and  Budget,  with  an 
explanation  of  why  using  these 
standards  would  be  inconsistent  with 
applicable  law  or  otherwise  impractical. 
Voluntary  consensus  standards  are 
technical  standards  (e.g.,  specifications 
of  materials,  performance,  design,  or 
operation;  test  methods;  sampling 
procedures;  and  related  management 
systems  practices)  that  are  developed  or 
adopted  by  voluntary  consensus 
standards  bodies. 

This  proposed  rule  does  not  use 
technical  standards.  Therefore,  we  did 
not  consider  the  use  of  voluntary 
consensus  standards. 

M.  Environment 

We  have  analyzed  this  proposed  rule 
under  Commandant  Instruction 
M16475.1D  and  Department  of 
Homeland  Security  Management 
Directive  5100.1,  which  guide  the  Coast 
Guard  in  complying  with  the  National 
Environmental  Policy  Act  of  1969 
(NEPA)  (42  U.S.C.  4321— 4370f),  and 
have  made  a  preliminary  determination, 
under  the  Instructions,  that  this  action 
is  not  likely  to  have  a  significant  effect 
on  the  human  environment.  A 
preliminary  “Environmental  Analysis 
Check  List”  supporting  this  preliminary 
determination  is  available  in  the  docket 
where  indicated  under  the  “Public 
Participation  and  Request  for 
Comments”  section  of  this  preamble. 

We  seek  any  comments  or  information 
that  may  lead  to  the  discovery  of  a 
significant  environmental  impact  from 
this  proposed  rule.  .

SUMMARY:  NMFS  issues  a  proposed  rule 
that  would  implement  Amendment  73 


to  the  Fishery  Management  Plan  for 
Groundfish  of  the  Bering  Sea  and 
Aleutian  Islands  Management  Area  and 
Amendment  77  to  the  Fishery 
Management  Plan  for  Groundfish  of  the 
Gulf  of  Alaska  (collectively, 

Amendments  73/77).  If  approved, 
Amendments  73/77  would  remove  dark 
rockfish  (Sebastes  ciliatus)  from  both 
fishery  management  plans  (FMPs).  The 
State  of  Alaska  (State)  would  then 
assume  management  of  dark  rockfish 
catch  by  State-permitted  vessels  in  the 
Bering  Sea  and  Aleutian  Islands 
Management  Area  and  the  Gulf  of 
Alaska.  This  action  is  necessary  to  allow 
the  State  of  Alaska  to  implement  more 
responsive,  regionally  based 
management  of  dark  rockfish  than  is 
currently  possible  under  the  FMPs.  This 
action  would  improve  conservation  and 
management  of  dark  rockfish  and  is 
intended  to  promote  the  goals  and 
objectives  of  the  Magnuson-Stevens 
Fishery  Conservation  and  Management 
Act,  the  FMPs,  and  other  applicable 
laws.

SUPPLEMENTARY  INFORMATION:  NMFS 
manages  the  groundfish  fisheries  in  the 
exclusive  economic  zone  of  the  Bering 
Sea  and  Aleutian  Islands  Management 
Area  (BSAI)  and  the  Gulf  of  Alaska 
(GOA)  under  their  respective  FMPs.  The 
North  Pacific  Fishery  Management 
Council  (Council)  prepared  the  FMPs 
under  the  authority  of  the  Magnuson- 
Stdvens  Fishery  Conservation  and 
Management  Act  (Magnuson-Stevens 
Act),  16  U.S.C.  1801  et  seq.  Regulations 
governing  U.S.  fisheries  and 
implementing  the  FMP  appear  at  50 
CFR  parts  600  and  679. 

The  Council  has  submitted 
Amendments  73/77  for  review  by  the 
Secretary  of  Commerce,  and  a  Notice  of 
Availability  (NOA)  of  the  FMP 
amendments  was  published  in  the 
Federal  Register  on  September  17,  2008 
(73  FR  53816)  with  comments  on  the 
FMP  amendments  invited  through 
November  17,  2008.  All  written 
comments  received  by  November  17, 
2008,  whether  specifically  directed  to 
the  FMP  amendments,  this  proposed 
rule,  or  both,  will  be  considered  in  the 
approval/disapproval  decision  on  the 
FMP  amendments. 

Management  Background  and  Need  for 
Action 

Dark  rockfish  ( Sebastes  ciliatus) 
currently  are  managed  as  part  of  the 
“other  rockfish”  complex  in  the  BSAI 
and  as  part  of  the  pelagic  shelf  rockfish 
(PSR)  complex  in  the  GOA.  Dusky 
rockfish  (Sebastes  variabilis)  and 
thornyhead  rockfish  ( Sebastolobus 
species)  comprise  the  majority  of  the 
biomass  of  the  BSAI  “other  rockfish” 
complex.  The  biomass  of  the  GOA  PSR 
complex  is  dominated  by  dusky 
rockfish. 

The  proposed  action  would  remove 
dark  rockfish  from  the  FMPs  to  allow 
the  State  of  Alaska  (State)  to  assume 
management  authority  for  dark  rockfish 
catch  by  State-permitted  vessels  in 
Federal  waters  off  Alaska,  in  addition  to 
its  existing  authority  in  State  waters. 
The  Council  recommended  removal  of 
dark  rockfish  from  the  FMPs  in  April 
2007  for  the  following  reasons:  (1)  in 
2004,  dark  rockfish  was  identified  as  a 
separate  rockfish  species,  (2)  data  in  the 
stock  assessments  for  the  PSR  complex 
in  the  GOA  and  the  “other  rockfish” 


complex  in  the  BSAI  are  predominantly 
from  dusky  rockfish,  not  dark  rockfish, 

(3)  dark  rockfish  are  distributed  in 
nearshore  habitats  that  are  not 
specifically  assessed  by  the  NMFS  trawl 
surveys,  and  (4)  the  possibility  of 
overfishing  dark  rockfish  in  local  areas 
given  the  relatively  high  total  allowable 
catch  (TAC)  for  the  PSR  and  “other 
rockfish”  complexes  as  a  whole. 

Two  types  of  dusky  rockfish 
previously  recognized  as  “light  dusky 
rockfish”  and  “dark  dusky  rockfish”  are 
now  recognized  by  fishery  scientists  as 
two  species.  Sebastes  variabilis,  or 
dusky  rockfish,  is  the  variably  colored 
deeper-water  species,  and  Sebastes 
ciliatus,  or  dark  rockfish,  is  the  dark 
colored  shallow-water  species.  Dark 
rockfish  is  the  focus  of  Amendments  73/ 
77  and  this  proposed  rule. 

The  TAC  for  all  PSR  species  is  based 
on  a  NMFS  biannual  or  triennial  trawl 
survey.  Based  on  NMFS  surveys 
conducted  from  1997  through  2006, 
dark  rockfish  averaged  2  percent  of  the 
total  biomass  of  the  “other  rockfish” 
complex  in  the  Aleutian  Islands  (AI) 
and  less  than  1  percent  in  the  Eastern 
Bering  Sea  (EBS).  Based  on  observer 
data  from  1997  through  2006,  the 
average  catch  of  dark  rockfish  was  1.6 
percent  of  the  total  “other  rockfish” 
catch  in  the  AI  and  0.7  percent  in  the 
EBS.  Based  on  NMFS  surveys 
conducted  from  1996  through  2005, 
dark  rockfish  constituted  an  average  of 
3.5  percent  of  the  total  biomass  of  the 
PSR  complex  in  the  GOA.  Based  on 
observer  data  from  1996  though  2005, 
the  average  catch  of  dark  rockfish  was 
0.6  percent  of  the  total  PSR  catch  in  the 
GOA.  However,  the  trawl  surveys  used 
to  estimate  the  abundance  of  rockfish  in 
the  GOA  and  BSAI  only  sample  fish  that 
are  on  or  near  a  smooth  bottom.  Most 
dark  rockfish  occur  in  rocky  nearshore 
reef  habitats  that  are  not  sampled  in 
these  surveys.  Therefore,  the  NMFS 
surveys  are  not  the  most  satisfactory 
means  to  assess  dark  rockfish 
abundance.  In  addition,  including  dark 
rockfish  in  the  TAC  for  a  group  of 
rockfish  (the  “other  rockfish”  complex 
in  the  BSAI  and  the  PSR  complex  in  the 
GOA)  is  not  appropriate  for  less 
abundant  stocks  such  as  dark  rockfish 
because  it  could  lead  to  overfishing  of 
the  less  abundant  species  in  the  species 
groups. 

Section  306(a)(3)(A)  of  the 
Magnuson-Stevens  Act  allows  a  state  to 
regulate  a  fishing  vessel  outside  the 
boundaries  of  the  state  if  the  fishing 
vessel  is  registered  under  the  law  of  that 
state,  and  no  fishery  management  plan 
or  other  applicable  Federal  fishing 
regulations  exist  for  the  fishery  in  which 
the  vessel  is  operating.  Removing  dark 


rockfish  from  the  FMPs  and  regulations 
at  50  CFR  part  679  would  provide  the 
necessary  conditions  for  the  State  to 
manage  dark  rockfish  in  Federal  waters 
off  Alaska. 

Management  by  the  State  would  better 
address  localized  assessment  and 
harvest  requirements  for  this  nearshore 
species  than  is  currently  provided  by 
Federal  management  under  the  larger 
PSR  complex  in  the  GOA  and  the  “other 
rockfish”  complex  in  the  BSAI. 
Assessment  of  dark  rockfish  is  difficult 
under  either  Federal  or  State 
management.  As  stated  earlier,  the 
Federal  trawl  surveys  do  not  adequately 
assess  dark  rockfish.  And,  as  noted  in 
the  EA,  the  State  does  not  have  the 
resources  to  conduct  large  scale  stock 
assessment  surveys  for  rockfish. 
However,  the  State’s  management  of  this 
species  in  Federal  waters  would  provide 
several  benefits.  First,  the  State  would 
develop  a  fishery  management  plan  for 
dark  rockfish  that  would  specify 
guideline  harvest  levels,  allowable  gear 
types,  seasons,  and  locations  for  the 
directed  fishery.  Also,  the  State  can 
manage  dark  rockfish  in  smaller  area 
fisheries  than  can  be  managed  by 
NMFS.  In  addition,  the  State  would  be 
able  to  conduct  periodic  and  localized 
stock  assessment  surveys  when  budgets 
allow  and  monitor  fishing  effort  data 
available  from  fish  tickets  and  logbooks. 
State  port  sampling  would  continue  to 
be  used  to  collect  biological  data  on 
rockfish  and  to  improve  species 
identification  by  fishermen  and 
processing  plant  workers.  The  State  also 
would  continue  to  evaluate  data  on  dark 
rockfish  from  the  NMFS  surveys  and 
data  collected  by  observers  onboard 
vessels  catching  dark  rockfish.  These 
efforts  by  the  State  would  provide 
stronger  protection  of  dark  rockfish  from 
overfishing  than  Federal  management  of 
dark  rockfish  as  part  of  a  larger  rockfish 
species  complex. 

If  Amendments  73/77  are  approved, 
the  State  would  be  authorized  to 
regulate  State-permitted  vessels  fishing 
for  dark  rockfish  in  both  State  and 
Federal  waters.  The  directed  fishery  for 
dark  rockfish  under  the  PSR  complex 
quota  category  currently  occurs  in  State 
waters.  This  fishery  is  relatively  small 
and  all  vessels  directly  participating  in 
it  are  permitted  under  the  laws  of  the 
State.  Typically,  the  vessels  also  are 
small  and  participants  land  their  catch 
at  shoreside  processing  plants  in  Alaska. 

Dark  rockfish  also  are  taken  as 
incidental  catch  in  other  federally 
managed  fisheries,  including  trawl  and 
jig  gear  fisheries  targeting  pelagic  shelf 
rockfish  in  the  GOA,  the  trawl  Atka 
mackerel  fishery  in  the  Aleutian  Islands, 
and  the  hook-and-line  and  trawl  gear 
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fisheries  for  Pacific  cod  in  the  Bering 
Sea.  Under  Amendments  73/77,  the 
State  would  develop  management  plans 
and  regulations  for  dark  rockfish  similar 
to  those  that  currently  exist  for  black 
rockfish  ( Sebastes  melanops)  and  blue 
rockfish  ( Sebastes  mystinus),  which 
were  removed  from  NMFS’  GOA 
groundfish  FMP  in  1998  under 
Amendment  46  (63  FR  11167,  March  6, 
1998).  Notably,  no  adverse  impacts  or 
difficulties  managing  the  groundfish 
fisheries  off  Alaska  have  occurred  as  a 
result  of  removing  these  two  rockfish 
species  from  the  GOA  FMP. 

In  managing  black  rockfish  and  blue 
rockfish,  the  State  limits  the  gear  types 
and  areas  open  for  directed  fishing.  It 
also  limits  the  retention  of  black 
rockfish  and  blue  rockfish  to  5  percent 
of  the  retained  catch  of  other  groundfish 
species  open  for  directed  fishing. 

Similar  gear,  area,  and  incidental  catch 
limits  likely  would  be  implemented  by 
the  State  for  dark  rockfish.  The  retention 
of  dark  rockfish  by  a  vessel  permitted  by 
the  State  in  either  State  or  Federal 
waters  would  be  limited  by  State 
regulation. 

In  2007,  all  catcher  vessels  and  123 
catcher/processors  with  Federal  Fishery 
Permits  (FFPs)  participating  in  the 
groundfish  fisheries  off  Alaska  also  held 
permits  issued  by  the  State.  However, 

21  additional  catcher/processors  with 
FFPs  that  participated  in  the  Alaska 
groundfish  fisheries  did  not  hold  State 
permits  in  2007.  These  21  catcher/ 
processors  would  not  be  subject  to  State 
regulations  governing  dark  rockfish 
caught  in  Federal  waters  off  Alaska,  and 
no  Federal  regulations  governing  the 
retention  of  dark  rockfish  would  exist  if 
dark  rockfish  were  removed  from  the 
FMPs  and  Federal  regulations.  However, 
none  of  the  catcher/processors  has 
targeted  dark  rockfish  and  their 
incidental  catch  of  this  species  is 
historically  much  lower  (less  than  1 
percent)  than  the  incidental  catch  limit 
the  State  would  likely  establish.  NMFS 
does  not  expect  these  catcher/processors 
to  target  dark  rockfish  in  the  EEZ  in  the 
future  because  of  the  low  abundance  of 
these  species  in  the  EEZ.  However,  if 
concerns  develop  about  the 
conservation  of  dark  rockfish  as  a  result 
of  unregulated  targeting  on  dark 
rockfish  in  the  EEZ,  NMFS  would 
evaluate  the  circumstances  to  determine 
if  emergency  action  were  warranted. 
This  situation,  however,  has  not 
occurred  with  the  removal  of  black 
rockfish  and  blue  rockfish  from  the 
GOA  FMP. 

To  implement  Amendments  73/77, 
NMFS  proposes  to  revise  the  definition 
of  “rockfish”  under  §  679.2  to  exclude 
dark  rockfish  in  both  the  GOA  and 


BSAI.  The  definition  for  “other  „ 
rockfish”  would  be  amended  to  add  a 
reference  to  Table  11  to  part  679 
because  the  quota  category  for  “other 
rockfish”  exists  in  both  the  BSAI  and 
GOA  and  is  referred  to  in  the  maximum 
retainable  amounts  tables  for  both  areas 
(Tables  10  and  11).  In  addition,  the 
definition  of  “other  red  rockfish”  would 
be  removed  from  §  679.2  because  this 
rockfish  quota  category  would  no  longer 
exist  and  the  term  is  not  used  anywhere 
else  in  50  CFR  part  679. 

NMFS  also  proposes  to  correct  the 
Latin  name  of  dusky  rockfish  ( Sebastes 
variabilis),  species  code  172,  in  Table  2a 
to  part  679,  and  to  add  dark  rockfish 
( Sebastes  ciliatus),  species  code  173,  to 
the  non-FMP  species  listed  in  Table  2d 
to  part  679. 

In  Table  10  to  part  679  (Gulf  of  Alaska 
Retainable  Percentages),  footnote  5 
would  be  revised  to  correct  the  Latin 
name  for  dusky  rockfish  ( Sebastes 
variabilis).  Footnote  8  would  be  revised 
to  remove  reference  to  Sebastes  and 
Sebastolobus  and  to  refer  to  the 
definition  of  “rockfish”  at  §679.2. 

The  proposed  rule  also  would  make 
minor  editorial  revisions  to  Table  10. 

The  words  “shallow  water”  and  “deep 
water”  would  be  revised  to  “shallow- 
water”  and  “deep-water”  to  standardize 
the  preferred  spelling  of  these  terms.  In 
note  1  to  Table  10,  the  term  “shortraker/ 
rougheye”  (171)  would  be  removed 
because  NMFS  no  longer  has  a  species 
category  or  code  in  Table  2a  to  part  679 
for  the  combination  of  shortraker  and 
rougheye  rockfish.  Note  10  to  Table  10 
lists  the  species  included  in  the 
aggregated  forage  fish  category.  The 
word  “families”  in  the  parentheses 
following  the  term  “Aggregated  forage 
fish”  would  be  replaced  with  the  word 
“taxa”  because  all  species  of  the  order 
Euphausiacea  (krill)  also  are  included  in 
the  list  of  aggregated  forage  fish.  The 
word  “taxa”  refers  to  more  general 
groupings  of  similar  organisms  and 
includes  taxonomic  families  and  orders. 

In  Table  11  to  part  679  (BSAI 
Retainable  Percentages),  footnotes  3  and 
6  would  be  revised  to  remove  reference 
to  Sebastes  and  Sebastolobus  and  to 
refer  to  the  definition  of  “rockfish”  at 
§  679.2.  This  revision  would  exclude 
dark  rockfish  from  these  rockfish 
categories  in  the  BSAI  because  dark 
rockfish  are  excluded  from  the 
definition  of  rockfish  in  §  679.2. 

Classification 

Pursuant  to  sections  304(b)(1)(A)  and 
305(d)  of  the  Magnuson-Stevens  Act, 
the  NMFS  Assistant  Administrator  has 
determined  that  this  proposed  rule  is 
consistent  with  Amendment  73  to  the 
Fishery  Management  Plan  for 


Groundfish  of  the  Bering  Sea  and 
Aleutian  Islands  Management  Area, 
Amendment  77  to  the  Fishery 
Management  Plan  for  Groundfish  of  the 
Gulf  of  Alaska,  other  provisions  of  the 
Magnuson-Stevens  Act,  and  other 
applicable  law,  subject  to  further 
consideration  after  public  comment. 

This  proposed  rule  has  been 
determined  not  to  be  a  significant 
regulatory  action  for  the  purposes  of 
Executive  Order  12866. 

An  initial  regulatory  review  analysis 
(1RFA)  was  prepared,  as  required  by 
section  603  of  the  Regulatory  Flexibility 
Act  (RFA).  The  IRFA  describes  the 
economic  impact  this  proposed  rule,  if 
adopted,  would  have  on  small  entities. 

A  description  of  the  action,  why  it  is 
being  considered,  and  the  legal  basis  for 
this  action  were  contained  earlier  in  this 
preamble  to  this  proposed  rule.  A 
summary  of  the  analysis  follows.  A  copy 
of  this  analysis  is  available  from  NMFS 
(see  ADDRESSES). 

In  2006,  one  year  immediately 
preceding  the  Council  action 
recommending  the  removal  of  dark 
rockfish  from  the  FMPs,  there  were  81 
small  catcher  vessels  that  made  landings 
of  pelagic  shelf  rockfish  from  the  GOA, 
taken  as  either  targeted  or  incidental 
catch  fish.  No  small  catcher/processors 
made  such  landings.  The  81  small 
catcher  vessels  included  74  that  used 
hook-and-line,  pot,  or  jig  gear,  and 
seven  that  used  pelagic  or  non-pelagic 
trawl  gear.  The  81  small  catcher  vessels 
averaged  about  $400,000,  in  gross  ex¬ 
vessel  revenues  from  all  sources. 

In  2006,  one  small  catcher/processor 
and  36  small  catcher  vessels  made 
incidental  catch  landings  of  pelagic 
shelf  rockfish  in  the  BSAI.  All  together, 
35  vessels  used  hook-and-line,  pot,  or 
jig  gear,  and  two  used  trawl  gear.  The  37 
small  vessels  averaged  about  $1.4 
million  in  gross  revenues  from  all 
sources. 

The  RFA  requires  that  an  IRFA 
contain  a  description  of  any  significant 
alternatives  to  the  proposed  rule  that 
would  accomplish  the  stated  objectives 
of  the  proposed  action,  consistent  with 
applicable  statutes,  and  that  would 
minimize  any  significant  economic 
impact  of  the  proposed  rule  on  small 
entities. 

Two  alternatives  were  analyzed:  the 
status  quo  and  the  preferred  alternative 
presented  in  this  proposed  rule.  The 
preferred  alternatives  may  have  adverse 
impacts  on  operations  targeting  pelagic 
shelf  rockfish  in  the  Central  GOA  and  in 
the  West  Yakutat  District.  However 
these  impacts,  if  any,  are  expected  to  be 
small.  The  reductions  in  TACs  will  be 
modest;  the  preliminary  specifications 
for  2009  suggest  a  drop  of  about  6%  in 
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the  Central  GOA  and  about  7%  in- the 
West  Yakutat  District  for  the  pelagic 
shelf  rockfish  complex  as  a  result  of 
removing  dark  rockfish  from  the 
complex.  NMFS  does  not  expect  the 
action  to  have  adverse  impacts  on 
operations  targeting  rockfish  in  the 
Southeast  Outside  and  Western  regions 
of  the  GOA,  or  in  the  BSAI  because 
targeting  does  not  appear  to  have  been 
significant  in  these  two  areas.  NMFS 
does  not  expect  the  action  to  have 
adverse  impacts  on  operations  taking 
dark  rockfish  as  incidental  catch 
because  so  few  dark  rockfish  has  been 
taken  as  incidental  catch  historically 
and  because  the  State  likely  will 
continue  to  allow  some  retention  of  dark 
rockfish.  In  the  Central  GOA,  most  of 
the  adverse  impact  would  fall  on 
participants  in  the  Central  GOA 
Rockfish  Pilot  Project.  Because  of  the 
affiliations  these  operations  have  with 
cooperatives  or  large  business  entities 
through  the  quota  management  and 
allocation  features  of  the  pilot  project, 
NMFS  does  not  believe  these  operations 
can  be  considered  small  entities  for  the 
purpose  of  the  RFA.  However,  it  is 
possible  that  they  would  experience 
some  adverse  impact  as  described  in  the 
RIR  because  of  the  reduction  in  the  TAC 
for  pelagic  shelf  rockfish  as  a  result  of 
removing  dark  rockfish  from  the 
complex.  For  example,  the  ex-vessel 
price  for  dusky  rockfish  is  currently 
about  $0.25  per  pound,  and  the 
potential  loss  of  gross  revenue  in  the 
Central  GOA  could  range  from  $19,000 
up  to  $171,000  as  a  result  of  removing 
dark  rockfish  from  the  complex. 

The  primary  alternative  considered 
here,  Alternative  1  -  No  Action,  would 
not  have  these  adverse  impacts,  but 
would  not  remove  dark  rockfish  from 
the  FMPs  and,  thus,  does  not 
accomplish  the  stated  objective  for  the 
action  to  allow  the  State  to  assume 
management  authority  for  dark  rockfish 
catch  by  State-permitted  vessels  in 
State  and  Federal  waters. 

The  Council  also  considered  a  third 
alternative  to  the  proposed  action,  but  it 
was  not  carried  forward  for  analysis. 
This  alternative  was  to  transfer 
management  authority  of  dark  rockfish 
to  the  State  of  Alaska  while  retaining 
the  species  under  the  Federal  FMPs. 
Demersal  shelf  rockfish  in  Southeast 
Alaska  is  under  a  similarly  delegated 
management  program  with  the  State  of 
Alaska.  A  similar  alternative  was 
considered  and  rejected  for  black 
rockfish  and  blue  rockfish  under 
Amendment  46  to  the  GOA  groundfish 
FMP.  This  alternative  was  not  carried 
forward  for  dark  rockfish  because  (1) 
State  personnel  would  be  required  to 
comply  with  additional  Federal 


management  processes  that  may  not  be 
consistent  with  State  procedures;  (2)  the 
State  would  need  to  meet  both  State  and 
Federal  requirements,  which  often 
prescribe  different  time-frames  for 
management  actions  (e.g.,  notice,  public 
meetings,  and  reports);  and  (3)  the  State 
did  not  believe  it  could  meet  the  costly 
assessment  requirements  for  managing  a 
nearshore  species,  mandated  under  a 
Federal  management  plan.

Purpose  and  Need  for  Action 

The  overall  purpose  of  the  Grub  Hoe 
Project  is  to  implement  land 
management  activities  consistent  with 


the  direction  in  the  2004  Chequamegon- 
Nicolet  National  Forest  Land  and 
Resource  Management  Plan  (Forest 
Plan).  One  purpose  for  this  proposal  is 
to  maintain  or  restore  upland  forest 
communities  and  opening  to  their 
desired  conditions  as  described  in 
Chapter  3  of  the  Forest  Plan;  a  second 
purpose  is  to  provide  an  efficient  road 
system.  Based  on  the  Forest  Plan 
desired  future  conditions  for  the  area, 
the  following  nine  needs  were 
identified:  (1)  Increase  the  diversity  of 
northern  hardwood  forest  structure  and 
composition;  (2)  reduce  fragmentation 
in  larger  patches  of  northern  hardwood 
forest;  improve  aquatic  ecosystems;  (4) 
improve  upland  forest  type 
composition;  (5)  improve  the  aspen  age 
class  distribution;  (6)  promote  healthy 
forests;  (7)  improve  habitat  for  early- 
successional  forest  dependent  wildlife 
species;  (8)  contribute  toward  satisfying 
the  demand  for  wood  products;  (9) 
provide  a  safe,  efficient,  and  effective 
transportation  system. 

Proposed  Action 

In  order  to  address  the  needs 
identified  above,  approximately  3326 
acres  of  various  forest  types  would  be 
harvested  using  selection,  removal, 
shelterwood,  patch  clearcut,  clearcut, 
and  thin  harvest  methods.  As  a  result  of 
clearcutting  three  contiguous  aspen 
stands,  this  alternative  would  result  in 
a  temporary  opening  of  approximately 
73  acres.  This  deviates  from  a  Forest 
Plan  guideline  to  limit  temporary 
openings  to  40  acres. 

The  second  purpose  for  this  proposal 
is  to  provide  an  efficient  road  system 
that  meets  the  long-term  transportation 
needs  of  the  Forest.  In  order  to  address 
need  9  above,  approximately  20.8  miles 
of  unclassified  roads  would  be 
decommissioned;  3.9  miles  would  be 
reconstructed  and  classified;  and  1.4 
miles  of  new  road  would  be  constructed 
but  closed  after  project  activities  are 
completed. 

Possible  Alternatives 

Two  alternatives  to  the  Proposed 
Action  have  been  developed  in  response 
to  public  comments  received.  One 
alternative  would  result  in  the  following 
changes  to  the  Proposed  Action: 
Eliminate  aspen  conversions  to  other 
forest  types  in  all  but  three  stands, 
clearcutting  and  regenerating  them  to 
aspen  instead;  clearcut  and  regenerate 
the  two  stands  identified  for  patch 
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clearcutting  under  the  Proposed  Action; 
clearcut  and  regenerate  an  additional 
three  aspen  stands.  This  alternative 
would  also  result  in  a  temporary 
opening  of  approximately  73  acres. 

Under  a  second  alternative  the 
following  activities  would  be  deferred: 
harvesting  stands  of  aspen  forest  type; 
potential  salvage  harvesting;  harvesting 
within  124  acres  of  historic  or  current 
goshawk  or  red-shouldered  hawk  nest 
sites  (the  Forest  Plan  requires  at 
minimum  a  30-acre  nest  buffer);  road 
construction  and  reconstruction.

The  following  issues  will  be  analyzed 
in  the  EIS:  Effects  of  the  proposed 
activities  on  soils,  water,  Regional 
Forester  Sensitive  Species  plants  and 
wildlife,  and  non-native  invasive 
species. 

Comment  Requested 

This  notice  of  intent  initiates  the 
scoping  process  which  guides  the 
development  of  the  environmental 
impact  statement. 

Early  Notice  of  Importance  of  Public 
Participation  in  Subsequent 
Environmental  Review:  A  draft 
environmental  impact  statement  will  be 
prepared  for  comment.  The  comment 
period  on  the  draft  environmental 
impact  statement  will  be  45  days  from 
the  date  the  Environmental  Protection 
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Agency  publishes  the  notice  of 
availability  in  the  Federal  Register. 

The  Forest  Service  believes,  at  this 
early  stage,  it  is  important  to  give 
reviewers  notice  of  several  court  rulings 
related  to  public  participation  in  the 
environmental  review  process.  First, 
reviewers  of  draft  environmental  impact 
statements  must  structure  their 
participation  in  the  environmental 
review  of  the  proposal  so  that  it  is 
meaningful  and  alerts  an  agency  to  the 
reviewer’s  position  and  contentions.

NRDC,  435  U.S.  519,  553  (1978).  Also, 
environmental  objections  that  could  be 
raised  at  the  draft  environmental  impact 
statement  stage  but  that  are  not  raised 
until  after  completion  of  the  final 
environmental  impact  statement  may  be 
waived  or  dismissed  by  the  courts.  City 
of  Angoon  v.  Hodel,  803  F.2d  1016, 

1022  (9th  Cir.  1986)  and  Wisconsin 
Heritages,  Inc.  v.  Harris,  490  F.  Supp. 
1334,  1338  (E.D.  Wis.  1980).  Because  of 
these  court  rulings,  it  is  very  important 
that  those  interested  in  this  proposed 
action  participate  by  the  close  of  the  45- 
day  comment  period  so  that  substantive 
comments  and  objections  are  made 
available  to  the  Forest  Service  at  a  time 
when  it  can  meaningfully  consider  them 
and  respond  to  them  in  the  final 
environmental  impact  statement.

Background 

In  The  Tongass  Conservancy  v . 
Glickman,  No.  J97-029-CV,  slip  op.  (D. 
Alaska  Sept.  19, 1998),  the  court  held 
that  the  Forest  Service’s  land  use  fee 
system  must  be  fair  to  the  plaintiff 
outfitter  and  guide,  as  well  as  based  on 
the  market  value  of  the  use  of  National 
Forest  System  (NFS)  lands.  In  addition, 
based  on  a  concern  that  different  fees 
were  being  charged  for  the  same  type  of 
commercial  use  of  NFS  lands,  the  court 
held  that  there  was  “insufficient 
evidence  in  the  record  to  support  a 
conclusion  that  the  fees  charged 
plaintiff  were  both  fair  and  based  upon 
the  value  of  the  use  of  Forest  Service 
lands  available  to  the  plaintiff.”  The 
Tongass  Conservancy,  slip  op.  at  2.  The 
court  ordered  the  Alaska  Region  of  the 
Forest  Service  to  undertake  actions 
consistent  with  the  court’s  ruling  and 
applicable  law. 

In  response,  on  July  21,  1999,  the 
Alaska  Region  published  in  the  Federal 
Register  for  public  notice  and  comment 
a  proposed  interim  flat  fee  policy  for  all 
outfitting  and  guiding  in  the  Alaska 
Region  (Alaska  Region  Interim  Flat  Fee 
Policy  or  ARIFFP)  (64  FR  39114,  July 
21, 1999).  The  notice  for  the  final 
interim  ARIFFP  was  published  in  the 
Federal  Register  and  went  into  effect  on 
February  14,  2000  (65  FR  1846,  January 
12,  2000). 

In  August  2003,  the  Anchorage-based 
appraisal  firm  Black-Smith  and 
Richards,  Inc.  (BSR)  completed  its  phase 
II  market  study  (Final  Phase  II  Report) 
on  development  of  a  land  use  fee  system 
for  outfitting  and  guiding  in  the  Alaska 
Region  that  is  both  fair  to  the  outfitters 
and  guides,  and  based  on  market  value 
of  the  use  of  NFS  lands  for  outfitting 
and  guiding.  The  Final  Phase  II  Report 
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identified  two  possible  methods  for  land 
use  fee  schedule  development  in  this 
context:  (1)  The  modified  ARIFFP, 
which  relates  fees  to  gross  revenues 
from  outfitting  and  guiding  conducted 
on  NFS  lands,  and  (2)  the  bottom-up 
pricing  method  (BUPM),  which  ties 
outfitting  and  guiding  land  use  fees  to 
fees  charged  for  comparable  unguided 
recreational  uses  on  non-federal  lands 
(Final  Phase  II  Report  at  19). 

On  September  15,  2006,  the  Alaska 
Region  published  a  notice  of  a  proposed 
flat  fee  policy  in  the  Federal  Register 
(71  FR  54454)  with  a  90-day  comment 
period.  The  agency  received  two 
requests  for  an  extension  of  the 
comment  period.  The  Forest  Service 
extended  the  comment  period  until 
March  15,  2007  (71  FR  74896).  The 
Alaska  Region  received  40  comments 
from  individuals,  outfitters  and  guides, 
the  travel  industry,  and  the  Southeast 
Alaska  Conservation  Council. 

The  initial  proposal  published  on 
September  15,  2006,  was  based  on  the 
modified  ARIFFP.  The  Alaska  Region 
developed  the  revised  proposal  based 
on  the  BUPM  and  review  of  comments 
received  on  the  initial  proposal;  BSR 
market  survey  data;  recommendations 
from  a  working  group  tasked  to  review 
comments  on  the  initial  proposal;  the 
need  to  simplify  administration  of  the 
land  use  fee  program  in  the  Alaska 
Region  for  outfitters  and  guides  and  the 
Forest  Service;  and  application  of  sound 
business  management  principles. 

The  revised  proposal  was  published 
in  the  Federal  Register  on  April  18, 
2008.  The  Forest  Service  received  15 
comments  during  the  comment  period, 
which  ended  June  2,  2008.  This  notice 
addresses  those  comments  and 
establishes  the  final  flat  fee  policy  for 
outfitting  and  guiding  land  use  fees  in 
the  Alaska  Region,  consistent  with  The 
Tongass  Conservancy  case. 

Comments  Received  on  the  Revised 
Proposed  Flat  Fee  Policy 

Comments  Related  to  Activities 

Comment.  One  respondent 
commented  that  the  increased  fee  for 
road-based  nature  tours  is  excessive. 

Response.  Road-based  nature  tours 
visit  NFS  lands  that  are  similar  in 
character  to  those  visited  by  remote¬ 
setting  nature  tours;  they  differ  mainly 
in  their  modes  of  access.  The  two 
activities  were  combined  in  the  general 
recreation  group  because  the  market 
does  not  recognize  a  high  level  of 
stratification  in  setting  fees  for  general 
recreation.  The  general  recreation 
activity  is  consistent  with  The  Tongass 
Conservancy  v.  Glickman,  which  holds 
that  to  be  fair  to  outfitters  and  guides, 


the  Alaska  Region’s  outfitting  and 
guiding  land  use  fee  system  must 
establish  similar  fees  for  similar  uses  of 
NFS  lands.  The  Tongass  Conservancy, 
slip  op.  at  8.  In  addition,  combining 
nine  activities  from  the  initial  proposal 
into  one  general  recreation  category  in 
the  final  policy  reduces  the  potential  for 
charging  for  the  level  of  service 
provided  and  mode  of  transportation 
used  to  access  NFS  lands  and  assures 
greater  fairness  to  a  larger  segment  of 
outfitters  and  guides. 

Comment.  One  respondent  questioned 
why  the  remote-setting  nature  tour  fee  is 
higher  than  the  road-based  fee. 

Response.  Both  remote-setting  nature 
tours  and  road-based  nature  tours  are 
now  included  in  the  general  recreation 
category  and  are  charged  the  same  fee. 

Comment.  One  respondent  questioned 
why  the  fee  for  over-snow  vehicle  tours 
was  $10,  identical  to  the  fee  charged  for 
heli-skiing,  given  that  the  daily  rate  for 
heli-skiing  is  $900,  compared  to  $180  to 
$225  for  over-snow  vehicle  tours,  and 
given  that  over-snow  vehicle  tours 
average  two  to  three  horns  on  NFS 
lands.  Another  respondent  stated  that 
over-snow  vehicle  tours  should  be 
included  in  the  general  recreation 
category  because  of  their  low  cost  and 
environmental  impacts,  lack  of  add-on 
costs,  and  short  duration  on  NFS  lands. 

Response.  The  difference  in  price 
charged  for  over-snow  vehicle  and  heli- 
skiing  tours  is  primarily  a  function  of 
the  cost  of  transporting  guests  to  NFS 
lands  and  is  not  attributable  to 
significant  differences  in  the  quality  or 
quantity  of  NFS  lands  used.  A  higher 
land  use  fee  for  helicopter  skiing  and 
over-snow  vehicle  tours  than  for  general 
recreation  is  justified  because  of  the 
more  limited  amount  of  NFS  lands 
available  for  safe  motorized  winter 
sports.  The  $10  fee  is  consistent  with 
market  observations  of  prices  charged 
for  unguided  off-road  motor  sports,  as 
reported  in  the  BSR  market  survey 
(Final  Phase  II  Report  at  26).  The  market 
does  not  differentiate  between  partial 
day  and  whole  day  use.  Under  the 
Independent  Offices  Appropriations  Act 
of  1952,  Office  of  Management  and 
Budget  Circular  No.  A-25,  and  Forest 
Service  regulations,  the  standard  for 
determining  land  use  fees  charged  by 
the  Forest  Service  is  the  market  value  of 
the  use  of  NFS  lands,  not  the  impact  of 
the  use  on  NFS  lands.  Therefore,  it  is 
not  appropriate  to  take  into  account  the 
resource  impacts  of  outfitting  and 
guiding  activities  in  setting  land  use 
fees. 

Comment.  One  respondent 
commented  that  the  fee  for  general 
recreation  should  be  $4.00,  rather  than 
$5.00,  and  questioned  the  Forest 


Service’s  determination  that  a  charge  of 
$5.00  per  day  is  fair  based  upon 
available  market  data  for  unguided  use. 

Response.  BSR  prepared  an  Interim 
Phase  II  report  dated  July  12,  2002. 
Additional  market  data  were  used  for 
the  Final  Phase  II  Report  dated  August 
5,  2003.  Based  on  reconciliation  of 
available  market  data  for  unguided  uses, 
the  Final  Phase  II  Report  concludes  that 
a  fee  of  $5.00  per  day  is  appropriate  for 
general  recreation  use  (Final  Report 
Phase  II  at  23).  The  Final  Phase  II  Report 
further  states  that  the  market  .does  not 
distinguish  between  partial  days  and 
whole  days,  the. point  of  origin,  or  the 
mode  of  transportation  used  to  conduct 
an  activity. 

Comment.  One  respondent 
commented  that  freshwater  fishing 
should  be  categorized  with  general 
recreation  because  fish-bearing  streams 
are  not  limited  in  supply  in  Alaska,  and 
there  is  not  a  high  demand  for  Forest 
Service  outfitting  and  guiding  permits 
for  freshwater  fishing. 

Response.  According  to  the  BSR 
market  survey,  the  value  of  an 
individual  unit  of  unguided  use  for 
fishing  in  the  Alaska  Region  is  $10  per 
day  (Final  Phase  II  Report  at  27).  In 
general,  in  the  Alaska  Region,  in 
comparison  with  NFS  lands  available 
for  general  recreation,  NFS  lands 
available  for  freshwater  fishing  in 
streams  where  a  guide  would  take  a 
client  for  a  quality  experience  are  more 
limited  in  extent  than  other  general 
recreation  uses. 

Short-Stop  Fees 

Comment.  One  respondent  stated  that 
his  use  qualifies  for  a  short-stop  fee. 

Response.  Short-stop  fees  are  charged 
for  trips  that  use  NFS  lands  incidental 
to  the  purpose  of  the  trip  (Forest  Service 
Handbook  (FSH)  2709.11,  sec.  37.05). 
The  attraction  of  the  Chugach  and 
Tongass  National  Forests  is  not 
incidental  to  the  purpose  of  outfitted 
and  guided  trips  in  Alaska.  In  general, 
nonfederal  landowners  charge  the  same 
rate  for  unguided  recreational  uses, 
regardless  of  the  time  per  day  spent  on 
their  lands.  Therefore,  the  Alaska 
Region  believes  that  a  short-stop  fee  is 
not  appropriate  for  outfitting  and 
guiding  land  uses  in  Alaska. 

Comments  Related  to  Fees  Charged 

Comment.  One  respondent  questioned 
how  the  Forest  Service  balances  the 
market  value  of  an  activity  with 
charging  similar  fees  for  similar 
activities,  using  as  an  example  black 
and  brown  bear  hunting,  which  are 
similar  activities,  but  are  charged 
different  fees.  The  respondent  also 
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asked  how  big  game  hunting  fees  are 
determined. 

Response.  The  fees  charged  for  big 
game  hunting  depend  on  the  relative 
scarcity  of  NFS  lands  available  for 
hunting  particular  species.  For  example, 
in  the  Alaska  Region,  the  amount  of 
NFS  lands  available  for  trophy  coastal 
brown  bear  hunting  is  much  smaller 
than  the  amount  of  NFS  lands  available 
for  black  bear  hunting.  Thus  the  fee  for 
brown  bear  hunting  is  proportionally 
higher  than  the  fee  for  black  bear 
hunting.  Deer  habitat  is  the  most 
plentiful  of  any  habitat  for  big  game 
species  in  the  Alaska  Region.  The  BSR 
market  survey  supports  a  fee  for  an 
unguided,  multi-day  deer  hunt  of 
approximately  $100.  Due  to  the  more 
limited  market  data,  the  fees  for  the 
other  big  game  species  are  derived  from 
the  ratio  between  the  tag  fee  charged  by 
the  Alaska  Department  of  Fish  and 
Game  for  each  species  and  the  fees  for 
the  corresponding  species  reflected  in 
the  BSR  market  survey  (Final  Phase  II 
Report  at  41-53).  These  ratios  are 
further  supported  by  ratios  of  per  hunt 
revenues  for  the  big  game  species 
reported  by  outfitters  and  guides  in 
2002. 

Comment.  One  respondent  stated  that 
the  fees  for  outfitters  and  guides 
operations  are  unreasonably  high. 

Response.  The  Alaska  Region 
developed  the  final  fee  policy  for 
outfitting  and  guiding  based  review  of 
comments  received  on  the  revised 
proposal;  BSR  market  survey  data; 
recommendations  from  a  working  group 
tasked  to  review  comments  on  the 
initial  proposal;  the  need  to  simplify 
administration  of  the  land  use  fee 
program  in  the  Alaska  Region  for 
outfitters  and  guides  and  the  Forest 
Service;  and  application  of  sound 
business  management  principles. 

Comment.  One  respondent  noted  that 
it  is  not  sound  business  practice  to 
charge  the  same  fee  to  both  small  and 
large  businesses,  which  have  a  large 
disparity  in  the  cost  of  their  tours. 

Response.  The  Forest  Service  is 
directed  by  The  Tongass  Conservancy 
ruling  to  devise  a  fee  schedule  “that  is 
fair  and  will  not  result  in  the  assessment 
of  disparate  fees  charged  TTC  and  other 
similarly  situated  users  for  similar  use 
of  National  Forest  lands.”  The  Tongass 
Conservancy,  slip  op.  at  8.  The 
differences  in  fees  charged  for  the 
different  activities  in  the  final  flat  fee 
policy  are  a  function  of  the 
characteristics  of  the  NFS  lands  used  for 
those  activities  and  the  value  of 
comparable  unguided  recreational  uses. 
The  fees  in  the  final  flat  fee  policy  are 
not  tied  to  outfitters’  and  guides’  gross 
revenues,  which  in  the  Alaska  Region 


are  often  a  function  of  the  cost  to 
transport  clients  to  NFS  lands  and  the 
different  level  of  services  provided  by 
outfitters  and  guides.  Basing  the  flat  fees 
on  the  costs  of  outfitters  and  guides  in 
the  Alaska  Region  would  result  in 
disparate  fees  for  similar  uses  of  NFS 
lands,  and  therefore  would  not  be 
consistent  with  The  Tongass 
Conservancy  ruling. 

Fees  Charged  For  Multiple  Activities 

Comment.  One  respondent  stated  that 
hunts  for  multiple  species  should 
continue  to  be  charged  a  fee  only  for  the 
species  with  the  highest  fee.  Another 
respondent  stated  that  for  big  game 
hunting,  the  Forest  Service  should 
charge  the  full  fee  for  the  species  with 
the  highest  fee  and  charge  a  reduced  fee 
for  all  other  species  involved. 

Response.  Fees  for  hunts  involving 
multiple  species  will  be  charged  only 
for  the  species  with  the  highest  fee.  For 
example,  an  outfitter  and  guide 
authorized  to  conduct  hunts  for  both 
brown  bear  and  deer  will  be  charged  a 
fee  only  for  brown  bear  hunting  when 
the  hunt  includes  both  species. 

Comment.  One  respondent  questioned 
how  the  fees  will  be  determined  if  they 
are  based  on  actual  use  reports  and  how 
prepayment  will  be  determined  if  more 
than  one  activity  is  authorized  under  a 
permit.  Another  respondent  wanted 
clarification  on  determination  of  the  fee 
when  an  outfitter  or  guide  is  authorized 
to  conduct  multiple  activities  on  the 
same  day. 

Response.  The  current  practice  of 
prepayment  of  outfitter  and  guide  fees 
based  on  the  total  amount  of  use 
authorized  in  permits  will  not  change. 

If  an  outfitter  or  guide  is  authorized  for 
more  than  one  activity,  estimates  of  use 
will  be  based  on  past  actual  use  records 
or  anticipated  use. 

When  an  outfitter  or  guide  conducts 
more  than  one  authorized  activity  on  a 
given  day,  the  Alaska  Region  charges 
the  outfitter  or  guide  only  one  fee,  and 
that  fee  is  whatever  activity  has  the 
highest  fee.  For  example,  if  an  outfitter 
or  guide  conducts  hiking  and  freshwater 
fishing,  the  fee  will  be  the  charge  for 
freshwater  fishing,  sipce  it  is  higher 
than  the  fee  for  hiking  (which  is 
included  in  general  recreation). 

Comments  Requesting  Clarification 

Comment.  The  State  of  Alaska 
requested  clarification  of  the  Alaska 
Department  of  Fish  and  Game’s 
responsibility  for  maintaining  the 
sustainability  of  fish  and  wildlife 
pursuant  to  section  1314  of  Alaska 
National  Interest  Lands  Conservation 
Act  (ANILCA)  and  affirmation  of  the 


fact  that  the  fees  in  the  revised  policy 
will  not  diminish  that  responsibility. 

Response.  Nothing  in  the  final  flat  fee 
policy  diminishes  the  State’s 
responsibility  for  managing  fish  and 
wildlife  in  Alaska’s  National  Forests 
pursuant  to  section  1314  of  ANILCA. 

The  Alaska  Region  affirms  that 
responsibility  in  Forest  Service  Manual 
Supplement  2323.32,  which  states  that 
“the  taking  of  fish  and  wildlife  shall  be 
conducted  in  accordance  with  the 
provisions  of  ANILCA,  Section  1314, 
and  other  applicable  State  and  Federal 
laws.” 

Basis  of  Forest  Service  Fees 

Comment.  Some  respondents  stated 
that  the  purpose  of  land  use  fees  is  to 
cover  administrative  costs  and  help  the 
Service  offset  any  impacts  that  activities 
may  have  on  the  land. 

Response.  Under  the  Independent 
Offices  Appropriations  Act  of  1952, 

OMB  Circular  No.  A-25,  and  Forest 
Service  regulations,  the  standard  for 
determining  land  use  fees  charged  by 
the  Forest  Service  is  the  market  value  of 
the  use  of  NFS  lands,  not  the  impact  of 
the  use  on  NFS  lands.  Forest  Service 
regulations  state  that  the  fees  charged  to 
outfitters  and  guides  are  “based  on  the 
fair  market  value  of  the  rights  and 
privileges  authorized,  as  determined  by 
appraisal  or  other  sound  business 
management  principles”  [36  CFR 
251.57(a)(1)].  Therefore,  it  would  not  be 
appropriate  to  take  into  account  the 
impacts  of  outfitting  and  guiding 
activities  in  setting  land  use  fees. 

Implementation 

Comment.  Some  respondents 
suggested  a  phased-in  implementation 
for  the  fee  policy.  One  respondent 
believed  that  the  proposed  flat  fee 
system  would  pose  an  undue  burden  for 
lower-priced  tour  operators.  Another 
respondent  requested  a  waiver  or 
reduced  fee  for  outfitting  and  guiding 
services  that  were  contracted  prior  to 
implementation  of  the  fe^  policy. 

Response.  The  Forest  Service  is 
delaying  implementation  of  the  final  flat 
fee  policy  until  January  1,  2010,  to  give 
outfitters  and  guides  in  the  Alaska 
Region  time  to  make  price  adjustments 
based  on  the  policy.  Once  it  is 
implemented,  the  fee  schedule  in  the 
final  policy  will  be  updated  in 
accordance  with  the  Implicit  Price 
Deflator-Gross  Domestic  Product  (IPD) 
and  periodic  market  surveys  of 
unguided  land  use  fees. 

Comparison  of  the  Current  and  Final 
Outfitting  and  Guiding  Land  Use  Fees 

Table  1  displays  the  Alaska  Region 
outfitting  and  guiding  activities  in

column  1 .  The  activities  that  are  shown 
in  bold  are  the  final  flat  fee  policy 
activities.  Column  2  shows  the  2008  fees 
charged  for  those  activities.  The  fees  for 
the  final  policy  for  outfitting  and 


guiding  land  use  in  the  Alaska  Region 
that  will  be  effective  January  1,  2010, 
are  shown  in  column  3.  These  fees 
apply  to  both  temporary  and  priority 
use  permits.  The  minimum  fee  for 


outfitting  and  guiding,  regardless  of  the 
size  of  their  business,  is  $100.

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Implementation 

The  final  land  use  fee  policy  will 
become  effective  January  1,  2010.  The 
Alaska  Region  intends  to  conduct  a 
market  review  approximately  every  five 
years  to  update  the  land  use  fees  for 
outfitting  and  guiding  based  on  a  market 
survey  of  fees  charged  by  non-federal 
landowners  for  unguided  recreational 
activities  that  are  comparable  to  those 
conducted  by  outfitters  and  guides  in 
the  Alaska  Region.  As  part  of  the  market 
survey,  the  Alaska  Region  will  evaluate 
market  data  regarding  comparable 
unguided  recreational  activities 
conducted  on  non-federal  land  that  are 
submitted  by  the  outfitting  and  guiding 
industry,  and  outfitters  and  guides  in 
the  Alaska  Region. 

Regulatory  Certifications 

Environmental  Impact 

This  proposed  policy  will  establish 
administrative  fee  categories  and 
procedures  for  calculating  land  use  fees 
for  outfitters  and  guides  operating  in  the 
Alaska  Region  of  the  Forest  Service. 
Section  31.12  of  FSH  1909.15  (57  FR 
43180,  September  18,  1992)  excludes 
from  documentation  in  an 
environmental  assessment  or 
environmental  impact  statement  “rules, 
regulations  or  policies  to  establish 
Service-wide  administrative  procedures, 
program  processes  or  instructions.”  The 
Alaska  Region’s  preliminary  assessment 
is  that  this  final  policy  falls  within  this 
category  of  actions  and  that  no 
extraordinary  circumstances  exist  that 
would  require  preparation  of  an 
environmental  assessment  or 
environmental  impact  statement. 

Regulatory  Impact 

This  final  policy  has  been  reviewed 
under  USD  A  procedures  and  Executive 
Order  12866  on  regulatory  planning  and 
review.  The  Office  of  Management  and 
Budget  has  determined  that  this  not  a 
significant  policy.  The  final  policy 
cannot  and  may  not  reasonably  be 
anticipated  to  lead  to  an  annual  effect  of 
$100  million  or  more  on  or  adversely 
affect  in  a  material  way  the  economy,  a 
sector  of  the  economy,  productivity, 
competition,  jobs,  the  environment, 
public  health  or  safety,  or  state,  local,  or 
tribal  governments  or  communities; 
create  a  serious  inconsistency  or 
otherwise  interfere  with  an  action  taken 
or  planned  by  another  agency;  raise 
novel  legal  or  policy  issues;  or 
materially  alter  the  budgetary  impact  of 
entitlements,  grants,  user  fees,  or  loan 
programs  or  the  rights  or  obligations  of 
beneficiaries  of  those  programs. 
Accordingly,  this  final  policy  is  not 


subject  to  OMB  review  under  Executive 
Order  12866,  as  amended  by  Executive 
Order  13422. 

This  final  policy  has  also  been 
considered  in  light  of  the  Regulatory 
Flexibility  Act,  as  amended  (5  U.S.C. 

601  et.  seq.).  The  final  policy  will  affect 
a  substantial  number  of  small  entities. 
However,  the  impact  on  those  entities 
will  not  be  significant.  The  final  fee 
increases  are  not  significant  when 
compared  to  the  amounts  charged  by 
these  entities  to  their  clients  and  can 
readily  be  absorbed.  Accordingly,  the 
final  policy  will  not  affect  the 
competitive  position  of  small  entities  in 
relation  to  large  entities,  nor  will  the 
final  policy  substantially  affect  small 
entities’  cash  flow,  liquidity,  or  ability 
to  remain  in  the  market.  In  addition,  the 
final  policy  will  not  impose  new  record¬ 
keeping  requirements  on  small  business 
holders  of  special  use  authorizations.  To 
the  contrary,  the  greater  efficiency  and 
consistency  achieved  by  the  final  policy 
in  simplifying  the  fee  categories  and  the 
method  for  updating  fees  will  benefit 
both  outfitters  and  guides  in  the  Alaska 
Region  and  the  Forest  Service. 

Therefore,  no  further  analysis  is 
required  under  the  Regulatory 
Flexibility  Act. 

No  Takings  Implications 

This  final  policy  has  been  analyzed  in 
accordance  with  the  principles  and 
criteria  contained  in  Executive  Order 
12630.  The  Alaska  Region  has 
determined  that  the  final  policy  will  not 
pose  the  risk  of  a  taking  of  private 
property. 

Civil  Justice  Reform 

This  final  policy  has  been  reviewed 
under  Executive  Order  12988  on  civil 
justice  reform.  Upon  adoption  of  the 
final  policy,  (1)  all  state  and  local  laws 
and  regulations  that  are  in  conflict  with 
this  final  policy  or  that  will  impede  its 
full  implementation  will  be  preempted; 
(2)  no  retroactive  effect  will  be  given  to 
this  final  policy;  and  (3)  it  will  not 
require  administrative  proceedings 
before  parties  may  file  suit  in  court 
challenging  its  provisions. 

Unfunded  Mandates 

Pursuant  to  Title  II  of  the  Unfunded 
Mandates  Reform  Act  of  1995  (2  U.S.C. 
1531-1538),  which  the  President  signed 
into  law  on  March  22,  1995,  the  Alaska 
Region  has  assessed  the  effects  of  the 
final  policy  on  state,  local,  and  tribal 
governments  and  the  private  sector. 
This  final  policy  will  not  compel  the 
expenditure  of  $100  million  or  more  by 
any  state,  local,  or  tribal  government  or 
anyone  in  the  private  sector.  Therefore, 


a  statement  under  Section  202  of  the  act 
is  not  required. 

Federalism  and  Consultation  and 
Coordination  With  Indian  Tribal 
Governments 

The  Alaska  Region  has  considered 
this  final  policy  under  the  requirements 
of  Executive  Order  13132  on  federalism 
and  has  determined  that  the  final  policy 
conforms  with  the  federalism  principles 
set  out  in  this  Executive  Order;  will  not 
impose  any  compliance  costs  on  the 
States;  and  will  not  have  substantial 
direct  effects  on  the  States,  the 
relationship  between  the  Federal 
government  and  the  States,  or  the 
distribution  of  power  and 
responsibilities  among  the  various 
levels  of  government.  Therefore,  the 
Alaska  Region  has  determined  that  no 
further  assessment  of  federalism 
implications  is  necessary. 

Moreover,  this  final  policy  will  not 
have  Tribal  implications  as  defined  by 
Executive  Order  13175,  “Consultation 
and  Coordination  with  Indian  Tribal 
Governments,”  and  therefore  advance 
consultation  with  Tribes  is  not  required.

This  final  policy  has  been  reviewed 
under  Executive  Order  13211  of  May  18, 
2001,  “Actions  Concerning  Regulations 
That  Significantly  Affect  Energy  Supply, 
Distribution,  or  Use.”  The  Alaska 
Region  has  determined  that  this  final 
policy  will  not  constitute  a  significant 
energy  action  as  defined  in  the 
Executive  Order.

This  final  policy  does  not  contain  any 
record-keeping  or  reporting 
requirements  or  other  information 
collection  requirements  as  defined  in  5 
CFR  part  1320  that  are  not  already 
required  by  law  or  not  already  approved 
for  use.

(NMFS)  notifies  vessel  owners,  in 
writing,  when  their  vessels  have  been 
selected.  The  owners  of  those  vessels 
are  then  required  to  notify  NMFS  before 
commencing  any  fishing  trip  for 
Atlantic  HMS.  Such  notification  allows 
NMFS  to  arrange  for  observer 
placements  and  assignments. 

Vessels  are  selected  randomly  from  a 
list  of  active  vessels  that  have  reported 
landings  of  targeted  species  during  the 
previous  year.  Observers  are  placed 
aboard  vessels  to  collect,  among  other 
things,  information  on  species  caught, 
catch  disposition,  gear,  effort,  and 
bycatch.  The  information  is  used  in 
stock  assessments  to  estimate  rates  of 
bycatch  of  non-targeted  and  protected 
species  such  as  sea  turtles,  and  to 
improve  overall  management  of  the 
fishery. 

A  Biological  Opinion  (BiOp)  issued 
on  June  1,  2004,  under  the  Endangered 
Species  Act,  requires  a  minimum  of 
eight  percent  observer  coverage  in  the 
pelagic  longline  fishery.  In  order  to 
better  monitor  incidental  landings  of 
bluefin  tuna  in  the  Gulf  of  Mexico, 
during  bluefin  tuna  spawning  season, 
pelagic  longline  vessels  fishing  in  the 
gulf  will  be  subject  to  100  percent 
observer  coverage  from  March  9-June  9 
(41  vessels). 

The  shark  bottom  longline  observer 
program  has  set  a  target  of  five  percent 
observer  coverage  in  the  shark  bottom 
longline  fishery.  A  BiOp  issued  in 
October  2003  requires  NMFS  to 
maintain  or  increase  this  level  of 
observer  coverage.  Additionally, 
upcoming  management  measures  will 
establish  a  shark  research  fishery 
including  approximately  10  vessels  with 
1 00  percent  coverage  throughout  the 
year.  Observer  coverage  for  the  shark 
gillnet  fishery  fluctuates  from 
approximately  50  percent  to  100 
percent,  depending  on  the  time  of  year. 
Although  technically  not  required, 
vessels  operating  in  other  HMS  fisheries 
may  be  selected  for  observer  coverage 
depending  on  factors  including  limited 
funding.  Burden  estimates  include  a  ten 
percent  adjustment  upward  from 
current  levels  to  account  for  future 
expansion  of  observer  coverage  in  other 
fisheries.

Needs  and  Uses:  Government 
agencies  and  private  companies  use 
statistics  from  the  Survey  of  Housing 
Starts,  Sales,  and  Completions, 
otherwise  known  as  the  Survey  of 
Construction  (SOC)  to  monitor  and 
evaluate  the  large  and  dynamic  housing 
construction  industry.  Data  for  two 
principal  economic  indicators  are 
produced  from  the  SOC:  New 
Residential  Construction  (housing  starts 
and  housing  completions)  and  New 
Residential  Sales.  In  addition,  a  number 
of  other  statistical  series  are  produced, 
including  extensive  information  on  the 
physical  characteristics  of  new 
residential  buildings,  and  indexes 
measuring  rates  of  inflation  in  the  price 


of  new  buildings.  These  statistics  are 
based  on  a  sample  of  residential 
buildings  in  permit-issuing  places  and  a 
road  canvass  in  a  sample  of  land  areas 
not  covered  by  building  permit  systems. 

The  field  representatives  (FRs)  mail 
forms  SOC-QI/SF.l  and  SOC-QI/MF.l 
to  new  respondents  to  complete.  A  few 
days  later,  the  FRs  either  call  or  visit  the 
respondents  to  enter  their  survey 
responses  into  a  laptop  computer  using 
the  Computer-Assisted  Personal 
Interviewing  (CAPI)  software  formatted 
for  the  SOC-QI/SF.l  and  SOC-QI/MF.l 
forms.  The  respondents  are 
homebuilders,  real  estate  agents,  rental 
agents,  or  new  homeowners  of  sampled 
residential  buildings.  FRs  contact 
respondents  multiple  times  based  on  the 
number  of  projects  in  the  sample  and 
the  number  of  months  required  to 
complete  the  project. 

The  CAPI  software  for  all  SOC  data 
collection  has  been  rewritten  and 
modernized  to  work  on  laptop 
computers  with  the  Microsoft  Windows 
operating  system.  The  new  software  has 
been  used  in  the  field  since  May  2008. 
The  new  software  provides  the 
opportunity  to  modify  the  questionnaire 
to  introduce  new  data  items  that  are  of 
interest  to  data  users.  After  working 
with  key  data  users  and  testing  potential 
new  data  items,  we  identified  seven 
new  data  items  to  be  added  to  the 
single-family  questionnaire  and  three 
new  items  for  the  multi-family 
questionnaire.  We  request  approval  to 
add  these  questions  to  the  electronic 
questionnaire  in  December  2008  to 
allow  tabulation  of  these  characteristics 
for  buildings  started,  completed,  or  sold 
in  2009. 

The  Census  Bureau  also  worked  with 
key  data  users  to  review  the  existing 
data  items  for  relevance  and  determined 
that  information  about  whether  closing 
costs  are  included  in  the  sales  price  is 
of  limited  usefulness  because  the  dollar 
value  of  these  costs  is  not  collected. 

Data  userg  had  little  interest  in  the  data 
so  the  question  has  been  eliminated. 

The  previous  SOC  questionnaire 
software  required  that  all  characteristics 
of  new  single-family  units  be  re-asked  at 
time  of  completion  to  identify  any 
changes  that  occurred  during  the 
construction  process.  Census  staff 
studied  the  data  and  determined  that 
the  square  footage  of  the  house  and 
basement  were  the  only  characteristics 
that  changed  significantly  upon 
completion  of  the  house  and  need  to  be 
re-asked.  Data  users  requested  updates 
to  the  sale  price,  contract  price,  and 
intent  at  time  of  completion,  so  these 
questions  will  also  be  re-asked.  Because 
several  questions  will  no  longer  be  re- 
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asked,  the  overall  length  of  the  average 
interview  will  not  change. 

The  Census  Bureau  uses  the 
information  collected  in  the  SOC  to 
publish  estimates  of  the  number  of  new 
residential  housing  units  started,  under 
construction,  completed,  and  the 
number  of  new  houses  sold  and  for  sale. 
The  Census  Bureau  also  publishes  many 
financial  and  physical  characteristics  of 
new  housing  units.  Government 
agencies  use  these  statistics  to  evaluate 
economic  policy,  measure  progress 
towards  the  national  housing  goal,  make 
policy  decisions,  and  formulate 
legislation.  For  example,  the  Board  of 
Governors  of  the  Federal  Reserve 
System  uses  data  from  this  survey  to 
evaluate  the  effect  of  interest  rates  in 
this  interest-rate  sensitive  area  of  the 
economy.  The  Bureau  of  Economic 
Analysis  uses  the  data  in  developing  the 
Gross  Domestic  Product  (GDP).  The 
private  sector  uses  the  information  for 
estimating  the  demand  for  building 
materials  and  the  many  products  used 
in  new  housing  and  to  schedule 
production,  distribution,  and  sales 
efforts.  The  financial  community  uses 
the  data  to  estimate  the  demand  for 
short-term  (construction  loans)  and 
long-term  (mortgages)  borrowing.

I.  Abstract 

The  Census  Bureau  will  conduct  the 
2010  Census  Program  for  Evaluations 
and  Experiments  (CPEX)  to  evaluate  the 
current  census  and  to  build  a 
foundation  on  which  to  make  early  and 
informed  decisions  for  planning  the 
next  one  in  2020.  Program  planners 
designed  CPEX  to  measure  the 
effectiveness  of  the  2010  Census  design 
(including  operations,  systems,  and 
processes),  in  addition  to  determining 
how  the  design  impacts  data  quality. 

The  2010  CPEX  consists  of 
assessments,  experiments,  and 
evaluations.  Assessments  document 
final  volumes,  rates,  and  costs  for 
individual  operations  or  processes;  they 
do  not  involve  unique  data  collections, 
and  therefore  will  not  be  submitted  for 
clearance.  Experiments  are  quantitative 
studies  that  occur  during  a  decennial 
census.  The  decennial  environment  is 
required  for  experimental  studies 
because  it  provides  the  best  conditions 
to  learn  about  the  value  of  new  methods 
and  to  accurately  measure  their 


effectiveness  and  feasibility.  Finally, 
evaluation  studies  analyze,  interpret, 
and  synthesize  the  effectiveness  of 
census  components,  and  their  impact  on 
data  quality  and  coverage.  Evaluation 
studies  use  data  collected  from  census 
operations,  processes,  systems,  and 
auxiliary  data  collections. 

The  2010  CPEX  program  will  operate 
as  a  generic  clearance.  This  public 
notice  specifically  accounts  for  data 
collection  plans  for  four  experiments 
and  three  evaluations.  The  balance  of 
evaluations  that  potentially  require 
independent  data  collections  in  the 
2010  CPEX  will  be  submitted  to  the 
Office  of  Management  and  Budget 
(OMB)  on  a  flow  basis,  as  more  detail  of 
the  activities  are  known.  The  estimated 
number  of  respondents  and  annual 
reporting  hours  being  requested  cover 
both  the  known  and  yet  to  be  submitted 
experiments  and  evaluations. 

The  Census  Bureau  plans  four 
experimental  designs:  Alternative 
Questionnaire  Experiment  (AQE);  2010 
Nonresponse  Followup  (NRFU)  Contact 
Strategy  Experiment;  2010  Deadline 
Messaging  (DM)  Experiment,  and  2010 
Privacy  Notification  (PN)  Experiment. 
Most  of  the  experimental  designs  have 
been  developed  to  test  more  than  one 
research  objective,  resulting  in-multiple 
treatments  per  study.  All  experimental 
questionnaires  received  will  be  treated 
as  the  respondents’  official  census  form. 
This  public  notice  also  includes  three 
evaluations:  2010  AQE  Reinterview 
Evaluation;  2010  Content  Reinterview 
Evaluation;  and  2010  Alternative  Group 
Quarters  (GQ)  Questionnaire  Evaluation. 

Alternative  Questionnaire  Experiment 
(AQE) 

The  AQE  has  several  objectives.  The 
overall  goal  of  the  study  is  to  continue 
efforts  to  develop  a  user-friendly 
mailout  questionnaire  that  can  be 
accurately  completed  by  respondents. 
This  experiment  will  test  various 
designs  on  how  the  Census  Bureau  asks 
respondents  to  provide  their  data  on  the 
paper  form.  A  large  focus  of  the  2010 
AQE  is  on  methods  to  improve  the 
completeness  and  accuracy  for  reporting 
of  race  and  Hispanic  origin.  Four  panels 
will  test  the  performance  of  a  combined 
race  and  Hispanic  origin  question  (these 
data  are  currently  collected  by  asking 
two  separate  questions:  one  on  race  and 
one  on  Hispanic  origin).  In  addition  to 
testing  a  combined  question  on  race  and 
Hispanic  origin,  seven  panels  will  be 
devoted  to  potential  refinements  of  the 
current  separate-question  approach,  for 
a  total  of  eleven  panels  devoted  to  race 
and  Hispanic  origin  research.  Other 
topics  covered  by  the  AQE  include  an 
examination  of  true  residence  status  by . 
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collecting  additional  information  on  the 
initial  census  return  pertaining  to 
household  coverage  (one  panel)  and  an 
examination  of  the  effectiveness  of  all 
questionnaire  changes  made  since 
Census  2000  (one  panel).  The  Census 
Bureau  accomplishes  the  latter  by 
administering  the  Census  2000  form  to 
a  subset  of  the  2010  universe. 

The  AQE  comprises  fourteen  panels, 
including  a  control  panel.  The  estimated 
sample  size  for  each  panel  dealing  with 
race  and  Hispanic  origin  is  30,000.  The 
estimated  sample  size  of  the  panel 
examining  alternative  designs  of  the 
undercount  (and  overcount)  questions 
in  the  mail  form,  to  effectively  identify 
census  coverage  errors  for  follow-up  is 
30,000.  The  estimated  sample  size  of  the 
panel  examining  combined  effects  on 
the  data  of  all  questionnaire  changes 
made  in  the  2010  mail  questionnaire  is 
10,000.  For  all  panels,  a  national  sample 
of  households  will  be  selected  with  a 
stratified  sample  design.  Sample 
households  will  receive  one  of  thirteen 
experimental  forms  instead  of  the 
standard  2010  Census  form.  For  the 
control  panel,  the  estimated  sample  size 
is  30,000.  These  households  will  receive 
the  standard  2010  Census  form. 

The  performance  of  the  experimental 
treatments  will  be  measured  in  two 
ways.  First,  researchers  will  compare 
item  nonresponse  statistics  and  overall 
mail  response  rates  to  the  2010  Census 
“control”  panel  (i.e.,  the  standard  2010 
census  form  which  excludes 
experimental  factors).  The  statistics 
include  mail  response  rate,  data  item 
nonresponse  rates,  data  item 
distributions,  “correctness”  of  the 
household  count  question,  and  the  rate 
at  which  respondents  incorrectly  skip 
questions  that  they  should  answer. 
Second,  researchers  will  analyze 
findings  from  the  AQE  Reinterview 
Evaluation  described  later  in  this 
document. 

2010  Nonresponse  Followup  (NRFU) 
Contact  Strategy  Experiment 

The  primary  objective  of  this 
experiment  is  to  understand  the  effects 
of  changing  the  number  of  NRFU 
contacts  in  a  census  environment.  This 
study  has  the  potential  to  provide  large 
cost  savings  through  a  possible 
reduction  in  NRFU  contacts.  In  recent 
decennial  censuses,  enumerators  have 
attempted  six  contacts.  The  goal  is  to 
determine  whether  cost  savings  can  be 
realized  by  reducing  the  number  of 
NRFU  contacts,  while  maintaining  the 
same  level  of  data  quality. 

The  2010  NRFU  Contact  Strategy 
Experiment  comprises  three  panels 
(including  a  control  panel),  with  an 
estimated  sample  size  of  40,000  each, 


for  an  estimated  total  sample  of  120,000. 
Three  Local  Census  Offices  (LCOs)  will 
be  chosen.  In  each  of  these  three,  one 
field  office  supervisor  district  (FOSD) 
will  be  selected  for  this  experiment. 
Within  the  selected  FOSDs,  the  panels 
(that  is,  number  of  contacts)  will  be 
assigned  to  whole  crewleader  districts 
(CLDs).  Panels  are  split  into  two 
enumerator  form  treatments  (allowing  a 
maximum  four  contacts,  or  a  maximum 
five  contacts)  and  a  “control”  (that  is,  a 
maximum  of  six  contacts).  There  are  up 
to  eight  CLDs  in  each  FOSD.  All 
enumerators  in  a  particular  CLD  will 
use  the  same  enumerator  form. 

2010  Deadline  Messaging  (DM) 
Experiment 

The  goal  of  the  2010  DM  Experiment 
is  to  assess  alternatives  for  increasing 
mail  response  by  including  a  deadline 
message  for  questionnaire  return  on 
various  mailing  pieces  in  addition  to 
implementing  a  delayed  mailing 
schedule  (building  on  previously 
successful  testing).  The  Deadline 
Messaging  experiment  tests  three 
different  messages,  which  are 
implemented  both  in  combination  with 
the  compressed  schedule  and  without 
the  compressed  schedule.  The 
experiment  also  implements  the 
standard  mailing  materials  (no  deadline 
message)  sent  on  the  compressed 
schedule,  for  a  total  of  seven  treatments.

set  of  messages  that  simply  indicates  the 
date  that  the  form  should  be  mailed 
back  by);  Deadline  Messaging  2:  Tests  a 
set  of  deadline  messages  with 
“progressive  urgency”  on  the  advance 
letter,  initial  questionnaire  cover  letter 
and  outgoing  envelope  of  the  initial 
questionnaire  package  (i.e.,  uses  a 
stricter  and  progressively  more  urgent 
message  wording  that  emphasizes  the 
“deadline”  date  and  also  prbvides  a 
reminder  that  census  response  is 
required  by  law);  Deadline  Messaging  3: 
Tests  a  “NRFU  motivation”  set  of 
deadline  messages  on  the  advance  letter, 
initial  questionnaire  cover  letter,  and 
outgoing  envelope  of  the  initial 
questionnaire  package  (i.e.,  people  are 
reminded  about  the  inconvenience  of 
interviewers  coming  to  their  home); 
Compressed  Schedule:  2010  Census 
standard  materials  mailed  on  a 
“compressed  schedule”.  That  is,  the 
advance  letter,  initial  questionnaire 
package  and  reminder  postcard  are  all 
slightly  delayed,  to  reach  the 
respondent  closer  to  Census  Day;  and 


the  three  combination  treatments.  A 
control  panel  will  receive  the  standard 
set  of  2010  mailing  materials  sent  on  the 
standard  mailing  schedule.  The 
estimated  sample  size  for  all  panels  is 
10,000  each,  for  a  total  of  80,000. 

2010  Privacy  Notification  (PN) 
Experiment 

The  goal  of  the  2010  PN  Experiment 
is  to  improve  alternatives  for  increasing 
mail  response  by  testing  alternative 
presentation  and  placement  of  privacy 
messages  in  the  initial  questionnaire 
cover  letter,  reminder  postcards,  and 
envelopes.  A  sample  of  households  will 
receive  the  alternative  wording  included 
on  the  cover  letter  that  arrives  with  their 
2010  Census  questionnaire  in  one  of  two 
treatments:  Privacy  1:  Tests  an  added 
administrative  records  use  message  on 
the  initial  questionnaire  cover  letter;

The  control  panel  for  the  PN 
Experiment  is  shared  with  the  control 
panel  for  the  DM  Experiment.  Therefore 
the  sample  size  for  it  is  not  shown  here 
to  avoid  counting  it  twice.) 

2010  AQE  Reinterview  Evaluation  and 
2010  Content  Reinterview  Evaluation 

While  they  are  technically  two 
separate  evaluations,  the  Census  Bureau 
will  combine  the  2010  AQE  Reinterview 
Evaluation  and  the  2010  Content 
Reinterview  Evaluation  into  one 
statistical  design  for  purposes  of 
operational  efficiency.  The  overall 
sample  for  the  2010  AQE  Reinterview 
Evaluation  and  the  2010  Content 
Reinterview  Evaluation  is  58,500.  As 
planners  finalize  the  sample  design  for 
these  evaluations,  the  Census  Bureau 
will-divide  the  58,500  into  three 
subsamples.  The  Census  Bureau  will 
use  the  first  two  subsamples  for  the 
2010  AQE  Reinterview  Evaluation  and 
the  remaining  subsample  for  the  2010 
Content  Reinterview  Evaluation. 

In  addition  to  the  eleven  panels 
devoted  to  race  and  Hispanic  origin 
research,  the  Census  Bureau  will  collect 
data  via  a  follow-up  reinterview  from  a 
subset  of  AQE  respondents  that  focuses 
on  the  race  and  Hispanic  origin 
questions.  This  reinterview  will  ask 
probing  questions  in  addition  to  the 
various  race  and  Hispanic  origin 
treatments  tested  in  the  AQE.  The  data 
obtained  in  the  probing  reinterview  will 
be  critical  to  producing  bias  measures 
for  the  experimental  AQE  race  and 
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Hispanic  origin  questions.  As 
mentioned  above,  the  AQE  Reinterview 
Evaluation  will  be  administered  to  two 
subsamples.  The  first  subsample  will 
ask  probing  questions  on  the  design  of 
separate  race  and  Hispanic  Origin 
questions,  while  the  second  subsample 
will  ask  probing  questions  on  the  design 
of  a  combined  race  and  Hispanic  Origin 
question. 

The  Census  Bureau  will  also  conduct 
a  Content  Reinterview  Evaluation.  The 
Census  Bureau  conducts  this  evaluation 
to  measure  response  error  (including  an 
examination  of  the  reliability  and 
accuracy  of  responses  to  the  census 
questionnaire).  In  short,  the  reinterview 
consists  of  asking  respondents  the  same 
set  of  questions  on  the  Decennial 
Census  Short  Form  (D-l)  to  determine 
if  questions  are  worded  sufficiently  to 
produce  consistent  responses. 

2010  Alternative  Group  Quarters  (GQ) 
Questionnaire  Evaluation 

By  collecting  an  alternative  address 
for  all  GQ  respondents,  this  test 
examines  additional  ways  of  correcting 
duplicates  and  other  erroneous 
enumerations  in  the  Census  without  a 
costly  follow-up  operation.  The  address, 
previously  asked  of  only  GQ 
respondents  who  are  allowed  to  claim  a 
“usual  home  elsewhere,”  would  be 
asked  of  everyone.  Results  will  be 
compared  against  the  “control,”  which 
consists  of  the  standard  2010  Census 
individual  GQ  forms.  This  test  is 
comprised  of  one  treatment  with  an 
estimated  sample  size  of  2,500.  For  this 
test,  researchers  will  select  whole  GQs 
rather  than  selecting  a  subsample  of 
residents  from  many  GQs.  For  example, 
an  entire  college  dormitory  would  be  in 
sample  as  opposed  to  sampling 
residents  of  the  dormitory  who  stay  in 
rooms  ending  with  an  even  number.

For  experiments,  the  information  will 
be  collected  through  a  variety  of  forms 
(delivered  by  mail  or  an  enumerator)  or 
face-to-face  interviews.  For  evaluations, 
the  information  will  be  collected  during 
personal  visits  by  enumerators  using 
paper  forms  or  telephone  interviews. 

The  range  of  methods  that  may  be 
needed  for  the  balance  of  evaluations 
include  customer  satisfaction  surveys, 
telephone  surveys,  field  personal  visits, 
and/or  focus  groups  with  respondents. 
The  detailed  methods  will  be  provided 
in  the  separate  OMB  clearance 
submissions.

The  Census  Bureau  has  completed 
four  studies  designed  to  evaluate  the 
efficacy  of  modified  procedures  for 
improving  coverage  through  the  use  of 
a  coverage  follow-up  of  the  population 
and  its  housing:  (1)  The  2004  Census 
Test  Coverage  Research  Follow-up 
(OMB  Control  Number  0607-0910);  (2) 
the  2005  National  Census  Test  Coverage

Background 

On  May  5,  2008,  the  Department 
published  the  preliminary 
determination  of  sales  at  less  than  fair 
value  (LTFV)  in  the  antidumping 
investigation  of  polyethylene 
terephthalate  film,  sheet  and  strip  from 
Brazil.  See  Notice  of  Preliminary 
Determination  of  Sales  at  Less  Than 
Fair  Value:  Polyethylene  Terephthalate 
Film,  Sheet,  and  Strip  from  Brazil,  73 
FR  24560  (May  5,  2008)  (Preliminary 
Determination).  On  June  5,  2006  we 
extended  the  due  date  for  issuing  our 
final  determination  to  September  17, 
2008.  See  Postponement  of  Final 
Determination  of  Antidumping  Duty 
Investigations:  Polyethylene 
Terephthalate  Film,  Sheet  and  Strip 
from  the  People’s  Republic  of  China, 
Brazil,  and  Thailand.  73  FR  31964,  June 
5,  2006.  We  invited  parties  to  comment 
on  the  Preliminary  Determination.  We 
received  no  comments. 

Period  of  Investigation 

The  period  of  investigation  is  July  1, 
2006,  through  June  30,  2007. 

Scope  of  Investigation 

The  products  covered  in  this 
investigation  are  all  gauges  of  raw,  pre¬ 
treated,  or  primed  PET  film,  whether 
extruded  or  co-extruded.  Excluded  are 
metalized  films  and  other  finished  films 
that  have  had  at  least  one  of  their 
surfaces  modified  by  the  application  of 
a  performance-enhancing  resinous  or 
inorganic  layer  more  than  0.00001 
inches  thick.  Also,  excluded  is  roller 
transport  cleaning  film  which  has  at 
least  one  of  its  surfaces  modified  by 
application  of  0.5  micrometers  of  SBR 
latex.  Tracing  and  drafting  film  is  also 
excluded.  PET  film  is  classifiable  under 
subheading  3920.62.00.90  of  the 
Harmonized  Tariff  Schedule  of  the 
United  States  (HTSUS).  While  HTSUS 
subheadings  cure  provided  for 
convenience  and  Customs  purposes,  our 
written  description  of  the  scope  of  this 
investigation  is  dispositive. 

Adverse  Facts  Available 

For  the  final  determination,  we 
continue  to  find  that  by  failing  to 
respond  to  sections  A  through  E  of  our 
questionnaire  and  by  withdrawing  from 
the  proceeding,  Terphane  Ltda,  (Brazil) 
(Terphane)  did  not  cooperate  to  the  best 
of  its  ability  in  this  investigation.  See 
Preliminary  Determination,  73  FR  at 
24562-24563.  Thus,  the  Department 
continues  to  find  the  use  of  adverse 
facts  available  is  warranted  for  this 


company  in  accordance  with  sections 
776(a)(2)  and  (b)  of  the  Act.  As  we 
explained  in  the  Preliminary 
Determination,  the  rate  of  44.36  percent 
we  selected  as  the  adverse  facts- 
available  rate  is  the  highest  margin 
alleged  in  the  petition  and  we 
corroborated  the  adverse  facts-available 
rate  pursuant  to  section  776(c)  of  the 
Act. 

All-Others  Rate 

As  explained  in  the  Preliminary 
Determination,  we  continue  to  assign  as 
the  all-others  rate  a  simple  average  of 
the  rates  in  the  petition,  that  is,  28.72 
percent.

We  will 
instruct  CBP  to  require  a  cash  deposit  or 
the  posting  of  a  bond  equal  to  the 
weighted-average  margin,  as  indicated

28.72  percent.  These  suspension-of- 
liquidation  instructions  will  remain  in 
effect  until  further  notice.

Excluded  are 
metallized  films  and  other  finished 
films  that  have  had  at  least  one  of  their 
surfaces  modified  by  the  application  of 
a  performance-enhancing  resinous  or 
inorganic  layer  more  than  0.00001 
inches  thick.  Also  excluded  is  Roller 
transport  cleaning  film  which  has  at

Tracing  and  drafting  film  is  also 
excluded.  PET  film  is  classifiable  under 
subheading  3920.62.00.90  of  the 
Harmonized  Tariff  Schedule  of  the 
United  States  (HTSUS).  While  HTSUS 
subheadings  are  provided  for 
convenience  and  U.S.  Customs  and 
Border  Protection  (CBP)  purposes,  our 
written  description  of  the  scope  of  this 
investigation  is  dispositive. 

Analysis  of  Comments  Received 

All  issues  raised  in  the  case  and 
rebuttal  briefs  by  parties  to  this 
investigation  are  addressed  in  the

Targeted  Dumping 

On  August  4,  2008,  the  Department 
issued  its  Targeted  Dumping 
Memorandum,  finding  that  the 
petitioners'  allegation  did  not  provide 
sufficient  information  and  analysis  to 
warrant  the  conduct  of  a  targeted 
dumping  analysis.  The  Department 
therein  recommended  applying  the 
standard  methodology  of  comparing 
weighted-average  normal  values  to 
weighted-average  export  prices  (or 
constructed  export  prices)  for  purposes 
of  calculating  the  dumping  margin  for 
the  final  determination.  After 
considering  comments  received  in  the 
case  and  rebuttal  briefs,  the  Department 
continues  to  find  that  petitioners’ 
allegations  of  targeted  dumping  do  not 
provide  a  reasonable  basis  to  find  a 
pattern  of  export  prices  for  comparable 
merchandise  that  differ  significantly 
among  purchasers.  We  determine 
further  that  petitioners  did  not 
demonstrate  that  any  such  differences 
could  not  be  taken  into  account  using 
the  average-to-average  methodology, 
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pursuant  to  section  777A(d)(l)(B)  of  the 
Act.  We  therefore  conclude  that,  for  this 
final  determination,  we  will  continue  to 
utilize  the  average-to-average 
methodology  in  calculating  the  final 
margin  for  respondent.  For  further 
discussion,  see  Comment  12  in  the 
Issues  and  Decision  Memorandum. 

Changes  Since  the  Preliminary 
Determination 

Based  on  our  analysis  of  information 
on  the  record  of  this  investigation,  and 
comments  received  from  the  interested 
parties,  we  have  made  changes  to  the 
margin  calculations  for  Flex  UAE.  We 
have  also  considered  information 
received  in  response  to  our  April  25, 

2008  questionnaire  and  information 
obtained  at  verification.  As  a  result,  we 
have  reclassified  certain  channel  2  and 
channel  3  sales  as  channel  1  (direct) 
sales.  Further,  we  have  revised  the  date 
of  sale  for  Flex  UAE’s  channel  1  sales 
and  recalculated  credit  expenses  and 
inventory  carrying  costs  for  the  different 
channels  as  necessary.

Duty  Investigations:  Polyethylene 
Terephthalate  Film,  Sheet,  and  Strip 
from  the  People’s  Republic  of  China, 
Brazil,  and  Thailand,  73  FR  31964  (June 
5,  2008). 

Between  June  5,  2008,  and  June  20, 
2008,  the  Department  conducted 
verifications  of  DTFC  and  DPHJ,  and 
their  U.S.  affiliate,  DuPont  Teijin  Films 
U.S.  Limited  Partnership  (“DTFUS”). 

See  the  “Verification”  section  below  for 
additional  information.  Upon  the  July 
28,  2008,  release  of  the  verification 
reports  for  DPHJ,  DTFUS,  and  DTFC, 
parties  were  allotted  seven  days  to 
comment  on  the  Preliminary 
Determination.  On  August  5,  2008,  the 
DuPont  Group  filed  a  case  brief.  No 
other  interested  parties  submitted  case 
briefs  or  rebuttal  briefs. 

Analysis  of  Comments  Received 

All  issues  raised  in  the  DuPont 
Group’s  case  brief  are  addressed  in  the 
“Issues  and  Decision  Memorandum  for 
the  Final  Determination  of  Sales  at  Less 
than  Fair  Value:  Polyethylene 
Terephthalate  Film,  Sheet,  and  Strip 
from  the  People’s  Republic  of  China,” 
dated  September  17,  2008  (“I&D 
Memo”),  which  is  hereby  adopted  by 
this  notice.  A  list  of  the  issues  which 
the  DuPont  Group  raised  and  to  which 
we  respond  in  the  I&D  Memo  is  attached 
to  this  notice  as  an  appendix.  The  I&D 
Memo  is  a  public  document  and  is  on 
file  in  the  Central  Records  Unit 
(“CRU”),  Main  Commerce  Building, 
Room  1117,  and  is  accessible  on  the 


world  wide  web  at  http:// 
www.trade.gov/ia.  The  paper  copy  and 
electronic  version  of  the  memorandum 
are  identical  in  content. 

Changes  Since  the  Preliminary 
Determination 

Based  on  our  analysis  of  information 
on  the  record  of  this  investigation,  and 
comments  received  from  the  interested 
parties,  we  have  made  changes  to  the 
margin  calculations  for  the  DuPont 
Group.  We  have  revalued  some  of  the 
surrogate  values  used  in  the  Preliminary 
Determination.  The  values  that  were 
modified  for  this  final  determination  are 
those  for  surrogate  financial  ratios  and 
PET  chips.  For  further  details  see  I&D 
Memo  at  Comments  1  and  3,  and 
Memorandum  to  the  File  from  Erin 
Begnal,  through  Scot  T.  Fullerton, 
Program  Manager,  AD/CVD  Operations, 
Office  9,  and  James  C.  Doyle,  Director, 
AD/CVD  Operations,  Office  9; 
Polyethylene  Terephthalate  Film,  Sheet, 
and  Strip  from  the  People’s  Republic  of 
China:  Surrogate  Values  for  the  Final 
Determination,  dated  September  17, 

2008  [“Final  Surrogate  Value  Memo”). 

In  addition,  we  have  made  some 
company-specific  changes  since  the 
Preliminary  Determination.  Specifically, 
we  have  incorporated,  where  applicable, 
post-preliminary  clarifications  based  on 
verification  for  DTFC.  For  further  details 
on  these  company-specific  changes,  see 
Memorandum  to  the  File,  through  Scot 
T.  Fullerton,  Program  Manager,  AD/CVD 
Operations,  Office  9,  from  Erin  Begnal, 
Senior  International  Trade  Analyst,  AD/ 
CVD  Operations,  Office  9,  regarding 
“Program  Analysis  for  the  Final 
Determination  of  Antidumping  Duty 
Investigation  of  Polyethylene 
Terephthalate  Film,  Sheet,  and  Strip 
from  the  People’s  Republic  of  China,” 
dated  September  17,  2008  [“DTFC 
Analysis  Memorandum”). 

Scope  of  Investigation 

The  products  covered  by  this 
investigation  are  all  gauges  of  raw,  pre¬ 
treated,  or  primed  PET  Film,  whether 
extruded  or  co-extruded.  Excluded  are 
metallized  films  and  other  finished 
films  that  have  had  at  least  one  of  their 
surfaces  modified  by  the  application  of 
a  performance-enhancing  resinous  or 
inorganic  layer  more  than  0.00001 
inches  thick.  Also  excluded  is  Roller 
transport  cleaning  film  which  has  at 
least  one  of  its  surfaces  modified  by 
application  of  0.5  micrometers  of  SBR 
latex.  Tracing  and  drafting  film  is  also 
excluded.  PET  Film  is  classifiable  under 
subheading  3920.62.00.90  of  the 
Harmonized  Tariff  Schedule  of  the 
United  States  (“HTSUS”).  While 
HTSUS  subheadings  are  provided  for 
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convenience  and  Customs  purposes,  our 
written  description  of  the  scope  of  this 
investigation  is  dispositive. 

Affiliations 

In  .the  Preliminary  Determination,  the 
Department  preliminarily  found,  based 
on  the  evidence  on  the  record  in  this 
investigation  and  based  on  the  evidence 
presented  in  the  questionnaire 
responses,  that  DTFC,  DPHJ,  and 
DTHFN,  are  affiliated  parties  within  the 
meaning  of  section  771(33)(E)  of  the 
Act,  due  to  common  ownership.  See 
Preliminary  Determination,  73  FR  at 
24555.  No  other  information  has  been 
placed  on  the  record  since  the 
Preliminary  Determination  to  contradict 
the  information  upon  which  we  based 
our  finding  that  these  companies  are 
affiliated.  Therefore,  for  the  final 
determination,  we  continue  to  find  that 
DTFC,  DPHJ,  and  DTHFN  are  affiliated 
parties  pursuant  to  section  771(33)(E)  of 
the  Act,  based  on  common  ownership. 

Verification 

As  provided  in  section  782(i)  of  the 
Act,  we  verified  the  information 
submitted  by  the  DuPont  Group  for  use 
in  our  final  determination.  See 
Memorandum  to  the  File,  through  Scot 
T.  Fullerton,  Program  Manager,  AD/CVD 
Operations,  Office  9,  from  Erin  Begnal, 
Senior  International  Trade  Compliance 
Analyst,  AD/CVD  Operations,  Office  9, 
and  Toni  Dach,  International  Trade 
Compliance  Analyst,  AD/CVD 
Operations,  Office  9,  regarding, 
“Verification  of  the  Sales  Response  of 
DuPont-Hongji  Films  Foshan  Co.,  Ltd. 
in  the  Antidumping  Duty  Investigation 
of  Polyethylene  Terephthalate  Film, 
Sheet,  and  Strip  from  the  People’s 
Republic  of  China,”  dated  July  28,  2008; 
Memorandum  to  the  File,  through  Scot 
T.  Fullerton,  Program  Manager,  AD/CVD 
Operations,  Office  9,  from  Erin  Begnal, 
Senior  International  Trade  Compliance 
Analyst,  AD/CVD  Operations,  Office  9, 
and  Toni  Dach,  International  Trade 
Compliance  Analyst,  AD/CVD 
Operations,  Office  9,  regarding, 
“Verification  of  the  Sales  Response  of

Partnership  in  the  Antidumping  Duty 
Investigation  of  Polyethylene 
Terephthalate  Film,  Sheet,  and  Strip 
from  the  People’s  Republic  of  China,” 
dated  July  28,  2008.  For  all  verified 
companies,  we  used  standard 
verification  procedures,  including 
examination  of  relevant  accounting  and 
production  records,  as  well  as  original 
source  documents  provided  by 
respondents. 

Surrogate  Country 

In  the  Preliminary  Determination,  we 
stated  that  we  had  selected  India  as  the 
appropriate  surrogate  country  to  use  in 
this  investigation  for  the  following 
reasons:  (1)  it  is  at  a  similar  level  of 
economic  development  pursuant  to 
section  773(c)(4)  of  the  Act  (2);  it  is  a 
significant  producer  of  identical 
merchandise;  (3)  and  we  have  reliable 
data  from  India  that  we  can  use  to  value 
the  factors  of  production.  See 
Preliminary  Determination,  73  FR  at 
24554-24555.  For  the  final 
determination,  we  received  no 
comments  and,  therefore,  made  no 
changes  to  our  findings  with  respect  to 
the  selection  of  a  surrogate  country. 

Separate  Rates 

In  proceedings  involving  NME 
countries,  the  Department  begins  with  a 
rebuttable  presumption  that  all 
companies  within  the  country  are 
subject  to  government  control  and,  thus, 
should  be  assigned  a  single 
antidumping  duty  deposit  rate.  It  is  the 
Department’s  practice  to  assign  all 
exporters  of  merchandise  subject  to  an 
investigation  in  an  NME  country  this 
single  rate  unless  an  exporter  can 
demonstrate  that  it  is  sufficiently 
independent  so  as  to  be  entitled  to  a 
separate  rate  (“SR”).  See,  e.g.,  Final 
Determination  of  Sales  at  Less  Than 
Fair  Value:  Sparklers  From  the  People’s 
Republic  of  China,  56  FR  20588  (May  6, 
1991)  [“Sparklers”),  as  amplified  by 
Notice  of  Final  Determination  of  Sales 
at  Less  Than  Fair  Value:  Silicon  Carbide 
From  the  People’s  Republic  of  China,  59 
FR  22585  (May  2,  1994)  (“ Silicon 
Carbide”),  and  Section  351.107(d)  of  the 
Department’s  regulations. 

In  the  Preliminary  Determination,  we 
found  that  because  there  is  no  PRC 
ownership  of  DTFC  and  Fuwei  Films 
(Shandong)  Co.,  Ltd.  (“Fuwei  Films”), 
i.e.,  they  are  wholly  foreign-owned,  a 
separate  rates  analysis  was  not 
necessary  to  determine  whether  these 
companies  were  independent  from 
government  control,  and  we 
preliminarily  granted  them  a  separate 
rate.  See  Preliminary  Determination,  73 
FR  at  24556.  For  Shaoxing  Xiangyu 
Green  Packing  Co.,  Ltd.,  Tianjin 


Wanhua  Co.,  Ltd.,  Sichuan  Dongfang 
Insulating  Material  Co..  Ltd.,  and 
Shanghai  Uchem  Co.,  Ltd.  (collectively, 
“SR  Applicants”)  we  found  that  each 
demonstrated  their  eligibility  for 
separate-rate  status.  Id.  For  the  final 
determination,  we  continue  to  find  that 
the  evidence  placed  on  the  record  of 
this  investigation  by  the  SR  Applicants 
demonstrate  both  a  de  jure  and  de  facto 
absence  of  government  control,  with 
respect  to  their  respective  exports  of  the 
merchandise  under  investigation,  and, 
thus  they  are  eligible  for  separate  rate 
status.  We  also  continue  to  find,  based 
on  evidence  placed  on  the  record  by 
DTFC  and  Fuwei  Films,  that  DTFC  and 
Fuwei  Films  are  eligible  for  separate 
rate  status. 

For  the  final  determination,  we  have 
established  a  margin  for  the  SR 
Applicants  based  on  the  rate  we 
calculated  for  the  cooperating 
mandatory  respondent,  DTFC.1 

The  PRC-Wide  Rate 

In  the  Preliminary  Determination,  the 
Department  found  that  Jiangyin 
Jinzhongda  New  Material  Co.,  Ltd.  (“JJ 
New  Material”),  which  was  selected  as 
a  mandatory  respondent,  did  not 
respond  to  the  Department’s 
questionnaire  and  informed  the 
Department  that  it  would  not  participate 
in  the  investigation.  In  the  Preliminary 
Determination  we  treated  JJ  New 
Material  as  part  of  the  PRC-wide  entity 
because  it  did  not  demonstrate  that  it 
operates  free  of  government  control  over 
its  export  activities.  See  Preliminary 
Determination,  73  FR  at  24557.  No 
additional  information  has  been  placed 
on  the  record  with  respect  to  JJ  New 
Material  after  the  Preliminary 
Determination.  The  PRC-wide  entity, 
which  includes  JJ  New  Material,  has  not 
provided  the  Department  with  the 
requested  information;  therefore, 
pursuant  to  section  776(a)(2)(A),(B)  and 
(C)  of  the  Act,  the  Department  continues 
to  find  that  the  use  of  facts  available  is 
appropriate  to  determine  the  PRC-wide 
rate.  Section  776(b)  of  the  Act  provides 
that,  in  selecting  from  among  the  facts 
otherwise  available,  the  Department 
may  employ  an  adverse  inference  if  an 
interested  party  fails  to  cooperate  by  not 
acting  to  the  best  of  its  ability  to  comply 
with  requests  for  information.  See 
Notice  of  Final  Determination  of  Sales

We 
determined  that,  because  the  PRC-wide 
entity  did  not  respond  to  our  requests 
for  information  and  stated  that  it  would 
not  participate  in  the  investigation,  it 
has  failed  to  cooperate  to  the  best  of  its 
ability.  Therefore,  the  Department  finds 
that,  in  selecting  from  among  the  facts 
otherwise  available,  an  adverse 
inference  is  appropriate  for  the  PRC¬ 
wide  entity. 

Because  we  begin  with  the 
presumption  that  all  companies  within 
a  NME  country  are  subject  to 
government  control  and  because  only 
the  companies  listed  under  the  “Final 
Determination  Margins”  section  below 
have  overcome  that  presumption,  we  are 
applying  a  single  antidumping  rate  -  the 
PRC-wide  rate  -  to  all  other  exporters  of 
subject  merchandise  from  the  PRC.  Such 
companies  did  not  demonstrate 
entitlement  to  a  separate  rate.  See,  e.g., 
Synthetic  Indigo  from  the  People’s 
Republic  of  China:  Notice  of  Final 
Determination  of  Sales  at  Less  Than 
Fair  Value,  65  FR  25706,  25707  (May  3, 
2000).  The  PRC-wide  rate  applies  to  all 
entries  of  subject  merchandise  except 
for  entries  from  the  respondents  which 
are  listed  in  the  “Final  Determination 
Margins”  section  below. 

Corroboration 

In  the  Preliminary  Determination,  the 
Department  assigned  to  the  PRC-wide 
entity  a  rate  of  76.72  percent,  the 
highest  calculated  rate  from  the  petition. 
See  Preliminary  Determination,  73  FR  at 
24557.  Section  776(c)  of  the  Act 
provides  that,  when  the  Department 
relies  on  secondary  information  in  using 
the  facts  otherwise  available,  it  must,  to 
the  extent  practicable,  corroborate  that 
information  from  independent  sources 
that  are  reasonably  at  its  disposal.  We 


have  interpreted  “corroborate”  to  mean 
that  we  will,  to  the  extent  practicable, 
examine  the  reliability  and  relevance  of 
the  information  submitted.  See  Notice  of 
Final  Determination  of  Sales  at  Less 
Than  Fair  Value:  Certain  Cold-Rolled 
Flat-Rolled  Carbon-Quality  Steel 
Products  From  Brazil,  65  FR  5554,  5568 
(February  4,  2000).  See  also  Tapered 
Roller  Bearings  and  Parts  Thereof, 
Finished  and  Unfinished,  from  Japan, 
and  Tapered  Roller  Bearings,  Four 
Inches  or  Less  in  Outside  Diameter,  and 
Components  Thereof,  from  Japan; 
Preliminary  Results  of  Antidumping 
Duty  Administrative  Reviews  and 
Partial  Termination  of  Administrative 
Reviews,  61  FR  57391,  57392  (November 
6,  1996),  unchanged  in  Tapered  Roller

To  corroborate  the  petition  margin  for 
use  as  adverse  facts  available  for  the 
PRC-wide  entity,  to  the  extent 
appropriate  information  was  available, 
we  reviewed  the  adequacy  and  accuracy 
of  the  information  in  the  petition  during 
our  pre-initiation  analysis.  See 
Initiation  Checklist.  We  examined 
evidence  supporting  the  calculation  in 
the  petition  to  determine  the  probative 
value  of  the  margin  alleged  in  the 
petition  for  use  as  PRC-wide  rate. 

During  our  pre-initiation  analysis,  we 
examined  the  key  elements  of  the 
export-price  and  normal-value 
calculations  used  in  the  petition  to 
derive  the  margin.  Also,  during  our  pre- 
initiation  analysis,  we  examined 
information  from  various  independent 
sources  provided  either  in  the  petition 
or,  based  on  our  requests,  in 
supplements  to  the  petition,  that 
corroborates  key  elements  of  the  export- 
price  and  normal-value  calculations 
used  in  the  petition  to  derive  the 

PET  Film  from  the  PRC 


estimated  margin.  See  19  CFR 
351.308(d). 

We  received  no  comments  as  to  the 
relevance  or  probative  value  of  this 
information.  Therefore,  the  Department 
finds  that  the  rate  derived  from  the 
petition  for  purposes  of  initiation  is 
reliable  for  the  purpose  of  being  selected 
as  the  adverse  facts  available  rates 
assigned  to  the  PRC-wide  entity 
(including  JJ  New  Material).  Similar  to 
our  position  in  Notice  of  Preliminary 
Determination  of  Sales  at  Less  Than 
Fair  Value  and  Postponement  of  Final 
Determination:  Light-Walled 
Rectangular  Pipe  and  Tube  From  the 
Republic  of  Korea,  73  FR  5794  (January 
31,  2008  ),  unchanged  in  Notice  of  Final 
Determination  of  Sales  at  Less  Than 
Fair  Value:  Light-Walled  Rectangular 
Pipe  and  Tube  from  the  Republic  of 
Korea,  73  FR  35655  (June  24,  2008),  72 
FR  1982  (January  17,  2007),  because  this 
is  the  first  proceeding  involving  the 
PRC-wide  entity  (including  JJ  New 
Material)  in  this  particular  case,  to 
which  we  are  applying  AFA,  there  are 
no  probative  alternatives. 

Further,  no  information  has  been 
presented  in  the  investigation  that  calls 
into  question  the  relevance  of  this 
information.  As  such,  we  determine  the 
highest  margin  in  the  petition,  which 
we  determined  during  our  pre-initiation 
analysis  was  based  on  adequate  and 
accurate  information,  and  which  we 
have  corroborated  for  purposes  of  this 
final  determination,  is  relevant  as  the 
adverse  facts-available  rate  for  the  PRC¬ 
wide  entity  (including  JJ  New  Material). 
Accordingly,  by  using  information  that 
was  corroborated  in  the  pre-initiation 
stage  of  this  investigation  and 
determined  to  be  relevant  to  the  PRC¬ 
wide  entity  (including  JJ  New  Material) 
in  this  investigation,  we  have 
corroborated  the  adverse  facts-available 
rate  “to  the  extent  practicable.”

We  will  disclose  the  calculations 
performed  within  five  days  of  the  date 
of  publication  of  this  notice  to  parties  in

Continuation  of  Suspension  of 
Liquidation 

We  will  instruct  U.S.  Customs  and 
Border  Protection  (“CBP”)  to  continue 
the  suspension  of  liquidation  required 
by  section  735(c)(1)(B)  of  the  Act,  of  all 
entries  of  subject  merchandise  from 
DTFC,  the  SR  Applicants,  and  the  PRC¬ 
wide  entity  entered,  or  withdrawn  from 
warehouse,  for  consumption  on  or  after 
May  5,  2008,  the  date  of  publication  of 
the  Preliminary  Determination.

735(b)(2)  of  the  Act,  within  45  days  the

2008  (Polyplex  Verification  Report);  and 
“Verification  of  the  U.S.  Sales 
Responses  of  Polyplex  Thailand  Public 
Company  Limited  and  its  U.S.  Affiliate, 
Polyplex  (Americas),  Inc.,  in  the 
Antidumping  Investigation  of 
Polyethylene  Terephthalate  (PET)  Film,

respondent  submit  revised  electronic 
sales  databases  for  both  the  U.S.  and 
comparison  markets,  and  a  revised  cost 
database.  See  Letter  from  Angelica  L. 
Mendoza,  Program  Manager,  Office  7,  to 
Polyplex,  dated  July  28,  2008.  As 
requested,  Polyplex  submitted  its 
revised  sales  and  cost  databases  on  July 
30,  2008.  On  July  31,  2008,  Polyplex 


informed  the  Department  that  its  July 
30,  2008,  revised  U.S.  sales  database 
contained  a  transcription  error  in  the 
reported  returned  and  net  quantity 
fields  relating  to  a  sale  that  the 
Department  instructed  Polyplex  to 
correct.  See  Letter  from  Angelica  L. 
Mendoza,  Program  Manager,  Office  7,  to 
Polyplex,  dated  July  28,  2008,  at 
question  13  and  Polyplex’s  letter  to  the 
Department  dated  July  31,  2008.

Targeted  Dumping 

We  determined  that  petitioners’ 
allegation  of  targeted  dumping  failed  to 
address  the  Department’s  concerns 
regarding  the  significance  of  price 
differences  between  allegedly  targeted 
and  non-targeted  customers.  Therefore, 
petitioners’  allegation  did  not  allow  the 
Department  to  determine  whether 
observed  price  differences  between 
allegedly  targeted  and  non-targeted 
customers  were  significant.  We 
concluded  that  for  the  final 
determination,  we  should  continue  to 
utilize  the  average-to-average 
methodology  in  calculating  the  final 
margins  for  Polyplex,  which  we  are 
doing  for  the  reasons  set  forth  in  the 
Decision  Memorandum. 

Scope  of  Investigation 

The  products  covered  by  this 
investigation  are  all  gauges  of  raw,  pre¬ 
treated,  or  primed  PET  Film,  whether 
extruded  or  co-extruded.  Excluded  are 
metallized  films  and  other  finished 
films  that  have  had  at  least  one  of  their 
surfaces  modified  by  the  application  of 
a  performance-enhancing  resinous  or 
inorganic  layer  more  than  0.00001 
inches  thick.  Also  excluded  is  Roller 
transport  cleaning  film  which  has  at 
least  one  of  its  surfaces  modified  by 
application  of  0.5  micrometers  of  SBR 
latex.  Tracing  and  drafting  film  is  also 
excluded.  PET  Film  is  classifiable  under 
subheading  3920.62.00.90  of  the 
Harmonized  Tariff  Schedule  of  the 
United  States  (HTSUS).  While  HTSUS 
subheadings  are  provided  for 
convenience  and  purposes  of  Customs 
and  Border  Protection  (CBP),  our 
written  description  of  the  scope  of  this 
investigation  is  dispositive. 

Period  of  Investigation 

The  period  of  investigation  (POI)  is 
July  1,  2006,  through  June  30,  2007. 

Verification 

As  provided  in  section  782(i)  of  the 
Act,  we  verified  the  information 
submitted  by  Polyplex  for  use  in  our 
final  determination.  We  used  standard 
verification  procedures  including 


examination  of  relevant  accounting  and 
production  records,  and  original  source 
documents  provided  by  Polyplex. 

Changes  since  the  Preliminary 
Determination 

Based  on  our  analysis  of  the 
comments  received  and  our  findings  at 
both  the  sales  and  cost  verifications,  we 
have  made  certain  changes  to  the 
margin  calculation  for  Polyplex.  With 
regard  to  cost,  we  have  revised  the 
amounts  reported  for  direct  materials, 
labor  and  fixed  overhead  costs 
associated  with  the  production  of  PET 
Film.  We  have  also  recalculated  the 
general  and  administrative  (G&A) 
expense  rate  using  our  adjusted  cost  of 
sales  figure  as  the  denominator  of  the 
rate  calculation.  See  Memorandum  to 
the  File  from  Angela  Strom  titled  “Cost 
of  Production  and  Constructed  Value 
Calculation  Adjustments  for  the  Final 
Determination  Polyplex  (Thailand) 
Public  Company  Ltd.  (“Polyplex”)” 
dated  September  17,  2008  (Cost 
Calculation  Memorandum). 

With  regard  to  sales,  the  Department 
determined  that  it  is  more  appropriate 
to  use  sales  of  identical  non-prime 
merchandise  to  certain  U.S.  customers 
as  the  basis  of  the  margin  for  sales  to  a 
U.S.  customer  for  whom  we  are 
applying  the  special  rule,  because  all 
the  transactions  to  that  U.S.  customer 
were  of  the  same  merchandise. 
Additionally,  the  Department  has 
adjusted  the  indirect  selling  expense 
(ISE)  ratio  for  Polyplex  Thailand  Public 
Company  Limited  because  there  was 
insufficient  record  evidence  to  support 
Polyplex’s  offset  to  ISE  for  storage  of 
non-subject  merchandise.  The 
Department  also  adjusted  the  ISE  ratio 
for  Polyplex  Americas,  Inc.  (PA) 
because  expenses  associated  with  one  of 
Polyplex’s  product  divisions,  expenses 
which  Polyplex  removed  from  PA’s  ISE 
ratio,  properly  belong  in  the  ISE 
expenses  of  PA  as  a  whole.

SUPPLEMENTARY  INFORMATION: 

Background 

Recovery  plans  describe  actions 
beneficial  to  the  conservation  and 
recovery  of  species  listed  under  the 
Endangered  Species  Act  of  1973  (ESA), 
as  amended  (16  U.S.C.  1531  et  seq.).  The 
ESA  requires  that  recovery  plans 
incorporate:  (1)  objective,  measurable 
criteria  which,  when  met,  would  result 
in  a  determination  that  the  species  is  no 
longer  threatened  or  endangered;  (2) 
site-specific  management  actions 
necessary  to  achieve  the  plan’s  goals; 
and  (3)  estimates  of  the  time  required 
and  costs  to  implement  recovery 
actions.  The  ESA  requires  the 
development  of  recovery  plans  for  each 
listed  species  unless  such  a  plan  would 
not  promote  its  recovery. 

NMFS  is  responsible  for  developing 
and  implementing  ESA  recovery  plans 
for  listed  salmon  and  steelhead.  In  so 
doing,  NMFS’  goal  is  to  restore 
endangered  and  threatened  Pacific 
salmonids  to  the  point  that  they  are 
again  self-sustaining  members  of  their 
ecosystems  and  no  longer  need  the 
protections  of  the  ESA.  Local  support  of 
recovery  plans  by  those  whose  activities 
directly  affect  the  listed  species,  and 
whose  actions  will  be  most  affected  by 
recovery  efforts,  is  essential.  NMFS 
therefore  supports  and  participates  in 
locally  led  collaborative  efforts  to 
develop  recovery  plans  that  involve 
local  communities,  state,  tribal,  and 
Federal  entities,  and  other  stakeholders. 

NMFS  recognizes  that  to  achieve 
recovery  of  ESA-listed  salmon  and 


steelhead  in  the  Columbia  River  Basin, 
site-specific  actions  addressing  all 
limiting  factors  and  threats  (habitat, 
hydropower,  hatcheries,  harvest,  and 
ecological  interactions  including 
predation  and  competition)  are 
necessary.  This  recovery  plan  identifies 
and  evaluates  the  relative  impacts  of 
this  full  range  of  limiting  factors  and 
threats  and  recognizes  that  some  sectors 
have  the  potential  to  make  more 
immediate  and  significant  contributions 
to  recovery  than  do  others.  This  plan 
contains  recovery  actions  addressing  all 
identified  limiting  factors  and  threats. 

At  this  time,  however,  site-specific 
management  actions  are  more  fully 
developed  for  tributary  habitat  and 
mainstem  hydropower  than  for 
hatcheries  and  harvest. 

The  relative  contribution  of  limiting 
factors  and  threats  that  impede  recovery 
may  differ  among  species.  This  recovery 
plan  contains  actions  that  address  all 
threat  categories  and  estimates  their 
contribution  to  recovery.  Given  that 
habitat  restoration  actions  generally  take 
extended  time  frames  to  yield  ecosystem 
responses  and  improvements  in  fish 
populations,  it  is  important  to 
implement  actions  with  more 
immediate  benefits,  as  well  as  habitat 
actions  whose  benefits  will  accrue  in 
the  future. 

In  summary,  although  site-specific 
actions  in  this  plan  may  appear  to  be 
more  fully  developed  for  tributary 
habitat  and  mainstem  hydropower, 
recovery  will  also  be  dependent  on 
hatchery  and  harvest  actions  developed 
in  other  management  processes.  For 
example,  mainstem  fisheries  in  the 
Columbia  River  will  be  implemented 
consistent  with  the  recently  completed 
U.S  v.  Oregon  Agreement,  which 
extends  through  2017.  In  other  areas, 
management  requirements  for  hatchery 
and  harvest  actions  will  be  developed 
through  Hatchery  and  Genetics 
Management  Plan  and  Fishery 
Management  and  Evaluation  Plan 
processes,  many  of  which  are  now 
under  review  or  scheduled  for 
completion  in  the  near  future.  Such 
plans  have  been  and  will  be  developed 
to  be  consistent  with  recovery  plans, 
section  7(a)(2),  and  other  ESA 
requirements.  NMFS  will  continue  to 
monitor  these  plans,  using  adaptive 
management,  to  assess  implementation 
progress  and  consistency  with  recovery 
plans. 

The  Plan 

This  Plan  is  the  product  of  a 
collaborative  process  initiated  by  NMFS 
with  assistance  from  the  Middle 
Columbia  Recovery  Forum,  a  bi-state' 
group  convened  by  NMFS  to  provide 


input  on  the  development  of  the  DPS 
recovery  plan.  Participants  include 
representatives  of  the  Oregon 
Department  of  Fish  and  Wildlife 
(ODFW),  Washington  Department  of 
Fish  and  Wildlife  (WDFW),  the  Yakama 
Nation,  Confederated  Tribes  of  the 
Warm  Springs  Indian  Reservation, 
Confederated  Tribes  of  the  Umatilla 
Indian  Reservation,  Washington 
Governor’s  Salmon  Recovery  Office, 
Oregon  Governor’s  Natural  Resources 
Office,  Snake  River  Salmon  Recovery 
Board,  Yakima  Basin  Fish  and  Wildlife 
Recovery  Board,  U.S.  Bureau  of 
Reclamation  (BOR),  U.S.  Fish  and 
Wildlife  Service  (USFWS),  U.S.  Forest 
Service  (USFS),  U.S.  Army  Corps  of 
Engineers  (COE),  U.S.  Bureau  of  Land 
Management  (BLM),  Klickitat  County, 
and  NMFS  Northwest  Region.  The  goal, 
was  to  produce  a  plan  that  meets  ESA 
requirements  for  recovery  plans  as  well 
as  the  State  of  Washington’s  recovery 
planning  outline  and  guidance 
( www.governor.wa.gov/gsro/)  and  the 
State  of  Oregon’s  Native  Fish 
Conservation  Policy  guidance  (http:// 
ftp .  dfw.sta  te.or.  u  s/fish  / nfcp/nfcp.pdf ) . 

Recovery  Domains  and  Technical 
Recovery  Teams 

For  the  purpose  of  recovery  planning 
for  the  48  ESA-listed  species  of  Pacific 
salmon  and  steelhead  in  the  Pacific 
Northwest,  NMFS  Northwest  Region 
designated  five  geographically  based 
“recovery  domains.”  The  Middle 
Columbia  steelhead  DPS  spawning 
range  is  in  the  Interior  Columbia 
domain.  For  each  domain,  NMFS 
appointed  a  team  of  scientists, 
nominated  for  their  geographic  and 
species  expertise,  to  provide  a  solid 
scientific  foundation  for  recovery  plans. 
The  Interior  Columbia  Technical 
Recovery  Team  (ICTRT)  includes 
biologists  from  NMFS,  states,  and 
academic  institutions. 

All  the  TRTs  used  the  same  biological 
principles  for  developing  their 
recommendations  for  ESU/DPS  and 
population  viability  criteria.  These 
principles  are  described  in  a  NMFS 
technical  memorandum,  Viable 
Salmonid  Populations  and  the  Recovery 
of  Evolutionarily  Significant  Units 
(McElhany  et  al.,  2000).  Viable 
salmonid  populations  (VSP)  are  defined 
in  terms  of  four  parameters:  abundance, 
productivity  or  growth  rate,  spatial 
structure,  and  diversity.  A  viable  ESU/ 
DPS  is  naturally  self-sustaining,  with  a 
high  probability  of  persistence  over  a 
100-year  time  period. 

Management  Units 

In  each  domain,  NMFS  worked  with 
state,  tribal,  local,  and  other  Federal 
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entities  to  develop  planning  forums  that 
build  to  the  extent  possible  on  ongoing, 
locally  led  recovery  efforts.  NMFS 
defined  “management  units”  based  on 
jurisdictional  boundaries  as  well  as 
areas  where  local  planning  efforts  were 
underway.  The  Middle  Columbia 
management  units  are  the  following:  (1) 
Oregon;  (2)  Washington  Gorge,  which, 
in  turn,  is  subdivided  into  three 
planning  areas  (White  Salmon,  Klickitat, 
and  Rock  Creek);  (3)  Yakima  subbasin; 
and  (4)  Southeast  Washington.  A 
recovery  plan  was  developed  for  each 
management  unit;  for  the  Washington 
Gorge  management  unit,  however,  there 
are  three  plans,  one  for  each  planning 
area. 

The  management  unit  plans, 
Appendices  A-F,  are  the  work  of  local 
groups  and  county,  state,  Federal,  and 
tribal  entities  within  the  Middle 
Columbia  River  region.  The 
management  unit  plans  are  as  follows: 

(1)  Oregon.  Conservation  and 
Recovery  Plan  for  Oregon  Steelhead 
Populations  in  the  Middle  Columbia 
River  Steelhead  Distinct  Population 
Segment  (Appendix  A). 

(2)  Washington  Gorge:  Recovery  Plan 
for  the  Klickitat  Population  of  the 
Middle  Columbia  River  Steelhead 
(Appendix  B);  Recovery  Plan  for  the 
Rock  Creek  Population  of  the  Middle 
Columbia  River  Steelhead  (Appendix 
C);  Recovery  Plan  for  the  White  Salmon 
Population  of  the  Middle  Columbia 
River  Steelhead  (Appendix  D). 

(3)  Yakima  Basin.  Yakima  Steelhead 
Recovery'  Plan  (Appendix  E). 

(4)  Southeast  Washington.  The  Snake 
River  Salmon  Recovery  Plan  for 
Southeast  Washington  (Appendix  F). 

The  proposed  Plan,  including  the 
management  unit  plans,  is  now 
available  for  public  review  and 
comment.  Two  ICTRT  reports  (McClure 
et  al.,  2003;  ICTRT,  2007),  which 
provide  the  scientific  basis  for  the  Plan, 
are  also  available  for  public  review  and 
comment.  With  approval  of  the  final 
Plan,  NMFS  will  commit  itself  to 
implement  the  actions  in  the  Plan  for 
which  it  has  authority  and  funding,  to 
work  cooperatively  on  implementation 
of  other  actions,  and  to  encourage  other 
Federal  agencies  and  tribal  governments 
to  implement  Plan  actions  for  which 
they  have  responsibility  and  authority. 

NMFS  expects  the  Plan  to  guide 
NMFS  and  other  Federal  agencies  in 
evaluating  Federal  actions  under  ESA 
section  7  and  other  ESA  decisions;  For 
example,  the  Plan  will  provide  greater 
biological  context  for  evaluating  the 
effects  that  a  proposed  action  may  have 
on  a  species.  This  context  will  be 
enhanced  by  using  recovery  plan 
information  in  section  7  consultations 


as  well  as  ESA  section  10  habitat 
conservation  plans  and  other  ESA 
decisions.  Such  information  includes 
viability  criteria  for  the  DPS,  better 
understanding  of  and  information  on 
limiting  factors  and  threats  facing  the 
DPS,  better  information  on  priority  areas 
for  addressing  specific  limiting  factors, 
and  better  geographic  context  for  where 
the  DPS  can  tolerate  varying  levels  of 
risk. 

At  the  time  of  a  delisting  decision  for 
the  Middle  Columbia  steelhead,  NMFS 
will  examine  whether  the  section  4(a)(1) 
listing  factors  have  been  addressed.  To 
assist  in  this  examination,  NMFS  will 
use  the  listing  factors  (or  threats)  criteria 
described  in  Section  3.3  of  the  Plan,  in 
addition  to  evaluation  of  biological 
recovery  criteria  and  other  relevant  data 
and  policy  considerations.  The  threats 
should  be  addressed  to  the  point  that 
delisting  is  not  likely  to  result  in  their 
re-emergence.  It  is  possible  that 
currently  perceived  threats  will  become 
insignificant  in  the  future  because  of 
changes  in  the  natural  environment  or 
changes  in  the  way  threats  affect  the 
entire  life  cycle  of  salmon. 

Consequently,  NMFS  expects  that  the 
relative  priority  of  threats  will  change 
over  time  and  that  new  threats  may  be 
identified.  During  the  status  reviews, 
NMFS  will  evaluate  and  review  the 
listing  factor  criteria  as  they  apply  at 
that  time.  NMFS  expects  that  if  the 
proposed  actions  described  in  the  Plan 
are  implemented,  they  will  make 
substantial  progress  toward  meeting  the 
listing  factor  (threats)  criteria  for  the 
Middle  Columbia  steelhead. 

DPS  Addressed  and  Planning  Area 

“Steelhead”  is  the  name  commonly 
applied  to  the  anadromous  (migratory) 
form  of  the  biological  species 
Oncorhynchus  mykiss.  The  common 
name  of  the  non-anadromous,  or 
resident,  form  is  rainbow  trout.  When 
NMFS  originally  listed  the  Middle 
Columbia  River  steelhead  as  threatened 
on  March  25,  1999  (64  FR  14517),  it  was 
classified  as  an  “evolutionarily 
significant  unit”  (ESU)  of  salmonids 
that  included  both  the  anadromous  and 
resident  forms.  Recently,  NMFS  revised 
its  species  determinations  for  West 
Coast  steelhead  under  the  ESA, 
delineating  anadromous,  steelhead-only 
“distinct  population  segments”  (DPS). 
NMFS  listed  the  Middle  Columbia  River 
steelhead  DPS  as  threatened  on  January 
5,  2006  (71  FR  834).  Rainbow  trout  are 
under  the  jurisdiction  of  the  U.S.  Fish 
and  Wildlife  Service  (USFWS).  This 
recovery  plan  addresses  steelhead  and 
not  rainbow  trout,  consistent  with  the 
2006  ESA  listing  decision. 


Middle  Columbia  River  steelhead 
spawn  and  rear  in  tributaries  to  the 
Columbia  River  in  the  Columbia  plateau 
of  central  and  eastern  Washington  and 
Oregon.  The  DPS  includes  all  naturally 
spawned  populations  of  steelhead  in 
streams  from  above  (exclusive  of)  the 
Wind  River,  Washington,  and  the  Hood 
River,  Oregon,  upstream  to,  and 
including,  the  Yakima  River, 
Washington,  excluding  steelhead  from 
the  Snake  River  Basin  (64  FR  14517;  71 
FR  849).  Most  of  these  populations  are 
summer  run;  however,  the  Middle 
Columbia  River  steelhead  DPS  also 
includes  populations  of  inland  winter 
steelhead  in  the  Klickitat  River,  White 
Salmon  River,  Fifteenmile  Creek,  and 
possibly  Rock  Creek. 

Four  artificial  propagation  programs 
are  considered  part  of  the  DPS:  the 
Touchet  River  Endemic  Summer 
Steelhead  Program,  the  Yakima  River 
Kelt  Reconditioning  Program,  and  the 
Umatilla  River  and  Deschutes  River 
steelhead  hatchery  programs. 

The  ICTRT  (McClure  et  al.,  2003) 
identified  20  historical  populations  of 
Middle  Columbia  steelhead  based  on 
genetic  information,  geography,  life 
history  traits,  morphological  traits,  and 
population  dynamics.  Seventeen  of 
these  populations  are  extant,  and  three 
extirpated  (White  Salmon  River, 
Crooked  River,  and  Willow  Creek). 
Reintroduction  of  native  steelhead  or 
natural  recolonization  is  planned  for 
blocked  areas  of  the  Upper  Deschutes 
and  Crooked  Rivers  and  the  White 
Salmon  River,  respectively. 

The  ICTRT  stratified  the  Middle 
Columbia  River  steelhead  populations 
into  major  population  groups  (MPGs) 
based  on  ecoregion  characteristics,  life 
history  types,  and  other  geographic  and 
genetic  considerations.  It  identified  four 
MPGs:  Cascades  Eastern  Slope 
Tributaries,  Yakima  River,  John  Day 
River,  and  Umatilla/Walla  Walla. 

The  Plan’s  Recovery  Goals  and 
Recovery  Criteria 

To  meet  the  ESA  requirement  for 
objective,  measurable  criteria  for 
delisting,  the  Plan  provides  biological 
recovery  criteria  based  on  the  ICTRT 
viability  criteria  for  Middle  Columbia 
steelhead,  as  well  as  “threats”  criteria 
based  on  the  listing  factors  defined  in 
ESA  section  4(a)(1). 

Biological  Viability  Criteria 

Biological  viability  criteria  describe 
DPS  characteristics  associated  with  a 
low  risk  of  extinction  for  the  foreseeable 
future.  These  criteria  are  expressed  in 
terms  of  the  VSP  parameters  of 
abundance,  productivity,  spatial 
structure,  and  diversity  (McElhany  et 
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al.,  2000;  ICTRT.  2007a).  The  ICTRT 
calculated  varying  levels  of  risk  of 
extinction  and  related  the  risk  levels  to 
their  criteria.  The  Plan  shows  the 
minimum  abundance  and  productivity 
thresholds  required  for  the  Middle 
Columbia  steelhead  populations  to  have 
a  95  percent  probability  of  persistence 
for  the  next  100  years. 

Since  MPGs  are  geographically  and 
genetically  cohesive  groups  of 
populations,  they  are  critical 
components  of  ESU  or  DPS  spatial 
structure  and  diversity.  NMFS’  criterion 
for  long-term  DPS  viability,  based  on  the 
ICTRT  recommendations,  is  that  all 
extant  MPGs  and  any  extirpated  MPGs 
critical  for  proper  functioning  of  the 
ESU/DPS  should  be  at  low  risk  (ICTRT, 
2007a).  MPG  viability  depends  on  the 
abundance,  productivity,  spatial 
structure,  and  diversity  associated  with 
its  component  populations. 

The  risk  levels  of  the  populations 
within  the  DPS  collectively  determine 
MPG  viability  and,  in  turn,  the  likely 
persistence  of  the  DPS.  The  ICTRT 
recommended  that  all  MPGs  in  a  DPS 
should  be  viable;  however,  it  may  not  be 
necessary  for  all  of  the  populations  to 
attain  the  lowest  risk  level.  There  may 
be  more  than  one  way  for  a  DPS  to  meet 
the  viability  criteria.  Combinations  of 
viability  status  for  individual 
populations  that  will  meet  the  ICTRT 
criteria  for  overall  DPS  viability  are 
called  recovery  scenarios.  The  ICTRT 
cautioned  against  closing  off  the  options 
for  any  population  prematurely, 
however,  because  of  the  many 
uncertainties  in  predicting  the 
biological  response  to  recovery  actions 
(ICTRT,  2007a). 

Threats  Criteria 

Listing  factors  (or  threats)  are  those 
features  that  are  evaluated  under  section 
4(a)(1)  when  initial  determinations  are 
made  whether  to  list  species  for 
protection  under  the  ESA.  They  are  as 
follows: 

A.  Present  or  threatened  destruction, 
modification,  or  curtailment  of  [the 
species’]  habitat  or  range; 

B.  Over-utilization  for  commercial, 
recreational,  scientific,  or  educational 
purposes; 

C.  Disease  or  predation; 

D.  Inadequacy  of  existing  regulatory 
mechanisms;  or 

E.  Other  natural  or  human-made 
factors  affecting  [the  species’]  continued 
existence. 

At  the  time  of  a  delisting  decision  for 
Middle  Columbia  steelhead,  NMFS  will 
examine  whether  the  section  4(a)(1) 
listing  factors  have  been  addressed.  To 
assist  in  this  examination,  NMFS  will 
use  the  listing  factors  (or  threats)  criteria 


described  in  the  Plan,  in  addition  to 
evaluation  of  biological  recovery  criteria 
and  other  relevant  data  and  policy 
considerations.  The  threats  need  to  have 
been  addressed  to  the  point  that 
delisting  is  not  likely  to  result  in  their 
re-emergence.  It  is  possible  that 
currently  perceived  threats  will  become 
insignificant  in  the  future  due  to 
changes  in  the  natural  environment  or 
changes  in  the  way  threats  affect  the 
entire  life  cycle  of  salmon. 

Consequently,  NMFS  expects  that  the 
relative  priority  of  threats  will  change 
over  time  and  that  new  threats  may  be 
identified.  During  the  status  reviews, 
NMFS  will  evaluate  and  review  the 
listing  factor  criteria  as  they  apply  at 
that  time. 

Current  DPS  Status 

According  to  the  ICTRT  viability 
criteria,  the  majority  of  natural  Middle 
Columbia  steelhead  populations  are 
rated  at  moderate  risk  for  abundance 
and  productivity,  but  low  to  moderate 
risk  for  spatial  structure  and  diversity. 
Currently,  one  population  is  “highly 
viable”  (North  Fork  John  Day)  and  two 
populations  are  viable  (Deschutes 
Eastside  and  Fifteenmile);  eleven  are  at 
moderate  risk,  with  good  prospects  for 
improving.  However,  the  three 
populations  at  high  risk  (Deschutes 
Westside,  Naches,  and  Upper  Yakima), 
are  important  to  DPS  viability.  As  a 
minimum,  for  the  Cascades  Eastern 
Slope  Tributaries  and  the  Yakima  River 
MPG  to  meet  viability  criteria,  the 
Deschutes  Westside  population  and  one 
of  the  two  large  Yakima  populations 
should  reach  viable  status,  with  the 
other  large  Yakima  population  at  no 
more  than  moderate  risk. 

None  of  the  MPGs  meets  the  low  risk 
criteria.  Thus,  the  Middle  Columbia 
steelhead  DPS  does  not  currently  meet 
viability  criteria  based  on  the 
determination  that  the  four  component 
MPGs  are  not  at  low  risk. 

Limiting  Factors  and  Threats 

Based  on  information  from  the  ICTRT, 
the  four  management  unit  plans,  and  the 
Estuary  and  Hydro  modules,  the  major 
factors  limiting  the  viability  of  Middle 
Columbia  steelhead  populations  are 
degraded  tributary  habitat,  impaired 
mainstem  and  tributary  fish  passage, 
hatchery-related  effects,  and  predation/ 
competition/disease.  The  management 
unit  plans  contain  detailed  descriptions 
of  tributary  habitat  limiting  factors  and 
threats,  while  the  modules  provide 
detailed  examination  of  conditions  in 
mainstem  Columbia  River  and  estuary. 


Recovery  Strategy 

The  recovery  strategy  for  the  Middle 
Columbia  steelhead  DPS  is  made  up  of 
the  following  elements: 

•  Address  the  limiting  factors  for 
each  major  population  group  and 
population,  following  the 
recommendations  in  the  2006  listing 
decision,  making  use  of  the  strategies 
and  actions  developed  in  the 
management  unit  plans,  in  concert  with 
the  strategies  and  actions  provided  in 
the  NMFS  2008  FCRPS-Biological 
Opinion,  NMFS  Estuary  Module, 
Hatchery  and  Genetic  Management 
Plans  (HGMPs)  and  Artificial 
Production  for  Pacific  Salmon 
(Appendix  C  of  Supplemental 
Comprehensive  Analysis,  NMFS  2008), 
and  fishery  management  planning 
through  U.S.  v.  Oregon  for  mainstem 
fisheries  and  Fisheries  Management 
Evaluation  Plans  for  tributary  fisheries. 

•  Address  and  coordinate  DPS-wide 
and  basin-wdde  issues  through  the 
Middle  Columbia  Forum  (a  bi-state,  tri¬ 
tribe  group  convened  by  NMFS  to 
provide  input  on  the  development  of  the 
DPS  recovery  plan). 

•  Coordinate  research,  monitoring, 
and  evaluation  throughout  the  range  of 
the  DPS. 

•  Conduct  periodic  comprehensive 
reviews  of  new  information  generated 
through  the  research,  monitoring,  and 
evaluation  program.  Adapt  management 
actions  as  appropriate  to  achieve  the 
recovery  goals. 

If,  as  we  believe,  the  decline  of  the 
Middle  Columbia  River  steelhead  DPS  is 
caused  by  widespread  tributary  habitat 
degradation,  impaired  mainstem  and 
tributary  passage,  hatchery  effects,  and 
predation/  competition/  disease,  then 
actions  taken  to  improve,  change, 
mitigate,  reduce  those  factors  will  result 
in  increased  survival  and  improvements 
in  abundance,  survival,  spatial 
structure,  and  diversity.  Regional 
coordination,  research,  monitoring, 
evaluation,  and  adaptive  management 
are  essential.  The  results  of  these 
actions  must  be  monitored,  evaluated, 
and  communicated  to  managers  to 
enable  them  to  make  informed  decisions 
to  continue  or  change  their  strategy. 

Following  are  summaries  of  the 
recovery  strategies  for  each  MPG.  In  the 
next  section,  recovery  strategies  are 
summarized  for  DPS-level  conditions 
affecting  all  MPGs  (mainstem  passage, 
hatchery  effects,  predation  in  mainstem 
and  estuary).

Recovery  Scenario 

For  the  Eastern  Cascades  Slope 
Tributaries  MPG  to  meet  viability 
criteria  based  on  the  currently  extant 
populations,  the  Klickitat,  Fifteenmile, 
and  both  the  Deschutes  Eastside  and 
Westside  populations  should  reach 
viable  status,  with  one  highly  viable. 

The  Rock  Creek  population  should 
reach  “maintained”  status  (25  percent 
or  less  risk  level).  MPG  viability  could 
be  further  bolstered  if  reintroduction  of 
steelhead  into  the  Upper  Deschutes  and 
Crooked  Rivers  succeeds  and  if  the 
White  Salmon  population  is 
successfully  reintroduced  to  its 
historical  habitat.

•  Restore  historical  passage  to 
Deschutes  Westside  tributaries  to  the 
Deschutes  and  Crooked  Rivers  above 
Pelton  Round  Butte  dam  complex  and 


the  White  Salmon  River  above  Condit 
Dam. 

•  Improve  hatchery  management  to 
minimize  impacts  from  hatchery 
releases  on  naturally  produced 
steelhead  within  the  Deschutes  West 
and  East  and  Klickitat  subbbasins. 

•  Coordinate  between  scientists, 
planners,  and  implementers  of  recovery 
actions  on  both  sides  of  the  river  for 
sequencing  of  recovery  actions  and 
monitoring  for  adaptive  management. 

•  Fill  data  gaps  for  better  assessment 
of  Klickitat  and  Rock  Creek  steelhead 
populations.

•  Mainstem  passage  (Touchet  and 
Walla  Walla  populations  pass  four 
major  dams:  the  Umatilla  population 
must  pass  three) 

•  Tributary  habitat 

•  Hatchery  related  effects 

•  Predation/competition/disease 

Recovery  Scenario 

For  the  Umatilla/Walla  Walla  MPG  to 
meet  viability  criteria,  two  populations 
should  be  viable,  and  one  should  be 
highly  viable.  The  Umatilla  River  is  the 
only  large  population,  and  therefore 
needs  to  be  viable.  Either  the  Walla 
Walla  River  or  Touchet  River 
population  also  need  to  be  viable.

•  Improve  hatchery  management  to 
reduce  straying  from  out-of-DPS 
hatchery  fish  onto  natural  spawning 
grounds  within  the  Umatilla/ Walla 
Walla  subbasins. 

•  Improve  survival  in  mainstem  and 
estuary  through  actions  detailed  in 
NMFS  Estuary  Module  (NMFS  2007) 
and  FCRPS  Biological  Opinion  (NMFS 
2008) 

•  Coordinate  between  planners, 
scientists  and  those  implementing 
recovery  actions  in  Washington  and 
Oregon  for  sequencing,  monitoring,  and

DPS-wide  and  Basin-wide  Issues 

DPS-wide  issues  include  impaired 
fish  passage  on  the  mainstem  Columbia 
River,  hatchery-related  effects, 
predation  on  steelhead  in  mainstem, 
estuary,  and  plume,  and  harvest. 

Impaired  Fish  Passage  -  Mainstem 
Columbia  River 

Passage  for  juvenile  steelhead 
migrating  to  the  ocean  and  adult 
steelhead  returning  to  their  natal 
streams  is  limited  primarily  by  the  four 
Federal  dams  on  the  Lower  Columbia 
River  mainstem  Bonneville,  John  Day, 
The  Dalles,  ancf  McNary  Dams  which 
are  part  of  the  Federal  Columbia  River 
Power  System  (FCRPS).  NMFS  recently 
issued  a  new  draft  biological  opinion  on 
the  effects  of  FCRPS  operations  on 
salmonids,  including  Middle  Columbia 
River  steelhead,  and  on  the  predicted 
results  of  current  and  planned 
improvements  to  the  system  that  are 
intended  to  improve  fish  survival 
(NMFS  2008). 

The  plan  for  current  mainstem  hydro 
operations,  as  summarized  in  the  Hydro 
Module,  and  any  further  improvements 
for  fish  survival  that  may  result  from  the 
ongoing  FCRPS  collaborative  process, 
represent  the  hydropower  recovery 
strategy  for  all  listed  salmonids  that 
migrate  through  the  mainstem  Columbia 
River,  including  the  Middle  Columbia 
steelhead  populations. 

These  improvements  are  expected  to 
increase  the  in-river  survival  of  Middle 
Columbia  River  juvenile  steelhead  by 
0.3  percent,  5.1  percent,  8.2  percent, 
and  10.2  percent,  depending  on  the 
number  of  dams  they  must  pass.  The 
survival  of  steelhead  adults  through  the 
four  dams  is  thought  to  be  relatively 
high  at  the  present  time  (about  98.5 
percent  per  project  from  Bonneville  to 


McNary),  and  is  expected  to  be 
maintained  or  improved. 

Dissenting  View  of  State  of  Oregon 
Regarding  Mainstem  Operations 

At  the  time  this  proposed  recovery 
plan  is  being  finalized,  August  2008,  it 
is  the  position  of  the  State  of  Oregon 
that  additional  or  alternative  actions 
should  be  taken  in  mainstem  operations 
of  the  FCRPS  for  ESA-listed  salmon  and 
steelhead.  Some  additional  or 
alternative  actions  recommended  by 
Oregon,  while  considered,  were  not 
included  in  NOAA’s  FCRPS  Biological 
Opinion.  At  this  time.  Oregon  is  a 
plaintiff  in  litigation  against  various 
Federal  agencies,  including  NOAA, 
challenging  the  adequacy  of  the 
measures  contained  in  the  current 
FCRPS  Biological  Opinion.  NOAA  is  not 
in  agreement  with  Oregon  regarding  the 
need  for,  or  efficacy  of,  Oregon’s 
additional  or  alternative  actions. 

Hatchery-related  Effects 

The  hatchery  programs  in  the  Middle 
Columbia  River  are  managed  under  the 
Mitchell  Act  and  the  U.S.  v.  Oregon 
process,  involving  the  fisheries  co¬ 
managers  and  regulated  by  NMFS. 

NMFS  is  working  with  the  funding 
agencies  and  hatchery  operators  to 
update  and  complete  Hatchery  and 
Genetic  Management  Plans  (HGMPs)  for 
every  hatchery  program  in  the  Middle 
Columbia  region  as  a  means  of 
organizing  hatchery  review  and  reform. 
The  HGMPs  are  the  basis  for  NMFS’ 
biological  opinions  on  hatchery 
programs  under  sections  7  and  10  and 
the  4(d)  rule,  which  relate  to  incidental 
and  direct  take  of  listed  species.  The 
HGMPs  describe  each  hatchery’s 
operations  and  the  actions  taken  to 
support  recovery  and  minimize 
ecological  or  genetic  impacts,  such  as 
straying  and  other  forms  of  competition 
with  naturally  produced  fish. 

Artificial  Propagation  for  Pacific 
Salmon 

Appendix  C  of  the  2008  FCRPS 
Biological  Opinion  (NMFS  2008),  is  a 
review  of  key  factors  for  assessing  the 
benefits  and  risks  of  hatchery  programs 
relative  to  the  conservation  of  Pacific 
salmon  and  to  U.S.  treaty 
responsibilities  and  sustainable  fisheries 
mandates.  The  paper  recommends 
strategies  and  practices  to  support 
salmon  and  steelhead  conservation.  The 
new  FCRPS  Biological  Opinion  (NMFS 
2008)  requires  the  hatchery  operators 
and  the  Action  Agencies  to  submit  to 
NMFS  updated  HGMPs  describing  site- 
specific  applications  of  the  “best 
management  practices”  for  the  hatchery  ■ 
programs  as  described  in  Appendices  C 


and  D  of  the  Supplemental 
Comprehensive  Analysis  (SCA)  of  the 
Biological  Opinion  for  those  mitigation 
hatchery  programs  funded  by  the  FCRPS 
Action  Agencies. 

Evaluating  the  factors  that  influence 
interactions  between  hatchery  fish  and 
naturally  produced  fish  under  varying 
freshwater  conditions  and  ocean 
conditions  is  an  important  area  of  future 
research. 

Predation,  Competition,  and  Disease 

The  Plan  addresses  major  predation 
issues  in  the  mainstem  Columbia  River 
and  recommends  research  and 
monitoring  to  track  trends  in  predator 
populations,  understand  their  impacts 
on  steelhead,  and  develop  appropriate 
management  techniques  to  reduce 
predation.  Disease  in  salmonids  is 
caused  by  multiple  factors  and  probably 
cannot  be  directly  addressed  by 
recovery  actions  except  in  specific 
instances  of  known  causal  factors.  It  is 
more  likely  that  nearly  all  of  the 
recommended  recovery  actions  that 
improve  spawning,  rearing,  and  passage 
conditions  for  steelhead  and  increase 
the  survival,  abundance,  and 
productivity  of  naturally  produced  fish 
will  result  in  decreasing  incidence  of 
disease. 

Harvest 

Although,  in  general,  harvest  is  not 
considered  a  major  threat  for  the  Middle 
Columbia  steelhead  DPS,  it  is  important 
to  ensure  that  impacts  from  fisheries  do 
not  impede  recovery,  and  to  perform 
monitoring  and  evaluation  to  verify 
impacts  and  reduce  existing 
uncertainties. 

Site-specific  Management  Actions 

The  proposed  site-specific 
management  actions  at  the  population 
level  are  described  in  detail  in 
Appendices  A  through  F  of  the  Plan. 
Proposed  site-specific  actions  for  the 
mainstem  Columbia  River  and  estuary 
are  described  in  detail  in  the  FCRPS 
Biological  Opinion  (NMFS  2008),  the 
Hydro  Module  (in  preparation),  the 
Estuary  Module  (NMFS  2007),  and 
Artificial  Propagation  for  Pacific 
Salmon,  Appendix  C  of  the 
Supplemental  Comprehensive  Analysis 
of  the  FCRPS  Biological  Opinion  (NMFS 
2008). 

Time  Required  and  Cost  Estimates 

There  are  unique  challenges  to 
estimating  time  and  cost  for  salmon  and 
steelhead  recovery,  given  the  complex 
relationship  of  these  fish  to  the 
environment  and  to  human  activities  on 
•  land.  NMFS  estimates  that  recovery  of 
the  Middle  Columbia  steelhead  DPS, 
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like  recovery  for  most  of  the  ESA-listed 
Pacific  Northwest  salmon  and  steelhead, 
could  take  50  to  100  years,  although  the 
optimistic  view  is  that  it  could  be  much 
sooner.  The  management  unit  plans 
(Appendices  A  through  F)  contain 
extensive  lists  of  actions  to  recover  the 
Middle  Columbia  steelhead  DPS 
populations.  These  projects  were 
developed  using  the  most  up-to-date 
assessment  of  Middle  Columbia 
steelhead  recovery  needs.  The 
management  unit  plans  focus,  for  the 
most  part,  on  actions  within  the  next  5 
to  15  years.  There  are  many 
uncertainties  involved  in  predicting  the 
course  of  recovery  and  in  estimating 
total  costs.  Such  uncertainties  include 
biological  and  ecosystem  responses  to 
recovery  actions  as  well  as  long-term 
and  future  funding. 

Cost  estimates  for  recovery  projects 
were  provided  by  the  management  unit 
entities  where  available  information  was 
sufficient  to  do  so,  using  the  methods 
described  in  each  management  unit 
plan.  All  applied  guidance  provided  by 
NMFS  and  used  similar  cost  calculation 
methodologies.  However,  the 
approaches  vary  to  some  degree  given 
the  local  and  independent  nature  of  the 
planning  groups.  There  are  differences 
in  the  timeframes  for  cost  estimates, 
whether  administrative  costs  were 
included  or  not,  and  whether  research, 
monitoring,  and  evaluation  costs  were 
calculated. 

No  cost  estimates  are  provided  for  (1) 
baseline  actions  (programs  that  are 
already  in  existence  and  would  occur 
regardless  of  this  recovery  plan),  which 
are  listed  as  Not  Applicable  (N/A);  or  (2) 
actions  that  need  costs  to  be  developed, 
need  unit  costs,  and/or  need  project 
scale  estimates  these  are  listed  as  To  Be 
Determined  (TBD).  Each  management 
unit  will  work  with  regional  experts  to 
identify  costs,  scale,  or  unit  costs  for 
actions  that  require  more  information 
during  the  public  comment  period. 
Individual  management  unit  costs  will 
be  updated  with  this  new  information 
for  the  final  steelhead  DPS  recovery 
plan. 

The  total  estimated  cost  of  restoring 
habitat  for  the  Middle  Columbia 
steelhead  DPS  is  approximately  $235 
million  over  the  initial  5-year  period, 
and  approximately  $970  million  over  20 
to  50  years  for  all  DPS-wide  recovery 
actions  for  which  sufficient  information 
exists  upon  which  to  base  an  estimate. 
This  estimate  includes  expenditures  by 
local,  tribal,  state,  and  Federal 
governments,  private  business,  and 
individuals  in  implementing  both 
capital  projects  and  non-capital  work.  In 
most  cases,  administrative  costs  are 
embedded  in  the  total  management  unit 


cost  estimates.  Preliminary  research, 
monitoring  and  evaluation  costs  have, 
in  some  Cases,  been  estimated  at  the 
management  unit  level;  however,  these 
costs  are  not  included  at  this  time, 
pending  completion  of  research  and 
monitoring  plans  and  further 
development  of  each  project. 

Potential  Effects  of  Proposed  Recovery 
Actions 

A  quantitative  analysis  of  the 
potential  effects  of  all  the  proposed 
recovery  actions  on  the  abundance  and 
productivity  of  Middle  Columbia  River 
steelhead  was  performed  using  two 
models,  the  Ecosystem  Diagnosis  and 
Treatment  model  and  the  All-H- 
Analyzer  model.  The  analysis  indicates, 
based  on  the  suites  of  proposed  actions 
in  all  the  sectors,  that  all  Middle 
Columbia  River  steelhead  populations 
for  which  there  are  adequate  data  are 
expected  to  achieve  95  percent 
probability  of  survival  (less  than  5 
percent  risk  of  extinction  within  100 
years)  for  abundance/productivity  if  the 
most  intensive  (major)  restoration 
,  scenarios  are  implemented  and  the 
projected  habitat  changes  are  realized. 
Under  minimum  restoration  scenarios, 
three  populations  (Deschutes  Westside, 
Satus,  and  Upper  Yakima)  may  not 
achieve  less  than  5  percent  risk  for 
abundance/productivity.  However,  even 
under  poor  ocean  conditions  and 
minimum  restoration  actions,  the 
abundance  and  productivity  of  these 
three  populations  are  expected  to 
increase  considerably  over  the  baseline. 

Coordination/Governance 

Coordination  of  actions  and 
information-sharing  among  fisheries 
biologists,  Tribes,  local  governments, 
citizen  groups,  and  state  and  Federal 
agencies  based  in  both  Oregon  and 
Washington  is  a  key  component  of 
recovery  for  this  DPS.  Benefits  of 
coordination  include; 

•  Dealing  with  shared  migration  areas 
consistently 

•  Developing  coherent  MPG-level 
strategies  where  populations  are  in  two 
states  (Cascades  Eastern  Slope  MPG; 
Umatilla/Walla  Walla  MPG),  or  the 
same  population  is  in  both  states  (Walla 
Walla  population) 

•  Promoting  consistent  methods  for 
setting  recovery  objectives,  evaluating 
strategies,  and  monitoring  progress 
across  populations,  MPGs,  and  the  DPS 

This  coordination  is  under 
development.  The  recent  creation  of  the 
Middle  Columbia  Recovery  Forum,  to  be 
convened  regularly  by  NMFS,  is 
intended  to  facilitate  such  collaboration 
between  scientists  and  recovery 
planners  on  both  sides  of  the  Columbia 


River.  Chapter  11  of  this  plan  describes 
in  more  detail  the  proposed  roles  and 
responsibilities. 

Research,  Monitoring,  and  Adaptive 
Management 

The  Plan  identifies  the  many  - 
knowledge_gaps  and  uncertainties 
involved  in  designing  recovery  actions 
for  Middle  Columbia  steelhead.  Because 
the  proposed  recovery  actions  are  based 
on  hypotheses  about  the  relationships 
between  fish,  limiting  factors,  human 
activities,  and  the  environment,  the  Plan 
recommends  research  and  monitoring  to 
determine  progress  in  recovery. 
Monitoring  is  the  basis  for  adaptive 
management  the  process  of  adjusting 
management  actions  and/or  directions 
based  on  new  information.  Research, 
monitoring,  and  adaptive  management 
will  be  built  into  the  implementation 
plans  for  each  management  unit  plan, 
after  this  Plan  is  approved. 

Conclusion 

NMFS  concludes  that  the  Plan  meets 
the  requirements  of  ESA  section  4(f)  and 
thus  is  proposing  it  as  an  ESA  recovery 
plan. 

Public  Comments  Solicited 

NMFS  is  soliciting  written  comments 
on  the  Proposed  Plan.  All  comments 
received  by  the  date  specified  above 
will  be  considered  prior  to  NMFS’ 
decision  whether  to  approve  the  Plan. 
Additionally,  NMFS  will  provide  a 
summary  of  the  comments  and 
responses  through  its  Northwest  Region 
web  site  and  provide  a  news  release  for 
the  public  announcing  the  availability 
of  the  response  to  comments.  NMFS 
seeks  comments  particularly  in  the 
following  areas:  (1)  the  analysis  of,  and 
hypotheses  concerning,  limiting  factors 
and  threats;  (2)  the  recovery  objectives, 
strategies,  and  actions;  (3)  the  criteria 
for  removing  the  DPS  from  the  Federal 
list  of  endangered  and  threatened 
wildlife  and  plants;  and  (4)  estimates  of 
time  and  cost  to  implement  recovery 
actions,  including  the  intent  to  be  even 
more  specific  by  soliciting  an 
implementation  schedule.

Louisiana  from  the  mouth  of  the

Texas  as  a  result  of  recent  hurricanes. 
Consistent  with  those  regulations,  the 
RA  has  authorized  IFQ  participants 
within  this  affected  area  to  use  paper- 
based  forms,  if  necessary,  for  basic 
required  IFQ  administrative  functions, 
e.g.,  landing  transactions,  until  October 
24,  2008.  This  determination  of 
catastrophic  conditions  and  allowance 
of  alternative  methods  for  completing 
required  IFQ  administrative  functions  is 
intended  to  facilitate  continuation  of 
IFQ  operations  during  the  period  of 
catastrophic  conditions.

Regulations  implementing  the  IFQ 
program  for  the  commercial  red  snapper 
fishery  in  the  Gulf  of  Mexico  (50  CFR 
622.16)  require  that  IFQ  participants 
have  access  to  a  computer  and  Internet 
access  and  that  they  conduct 
administrative  functions  associated  with 
the  IFQ  program,  e.g.,  landing 
transactions,  online.

The  RA  must 
determine  that  catastrophic  conditions 
exist,  specify  the  duration  of  the 
catastrophic  conditions,  and  specify 
which  participants  or  geographic  areas 
are  deemed  affected  by  the  catastrophic 
conditions. 

Hurricane  Gustav  made  landfall  near 
Cocodrie,  Louisiana  as  a  strong  Category 
2  hurricane  on  September  1,  2008. 
Twelve  days  later  Hurricane  Ike  made 
landfall  near  Galveston,  Texas  as  a 
Category  2  hurricane.  Strong  winds  and 
flooding  from  these  two  hurricanes 
impacted  coastal  communities 
throughout  Texas  and  Louisiana, 
resulting  in  power  outages  and  loss  of 
homes,  businesses,  and  other 


infrastructure.  As  a  result  the  RA  has 
determined  that  catastrophic  conditions 
exist  in  those  areas  of  the  states  of 
Louisiana  and  Texas  from  the  mouth  of 
the  Mississippi  River  west  to  Freeport, 
Texas.  The  RA  is  authorizing  IFQ 
participants  within  this  affected  area  to 
use  paper-based  forms  until  October  24, 
2008.  NMFS  will  provide  additional 
notification  to  affected  participants  via 
NOAA  weather  radio,  fishery  bulletins, 
and  other  appropriate  means. 

NMFS  previously  provided  each  IFQ 
dealer  the  necessary  paper  forms 
(sequentially  coded)  and  instructions  in 
the  event  catastrophic  conditions  exist. 
Paper  forms  are  also  available  from  the 
RA  upon  request.  The  electronic  system 
for  submitting  information  to  NMFS 
will  continue  to  be  available  to  all 
participants,  and  participants  in  the 
affected  area  are  encouraged  to  continue 
using  this  system,  if  accessible. 

The  administrative  program  functions 
available  to  participants  in  the  area 
affected  by  catastrophic  conditions  will 
be  limited  under  the  paper-based 
system.  There  will  be  no  mechanism  for 
transfers  of  IFQ  shares  or  allocation 
under  the  paper-based  system  in  effect 
during  catastrophic  conditions.

yarn  originating  in  the  U.S.  or  one  or 
more  beneficiary  countries,  subject  to 
quantitative  limitations.  This 
preferential  treatment  is  also  available 
for  apparel  articles  assembled  in  one  or 
more  lesser-developed  beneficiary  sub- 
Saharan  African  countries,  regardless  of 
the  country  of  origin  of  the  fabric  used 
to  make  such  articles,  subject  to 
quantitative  limitation.  Title  VI  of  the 
TRHCA  2006  extended  this  special  rule 
for  lesser-developed  countries  through 
September  30,  2012. 

The  AGOA  Acceleration  Act  of  2004 
provides  that  the  quantitative  limitation 
for  the  twelve-month  period  beginning 
October  1,  2008  will  be  an  amount  not 
to  exceed  7  percent  of  the  aggregate 
square  meter  equivalents  of  all  apparel 
articles  imported  into  the  United  States 
in  the  preceding  12-month  period  for 
which  data  are  available.  See  Section 
112(b)(3)(A)(ii)(II)  of  TDA  2000,  as 
amended  by  Section  7(b)(2)(B)  of  the 
AGOA  Acceleration  Act.  Of  this  overall 
amount,  apparel  imported  under  the 
special  rule  for  lesser-developed 
countries  is  limited  to  an  amount  not  to 
exceed  3.5  percent  of  all  apparel  articles 
imported  into  the  United  States  in  the 
preceding  12-month  period.  See  Section 
112(c)(l)(B)(ii)  of  TDA  2000,  as 
amended  by  Section  6002(a)  of  TRHCA 
2006.  Presidential  Proclamation  7350 
directed  CITA  to  publish  the  aggregate 
quantity  of  imports  allowed  during  each 
12-month  period  in  the  Federal 
Register.  See  Annex. 

For  the  one-year  period,  beginning  on 
October  1,  2008,  and  extending  through 
September  30,  2009,  the  aggregate 
quantity  of  imports  eligible  for 
preferential  treatment  under  these 
provisions  is  1,711,900,006  square 


meters  equivalent.  Of  this  amount, 
855,950,003  square  meters  equivalent  is 
available  to  apparel  articles  imported 
under  the  special  rule  for  lesser- 
developed  countries.  Apparel  articles 
entered  in  excess  of  these  quantities  will 
be  subject  to  otherwise  applicable 
tariffs. 

These  quantities  are  calculated  using 
the  aggregate  square  meter  equivalents 
of  all  apparel  articles  imported  into  the 
United  States,  derived  from  the  set  of 
Harmonized  System  lines  listed  in  the 
Annex  to  the  World  Trade  Organization 
Agreement  on  Textiles  and  Clothing 
(ATC),  and  the  conversion  factors  for 
units  of  measure  into  square  meter 
equivalents  used  by  the  United  States  in 
implementing  the  ATC.

Qualifications  of  the  applicant  (40 
points):  In  determining  the 
qualifications  of  the  applicant,  the 
Secretary  considers  (1)  The  overall 
strength  of  the  applicant’s  graduate 
academic  record  (10  points);  (2)  The 
extent  to  which  the  applicant’s 
academic  record  demonstrates  strength 
in  area  studies  relevant  to  the  proposed 
project  (10  points);  (3)  The  applicant’s 
proficiency  in  one  or  more  of  the 
languages  (other  than  English  and  the 
applicant’s  native  language)  of  the 
country  or  countries  of  research,  and  the 
specific  measures  to  be  taken  to 
overcome  any  anticipated  language 
barriers  (15  points);  and  (4)  The 
applicant’s  ability  to  conduct  research 
in  a  foreign  cultural  context,  as 
evidenced  by  the  applicant’s  references 
or  previous  overseas  experience,  or  both 
(5  points).

2070-0107);  and  “Data  Acquisition  for 
Anticipated  Residue  and  Percent  of 
Crop  Treated”  (EPA  ICR  No.  1911.02, 
OMB  Control  No.  2070-0164).  Under 
OMB  regulations,  the  Agency  may 
continue  to  conduct  or  sponsor  the 
collection  of  information  while  this 
submission  is  pending  at  OMB.  An 
Agency  may  not  conduct  or  sponsor, 
and  a  person  is  not  required  to  respond 
to,  a  collection  of  information,  unless  it 
displays  a  currently  valid  OMB  control 
number.  The  OMB  control  numbers  for 
EPA’s  regulations  in  title  40  of  the  CFR, 
after  appearing  in  the  Federal  Register 
when  approved,  are  listed  in  40  CFR 
part  9,  are  displayed  either  by 
publication  in  the  Federal  Register  or 
by  other  appropriate  means,  such  as  on 
the  related  collection  instrument  or 
form,  if  applicable.  The  display  of  OMB 
control  numbers  in  certain  EPA 
regulations  is  consolidated  in  40  CFR 
part  9. 

Abstract:  Under  the  Federal 
Insecticide,  Fungicide,  and  Rodenticide 
Act  (FIFRA),  every  pesticide  product 
must  be  registered  with  EPA.  An 
applicant  for  registration  must  supply 
data  to  demonstrate  that  the  pesticide 
product  will  not  cause  “unreasonable 
adverse  effects”  on  humans  or  to  the 
environment.  Under  the  Federal  Food, 
Drug,  and  Cosmetic  Act  (FFDCA),  EPA 
must  determine,  from  data  supplied  by 
the  applicant  or  registrant,  that  the  level 
of  pesticide  residues  in  food  and  feed 
will  be  safe  for  human  consumption, 
defined  as  “a  reasonable  certainty  that 
no  harm”  will  result  from  exposures  to 
pesticide  residues.  Although  data  is 
provided  with  the  initial  applications, 
the  Agency  issues  Data  Call-Ins  (DCIs) 
when  it  has  determined  that  more 
information  is  necessary  to  make  the 
necessary  decision  pursuant  to  the 
mandates  in  FIFRA  and  FFDCA. 

The  programs  represented  in  this 
proposed  ICR  renewal  and 
consolidation  share  a  common  statutory 
authority,  section  3(c)(2)(B)  of  FIFRA, 
which  authorizes  EPA  to  require 
pesticide  registrants  to  generate  and 
submit  data  to  the  Agency,  when  such 
data  are  needed  to  maintain  an  existing 
registration  of  a  pesticide.  EPA’s 
determination  that  additional  data  are 
needed  can  occur  for  various  reasons, 
with  the  following  four  reasons  being 
the  most  common: 

(1)  Reregistration  program.  Section  4 
of  FIFRA  requires  EPA  to  re-assess  the 
health  and  safety  data  for  all  pesticide 
active  ingredients  registered  before 
November  1,  1984,  to  “reregister”  them, 
i.e.,  determine  whether  these  “older” 
pesticides  meet  the  criteria  for 
registration  that  would  be  expected  of  a 
pesticide  being  registered  today  for  the 
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first  time.  FIFRA  section  4  directs  EPA 
to  use  FIFRA  section  3(c)(2)(B)  authority 
to  obtain  the  required  data.  While  most 
Reregistration  Eligibility  Decisions  are 
expected  to  be  completed  by  2008,  the 
Agency  may  still  need  to  issue  DCIs 
after  FY  2008  to  close  out  the  program. 

(2)  Registration  review  program. 
Section  3(g)  of  FIFRA  contains 
provisions  to  help  achieve  the  goal  of 
reviewing  each  pesticide  every  15  years 
to  assure  that  the  pesticide  continues  to 
pose  no  risk  of  unreasonable  adverse 
effects  on  human  health  or  the 
environment.  FIFRA  section  3(g) 
instructs  EPA  to  use  the  FIFRA  section 
3(c)(2)(B)  authority  to  obtain  the 
required  data. 

(3)  Special  review  program.  Though 
rare,  EPA  may  conduct  a  Special  Review 
if  EPA  believes  that  a  pesticide  poses 
risks  of  unreasonable  adverse  effects  on 
human  health  or  the  environment. 
Section  3(c)(2)(B)  of  FIFRA  provides  a 
means  of  obtaining  any  needed  data. 

(4)  Anticipated  residue/percent  crop 
treated  information.  Under  section  408 
of  FFDCA,  before  a  pesticide  may  be 
used  on  food  or  feed  crops,  the  Agency  . 
must  establish  a  tolerance  for  the 
pesticide  residues  on  that  crop  or 
established  an  exemption  from  the 
requirement  to  have  a  tolerance.  Section 
408(b)(2)(E)  and  (F)  of  FFDCA  authorize 
the  use  of  anticipated  or  actual  residue 
(ARs)  data  and  percent  crop  treated 
(PCT)  data  to  establish,  modify, 
maintain,  or  revoke  a  tolerance  for  a 
pesticide.  The  FFDCA  requires  that  if 
AR  data  are  used,  data  must  be  reviewed 
five  years  after  a  tolerance  is  initially 
established.  If  PCT  data  are  used,  the 
FFDCA  affords  EPA  the  discretion  to 
obtain  additional  data  if  any  or  all  of 
several  conditions  are  met. 

The  Agency  issues  DCIs  when  it  has 
determined  that  more  information  is 
necessary  to  make  decision  about 
pesticides  pursuant  to  the  mandates  in 
FIFRA  and  FFDCA.  Agency  decisions 
requiring  additional  data  are  based  on 
the  data  requirements  set  forth  in  40 
CFR  parts  150  through  180,  with  the 
majority  of  the  data  requirements 
captured  in  40  CFR  part  158. 

Burden  Statement:  The  annual  public 
reporting  and  recordkeeping  burden  for 
this  collection  of  information  is 
estimated  to  range  form  59  to  13,636 
hours  per  response,  depending  on  the 
review  program  and  type  of  DCI  issued. 
Burden  means  the  total  time,  effort,  or 
financial  resources  expended  by  persons 
to  generate,  maintain,  retain,  or  disclose 
or  provide  information  to  or  for  a 
Federal  agency.  This  includes  the  time 
needed  to  review  instructions;  develop, 
acquire,  install,  and  utilize  technology 
and  systems  for  the  purposes  of 


collecting,  validating,  and  verifying 
information,  processing  and 
maintaining  information,  and  disclosing 
and  providing  information;  adjust  the 
existing  ways  to  comply  with  any 
previously  applicable  instructions  and 
requirements;  train  personnel  to  be  able 
to  respond  to  a  collection  of 
information;  search  data  sources; 
complete  and  review  the  collection  of 
information;  and  transmit  or  otherwise 
disclose  the  information.

Entities  potentially  affected  by  this  ICR 
include  pesticide  registrants,  which  may 
be  identified  by  the  North  American 
Industrial  Classification  System 
(NAICS)  code  32532,  pesticide  and 
other  agricultural  chemical 
manufacturing.

Changes  in  the  Estimates:  The  total 
estimated  burden  for  this  consolidated 
renewal  ICR  is  262,301  hours,  which 
reflects  a  net  decrease  of  106,030  hours 
per  year  for  this  consolidated  renewal 
ICR  over  the  combined  burden  estimates 
for  the  currently  approved  ICRs.  The 
primary  cause  of  this  reduction  is  the 
fact  that  EPA’s  Reregistration  program  is 
ending  and  that  the  Agency  thus  expects 
to  issue  fewer  reregistration  DCIs.  The 
decreased  burden  associated  with  the 
reduction  in  the  number  of 
reregistration  DCIs  that  will  be  issued  is 
somewhat  offset  by  an  expected  burden 
increase  related  to  increase  in  the 
number  of  registration  review  DCIs  that 
will  be  issued.

definition  of  public  water  system. 

Nevada  first  assumed  primary 
enforcement  authority  (“primacy”)  for 
the  Public  Water  System  Supervision 
Program  (“PWSSP”)  on  March  29,  1978.

II.  Authority 

EPA  is  initiating  its  review  of  the 
pesticide  identified  in  this  document 
pursuant  to  section  3(g)  of  the  Federal 
Insecticide,  Fungicide,  and  Rodenticide 
Act  (FIFRA)  and  the  Procedural 
Regulations  for  Registration  Review  at 
40  CFR  part  155,  subpart  C.  Section  3(g) 
of  FIFRA  provides,  among  other  things, 
that  the  registrations  of  pesticides  are  to 
be  periodically  reviewed.  The  goal  is  a 
review  of  a  pesticide’s  registration  every 
15  years.  Under  FIFRA  section  3(a),  a 
pesticide  product  may  be  registered  or 
remain  registered  only  if  it  meets  the 
statutory  standard  for  registration  given 
in  FIFRA  section  3(c)(5).  When  used  in 
accordance  with  widespread  and 
commonly  recognized  practice,  the 
pesticide  product  must  perform  its 
intended  function  without  unreasonable 
adverse  effects  on  the  environment;  that 
is,  without  any  unreasonable  risk  to 
man  or  the  environment,  or  a  human 
dietary  risk  from  residues  that  result 
from  the  use  of  a  pesticide  in  or  on  food. 

III.  Registration  Reviews 

A.  What  Action  is  the  Agency  Taking? 

As  directed  by  FIFRA  section  3(g), 
EPA  is  periodically  reviewing  pesticide 
registrations  to  assure  that  they  continue 
to  satisfy  the  FIFRA  standard  for 
registration — that  is,  they  can  still  be 
used  without  unreasonable  adverse 
effects  on  human  health  or  the 
environment.  The  implementing 
regulations  establishing  the  procedures 
for  registration  review  appear  at  40  CFR 
part  155.  A  pesticide’s  registration 
review  begins  when  the  Agency 
establishes  a  docket  for  the  pesticide’s 
registration  review  case  and  opens  the 
docket  for  public  review  and  comment. 
At  present,  EPA  is  opening  registration 
review  dockets  for  the  cases  identified 
in  the  following  table.

B.  Docket  Content 

1 .  Review  dockets.  The  registration 
review  dockets  contain  information  that 
the  Agency  may  consider  in  the  course 
of  the  registration  review.  The  Agency 
may  include  information  from  its  files 
including,  but  not  limited  to,  the 
following  information: 

•  An  overview  of  the  registration 
review  case  status. 

•  A  list  of  current  product 
registrations  and  registrants. 

•  Federal  Register  notices  regarding 
any  pending  registration  actions. 

•  Federal  Register  notices  regarding 
current  or  pending  tolerances. 

•  Risk  assessments. 

•  Bibliographies  concerning  current 
registrations. 

•  Summaries  of  incident  data. 

•  Any  other  pertinent  data  or 
information. 

Each  docket  contains  a  document 
summarizing  what  the  Agency  currently 
knows  about  the  pesticide  case  and  a 
preliminary  work  plan  for  anticipated 
data  and  assessment  needs.  Additional 
documents  provide  more  detailed 
information.

•  To  ensure  that  EPA  will  consider 
data  or  information  submitted, 


interested  persons  must  submit  the  data 
or  information  during  the  comment 
period.  The  Agency  may,  at  its 
discretion,  consider  data  or  information 
submitted  at  a  later  date. 

•  The  data  or  information  submitted 
must  be  presented  in  a  legible  and 
useable  form.  For  example,  an  English 
translation  must  accompany  any 
material  that  is  not  in  English  and  a 
written  transcript  must  accompany  any 
information  submitted  as  an 
audiographic  or  videographic  record. 
Written  material  may  be  submitted  in 
paper  or  electronic  form. 

•  Submitters  must  clearly  identify  the 
source  of  any  submitted  data  or 
information. 

•  Submitters  may  request  the  Agency 
to  reconsider  data  or  information  that 
the  Agency  rejected  in  a  previous 
review.  However,  submitters  must 
explain  why  they  believe  the  Agency 
should  reconsider  the  data  or 
information  in  the  pesticide’s 
registration  review. 

•  As  provided  in  40  CFR  155.58,  the 
registration  review  docket  for  each 
pesticide  case  will  remain  publicly 
accessible  through  the  duration  of  the 
registration  review  process;  that  is,  until 
all  actions  required  in  the  final  decision 
on  the  registration  review  case  have 
been  completed.

The  Order  on 
Reconsideration  amends  FCC  Form  477 
to  require  filers  to  report  the  percentage 
of  broadband  connections  that  are 
residential  at  the  Census  Tract  level.

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program  (Medicare  Part  A).  The 
Medicare  statute  specifies  the  formulae 
used  to  determine  these  amounts.  For 
CY  2009,  the  inpatient  hospital 
deductible  will  be  $1068.  The  daily 
coinsurance  amounts  for  CY  2009  will 
be:  (a)  $267  for  the  61st  through  90th 
day  of  hospitalization  in  a  benefit 
period;  (b)  $534  for  lifetime  reserve 
days;  and  (c)  $133.50  for  the  21st 
through  100th  day  of  extended  care 
services  in  a  skilled  nursing  facility  in 
a  benefit  period.

SUPPLEMENTARY  INFORMATION: 

I.  Background 

Section  1813  of  the  Social  Security 
Act  (the  Act)  provides  for  an  inpatient 
hospital  deductible  to  be  subtracted 
from  the  amount  payable  by  Medicare 
for  inpatient  hospital  services  furnished 
to  a  beneficiary.  It  also  provides  for 
certain  coinsurance  amounts  to  be 
subtracted  from  the  amounts  payable  by 
Medicare  for  inpatient  hospital  and 
extended  care  services.  Section 
1813(b)(2)  of  the  Act  requires  us  to 
determine  and  publish  each  year  the 
amount  of  the  inpatient  hospital 
deductible  and  the  hospital  and 
extended  care  services  coinsurance 
amounts  applicable  for  services 
furnished  in  the  following  CY. 

II. .  Computing  the  Inpatient  Hospital 
Deductible  for  CY  2009 

Section  1813(b)  of  the  Act  prescribes 
the  method  for  computing  the  amount  of 
the  inpatient  hospital  deductible.  The 
inpatient  hospital  deductible  is  an 
amount  equal  to  the  inpatient  hospital 
deductible  for  the  preceding  CY, 
adjusted  by  our  best  estimate  of  the 
payment-weighted  average  of  the 
applicable  percentage  increases  (as 
defined  in  section  1886(b)(3)(B)  of  the 
Act)  used  for  updating  the  payment 
rates  to  hospitals  for  discharges  in  the 
fiscal  year  (FY)  that  begins  on  October 
1  of  the  same  preceding  CY,  and 
adjusted  to  reflect  real  case-mix.  The 
adjustment  to  reflect  real  case-mix  is 
determined  on  the  basis  of  the  most 
recent  case-mix  data  available.  The 
amount  determined  under  this  formula 
is  rounded  to  the  nearest  multiple  of  $4 
(or,  if  midway  between  two  multiples  of 
$4,  to  the  next  higher  multiple  of  $4). 

Under  section  1886(b)(3)(B)(i)  of  the 
Act,  the  percentage  increase  used  to 
update  the  payment  rates  for  FY  2009 
for  hospitals  paid  under  the  inpatient 


prospective  payment  system  is  the 
market  basket  percentage  increase, 
otherwise  known  as  the  market  basket 
update.  Under  section  1886(b)(3)(B)(viii) 
of  the  Act,  hospitals  will  receive  the  full 
market  basket  update  only  if  they 
submit  quality  data  as  specified  by  the 
Secretary.  The  market  basket  update  for 
hospitals  that  do  not  submit  this  data  is 
reduced  by  2.0  percentage  points.  We 
are  estimating  that  after  accounting  for 
those  hospitals  receiving  the  lower 
market  basket  update  in  the  payment- 
weighted  average  update,  the  calculated 
deductible  will  remain  the  same. 

Under  section  1886(b)(3)(B)(ii)  of  the 
Act,  the  percentage  increase  used  to 
update  the  payment  rates  for  FY  2009 
for  hospitals  excluded  from  the 
prospective  payment  system  is  the 
market  basket  percentage  increase, 
defined  according  to  section 
1886(b)(3)(B)(iii)  of  the  Act. 

The  market  basket  percentage  increase 
for  2009  is  3.6  percent,  as  announced  in 
the  final  rule  published  in  the  Federal 
Register  entitled,  “Medicare  Program; 
Changes  to  the  Hospital  Inpatient 
Prospective  Payment  Systems  and  Fiscal 
Year  2009  Rates”  (73  FR  48434,  August 
19,  2008).  Therefore,  the  percentage 
increase  for  hospitals  paid  under  the 
prospective  payment  system  is  3.6 
percent.  The  average  payment 
percentage  increase  for  hospitals 
excluded  from  the  prospective  payment 
system  is  3.5  percent.  Weighting  these 
percentages  in  accordance  with 
payment  volume,  our  best  estimate  of 
the  payment-weighted  average  of  the 
increases  in  the  payment  rates  for  FY 
2009  is  3.6  percent. 

To  develop  the  adjustment  for  real 
case-mix,  we  first  calculated  for  each 
hospital  an  average  case-mix  that 
reflects  the  relative  costliness  of  that 
hospital’s  mix  of  cases  compared  to 
those  of  other  hospitals.  We  then 
computed  the  change  in  average  case- 
mix  for  hospitals  paid  under  the 
Medicare  prospective  payment  system 
in  FY  2008  compared  to  FY  2007.  (We 
excluded  from  this  calculation  hospitals 
excluded  from  the  prospective  payment 
system  because  their  payments  are 
based  on  reasonable  costs.)  We  used 
Medicare  bills  from  prospective 
.  payment  hospitals  that  we  received  as  of 
July  2008.  These  bills  represent  a  total 
of  about  8.9  million  Medicare 
discharges  for  FY  2008  and  provide  the 
most  recent  case-mix  data  available  at 
this  time.  Based  on  these  bills,  the 
change  in  average  case-mix  in  FY  2008 
is  1.55  percent.  Based  on  these  bills  and 
past  experience,  we  expect  the  overall 
case  mix  change  to  be  1.75  percent  as 
the  year  progresses  and  more  FY  2008 
data  become  available. 


Section  1813  of  the  Act  requires  that 
the  inpatient  hospital  deductible  be 
adjusted  only  by  that  portion  of  the 
case-mix  change  that  is  determined  to 
be  real.  In  the  FY  2008  IPPS  final  rule 
with  comment  period,  we  indicated  that 
we  believe  the  adoption  of  the  MS- 
DRGs  had  the  potential  to  lead  to 
increases  in  aggregate  payments  without 
a  corresponding  increase  in  actual 
patient  severity  of  illness  due  to  the 
incentives  for  improved  documentation 
and  coding.  In  that  final  rule,  we 
estimated  that  changes  in  coding  or 
classification  that  do  not  reflect  real 
change  in  case-mix  would  be  1.2 
percent  for  FY  2008.  Therefore,  since  we 
are  expecting  overall  case  mix  to 
increase  by  1.75  percent  and  1.2  percent 
of  that  to  be  caused  by  coding  changes, 
real  case  mix  changes  resulted  in  an 
increase  of  0.55  percent  for  FY  2008. 

Thus,  the  estimate  of  the  payment- 
weighted  average  of  the  applicable 
percentage  increases  used  for  updating 
the  payment  rates  is  3.6  percent,  and  the 
real  case-mix  adjustment  factor  for  the 
deductible  is  0.55  percent.  Therefore, 
under  the  statutory  formula,  the 
inpatient  hospital  deductible  for 
services  furnished  in  CY  2009  is  $1068. 
This  deductible  amount  is  determined 
by  multiplying  $1024  (the  inpatient 
hospital  deductible  for  CY  2008)  by  the 
payment-weighted  average  increase  in 
the  payment  rates  of  1.036  multiplied  by 
the  increase  in  real  case-mix  of  1.0055, 
which  equals  $1066.70  and  is  rounded 
to  $1068. 

III.  Computing  the  Inpatient  Hospital 
and  Extended  Care  Services 

Coinsurance  Amounts  for  CY  2009

The  coinsurance  amounts  provided 
for  in  section  1813  of  the  Act  are 
defined  as  fixed  percentages  of  the 
inpatient  hospital  deductible  for 
services  furnished  in  the  same  CY. 

Thus,  the  increase  in  the  deductible 
generates  increases  in  the  coinsurance 
amounts.  For  inpatient  hospital  and 
extended  care  services  furnished  in  CY 
2009,  in  accordance  with  the  fixed 
percentages  defined  in  the  law,  the  daily 
coinsurance  for  the  61st  through  90th 
day  of  hospitalization  in  a  benefit 
period  will  be  $267  (one-fourth  of  the 
inpatient  hospital  deductible);  the  daily 
coinsurance  for  lifetime  reserve  days 
will  be  $534  (one-half  of  the  inpatient 
hospital  deductible);  and  the  daily 
coinsurance  for  the  21st  through  100th 
day  of  extended  care  services  in  a 
skilled  nursing  facility  in  a  benefit 
period  will  be  $133.50  (one-eighth  of 
the  inpatient  hospital  deductible). 
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IV.  Cost  to  Medicare  Beneficiaries  and  2009;  as  well  as  the  number  of  each

The  estimated  total  increase  in  costs 
to  beneficiaries  is  about  S680  million 
(rounded  to  the  nearest  $10  million)  due 
to:  (1)  The  increase  in  the  deductible 
and  coinsurance  amounts;  and  (2)  the 
change  in  the  number  of  deductibles 
and  daily  coinsurance  amounts  paid. 

V.  Waiver  of  Proposed  Notice  and 
Comment  Period 

The  Medicare  statute,  as  discussed 
previously,  requires  publication  of  the 
Medicare  Part  A  inpatient  hospital 
deductible  and  the  hospital  and 
extended  care  services  coinsurance 
amounts  for  services  for  each  CY.  The 
amounts  are  determined  according  to 
the  statute.  As  has  been  our  custom,  we 
use  general  notices,  rather  than  notice 
and  comment  rulemaking  procedures,  to 
make  the  announcements.  In  doing  so, 
we  acknowledge  that,  under  the 
Administrative  Procedure  Act  (APA), 
interpretive  rules,  general  statements  of 
policy,  and  rules  of  agency  organization, 
procedure,  or  practice  are  excepted  from 
the  requirements  of  notice  and  comment 
rulemaking. 

We  considered  publishing  a  proposed 
notice  to  provide  a  period  for  public 
comment.  However,  we  may  waive  that 
procedure  if  we  find  good  cause  that 
prior  notice  and  comment  are 
impracticable,  unnecessary,  or  contrary 
to  the  public  interest.  We  find  that  the 
procedure  for  notice  and  comment  is 
unnecessary  because  the  formulae  used 
to  calculate  the  inpatient  hospital 
deductible  and  hospital  and  extended 
care  services  coinsurance  amounts  are 
statutorily  directed,  and  we  can  exercise 
no  discretion  in  following  the  formulae. 
Moreover,  the  statute  establishes  the 
time  period  for  which  the  deductible 
and  coinsurance  amounts  will  apply 
and  delaying  publication  would  be 
contrary  to  the  public  interest. 
Therefore,  we  find  good  cause  to  waive 
publication  of  a  proposed  notice  and 
solicitation  of  public  comments. 


VI.  Collection  of  Information 
Requirements 

This  document  does  not  impose 
information  collection  and 
recordkeeping  requirements. 
Consequently,  it  need  not  be  reviewed 
by  the  Office  of  Management  and 
Budget  under  the  authority  of  the 
Paperwork  Reduction  Act  of  1995  (44 
U.S.C.  35). 

VII.  Regulatory  Impact  Statement 

We  have  examined  the  impact  of  this 
rule  as  required  by  Executive  Order 
12866  on  regulatory  planning  and 
review  (September  30  1993),  as  further 
amended,  the  Regulatory  Flexibility  Act 
(RFA)  (September  19,  1980,  Pub.  L.  96- 
354),  section  1102(b)  of  the  Social 
Security  Act,  section  202  of  the 
Unfunded  Mandates  Reform  Act  of  1995 
(March  22,  1995;  Pub.  L.  104-4), 
Executive  Order  13132  on  Federalism 
(August  4, 1999)  and  the  Congressional 
Review  Act  (5  U.S.C.  804(2)). 

Executive  Order  12866  (as  amended 
by  Executive  Orders  13258  and  13422) 
directs  agencies  to  assess  all  costs  and 
benefits  of  available  regulatory 
alternatives  and,  if  regulation  is 
necessary,  to  select  regulatory 
approaches  that  maximize  net  benefits 
(including  potential  economic, 
environmental,  public  health  and  safety 
effects,  distributive  impacts,  and 
equity).  A  regulatory  impact  analysis 
(RIA)  must  be  prepared  for  major  rules 
with  economically  significant  effects 
($100  million  or  more  in  any  1  year).  As 
stated  in  section  IV  of  this  notice,  we 
estimate  that  the  total  increase  in  costs 
to  beneficiaries  associated  with  this 
notice  is  about  $680  million  due  to:  (1) 
The  increase  in  the  deductible  and 
coinsurance  amounts  and  (2)  the  change 
in  the  number  of  deductibles  and  daily 
coinsurance  amounts  paid.  Therefore, 
this  notice  is  a  major  rule  as  defined  in 
Title  5,  United  States  Code,  section 
804(2),  and  is  an  economically 
significant  rule  under  Executive  Order 
12866. 


The  RFA  requires  agencies  to  analyze 
options  for  regulatory  relief  of  small 
businesses,  if  a  rule  has  a  significant 
impact  on  a  substantial  number  of  small 
entities.  For  purposes  of  the  RFA,  small 
entities  include  small  businesses, 
nonprofit  organizations,  and 
government  agencies.  Most  hospitals 
and  most  other  providers  and  suppliers 
are  small  entities,  either  by  nonprofit 
status  or  by  having  revenues  of  $6.5 
million  to  $31.5  million  in  any  1  year. 
Individuals  and  States  are  not  included 
in  the  definition  of  a  small  entity.  We 
have  determined  that  this  notice  will 
not  have  a  significant  economic  impact 
on  a  substantial  number  of  small 
entities.  Therefore  we  are  not  preparing 
an  analysis  for  the  RFA. 

In  addition,  section  1102(b)  of  the  Act 
requires  us  to  prepare  a  regulatory 
impact  analysis  if  a  rule  may  have  a 
significant  impact  on  the  operations  of 
a  substantial  number  of  small  rural 
hospitals.  This  analysis  must  conform  to 
the  provisions  of  section  604  of  the 
RFA.  For  purposes  of  section  1102(b)  of 
the  Act,  we  define  a  small  rural  hospital 
as  a  hospital  that  is  located  outside  of 
a  Metropolitan  Statistical  Area  and  has 
fewer  than  100  beds.  Therefore,  the 
Secretary  has  determined  that  this 
notice  will  not  have  a  significant  impact 
on  the  operations  of  a  substantial 
number  of  small  rural  hospitals. 
Therefore,  we  are  not  preparing  an 
analysis  for  section  1102(b)  of  the  Act. 

Section  202  of  the  Unfunded 
Mandates  Reform  Act  of  1995  (UMRA) 
also  requires  that  agencies  assess 
anticipated  costs  and  benefits  before 
issuing  any  rule  whose  mandates 
require  spending  in  any  1  year  of  $100 
million  in  1995  dollars,  updated 
annually  for  inflation.  In  2008,  that 
threshold  is  approximately  $130 
million.  This  notice  has  no 
consequential  effect  on  State,  local,  or 
tribal  governments  or  on  the  private 
sector.  However,  States  may  be  required 
to  pay  the  deductibles  and  coinsurance 
for  dually-eligible  beneficiaries. 
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Executive  Order  13132  establishes 
certain  requirements  that  an  agency 
must  meet  when  it  promulgates  a 
proposed  rule  (and  subsequent  final 
rule)  that  imposes  substantial  direct 
requirement  costs  on  State  and  local 
governments,  preempts  State  law,  or 
otherwise  has  Federalism  implications. 
This  notice  will  not  have  a  substantial 
effect  on  State  or  local  governments. 

In  accordance  with  the  provisions  of 
Executive  Order  12866,  this  notice  was 
reviewed  by  the  Office  of  Management 
and  Budget.

SUMMARY:  This  notice  announces  the 
monthly  actuarial  rates  for  aged  (age  65 
and  over)  and  disabled  (under  age  65) 
beneficiaries  enrolled  in  Part  B  of  the 
Medicare  Supplementary  Medical 
Insurance  (SMI)  program  beginning 
January  1,  2009.  In  addition,  this  notice 
announces  the  monthly  premium  for 
aged  and  disabled  beneficiaries  as  well 
as  the  income-related  monthly 
adjustment  amounts  to  be  paid  by 
beneficiaries  with  modified  adjusted 
gross  income  above  certain  threshold 
amounts.  The  monthly  actuarial  rates 
for  2009  are  $192.70  for  aged  enrollees 
and  $224.20  for  disabled  enrollees.  The 
standard  monthly  Part  B  premium  rate 
for  2009  is  $96.40,  which  is  equal  to  50 
percent  of  the  monthly  actuarial  rate  for 
aged  enrollees  or  approximately  25 
percent  of  the  expected  average  total 
cost  of  Part  B  coverage  for  aged 
enrollees.  (The  2008  standard  premium 


rate  was  also  $96.40.)  The  Part  B 
deductible  for  2009  is  $135.00  for  all 
Part  B  beneficiaries.  If  a  beneficiary  has 
to  pay  an  income-related  monthly 
adjustment,  they  may  have  to  pay  a  total 
monthly  premium  of  about  35,  50,  65, 
or  80  percent  of  the  total  cost  of  Part  B 
coverage.

SUPPLEMENTARY  INFORMATION: 

I.  Background 

Part  B  is  the  voluntary  portion  of  the 
Medicare  program  that  pays  all  or  part 
of  the  costs  for  physicians’  services, 
outpatient  hospital  services,  certain 
home  health  services,  services  furnished 
by  rural  health  clinics,  ambulatory 
surgical  centers,  comprehensive 
outpatient  rehabilitation  facilities,  and 
certain  other  medical  and  health 
services  not  covered  by  Medicare  Part 
A,  Hospital  Insurance.  Medicare  Part  B 
is  available  to  individuals  who  are 
entitled  to  Medicare  Part  A,  as  well  as 
to  U.S.  residents  who  have  attained  age 
65  and  are  citizens,  and  aliens  who  were 
lawfully  admitted  for  permanent 
residence  and  have  resided  in  the 
United  States  for  5  consecutive  years. 
Part  B  requires  enrollment  and  payment 
of  monthly  premiums,  as  provided  for 
in  42  CFR  part  407,  subpart  B,  and  part 
408,  respectively.  The  difference 
between  the  premiums  paid  by  all 
enrollees  and  total  incurred  costs  is  met 
by  payments  from  the  Supplementary 
Medical  Insurance  Fund. 

The  Secretary  of  the  Department  of 
Health  and  Human  Services  (the 
Secretary)  is  required  by  section  1839  of 
the  Social  Security  Act  (the  Act)  to 
announce  the  Part  B  monthly  actuarial 
rates  for  aged  and  disabled  beneficiaries 
as  well  as  the  monthly  Part  B  premium. 
The  Part  B  annual  deductible  is 
included  because  its  determination  is 
directly  linked  to  the  aged  actuarial  rate. 

The  monthly  actuarial  rates  for  aged 
and  disabled  enrollees  are  used  to 
determine  the  correct  amount  of  general 
revenue  financing  per  beneficiary  each 
month.  These  amounts,  according  to 
actuarial  estimates,  will  equal, 
respectively,  one-half  the  expected 
average  monthly  cost  of  Part  B  for  each 
aged  enrollee  (age  65  or  over)  and  one- 
half  the  expected  average  monthly  cost 
of  Part  B  for  each  disabled  enrollee 
(under  age  65). 

The  Part  B  deductible  to  be  paid  by 
enrollees  is  also  announced.  Prior  to  the 
Medicare  Prescription  Drug, 
Improvement,  and  Modernization  Act  of 
2003  (MMA)  (Pub.  L.  108-173),  the  Part 
B  deductible  was  set  in  statute.  After 


setting  the  2005  deductible  amount  at 
$110.00,  section  629  of  the  MMA 
(amending  section  1833(b)  of  the  Act) 
requires  that  the  Part  B  deductible  be 
indexed  beginning  in  2006.  The 
inflation  factor  to  be  used  each  year  is 
the  annual  percentage  increase  in  the 
Part  B  actuarial  rate  for  enrollees  age  65 
and  over.  Specifically,  the  2009  Part  B 
deductible  is  calculated  by  multiplying 
the  2008  deductible  by  the  ratio  of  the 
2009  aged  actuarial  rate  over  the  2008 
aged  actuarial  rate.  The  amount 
determined  under  this  formula  is  then 
rounded  to  the  nearest  $1. 

The  monthly  Part  B  premium  rate  to 
be  paid  by  aged  and  disabled  enrollees 
is  also  announced.  (Although  the  costs 
to  the  program  per  disabled  enrollee  are 
different  than  for  the  aged,  the  statute 
provides  that  they  pay  the  same 
premium  amount.)  Beginning  with  the 
passage  of  section  203  of  the  Social 
Security  Amendments  of  1972  (Pub.  L. 
92-603),  the  premium  rate,  which  was 
determined  on  a  fiscal  year  basis,  was 
limited  to  the  lesser  of  the  actuarial  rate 
for  aged  enrollees,  or  the  current 
monthly  premium  rate  increased  by  the 
same  percentage  as  the  most  recent 
general  increase  in  monthly  Title  II 
social  security  benefits. 

However,  the  passage  of  section  124 
of  the  Tax  Equity  and  Fiscal 
Responsibility  Act  of  1982  (TEFRA) 
(Pub.  L.  97-248)  suspended  this 
premium  determination  process. 

Section  124  of  TEFRA  changed  the 
premium  basis  to  50  percent  of  the 
monthly  actuarial  rate  for  aged  enrollees 
(that  is,  25  percent  of  program  costs  for 
aged  enrollees).  Section  606  of  the 
Social  Security  Amendments  of  1983 
(Pub.  L.  98-21),  section  2302  of  the 
Deficit  Reduction  Act  of  1984  (DEFRA 
84)  (Pub.  L.  98-369),  section  9313  of  the 
Consolidated  Omnibus  Budget 
Reconciliation  Act  of  1985  (COBRA  85) 
(Pub.  L.  99-272),  section  4080  of  the 
Omnibus  Budget  Reconciliation  Act  of 
1987  (OBRA  87)  (Pub.  L.  100-203),  and 
section  6301  of  the  Omnibus  Budget 
Reconciliation  Act  of  1989  (OBRA  89) 
(Pub.  L.  101-239)  extended  the 
provision  that  the  premium  be  based  on 
50  percent  of  the  monthly  actuarial  rate 
for  aged  enrollees  (that  is,  25  percent  of 
program  costs  for  aged  enrollees).  This 
extension  expired  at  the  end  of  1990. 

The  premium  rate  for  1991  through 
1995  was  legislated  by  section 
1839(e)(1)(B)  of  the  Act,  as  added  by 
section  4301  of  the  Omnibus  Budget 
Reconciliation  Act  of  1990  (OBRA  90) 
(Pub.  L.  101-508).  In  January  1996,  the 
premium  determination  basis  would 
have  reverted  to  the  method  established 
by  the  1972  Social  Security  Act 
Amendments.  However,  section  13571 
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of  the  Omnibus  Budget  Reconciliation 
Act  of  1993  (OBRA  93)  (Pub.  L.  103-66) 
changed  the  premium  basis  to  50 
percent  of  the  monthly  actuarial  rate  for 
aged  enrollees  (that  is,  25  percent  of 
program  costs  for  aged  enrollees)  for 
1996  through  1998. 

Section  4571  of  the  Balanced  Budget 
Act  of  1997  (BBA)  (Pub.  L.  105-33) 
permanently  extended  the  provision 
that  the  premium  be  based  on  50 
percent  of  the  monthly  actuarial  rate  for 
aged  enrollees  (that  is,  25  percent  of 
program  costs  for  aged  enrollees). 

The  BBA  included  a  further  provision 
affecting  the  calculation  of  the  Part  B 
actuarial  rates  and  premiums  for  1998 
through  2003.  Section  4611  of  the  BBA 
modified  the  home  health  benefit 
payable  under  Part  A  for  individuals 
enrolled  in  Part  B.  Under  this  section, 
beginning  in  1998,  expenditures  for 
home  health  services  not  considered 
“post-institutional”  are  payable  under 
Part  B  rather  than  Part  A.  However, 
section  4611(e)(1)  of  the  BBA  required 
that  there  be  a  transition  from  1998 
through  2002  for  the  aggregate  amount 
of  the  expenditures  transferred  from 
Part  A  to  Part  B.  Section  4611(e)(2)  of 
the  BBA  also  provided  a  specific  yearly 
proportion  for  the  transferred  funds. 

The  proportions  were  1/6  for  1998,  1/3 
for  1999,  1/2  for  2000,  2/3  for  2001,  and 
5/6  for  2002.  For  the  purpose  of 
determining  the  correct  amount  of 
financing  from  general  revenues  of  the 
Federal  Government,  it  was  necessary  to 
include  only  these  transitional  amounts 
in  the  monthly  actuarial  rates  for  both 
aged  and  disabled  enrollees,  rather  than 
the  total  cost  of  the  home  health 
services  being  transferred. 

Section  4611(e)(3)  of  the  BBA  also 
specified,  for  the  purpose  of 
determining  the  premium,  that  the 
monthly  actuarial  rate  for  enrollees  age 
65  and  over  be  computed  as  though  the 
transition  would  occur  for  1998  through 
2003  and  that  1/7  of  the  cost  be 
transferred  in  1998,  2/7  in  1999,  3/7  in 
2000,  4/7  in  2001,  5/7  in  2002,  and 
6/7  in  2003.  Therefore,  the  transition 
period  for  incorporating  this  home 
health  transfer  into  the  premium  was  7 
years  while  the  transition  period  for 
including  these  services  in  the  actuarial 
rate  was  6  years. 

Section  811  of  the  Medicare 
Prescription  Drug,  Improvement,  and 
Modernization  Act  of  2003  (Pub.  L.  1  OS- 
173,  also  known  as  the  Medicare 
Modernization  Act,  or  MM  A),  which 
amended  section  1839  of  the  Act, 
requires  that,  starting  on  January  1, 
2007,  the  Part  B  premium  a  beneficiary 
pays  each  month  be  based  on  their 
annual  income.  Specifically,  if  a 
beneficiary’s  “modified  adjusted  gross 


income”  is  greater  than  the  legislated 
threshold  amounts  (for  2009,  $85,000 
for  a  beneficiary  filing  an  individual 
income  tax  return,  and  $170,000  for  a 
beneficiary  filing  a  joint  tax  return)  the 
beneficiary  is  responsible  for  a  larger 
portion  of  the  estimated  total  cost  of 
Part  B  benefit  coverage.  In  addition  to 
the  standard  25  percent  premium,  these 
beneficiaries  will  now  have  to  pay  an 
income-related  monthly  adjustment 
amount.  The  MMA  made  no  change  to 
the  actuarial  rate  calculation,  and  the 
standard  premium,  which  will  continue 
to  be  paid  by  beneficiaries  whose 
modified  adjusted  gross  income  is 
below  the  applicable  thresholds,  still 
represents  25  percent  of  the  estimated 
total  cost  to  the  program  of  Part  B 
coverage  for  an  aged  enrollee.  However, 
once  the  adjustments  are  fully  phased 
in,  and  depending  on  income  and  tax 
filing  status,  a  beneficiary  could  now  be 
responsible  for  35,  50,  65,  or  80  percent 
of  the  estimated  total  cost  of  Part  B 
coverage,  rather  than  25  percent.  The 
end  result  of  the  higher  premium  is  that 
the  Part  B  premium  subsidy  is  reduced 
and  less  general  revenue  financing  is 
required  for  beneficiaries  with  higher 
income  because  they  are  paying  a  larger 
share  of  the  total  cost  with  their 
premium.  That  is,  the  premium  subsidy 
will  continue  to  be  approximately  75 
percent  for  beneficiaries  with  income 
below  the  applicable  income  thresholds, 
but  will  be  reduced  for  beneficiaries 
with  income  above  these  thresholds. 

The  MMA  specified  that  there  be  a  5- 
year  transition  to  full  implementation  of 
this  provision.  However,  section  5111  of 
the  Deficit  Reduction  Act  of  2005  (Pub. 

L.  109-171)  (DRA)  modified  the 
transition  to  a  3-year  period. 

Section  4732(c)  of  tne  BBA  added 
section  1933(c)  of  the  Act,  which 
required  the  Secretary  to  allocate  money 
from  the  Part  B  trust  fund  to  the  State 
Medicaid  programs  for  the  purpose  of 
providing  Medicare  Part  B  premium 
assistance  from  1998  through  2002  for 
the  low-income  Medicaid  beneficiaries 
who  qualify  under  section  1933  of  the 
Act.  This  allocation,  while  not  a  benefit 
expenditure,  was  an  expenditure  of  the 
trust  fund  and  was  included  in 
calculating  the  Part  B  actuarial  rates 
through  2002.  For  2003  through  2007, 
the  expenditure  was  made  from  the  trust 
fund  because  the  allocation  was 
temporarily  extended.  However, 
because  the  extension  occurred  after  the 
financing  was  determined,  the 
allocation  was  not  included  in  the 
calculation  of  the  financing  rates. 

A  further  provision  affecting  the 
calculation  of  the  Part  B  premium  is 
section  1839(f)  of  the  Act,  as  amended 
by  section  211  of  the  Medicare 


Catastrophic  Coverage  Act  of  1988 
(MCCA  88)  (Pub.  L.  100-360).  (The 
Medicare  Catastrophic  Coverage  Repeal 
Act  of  1989  (Pub.  L.  101-234)  did  not 
repeal  the  revisions  to  section  1839(f) 
made  by  MCCA  88.)  Section  1839(f)  of 
the  Act,  referred  to  as  the  “hold- 
harmless”  provision,  provides  that  if  an 
individual  is  entitled  to  benefits  under 
section  202  or  223  of  the  Act  (the  Old- 
Age  and  Survivors  Insurance  Benefit 
and  the  Disability  Insurance  Benefit, 
respectively)  and  has  the  Part  B 
premiums  deducted  from  these  benefit 
payments,  the  premium  increase  will  be 
reduced,  if  necessary,  to  avoid  causing 
a  decrease  in  the  individual’s  net 
monthly  payment.  This  decrease  in 
payment  occurs  if  the  increase  in  the 
individual’s  social  security  benefit  due 
to  the  cost-of-living  adjustment  under 
section  2 1 5(i)  of  the  Act  is  less  than  the 
increase  in  the  premium.  Specifically, 
the  reduction  in  the  premium  amount 
applies  if  the  individual  is  entitled  to 
benefits  under  section  202  or  223  of  the 
Act  for  November  and  December  of  a 
particular  year  and  the  individual’s  Part 
B  premiums  for  December  and  the 
following  January  are  deducted  from  the 
respective  month’s  section  202  or  223 
benefits.  The  “hold-harmless”  provision 
does  not  apply  to  beneficiaries  who  are 
required  to  pay  an  income-related 
monthly  adjustment  amount. 

A  check  for  benefits  under  section  202 
or  223  of  the  Act  is  received  in  the 
month  following  the  month  for  which 
the  benefits  are  due.  The  Part  B 
premium  that  is  deducted  from  a 
particular  check  is  the  Part  B  payment 
for  the  month  in  which  the  check  is 
received.  Therefore,  a  benefit  check  for 
November  is  not  received  until 
December  but  has  December’s  Part  B 
premium  deducted  from  it. 

Generally,  if  a  beneficiary  qualifies  for 
hold-harmless  protection,  that  is,  if  the 
beneficiary  was  in  current  payment 
status  for  November  and  December  of 
the  previous  year,  the  reduced  premium 
for  the  individual  for  that  January  and 
for  each  of  the  succeeding  1 1  months  for 
which  he  or  she  is  entitled  to  benefits, 
under  section  202  or  203  of  the  Act,  is 
the  greater  of  the  following — 

•  The  monthly  premium  for  January 
reduced  as  necessary  to  make  the 
December  monthly  benefits,  after  the 
deduction  of  the  Part  B  premium  for 
January,  at  least  equal  to  the  preceding 
November’s  monthly  benefits,  after  the 
deduction  of  the  Part  B  premium  for 
December;  or 

•  The  monthly  premium  for  that 
individual  for  that  December. 

•  In  determining  the  premium 
limitations  under  section  1839(f)  of  the 
Act,  the  monthly  benefits  to  which  an 
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individual  is  entitled  under  section  202 
or  223  of  the  Act  do  not  include 
retroactive  adjustments  or  payments  and 
deductions  on  account  of  work.  Also, 
once  the  monthly  premium  amount  is 
established  under  section  1839(f)  of  the 
Act,  it  will  not  be  changed  during  the 
year  even  if  there  are  retroactive 
adjustments  or  payments  and 
deductions  on  account  of  work  that 
apply  to  the  individual’s  monthly 
benefits. 

•  Individuals  who  have  enrolled  in 
Part  B  late  or  who  have  re-enrolled  after 
the  termination  of  a  coverage  period  are 
subject  to  an  increased  premium  under 


section  1839(b)  of  the  Act.  The  increase 
is  a  percentage  of  the  premium  and  is 
based  on  the  new  premium  rate  before 
any  reductions  under  section  1839(f)  of 
the  Act  are  made. 

II.  Provisions  of  the  Notice 

A.  Notice  of  Medicare  Part  B  Monthly 
Actuarial  Rates,  Monthly  Premium 
Rates,  and  Annual  Deductible 

The  Medicare  Part  B  monthly 
actuarial  rates  applicable  for  2009  are 
$192.70  for  enrollees  age  65  and  over 
and  $224.20  for  disabled  enrollees 
under  age  65.  Section  II.B.  of  this  notice 


below,  presents  the  actuarial 
assumptions  and  bases  from  which 
these  rates  are  derived.  The  Part  B 
standard  monthly  premium  rate  for 
2009  is  $96.40.  The  Part  B  annual 
deductible  for  2009  is  $135.00.  Listed 
below  are  the  2009  Part  B  monthly 
premium  rates  to  be  paid  by 
beneficiaries  who  file  an  individual  tax 
return  (including  those  who  are  single, 
head  of  household,  qualifying 
widow(er)  with  dependent  child,  or 
married  filing  separately  who  lived 
apart  from  their  spouse  for  the  entire 
taxable  year),  or  a  joint  tax  return.

B.  Statement  of  Actuarial  Assumptions 
and  Bases  Employed  in  Determining  the 
Monthly  Actuarial  Rates  and  the 
Monthly  Premium  Rate  for  Part  B 
Beginning  January  2009 

1 .  Actuarial  Status  of  the  Part  B  Account 
in  the  Supplementary  Medical 
Insurance  Trust  Fund 

Under  the  statute,  the  starting  point 
for  determining  the  standard  monthly 
premium  is  the  amount  that  would  be 
necessary  to  finance  Part  B  on  an 
incurred  basis.  This  is  the  amount  of 
income  that  would  be  sufficient  to  pay 
for  services  furnished  during  that  year 
(including  associated  administrative 
costs)  even  though  payment  for  some  of 


these  services  will  not  be  made  until 
after  the  close  of  the  year.  The  portion 
of  income  required  to  cover  benefits  not 
paid  until  after  the  close  of  the  year  is 
added  to  the  trust  fund  and  used  when 
needed. 

The  premium  rates  are  established 
prospectively  and  are,  therefore,  subject 
to  projection  error.  Additionally, 
legislation  enacted  after  the  financing 
was  established,  but  effective  for  the 
period  in  which  the  financing  is  set, 
may  affect  program  costs.  As  a  result, 
the  income  to  the  program  may  not 
equal  incurred  costs.  Therefore,  trust 
fund  assets  must  be  maintained  at  a 
level  that  is  adequate  to  cover  an 
appropriate  degree  of  variation  between 
actual  and  projected  costs,  and  the 
amount  of  incurred,  but  unpaid, 
expenses.  Numerous  factors  determine 


what  level  of  assets  is  appropriate  to 
cover  variation  between  actual  and 
projected  costs.  The  three  most 
important  of  these  factors  are:  (1)  The 
difference  from  prior  years  between  the 
actual  performance  of  the  program  and 
estimates  made  at  the  time  financing 
was  established;  (2)  the  likelihood  and 
potential  magnitude  of  expenditure 
changes  resulting  from  enactment  of 
legislation  affecting  Part  B  costs  in  a 
year  subsequent  to  the  establishment  of 
financing  for  that  year,  and  (3)  the 
expected  relationship  between  incurred 
and  cash  expenditures.  These  factors  are 
analyzed  on  an  ongoing  basis,  as  the 
trends  can  vary  over  time. 

Table  1  summarizes  the  estimated 
actuarial  status  of  the  trust  fund  as  of 
the  end  of  the  financing  period  for  2007 
and  2008.

2.  Monthly  Actuarial  Rate  for  Enrollees 
Age  65  and  Older 

The  monthly  actuarial  rate  for 
enrollees  age  65  and  older  is  one-half  of 
the  sum  of  monthly  amounts  for:  (1)  The 
projected  cost  of  benefits;  and  (2) 
administrative  expenses  for  each 
enrollee  age  65  and  older,  after 
adjustments  to  this  sum  to  allow  for 
interest  earnings  on  assets  in  the  trust 
fund  and  an  adequate  contingency 
margin.  The  contingency  margin  is  an 
amount  appropriate  to  provide  for 
possible  variation  between  actual  and 
projected  costs  and  to  amortize  any 
surplus  assets  or  unfunded  liabilities. 

The  monthly  actuarial  rate  for 
enrollees  age  65  and  older  for  2009  is 
determined  by  first  establishing  per- 
enrollee  cost  by  type  of  service  from 
program  data  through  2007  and  then 
projecting  these  costs  for  subsequent 
years.  The  projection  factors  used  for 
financing  periods  from  January  1,  2006 
through  December  31,  2009  are  shown 
in  Table  2. 

As  indicated  in  Table  3,  the  projected 
monthly  rate  required  to  pay  for  one- 
half  of  the  total  of  benefits  and 
administrative  costs  for  enrollees  age  65 
and  over  for  2009  is  $198.47.  Based  on 
current  estimates,  the  assets  are 
somewhat  more  than  sufficient  to  cover 
the  amount  of  incurred,  but  unpaid, 
expenses  and  to  provide  for  a  significant 
degree  of  variation  between  actual  and 
projected  costs.  Thus,  a  negative 
contingency  margin  can  be  included  to 
decrease  assets  to  a  slightly  lower  but 
still  adequate  level,  relative  to 
expenditures.  The  monthly  actuarial 
rate  of  $192.70  provides  an  adjustment 
of  -$3.14  for  a  contingency  margin  and 
-$2.63  for  interest  earnings. 

The  size  of  the  contingency  margin  for 
2009  is  affected  by  several  factors.  The 
assets  in  the  Part  B  account  in  the 
Supplementary  Medical  Insurance  Trust 
Fund  were  below  the  level  considered 
adequate  for  the  four  years,  2003-2006. 
Consequently,  Part  B  premiums  and 
general  revenue  financing  in  recent 
years  have  been  set  at  somewhat  higher 
levels  than  would  otherwise  have  been 
required  in  order  to  restore  the. 
contingency  reserve  to  an  appropriate 
level.  The  projected  assets  in  the  Part  B 
account  in  the  Supplementary  Medical 


Insurance  Trust  Fund  are  now 
somewhat  above  the  level  considered 
adequate  by  the  end  of  2008  as  a  result 
of:  (1)  The  planned  increases  in  the 
contingency  margins  built  into  the  Part 
B  financing  for  several  years,  including 

2008,  in  order  to  increase  these  assets; 
and  (2)  a  $9.3  billion  restoration  of  the 
Part  B  account  assets  for  certain  Part  A 
hospice  beijefits  that  were  inadvertently 
drawn  from  the  Part  B  account. 

The  formula  specified  in  current  law 
will  result  in  a  reduction  in  physician 
fees  of  approximately  20  percent  in 
2010  and  is  projected  to  cause 
additional  reductions  in  subsequent 
years.  For  each  year  from  2003  through 

2009,  Congress  has  acted  to  prevent 
physician  fee  reductions  from  occurring. 
In  recognition  of  the  strong  possibility 
of  increases  in  Part  B  expenditures  that 
would  result  from  similar  legislation  to 
override  the  decreases  in  physician  fees 
in  2010  or  later  years,  it  is  appropriate 
to  maintain  a  somewhat  larger  Part  B 
contingency  reserve  than  would 
otherwise  be  necessary.  The  asset  level 
projected  for  the  end  of  2009  is  adequate 
to  temporarily  accommodate  this 
contingency.  Such  legislation,  however, 
would  raise  the  future  cost  of  Part  B 
compared  to  current  law  and  would 
necessitate  additional  increases  in  the 
premium  and  general  revenue  financing 
after  2009. 

The  traditional  goal  for  the  Part  B 
reserve  has  been  that  assets  minus 
liabilities  at  the  end  of  a  year  should 
represent  between  15  and  20  percent  of 
the  following  year’s  total  incurred 
expenditures.  Within  this  range,  17 
percent  has  been  the  normal  target.  In 
view  of  the  strong  likelihood  of  actual 
expenditures  exceeding  estimated 
levels,  due  to  the  enactment  of 
legislation  after  the  financing  has  been 
set  for  a  given  year,  a  contingency 
reserve  ratio  in  excess  of  20  percent  of 
the  following  year’s  expenditures  would 
better  ensure  that  the  assets  of  the  Part 
B  account  can  adequately  cover  the  cost 
of  incurred-but-not-reported  benefits 
together  with  variations  between  actual 
and  estimated  cost  levels. 

The  actuarial  rate  of  $192.70  per 
month  for  aged  beneficiaries,  as 
announced  in  this  notice  for  2009, 
reflects  the  combined  net  effect  of  the 


factors  described  above  and  the 
projection  assumptions  listed  in  Table 
2. 

3.  Monthly  Actuarial  Rate  for  Disabled 
Enrollees 

Disabled  enrollees  are  those  persons 
under  age  65  who  are  enrolled  in  Part 
B  because  of  entitlement  to  Social 
Security  disability  benefits  for  more 
than  24  months  or  because  of 
entitlement  to  Medicare  under  the  end- 
stage  renal  disease  (ESRD)  program. 
Projected  monthly  costs  for  disabled 
enrollees  (other  than  those  with  ESRD) 
are  prepared  in  a  fashion  parallel  to  the 
projection  for  the  aged  using 
appropriate  actuarial  assumptions  (see 
Table  2).  Costs  for  the  ESRD  program  are 
projected  differently  because  of  the 
different  nature  of  services  offered  by 
the  program. 

As  shown  in  Table  4,  the  projected 
monthly  rate  required  to  pay  for  one- 
half  of  the  total  of  benefits  and 
administrative  costs  for  disabled 
enrollees  for  2009  is  $230.36.  The 
monthly  actuarial  rate  of  $224.20  also 
provides  an  adjustment  of  -$6.17  for 
interest  earnings  and  $0.01  for  a 
contingency  margin,  reflecting  the  same 
factors  described  above  for  the  aged 
actuarial  rate.  Based  on  current 
estimates,  the  assets  associated  with  the 
disabled  Medicare  beneficiaries  are 
sufficient  to  cover  the  amount  of 
incurred,  but  unpaid,  expenses  and  to 
provide  for  a  significant  degree  of 
variation  between  actual  and  projected 
costs.  Thus,  a  near-zero  contingency 
margin  is  sufficient  to  maintain  assets  at 
an  appropriate  level. 

The  actuarial  rate  of  $224.20  per 
month  for  disabled  beneficiaries,  as 
announced  in  this  notice  for  2009, 
reflects  the  combined  net  effect  of  the 
factors  described  above  for  aged 
beneficiaries  and  the  projection 
assumptions  listed  in  Table  2. 

4.  Sensitivity  Testing 

Several  factors  contribute  to 
uncertainty  about  future  trends  in 
medical  care  costs.  It  is  appropriate  to 
test  the  adequacy  of  the  rates  using 
alternative  assumptions.  The  results  of 
those  assumptions  are  shown  in  Table  5. 
One  set  represents  increases  that  are 
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lower  and,  therefore,  more  optimistic 
than  the  current  estimate.  The  other  set 
represents  increases  that  are  higher  and, 
therefore,  more  pessimistic  than  the 
current  estimate.  The  values  for  the 
alternative  assumptions  were 
determined  from  a  statistical  analysis  of 
the  historical  variation  in  the  respective 
increase  factors. 

As  indicated  in  Table  5,  the  monthly 
actuarial  rates  would  result  in  an  excess 
of  assets  over  liabilities  of  $45,882 
million  by  the  end  of  December  2009 
under  the  assumptions  used  in 
preparing  this  report.  This  amounts  to 
23.1  percent  of  the  estimated  total 
incurred  expenditures  for  the  following 
year. 


Assumptions  that  are  somewhat  more 
pessimistic  (and  that  therefore  test  the 
adequacy  of  the  assets  to  accommodate 
projection  errors)  produce  a  surplus  of 
$25,400  million  by  the  end  of  December 
2009,  which  amounts  to  11.5  percent  of 
the  estimated  total  incurred 
expenditures  for  the  following  year. 
Under  fairly  optimistic  assumptions,  the 
monthly  actuarial  rates  would  result  in 
a  surplus  of  $66,697  million  by  the  end 
of  December  2009,  or  37.4  percent  of  the 
estimated  total  incurred  expenditures 
for  the  following  year. 

The  above  analysis  indicates  that  the 
premium  and  general  revenue  financing 
established  for  2009,  together  with 
existing  Part  B  account  assets  would  be 


adequate  to  cover  estimated  Part  B  costs 
for  2009  under  current  law,  even  if 
actual  costs  prove  to  be  somewhat 
greater  than  expected. 

5.  Premium  Rates  and  Deductible 

As  determined  in  accordance  with 
section  1839  of  the  Act,  listed  below  are 
the  2009  Part  B  monthly  premium  rates 
to  be  paid  by  beneficiaries  who  file  an 
individual  tax  return  (including  those 
who  are  single,  head  of  household, 
qualifying  widow(er)  with  dependent 
child,  or  married  filing  separately  who 
lived  apart  from  their  spouse  for  the 
entire  taxable  year),  or  a  joint  tax  return.

III.  Regulatory  Impact  Analysis 

We  have  examined  the  impacts  of  this 
notice  as  required  by  Executive  Order 
12866  on  Regulatory  Planning  and 
Review  (September  30,  1993,  as  further 
amended),  the  Regulatory  Flexibility 
Act  (RFA)  (September  19,  1980,  Pub.  L. 
96-354),  section  1102(b)  of  the  Social 
Security  Act,  section  202  of  the 
Unfunded  Mandates  Reform  Act  of  1995 
(Pub.  L.  104-4),  Executive  Order  13132 
on  Federalism  (August  4,  1999),  and  the 
Congressional  Review  Act  (5  U.S.C. 
804(2)). 

Executive  Order  12866  (as  amended 
by  Executive  Order  13258)  directs 
agencies  to  assess  all  costs  and  benefits 
of  available  regulatory  alternatives  and, 
if  regulation  is  necessary,  to  select 
regulatory  approaches  that  maximize 
net  benefits  (including  potential 
economic,  environmental,  public  health 
and  safety  effects,  distributive  impacts, 
and  equity).  A  regulatory  impact 
analysis  (RIA)  must  be  prepared  for 
major  rules  with  economically 
significant  effects  ($100  million  or  more 
in  any  one  year). 

We  have  examined  the  impact  of  this 
notice  as  required  by  Executive  Order 
12866  (September  1993,  Regulatory 
Planning  and  Review)  and  the 
Regulatory  Flexibility  Act  (RFA) 
(September  19,  1980,  Pub.  L.  96-354). 
Executive  Order  12866  directs  agencies 
to  assess  all  costs  and  benefits  of 
available  regulatory  alternatives  and,  if 
regulation  is  necessary,  to  select 


regulatory  approaches  that  maximize 
net  benefits  (including  potential 
economic,  environmental,  public  health 
and  safety  effects,  distributive  impacts, 
and  equity). 

The  RFA  requires  agencies  to  analyze 
options  for  regulatory  relief  of  small 
businesses.  For  purposes  of  the  RFA, 
small  entities  include  small  businesses, 
nonprofit  organizations,  and  small 
governmental  jurisdictions.  Most 
hospitals  and  most  other  providers  and 
suppliers  are  small  entities,  either  by 
nonprofit  status  or  by  having  revenues 
of  $6.5  million  to  $31.5  million  in  any 
one  year.  Individuals  and  States  are  not 
included  in  the  definition  of  a  small 
entity.  This  notice  will  not  have  a 
significant  impact  on  a  substantial 
number  of  small  businesses  or  other 
small  entities.  Therefore,  the  Secretary 
has  determined  that  this  notice  will  not 
have  a  significant  economic  impact  on 
a  substantial  number  of  small  entities. 

In  addition,  section  1102(b)  of  the  Act 
requires  us  to  prepare  a  regulatory 
impact  analysis  if  a  rule  may  have  a 
significant  impact  on  the  operations  of 
a  substantial  number  of  small  rural 
hospitals.  This  analysis  must  conform  to 
the  provisions  of  section  604  of  the 
RFA.  For  purposes  of  section  1102(b)  of 
the  Act,  we  define  a  small  rural  hospital 
as  a  hospital  that  is  located  outside  of 
a  Metropolitan  Statistical  Area  and  has 
fewer  than  100  beds.  We  have 
determined  that  this  notice  will  not 
have  a  significant  effect  on  a  substantial 
number  of  small  entities  or  on  the 


operations  of  a  substantial  number  of 
small  rural  hospitals.  Therefore,  we  are 
not  preparing  analyses  for  either  the 
RFA  or  section  1102(b)  of  the  Act. 

Section  202  of  the  Unfunded 
Mandates  Reform  Act  of  1995  (UMRA) 
also  requires  that  agencies  assess 
anticipated  costs  and  benefits  before 
issuing  any  rule  whose  mandates 
require  spending  in  any  1  year  of  $100 
million  in  1995  dollars,  updated 
annually  for  inflation.  In  2008,  that 
threshold  is  approximately  $130 
million.  This  notice  has  no 
consequential  effect  on  State,  local,  or 
tribal  governments.  We  believe  the 
private  sector  costs  of  this  notice  fall 
below  this  threshold  as  well. 

Executive  Order  13132  establishes 
certain  requirements  that  an  agency 
must  meet  when  it  publishes  a  proposed 
rule  (and  subsequent  final  rule)  that 
imposes  substantial  direct  compliance 
costs  on  State  and  local  governments, 
preempts  State  law,  or  otherwise  has 
Federalism  implications.  We  have 
determined  that  this  notice  does  not 
significantly  affect  the  rights,  roles,  and 
responsibilities  of  States. 

This  notice  announces  that  the 
monthly  actuarial  rates  applicable  for 
2009  are  $192.70  for  enrollees  age  65 
and  over  and  $224.20  for  disabled 
enrollees  under  age  65.  It  also 
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announces  the  2009  monthly  Part  B  return  (including  those  who  are  single,  married  filing  separately  who  lived 

premium  rates  to  be  paid  by  head  of  household,  qualifying  apart  from  their  spouse  for  the  entire 

beneficiaries  who  file  an  individual  tax  widow(er)  with  a  dependent  child,  or  taxable  year),  or  a  joint  tax  return.

The  Part  B  deductible  for  calendar 
year  2009  is  $135.00.  The  standard  Part 
B  premium  rate  of  $96.40  is  the  same  as 
the  premium  rate  for  2008,  so  there  will 
be  no  additional  costs  to  the 
approximately  42.3  million  Part  B 
enrollees  for  2009.  The  monthly  impact 
on  the  beneficiaries  who  are  required  to 
pay  a  higher  premium  for  2009  because 
their  incomes  exceed  specified 
thresholds  is  $38.50,  $96.30,  $154.10,  or 
$211.90,  which  is  in  addition  to  the 
standard  monthly  premium.  These 
amounts  are  higher  than  the  2008 
amounts  of  $25.80,  $64.50,  $103.30,  and 
$142.00,  respectively,  which  results  in 
$770  million  in  additional  costs  to  the 
approximately  1.7  million  Part  B 
enrollees  who  are  affected.  Therefore, 
this  notice  is  a  major  rule  as  defined  in 
5  U.S.C.  804(2)  and  is  an  economically 
significant  rule  under  Executive  Order 
12866. 

In  accordance  with  the  provisions  of 
Executive  Order  12866,  this  notice  was 
reviewed  by  the  Office  of  Management 
and  Budget. 

IV.  Waiver  of  Proposed  Notice 

The  Medicare  statute  requires  the 
publication  of  the  monthly  actuarial 
rates  and  the  Part  B  premium  amounts 
in  September.  We  ordinarily  use  general 
notices,  rather  than  notice  and  comment 
rulemaking  procedures,  to  make  such 
announcements.  In  doing  so,  we  note 
that,  under  the  Administrative 
Procedure  Act,  interpretive  rules, 
general  statements  of  policy,  and  rules 


of  agency  organization,  procedure,  or 
practice  are  excepted  from  the 
requirements  of  notice  and  comment 
rulemaking. 

We  considered  publishing  a  proposed 
notice  to  provide  a  period  for  public 
comment.  However,  we  may  waive  that 
procedure  if  we  find,  for  good  cause, 
that  prior  notice  and  comment  are 
impracticable,  unnecessary,  or  contrary 
to  the  public  interest.  We  find  that  the 
procedure  for  notice  and  comment  is 
unnecessary  because  the  formulas  used 
to  calculate  the  Part  B  premiums  are 
statutorily  directed,  and  we  can  exercise 
no  discretion  in  applying  those 
formulas.  Moreover,  the  statute 
establishes  the  time  period  for  which 
the  premium  rates  will  apply,  and 
delaying  publication  of  the  Part  B 
premium  rate  such  that  it  would  not  be 
published  before  that  time  would  be 
contrary  to  the  public  interest. 
Therefore,  we  find  good  cause  to  waive 
publication  of  a  proposed  notice  and 
solicitation  of  public  comments.

This  premium 
is  to  be  paid  by  enrollees  age  65  and 
over  who  are  not  otherwise  eligible  for 
benefits  under  Medicare  Part  A 
(hereafter  known  as  the  “uninsured 
aged”)  and  by  certain  disabled 
individuals  who  have  exhausted  other 
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entitlement.  The  monthly  Part  A 
premium  for  the  12  months  beginning 
January  1,  2009  for  these  individuals 
will  be  $443.  The  reduced  premium  for 
certain  other  individuals  as  described  in 
this  notice  will  be  $244. 

DATES:  Effective  Date:  This  notice  is 
effective  on  January  1,  2009.

SUPPLEMENTARY  INFORMATION: 

I.  Background 

Section  1818  of  the  Social  Security 
Act  (the  Act)  provides  for  voluntary 
enrollment  in  the  Medicare  Hospital 
Insurance  program  (Medicare  Part  A), 
subject  to  payment  of  a  monthly 
premium,  of  certain  persons  aged  65 
and  older  who  are  uninsured  under  the 
Old-Age,  Survivors  and  Disability 
Insurance  (OASDI)  program  or  the 
Railroad  Retirement  Act  and  do  not 
otherwise  meet  the  requirements  for 
entitlement  to  Medicare  Part  A.  (Persons 
insured  under  the  OASDI  program  or 
the  Railroad  Retirement  Act  and  certain 
others  do  not  have  to  pay  premiums  for 
Medicare  Part  A.) 

Section  181 8 A  of  the  Act  provides  for 
voluntary  enrollment  in  Medicare  Part 
A,  subject  to  payment  of  a  monthly 
premium,  of  certain  disabled 
individuals  who  have  exhausted  other 
entitlement.  These  are  individuals  who 
were  entitled  to  coverage  due  to  a 
disabling  impairment  under  section 
226(b)  of  the  Act,  but  are  no  longer 
entitled  to  disability  benefits  and  free 
Medicare  Part  A  coverage  because  they 
have  gone  back  to  work  and  their 
earnings  exceed  the  statutorily  defined 
“substantial  gainful  activity”  amount 
(section  223(d)(4)  of  the  Act). 

Section  1818A(d)(2)  of  the  Act 
specifies  that  the  provisions  relating  to 
premiums  under  section  1818(d) 
through  section  1818(f)  of  the  Act  for 
the  aged  will  also  apply  to  certain 
disabled  individuals  as  described  above. 

Section  1818(d)  of  the  Act  requires  us 
to  estimate,  on  an  average  per  capita 
basis,  the  amount  to  be  paid  from  the 
Federal  Hospital  Insurance  Trust  Fund 
for  services  incurred  in  the  following 
calendar  year  (CY)  (including  the 
associated  administrative  costs)  on 
behalf  of  individuals  aged  65  and  over 
who  will  be  entitled  to  benefits  under 
Medicare  Part  A.  We  must  then 
determine,  during  September  of  each 
year,  the  monthly  actuarial  rate  for  the 
following  year  (the  per  capita  amount 
estimated  above  divided  by  12)  and 
publish  the  dollar  amount  for  the 
monthly  premium  in  the  succeeding  CY. 
If  the  premium  is  not  a  multiple  of  $1, 
the  premium  is  rounded  to  the  nearest 


multiple  of  $1  (or,  if  it  is  a  multiple  of 
50  cents  but  not  of  $1,  it  is  rounded  to 
the  next  highest  $1). 

Section  13508  of  the  Omnibus  Budget 
Reconciliation  Act  of  1993  (Pub.  L.  103- 
66)  amended  section  1818(d)  of  the  Act 
to  provide  for  a  reduction  in  the 
premium  amount  for  certain  voluntary 
enrollees  (section  1818  and  section 
1818A  of  the  Act).  The  reduction 
applies  to  an  individual  who  is  eligible 
to  buy  into  the  Medicare  Part  A  program 
and  who,  as  of  the  last  day  of  the 
previous  month — 

•  Had  at  least  30  quarters  of  coverage 
under  title  II  of  the  Act; 

•  Was  married,  and  had  been  married 
for  the  previous  1-year  period,  to  a 
person  who  had  at  least  30  quarters  of 
coverage; 

•  Had  been  married  to  a  person  for  at 
least  1  year  at  the  time  of  the  person’s 
death  if,  at  the  time  of  death,  the  person 
had  at  least  30  quarters  of  coverage;  or 

•  Is  divorced  from  a  person  and  had 
been  married  to  the  person  for  at  least 
10  years  at  the  time  of  the  divorce  if,  at 
the  time  of  the  divorce,  the  person  had 
at  least  30  quarters  of  coverage. 

Section  1818(d)(4)(A)  of  the  Act 
specifies  that  the  premium  that  these 
individuals  will  pay  for  CY  2009  will  be 
equal  to  the  premium  for  uninsured 
aged  enrollees  reduced  by  45  percent. 

II.  Monthly  Premium  Amount  for  CY 
2009 

.  The  monthly  premium  for  the 
uninsured  aged  and  certain  disabled 
individuals  who  have  exhausted  other 
entitlement  for  the  12  months  beginning 
January  1,  2009,  is  $443. 

The  monthly  premium  for  those 
individuals  subject  to  the  45  percent 
reduction  in  the  monthly  premium  is 
$244. 

III.  Monthly  Premium  Rate  Calculation 

As  discussed  in  section  I  of  this 
notice,  the  monthly  Medicare  Part  A 
premium  is  equal  to  the  estimated 
monthly  actuarial  rate  for  CY  2009 
rounded  to  the  nearest  multiple  of  $1 
and  equals  one-twelfth  of  the  average 
per  capita  amount,  which  is  determined 
by  projecting  the  number  of  Part  A 
enrollees  aged  65  years  and  over  as  well 
as  the  benefits  and  administrative  costs 
that  will  be  incurred  on  their  behalf. 

The  steps  involved  in  projecting  these 
future  costs  to  the  Federal  Hospital 
Insurance  Trust  Fund  are: 

•  Establishing  the  present  cost  of 
services  furnished  to  beneficiaries,  by 
type  of  service,  to  serve  as  a  projection 
base; 

•  Projecting  increases  in  payment 
amounts  for  each  of  the  service  types; 
and 


•  Projecting  increases  in 
administrative  costs. 

We  base  our  projections  for  CY  2009 
on:  (1)  Current  historical  data;  and  (2) 
projection  assumptions  derived  from 
current  law  and  the  Mid-Session  Review 
of  the  President’s  Fiscal  Year  2009 
Budget. 

We  estimate  that  in  CY  2009, 
37,402,000  people  aged  65  years  and 
over  will  be  entitled  to  benefits  (without 
premium  payment)  and  that  they  will 
incur  about  $198,827  billion  in  benefits 
and  related  administrative  costs.  Thus, 
the  estimated  monthly  average  per 
capita  amount  is  $443.00  and  the 
monthly  premium  is  $443.  The  full 
monthly  premium  reduced  by  45 
percent  is  $244. 

IV.  Costs  to  Beneficiaries 

The  CY  2009  premium  of  $443  is 
approximately  5  percent  higher  than  the 
CY  2008  premium  of  $423. 

We  estimate  that  approximately 
588,000  enrollees  will  voluntarily  enroll 
in  Medicare  Part  A  by  paying  the  full 
premium.  We  estimate  an  additional 
10,000  enrollees  will  pay  the  reduced 
premium.  We  estimate  that  the  aggregate 
cost  to  enrollees  paying  these  premiums 
will  be  about  $142  million  in  CY  2009 
over  the  amount  that  they  paid  in  CY 
2008. 

V.  Waiver  of  Proposed  Notice  and 
Comment  Period 

We  are  not  using  notice  and  comment 
rulemaking  in  this  notification  of 
Medicare  Part  A  premiums  for  CY  2009, 
as  that  procedure  is  unnecessary 
because  of  the  lack  of  discretion  in  the 
statutory  formula  that  is  used  to 
calculate  the  premium  and  the  solely 
ministerial  function  that  this  notice 
serves.  The  Administrative  Procedure 
Act  (APA)  permits  agencies  to  waive 
notice  and  comment  rulemaking  when 
notice  and  public  comment  thereon  are 
unnecessary.  On  this  basis,  we  waive 
publication  of  a  proposed  notice  and  a 
solicitation  of  public  comments. 

VI.  Regulatory  Impact  Statement 

We  have  examined  the  impact  of  this 
rule  as  required  by  Executive  Order 
12866  on  regulatory  planning  and 
review  (September  30  1993),  as  further 
amended,  the  Regulatory  Flexibility  Act 
(RFA)  (September  19,  1980,  Pub.  L.  96- 
354),  section  1102(b)  of  the  Social 
Security  Act,  section  202  of  the 
Unfunded  Mandates  Reform  Act  of  1995 
(March  22,  1995;  Pub.  L.  104-4), 
Executive  Order  13132  on  Federalism 
(August  4,  1999)  and  the  Congressional 
Review  Act  (5  U.S.C.  804(2)). 

Executive  Order  12866  (as  amended 
by  Executive  Orders  13258  and  13422) 
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directs  agencies  to  assess  all  costs  and 
benefits  of  available  regulatory 
alternatives  and,  if  regulation  is 
necessary,  to  select  regulatory 
approaches  that  maximize  net  benefits 
(including  potential  economic, 
environmental,  public  health  and  safety 
effects,  distributive  impacts,  and 
equity).  A  regulatory  impact  analysis 
(RIA)  must  be  prepared  for  major  rules 
with  economically  significant  effects 
(S100  million  or  more  in  any  1  year).  As 
stated  in  section  IV  of  this  notice,  we 
estimate  that  the  overall  effect  of  these 
changes  in  the  Part  A  premium  will  be 
a  cost  to  voluntary  enrollees  (section 
1818  and  section  1818A  of  the  Act)  of 
about  $142  million.  Therefore,  this 
notice  is  a  major  rule  as  defined  in  Title 
5,  United  States  Code,  section  804(2) 
and  is  an  economically  significant  rule 
under  Executive  Order  12866. 

The  RFA  requires  agencies  to  analyze 
options  for  regulatory  relief  of  small 
businesses,  if  a  rule  has  a  significant 
impact  on  a  substantial  number  of  small 
entities.  For  purposes  of  the  RFA,  small 
entities  include  small  businesses, 
nonprofit  organizations,  and 
government  agencies.  Most  hospitals 
and  most  other  providers  and  suppliers 
are  small  entities,  either  by  nonprofit 
status  or  by  having  revenues  of  $6.5 
million  to  $31.5  million  in  any  1  year. 
Individuals  and  States  are  not  included 
in  the  definition  of  a  small  entity.  We 
have  determined  that  this  notice  will 
not  have  a  significant  economic  impact 
on  a  substantial  number  of  small 
entities.  Therefore  we  are  not  preparing 
an  analysis  for  the  RFA. 

In  addition,  section  1102(b)  of  the  Act 
requires  us  to  prepare  a  regulatory 
impact  analysis  if  a  rule  may  have  a 
significant  impact  on  the  operations  of 
a  substantial  number  of  small  rural 
hospitals.  This  analysis  must  conform  to 
the  provisions  of  section  604  of  the 
RFA.  For  purposes  of  section  1102(b)  of 
the  Act,  we  define  a  small  rural  hospital 
as  a  hospital  that  is  located  outside  of 
a  Metropolitan  Statistical  Area  and  has 
fewer  than  100  beds.  Therefore,  the 
Secretary  has  determined  that  this 
notice  will  not  have  a  significant  impact 
on  the  operations  of  a  substantial 
number  of  small  rural  hospitals. 
Therefore,  we  are  not  preparing  an 
analysis  for  section  1102(b)  of  the  Act. 

Section  202  of  the  Unfunded 
Mandates  Reform  Act  of  1995  (UMRA) 
also  requires  that  agencies  assess 
anticipated  costs  and  benefits  before 
issuing  any  rule  whose  mandates 
require  spending  in  any  1  year  of  $100 
million  in  1995  dollars,  updated 
annually  for  inflation.  In  2008,  that 
threshold  is  approximately  $130 
million.  This  notice  has  no 


consequential  effect  on  State,  local,  or 
tribal  governments  or  on  the  private 
sector.  However,  States  are  required  to 
pay  the  premiums  for  dually-eligible 
beneficiaries. 

Executive  Order  13132  establishes 
certain  requirements  that  an  agency 
must  meet  when  it  promulgates  a 
proposed  rule  (and  subsequent  final 
rule)  that  imposes  substantial  direct 
requirement  costs  on  State  and  local 
governments,  preempts  State  law,  or 
otherwise  has  Federalism  implications. 
This  notice  will  not  have  a  substantial 
effect  on  State  or  local  governments. 

In  accordance  with  the  provisions  of 
Executive  Order  12866,  this  notice  was 
reviewed  by  the  Office  of  Management 
and  Budget.

development,  availability  and  need  for 
services,  appropriate  research 
methodologies  and  measures,  and  best 
practices  for  teaching  and  educating 
American  Indian  and  Alaska  Native 
Head  Start  Children,  and  (2)  a  plan  to 
accurately  determine  the  number  of 
children  nationwide  who  are  eligible  to 
participate  in  Indian  Head  Start 
programs  each  year  and  to  document 
how  many  of  these  children  are 
receiving  Head  Start  services  each  year. 

Consultation  and  Collaboration 

For  the  purposes  of  responding  to  the 
requirements  in  the  legislation  related  to 
consultation  and  collaboration,  ACF 
conferred  with  the  National  Indian  Head 
Start  Directors  Association  (NIHSDA),  * 
the  AI/AN  Head  Start  Collaboration 
Director,  AI/AN  Head  Start  Program 
Directors,  staff  from  the  U.S. 

Department  of  Education,  the  Bureau  of 
Indian  Affairs,  the  Indian  Health 
Service,  the  U.S.  Census  Bureau,  the 
Annie  E.  Casey  Foundation,  the 
American  Indian  and  Alaska  Native 
Head  Start  Research  Center  at  the 
University  of  Colorado — Denver,  Dr.  C. 
Matthew  Snipp  of  Stanford  University, 
Dr.  Angela  Willeto  of  Northern  Arizona 
University  and  participants  at  the  Tribal 
consultation  sessions  held  in  Denver, 
Colorado;  Kansas  City,  Kansas;  Seattle, 
Washington;  and  Phoenix,  Arizona. 

Section  I.  A  Plan  for  Carrying  Out 
Section  649  Subsection  (k)  Paragraph 
(1)  Subparagraph  (A) 

To  address  the  first  requirement,  to 
undertake  a  study  or  set  of  studies,  the 
Administration  for  Children  and 
Families  (ACF)  intends  to  build  upon 
previous  and  current  efforts  to  develop 
a  viable  research  and  evaluation  agenda 
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for  American  Indian  and  Alaska  Native 
(AI/AN)  Head  Start.  Specifically,  ACF 
will  support  and  work  with  the  AI/AN 
Head  Start  Research  Center  (AI/ 

ANHSRC)  at  the  University  of 
Colorado — Denver  to  develop  and 
expand  a  set  of  studies  that  target  issues 
of  interest  to  the  AI/AN  Head  Start 
community. 

Background.  Research  in  AI/AN 
communities  must  take  into  account  the 
unique  characteristics  of  those 
communities.  Stakeholders  typically 
voice  concerns  about  community 
participation  and  oversight  of  research 
conducted  in  Tribal  settings;  the 
cultural  appropriateness  of  methods  and 
measures  used;  the  relevance  of  the 
research  topics  to  community  needs  and 
interests;  and  the  process  of  reviewing 
and  publishing  findings  within  and 
outside  the  community  research  sites.  In 
Fiscal  Year  2002,  a  project  funded  by 
ACF  undertook  to  document  the 
existing  knowledge  base  concerning 
early  childhood  programming  and 
assessment  in  Tribal  settings,  and  to 
collect  information  on  the  research 
needs  and  priorities  of  Tribal  Head  Start 
programs.  Listening  sessions  with  AI/ 

AN  Head  Start  stakeholders  resulted  in 
a  documentation  of  the  topics  of 
particular  interest  in  Tribal 
communities,  as  well  as  concerns  about 
the  processes  of  implementing  research 
and  disseminating  findings. 

These  and  other  efforts  documented 
the  scarcity  and  lack  of  rigor  of  existing 
research  for  American  Indian  and 
Alaska  Native  children  and  families,  the 
need  to  develop  the  capacity  for  early 
childhood  research  in  Tribal  settings, 
and  the  need  to  increase  the  number  of 
qualified  individuals  who  have  the 
ability  to  effectively  partner  with  Tribes 
to  implement  methodologically  sound 
empirical  research. 

In  recognition  of  these  needs,  ACF 
announced  in  Fiscal  Year  2005  a 
competitive  funding  opportunity  for  an 
American  Indian  Alaska  Native  Head 
Start  Research  Center,  the  purposes  of 
which  were  to  (1)  support  local  research 
projects  that  focus  on  the  development 
of  young  children  and  families  in  AI/AN 
Head  Start  and  Early  Head  Start 
programs,  and  (2)  offer  training 
opportunities  and  on-site  support  to 
build  capacity  for  research  in  Tribal 
communities.  A  cooperative  agreement 
was  awarded  to  the  University  of 
Colorado  at  Denver,  Health  Sciences 
Center,  to  lead  this  work.  The  AI/ 
ANHSRC  has  worked  to  identify 
existing  data  on  American  Indian 
Alaska  Native  Head  Start,  to  locate  gaps 
in  the  available  literature  and  reporting 
on  programs,  to  generate  policy-relevant 
findings,  to  give  shape  to  research  and 


training  priorities,  and  to  build  a 
national  network  of  programs  for  future 
research  efforts  and  participate  in  data 
collection  and  developing  research 
partnerships  between  researchers  and 
AI/AN  Head  Start  programs. 

The  AI/ANHSRC  is  guided  by  a 
steering  committee  that  includes  AI/AN 
Head  Start  program  directors,  other 
Tribal  representatives,  NIHSDA 
representatives,  the  Head  Start 
Collaboration  Director,  staff  from  the 
ACF’s  Office  of  Planning,  Research  and 
Evaluation  and  the  Office  of  Head  Start, 
and  researchers  who  are  working  in 
Tribal  settings.  The  first  years  of  this 
cooperative  agreement  were  focused  on 
•establishing  local  research  partnerships, 
developing  community  participatory 
models  to  identify  research  needs,  and 
agreeing  on  processes  for  conducting 
research  in  local  sites.  Over  the  past  3 
years,  the  AI/ANHSRC  competed  and 
awarded  three  subcontracts  to  Arizona 
State  in  partnership  with  the  Gila  River 
Tribe,  Michigan  State  University  in 
partnership  with  the  Inter-Tribal 
Council  of  Michigan  and  to  the 
University  of  Oregon  in  partnership 
with  the  Confederated  Tribes  of  Warm 
Springs  to  develop  and  conduct 
research  in  collaboration  with  local 
Tribal  Head  Start  programs  and  Tribal 
communities.  These  projects  place 
significant  emphasis  on  Tribal 
participation  in  the  research  and  on  the 
implementation  of  methodologically 
sound  studies.  The  AI/ANHSRC  has 
also  supported  the  professional 
development  of  researchers  by  awarding 
three  training  fellowships  to  doctoral 
level  individuals  who  are  now 
conducting  research  in  conjunction  with 
the  Seneca,  Inter-Tribal  Council  of 
Michigan  and  Jemez  Head  Start 
programs.  The  AI/ANHSRC,  through  the 
building  of  a  network  of  AI/AN  Head 
Start  program  staff  and  researchers,  and 
through  the  development  of  the  local 
research  partnership  projects  and  the 
training  fellowships,  has  laid  the 
foundation  for  addressing  study  areas 
identified  in  legislation,  including 
studies  of  professional  development  to 
enhance  best  practices  for  teaching, 
culturally  appropriate  curricula,  and 
appropriate  research  methodologies  and 
measures. 

ACF  intends  to  support  and  work 
with  the  AI/ANHSRC  to  build  on  its 
network  of  partnerships,  its  research 
portfolio,  and  its  training  activities  to 
target  more  specifically  the  research 
aims  that  are  described  in  the  Head  Start 
School  Readiness  Act.  These  aims  will 
be  addressed  by  the  establishment  of  a 
Research  Consortium  that  includes  the 
ongoing  AI/ANHSRC  local  research 
partnership  projects,  the  training 


fellowships,  and  direct  participation  of 
a  number  of  additional  Head  Start 
American  Indian  and  Alaska  Native 
programs.  The  Research  Consortium 
includes  the  Seneca  Nation  of  Indians, 
the  Rosebud  Sioux  Tribe,  the  South 
Central  Foundation  of  Alaska,  the 
Blackfeet  Nation,  Rincon  Band  of 
Luiseno  Indians,  Turtle  Mountain 
Chippewa  Tribe  of  Indians,  Red  Cliff 
Band  of  Lake  Superior  Chippewa,  and 
the  Cherokee  Nation  of  Oklahoma. 
Discussions  with  additional  Tribal 
communities  are  also  underway.  The 
inclusion  of  these  Tribes  represents  an 
expansive  representation  of  AI/AN  Head 
Start  programs  and  a  commitment  by 
many  Tribes  and  Tribal  Head  Starts  to 
conduct  in-depth  research  on  the  areas 
identified  by  the  Act.  Below  are 
descriptions  of  ongoing  and  planned 
studies  as  they  relate  to  the  areas 
prescribed  by  the  legislation: 

Curriculum  Development.  The  issue 
of  how  to  incorporate  the  unique  and 
important  aspects  of  native  culture  into 
pre-existing  curricula,  as  well  as  the 
development  and  validation  of  the 
efficacy  of  new  cultural  curricula  has 
been  a  priority  for  the  AI/ANHSRC 
Steering  Committee.  The  following 
studies  will  address  this  topic: 

•  A  study  by  the  Confederated  Tribes 
of  Warm  Springs  and  the  University  of 
Oregon  examining  the  implementation 
of  a  staff  training  model  that 
incorporates  culture  and  heritage  into 
developmentally  appropriate  pedagogy 
for  children  from  birth  through  age  5, 
while  also  focusing  on  strategies  for 
children’s  cultural  learning  between 
home  environments  and  the  Head  Start 
program. 

•  Development  and  evaluation  of  a 
culturally  based  curriculum  for  use  in  a 
Tribal  Head  Start  program;  the 
curriculum  will  foster  the  maintenance 
of  Tribal  language  and  cultural 
knowledge  and  skill  building  (Jemez 
Pueblo  in  New  Mexico). 

•  Collaboration  within  the  Research 
Consortium  sites  in  Fiscal  Year  2009 
and  Fiscal  Year  2010  to  promote 
community  dialogues  on  cultural 
values,  existing  curricula,  and  the 
processes  through  which  new  curricula 
and  the  science  to  support  them  can  be 
developed. 

Professional  Development.  Several 
studies  will  focus  on  best  practices  for 
teaching  and  educating  young  children 
in  American  Indian  and  Alaska  Native 
Head  Start. 

•  Evaluation  of  a  model  for 
individualized  educational  planning  for 
early  childhood  employees,  including 
three  education  approaches  (individual 
online  mentoring,  face-to-face  tutorials, 
cohort  model  mentoring),  while 
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developing  and  testing  an  approach  to 
staff  training  in  children’s  cultural 
learning  (the  Confederated  Tribes  of 
Warm  Springs  and  the  University  of 
Oregon). 

•  Examination  of  Head  Start  teacher 
recruitment,  retention  and  professional 
development  at  the  local  level  and  how 
they  intersect  and  interact  with  efforts 
to  indigenize  the  curriculum  (the  Gila 
River  Indian  Community  and  Arizona 
State  University). 

•  Evaluation  of  a  program  designed  to 
increase  the  number  of  American  Indian 
teachers  in  Early  Head  Start  (EHS)  and 
Head  Start  (HS)  classrooms,  to  increase 
teacher’s  academic  credentials  and  to 
infuse  cultural  knowledge  into  EHS/HS 
curricula  (the  InterTribal  Council  of 
Michigan  and  Michigan  State 
University). 

Availability  and  Need  for  Services.  In 
consultation  with  AI/AN  Head  Start 
Directors,  the  AIANHSRC  is  working 
with  communities  to  analyze  existing 
data  to  determine  where  there  are 
service  needs  and  to  identify  and 
evaluate  approaches  to  service 
provision: 

•  A  partnership  between  the 
AIANHSRC  and  interested  members  of 
the  Consortium  to  examine  the  cultural 
appropriateness  of  approaches  offered 
by  the  Center  on  Social  and  Emotional 
Foundations  for  Early  Learning 
(CSEFEL)  at  Vanderbilt  University  and 
the  kinds  of  supports  required  for 
teachers  in  AI/AN  Head  Starts  to 
implement  some  of  the  practices 
recommended  by  CSEFEL. 

.  •  A  project  to  better  understand 
behavior  problems  among  AI/AN 
children  with  speech  and  language 
delays/problems,  with  the  goal  of 
developing/adapting  an  intervention 
targeting  these  behaviors  among 
children  with  speech  and  language 
delays/problems  (Seneca  Tribal  Head 
Start  program). 

•  Systematic  coordinated  data 
collection  strategies  for  assessing  the 
needs  of  parents  and  children,  as  well 
as  data  on  service  utilization,  is  under 
development  by  the  Research 
Consortium  and  should  be  ready  for 
pilot  work  in  early  2009. 

Appropriate  Research  Methodologies 
and  Measures.  In  addition  to  building 
on  the  partnerships  seeded  in  the  first 
phase  of  the  AI/ANHSRC  (2005-2008), 
the  work  sponsored  by  ACF  will  expand 
to  include  coordinated  data  collections 
on  program  and  classroom  quality 
(2008-2009)  and  children’s  outcomes 
(2009-2010)  within  the  broader 
Consortium.  Existing  measures  of 
classroom  quality,  teacher  effectiveness, 
and  child  outcomes  were  developed 
without  consideration  of  the  goals  of 


American  Indian  and  Alaska  Native 
Head  Start  teachers,  programs  and 
communities.  Studies  in  this  domain 
include: 

•  Using  Head  Start  Family  and  Child 
Experiences  Survey  (FACES)  measures 
as  a  point  of  departure,  research  under 
this  component  will  conduct  focus 
groups,  using  a  common  protocol,  to 
determine  the  acceptability  and 
appropriateness  of  these  measures  and 
will  then  pilot  both  the  original  and 
modified  versions  of  these  measures  to 
evaluate  their  performance  in  AI/AN 
Head  Start  Programs.  The  coordinating 
center  for  the  AI/ANHSRC  will  serve  as 
a  data  repository  for  these  efforts, 
analyzing  cross-site  data  for  final  reports 
to  inform  the  Office  of  Head  Start  and 
the  AI/AN  Head  Start  community. 

•  Development  of  a  proposed 
common  measurement  strategy  for 
assessing  child  and  family  needs, 
teacher  effectiveness,  and  children’s 
outcomes.  AIANHSRC  staff  and 
collaborators  will  complete  training  on 
the  Classroom  Assessment  Scoring 
System  (CLASS)  measure  (Pianta,  La 
Paro  &  Hamre,  2008) 1  which  has  been 
proposed  for  use  in  Head  Start’s 
(FACES)  study  and  conforms  to  the 
monitoring  section  requirements  in  the 
Head  Start  School  Readiness  Act.  Work 
groups  within  the  Consortium  have  now 
formed  to  identify  additional  measures 
required  for  the  appropriate  assessment 
of  family  and  children’s  outcomes.  The 
goal  is  to  establish  this  common 
measurement  approach  (with  local 
additions  that  reflect  the  unique 
characteristics  of  each  participating  AI/ 
AN  Head  Start  program)  in  early  2009. 

•  A  cultural  critique  and  analysis  of 
the  Nursing  Child  Assessment  Satellite 
Training  (NCAST)  (Barnard,  1978)  for 
the  assessment  of  American  Indian 
caregiver-child  relationships  and 
interactions. 

•  Examination  of  the  reliability  and 
validity  of  the  Infant  Toddler  Social- 
Emotional  Assessment  (ITSEA)  (Carter  & 
Briggs-Gowan,  2005) 2  for  use  among  AI/ 
AN  children. 

•  Finalization  of  standard 
“partnership”  measures,  using  data 
collected  across  local  research 
partnership  sites.  Results  from  these 
measures,  in  conjunction  with  the 
employment  of  the  community 
participatory  research  model  by  all  three 
sites  will  inform  the  field  on  how  to

effectively  engage  with  Tribes  to 
conduct  research. 

Plan  for  Dissemination.  ACF  will 
sponsor  development  and  enhancement 
of  the  AIANHSRC  website,  which  will 
include  areas  for  interactive  discussions 
of  measurement  and  research  strategies, 
both  within  the  Research  Consortium 
and  nationally.  AIANHSRC 
collaborators  have  formed  the  nucleus 
of  the  new  Native  Children’s  Research 
Exchange,  sponsored  by  the  Society  for 
Research  on  Child  Development  (SRCD), 
which  is  designed  to  foster  research  on 
AI/AN  children’s  development  over  the 
first  two  decades  of  life.  Finally,  the 
Principal  Investigator  for  the 
AIANHSRC,  Dr.  Paul  Spicer,  has  been 
invited  to  serve  on  the  board  of  Zero  to 
Three,  which  will  facilitate  the 
dissemination  of  the  AIANHSRC’s  work 
in  infant  and  toddler  service  settings. 
The  involvement  of  the  AI/ANHSRC  in 
these  organizations  will  promote  a 
national  presence  for  the  AI/AN  Head 
Start  research  agenda. 

Section  II.  A  Plan  for  Carrying  Out 
Section  649  Subsection  (k)  Paragraph 
(1)  Subparagraphs  (B-D) 

To  address  section  II,  a  plan  that  will 
accurately  determine  the  number  of 
children  nationwide  who  are  eligible  to 
participate  in  American  Indian/ Alaskan 
Native  (AI/AN)  Head  Start  programs 
each  year  and  to  document  how  many 
of  these  children  are  receiving  Head 
Start  services  each  year;  the  . 
Administration  for  Children  and 
Families  contracted  with  National 
Opinion  Research  Center  (NORC)  to 
propose  an  initial  estimation 
methodology.  The  following  plan  details 
the  population  of  interest  for  AI/AN 
Head  Start,  lays  out  the  process  and 
criteria  that  will  be  used  to  assess  the 
data  sources,  describes  the  data  sources 
which  have  been  examined  and  the 
results  of  the  evaluation,  and  describes 
the  proposed  process  for  producing  the 
estimates.  Alternate  methods  that  were 
examined  are  also  described,  along  with 
the  reasons  they  were  not  selected. 

Definition  of  Population  of  Interest. 
The  goal  of  the  estimation  process  is  to 
produce  population  estimates  of  the 
number  of  American  Indian  and 
Alaskan  Native  (AI/AN)  children  birth 
to  age  5  who  are  eligible  for  the  Indian 
Head  Start  program.  Designation  as  an 
Indian  Head  Start  program  requires  that 
the  grantee  must  be  affiliated  with  a 
Federally  recognized  Tribe  and  at  least 
51%  of  the  children  must  fall  at  or 
below  the  Federal  poverty  level. 
Therefore,  eligible  children  must  be 
affiliated  with  a  Federally  recognized 
Tribe  and  living  on  or  near 
Reservations. 
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For  purposes  of  producing  these 
estimates,  we  assume  the  following 
definitions. 

1.  Affiliated  with  a  Federally 
recognized  Tribe  is  defined  as  self- 
reported  affiliation  with  1  of  the  562 
AI/ AN  Tribes  officially  recognized  by 
the  Federal  Government.  Though  we 
recognize  some  children  may  be 
affiliated  with  a  State-recognized  Tribe, 
for  the  purposes  of  the  current  estimate 
only  Federally  recognized  Tribes  at  the 
time  of  the  estimate  will  be  included  in 
the  count.  However,  as  a  practical 
matter,  these  kinds  of  data  are  not 
available.3  It  is  only  possible  to  use  self- 
reported  AI/AN  racial  identification  as  a 
substitute.  We  include  any  child  whose 
reported  race  is  AI/AN,  either  alone  or 
in  combination  with  other  races. 

2.  Living  on  or  near  a  reservation  is 
defined  as  residence  on  or  in  a  county 
adjacent  to  a  recognized  American 
Indian  Reservation.4  Specifically,  we 
use  the  Indian  Health  Service  (IHS) 
definition  of  on  or  near  a  reservation, 
which  includes  the  counties  served  by 
the  IHS  Contract  Health  Service 
Delivery  Areas,  or  CHSDAs.5  We  refer  to 
these  groups  as  county  clusters. 

General  Estimation  Approach.  There 
are  three  primary  characteristics  that 
define  the  eligible  population  that  is  the 
object  of  this  estimation  process. 

1.  Children  ages  5  and  under  of 
American  Indian  or  Alaskan  Native 
ancestry; 

2.  And  who  live  on  or  near  a 
Reservation; 

3.  And  at  least  51%  of  the  age-  and 
race-eligible  children  fall  at  or  below  the 
Federal  poverty  level.6 


3  Tribal  affiliation  is  asked  as  part  of  the  Census, 
but  20%  of  AI/AN  respondents  do  not  list  a  Tribe, 
and  the  data  are  generally  considered  unreliable.

6  The  eligibility  requirements  for  an  Indian  Head 
Start  program  are  more  complex  than  the  51%  rule, 
and  include  provisions  for  non-AI/AN  children 
who  meet  the  low-income  guideline,  children  with 
disabilities,  and  others.  However,  producing 
estimates  that  account  for  all  these  possibilities  is 
outside  the  scope  of  this  estimation.  A  complete 
assessment  of  eligible  children  would  require  data 
that  do  not  currently  exist,  and  thus  we  are  forced 
to  draw  a  compromise  between  the  text  of  the  law 
and  what  data  are  available.  As  a  result,  we  define 
eligibility  based  only  on  the  AI/AN  population, 
according  to  income. 


Therefore,  the  basis  for  these 
estimates  is  a  count  for  each  county 
cluster  defined  above  that  enumerates 
all  AI/AN  children  ages  five  and  under 
that  fall  above  and  below  the  Federal 
poverty  level. 

To  produce  these  counts,  we  employ 
several  data  sources  that  in  combination 
produce  the  most  accurate  and  up-to- 
date  estimates  feasible.  Unfortunately 
no  single  source  of  data  contains  all  the 
elements  needed  to  estimate  the  eligible 
population,  with  the  possible  exception 
of  the  U.S.  Census.  The  2000  Census 
data  have  other  disadvantages 
(primarily  that  they  will  be  9  years  out 
of  date  when  the  estimates  are 
produced)  that  make  it  desirable  to 
employ  multiple  data  sources. 

Evaluation  Criteria  for  Data  Sources. 
ACF  has  evaluated  each  data  source  in 
comparison  to  the  criteria  described  in 
this  section.  The  criteria  are  chosen  in 
order  to  provide  guidance  as  to  the 
benefits  and  limitations  of  each  source, 
as  well  as  guidance  in  using  the  sources 
in  the  estimation  process.  Because  a 
multi-year  recommendation  will  be 
made,  the  data  sources  employed  in  the 
first  year  may  change  in  later  years, 
although  the  initial  emphasis  is  on  the 
first  year. 

Precision.  One  of  the  key  criteria  for 
each  data  source  is  the  precision  of  the 
estimates  that  can  be  produced  with  the 
data.  Our  estimation  methodologies  are 
based  on  statistical  models  and  data 
derived  from  the  Census  Bureau  and 
other  administrative  sources.  The 
accuracy  of  the  estimates  will  be  limited 
by  the  accuracy  of  the  assumed  models 
and  by  the  error  structure  of  the  various 
data  inputs.  We  attempt  to  provide  a 
description  of  all  of  the  known 
limitations  in  the  estimates. 

Geographic  Representation.  Although 
some  data  sources  under  consideration 
can  provide  estimates  at  the  national 
level,  there  are  others,  such  as  State  data 
sources,  which  are  representative  of 
only  a  smaller  geography.  It  is  necessary 
to  assess  the  scope  and  completeness  of 
geographic  coverage  of  each  data  source, 
as  well  as  what  levels  of  sub-geography 
are  available.  In  addition,  the  desired 
geographic  units  of  analysis  must  be 
determined  in  conjunction  with  the 
achievable  precision. 

Coverage.  Data  sources  have  different 
rates  of  coverage  of  the  target 
population,  not  only  by  geography,  but 
in  subgroups  based  on  important 
demographic  characteristics,  such  as 
low-income,  urban/rural,  or  others.  We 
evaluate  each  data  source,  with 
particular  attention  to  any  issues  that 
may  arise  due  to  insufficient  coverage  of 
crucial  subgroups  within  the 
population. 


Timeliness.  Data  sources  are  updated 
on  different  schedules,  some  annually 
and  others  much  less  frequently.  The 
more  recently  updated  data  sources  may 
be  preferred  to  more  outdated  sources, 
even  if  their  estimates  may  be  less 
precise,  for  example.  The  schedule  of 
updates  for  each  data  source  will  guide 
us  as  to  when  and  how  they  may  be 
employed  not  only  in  the  first  year,  but 
in  the  future  during  the  5  years  the  plan 
will  cover.  There  will  also  be 
implications  for  precision  and  coverage 
for  some  sources  as  additional  years  of 
data  become  available. 

Data  Sources.  As  part  of  the 
evaluation  process  each  of  the  following 
data  sources  was  reviewed  against  the 
criteria  listed  above.  Here  a  description 
is  presented  of  each  data  source  and  the 
results  of  the  evaluation. 

Census.  The  decennial  Census  is  the 
premier  source  of  population  data  for 
the  United  States.  It  has  been  used 
successfully  in  past  Census  studies  of 
the  AI/AN  population  and  provides  the 
highest  levels  of  precision  and  coverage 
available.  The  data  gathered  on  the 
Census  long  form  also  allow  estimates  of 
children  by  income  to  be  constructed, 
and  thus  the  estimates  could  in 
principle  be  constructed  from  the 
Census  data  alone. 

The  Census  data  suffer  from  one 
primary  drawback  that  leads  us  to 
consider  alternate  approaches.  The  data 
which  are  currently  available  date  from 
2000,  which  will  make  them  nearly  9 
years  out  of  date  at  the  time  the  first 
estimates  will  be  produced.  To  produce 
more  up  to  date  numbers  the  data  would 
require  substantial  adjustment  to 
account  for  changes  over  time.  This  is 
especially  challenging  given  the  young 
age  of  the  target  population. 

Fortunately,  data  from  the  2010  Census 
will  start  to  become  available  in  2011 
and  may  provide  updated  figures  in 
later  estimates,  although  the  detailed 
data  files  needed  for  the  estimation  may 
not  be  available  until  2012  or  after. 

American  Community  Survey.  The 
American  Community  Survey  (ACS)  is  a 
new  survey  conducted  by  the  U.S. 
Census  Bureau.  This  survey  uses  a 
series  of  monthly  samples  to  produce 
annually  updated  data  for  the  same 
small  areas  (Census  tracts  and  block 
groups)  as  the  decennial  census  long- 
form  sample  formerly  surveyed. 

Initially,  5  years  of  samples  are  required 
to  produce  these  small-area  data.  Once 
the  Census  Bureau  has  collected  5  years 
of  data,  new  small-area  data  are 
produced  annually.  The  Census  Bureau 
will  also  produce  3-year  and  1-year  data 
products  for  larger  geographic  areas. 

With  full  implementation  beginning 
in  2005,  population  and  housing 
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profiles  for  2005  first  became  available 
in  the  summer  of  2006  and  every  year 
thereafter  for  specific  geographic  areas 
with  populations  of  65,000  or  more. 
Three-year  period  estimates  will  be 
available  in  2008  for  specific  areas  with 
populations  of  20,000  or  more,  and  5- 
year  period  estimates  will  be  available 
in  2010  for  areas  down  to  the  smallest 
block  groups,  census  tracts,  small  towns 
and  rural  areas.  Beginning  in  2010,  and 
every  year  thereafter,  the  Nation  will 
have  a  5-year  period  estimate  available 
as  an  alternative  to  the  decennial  census 
long-form  sample,  a  community 
information  resource  that  shows  change 
over  time,  even  for  neighborhoods  and 
rural  areas.7 

As  the  American  Community  Survey 
is  designed  to  provide  estimates 
comparable  to  the  Census,  the  data 
collected  contain  all  the  elements 
necessary  to  produce  the  desired  figures 
for  the  target  population.  In  principle, 
the  ACS  could  be  used  as  the  only  data 
source,  but  there  are  other  drawbacks 
that  lead  us  to  consider  using  the  ACS 
in  conjunction  with  other  sources 
described  below. 

Vital  Statistics.  A  technique  that  has 
been  used  on  other  studies  that  concern 
populations  of  young  children  requires 
the  use  of  National  Center  for  Health 
Statistics  (NCHS)  vital  statistics  data  on 
births.  This  allows  very  up-to-date 
estimates  of  age-eligible  children  based 
on  births,  with  adjustments  for  deaths 
and  estimated  migration  in  the  AI/AN 
population. 

There  are  two  chief  advantages  that 
the  vital  statistics  data  bring  to  the 
process.  First,  the  data  on  births  is  in 
principle  a  complete  census  of  all  births 
in  the  U.S.  and  therefore  is  not  subject 
to  sampling  variability.  Second,  the  data 
are  produced  on  an  annual  basis  for  the 
entire  U.S.,  and  thus  can  be  updated  in 
a  timely  fashion  with  an  exact  count  of 
births. 

Natality  data  require  adjustments  to 
account  for  deaths,  and  possibly 
migration,  to  compute  an  accurate  count 
of  children  within  a  certain  age  range  in 
a  geographic  area.  These  adjustments 
take  into  account  infant  mortality, 
which  is  also  reported  in  the  NCHS  vital 
statistics.  Adjustments  for  migration 
after  birth  are  also  made,  using 
estimates  from  the  Census. 

Although  the  vital  statistics  data 
provide  very  accurate  counts  of 
children,  they  contain  no  data  on 
income,  and  thus  cannot  be  used  to 
compute  all  the  figures  necessary  for  the

estimates.  This  limitation  will  be 
addressed  in  the  detailed  estimation 
methodology  section  described  below. 

Program  Information  Report  (PIR ) 
Office  Of  Head  Start  Data  Base.  The  PIR 
data  will  be  used  only  for  computing  the 
numbers  of  AI/AN  children  enrolled  in 
Head  Start  programs.  These  data  cannot 
be  used  to  estimate  the  overall 
population  of  enrolled  and  eligible-but- 
not-enrolled  children. 

Other  Sources.  Chickasaw  Nation 
Tribal  Census.  In  2005  the  Chickasaw 
Nation  conducted  a  Tribal  census. 
Information  of  this  kind  is  extremely 
valuable  for  studying  specific  Tribes. 
However,  for  a  Nation-wide  estimation, 
it  is  difficult  to  incorporate  one  Tribe- 
specific  data  source  with  other  data  for 
the  rest  of  the  nation.  It  would  be 
impossible  to  assess  the  comparability 
of  the  data  for  the  Chickasaw  with  the 
remainder  of  the  U.S.  Given  that  the 
goal  is  to  produce  national  estimates, 
rather  than  Tribal  estimates,  we 
recommend  using  a  single  source  for  all 
of  the  U.S.  when  possible.  We  will 
attempt  to  compare  our  estimates  to 
those  obtained  from  other  sources,  such 
as  the  Chickasaw  census  8  where 
possible. 

Detailed  Estimation  Methodology. 

This  section  describes  in  detail  ACF’s 
recommended  methodology  for 
producing  the  estimates  of  the  target 
population,  including  the  data  sources 
to  be  used,  the  method  for  combining 
the  data,  and  the  implementation  of  the 
eligibility  rule.  In  the  estimating  the 
number  of  AI/AN  children  section,  we 
recommend  methodology  for  estimating 
the  number  of  age-  and  race-eligible 
children  not  living  on  or  near  a 
Reservation. 

Overview.  There  are  four  primary 
tasks  to  perform  in  order  to  produce  the 
estimates.  They  are: 

1.  Construct  the  geographic  areas,  or 
county  clusters,  that  will  be  used; 

2.  Estimate  the  total  number  of  AI/AN 
children  under  6  living  in  these  areas; 

3.  Estimate  the  proportion  of  age-  and 
race-eligible  children  living  in  these 
areas  that  meet  the  income  criterion; 
and 

4.  Use  these  counts  and  the  eligibility 
rule  to  compute  the  final  estimates. 

All  steps  of  the  estimation 
methodology  assume  that  the  target  year 
of  estimation  is  2005,  (the  most  recent 
year  that  data  are  available  from  all 
sources  as  of  this  writing).  However,  at 
the  time  the  estimates  are  produced 
more  recent  data  may  be  available;  for 
example,  the  2006  Vital  Statistics  data

are  scheduled  to  be  released  late  in 
2008.  Adjustments  to  the  procedure 
should  be  made  to  take  advantage  of  the 
most  recent  data  at  the  time  the 
estimates  are  produced. 

Construct  Geographic  Areas  Using 
Contract  Health  Delivery  System  Areas 
(CHDSA)  Definitions.  The  eligibility 
requirements  for  an  Indian  Head  Start 
program  include  children  living  on  or 
near  a  Reservation.  As  described  in  the 
definitions  above,  the  Indian  Health 
Services  (IHS)  uses  a  similar  definition 
for  establishing  their  Contract  Health 
Delivery  System  Areas  by  creating 
clusters  of  counties  that  include  all  or 
part  of  a  Reservation,  and  any  county  or 
counties  that  have  a  common  boundary 
with  a  Reservation.  The  same  areas  are 
used  for  the  estimation  process  in  order 
to  account  in  an  accepted  way  for 
programs  that  serve  American  Indian 
and  Alaskan  Native  (AI/AN)  children 
who  do  not  live  on  or  near  a 
Reservation,  such  as  in  the  Alaska 
Native  Regional  Corporations  and  the 
Oklahoma  Tribal  Statistical  Areas. 

The  definitions  used  in  this  plan  were 
published  in  the  Federal  Register  on 
June  21,  2007,  cited  in  footnote  5  above. 
Some  areas  overlap  at  the  county  level 
with  more  than  one  Reservation.  In 
these  cases,  we  combine  the  joint  set  of 
counties  together  into  one  county 
cluster.9  For  example,  a  simple  cluster 
would  consist  of  a  set  of  counties  linked 
to  one  reservation,  such  as  the  Poarch 
Band  of  Creek  Indians,  which  are  linked 
to  Baldwin,  AL;  Escambia,  AL; 

Escambia,  FL;  Elmore,  AL;  Mobile,  AL; 
and  Monroe,  AL.  An  example  of  a  more 
complex  cluster  is  the  overlapping  areas 
of  the  Miccosukee  Tribe  (Broward,  FL; 
Collier,  FL;  and  Miami-Dade,  FL)  and 
the  Seminole  Tribe  of  Florida  (Broward, 
FL;  Collier,  FL;  Glades,  FL;  and  Hendry, 
FL).  Together  these  form  one  cluster  of 
counties  that  includes  Broward,  FL; 
Collier,  FL;  Glades,  FL;  Hendry.  FL;  and 
Miami-Dade,  FL. 

Four  States  are  included  in  their 
entirety  as  Contract  Health  Delivery 
System  Areas  Alaska,  Nevada, 
Oklahoma,  and  South  Carolina  as  part  of 
the  Catawba  Indian  Nation  area. 
California  is  also  included  in  part  as  a 
separate  area. 

For  the  rest  of  the  estimation  process, 
all  numbers  are  computed  within 
county  clusters,  until  the  final  national 
estimate  is  produced  from  the  sum  over 
all  clusters.

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Estimate  Number  of  Al/AN  Childrean 
Under  Six  Using  Vital  Statistics  Data. 

The  number  of  children  ages  five  and 
under  of  AI/AN  descent  in  each  county 
cluster  is  estimated  using  the  Centers  for 
Disease  Control  and  Prevention’s 
National  Center  for  Health  Statistics 
(NCHS)  vital  statistics  natality  data, 
with  a  series  of  adjustments.  The  steps 
are: 

1.  Defining  the  reference  period; 

2.  Counting  Births  (NCHS  Vital 
Statistics  Natality  Data); 

3.  Adjustment  for  Infant  Mortality 
(National  Vital  Statistics  Reports);  and 

4.  Adjustment  for  Migration  between 
States  (Public-Use  Microdata  Samples 
Data). 

Each  step  is  described  in  detail  in  this 
section. 

1.  Defining  the  Reference  Period 

This  step  involves  choosing  the  exact 
date  at  which  child  age  will  be 
determined  and  the  corresponding  range 
of  birth  dates  to  be  included  in  the  time 
period  of  estimation.  For  example,  for 
the  reference  date  of  December  31,  2005 
(the  most  recent  Vital  Statistics  data 
available  as  of  this  writing),  the  range  of 
eligible  birth  dates  is  from  January  1, 
2000  through  December  31,  2005. 

2.  Counting  Births 

Data  on  births  are  reported  by  the 
National  Center  for  Health  Statistics 
Division  of  Vital  Statistics  annually.10 
The  number  of  AI/AN  births  nationally 
from  2000  through  2005 11  according  to 
Vital  Statistics  data  is: 

2000:  41,668 
2001:  41,872 
2002:  42,368 
2003:  43,052 
2004:  43,927 
2005:  44,813 

Data  at  the  individual  level  are 
available  from  NCHS  for  all  births, 
including  county  of  mother’s  residence, 
mother  and  father’s  race,  and  other 
demographic  characteristics.12 
Following  IHS  definitions,  we  classify 
children  as  AI/AN  based  on  either  father

or  mother’s  race  including  AI/AN  on  the 
birth  certificate.13 

It  is  important  to  note  that  while  we 
have  information  on  the  mother’s 
residence  at  time  of  birth,  we  assign 
births  based  on  place  of  birth  because 
the  Census  data  only  has  place  of  birth, 
and  doesn’t  have  mother’s  residence. 
Therefore,  the  migration  step  3 
described  below  is  a  combination  of 
switching  from  place  of  birth  to 
mother’s  residence  and  the  migration  of 
one  resident  State  to  another. 

3.  Adjustment  for  Infant  Mortality 

In  order  to  account  for  infant 
mortality,  the  birth  counts  are  first 
adjusted  using  one-year  infant  mortality 
rates  for  the  AI/AN  race/ethnicity  group 
within  each  State.14  The  most  recent 
rates  are  available  from  Table  3  of  Infant 
Mortality  Statistics  from  the  2004  Period 
Linked  Birth/Infant  Death  Data  Set. 
NVSR  Volume  55,  Number  14.  33  pp. 
(PHS)  2007-1120. 

These  rates  are  applied  to  the  counts 
of  births.  However,  this  is  an 
overestimate  of  the  survivors  to  age  five 
because  it  does  not  consider  infant 
deaths  between  one  year  and  age  five.  In 
order  to  account  for  this,  adjustments 
are  made  by  year  up  to  age  5. 15  The 
most  recent  rates  come  from  Table  1  of 
United  States  Life  Tables,  2004.  NVSR 
Volume  56,  Number  9.  40  pp.  (PHS) 
2008-1120. 

4.  Adjustment  for  Migration  between 
States 

In  Step  4,  ACF  used  State  of  birth  to 
estimate  migration  between  States.  This 
adjustment,  however,  necessarily 
combines  migration  with  an  adjustment 
for  babies  born  in  a  different  State  from 
the  mother’s  residence  because  the 
births  were  assigned  based  on  mother’s 
residence,  but  the  Census  Public  Use 
Microdata  Samples  (PUMS)  data  only 
contain  State  of  Birth.  The  State  with 
the  largest  percentage  gain  is 
surprisingly  Rhode  Island  (+  6.48%).  It 
is  not  surprising  to  see  Nevada  in  third 
place.  At  the  bottom,  Washington,  DC 
loses  the  highest  percentage  (-9.20%). 
Washington,  DC  has  hospitals  with 
many  Maryland  and  Virginia  births. 

Estimate  Proportion  of  Children  in 
Different  Income  Groups  Using  ACS/ 
CENSUS.  Once  the  counts  of  AI/AN 
children  in  the  appropriate  age  range  are 
computed,  they  must  be  allocated  into 
two  groups  above  and  below  the  Federal

undercounting  AI/AN  children,  at  the  suggestion  of 
Angela  Willeto.

poverty  level.16  Direct  computation  of 
these  figures  is  not  possible  since 
income  information  is  not  available 
from  the  Centers  for  Disease  Control  and 
Prevention’s  Vital  Statistics.  Here  we 
describe  how  these  groups  are  allocated. 

The  ACS  Public  Use  Microdata 
Samples  are  used  to  produce  estimates 
of  the  proportion  of  AI/AN  children 
living  in  families  at  or  below  the  Federal 
poverty  level.  These  data  are  available  at 
the  Public  Use  Microdata  Area,  or 
PUMA  level,  which  can  be  mapped  to 
counties  using  the  PUMS  Equivalency 
files.17  PUMS  data  allows  the  researcher 
to  create  custom  tabulations  of 
information  that  are  not  published  by 
the  Census  Bureau  in  standard  reports.18 
The  most  recent  data  file  available  is  the 
2006  single-year  PUMS  file,  but  in  the 
fall  of  2008  multi-year  data  will  become 
available,  as  well  as  the  2007  data. 

When  the  multi-year  data  become 
available  ACF  will  include  them  in  the 
estimates  in  order  to  increase  precision. 

Using  the  PUMA  Equivalency  files, 
PUMAs  are  grouped  into  the  defined 


16  The  income  guidelines  that  determine 
eligibility  for  Head  Start  are  complex.  For  example, 
section  645(a)(3)(A)  of  the  new  Head  Start  Act 
requires  that  certain  types  of  pay  and  allowance  to 
members  of  the  uniformed  services  not  be  counted 
as  income  for  purposes  of  determining  Head  Start 
eligibility.

Likewise,  the  definition  of  family  used  in  the 
guidelines  has  several  complexities  that  make  exact 
implementation  difficult.  Due  to  limitations  in  the 
data  that  are  available  regarding  income,  we  use 
family  income  to  divide  children  into  the  two 
groups,  above  and  below  the  Federal  poverty  level.

17  Each  PUMA  has  a  minimum  population  of 
100,000;  as  a  result  there  are  PUMAs  which  contain 
more  than  one  county  and  counties  with  more  than 
one  PUMA.  For  example,  Cowlitz  County, 
Washington  is  part  of  a  PUMA  that  also  includes 
Klickitat,  Skamania,  and  Wahkiakum  counties;  in 
contrast  Miami-Dade  County,  Florida  consists  of  12 
PUMAs.  In  instances  where  multiple  counties  are 
part  of  one  PUMA,  we  will  allocate  children 
according  to  the  proportion  of  AI/AN  age-eligible 
children  in  the  county.  Due  to  the  small  sizes  of 
these  counties,  the  proportions  will  most  likely 
need  to  be  taken  from  the  2000  Census.  We  expect 
the  number  of  counties  for  which  this  adjustment 
needs  to  be  made  will  be  small. 

18  As  an  additional  option,  we  will  attempt  to 
obtain  clearance  from  the  Census  Bureau  to  access 
restricted  data  files  for  the  ACS.  These  data  permit 
the  tabulation  of  data  at  levels  lower  than  the 
PUMA,  and  thus  more  closely  match  the  county 
clusters,  especially  for  small  counties.  Due  to  the 
time  required  to  obtain  clearance  and  the  potential 
impact  to  the  delivery  schedule,  we  include  this  as 
an  option.  This  option  was  added  at  the  suggestion 
of  Matthew  Snipp. 
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county  clusters.  The  records  are  limited 
to  children  of  AI/AN  ages  5  and  under. 
Using  the  family  income,  State  of 
residence,  and  family  size,  we  assign  the 
children  to  the  two  groups.19  ACF  can 
then  compute  the  proportion  of  children 
in  each  cluster  that  fall  in  the  low- 
income  group.  This  proportion  is  used 
in  the  next  step. 

Combine  Estimates  and  Compute 
Eligible  Child  Counts  Using  Eligibility 
Rule.  The  proportions  derived  from  the 
ACS  data  are  multiplied  by  the  counts 
of  children  computed  from  the  vital 
statistics  data  to  estimate  the  number  of 
children  in  the  low  and  high-income 
groups  in  each  cluster.  The  total  number 
of  eligible  children  in  each  cluster  is 
then  estimated  as: 

E  =  min  {L/0.51,L/fl},

E  =  total  estimated  eligible  children, 

L  =  total  estimated  low-income  children, 

H  =  total  estimated  high-income  children, 
and 


The  logic  of  the  formula  is  that  Head 
Start  guidelines  specify  that  at  least 
51%  of  children  served  by  the  program 
must  meet  the  income  eligibility 
guideline,  and  therefore  the  maximum 
number  of  children  that  could  be  served 
must  be  no  more  than  the  number  of 
low-income  children  divided  by  0.51,  or 
the  number  of  all  AI/AN  children, 
whichever  is  less.20 

Strengths  and  Limitations  of  the 
Methodology.  Due  to  the  complexities  of 
the  rules  and  regulations  that  govern 
Head  Start  eligibility  and  the  exact 
nature  of  what  data  are  available,  this 
plan  makes  some  difficult  choices  in 
both  what  data  sources  to  employ  and 
howr  they  are  used.  Both  the  strengths 
and  limitations  of  the  plan  are  discussed 
here,  along  with  an  overview  of  what 
alternatives  were  considered  and  the 
reasons  for  their  ultimate  rejection. 

Strengths.  The  estimation  plan 
described  in  this  document  has  several 
key  benefits  that  cause  us  to  recommend 
it  above  the  alternatives.  First,  it 
provides  the  best  achievable 
combination  of  accuracy,  coverage,  and 
timeliness  in  the  estimation  of  the 
number  of  children  of  AI/AN  descent  in 
the  U.S.  Because  the  NCHS  Vital 
Statistics  natality  data  are  a  census  of  all 
births  in  the  U.S.,  they  represent  the

definitive  source  of  data  for  young 
populations.  The  natality  data  are  also 
more  up  to  date  than  alternatives  such 
as  the  Census. 

Second,  by  using  the  ACS  it  allows  a 
very  accurate  estimate  of  the  income 
distribution  of  families  with  AI/AN 
children  in  specific  geographic  areas, 
yet  unlike  the  Census  is  updated  on  an 
annual  basis.  By  design,  the  ACS  is 
rapidly  becoming  the  primary  source  of 
demographic  data  for  researchers, 
particularly  when  dealing  with  areas 
below  the  State  level.  Continued  data 
collection  will  allow  for  even  more  s 
precise  estimates  in  the  future  as 
additional  multi-year  data  become 
available. 

A  further  strength  of  this  approach  is 
the  close  alignment  of  the  county 
clusters  with  the  Indian  Health  Services 
service  areas.  This  method  provides 
both  a  recognized  way  of  identifying 
areas  where  Indian  services  are 
provided  and  avoids  complexities 
associated  with  areas  such  as  Alaska 
and  Oklahoma,  where  defining 
Reservations  is  difficult. 

A  fourth  consideration  in  its  favor  is 
that  it  is  based  on  publicly  available 
data  sources,  and  thus  brings  a  measure 
of  transparency  to  the  estimation 
process.  This  allows  stakeholders  to  feel 
confident  that  the  estimates  are 
reasonable  and  can  be  replicated  by 
outside  analysts  if  desired. 

One  additional  strength  is  that  the 
multi-stage  estimation  method  allows 
the  substitution  of  other  data, 
specifically  the  2010  Census,  in 
circumstances  when  superior  data 
become  available.  Because  the 
estimation  relies  on  analytical  units  that 
are  well-defined  in  Census  data  sources, 
it  is  straightforward  to  substitute  2010 
Census  data  for  the  ACS  to  estimate  the 
income  distribution,  for  example,  in  the 
future. 

Limitations.  Any  estimation  method 
that  could  be  chosen  will  suffer  from 
some  drawbacks  as  well  as  advantages 
and  although  the  recommended  strategy 
is  sound  and  defensible,  ACF  would 
like  to  point  out  the  following 
considerations  listed  below: 

1.  The  NCHS  Vital  Statistics  natality 
data  has  the  advantage  of  being  a 
census,  rather  than  a  sample,  of  births, 
but  the  mortality  statistics  used  to  adjust 
the  population  counts  are  reported 
based  on  rates,  rather  than  counts  of 
actual  deaths,  with  the  exception  of  the 
first  year  of  life.  In  addition,  the  best 
rates  available  are  at  the  State  level  for 
all  races,  and  thus  are  not  as  precise  as 
the  Census  might  provide  for  a  given 
year.  However,  these  adjustments  are 
ultimately  small  and  do  not  cause  the 
estimate  to  change  in  a  substantial  way. 


2.  A  limitation  that  arises  from  using 
ACS  data  is  that  sampling  variability  is 
introduced,  since  the  ACS  by  design  is 
a  sample  survey.  This  limitation  is  true 
of  nearly  all  data  we  might  employ  with 
the  exception  of  the  Census,  but  as  a 
practical  matter  up  to  date  estimates 
even  from  the  Census  will  require 
adjustments  that  introduce  similar 
variation.  As  a  consequence  of  the  ACS 
sample  design,  the  mapping  from 
PUMA  to  county  is  not  exact  in  some 
cases,  particularly  when  sparsely 
populated  counties  are  combined  into  a 
single  PUMA. 

3.  One  final  limitation  to  consider  is 
that  the  estimates  are  produced  from 
multiple  sources  of  data;  population 
counts  from  the  vital  statistics  and 
income  distributions  from  the  ACS.  All 
else  being  equal,  it  would  be  preferable 
to  estimate  these  from  a  single  source. 

In  principle  this  could  be  done  entirely 
with  the  Census  or  the  ACS  (see  below 
for  a  further  discussion  of  these 
approaches)  but  we  believe  the  benefits 
in  terms  of  timeliness  and  precision 
outweigh  the  costs. 

Precision  of  the  Estimates.  The  counts 
produced  at  the  first  stage  from  the 
Centers  for  Disease  Control  and 
Prevention’s  Vital  Statistics  natality  data 
are  based  on  a  complete  census  of  all 
births  in  the  US,  and  thus  within  the 
limitations  of  the  data  collection  process 
are  the  actual  numbers  of  AI/AN 
children  and  are  not  subject  to  sampling 
variation.  Children  under  age  6  at  the 
time  of  estimation  will  have  been  born 
within  the  defined  reference  period.

Earlier  in  this  report  we  outlined  a 
demographic-analysis  procedure  for 
estimating  the  number  of  children  in  the 
population.  Our  procedure  is  equivalent

where  births  are  known  without  error 
(or  virtually  without  error)  from  the  U.S. 
Vital  Statistics  system,  the  death  rates 


are  estimated,  the  numbers  of  in¬ 
migrants  are  estimated,  and  the  numbers 
of  out-migrants  are  estimated.  There  is 
error  in  the  estimated  population  size  by 
virtue  of  error  in  the  estimated  death 
rates  and  error  in  the  estimated  counts 
of  in-  and  out-migrants. 

The  estimated  death  rates  are 
obtained  from  the  U.S.  Centers  for 
Disease  Control  and  Prevention, 

National  Center  for  Health  Statistics, 
Vital  Statistics  system.  Because  all 
deaths  are  registered  in  this  country, 
death  rates  are  not  subject  to  sampling 
error.  In  the  procedure,  ACF  uses  death 
rates  calculated  at  the  State  by  race/ 
ethnicity  level.  Error  in  the  estimated 
death  rates  arises  because  the  AI/AN 
specific  rates  are  calculated  at  the  State 
level  and  then  applied  at  the  county- 
cluster  level  within  State.  Individual 
county-clusters  may  experience  a  higher 
or  lower  death  rate  than  the  State  in 
which  they  are  located,  resulting  in 
some  over  or  under-estimation  of  the 
population  in  the  county  cluster. 
Because  infant  mortality  is  relatively 
low  and  rates  do  not  vary  extensively 
from  cluster  to  cluster,  ACF  expects  this 
component  of  error  to  be  relatively 
small. 

The  estimated  numbers  of  in-migrants 
are  derived  from  registered  births  and 
from  estimated  migration  rates  derived 
from  the  American  Community  Survey 
(ACS).  The  estimator  is  of  the  form 


where  m,,  is  an  estimator  derived  from 
ACS  data  of  the  rate  of  migration  from 
county-cluster  j  to  county-cluster  i.  The 
ACS  data  are  based  upon  a  sample,  not 
a  complete  enumeration.  Moreover, 
because  of  ACS  sample  size  limitations, 
ACF  estimates  the  migration  rate  at  a 
higher  level  of  aggregation  than  the 
county-cluster  level.  Thus,  the 
estimated  numbers  of  in-migrants  are 
subject  to  both  sampling  error  and  error 
due  to  failure  of  the  “synthetic” 
assumption. 

The  estimated  numbers  of  out- 
migrants  are  obtained  similarly  as 


and  are  similarly  subject  to  sampling 
error  and  error  due  to  failure  of  the 
synthetic  assumption. 

It  is  worth  noting  that  the  main  goal 
of  the  estimation  is  to  obtain  an  estimate 
of  the  number  of  AI/AN  children  under 
6  for  the  aggregate  set  of  areas  that  are 
on  or  near  Reservations.  The  goal  is  not 
strictly  to  estimate  the  number  of 
children  at  the  county-cluster  level. 
Indeed,  at  the  national  level,  the 
numbers  of  in-migrants  must  equal  the 
numbers  of  out-migrants,  except  for 
deviations  due  to  international 
migration,  which  are  likely  to  be 
trivially  small  for  the  AI/AN  population. 
Thus,  at  the  national  level,  ACF  can 
write  the  number  of  AI/  AN  children 
under  6  as

and  the  corresponding  estimator  is 
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where  Cc  is  the  set  of  areas  that  are  not 
on  or  near  Reservations  and  U  =  CU  Cc. 

Thus,  error  in  the  estimate  of  the 
population  in  the  aggregate  set  of  areas 
on  or  near  Reservations  is  due  to  error 
in  the  estimated  death  rates  and  error  in 
the  estimated  net  migration  into  areas 
that  are  not  on  or  near  Reservations. 
While  migration  in  or  out  of  any  one 
county-cluster  may  be  no/t  trivial,  the 
net  migration  into  the  aggregate  of 
clusters  that  are  not  on  or  near 
Reservations  is  likely  to  be  quite  small. 

The  income  proportions  estimated 
from  the  ACS  are  subject  to  sampling 
variability,  as  the  ACS  is  a  sample 
survey.  This  variation  can  be  estimated 
using  standard  statistical  techniques 
when  the  estimates  are  produced  and 
will  be  included  with  the  final 
estimates. 

Alternate  Plans  Considered.  In 
devising  this  plan  we  considered  several 
alternative  strategies,  which  are 
discussed  here,  along  with  the  reasons 
why  they  were  rejected. 

Census  Data  at  All  Stages.  Because  of 
the  sheer  size  and  scope  of  the 
decennial  Census,  it  is  a  natural  choice 
for  consideration  as  the  primary  data 
source  for  the  estimates.  Using  the 
Census  PUMS  data  it  would  be  possible 
to  directly  compute  the  estimated 
counts  of  children  within  each  income 
group,  and  thus  from  there  the  eligible 
population.  However,  given  the  data 
collection  schedule  of  the  Census,  it  is 
difficult  to  produce  estimates  for  any 
given  point  in  time  in  the  intercensal 
years  without  relying  on  the  Census 
Bureau  population  projections  and 
adjustments,  most  of  which  are  not 
produced  at  the  fine  level  necessary  for 
this  estimation.  Past  experience  has  also 
shown  that  these  projections  tend  to 
undercount  the  number  of  Indians  in 
the  population.21  These  considerations 
in  conjunction  with  the  young  age  of  the 


population  lead  ACF  to  propose  the  use 
of  Vital  Statistics  data  instead. 

ACS  DATA  at  All  Stages.  Similarly  to 
the  Census,  the  ACS  PUMS  data  contain 
all  the  elements  necessary  to  produce 
the  estimates.  However,  although  they 
are  produced  in  a  more  timely  way  than 
the  Census,  the  actual  counts  obtained 
from  the  ACS  are  adjusted  using  the 
intercensal  population  estimates 
produced  by  the  Census  Bureau.  This  is 
done  to  adjust  the  ACS  sample  estimates 
to  match  the  population  estimates  using 
population  weights.  The  implication  of 
this  is  that  although  proportions 
calculated  from  the  ACS  are  accurate 
(for  example,  based  on  income),  the 
population  counts  are  based  on 
population  estimates  and  suffer  from 
similar,  drawbacks . 

In  addition,  the  ACS  data  are 
collected  annually,  but  due  to  the 
sample  design,  estimates  are  available 
for  small  geographic  areas  only  by 
combining  multiple  years  of  data.  These 
multi-year  figures  are  therefore  a  kind  of 
“moving  average”  of  the  area,  spread 
over  three  or  5  years  for  the  smallest 
areas.  As  a  result,  although  the  data  are 
more  up  to  date  than  the  2000  Census, 
they  are  less  recent  than  they  might  first 
appear. 

The  Current  Population  Survey  (CPS) 
is  another  commonly  used  source  of 
demographic  data,  particularly  on  labor 
force  characteristics.  It  includes  data  on 
race  and  income  and  thus  is  a  potential 
source  for  income  estimates.  However, 
the  CPS  is  not  designed  to  collect 
reliable  data  at  any  level  below  the 
State,  and  even  State  data  can  suffer 
issues  with  precision.  This  limits  the 
usefulness  of  the  data  for  our  estimates.

Under  section  501(a)(2)(B)  of  the 
Federal  Food,  Drug,  and  Cosmetic  Act 
(the  act)  (21  U.S.C.  351(a)(2)(B)),  a  drug 
is  adulterated  if  the  methods  used  in,  or 
the  facilities  or  controls  used  for,  its 
manufacture,  processing,  packing,  or 
holding  do  not  conform  to  or  are  not 
operated  or  administered  in  conformity 
with  current  good  manufacturing 
practice  (CGMPs)  to  ensure  that  such 
drug  meets  the  requirements  of  the  act 
as  to  safety,  and  has  the  identity  and 


strength,  and  meets  the  quality  and 
purity  characteristics,  which  it  purports 
or  is  represented  to  possess. 

FDA  nas  the  authority  under  section 
701(a)  of  the  act  (21  U.S.C.  371(a))  to 
issue  regulations  for  the  efficient 
enforcement  of  the  act  regarding  CGMP 
procedures  for  manufacturing, 
processing,  and  holding  drugs  and  drug 
products.  The  CGMP  regulations  help 
ensure  that  drug  products  meet  the 
statutory  requirements  for  safety  and 
have  their  purported  or  represented 
identity,  strength,  quality,  and  purity 
characteristics.  The  information 
collection  requirements  in  the  CGMP 
regulations  provide  FDA  with  the 
necessary  information  to  perform  its 
duty  to  protect  public  health  and  safety. 
CGMP  requirements  establish 
accountability  in  the  manufacturing  and 
processing  of  drug  products,  provide  for 
meaningful  FDA  inspections,  and 
enable  manufacturers  to  improve  the 
quality  of  drug  products  over  time.  The 
CGMP  recordkeeping  requirements  also 
serve  preventive  and  remedial  purposes 
and  provide  crucial  information  if  it  is 
necessary  to  recall  a  drug  product. 

The  general  requirements  for 
recordkeeping  under  part  211  (21  CFR 
part  211)  are  set  forth  in  §  211.180.  Any 
production,  control,  or  distribution 
record  associated  with  a  batch  and 
required  to  be  maintained  in 
compliance  with  part  211  must  be 
retained  for  at  least  1  year  after  the 
expiration  date  of  the  batGh  and,  for 
certain  over-the-counter  (OTC)  drugs,  3 
years  after  distribution  of  the  batch 
(§  211.180(a)).  Records  for  all 
components,  drug  product  containers, 
closures,  and  labeling  are  required  to  be 
maintained  for  at  least  1  year  after  the 
expiration  date  and  3  years  for  certain 
OTC  products  (§  211.180(b)). 

All  part  211  records  must  be  readily 
available  for  authorized  inspections 
during  the  retention  period 
(§  211.180(c)),  and  such  records  may  be 
retained  either  as  original  records  or  as 
true  copies  (§  211.180(d)).  In  addition, 

21  CFR  11.2(a)  provides  that  “for 
records  required  to  be  maintained  but 
not  submitted  to  the  agency,  persons 
may  use  electronic  records  in  lieu  of 
paper  records  or  electronic  signatures  in 
lieu  of  traditional  signatures,  in  whole 
or  in  part,  provided  that  the 
requirements  of  this  part  are  met.”  To 
the  extent  this  electronic  option  ip  used, 
the  burden  of  maintaining  paper  records 
should  be  substantially  reduced,  as 
should  any  review  of  such  records. 

In  order  to  facilitate  improvements 
and  corrective  actions,  records  must  be 
maintained  so  that  data  can  be  used  for 
evaluating,  at  least  annually,  the  quality 
standards  of  each  drug  product  to 
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determine  the  need  for  changes  in  drug 
product  specifications  or  manufacturing 
or  control  procedures  (§  211.180(e)). 
Written  procedures  for  these  evaluations 
are  to  be  established  and  include 
provisions  for  a  review  of  a 
representative  number  of  batches  and, 
where  applicable,  records  associated 
with  the  hatch;  provisions  for  a  review 
of  complaints,  recalls,  returned  or 
salvaged  drug  products;  and 
investigations  conducted  under 
§  211.192  for  each  drug  product. 

The  specific  recordkeeping 
requirements  provided  in  table  1  of  this 
document  are  as  follows: 

•  Section  211.34 — Consultants 
advising  on  the  manufacture, 
processing,  packing,  or  holding  of  drug 
products  must  have  sufficient 
education,  training,  and  experience  to 
advise  on  the  subject  for  which  they  are 
retained.  Records  must  be  maintained 
stating  the  name,  address,  and 
qualifications  of  any  consultants  and  the 
type  of  service  they  provide; 

•  Section  211.67(c) — Records  must  be 
kept  of  maintenance,  cleaning, 
sanitizing,  and  inspection  as  specified 
in  §211.180  and  211.182; 

•  Section  211.68 — Appropriate 
controls  must  be  exercised  over 
computer  or  related  systems  to  assure 
that  changes  in  master  production  and 
control  records  or  other  records  are 
instituted  only  by  authorized  personnel; 

•  Section  211.68(a) — Records  must  be 
maintained  of  calibration  checks, 
inspections,  and  computer  or  related 
system  programs  for  automatic, 
mechanical,  and  electronic  equipment; 

•  Section  211.68(b) — All  appropriate 
controls  must  be  exercised  over  all 
computers  or  related  systems  and 
control  data  systems  to  assure  that 
changes  in  master  production  and 
controls  records  or  other  records  are 
instituted  only  by  authorized  persons; 

•  Section  211.72 — Filters  for  liquid 
filtration  used  in  the  manufacture, 
processing,  or  packing  of  injectable  drug 
products  intended  for  human  use  must 
not  release  fibers  into  such  products; 

•  Section  211.80(d) — Each  container 
or  grouping  of  containers  for 
components  or  drug  product  containers 
or  closures  must  be  identified  with  a 
distinctive  code  for  each  lot  in  each 
shipment  received.  This  code  must  be 
used  in  recording  the  disposition  of 
each  lot.  Each  lot  must  be  appropriately 
identified  as  to  its  status; 

•  Section  211.100(b) — Written 
production  and  process  control 
procedures  must  be  followed  in  the 
execution  of  the  various  production  and 
process  control  functions  and  must  be 
documented  at  the  time  of  performance. 
Any  deviation  from  the  written 


procedures  must  be  recorded  and 
justified; 

•  Section  211.105(b) — Major 
equipment  must  be  identified  by  a 
distinctive  identification  number  or 
code  that  must  be  recorded  in  the  batch 
production  record  to  show  the  specific 
equipment  used  in  the  manufacture  of 
each  batch  of  a  drug  product.  In  cases 
where  only  one  of  a  particular  type  of 
equipment  exists  in  a  manufacturing 
facility,  the  name  of  the  equipment  may 
be  used  in  lieu  of  a  distinctive 
identification  number  or  code; 

•  Section  211.122(c) — Records  must 
be  maintained  for  each  shipment 
received  of  each  different  labeling  and 
packaging  material  indicating  receipt, 
examination,  or  testing; 

•  Section  211.130(e) — Inspection  of 
packaging  and  labeling  facilities  must  be 
made  immediately  before  use  to  assure 
that  all  drug  products  have  been 
removed  from  previous  operations. 
Inspection  must  also  be  made  to  assure 
that  packaging  and  labeling  materials 
not  suitable  for  subsequent  operations 
have  been  removed.  Results  of 
inspection  must  be  documented  in  the 
batch  production  records; 

•  Section  211.132(c) — Certain  retail 
packages  of  OTC  drug  products  must 
bear  a  statement  that  is  prominently 
placed  so  consumers  are  alerted  to  the 
specific  tamper-evident  feature  of  the 
package.  The  labeling  statement  is 
required  to  be  so  placed  that  it  will  be 
unaffected  if  the  tamper-resistant  feature 
of  the  package  is  breached  or  missing. 

If  the  tamper-evident  feature  chosen  is 
one  that  uses  an  identifying 
characteristic,  that  characteristic  is 
required  to  be  referred  to  in  the  labeling 
statement; 

•  Section  211.132(d) — A  request  for 
an  exemption  from  packaging  and 
labeling  requirements  by  a  manufacturer 
or  packer  is  required  to  be  submitted  in 
the  form  of  a  citizen  petition  under  21 
CFR  10.30; 

•  Section  211.137 — Requirements 
regarding  product  expiration  dating  and 
compliance  with  21  CFR  201.17  are  set 
forth; 

•  Section  211.160(a) — The 
establishment  of  any  specifications, 
standards,  sampling  plans,  test 
procedures,  or  other  laboratory  control 
mechanisms,  including  any  change  in 
such  specifications,  standards,  sampling 
plans,  test  procedures,  or  other 
laboratory  control  mechanisms,  must  be 
drafted  by  the  appropriate 
organizational  unit  and  reviewed  and 
approved  by  the  quality  control  unit. 
These  requirements  must  be  followed 
and  documented  at  the  time  of 
performance.  Any  deviation  from  the 
written  specifications,  standards. 


sampling  plans,  test  procedures,  or 
other  laboratory  control  mechanisms 
must  be  recorded  and  justified; 

•  Section  211.165(e) — The  accuracy, 
sensitivity,  specificity,  and 
reproducibility  of  test  methods 
employed  by  a  firm  must  be  established 
and  documented.  Such  validation  and 
documentation  may  be  accomplished  in 
accordance  with  §  211.194(a)(2); 

•  Section  211.166(c) — Homeopathic 
drug  product  requirements  are  set  forth; 

•  Section  211.173 — Animals  used  in 
testing  components,  in-process 
materials,  or  drug  products  for 
compliance  with  established 
specifications  must  be  maintained  and 
controlled  in  a  manner  that  assures  their 
suitability  for  their  intended  use.  They 
must  be  identified,  and  adequate 
records  must  be  maintained  showing  the 
history  of  their  use; 

•  Section  211.180(e) — Written 
records  required  by  part  211  must  be 
maintained  so  that  data  can  be  used  for 
evaluating,  at  least  annually,  the  quality 
standards  of  each  drug  product  to 
determine  the  need  for  changes  in  drug 
product  specifications  or  manufacturing 
or  control  procedures.  Written 
procedures  must  be  established  and 
followed  for  such  evaluations  and  must 
include  provisions  for  a  representative 
number  of  batches,  whether  approved  or 
unapproved  or  rejected,  and  a  review  of 
complaints,  recalls,  returned  or  salvaged 
drug  products,  and  investigations 
conducted  under  §  211.192  for  each 
drug  product;

•  Section  211.192 — Specifies  the 
information  that  must  be  maintained  on 
the  investigation  of  discrepancies  found 
in  the  review  of  all  drug  product 
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production  and  control  records  by  the 
quality  control  staff; 

•  Section  211.194 — Explains  and 
describes  laboratory  records  that  must 
be  retained; 

•  Section  211.196 — Specifies  the 
information  that  must  be  included  in 
records  on  the  distribution  of  the  drug; 

•  Section  211.198 — Specifies  and 
describes  the  handling  of  all  complaint 
files  received  by  the  applicant;  and 

•  Section  211.204 — Specifies  that 
records  be  maintained  of  returned  and 
salvaged  drug  products  and  describes 
the  procedures  involved. 

Written  procedures,  referred  to  in  this 
paragraph  as  standard  operating 
procedures  (SOPs),  are  required  for 
many  part  211  records.  The  current  SOP 
requirements  were  initially  provided  in 
a  final  rule  published  in  the  Federal 
Register  of  September  29,  1978  (43  FR 
45014),  and  are  now  an  integral  and 
familiar  part  of  the  drug  manufacturing 
process.  The  major  information 
collection  impact  of  SOPs  results  from 
their  creation.  Thereafter,  SOPs  need  to 
be  periodically  updated.  A  combined 
estimate  for  routine  maintenance  of 
SOPs  is  provided  in  table  1  of  this 
document.

•  Section  211.198(a) — Written  and 
oral  complaint  procedures,  including 
quality  control  unit  review  of  any 
complaint  involving  specifications 
failures,  and  serious  and  unexpected 

"  adverse  drug  experiences; 

•  Section  211.204 — Holding,  testing, 
and  reprocessing  of  returned  drug 
products;  and 

•  Section  211.208 — Drug  product 
salvaging.  Although  most  of  the  CGMP 
provisions  covered  in  this  document 
were  created  many  years  ago,  there  will 
be  some  existing  firms  expanding  into 
new  manufacturing  areas  and  startup 
firms  that  will  need  to  create  SOPs.  As 
provided  in  table  1  of  this  document, 
FDA  is  assuming  that  approximately 
100  firms  will  have  to  create  up  to  25 
SOPs  for  a  total  of  2,500  records,  and 
the  agency  estimates  that  it  will  take  20 
hours  per  recordkeeper  to  create  25  new 
SOPs  for  a  total  of  50,000  hours. 

In  the  Federal  Register  of  April  28, 
2008  (73  FR  22951),  FDA  published  a 
60-day  notice  requesting  public 
comment  on  the  information  collection 
provisions.  No  comments  were  received.

Under  sections  505,  512,  513,  515, 
and  903  of  the  Federal  Food,  Drug,  and 
Cosmetic  Act  (the  act);  (21  U.S.C.  355, 
360b,  360c,  360e,  and  393);  and  section 
351  of  the  Public  Health  Service  Act  (42 
U.S.C.  262),  FDA  has  the  responsibility 
to  ensure  the  safety  and  effectiveness  of 
drugs,  biologies,  and  devices.  Under 
section  502(a)  of  the  act,  a  drug  or 
device  is  misbranded  if  its  labeling  is 
false  or  misleading.  Under  section 
502(f)(1)  of  the  act  it  is  misbranded  if  it 
fails  to  bear  adequate  warnings,  and 
under  section  502(j),  it  is  misbranded  if 
it  is  dangerous  to  health  when  used  as 
directed  in  its  labeling. 

Under  section  4  of  the  Dietary 
Supplement  Health  and  Education  Act 
of  1994  (the  DSHEA)  (21  U.S.C.  341), 
section  402  of  the  act  (21  U.S.C  342)  is 
amended  so  that  FDA  must  bear  the 
burden  of  proof  to  show  a  dietary 
supplement  is  unsafe. 

To  carry  out  its  responsibilities,  the 
agency  needs  to  be  informed  whenever 
an  adverse  event,  product  problem  or 
error  with  use  of  a  medication  or  device 
occurs.  Only  if  FDA  is  provided  with 
such  information  will  the  agency  be  able 
to  evaluate  the  risk,  if  any,  associated 
with  the  product,  and  take  whatever 
action  is  necessary  to  reduce  or 
eliminate  the  public’s  exposure  to  the 
risk  through  regulatory  action.  To 
ensure  the  marketing  of  safe  and 
effective  products,  certain  adverse 
events  must  be  reported.  Requirements 
regarding  mandatory  reporting  of 
adverse  events  or  product  problems 
have  been  codified  in  21  CFR  parts  310, 
314,  600,  803,  and  1271,  specifically 
§§310.305,  314.80,  314.98,  600.80,' 
803.30,  803.50,  803.53,  803.56,  and 
1271.350(a). 

Two  forms  are  available  from  the 
agency  to  implement  these  provisions 
for  reporting  of  adverse  events,  product 
problems,  and  medication/device  use 
errors  for  FDA  regulated  products  such 
as  medications,  devices,  biologies, 
including  human  tissue,  cell,  tissue  and 
cellular-based  products,  special 
nutritional  products,  and  cosmetics,  as 


well  as  any  other  products  that  are 
regulated  by  FDA.  Form  FDA  3500  may 
be  used  for  voluntary  (i.e.,  not  mandated 
by  law  or  regulation)  reporting  by 
healthcare  professionals  and  the  public. 
Form  FDA  3  500 A  is  used  for  mandatory 
reporting  (i.e.,  required  by  law  or 
regulation). 

Respondents  to  this  collection  of 
information  are  healthcare 
professionals,  hospitals  and  other  user 
facilities  (e.g.,  nursing  homes,  etc.), 
consumers,  manufacturers  of  biological, 
drug,  and  dietary  supplement  products 
or  medical  devices,  and  importers. 

II.  Use  of  Form  FDA  3500  (Voluntary 
Version) 

The  voluntary  version  of  the  form  is 
used  to  submit  all  reports  not  mandated 
by  Federal  law  or  regulation.  Individual 
health  professionals  are  not  required  by 
law  or  regulation  to  submit  reports  to 
the  agency  or  the  manufacturer,  with  the 
exception  of  certain  adverse  reactions 
following  immunization  with  vaccines 
as  mandated  by  the  National  Childhood 
Vaccine  Injury  Act  of  1986.  Those 
mandatory  reports  are  not  submitted  to 
FDA  on  the  3500  or  3500A  form,  but  are 
submitted  to  the  joint  FDA/Centers  for 
Disease  Control  and  Prevention 
Vaccines  Adverse  Event  Reporting 
System  (VAERS)  on  the  VAERS-1  form. 
(See  http://www.vaers.hhs.gov/pdf/ 
vaers_form.pdf.) 

Hospitals  are  not  required  by  Federal 
law  or  regulation  to  submit  reports 
associated  with  drug  products, 
biological  products,  or  special 
nutritional  products.  However,  hospitals 
and  other  user  facilities  are  required  by 
Federal  law  to  report  medical  device- 
related  deaths  and  serious  injuries.  The 
DSHEA  puts  the  responsibility  on  FDA 
to  prove  that  a  particular  product  is 
unsafe.  The  agency  depends  on  the 
voluntary  reporting  by  health 
professionals  and  consumers  of 
suspected  adverse  events  associated 
with  the  use  of  dietary  supplements. 

III.  Use  of  Form  FDA  3500A 
(Mandatory  Version) 

A.  Drug  and  Biologic  Products 

In  sections  505(j)  (21  U.S.C.  355(j)) 
and  704  (21  U.S.C.  374)  of  the  act, 
Congress  has  required  that  important 
safety  information  relating  to  all  human 
prescription  drug  products  be  made 
available  to  FDA  so  that  it  can  take 
appropriate  action  to  protect  the  public 
health  when  necessary.  Section  702  of 
the  act  (21  U.S.C.  372)  authorizes 
investigational  powers  to  FDA  for 
enforcement  of  the  act.  These  statutory 
requirements  regarding  mandatory 
reporting  have  been  codified  by  FDA 


under  parts  310  and  314  (drugs),  60Q 
(biologies)  and  1271  (Human  Cells, 
Tissues,  and  Cellular  and  Tissue-Based 
Products).  Parts  310,  314,  and  600 
mandate  the  use  of  FDA  Form  3500A 
form  for  reporting  to  FDA  on  adverse 
events  that  occur  with  drugs  and 
biologies.  The  Dietary  Supplement  and 
Nonprescription  Drug  Consumer 
Protection  Act  (Public  Law  109-462, 

120  Stat.  3469)  amended  the  act  with 
respect  to  adverse  event  reporting  and 
recordkeeping  for  dietary  supplements 
and  non-prescription  drugs  marketed 
without  an  approved  application.  The 
law  provides  for  the  mandatory 
reporting  to  FDA  of  serious  adverse 
events  for  over-the-counter  (OTC)  drug 
products.  The  authority  is  21  U.S.C. 
379aa-l(a)(3),  (b)(1)  and/or  section 
761(a)(3)  and  (b)(1)  of  the  act. 

B.  Medical  Device  Products 

Section  519  of  the  act  (21  U.S.C.  360i) 
requires  manufacturers  and  importers  of 
devices  intended  for  human  use  to 
establish  and  maintain  records,  make 
reports,  and  provide  information  as  the 
Secretary  of  Health  and  Human  Services 
may,  by  regulation,  reasonably  require 
to  assure  that  such  devices  are  not 
adulterated  or  misbranded  and  to 
otherwise  assure  its  safety  and 
effectiveness. 

The  Safe  Medical  Device  Act  of  1990, 
signed  into  law  on  November  28,  1990, 
amends  section  519  of  the  act.  The 
amendment  requires  that  user  facilities 
such  as  hospitals,  nursing  homes, 
ambulatory  surgical  facilities,  and 
outpatient  treatment  facilities  report 
deaths  related  to  medical  devices  to 
FDA  and  to  the  manufacturer,  if  known. 
Serious  illnesses  and  injuries  are  to  be 
reported  to  the  manufacturer  or  to  FDA 
if  the  manufacturer  is  not  known.  These 
statutory  requirements  regarding 
mandatory  reporting  have  been  codified 
by  FDA  under  part  803.  Part  803 
mandates  the  use  of  FDA  Form  3500A 
for  reporting  to  FDA  on  medical 
devices. 

The  Medical  Device  User  Fee  and 
Modernization  Act  of  2002  (MDUFMA) 
(Public  Law  107-250)  signed  into  law 
October  26,  2002,  amended  section  519 
of  the  act.  The  amendment  (section  303 
of  MDUFMA)  required  FDA  to  revise 
the  MedWatch  forms  to  facilitate  the 
reporting  of  information  relating  to 
reprocessed  single-use  devices, 
including  the  name  of  the  reprocessor 
and  whether  the  device  has  been  reused. 

C.  Dietary  Supplements 

The  Dietary  Supplement  and 
Nonprescription  Drug  Consumer 
Protection  Act  amended  the  act  with 
respect  to  adverse  event  reporting  and 
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recordkeeping  for  dietary  supplements 
and  non-prescription  drugs  marketed 
without  an  approved  application.  The 
law  provides  for  the  mandatory 
reporting  to  the  Food  and  Drug 
Administration  of  serious  adverse 
events  for  dietary  supplements.  The 
authority  is  21  U.S.C.  379aa-l(a)(3), 


(b)(1)  and/or  section  761(a)(3)  and  (b)(1) 
of  the  act. 

IV.  Proposed  Modifications  to  Forms 

FDA  has  proposed  no  modification  to 
either  the  Form  FDA  3500  or  Form  FDA 
3500A  at  this  time.  The  requested 
extension  for  both  forms  will  only  result 
in  changes  in  the  form  instructions 


rather  than  in  any  content  or  formatting 
for  either  form.  The  ability  to  change  the 
instructions  will  allow  for  any  and  all 
necessary  clarifications  in  the  use  of  the 
form  and  can  reflect  the  current  range  of 
reportable  products  (e.g.,  OTC  products 
and  dietary  supplements). 

FDA  estimates  the  burden  of  this 
collection  of  information  as  follows:

In  the  Federal  Register  of  February 
15,  2008  (73  FR  8879),  FDA  published 
a  60-day  notice  requesting  public 
comment  on  the  information  collection 
provisions.  FDA  received  three 
comments.  There  were  no  comments 
submitted  concerning  the  Form  FDA 
3500,  voluntary  reporting  form.  All 
comments  addressed  Form  FDA  3500A, 
the  mandatory  reporting  form.  There 
were  no  comments  submitted 
concerning  the  mandatory  3500A  form 
that  addressed  questions  of  whether  the 
information  obtained  is  necessary  for 
the  proper  performance  of  FDA’s 
functions  or  comments  about  the 
practical  utility  of  this  information. 
There  was  one  comment  about  the 
accuracy  of  the  burden  estimate  for  a 
subset  of  reports  (dietary  supplements). 
The  remainder  of  the  comments  were 
specific  suggestions  for  modifications ’of 
either  the  content  or  format  of  various 


fields  to  enhance  clarity  of  information. 
There  was  also  one  comment  about  the 
use  of  information  technology  to 
support  collection. 

One  comment  noted  that  there  was  no 
burden  estimate  offered  for  the 
mandatory  reports  that  would  be 
expected  for  serious  adverse  events 
associated  with  dietary  supplement 
products.  In  addition,  the  comment 
offered  an  estimate  of  30  minutes  to  1 
hour  for  the  time  to  complete,  route  for 
approval,  and  submit  a  mandatory 
report  for  a  dietary  supplement  product. 
FDA  agrees  with  this  estimate  and,  for 
mandatory  reports,  has  used  a  1.1  hour 
estimate  for  time  to  complete  a  report. 
FDA  has  chosen  to  not  attempt  to 
estimate  a  reporting  burden  for 
mandatory  dietary  supplement  report 
volume,  because  the  burden  estimate 
used  in  this  request  for  extension  of 
both  reporting  forms  is  based  on  actual 


reports  for  the  calendar  year  2007  and 
there  was  no  requirement  for 
submission  of  mandatory  dietary 
supplement  reports  until  December  22, 
2007.  To  address  PRA  burden  estimates 
for  mandatory  reporting  required  for 
both  dietary  supplements  and  OTC 
products  under  the  Dietary  Supplement 
and  Nonprescription  Drug  Consumer 
Protection  Act  of  2006,  FDA  will  submit 
this  burden  estimate  information  under 
a  separate  Federal  Register  notice 
process. 

There  were  several  comments 
suggesting  a  variety  of  changes  in  the 
formatting  of  certain  fields  in  the 
mandatory  form,  changes  to  existing 
text,  or  addition  of  extra  text.  These 
changes  were  suggested  to  “reduce 
confusion  and  capture  additional 
clarifying  information.”  For  example,  it 
was  suggested  that  more  space  be 
allotted  to  certain  fields  to  accept  more 
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text  or  that  certain  text  fields  be 
modified  to  ask  supplemental  questions 
of  the  reporter. 

FDA  has  carefully  considered  each  of 
these  changes  but  does  not  concur  with 
making  these  elective  changes,  which 
are  not  based  on  any  changes  in  law, 
rule,  or  regulation.  Because  FDA 
encourages  electronic  submission  of 
postmarketing  adverse  event  reports  by 
mandatory  reporters,  and  the  majority  of 
mandatory  reporters  use  the  paper- 
based  Form  FDA  3500A  only  for  backup 
purposes,  the  agency  believes  that  it 
would  be  an  unfair  burden  to 
manufacturers  who  submit 
electronically  to  expend  resources  to 
change  their  electronic  versions  of  the 
paper  document  which  would  be  used 
only  in  times  of  rare  network  or  server 
outages.  FDA  believes  that  each  of  these 
suggested  elective  text  changes  and  ’ 
additions  can  be  addressed  satisfactorily 
with  specific  clarifying  information 
provided  in  the  instructions  section  that 
supplements  Form  FDA  3500A. 

One  comment  suggests  that  FDA 
modify  the  forms  to  include  wording  as 
a  “disclaimer  by  consumer  authorizing 
the  treating  physician  to  speak  with  a 
manufacturer’s  representative.”  FDA 
disagrees  with  the  inclusion  of  this  type 
of  information  within  the  standard 
reporting  form  and  believes  that  this 
type  of  information  is  best  treated  as 
part  of  other  documentation  maintained 
by  the  mandatory  reporter. 

One  comment  suggests  that  provisions 
be  made  to  allow  for  the  inclusion  of 
attachments  with  the  serious  adverse 
event  report.  FDA  agrees  and 
attachments  are  currently  permitted 
both  as  supplements  to  mailed  and 
faxed  submissions.  One  comment 
acknowledged  and  supported  the 
recently  announced  development  of  a 
unified  federal  approach  to  adverse 
event  reporting,  and  suggested  that  this 
approach  will  ease  the  reporting  burden 
for  both  industry  and  FDA  and 
indirectly  benefit  consumers. 

The  newly  revised  Forms  FDA  3500 
and  3500A  with  updated  instructions, 
which  will  address  several  comments’ 
concerns  about  clarity,  will  be  made 
available,  upon  OMB  approval,  on  the 
FDA’s  MedWatch  Web  site  at  http:// 
www.fda.gov/medwatch/getforms.htm.

III.  Background 

A.  Introduction 

Food  can  become  contaminated  at 
many  different  steps  in  the  farm-to-table 
continuum — on  the  farm;  in  packing, 
processing,  or  distribution  facilities; 
during  storage  or  transit;  at  retail 
establishments;  in  restaurants;  and  in 
the  home.  In  recent  years,  FDA  has  done 
a  great  deal  to  prevent  both  deliberate 
and  unintentional  contamination  of 


food  at  each  of  these  steps.  FDA  has 
worked  with  other  Federal,  State,  local, 
tribal,  and  foreign  counterpart  food 
safety  agencies,  as  well  as  with  law 
enforcement  agencies,  intelligence¬ 
gathering  agencies,  industry,  and 
academia,  to  significantly  strengthen  the 
Nation’s  food  safety  and  food  defense 
systems  across  the  entire  distribution 
chain.  This  cooperative  work  has 
resulted  in  a  greater  awareness  of 
potential  vulnerabilities,  the  creation  of 
more  effective  prevention  programs, 
new  surveillance  systems,  and  the 
ability  to  respond  more  quickly  to 
outbreaks  of  foodborne  illness.  (An 
“outbreak”  is  the  occurrence  of  two  or 
more  cases  of  a  similar  illness  resulting 
from  the  ingestion  of  a  common  food.) 
However,  changes  in  consumer 
preferences,  changes  in  industry 
practices,  and  the  rising  volume  of 
imports  continue  to  pose  significant 
challenges  for  the  agency,  particularly 
with  respect  to  fresb  produce.  Outbreaks 
involving  various  types  of  fresh  fruit 
and  vegetables  have  led  to  thousands  of 
confirmed  illnesses  in  recent  years  (72 
FR  8750,  February  27,  2007,  and  Ref.  1), 


and  many  more  unconfirmed  or 
unreported  illnesses. 

When  an  outbreak  of  foodborne 
illness  occurs,  quick  action  is  critical  to 
prevent  additional  illness.  The  Centers 
for  Disease  Control  and  Prevention 
(CDC)  of  the  U.S.  Department  of  Health 
and  Human  Services,  and  State,  local, 
and/or  tribal  health  departments 
conduct  epidemiologic  investigations  to 
identify  the  possible  food(s)  involved  in 
an  outbreak.  After  CDC  and/or  the  State/ 
local/tribal  entity  notify  FDA  that  a 
specific  food  is  implicated,  FDA  reviews 
and  evaluates  the  epidemiologic  data 
and  assesses  other  potential  causes  for 
the  outbreak  (e.g.,  food  worker  illness, 
environmental  contamination).  Based 
on  FDA’s  review  and  evaluation,  an 
investigation  to  trace  back  the 
implicated  food  may  be  initiated  to 
identify  the  source  of  the  food  and, 
potentially,  of  the  contamination. 
Working  with  industry  and  with  other 
domestic  and,  in  some  cases  foreign, 
government  agencies,  FDA  inspects  or 
investigates  points  throughout  the 
supply  chain  to  determine  where  the 
contamination  is  likely  to  have 
occurred.  Tracing  food  through  a  supply 
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chain  may  require  us  to  find  and 
examine  products,  packaging,  and 
documentation  (such  as  bills  of  lading, 
invoices,  and  other  records  maintained 
by  the  firm)r 

The  ability  to  quickly  identify  the 
source  of  a  contaminated  product,  and 
the  path  the  product  traveled  between 
production  and  consumption,  is  critical 
to  responding  effectively  to  ongoing 
outbreaks  of  foodborne  illness.  Timely 
and  accurate  information  gained  from 
an  investigation  of  the  source  of 
produce  implicated  in  an  outbreak  of 
foodborne  illness  (traceback 
investigation)  may: 

•  Help  limit  the  public  health  impact 
of  a  foodborne  illness  outbreak,  for 
example,  by  more  quickly  removing  the 
contaminated  produce  from  the  market; 

•  Enable  public  health  authorities 
and  the  food  industry  to  provide 
targeted  and  accurate  information  about 
affected  food  to  consumers  and,  as  a 
result,  restore  or  enhance  consumer 
confidence  in  produce  safety;  and 

•  Help  limit  the  source  of  the 
problem  to  a  particular  region  or  locality 
so  that  firms  or  regions  that  are  not 
connected  to  the  contaminated  food  are 
not  adversely  affected  by  a  foodborne 
illness  outbreak  or  the  investigation  of 
an  outbreak. 

In  addition,  the  identification  of 
sources  of  contaminated  products  may 
prevent  future  outbreaks  by  helping 
FDA  and  the  food  industry  to  identify 
and  eliminate  conditions  that  may  have 
resulted  in  the  food  becoming 
contaminated  and  by  helping  them  to 
understand  better  how  the  food  became 
contaminated,  so  that  the  lessons 
learned  can  be  used  to  prevent 
contamination  in  the  future. 

When  an  outbreak  occurs,  it  also  is 
critical  that  we  be  able  to  act  quickly  to 
take  steps  to  prevent  further  illness. 

FDA  may  attempt  to  document  the 
distribution  of  all  implicated  lots  of 
food  (traceforward  operation)  once  the 
source  of  an  outbreak  is  known  to 
ensure  that  all  contaminated  food  in 
commerce  is  removed  from  the  market. 
Traceback  investigations  and 
traceforward  operations  are  components 
of  a  “product  tracing”  system.  As 
defined  by  the  Codex  Alimentarius 
Commission  (Codex),1  traceability/ 
product  tracing  is  the  ability  to  follow 
the  movement  of  a  food  through 


1  The  Codex  Alimentarius  Commission  was 
formed  in  1963  by  the  Food  and  Agriculture 
Organization  and  the  World  Health  Organization  of 
the  United  Nations  to  develop  food  standards, 
guidelines,  and  related  texts  such  as  codes  of 
practice,  and  is  recognized  under  the  World  Trade 
Organization  Agreement  on  the  Application  of 
Sanitary  and  Phytosanitary  Measures  as  the 
international  standards  organization  for  food  safety. 


specified  stage(s)  of  production, 
processing,  and  distribution  (Ref.  2). 

Traceback  investigations  involving 
fresh  produce  are  among  the  most 
challenging  investigations  we  face 
because  the  food  is  perishable  and  may 
no  longer  be  available  for  testing  by  the 
time  we  conduct  our  investigation.  In 
addition,  fresh  produce  is  often  sold 
loose,  without  any  packaging  that  would 
provide  information  about  its  source. 
Further,  cases  in  which  the  produce  was 
shipped,  which  may  have  provided 
such  information,  may  also  have  been 
discarded  by  the  time  a  traceback 
investigation  is  initiated.  Industry 
practices,  such  as  repacking  produce 
from  multiple  sources,  using  different 
names  for  the  same  fresh  produce  as  it 
travels  throughout  the  supply  chain, 
and  not  assigning  specific  identifiers  to 
the  produce,  can  complicate  our 
traceback  investigations  even  further. 

We  have  had  some  recent  successes  in 
quickly  identifying  the  source  of  an 
outbreak,  but  in  some  situations  efforts 
to  identify  the  source  of  the  outbreak 
have  proven  difficult  or  impossible.  We 
have  learned  that  we  need  to  be  able  to 
respond  to  the  increased  size  and 
complexity  of  the  fresh  produce  supply 
chain  with  a  traceback  capacity  that  is 
likewise  more  sophisticated,  effective, 
and  efficient  and  that  reflects  and 
responds  to  changing  production  and 
distribution  patterns. 

We  are  holding  the  public  meetings  to 
stimulate  and  focus  a  discussion  about 
mechanisms  to  enhance  product  tracing 
systems  for  fresh  produce  and  to 
improve  FDA’s  ability  to  use  the 
information  in  such  systems  to  identify 
the  source  of  contamination  associated 
with  fresh  produce-related  outbreaks  of 
foodborne  illness. 

B.  Information  Elements  Available  in 
Current  Product  Tracing  Systems 

A  product  tracing  system  consists  of 
information  elements  provided  by 
parties  in  the  supply  chain.  In  general, 
this  information  is  available  in  the  form 
of  records  that  parties  in  the  supply 
chain  establish  and  maintain  apart  from 
the  produce.  Some  of  this  information 
may  also  be  present  on  packaged  food 
or  on  shipping  cases  of  food  items  such 
as  loose  produce;  some  information 
applied  to  loose  produce  (e.g.,  on  a 
sticker)  may  also  provide  information 
related  to  product  tracing. 

In  the  context  of  a  foodborne  illness 
outbreak,  the  information  available 
through  a  product  tracing  system  should 
enable  an  interested  party  (such  as  a 
party  in  the  supply  chain  or  a  public 
health  agency  conducting  a  traceback 
investigation)  to  identify,  at  any  specific 
stage  of  the  supply  chain,  where  the 


fresh  produce  came  from,  where  the 
fresh  produce  was  or  is  (e.g.,  in 
situations  where  a  party  in  the  supply 
chain  has  the  fresh  produce  in  its 
possession),  where  the  fresh  produce 
went,  and  who  transported  the  fresh 
produce.  This  is  commonly  known  as  a 
“one  up/one  down”  or  “one  step  back/ 
one  step  forward”  system.  In  general, 
records  that  are  part  of  such  a  system 
fall  into  one  of  two  categories:  Paper- 
based,  human-readable  records;  or 
technology-based  records  with 
automated  data  capture  (e.g.,  via  bar 
codes  or  radiofrequency  identification 
(RFID)),  which  may  or  may  not  also  be 
human-readable. 

To  facilitate  product  tracing,  FDA’s 
regulations,  at  21  CFR  part  1,  subpart  J, 
“Establishment,  Maintenance,  and 
Availability  of  Records,”  impose  “one 
up/one  down”  recordkeeping 
requirements  on  certain  persons  who 
manufacture,  process,  pack,  transport, 
distribute,  receive,  hold,  or  import  food 
in  the  United  States.  The  regulations 
identify  the  information  that  must  be 
established  and  maintained,  how  long  it 
must  be  maintained,  and  how  quickly  it 
must  be  available  to  FDA.  This 
information  includes  where  the  food 
product  came  from  and  where  it  went. 

A  detailed  discussion  of  those 
requirements  is  beyond  the  scope  of  this 
document,  which  does  not  address 
compliance  with  the  recordkeeping 
regulations.2 

Other  product  information,  relevant  to 
some  traceback  investigations,  is 
available  on  the  product  label  of 
packaged  foods.  For  example,  section 
403(e)(1)  of  the  Federal  Food,  Drug,  and 
Cosmetic  Act  (the  act)  (21  U.S.C.  343(e)) 
provides  that  a  food  in  package  form  is 
misbranded  unless  it  bears  a  label 
containing  the  name  and  place  of 
business  of  the  manufacturer,  packer,  or 
distributor.  As  another  example,  section 
403(i)(l)  of  the  act  provides  that  a  food 
is  misbranded  unless  its  label  bears  the 
common  or  usual  name  of  the  food,  if 
there  is  one.  Our  regulations 
implementing  these  provisions  are  in 
part  101  (21  CFR  part  101).  However, 
under  our  labeling  regulations,  the  term 
“package”  does  not  include  shipping 
containers  or  wrappings  used  solely  for 
the  transportation  of  such  commodities 
in  bulk  or  in  quantity  to  manufacturers, 
packers,  processors,  or  wholesale  or 
retail  distributors  (see  21  CFR  1.20(a)).

4). 
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C.  Structural  and  Geographic 
Characteristics  of  the  Fresh  Produce 
Industry  Relevant  to  Product  Tracing 
Systems 

The  fresh  produce  industry  is 
particularly  diverse,  both  structurally 
and  geographically  (Ref.  6).  Structurally, 
the  industry  varies  not  only  by 
commodity,  region,  and  season,  but  also 
by  distributor  and  retailer.  For  example, 
as  discussed  later  in  this  section,  parties 
in  the  supply  chain  may  use  one  or 
more  suppliers  for  the  same  type  of 
fresh  produce  depending  on  factors 
including  growing  season,  demand,  and 
the  variability  of  different  harvests  in 
different  locations. 

Geographically,  more  than  55  billion 
pounds  of  fresh  produce  are  grown 
within  the  United  States  annually,  and 
more  than  26  billion  pounds  of  fresh 
produce  are  imported  into  the  United 
States  every  year  from  58  countries  (Ref. 
7).  These  81  billion  pounds  of  produce 
often  travel  hundreds- or  thousands  of 
miles  on  the  way  to  consumers  (usually 
in  shipments  of  10,000  pounds  or  much 
less),  and  change  hands  several  times 
between  different  points  in  the  complex 
supply  chain  (Ref.  7).  The  nature  and 
complexity  of  the  global  produce  market 
raise  special  challenges  for  public 
health  agencies,  and  even  those  within 
the  industry,  to  be  able  to  trace  the  path 
of  a  particular  product  throughout  the 
supply  chain. 

D.  Challenges  Associated  with 
Traceback  Investigations  of  Fresh 
Produce 

The  supply  chain  for  a  given  type  of 
fresh  produce  may  be  very  complex.  For 
example,  several  growers  might  supply 
their  produce  to  a  packer  or  distributor, 
and  there  may  be  multiple  distributors 
who  receive  the  product  before  its  sale 
to  or  use  by  the  ultimate  consumer. 
Growers  may  send  their  produce  to 
several  packers  or  distributors,  and 
suppliers  may  obtain  produce  from 
several  packers  or  distributors  as  well  as 
directly  from  growers.  Parties  in  the 
supply  chain  may  be  within  the  United 
States  or  abroad;  thus,  produce  might  be 
imported  into  or  exported  from  any 
point  in  the  supply  chain  one  or  more 
times.  Other  parties  in  a  food  supply 
chain  may  include  processors  of  fresh 
produce,  who  may  chill  it,  cut  it  into 
smaller  pieces,  or  combine  pieces  of 
fresh  produce  with  other  foods  to  make 
another  food  product  (such  as  using 
lettuce  to  make  a  salad).  Contamination 
can  occur  at  almost  any  point  in  the 
fresh  produce  supply  chain. 

In  some  fresh  produce  supply  chains, 
produce  from  multiple  sources  may  be 
combined  or  commingled  during 


packing  or  processing  operations.  This 
practice  can  complicate  or  even  frustrate 
efforts  to  trace  fresh  produce  throughout 
the  supply  chain.  For  example,  a 
packing  firm  may  buy  a  particular  type 
of  vegetable  from  multiple  farms,  and 
then  sort  the  vegetables  by  size,  color, 
quality,  or  some  other  attribute  before 
packing  into  containers.  As  another 
example,  a  large  truck  may  collect  loose 
produce  from  multiple  farms  and  then 
deliver  the  collected  loose  produce  to  a 
single  processor  or  distributor.  Even  if 
we  could  trace  a  contaminated  product 
back  to  the  processor  or  distributor,  or, 
in  the  second  example,  back  to  the 
packing  firm,  the  commingling  of  loose 
produce  before  it  reaches  the  processor 
or  distributor  or  at  the  packing  firm 
makes  it  difficult  or  impossible  to 
distinguish  which  farm  is  the  source  of 
the  contaminated  produce.  The 
complexity  increases  if  the  truck 
delivers  the  loose  produce  to  more  than 
one  processor  or  distributor. 

An  additional  challenge  associated 
with  a  traceback  investigation  for  fresh 
produce  is  that  the  produce  may  not 
always  retain  the  same  description  as  it 
moves  through  the  supply  chain.  For 
example,  one  party  in  the  supply  chain 
may  describe  its  fresh  produce  as  “red 
round  tomatoes,”  while  the  next  party 
in  the  supply  chain  may  describe  the 
same  fresh  produce  as  “cooker 
tomatoes.”  Different  descriptions  for  the 
same  produce  can  make  it  very  difficult 
or  impossible  to  determine  whether  two 
records  refer  to  the  same  or  different 
products  or  shipments. 

Another  challenge  associated  with  a 
traceback  investigation  for  fresh 
produce  is  that  there  may  be  no 
identifier  on  the  produce,  its  package,  or 
its  case,  and  in  associated  records. 
Moreover,  there  currently  is  no 
industry-wide  or  sector-wide 
standardization  of  the  information 
captured  in  the  documentation.  This 
lack  of  standardization  makes  it  difficult 
and  time-consuming  to  cross-reference 
information  currently  available  in 
product  tracing  systems. 

E.  How  Has  Product  Tracing 
Information  Available  in  Records  and 
on  Product  Packages/Containers  Helped 
Us  During  Traceback  Investigations? 

In  the  following  paragraphs,  we 
describe  how  we  used  product  tracing 
information  to  conduct  two  recent 
traceback  investigations — one  involving 
a  nonperishable  packaged  food,  and  one 
involving  a  perishable  packaged  food. 
The  information  available  to  us 
included  information  available  in 
records  established  and  maintained  by 
parties  in  the  supply  chain  and 


information  available  on  packages  or 
containers  of  the  packaged  food. 

•  In  February  2007,  CDC  notified 
FDA  of  a  multi-State  outbreak  of 
Salmonella  Tennessee  infections 
associated  with  the  consumption  of 
peanut  butter.  Peanut  butter  is  a 
nonperishable  packaged  food,  sold  in 
jars.  Consumers  who  became  ill  had 
open  jars  of  peanut  butter  available  for 
testing.  Investigators  were  able  to  test 
samples  of  peanut  butter  taken  from  the 
jars  and  confirm  the  presence  of 
Salmonella  Tennessee  in  the  peanut 
butter.  Investigators  were  able  to 
identify  the  manufacturer  through 
information  required  to  be  oh  the  label 
of  the  jars  (§  101.5(a))  and  through  a 
product  code  the  manufacturer  had 
voluntarily  placed  on  the  jars.  This 
information  made  it  possible  for  FDA  to 
visit  the  manufacturing  facility  the  day 
after  we  learned  of  the  outbreak  from 
CDC.  Investigators  were  able  to  use  the 
product  code  to  look  in  the 
manufacturing  facility  for  unopened  jars 
of  peanut  butter  manufactured  at  the 
same  time  as  the  jars  available  from 
consumers.  Investigators  took  samples 
of  peanut  butter  from  these  unopened 
jars  and  confirmed  the  presence  of 
Salmonella  Tennessee  in  those  samples. 
Investigators  uncovered  conditions  at 
the  manufacturer’s  facility  that  were 
likely  to  have  caused  the  contamination 
and  obtained  a  positive  environmental 
sample  so  there  was  no  need  to  further 
trace  the  peanuts  back  to  the  farm.  Our 
traceback  investigation  was  facilitated 
because  the  implicated  food  was  a 
nonperishable,  packaged  food  that  was 
available  to  investigators  and  contained 
information  about  the  source  of  the 
implicated  food  on  the  product 
container. 

•  In  September  2006,  CDC  informed 
FDA  of  a  multi-State  outbreak  of 
illnesses  associated  with  the 
consumption  of  fresh  spinach 
contaminated  with  E.  coli  Ol57:H7. 
Fresh  spinach  is  a  perishable  food  that 
may  not  remain  in  consumers’  homes 
after  consumers  become  ill  and  CDC 
finds  an  association  between  the  illness 
and  the  food.  However,  in  this  situation 
the  spinach  was  sold  in  a  package.  The 
traceback  investigation  was  facilitated 
because  several  consumers  who  became 
ill  still  had  packages  of  fresh  spinach  in 
their  refrigerators.  As  with  the  peanut 
butter,  investigators  were  able  to 
identify  the  processor  through 
information  required  to  be  on  the  label 
of  the  packaged  spinach  (§  101.5(a))  and 
through  a  product  code  the  processor 
had  voluntarily  placed  on  the  package. 
By  looking  at  the  processor’s  records, 
the  investigators  were  able  to  identify 
the  implicated  farms  associated  with  the 
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identified  production  lot  of  bagged 
spinach.  This  traceback  investigation 
was  more  complex  than  the 
investigation  for  the  peanut  butter, 
because  it  required  traceback  beyond 
the  processor  to  the  farms.  However,  as 
with  the  peanut  butter,  the  traceback 
investigation  was  greatly  facilitated  by 
the  information  on  the  label  of  the 
packaged  food  and  on  the  package  itself. 

F.  Industry  Product  Tracing  Systems 
That  Are  in  Use  or  Under  Development 
in  the  United  States 

1.  Commodity-Specific  Efforts 

Various  recordkeeping  and  other 
practices  designed  to  enhance  product 
tracing  systems  are  already  carried  out 
by  industry  within  the  food  supply 
chain.  For  instance,  to  better  monitor 
food  safety  practices  of  growers,  the 
California  cantaloupe  industry  has 
incorporated  product  tracing 
requirements  that  involve  maintaining 
information  such  as  packing  date,  field, 
and  packing  crew  as  part  of  their  State 
marketing  order  (Ref.  9). 

Similarly,  the  California  Tomato 
Farmers  cooperative  has  instituted 
documentation  requirements  in  its 
membership  agreement  with  growers  to 
facilitate  one  up/one  down  tracking  and 
product  tracing.  The  documentation  of 
packed  tomatoes  must  include 
information  about  the  source  (i.e., 
grower,  production  location,  lot 
identification,  personnel/crew  involved 
in  the  harvest  of  the  product)  and  about 
the  customer  receiving  the  product.  A 
system  to  track  and  trace  tomatoes  back 
to  supply  source  and  forward  to 
customers  must  be  developed  and  tested 
annually  (Ref.  10). 

Stakeholders  have  developed 
commodity-specific  food  safety 
guidelines  for  the  entire  supply  chain 
for  three  commodities:  Melons  (Ref.  11), 
tomatoes  (Ref.  8),  and  lettuce  and  leafy 
greens  (Ref.  12). 

2.  Buyer-Led  Initiatives 

Large  food  retailers,  such  as 
supermarket  chains,  have  become  more 
active  in  ensuring  the  safety  of  the  food 
products  they  purchase.  One  example  of 
this  is  the  increasing  use  of  independent 
third-party  food  safety  audits  of  grower 
and  shipper  operations  to  verify 
compliance  with  good  agricultural  and 
manufacturing  practices.  These 
practices  generally  include 
requirements  that  the  grower  or  shipper 
maintain  records  that  facilitate  the 
tracing  of  product  produced,  handled, 
or  processed  in  order  to  pass  an  audit. 

For  example,  in  February  2008,  Wal- 
Mart,  Inc.,  became  the  first  U.S.  grocery 
chain  to  require  suppliers  of  its  private 


label  and  other  food  products  to  have 
their  factories  certified  against  one  of 
the  internationally-recognized  Global 
Food  Safety  Initiative  (GFSI)  standards 
(Ref.  13).  The  GFSI  standard  for 
traceability  requires  the  supplier  to 
develop  and  maintain  appropriate 
procedures  and  systems  to  ensure  (1) 
identification  of  any  out-sourced 
product,  ingredient,  or  service;  (2) 
complete  records  of  batches  of  in- 
process  or  final  product  and  packaging 
throughout  the  production  process;  and 
(3)  record  of  purchaser  and  delivery 
destination  for  all  product  supplied 
(Ref.  14). 

3.  Produce  Traceability  Initiative  (PTI) 

In  October  2007,  the  Produce 
Marketing  Association  (PM A),  the 
United  Fresh  Produce  Association 
(UFPA),  and  the  Canadian  Produce 
Marketing  Association  (CPMA)  initiated 
the  joint  PTI  (Ref.  15).  The  PTI  now 
includes  more  than  50  companies, 
including  distributors,  grower-shippers, 
and  retailers.  A  principal  objective  of 
the  PTI  is  to  drive  adoption  of 
consistent  “traceability  best  practices” 
throughout  the  produce  supply  chain 
from  “field  to  fork.”  In  pursuing  the 
goal  of  broad  adoption  of  tracking  and 
product  tracing  standards  and  practices, 
the  PTI  has  established  a  timeline  for  a 
series  of  milestones  for  recording, 
tracking,  and  product  tracing  data  on 
produce  shipments.  These  milestones 
include  establishing  company  prefixes; 
establishing  an  identification  number 
for  location;  assigning  global  trade  item 
numbers  (GTINs)  to  produce  cases; 
showing  GTINs,  lot  numbers,  and 
packing/harvesting  dates  on  each  case; 
encoding  this  information  in  bar  codes; 
and  reading  and  storing  the  information 
at  each  point  in  the  supply  chain.  The 
PTI  also  calls  for  tracking  and  product 
tracing  standards  to  be  adopted  at  the 
case  level  initially,  followed  by 
standards  for  item-level  coding  (Refs.  5 
and  16). 

G.  International  Product  Tracing 
Systems 

Some  countries  have  mandatory 
product  tracing  systems  in  place  in 
various  forms,  although  these  systems 
are  more  prevalent  with  respect  to 
animal  identification  than  for  food  in 
general.  The  European  Union  (EU),  in 
addition  to  having  a  mandatory  product 
tracing  system  for  animals,  also  requires 
a  product  tracing  system  for  all  food  and 
feed  businesses.  Specifically,  the  EU 
requires  all  food  and  feed  to  be  traceable 
“one  step  forward  and  one  step  back”  in 
EU  member  states.  Food  and  feed 
business  operators  must  be  able  to 
document  where  a  particular  food  or 


feed  product  came  from  and  where  it  is 
going  next.  Specifically,  they  must  be 
able  to  document  the  names  and 
addresses  of  suppliers  and  customers,  as 
well  as  the  nature  of  the  product  and 
date  of  delivery.  They  are  also 
encouraged  to  keep  information  on  the 
volume  and  quantity  of  a  product;  the 
batch  number,  if  one  exists;  and  a  more 
detailed  description  of  the  product, 
such  as  whether  it  is  fresh  or  processed. 
Food  and  feed'business  operators  must 
also  have  systems  and  procedures  that 
allow  them  to  provide  this  information 
to  the  competent  authorities  on  demand. 
In  addition  to  these  general 
requirements,  sector-specific 
requirements  apply  to  certain  categories 
of  food  products  (fruit  and  vegetables, 
beef,  fish,  honey,  olive  oil)  (Refs.  17 
through  20).  In  2007,  the  EU  began  a  4- 
year  study  to  develop,  test,  and  evaluate 
two  full  pilot  product  tracing  systems — 
one  for  the  tomato  food  chain  and  the 
other  for  the  feed/dairy  chain  (Ref.  21). 

In  2006,  Codex  established  principles 
for  tracing  food  through  production  and 
distribution  processes  (Ref.  2).  The 
Codex  principles  are  intended  to  assist 
government  authorities  in  utilizing 
product  tracing  as  a  tool  within  their 
food  inspection  and  certification 
system. 

Certain  private  international  standard 
setting  organizations  have  also 
developed  principles  and  other 
guidelines  on  product  tracing  systems 
for  use  by  industry.  For  example,  in 
2007  the  International  Standards 
Organization  (ISO)  issued  ISO 
22005:2007,  which  provides  general 
principles  and  basic  requirements  for 
designing  and  implementing  a  product 
tracing  system  along  a  food  processor’s 
supply  chain.3  Another  example  is  the 
GSl  Global  Traceability  Standard  (Ref. 
22),  which  is  being  used  by  the  PMA, 
CPMA,  UFPA,  and  other  associations 
involved  in  the  PTI. 

H.  Actions  Suggested  by  Stakeholders 

Some  consumer  advocacy  groups 
have  asked  us  to  develop  and 
implement  emergency  regulations  that 
would  require  source  tracing  for 
produce  (farm-to-table);  written  food 
safety  plans  for  farmers,  processors,  and 
packinghouses;  and  tighter  controls  on 
repacking  (Ref.  23).  Some  industry  trade 
associations  have  asked  FDA  and  CDC 
to  convene  a  meeting  with  industry 
representatives  and  work  together  to 
minimize  the  human  and  economic 
impact  of  an  outbreak  (Ref.  24).  These

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trade  associations  urged  FDA  and  CDC 
to  work  in  partnership  with  industry  to 
find  solutions  to  speed  up  and 
streamline  outbreak  identification  and 
response.  These  trade  associations  also 
recommended  that  a  working  group  be 
established  to  look  at  crisis  management 
systems  and  that  teams  of  industry 
experts  be  established  to  help  in 
traceback  investigations. 

I.  Issues  and  Questions  for  Discussion 

As  previously  noted,  we  need  to 
increase  the  speed  and  accuracy  of 
traceback  investigations  to  help  limit 
the  public  health  impact  of  a  foodborne 
illness  outbreak;  to  limit  to  a  particular 
region,  locality,  farm(s),  or  processor(s) 
the  source  of  the  problem  (where  the 
source  is  in  fact  limited),  so  that  an 
entire  industry  is  not  unnecessarily 
affected;  to  enable  public  health 
authorities  and  the  food  industry  to 
provide  targeted  and  accurate 
information  about  affected  food  to 
consumers;  to  institute  steps  to  correct 
the  source  of  contamination;  and,  as  a 
result,  to  restore  or  enhance  consumer 
confidence  in  produce  safety. 

We  intend  the  public  meetings  to 
stimulate  and  focus  a  discussion  about 
mechanisms  to  enhance  product  tracing 
systems  for  fresh  produce  and  to 
improve  FDA’s  ability  to  use  the 
information  in  such  systems  to  identify 
the  source  of  contamination  associated 
with  fresh  produce-related  outbreaks  of 
foodborne  illness.  This  discussion  will 
help  FDA  determine  what  short  and 
long  term  steps,  such  as  issuing 
regulations,  we  should  take  to  enhance 
the  current  tracing  system.  Aspects  of 
these  measures  could  require  new  legal 
authority.  We  welcome  public 
comments  and/or  data  on  the  following 
issues  related  to  product  tracing  systems 
for  fresh  produce: 

1.  Should  a  “fresh  produce  identifier” 
be  assigned  to  fresh  produce?  If  so,  at 
what  stage  or  stages  in  the  supply  chain 
should  such  an  identifier  be  assigned  or 
modified?  What  data  or  information 
would  be  useful  to  include  in  such  an 
identifier?  Should  the  identifier  be 
placed  on  the  fresh  produce,  the 
package,  the  shipping  container,  and/or 
the  invoice  or  bill  of  lading?  Should  the 
location  of  the  identifier  depend  on  the 
type  of  produce  or  on  other  factors? 

Our  investigations  of  the  2006 
outbreak  associated  with  packaged  fresh 
spinach  and  the  2007  outbreak 
associated  with  peanut  butter  were 
greatly  facilitated  by  a  product  “code” 
that  the  party  who  packaged  the 
implicated  product  had  assigned  to  the 
packaged  product.  We  seek  comment  on 
whether  a  “fresh  produce  identifier” 
should  be  assigned  to  fresh  produce, 


and,  if  so,  at  what  stage  or  stages  in  the 
supply  chain  and  with  what  information 
elements. 

2.  What  other  data  or  information 
would  be  useful  on  the  invoice  or  bill 
of  lading,  fresh  produce,  package,  or 
shipping  case?  At  what  stage  or  stages 
in  the  supply  chain  should  such  data  or 
information  be  included? 

The  product  “codes”  assigned  to  the 
packaged  fresh  spinach  associated  with 
the  2006  outbreak  and  to  the  peanut 
butter  associated  with  the  2007  outbreak 
were  present  on  the  packaged  products. 
We  seek  comment  on  whether  any  other 
data  or  information  (in  addition  to  or 
instead  of  the  fresh  produce  identifier 
discussed  in  question  1)  should  be  on  or 
attached  to  the  invoice,  bill  of  lading, 
fresh  produce,  its  package  (when 
feasible),  or  the  shipping  case. 

3.  Should  an  enhanced  product 
tracing  system  extend  to  all  fresh 
produce?  If  not,  what  criteria  should  be 
used  to  determine  coverage? 

There  are  a  number  of  factors  that 
may  increase  or  decrease  the  risk  for 
contamination  of  produce.  Such  factors 
may  include  crop  characteristics  (e.g., 
proximity  of  the  edible  portion  of  the 
crop  to  the  soil,  or  rough  surface,  such 
as  cantaloupe);  production  practices  or 
conditions  (e.g.,  water  quality  for  field 
and  packing  operations);  method  of 
irrigation;  likelihood  of  animal 
intrusion;  and  worker  health  and 
hygiene.  Should  these  or  other  factors 
(e.g.,  history  of  outbreaks)  be  considered 
in  prioritizing  the  development  and 
application  of  an  enhanced  product 
tracing  system? 

4.  Should  fresh  produce  be 
commingled?  If  commingling  is 
unavoidable,  what  practices  should  an 
enhanced  product  tracing  system 
include  to  ensure  that  fresh  produce  can 
be  traced  effectively  and  efficiently? 

Some  industry  food  safety  guidelines 
advise  against  commingling  (Ref.  8). 
Should  parties  in  the  supply  chain  for 
some  or  all  commodities  consider 
refining  or  designing  their  product 
tracing  systems  so  that  they  can  identify 
the  source  of  individual  pieces  of  fresh 
produce  if  they  combine  or  commingle 
produce  from  multiple  sources  and  link 
this  information  to  the  one-up/one- 
down  records  they  establish  and 
maintain?  If  such  identification  is  not 
feasible,  should  parties  in  the  supply 
chain  for  some  or  all  commodities 
consider  no  longer  combining  or 
commingling  produce?  We  seek 
comment  on  any  measures  already  in 
place  to  address  product  tracing  of 
commingled  fresh  produce  and  the 
extent  to  which  such  measures  have 
been  demonstrated  to  be  successful  in 


ensuring  product  tracing,  particularly 
during  traceback  investigations. 

5.  What  should  be  the  scope  of  an 
enhanced  product  tracing  system  for 
fresh  produce? 

As  stated  previously,  the  supply  chain 
for  fresh  produce  is  often  complex.  We 
seek  comment  concerning  how  an 
enhanced  product  tracing  system  for 
fresh  produce  should  apply  to  various 
parties  in  the  supply  chain,  including 
producers,  packers,  distributors,  and 
retailers.  More  specifically,  we  seek 
comment  on  whether  some  or  all 
aspects  of  an  enhanced  product  tracing 
system  for  fresh  produce  should  apply 
to  some  or  all  farms.  For  example,  if  a 
fresh  produce  identifier  includes 
information  about  the  date  of  harvest, 
the  farm  is  the  party  who  would  have 
that  information.  It  may  be  more 
practical  for  the  farm  to  identify  the  date 
of  harvest  on  the  invoice  when  it  ships 
the  fresh  produce  than  for  the  first  party 
in  the  supply  chain  to  subsequently 
contact  the  farm  to  determine  the  date 
of  harvest. 

We  also  seek  comment  on  whether 
some  or  all  aspects  of  an  enhanced 
product  tracing  system  for  fresh  produce 
should  apply  to  some  or  all  restaurants 
or  retailers.  For  example,  if  a  “fresh 
produce  identifier”  is  assigned  to 
produce  a  restaurant  receives,  we  seek 
comment  on  whether  the  restaurant 
could  establish  and  maintain  records  of 
that  identifier  or  could  retain  the 
invoice  or  bill  of  lading  if  the 
information  is  contained  on  those 
documents. 

We  also  seek  comment  on  whether 
some  or  all  aspects  of  an  enhanced 
product  tracing  system  for  fresh  produce 
should  extend  to  consumers.  Product 
tracing  systems  currently  used  by  the 
fresh  produce  industry  typically  do  not 
reach  the  consumer  level.  However, 
some  segments  of  the  supply  chain  can 
and  do  record  some  individual 
consumer  information,  and  may  be  able 
to  use  this  information  to  alert  specific 
consumers  about  product  recalls  or  for 
other  purposes.  For  example,  a  retailer 
who  has  a  “frequent  customer”  or 
“bonus  card”  program  may  record  each 
cardholder’s  purchases.  The  retailer’s 
consumer  purchasing  information  also 
would  be  very  helpful  in  those 
situations  where  the  fresh  produce  that 
is  possibly  linked  to  a  foodborne  illness 
outbreak  is  eaten  and  the  consumers 
have  disposed  of  any  identifiers  on  the 
fresh  produce  before  a  traceback 
investigation  begins.  Could  such 
systems  be  adapted  or  modified  to 
provide  assistance  with  traceback 
investigations?  Would  there  be  any 
issues  or  concerns  associated  with  such 
systems? 
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6.  Should  the  data  or  information  in 
an  enhanced  product  tracing  system  be 
human-readable,  technology-based,  or 
both?  If  technology-based,  what 
technology  should  be  used? 

“Human-readable”  information 
should  enable  all  parties  in  the  supply 
chain,  regardless  of  the  technology  used, 
to  read  this  information.  By  “human- 
readable,”  we  mean  information 
consisting  of  numbers  and/or  letters 
capable  of  being  read  by  the  human  eye. 
Technology-based  systems  could  make 
it  faster  and  easier  to  accurately  record 
information  such  as  a  fresh  produce 
identifier.  For  example,  a  person  making 
a  paper  record  of  a  human-readable 
identifier  expressed  in  numbers  or 
letters  may  mistakenly  transpose  or  omit 
numbers  or  letters,  thus  creating 
erroneous  entries  in  the  records.  In 
contrast,  the  potential  for  such  mistakes 
is  greatly  reduced  if  the  identifier  is 
recorded  using  an  automatic  system 
such  as  a  bar  code  or  RFID.  In  addition, 
technology-based  systems  could  greatly 
speed  a  traceback  investigation. 

However,  some  parties  may  not  have 
access  to  electronic  technologies.  We 
seek  comment  on  whether  data  or 
information  in  an  enhanced  product 
tracing  system  should  be  human- 
readable,  technology-based,  or  both.  If 
technology-based,  what  technology 
should  be  used? 

7.  What  (if  any)  data  or  information  in 
an  enhanced  product  tracing  system 
should  be  standardized? 

The  lack  of  standardization  in  the 
information  in  current  product  tracing 
systems  can  frustrate  traceback 
investigations.  We  seek  comment  on 
whether  the  various  segments  of  the 
fresh  produce  industry  should  develop 
standards  for  the  content  and  format  of 
records,  particularly  of  electronic 
records  that  could  help  make  electronic 
record  systems  interoperable.  We  seek 
comment  on  the  existence  and  utility  of 
existing  standards  relevant  to  some  or 
all  of  the  information  elements  that 
would  be  in  an  enhanced  product 
tracing  system,  such  as  in  a  fresh 
produce  identifier.  We  also  seek 
comment  on  whether  such  standards 
should  be  developed  and  on  whether 
current  or  newly  developed  standards 
should  be  identified  in  any  guidance  or 
regulations  issued  by  FDA.  We  also  seek 
comment  on  whether  and  how  current 
or  newly  developed  standards  for  the 
content  and  format  of  electronic  systems 
could  have  practical  utility  for  parties 
who  continue  to  use  paper-based 
technology.  For  example,  could  human- 
readable  data  that  support  standardized 
technology-based  data  be  useful  to 
parties  who  continue  to  use  paper-based 
technology? 


8.  What  are  the  costs,  benefits,  and 
feasibility  of  implementing  an  enhanced 
product  tracing  system? 

Further  enhancing  the  product  tracing 
system  for  fresh  produce  could  aid  us  in 
shortening  the  duration  of  outbreaks 
and  limiting  the  number  of  people  who 
become  ill.  It  could  also  give  us  more 
information  to  use  in  preventing  future 
outbreaks.  However,  these  benefits  will 
not  come  equally  from  all  types  of  fresh 
produce.  Enhancing  the  product  tracing 
system  beyond  current  practices  and 
requirements  for  certain  types  of  fresh 
produce  might  not  significantly  enhance 
public  health  if  the  fresh  produce  has 
not  been  associated  with  foodborne 
illness  or  any  known  risk  factors.  An 
enhanced  fresh  product  tracing  system 
for  fresh  produce  may  also  impose 
burdens  on  entities  in  the  supply  chain. 
We  seek  comment  on  the  costs,  benefits, 
and  feasibility  of  implementing  an 
enhanced  product  tracing  system  for 
each  of  the  parties  in  the  supply  chain. 

We  recognize  that  enhancing  product 
tracing  of  fresh  produce  may  not  be  just 
a  matter  of  keeping  more  or  different 
records  or  adding  more  information  to 
product  or  packaging,  but  also  of 
changing  business  practices.  We  request 
comment  on  the  extent  to  which  an 
enhanced  product  tracing  system  for 
fresh  produce  will  affect  comingling  and 
repacking  of  produce  and  the  cost  of  any 
such  changes  in  the  supply  chain. 

9.  Would  enhancing  FDA’s  role  in 
developing  and  implementing  effective 
product  tracing  systems  for  fresh 
produce,  through  increased  regulation, 
guidance,  or  additional  legal  authorities, 
improve  the  effectiveness  of  traceback 
investigations  and  traceforward 
operations?  What  mandatory  and 
voluntary  measures  would  be  most 
effective  in  achieving  the  goal  of 
enhancing  product  tracing  systems  for 
fresh  produce  and  improving  FDA’s 
ability  to  use  the  information  in  such 
systems  to  identify  the  source  of 
contamination  associated  with  fresh 
produce-related  outbreaks  of  foodborne 
illness?  How  would  these  measures  help 
FDA  work  better  with  industry  and 
other  stakeholders  during  traceback 
investigations  and  traceforward 
operations?

Carson  City  District  Office  will  prepare 
an  EIS  for  the  Blackhawk  to  Heybourne

From  the 
Dayton  Substation  one  transmission  line 
would  run  south  over  two  miles,  then 
west  approximately  six  miles,  parallel 
with  existing  lines  to  the  existing 
Brunswick  Substation  in  Carson  City. 
From  the  Brunswick  Substation  the 
transmission  line  parallels  existing 
poiverlines  straight  south  for 
approximately  seven  miles  to  the 
existing  Prison  Hill  Substation  in 
Carson  City.  At  this  point  the  line 
would  parallel  an  existing  line  south  for 
less  than  a  mile  before  turning  west  for 
approximately  three  and  a  half  miles  in 
a  new  corridor  through  a  saddle  in  Hot 
Springs  Mountain  and  across  the 
Douglas  County  water  treatment  facility, 
then  south  for  approximately  one  mile 
paralleling  an  existing  line  and 
terminating  at  the  proposed  new 
Heybourne  Substation  in  Douglas 
County.  The  proposed  transmission  line 
runs  parallel  with  existing  transmission 
lines  along  all  but  the  first  four  miles  in 
Storey  and  Lyon  counties  and  three  and 
a  half  miles  in  Douglas  County.  The 
BLM  will  work  closely  with  interested 
parties  to  identify  the  best  possible 
alternatives  and  management  decisions 
that  will  take  into  account  local, 
regional,  and  national  needs  and 
concerns. 

The  purpose  of  the  public  scoping 
process  is  to  determine  relevant  issues 
that  will  influence  the  scope  of  the 
environmental  analysis,  including 
alternatives,  and  guide  the  EIS  process. 
The  EIS  will  address  issues  brought 
forth  through  scoping  and  will  be 
evaluated  by  an  interdisciplinary  team 
of  BLM  and  other  agency  specialists.  A 
range  of  alternatives  and  mitigating 
measures  will  be  considered  to  evaluate 
and  minimize  environmental  impacts 
and  to  assure  that  the  proposed  actions 
do  not  result  in  undue  or  unnecessary 
degradation  of  public  lands.  Federal, 
State,  and  local  agencies  and  other 
individuals  or  organizations  that  may  be 
interested  in  or  affected  by  the  BLM 
decision  on  the  Blackhawk  to 
Heybourne  Transmission  Line  Project 
are  urged  to  participate  in  the  EIS 
process.  It  is  important  that  those 
interested  in  the  proposed  activities 
participate  in  the  scoping  and 
commenting  processes  of  the  EIS. 


Written  comments  may  be  provided  to 
the  BLM  at  the  public  scoping  meetings 
or  may  be  submitted  to  the  BLM  using 
one  of  the  methods  listed  in  the 
Addresses  section  above.  Comments 
will  be  accepted  until  October  31,  2008.

Public  Notice:  Clarifying  the  Definition 
of  “Substantial  Restoration  of  Natural 
Quiet”  at  Grand  Canyon  National  Park,

AGENCY:  National  Park  Service, 
Department  of  the  Interior. 

ACTION:  Notice  of  Disposition  of  Public 
Comments  and  Adoption  of 
Clarification. 

SUMMARY:  On  April  9,  2008,  the  National 
Park  Service  (NPS)  published  a  Public 
Notice  of  agency  policy  in  the  Federal 
Register  with  the  above  title  (73  FR 
19246-19248),  clarifying  the  NPS 
definition  of  substantial  restoration  of 
natural  quiet  at  Grand  Canyon  National 
Park  (GCNP)  to  distinguish  between 
aircraft  noise  generated  above  and 
below  17,999  feet  mean  sea  level  (MSL), 
and  requesting  comments  on  the 
proposed  clarification.  Specifically,  the 
NPS  proposed  the  following 
clarification: 

(a)  Substantial  restoration  of  natural 
quiet  at  GCNP  will  be  achieved  when 
the  reduction  of  noise  from  aircraft 
operations  at  or  below  17.999  feet  MSL 
results  in  50%  or  more  of  the  park 
achieving  restoration  of  the  natural 
quiet  [i.e.,  no  aircraft  audible)  for  75% 
to  100%  of  the  day,  each  and  every  day; 
and 

(b)  The  NPS  defines  the  substantial 
restoration  of  natural  quiet  from  all 
aircraft  above  17,999  feet  MSL  to  mean 
that  there  will  be  an  overall  reduction 
in  aviation  noise  generated  above  17,999 
feet  MSL  above  the  park  over  time 
through  implementation  of  measures  in 
accordance  with  Federal  Aviation 
Administration  (FAA)  commitments. 

The  NPS  also  clarified  that  50%  of  the 
park  is  a  minimum  in  the  restoration 
goal. 

The  public  comment  period  was  open 
from  April  9  to  May  9,  2008.  The  NPS 
received  and  analyzed  127  comments  in 
response  to  the  Public  Notice. 

Comments  were  received  from  the 
National  Air  Transportation 
Association;  environmental  groups  (e.g., 
Sierra  Club,  Audubon  Society,  and 
Grand  Canyon  Trust);  air  tour  operators; 


and  the  general  public.  Comments 
beyond  the  scope  of  this  clarification 
may  be  considered  in  the  development 
of  the  Environmental  Impact  Statement 
for  Special  Flight  Rules  in  the  Vicinity 
of  Grand  Canyon  National  Park  (EIS). 
DATES:  The  clarification  as  published  on 
April  9,  2008,  is  effective  immediately.

SUPPLEMENTARY  INFORMATION: 

Background 

In  response  to  the  comments  received 
pursuant  to  the  publication  of  the  NPS 
Public  Notice  in  the  April  9,  2008 
Federal  Register,  the  NPS  explains  the 
reasons  for  and  the  expected  effects  of 
the  proposed  clarification  below  and  in 
the  Discussion  of  Comments  to  follow. 

Reasons  for  the  Clarification 

The  notice  published  on  April  9,  2008 
in  the  Federal  Register  clarifies  the 
definition  used  by  GCNP  for  achieving 
substantial  restoration  of  natural  quiet 
as  mandated  by  the  1987  Overflights  Act 
(Pub.  L.  100-91)  (Overflights  Act).  This 
clarification  of  the  definition  is 
necessary  to  address  current  aircraft 
noise  impacts,  to  comply  with  the  intent 
of  recommendations  provided  in  the 
1995  Report  to  Congress  L  and  to 
respond  to  a  2002  U.S.  Court  of  Appeals 
decision.2  The  provisions  of  Special 
Federal  Aviation  Regulation  (SFAR)  50- 
2  have  not  resulted  in  substantial 
restoration  of  natural  quiet  at  GCNP. 
Given  the  volume  of  high  altitude 
commercial  jet  and  general  aviation 
traffic  overflying  the  Grand  Canyon 
above  17,999  feet  MSL,  the  substantial 
restoration  goal  as  previously  defined 
cannot  be  attained. 

Discussion  of  Comments 

The  NPS  received  127  comments 
regarding  the  clarification  of  the 
definition  of  the  “substantial  restoration 
of  natural  quiet”  at  GCNP.  Of  those,  40 
comments  were  substantive  in  nature 
while  87  were  not  substantive.  NPS 
Directors  Order  12,  Conservation 
Planning,  Environmental  Impact 
Analysis,  and  Decision  Making,'3  defines

substantive  comments  as  those  that 
raise,  debate,  or  question  a  point  of  fact 
or  policy.  Comments  solely  in  favor  of 
or  against  the  proposed  action  are  not 
considered  substantive.  Also,  a  large 
number  of  comments  were  received  that 
did  not  address  the  proposed 
clarification  regarding  17,999  feet  MSL; 
many  addressed  other  issues  that 
commentors  said  should  be  addressed 
in  the  EIS.  While  such  comments  are 
not  substantive  for  this  clarification, 
they  will  be  considered  as  the  EIS  is 
developed.  Substantive  comments  about 
the  clarification  are  summarized  and 
responded  to  below. 

1%  One  commentor  suggested  the 
addition  of  the  word  “such”  for  clarity, 
so  that  Part  (a)  would  read:  “Substantial 
restoration  of  natural  quiet  at  GCNP  is 
achieved  when  the  reduction  of  noise 
from  aircraft  operations  at  or  below 
17,999  feet  MSL  results  in  50%  or  more 
of  the  park  achieving  restoration  of 
natural  quiet  (i.e.,  no  such  aircraft 

audible)  for  75%  to  100%  of  the  day 
*  *  *>» 

NPS  Response:  The  NPS  believes  that 
Part  (a)  of  the  clarification  as  stated  in 
73  FR  19246-19248  is  sufficiently  clear 
to  address  only  those  aircraft  at  or  below 
17,999  feet  MSL.  Therefore,  the 
suggested  change  is  not  made. 

2.  Comments  were  received  urging 
NPS  to  clarify  that  Part  (b)  is  not  a 
definition  of  the  statutory  term,  but 
rather  policy  goals  based  upon  FAA 
commitments.  Two  commentors  stated 
that  the  FAA  commitments  are  alluded 
to  but  not  specified. 

NPS  Response:  Part  (b)  of  73  FR 
19246-19248  clarifies  but  does  not 
redefine  the  NPS  goal  for  substantial 
restoration  of  natural  quiet  from  all 
aircraft  above  17,999  feet  MSL  above  the 
park.  This  goal  is  supported  by  FAA 
policy  commitments  to:  (1)  Actively 
pursue  efforts  to  continue  to  reduce 
aircraft  source  noise  throughout  the 
aviation  system.  The  recently 
introduced  NextGen  Aviation  Reform 
Act  strengthens  the  FAA’s  research  and 
development  capability  and  includes  a 
performance  objective  for  lower  noise 
aircraft  technology;  (2)  when  the  FAA  is 
engaged  in  airspace  redesign  that  affects 
a  national  park  and  there  are  alternative 
choices  consistent  with  safety, 
operational,  and  environmental 
parameters,  the  FAA  will  give  favorable 
consideration  to  alternative  routes  away 
from  sensitive  park  resources;  and,  (3) 
as  the  FAA  transitions  to  a  more 
dynamic,  satellite-based  technology, 
future  navigational  flexibility  will  allow 
the  FAA  to  reconsider  opportunities  to 
reduce  national  park  overflights  that  are 
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not  possible  today  without  severe 
airspace  impacts.4 

3.  Several  commentors  disagreed  with 
including  or  excluding  flights  above 
17,999  feet  MSL  in  the  clarification  or 
implied  that  the  Notice  misstates  and 
overstates  the  consideration  of  high 
altitude  overflights  in  the  1995  Report  to 
Congress.  One  said  that  clarification  on 
high-altitude  flights  is  needed  from 
Congress  rather  than  from  the  NPS; 
another  stated  that  rerouting 
commercial  overflights  (non¬ 
sightseeing)  above  17,999  feet  MSL  is 
not  covered  by  the  Overflights  Act  and 
is  an  otherwise  impractical  solution  for 
reducing  aviation  noise. 

NPS  Response:  Consistent  with  the 
Overflights  Act  and  a  2002  U.S.  Court  of 
Appeals  decision,  the  impacts  of  all 
aircraft  overflights  need  to  be  analyzed. 
This  clarification  does  not  dismiss  the 
impacts  of  any  type  of  overflight,  but  it 
does  remove  flights  above  17,999  feet 
MSL  from  consideration  when 
determining  the  percentage  of  the  park 
achieving  substantial  restoration  of 
natural  quiet.  The  Grand  Canyon 
Working  Group  (GCWG)  recommended 
that  the  FAA  and  NPS  work  together  to 
address  these  high  altitude  issues  in  a 
manner  consistent  with  the  proposed 
clarification  to  allow  the  EIS  to  proceed. 
All  aircraft  noise  will  be  considered  in 
the  EIS  analysis.  The  primary  effect  of 
the  clarification  is  that  aircraft  noise 
from  above  17,999  feet  MSL  will  be 
analyzed  in  the  EIS  as  part  of 
cumulative  effects,  while  the  aircraft 
noise  at  and  below  that  level  will  be 
analyzed  as  part  of  the  direct  effects  of 
the  actions  proposed  in  the  EIS 
alternatives. 

4.  Two  comments  were  received 
suggesting  that  Congress  did  not  intend 
for  the  NPS  or  the  FAA  to  impose 
regulations  on  high-altitude  flights  in 
order  to  achieve  substantial  restoration 
of  natural  quiet. 

NPS  Response:  The  Overflights  Act 
required  a  study  of  all  aircraft 
overflights  at  GCNP  in  part  to 
distinguish  between  the  noise  impacts 
produced  by  various  types  of  aircraft, 
including  commercial  aviation.  The 
study  resulted  in  the  1995  Report  to 
Congress  which  recommended  an 
analysis  of  how  to  reduce  other  adverse 
impacts  from  overflights,  such  as 
protection  of  the  park  experience  and 
public  health  and  safety.  Because  high 
altitude  commercial  aviation  overflights 
make  noise  and  cause  impacts  to  park 
resources  such  as  the  natural 
soundscape  and  visitor  experience,  the

GCWG  recommended  that  the  FAA  and 
NPS  work  together  to  address  the  high 
altitude  noise  separately  from  low-level 
air  tour,  air  tour-related,  military,  and 
general  aviation  aircraft  overflights  (at 
and  below  17,999  feet  MSL).  The  NPS 
determined  that  addressing  aircraft 
noise  in  this  manner  is  consistent  with 
the  law,  and  allows  the  EIS  to  proceed. 
The  FAA  has  jurisdiction  over  high- 
altitude  flights  and  has  committed  to  the 
management  actions  described  above  in 
the  NPS  Response  to  Comment  #1.  In 
addition,  the  NPS  has  the  responsibility 
to  manage  all  park  resources,  including 
the  natural  soundscape. 

5.  Ten  comments  were  received 
suggesting  that  the  minimum  of  50%  of 
the  park  that  will  achieve  restoration  of 
natural  quiet  was  too  low  and  should  be 
increased.  Additional  comments  suggest 
that  NPS  should  maintain  the  original 
definition  for  substantial  restoration  of 
natural  quiet.  Several  commentors 
appeared  to  be  under  the  impression 
that  NPS  was  changing  the  definition  of 
substantial  restoration  of  natural  quiet. 

NPS  Response:  NPS  is  not  changing 
the  definition,  but  merely  clarifying  it  in 
the  Notice.  In  addition  to  the 
clarification  related  to  17,999  feet  MSL, 
the  Notice  also  clarifies  that  50%  of  the 
park  is  a  minimum  in  the  restoration 
goal.  The  definition  of  substantial 
restoration  of  natural  quiet  remains  as 
defined  in  the  1995  NPS  Report  to 
Congress.  The  Notice  simply  clarifies 
how  the  definition  will  be  applied  in 
environmental  analysis  related  to  FAA 
rulemaking  actions  at  GCNP. 

6.  One  comment  was  received  stating 
that  the  Notice  did  not  discuss,  cite  or 
otherwise  disclose  the  professionally 
prepared  September  2007  analysis/ 
critique  of  the  MITRE  Report.5 

NPS  Response:  The  MITRE  report 6 
was  a  key  factor  in  requiring  the  NPS  to 
clarify  the  definition  to  address  flights 
above  17,999  feet  MSL.  as  discussed  at 
73  FR  19246-19248.  The  conclusion  of 
the  report  was  that  it  was  unsafe,  at  the 
time,  to  modify  national  airspace  over 
the  park  or  divert  commercial  jet  traffic 
off  of  existing  routes  that  cross  over  the 
park  and  the  Special  Flight  Rules  Area 
(SFRA).  FAA  made  the  decision  to 
accept  the  MITRE  report  outcome,  and 
to  maintain  existing  national  airspace 
structure  and  operation  over  the  park

and  the  SFRA.  Though  the  critique  and 
the  report  itself  arrived  at  different 
conclusions,  the  NPS  deferred  to  the 
FAA  as  the  jurisdictional  authority  and 
their  decision  to  support  the  MITRE 
study  conclusions,  and  to  continue 
FAA’s  airspace  policies. 

7.  One  comment  was  received  that  a 
change  in  the  definition  with  regard  to 
high-altitude  aircraft  noise  was 
unwarranted  and  imprudent  given  the 
current  issues  facing  the  aviation 
industry  (i.e.,  rising  fuel  prices,  climate 
change  concerns). 

NPS  Response:  The  NPS  is 
implementing  a  clarification  to  the 
existing  definition.  Although  the  larger 
aviation  industry  issues  are  beyond  the 
scope  of  the  Federal  Register  Notice,  if 
appropriate,  they  will  be  considered  in 
the  EIS  impact  analysis. 

Conclusion 

The  NPS  is  not  changing  the 
definition  of  substantial  restoration  of 
natural  quiet,  but  merely  clarifying  the 
scope  and  intent  of  the  original 
definition.  This  clarification  is 
necessary  for  the  NPS  and  the  FAA  to 
meet  the  goals  of  the  Overflights  Act, 
and  to  proceed  with  assessing  aircraft 
noise  impacts  in  the  EIS. 

As  discussed  above,  the  National  Park 
Service  has  carefully  considered  and 
responded  to  the  comments  received. 
Based  on  this  consideration,  the  NPS 
decision  is  to  adopt  the  clarification  of 
the  NPS  definition  of  substantial 
restoration  of  natural  quiet  at  Grand 
Canyon  National  Park  as  published  at  73 
FR  19246-19248.

2008,  two  proposed  consent  decrees  in 
United  States  and  Alabama  Department 
of  Environmental  Management  v.  Brown 
Wood  Preserving  Co.,  Inc.,  and  the 
James  Graham  Brown  Foundation,  Inc., 
Civil  Action  No.  2:08-CV-1720-RDP, 
were  lodged  with  the  United  States 
District  Court  for  the  Northern  District 
of  Alabama. 

These  Consent  Decrees  will  resolve 
claims  asserted  by  the  United  States  and 
the  Alabama  Department  of 
Environmental  Management  (“ADEM”) 
against  Brown  Wood  Preserving  Co., 

Inc.  (“Brown  Wood”)  and  the  James 
Graham  Brown  Foundation,  Inc. 

(“JGBF”)  for  injunctive  relief  and  civil 
penalties  based  on  violations  of  the 
Resource  Conservation  and  Recovery 
Act  (“RCRA”),  42  U.S.C.  6928,  that 
occurred  at  a  wood  treatment  facility 
located  in  Northport,  Alabama,  formerly 
owned  and  operated  by  JGBF  and 
presently  owned  and  operated  by  Brown 
Wood.  The  complaint  in  this  action 
alleges  that  Brown  Wood  operated  a 
hazardous  waste  disposal  facility 
without  a  permit  or  interim  status,  in 
violation  of  42  U.S.C.  6925(a),  40  CFR 
parts  264  and  270,  and  failed  to 
properly  respond  to  hazardous  waste 
leaks  from  storage  tanks,  in  violation  of 
40  CFR  264.196,  and  applicable  parallel 
administrative  provisions  under 
Alabama  state  law.  The  complaint 
further  alleges  that  the  facility  will  be 
transferred  back  to  JGBF  by  the  end  of 
2008,  and  that  injunctive  relief  against 
both  defendants  is  necessary  in  order  to 
prevent  continuing  violations  of  RCRA. 

The  proposed  Consent  Decrees  settle 
these  claims  by  requiring  Brown  Wood 
to  shut  down  all  wood  preserving  and 
treatment  operations  at  the  Facility  and 
to  transfer  the  Facility  back  to  JGBF, 
which  will,  in  turn,  clean  up  the 
hazardous  waste  contamination  at  the 
Facility  pursuant  to  a  RCRA  corrective 
action  agreement  between  ADEM  and 
JGBF.

In  the  request  for  reconsideration,  the 
Graphic  Communications  Conference  of 
the  International  Brotherhood  of 
Teamsters  Union,  Local  503-M  (Union) 
stated  that  the  “import  of  foreign 
printed  products  put  a  severe  economic 
strain  on  Canterbury  Press,  which 
forced  the  company  to  close.” 

The  Department  has  carefully 
reviewed  the  Union’s  request  for 
reconsideration  and  has  determined  that 
the  Department  will  conduct  further 
investigation. 

Conclusion 

After  careful  review  of  the 
application,  I  conclude  that  the  claim  is 
of  sufficient  weight  to  justify 
reconsideration  of  the  U.S.  Department 
of  Labor’s  prior  decision.  The 
application  is,  therefore,  granted.

On  July  16,  2008,  the  Department 
issued  an  Affirmative  Determination 
Regarding  Application  for 
Reconsideration  for  the  workers  and 
former  workers  of  the  subject  firm.  The 
notice  was  published  in  the  Federal 
Register  on  July  28,  2008  (73  FR  43787). 

The  initial  investigation  resulted  in  a 
negative  determination  based  on  the 
finding  that  imports  of  printed  paper 


primarily  for  music  and  gaming 
packaging  did  not  contribute 
importantly  to  worker  separations  at  the 
subject  firm  and  no  shift  of  production 
to  a  foreign  source  occurred. 

In  the  request  for  reconsideration  the 
petitioner  provided  an  additional  list  of 
customers,  who  purchased  packaging 
products  for  the  pharmaceutical  and 
cosmetic  industries. 

On  reconsideration  the  Department  of 
Labor  contacted  the  company  official  of 
the  subject  firm  to  verify  the 
information  addressed  by  the  petitioner 
and  requested  an  additional  list  of 
customers.  The  Department  surveyed 
these  customers  regarding  their 
purchases  of  like  or  directly  competitive 
products  with  printed  paper  for 
packaging  during  2006,  2007,  and 
January  through  February  2008  over  the 
corresponding  2007  period.  The  survey 
revealed  that  only  one  customer 
imported  printed  paper  for  packaging, 
however  imports  by  this  customer  have 
been  declining  during  the  relevant 
period.  The  remaining  customers  did 
not  import  like  or  directly  competitive 
products  with  printed  paper  for 
packaging  during  the  relevant  period. 

The  petitioner  also  alleged  that 
Shorewood  Packaging  Corporation  “had 
plans  to  open  new  facilities  in  Europe 
and  Asia”  and  that  Shorewood 
Packaging  was  outsourcing  jobs  from  the 
subject  firm  overseas. 

The  company  official  of  the  subject 
firm  confirmed  that  Shorewood 
Packaging  Corporation  has  facilities 
abroad  and  described  the  functions  of 
each  facility.  However,  the  company 
official  stated  that  there  was  no  shift  in 
production  from  the  subject  firm  to  any 
foreign  facility  in  the  relevant  period. 
The  company  official  clarified  that  the 
reason  behind  the  closure  of  the  subject 
firm  was  the  change  in  the  market  for 
the  products  manufactured  by  the 
Edison  facility. 

Conclusion 

After  reconsideration,  I  affirm  the 
original  notice  of  negative 
determination  of  eligibility  to  apply  for 
worker  adjustment  assistance  for 
workers  and  former  workers  of 
Shorewood  Packaging  Corporation,  a 
subsidiary  of  International  Paper,  Home 
Entertainment  Division,  Edison,  New 
Jersey.

Summary  of  Amendment  to  Millennium 
Challenge  Compact  With  the 
Government  of  the  Republic  of  Mali 

The  Board  of  Directors  of  the 
Millennium  Challenge  Corporation 
[MCC]  has  approved  an  amendment  (the 
Amendment)  to  the  existing 
approximately  $460.8  million,  five-year 
Millennium  Challenge  Compact  (the 
Compact)  between  the  United  States  of 
America,  acting  through  MCC,  and  the 
Government  of  the  Republic  of  Mali. 

Background 

The  Millennium  Challenge  Compact 
between  the  United  States  of  America 
and  the  Government  of  the  Republic  of 
Mali  was  signed  November  13,  2006, 
and  entered  into  force  on  September  17, 
2007.  The  Mali  Compact  previously  had 
three  major  projects — the  Alatona 
Irrigation  Project,  the  Airport 
Improvement  Project,  and  the  Industrial 
Park  Project  (each  as  defined  in  the 
Compact).  Extensive  feasibility  studies 
of  the  Industrial  Park  Project  and 
Airport  Improvement  Project 
highlighted  the  following  issues: 


Policy  and  institutional  arrangements 
related  to  the  industrial  park  and 
industrial  development  were  not  in 
place,  and  reforms  critical  to  a 
successful  industrial  park  would  have 
taken  several  years  and  significant  effort 
to  achieve.  Therefore,  it  was  no  longer 
advisable  to  invest  in  industrial  park 
physical  infrastructure. 

The  estimated  costs  of  both  the 
Airport  Improvement  and  Industrial 
Park  Projects  were  significantly  higher 
than  the  amounts  budgeted  for  such 
projects  in  the  Compact.  After  a  series 
of  extensive  consultations,  MCA-Mali 
(the  Malian  entity  implementing  the 
Compact)  formally  requested  that  the 
Industrial  Park  Project  be  eliminated 
from  the  Compact  and  that  funds  from 
such  project  be  reallocated  and  used  for 
the  Airport  Improvement  Project.  It  was 
agreed  that  the  Alatona  Irrigation  Project 
would  remain  as  set  forth  in  the  existing 
terms  of  the  Compact  with  respect  to  its 
scope  and  budget  allocation. 

Scope  of  the  Amendment 

The  Amendment  memorializes  the 
proposed  restructuring  by  enacting  the 
following  changes:  (a)  Funds  currently 
allocated  under  the  Compact  to  the 
Industrial  Park  Project  will  be 
reallocated  to  the  Airport  Improvement 
Project;  and  (b)  the  description  of  the 
Airport  Improvement  Project  will  be 
refined  based  on  the  results  of  the 
feasibility  studies. 

In  addition,  given  the  challenges  to 
achieving  full  implementation  of  the 
Airport  Improvement  Project  within  the 
term  of  the  Compact,  the  Amendment 
revised  the  description  of  the  Airport 
Improvement  Project  in  the  annexes  to 
the  Compact  to  allow  the  MCC  to  have 
future  decision  points  regarding  the 
scope  of  the  Airport  Improvement 
Project  without  having  to  further  amend 
the  Compact.  No  material  changes  are 
currently  required  to  the  scope  or 
budget  for  the  Alatona  Irrigation  Project. 

Finally,  the  Amendment  revised  the 
amendment  provision  of  the  Compact  to 
permit  additional  amendments  to  the 
Compact,  if  necessary,  without  requiring 
such  amendments  to  be  subject  to  the 
domestic  approval  process  that  was 
required  for  the  Compact,  and  the 
Amendment  will  update  certain 
information,  such  as  the  MCC  Principal 
Representative  and  the  name  of  certain 
Government  of  Mali  ministries  on  the 
MCA-Mali  board  of  directors. 

Effect  of  the  Amendment 

The  restructuring  of  the  Compact  will 
decrease  overall  compact  risk  since  the 
Industrial  Park  Project  was  the  most 
risky  project  under  the  Compact.  The 
Amendment  will  decrease  the 


environmental  and  social  footprint  of 
the  Compact  program;  thereby 
decreasing  the  overall  risks. 

The  Airport  Improvement  Project  will 
be  implemented  under  significant  time 
constraints,  taking  into  account  that  the 
Compact  entered  into  force  on 
September  17,  2007.  Although  there 
appears  ample  time  to  design  and 
renovate  the  Airport  runway  and  other 
infrastructure,  the  schedule  to  design 
and  construct  the  proposed  new 
terminal  building  is  tight.  It  also  must 
be  taken  into  account  that,  worldwide, 
implementation  delays  are  common 
with  airports  and  large  construction 
projects  of  this  nature. 

An  implementation  plan  to  address 
the  completion  risk  has  been  developed 
and  incorporated  into  the  restructuring 
of  the  Compact,  which  includes  a  series 
of  milestones  for  the  preparation  of  a 
design  brief  for  the  proposed  new 
terminal  building,  the  mobilization  of  a 
project  management  team,  and  the 
activation  of  a  design  and  supervision 
consultant.  In  the  event  one  or  more  of 
these  milestones  are  missed,  the 
implementation  plan  will  be  revised  by 
MCC.  Under  the  new  plan,  MCC 
believes  that  the  Airport  Improvement 
Project  will  be  completed  within  the 
five-year  term  of  the  Compact. 

Amendment  to  Millennium  Challenge 
Compact  Between  the  United  States  of 
America  Acting  Through  the 
Millennium  Challenge  Corporation  and 
the  Government  of  the  Republic  of  Mali 
Amendment  to  Millennium  Challenge 
Compact 

This  Amendment  to  Millennium 
Challenge  Compact  (this  “ Amendment ”) 
is  made  by  and  between  the  United 
States  of  America,  acting  through  the 
Millennium  Challenge  Corporation,  a 
United  States  government  corporation 
(“MCC”),  and  the  Government  of  the 
Republic  of  Mali  (the  “ Government ”) 
(each  referred  to  herein  individually  as 
a  “Party”  and  collectively,  as  the 
“Parties”).  All  capitalized  terms  used  in 
this  Amendment  that  are  not  otherwise 
defined  herein  have  the  meanings  given 
to  such  terms  in  the  Compact  (as 
defined  below). 

Recitals 

Whereas,  the  Parties  entered  into  that 
certain  Millennium  Challenge  Compact 
by  and  between  the  United  States  of 
America,  acting  through  MCC,  and  the 
Government,  on  November  13,  2006  (the 
“Compact”),  which  entered  into  force 
on-September  17,  2007,  pursuant  to 
which  MCC  grants  to  the  Government, 
subject  to  the  terms  and  conditions  of 
the  Compact,  MCC  Funding  in  an 
amount  not  to  exceed  Four  Hundred 
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Sixty  Million  Eight  Hundred  Eleven 
Thousand  One  Hundred  and  Sixty-Four 
United  States  Dollars  (US$  460,811,164) 
for  a  program  to  reduce  poverty  through 
economic  growth  in  Mali  (the 
“Program”); 

Whereas,  results  of  early  studies  and 
procurements  suggest  that  the  Program 
Objective,  originally  conceived  as 
comprising  three  Project  Objectives  at 
the  time  of  Compact  signature,  should 
be  restructured  to  remove  one  Project 
Objective,  revise  the  scope  of  another 
Project  Objective,  reallocate  MCC 
Funding  from  the  removed  Project 
Objective  to  the  rescoped  Project 
Objective  and  correct  the  projections  of 
the  final  Project  Objective  (the  “Program 
Restructuring ”); 

Whereas,  the  Parties  further  desire  to 
revise  the  description  of  the  Board  to 
acknowledge  agreements  made  between 
the  Parties  and  with  MCA-Mali 
following  the  date  of  signature  of  the 
Compact; 

Whereas,  in  an  effort  to  memorialize 
the  Program  Restructuring,  the  Parties 
hereby  desire  to  amend  certain  parts  of 
the  Compact  and  its  Annexes  without 
changing  the  overall  value  or  term  of  the 
Compact. 

Now,  Therefore,  in  consideration  of 
the  foregoing  and  the  mutual  covenants 
and  agreements  set  forth  herein  and  in 
the  Compact,  the  Parties  hereby  agree  as 
follows: 

Amendments 

1.  Amendment  to  Section  1.1 

Section  1.1  ( Compact  Goal; 

Objectives)  of  the  Compact  is  hereby 
amended  and  restated  as  follows: 

Section  1.1  Compact  Goal; 

Objectives.  The  goal  of  this  Compact  is 
to  reduce  poverty  through  economic 
growth  in  Mali  by  increasing  production 
and  productivity  of  agriculture,  as  well 
as  expanding  Mali’s  access  to  markets 
and  trade  (the  “Compact  Goal”).  The 
key  to  advancing  the  Compact  Goal  is 
through  the  development  of  critical 
infrastructure  and  policy  reform  for 
productive  sectors  and  addressing 
Mali’s  constraints  to  growth  by 
capitalizing  on  two  of  its  major  assets, 
the  Bamako-Senou  International  Airport 
(the  “Airport”),  the  gateway  for  regional 
and  international  trade,  and  the 
agricultural  potential  of  the  Niger  River 
(collectively,  the  “ Program  Objective”). 
The  Parties  have  identified  the 
following  project-level  objectives  (each, 
a  “Project  Objective”)  of  this  Compact  to 
advance  the  Program  Objective,  and 
thus  the  Compact  Goal,  each  of  which 
is  described  in  more  detail  in  the 
Annexes  attached  hereto: 


(a)  Establish  an  independent  and 
secure  link  to  the  regional  and  global 
economy  through  infrastructure 
investments  at  the  Airport  and  policy 
reform  of  the  national  air  transport 
system  (the  “ Bamako-Senou  Airport 
Improvement  Project  Objective”);  and 

(b)  Increase  the  agricultural 
production  and  productivity  in  the 
Alatona  zone  of  the  Office  du  Niger 
(“ON”)  through  the  construction  of  a 
road,  irrigation  infrastructure,  social 
infrastructure,  agricultural  services, 
land  allocation  and  increased  access  to 
credit  (the  “ Alatona  Irrigation  Project 
Objective”). 

The  Government  expects  to  achieve, 
and  shall  use  its  best  efforts  to  ensure 
the  achievement  of,  the  Compact  Goal, 
Program  Objective  and  Project 
Objectives  during  the  Compact  Term. 
The  Program  Objective  and  the 
individual  Project  Objectives  are 
collectively  referred  to  herein  as 
“Objectives”  and  each  individually  as 
an  “Objective." 

2.  Amendment  to  Section  5.1

3.  Amendment  to  Section  5.2 

Section  5.2  (Representatives)  of  the 
Compact  is  amended  by  (i)  deleting  the 
words  “Vice  President  for  Operations” 
therein  and  replacing  them  with  “Vice 
President  for  Compact  Implementation” 
and  (ii)  deleting  the  words  “Prime 
Minister”  and  replacing  them  with 
“Secretary  General  of  the  Presidency.” 

4.  Amendment  to  Section  5.3 

Section  5.3  ( Amendments )  of  the 
Compact  is  amended  and  restated  as 
follows: 

“Section  5.3  Amendments.  The 
Parties  may  amend  this  Compact  only 
by  a  written  agreement  signed  by  the 
Principal  Representatives  of  the 
Parties.” 


5.  Amendment  to  Section  5.11 

Section  5.11  (Signatures)  of  the 
Compact  shall  be  amended  by  deleting 
the  phrase  “or  an  amendment  to  this 
Compact  pursuant  to  Section  5.3”  from 
the  text  of  the  first  sentence  of  Section 
5.3. 

6.  Amendment  to  Exhibit  A 

Exhibit  A  (Definitions)  of  the  Compact 
shall  be  amended  by:  (i)  deleting  the 
following  terms  and  their  definitions  in 
their  entirety:  “BDS,”  “Industrial  Park,” 
“Industrial  Park  Project.”  “Industrial 
Park  Project  Objective,”  the  second 
“Institutional  Strengthening  Activity,” 
“MSMEs,”  “Primary  and  Secondary 
Infrastructure  Activity,”  “Resettlement 
Activity,”  and  “Revenue  Authority,” 
and  (ii)  replacing  all  references  to 
“Schedule  3  of  Annex  I”  with  references 
to  “Schedule  2  of  Annex  I.” 

7.  Amendment  to  Annex  I 

Annex  I  (Program  Description)  of  the 
Compact  shall  be  amended  by  deleting 
such  Annex  I  (including  its  Schedules) 
in  its  entirety  and  replacing  it  with  the 
substitute  Annex  I  (including  attached 
Schedules)  attached  hereto  as  Exhibit  A. 

8.  Amendment  to  Annex  II 

Annex  II  (Summary  of  Multi-Year 
Financial  Plan)  of  the  Compact  shall  be 
amended  by  deleting  such  Annex  II 
(including  its  Exhibit)  in  its  entirety  and 
replacing  it  with  the  substitute  Annex  II 
(including  the  attached  Exhibit) 
attached  hereto  as  Exhibit  B. 

9.  Amendment  to  Annex  III 

Annex  III  (Description  of  the  M8rE 
Plan)  of  the  Compact  shall  be  amended 
by  deleting  such  Annex  III  in  its  entirety 
and  replacing  it  with  the  substitute 
Annex  III  attached  hereto  as  Exhibit  C. 

General  Provisions 

10.  Further  Assurances 

Each  Party  hereby  covenants  and 
agrees,  without  necessity  of  any  further 
consideration,  to  execute  and  deliver 
any  and  all  such  further  documents  and 
take  any  and  all  such  other  action  as 
may  be  reasonably  necessary  or 
appropriate  to  carry  out  the  intent  and 
purpose  of  this  Amendment. 

11.  Effect  of  This  Amendment 

From  and  after  the  Amendment 
Effective  Date  (as  defined  below),  the 
Compact  and  this  Amendment  shall  be 
read  together  and  construed  as  one 
document,  and  each  reference  in  the 
Compact  to  the  “Compact,” 
“hereunder,”  “hereof’  or  words  of  like 
import  referring  to  the  Compact,  and 
each  reference  to  the  “Compact,” 
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“th.ereunder, ”  “thereof’  or  words  of  like 
import  in  any  Supplemental  Agreement 
or  in  any  other  document  or  instrument 
delivered  pursuant  to  the  Compact  or 
any  Supplemental  Agreement,  shall 
mean  and  be  construed  as  a  reference  to 
the  Compact,  as  amended  by  this 
Amendment. 

12.  Limitations 

Except  as  expressly  amended  by  this 
Amendment,  all  of  the  provisions  of  the 
Compact  remain  unchanged  and  in  full 
force  and  effect. 

13.  Amendment  Effective  Date 

This  Amendment  shall  enter  into 

force  on  the  date  of  the  last  letter  in  an 
exchange  of  letters  between  the 
Principal  Representatives  of  each  Party 
confirming  that  each  Party  has 
completed  its  domestic  requirements  for 
entry  into  force  of  this  Amendment 
(including  as  set  forth  in  Paragraph  14) 
and  that  all  conditions  set  forth  in 
Paragraph  15  have  been  satisfied  by  the 
Government  and  MCC  (the 
“Amendment  Effective  Date’’). 

14.  Domestic  Requirements 

Prior  to  entry  into  force  of  this 
Amendment,  the  Government  shall 
proceed  in  a  timely  manner  to  seek 
domestic  ratification  of  this  Amendment 
as  necessary  or  required  by  the  laws  of 
Mali,  or  similar  domestic  requirement, 
in  order  that:  (a)  This  Amendment  shall 
be  considered  an  international 
agreement  under  Mali  law,  (b)  no  laws 
of  Mali  (other  than  the  Constitution  of 
Mali)  now  or  hereafter  in  effect  shall 
take  precedence  or  prevail  over  this 
Amendment  or  the  Compact,  as 
amended  hereby,  during  the  Compact 
Term  (or  a  longer  period  to  the  extent 
provisions  of  the  Compact  remain  in 
force  following  the  expiration  of  the 
Compact  Term  pursuant  to  Section  5.13 
of  the  Compact),  and  (c)  each  of  the 
provisions  of  this  Amendment  is  valid, 
binding  and  in  full  force  and  effect 
under  the  laws  of  Mali.  The  Government 
shall  initiate  such  process  promptly 
after  the  conclusion  of  this  Amendment. 

15.  Condition  Precedent  to  Amendment 
Effective  Date 

As  a  condition  precedent  to  the 
Amendment  Effective  Date,  the 
Government  shall  deliver  a  certificate 
signed  and  dated  by  the  Principal 
Representative  of  the  Government,  or 
such  other  duly  authorized 
representative  of  the  Government 
acceptable  to  MCC,  that: 

(a)  Certifies  that  the  Government  has 
completed  all  of  its  domestic 
requirements  in  order  that,  and  attaches 
a  legal  opinion  from  the  Supreme  Court 


of  Mali  (or  such  other  competent  person 
acceptable  to  MCC)  to  the  effect  that,  (1) 
this  Amendment  shall  have  the  status  of 
an  international  agreement,  and  the 
Compact,  as  amended  hereby,  continues 
to  have  the  status  of  an  international 
agreement,  (2)  no  laws  of  Mali  (other 
than  the  Constitution  of  Mali)  now  or 
hereafter  in  effect  shall  take  precedence 
or  prevail  over  this  Amendment,  or  the 
Compact  as  amended  hereby,  during  the 
Compact  Term  (or  a  longer  period  to  the 
extent  provisions  of  this  Compact 
remain  in  force  following  the  Compact 
Term  pursuant  to  Section  5.13  of  the 
Compact),  and  (3)  each  of  the  provisions 
of  this  Amendment  shall  be  valid, 
binding  and  in  full  force  and  effect 
under  the  laws  of  Mali,  and  the 
Compact,  as  amended  hereby,  continues 
to  be  valid,  binding  and  in  full  force  and 
effect  under  the  laws  of  Mali;  and 

(b)  Attaches  thereto,  and  certifies  that 
such  attachments  are  true,  correct  and 
complete  copies  of  all  decrees, 
legislation,  regulations  or  other 
governmental  documents  relating  to  its 
domestic  requirements  for  this 
Amendment  to  enter  into  force  and  the 
satisfaction  of  Paragraph  14,  which  MCC 
may  post  on  its  Web  site  or  otherwise 
make  publicly  available. 

1 6.  English  Language 

This  Amendment  is  prepared  and 
executed  in  English  and,  in  the  event  of 
any  ambiguity  or  conflict  between  this 
official  English  version  and  any 
translation  made  for  the  convenience  of 
the  Parties,  this  official  English  version 
will  prevail. 

1 7.  Governing  Law 

The  Parties  acknowledge  and  agree 
that  this  Amendment  is  an  international 
agreement  entered  into  for  the  purpose 
of  amending  the  Compact  and  as  such 
will  be  interpreted  in  a  manner 
consistent  with  the  Compact  and  will  be 
governed  by  the  principles  of 
international  law. 

18.  Counterparts 

This  Amendment  may  be  executed  in 
counterparts,  each  of  which  shall 
constitute  an  original,  but  when  taken 
together,  shall  constitute  one 
instrument. 

19.  Provisional  Application 

Upon  signature  of  this  Amendment, 
the  Parties  will  provisionally  apply  this 
Amendment  until  the  Amendment 
Effective  Date.

Annex  I  Program  Description 

This  Annex  I  to  the  Compact  (this 
“Program  Annex")  generally  describes 
the  Program  that  MCC  Funding  will 
support  in  Mali  during  the  Compact 
Term  and  the  results  to  be  achieved 
from  the  investment  of  MCC  Funding. 
Prior  to  any  MCC  Disbursement  or  Re- 
Disbursement,  including  for  the  Projects 
described  herein,  MCC,  the  Government 
(or  a  mutually  acceptable  Government 
Affiliate)  and  MCA-Mali  shall  enter  into 
the  Disbursement  Agreement,  which 
agreement  shall  be  in  form  and 
substance  mutually  satisfactory  to  the 
Parties,  and  signed  by  the  Principal 
Representative  of  each  Party  (or  in  the 
case  of  a  Government  Affiliate,  the 
principal  representative  of  such 
Government  Affiliate)  and  of  MCA-Mali. 

Except  as  specifically  provided 
herein,  the  Parties  may  amend  this 
Program  Annex  without  amending  the 
Compact  only  by  written  agreement 
signed  by  the  Principal  Representative 
of  each  Party.  Each  capitalized  term 
used  but  not  defined  in  this  Program 
Annex  shall  have  the  same  meaning 
given  such  term  elsewhere  in  this 
Compact.  Unless  otherwise  expressly 
stated,  each  Section  reference  herein  is 
to  the  relevant  Section  of  the  main  body 
of  this  Compact. 

1.  Background;  Consultative  Process 

(a)  Background. 

Mali  is  a  landlocked  country  of  1.24 
million  sq  km  that  shares  a  border  with 
seven  West  African  countries.  One  of 
the  world’s  poorest  countries,  Mali 
ranks  174  out  of  177  on  the  United 
Nations  Development  Program’s  Human 
Development  Index,  with  low  levels  of 
literacy  (19%)  and  life  expectancy  of 
47.9  years.  Sixty-four  percent  of  Mali’s 
approximately  13  million  people  are 
poor,  a  third  living  in  extreme  poverty. 
MCC’s  investments  will  support  the 
development  of  key  infrastructure  and 
policy  reform  for  productive  sectors,  by 
addressing  the  country’s  constraints  to 
growth  and  capitalizing  on  two  of  Mali’s 
major  assets,  the  Airport,  gateway  for 
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regional  and  international  trade,  and  the 
Niger  River  Delta  for  irrigated 
agriculture.  As  proposed  by  the 
Government,  the  Program  will  create  a 
platform  for  increased  production  and 
productivity  of  agriculture,  as  well  as 
expand  Mali’s  access  to  markets  and 
trade. 

Investment  in  the  Airport 
infrastructure  will  establish  an 
independent  and  secure  link  to  the 
regional  and  global  economy, 
addressing  the  specific  need  of  a 
landlocked,  developing  country.  The 
investments  in  the  Alatona  zone  of  ON 
will  be  a  catalyst  for  the  transformation 
and  commercialization  of  family  farms. 

It  will  support  Mali’s  national 
development  strategy  to  increase  the 
contribution  of  the  rural  sector  to 
economic  growth  and  help  achieve 
national  food  security.  These 
investments  will  be  strengthened  by 
policy  reforms  and  institutional  support 
such  as  formal  land  titles  for  the  rural 
poor,  demand-driven  rural  advisory 
services,  an  improved  business 
environment,  and  increased  access  to 
markets  and  trade.  These  hard  and  soft 
investments  will  impact  the  poor  in 
Mali,  particularly  Malian  farmers,  not 
only  in  Project  zones  but,  over  time,  on 
a  national  and  regional  scale.  The 
Program  reinforces  the  Government’s 
approach  and  commitment  to 
democracy,  decentralization,  and 
empowerment  of  local  communities. 
MCC-financed  interventions  will 
complement  and  reinforce  national 
strategies  for  poverty  reduction  and 
economic  growth. 

(b)  Consultative  Process. 

The  Program  strongly  supports  the 
third  pillar  of  the  poverty  reduction 
strategy  paper  [“PRSP”):  development 
of  infrastructure  and  key  support  for 
productive  sectors.  The  participatory 
process  of  the  PRSP  is  characterized  as 
having  “breadth”  and  being 
“systematic.”  The  national  structure  for 
the  implementation  of  the  PRSP 
identified  the  following  among  the  top 
constraints  to  economic  growth  in  its 
consultative  process: 

(i)  Climatic  risks  affecting  the  rural 
sector  with  consequences  on  the 
national  economy; 

(ii)  High  cost  of  factors  of  production; 

(iii)  Fluctuations  in  prices  of  principal 
import  and  export  products;  and 

(iv)  Isolation/landlocked  nature  of  the 
country. 

The  Program  was  designed  to  address 
these  constraints.  Priorities  were 
defined  by  the  national  PRSP  structure 
and  refinement  occurred  in  consultation 
with  civil  society  and  the  private  sector. 
This  consultative  process  enriched  and 
helped  form  the  Proposal  and  its 


development.  The  insistence  on  rural 
land  ownership  and  titling  derived  from 
dialogue  with  civil  society  and  private 
sector  actors.  The  need  for  inclusion  of 
a  strong  component  of  social  services  for 
the  Alatona  zone  was  also  reinforced 
through  the  consultative  process. 

Members  of  the  Government,  private 
sector,  and  civil  society  (national  non¬ 
governmental  organizations  and  U.S. 
non-governmental  organizations)  played 
an  active  role  in  developing  the 
Millennium  Challenge  Account 
proposal.  Local  non-governmental 
organizations  {“NGOs”),  including 
village-level  women’s  associations,  were 
directly  involved  in  the  process  through 
numerous  on-site  workshops  and 
meetings  in  the  ON  region. 

Consultations  also  took  place  with 
private  sector  and  civil  society  actors 
around  Bamako,  as  well  as  communities 
surrounding  the  Airport  domain,  who 
emphasized  the  need  for  improved 
infrastructure  and  increased  economic 
activity  to  reduce  poverty.  Lastly,  the 
Consultative  Process  involved 
participation  of  the  U.S.  NGO 
community,  that  has  a  strong  presence 
in  Mali,  working  on  health,  education, 
agriculture,  governance,  and  economic 
development  programs  throughout  the 
country. 

2.  Overview. 

(a)  Projects.  The  Parties  have 
identified  the  Projects  that  the 
Government  will  implement,  or  cause  to 
be  implemented,  using  MCC  Funding  to 
advance  each  Objective.  Each  Project  is 
described  in  the  Schedules  to  this 
Program  Annex.  The  Schedules  to  this 
Program  Annex  also  identify  one  or 
more  of  the  activities  that  will  be 
undertaken  in  furtherance  of  each 
Project  (each,  a  “ Project  Activity”),  as 
well  as  the  various  activities  within 
each  Project  Activity.  Notwithstanding 
anything  to  the  contrary  in  this 
Compact,  the  Parties  may  agree  to 
modify,  amend,  terminate  or  suspend 
these  Projects  or  to  create  a  new  project 
by  written  agreement  signed  by  the 
Principal  Representative  of  each  Party 
without  amending  this  Compact; 
provided,  however,  any  such 
modification  or  amendment  of  a  Project 
or  creation  of  a  new  project  shall  (i)  be 
consistent  with  the  Compact  Goal;  (ii) 
not  cause  the  amount  of  MCC  Funding 
to  exceed  the  aggregate  amount 
specified  in  Section  2.1(a)  of  this 
Compact;  (iii)  not  cause  the 
Government’s  responsibilities  or 
contribution  of  resources  to  be  less  than 
specified  in  Section  2.2  of  this  Compact 
or  elsewhere  in  this  Compact;  and  (iv) 
not  extend  the  Compact  Term. 


(b)  Beneficiaries.  The  intended 
beneficiaries  of  each  Project  are 
described  in  the  respective  Schedule  to 
this  Program  Annex  and  Annex  III  to  the 
extent  identified  as  of  the  date  hereof. 
The  intended  beneficiaries  shall  be 
identified  more  precisely  during  the 
initial  phases  of  implementation  of  the 
Program.  The  Government  shall  provide 
to  MCC  information  on  the  population 
of  the  areas  in  which  the  Projects  will 
be  active,  disaggregated  by  gender, 
income  level  and  age.  The  Parties  shall 
agree  upon  the  description  of  the 
intended  beneficiaries  and  the  Parties 
will  make  publicly  available  a  more 
detailed  description  of  the  intended 
beneficiaries  of  the  Program,  including 
publishing  such  description  on  the 
MCA-Mali  Web  site. 

(c)  Civil  Society.  Civil  society  shall 
participate  in  overseeing  the 
implementation  of  the  Program  through 
its  representation  on  the  Board  and  the 
Advisory  Councils,  as  provided  in 
Section  3(d)  and  Section  3(e), 
respectively,  of  this  Program  Annex.  In 
addition,  ongoing  consultations  with  the 
civil  society  regarding  the  manner  in 
which  each  Project  is  being 
implemented  will  take  place  throughout 
the  Compact  Term. 

(d)  Monitoring  and  Evaluation.  Annex 
III  generally  describes  the  plan  to 
measure  and  evaluate  progress  toward 
achievement  of  the  Compact  Goal  arid 
the  Objectives  (the  “ M&E  Plan”).  As 
outlined  in  the  Disbursement 
Agreement  and  other  Supplemental 
Agreements,  continued  disbursement  of 
MCC  Funding  under  this  Compact 
(whether  as  MCC  Disbursements  or  Re- 
Disbursements)  shall  be  contingent  on, 
among  other  things,  successful 
achievement  of  certain  Targets  as  set 
forth  in  the  M&E  Plan. 

3.  Implementation  Framework 

The  implementation  framework  and 
the  plan  for  ensuring  adequate 
governance,  oversight,  management, 
monitoring  and  evaluation  {“M&E”)  and 
fiscal  accountability  for  the  use  of  MCC 
Funding  is  summarized  below  and  in 
the  Schedules  attached  to  this  Program 
Annex,  and  as  may  otherwise  be  agreed 
in  writing  by  the  Parties. 

(a)  General.  The  elements  of  the 
implementation  framework  will  be 
further  described  in  the  Supplemental 
Agreements  and  in  a  set  of  detailed 
documents  for  the  implementation  of 
the  Program,  consisting  of  (i)  a  Multi- 
Year  Financial  Plan,  (ii)  a  Fiscal 
Accountability  Plan,  (iii)  a  Procurement 
Plan,  (iv)  an  M&E  Plan,  and  (v)  a  Work 
Plan  (each,  an  “Implementation 
Document”).  MCA-Mali  shall  adopt 
each  Implementation  Document  in 
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accordance  with  the  requirements  and 
timeframe  as  may  be  specified  in  this 
Program  Annex,  Annex  II,  Annex  III, 
and  the  Disbursement  Agreement  or  as 
may  otherwise  be  agreed  by  the  Parties 
from  time  to  time.  MCA-Mali  may 
amend  any  Implementation  Document 
without  amending  this  Compact, 
provided  that  any  material  amendment 
of  such  Implementation  Document  has 
been  approved  by  MCC  and  is  otherwise 
consistent  with  the  requirements  of  this 
Compact  and  any  Supplemental 
Agreement.  By  such  time  as  may  be 
specified  in  the  Disbursement 
Agreement,  or  as  may  otherwise  be 
agreed  by  the  Parties  from  time  to  time, 
MCA-Mali  shall  adopt  a  work  plan  for 
the  overall  administration  of  the 
Program  (the  “Work  Plan”).  The  Work 
Plan  shall  set  forth,  with  respect  to  (i) 
the  administration  of  the  Program,  (ii) 
the  monitoring  and  evaluation  of  the 
Program,  and  (iii)  the  implementation  of 
each  Project,  the  following:  (1)  each 
activity  to  be  undertaken  or  funded  by 
MCC  Funding  (to  the  level  of  detail 
mutually  acceptable  to  MCA-Mali  and 
MCC),  (2)  the  Detailed  Budget,  and  (3) 
where  appropriate,  the  allocation  of 
roles  and  responsibilities  for  specific 
activities,  other  programmatic 
guidelines,  performance  requirements, 
targets,  and  other  expectations  related 
thereto. 

(b)  Government. 

(i)  The  Government  shall  promptly 
take  all  necessary  and  appropriate 
actions  to  carry  out  the  Government 
Responsibilities  and  other  obligations  or 
responsibilities  of  the  Government 
under  and  in  furtherance  of  this 
Compact,  including  undertaking  or 
pursuing  such  legal,  legislative  or 
regulatory  actions  or  procedural  changes 
and  contractual  arrangements  as  may  be 
necessary  or  appropriate  to  achieve  the 
Objectives,  to  successfully  implement 
the  Program,  to  designate  any  rights  or 
responsibilities  to  any  Permitted 
Designee,  and  to  establish  a  legal  entity, 
in  a  form  mutually  agreeable  to  the 
Parties  [“MCA-Mali”),  which  shall  be  a 
Permitted  Designee  and  shall  be 
responsible  for  the  oversight  and 
management  of  the  implementation  of 
this  Compact  on  behalf  of  the 
Government.  The  Government  shall 
promptly  deliver  to  MCC  certified 
copies  of  any  documents,  orders, 
decrees,  laws  or  regulations  evidencing 
such  legal,  legislative,  regulatory, 
procedural,  contractual  or  other  actions. 

(ii)  The  Government  shall  ensure  that 
MCA-Mali  is  duly  authorized  and 
organized,  sufficiently  staffed  and 
empowered  to  carry  out  fully  the 
Designated  Rights  and  Responsibilities. 
Without  limiting  the  generality  of  the 


preceding  sentence,  MCA-Mali  shall  be 
organized,  and  have  such  roles  and 
responsibilities,  as  described  in  Section 
3(d)  of  this  Program  Annex  and  as 
provided  in  the  Governing  Documents. 

(c)  MCC. 

(i)  Notwithstanding  Section  3.11  of 
this  Compact  or  any  provision  in  this 
Program  Annex  to  the  contrary,  and 
except  as  may  be  otherwise  agreed  upon 
by  the  Parties  from  time  to  time,  MCC 
must  approve  in  writing  each  of  the 
following  transactions,  activities, 
agreements  and  documents  prior  to  the 
execution  or  carrying  out  of  such 
transaction,  activity,  agreement  or 
document  and  prior  to  MCC 
Disbursements  or  Re-Disbursements  in 
connection  therewith: 

(1)  MCC  Disbursements; 

(2)  Each  Implementation  Document 
(including  each  component  thereto)  and 
any  material  amendments  and 
supplements  thereto; 

(3)  Any  Audit  Plan; 

(4)  Agreements  (i)  between  the 
Government  and  MCA-Mali,  (ii) 
between  the  Government,  a  Government 
Affiliate,  MCA-Mali  or  any  other 
Permitted  Designee,  on  the  one  hand, 
and  any  Provider  or  Affiliate  of  a 
Provider,  on  the  other  hand,  which 
require  such  MCC  approval  under 
applicable  law,  the  Disbursement 
Agreement,  any  Governing  Document, 
or  any  other  Supplemental  Agreement, 
or  (iii)  in  which  the  Government,  a 
Government  Affiliate,  MCA-Mali  or  any 
other  Permitted  Designee  appoints, 
hires,  or  engages  any  of  the  following  in 
furtherance  of  this  Compact: 

(A)  Auditor; 

(B)  Reviewer; 

(C)  Fiscal  Agent; 

(D)  Procurement  Agent; 

(E)  Bank; 

(F)  Implementing  Entity  (as  required 
under  Section  3(f)  of  this  Program 
Annex);  and 

(G)  A  member  of  the  Board  (including 
any  Observer),  any  Officer  or  any  other 
key  employee  of  MCA-Mali  (including 
agreements  involving  the  terms  of  any 
compensation  for  any  such  person). 

(Any  agreement  described  in  clause  (i) 
through  (iii)  of  this  Section  3(c)(i)(4)  of 
this  Program  Annex  and  any 
amendments  and  supplements  thereto, 
each,  a  “ Material  Agreement”)-, 

(5)  Any  modification,  termination  or 
suspension  of  a  Material  Agreement,  or 
any  action  that  would  have  the  effect  of 
such  a  modification,  termination  or 
suspension  of  a  Material  Agreement; 

(6)  Any  agreement  that  is  (A)  not  at 
arm’s  length  or  (B)  with  a  party  related 
to  the  Government,  MCA-Mali  or  any  of 
their  respective  Affiliates; 

(7)  Any  Re-Disbursement  that  requires 
such  MCC  approval  under  applicable 


law,  any  Governing  Document,  or  any 
other  Supplemental  Agreement  (each,  a 
“Material  Re-Disbursement”)-, 

(8)  Any  pledge  of  any  MCC  Funding 
or  any  Program  Assets,  or  any  guarantee, 
directly  or  indirectly,  of  any 
indebtedness  (each,  a  “Pledge”); 

(9)  Any  decree,  legislation,  regulation, 
contractual  arrangement  (including  the 
Governance  Agreement),  or  other 
charter  document  establishing  or 
governing  MCA-Mali  (each,  a 
“Governing  Document  ”); 

(10)  Any  disposition,  in  whole  or  in 
part,  liquidation,  dissolution,  winding 
up,  reorganization  or  other  change  of  (A) 
MCA-Mali,  including  any  revocation  or 
modification  of  or  supplement  to  any 
Governing  Document  related  thereto,  or 
(B)  any  subsidiary  or  Affiliate  of  MCA- 
Mali; 

(11)  Any  change  in  character  or 
location  of  any  Permitted  Account; 

(12)  Formation  or  acquisition  of  any 
direct  or  indirect  subsidiary,  or  other 
Affiliate,  of  MCA-Mali; 

(13)  (A)  Any  change  of  any  member  of 
the  Board  (including  any  Observer),  of 
the  member  serving  as  the  Chair  or  in 
the  composition  or  size  of  the  Board, 
and  the  filling  of  any  vacant  seat  of  any 
member  of  the  Board  (including  any 
Observer),  (B)  any  change  of  any  Officer 
or  other  key  employee  of  MCA-Mali  or 
in  the  composition  or  size  of  the 
Management,  and  the  filling  of  any 
vacant  position  of  any  Officer  or  other 
key  employee  of  MCA-Mali,  and  (C)  any 
material  change  in  the  composition  or 
size  of  any  Advisory  Cauncil; 

(14)  Any  decision  by  MCA-Mali  to 
engage,  to  accept  or  to  manage  any 
funds  from  any  donor  agencies  or 
organizations  in  addition  to  MCC 
Funding  during  the  Compact  Term; 

(15)  Any  decision  to  amend, 
supplement,  replace,  terminate,  or 
otherwise  change  any  of  the  foregoing; 
and 

(16)  Any  other  activity,  agreement, 
document  or  transaction  requiring  the 
approval  of  MCC  in  this  Compact, 
applicable  law,  any  Governing 
Document,  the  Disbursement 
Agreement,  or  any  other  Supplemental 
Agreement  between  the  Parties. 

(ii)  MCC  shall  have  the  authority  to 
exercise  its  approval  rights  set  forth  in 
this  Section  3(c)  of  this  Program  Annex 
in  its  sole  discretion  and  independent  of 
any  participation  or  position  taken  by 
the  MCC  Representative  at  a  meeting  of 
the  Board.  MCC  retains  the  right  to 
revoke  its  approval  of  any  matter, 
agreement,  or  action  if  MCC  concludes, 
in  its  sole  discretion,  that  its  approval 
was  issued  on  the  basis  of  incomplete, 
inaccurate  or  misleading  information 
furnished  by  the  Government,  any 
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Government  Affiliate,  MCA-Mali  or  any 
other  Permitted  Designee. 
Notwithstanding  any  provision  in  this 
Compact  or  any  Supplemental 
Agreement  to  the  contrary,  the  exercise 
by  MCC  of  its  approval  rights  under  this 
Compact  or  any  Supplemental 
Agreement  shall  not  (1)  diminish  or 
otherwise  affect  the  Government 
Responsibilities  or  any  other  obligations 
or  responsibilities  of  the  Government 
under  this  Compact  or  any 
Supplemental  Agreement,  (2)  transfer 
any  such  obligations  or  responsibilities 
of  thff’Sovernment,  or  (3)  otherwise 
subject  MCC  to  any  liability. 

(d)  MCA-Mali. 

(i)  General.  Unless  otherwise  agreed 
by  the  Parties  in  writing,  MCA-Mali 
shall,  as  a  Permitted  Designee,  be 
responsible  for  the  oversight  and 
management  of  the  implementation  of 
this  Compact.  MCA-Mali  shall  be 
governed  by  applicable  law  and  the 
Governing  Documents.  Each  Governing 
Document  shall  be  in  form  and 
substance  satisfactory  to  MCC  and 
effective  on  or  before  the  time  specified 
in  the  Disbursement  Agreement,  and 
based  on  the  following  principles: 

(1)  The  Government  shall  ensure  that 
MCA-Mali  shall  not  assign,  delegate  or 
contract  any  of  the  Designated  Rights 
and  Responsibilities  without  the  prior 
written  consent  of  the  Government  and 
MCC.  MCA-Mali  shall  not  establish  any 
Affiliates  or  subsidiaries  (direct  or 
indirect)  without  the  prior  written 
consent  of  the  Government  and  MCC. 

(2)  Unless  otherwise  agreed  by  the 
Parties  in  writing,  MCA-Mali  shall 
consist  of  (A)  an  independent  board  of 
directors  (the  “Board”)  to  oversee  MCA- 
Mali’s  responsibilities  and  obligations 
under  this  Compact  (including  any 
Designated  Rights  and  Responsibilities) 
and  (B)  a  management  unit  to  have 
overall  management  (the 
“Management”)  responsibility  for  the 
implementation  of  this  Compact. 

(3)  The  Government  shall  ensure  that 
the  Governing  Documents  comply  with 
the  requirements  set  forth  in  this 
Program  Annex. 

(ii)  Board. 

(1)  Formation.  The  Government  shall 
ensure  that  the  Board  shall  be  formed, 
constituted,  governed  and  operated  in 
accordance  with  the  terms  and 
conditions  set  forth  in  the  Governing 
Documents  and  any  Supplemental 
Agreement. 

(2)  Composition.  Unless  otherwise 
agreed  by  the  Parties  in  writing,  the 
Board  shall  consist  of  no  more  than 
eleven  (11)  voting  members  and  two  (2) 
non-voting  observers  identified  below. 

(A)  The  Board  shall  initially  be 
composed  of  eleven  (11)  voting 


members  as  follows,  provided  that  the 
members  identified  in  subsections  (i) — 
(vi)  below  (each,  a  “Government 
Member,”  and  each  of  the  other  voting 
members,  a  “ Civil  Member”)  may  be 
replaced  by  another  government  official 
from  a  ministry  or  other  government 
body  relevant  to  the  Program  activities 
pursuant  to  the  Governing  Documents, 
subject  to  approval  by  MCC  (such 
replacement  to  be  referred  to  thereafter 
as  a  Government  Member): 

(i)  Representative  from  the  President’s 
Office,  appointed  as  the  chair  (“Chair’’) 
as  provided  in  the  Governing 
Documents; 

(ii)  Representative  from  the  Ministry 
responsible  for  transportation; 

(iii)  Representative  from  the  Ministry 
responsible  for  finance; 

(iv)  Representative  from  the  Ministry 
responsible  for  economy; 

(v)  Representative  from  the  Ministry 
responsible  for  agriculture; 

(vi)  Representative  from  the  Ministry 
responsible  for  territorial 
administration; 

(vii)  Representative  from  the  National 
Committee  for  Business  Owners; 

(viii)  Representative  from  the 
Chamber  of  Commerce  and  Industry; 

(ix)  Representative  from  the  Chamber 
of  Agriculture; 

(x)  Representative  from  civil  society 
organizations  representing  youth, 
selected  by  the  relevant  national  NGOs 
and  civil  society  organizations  and 
based  on  selection  criteria  agreed  upon 
by  the  Parties;  and 

(xi)  Representative  from  civil  society 
organizations  representing  women, 
selected  by  the  relevant  national  NGOs 
and  civil  society  organizations  and 
based  on  selection  criteria  agreed  upon 
by  the  Parties. 

(B)  The  non-voting  observers  of  the 
Board  (each,  an  “Observer”)  shall  be: 

(i)  A  representative  designated  by 
MCC  (the  “MCC  Representative”)-,  and 

(ii)  A  representative  of  environmental 
NGOs,  selected  by  the  relevant  national 
NGOs  and  civil  society  organizations 
and  based  on  selection  criteria  agreed 
upon  by  the  Parties. 

(C)  Each  Government  Member 
position  (other  than  the  Chair)  shall  be 
filled  by  the  individual,  during  the 
Compact  Term,  holding  the  office 
identified  and  all  Government  Members 
(including  the  Chair)  shall  serve  in  their 
capacity  as  the  applicable  Government 
officials  and  not  in  their  personal 
capacity. 

(D)  Each  Civil  Member  shall  serve  for 
the  Compact  Term. 

(E)  The  Voting  Members,  by  majority 
vote,  may  alter  the  size  of  the  Board  in 
accordance  with  the  Governing 
Documents  so  long  as  the  total  does  not 
exceed  eleven  (11)  members. 


(F)  Each  Observer  shall  have  rights  to 
attend  all  meetings  of  the  Board, 
participate  in  the  discussions  of  the 
Board,  and  receive  all  information  and 
documents  provided  to  the  Board, 
together  with  any  other  rights  of  access 
to  records,  employees  or  facilities  as 
would  be  granted  to  a  member  of  the 
Board  under  the  Governing  Documents. 

(G)  The  Voting  Members  shall 
exercise  their  duties  solely  in 
accordance  with  the  best  interests  of 
MCA-Mali,  the  Program,  the  Compact 
Goal  and  the  Objectives,  and  shall  not 
undertake  any  action  that  is  contrary  to 
those  interests  or  would  result  in 
personal  gain  or  a  conflict  of  interest. 

(3)  Roles  and  Responsibilities.  The 
roles  and  responsibilities  of  the  Board 
shall  include  the  following: 

(A)  The  Board  shall  oversee  the 
Management,  the  overall 
implementation  of  the  Program,  and  the 
performance  of  the  Designated  Rights 
and  Responsibilities. 

(B)  Certain  actions  may  be  taken  and 
certain  agreements,  documents  or 
instruments  executed  and  delivered,  as 
the  case  may  be,  by  MCA-Mali  only 
upon  the  approval  and  authorization  of 
the  Board  as  provided  under  applicable 
law  or  as  set  forth  in  any  Governing 
Document,  including  each  MCC 
Disbursement  Request,  selection  or 
termination  of  certain  Providers  and  any 
Implementation  Document. 

(C)  The  Chair,  unless  otherwise  * 
provided  in  the  applicable  Governing 
Documents,  shall  certify  any  documents 
or  reports  delivered  to  MCC  in 
satisfaction  of  the  Government’s 
reporting  requirements  under  this 
Compact  or  any  Supplemental 
Agreement  between  the  Parties  (the 
“Compact  Reports”)  or  any  other 
documents  or  reports  from  time  to  time 
delivered  to  MCC  by  MCA-Mali 
(whether  or  not  such  documents  or 
reports  are  required  to  be  delivered  to 
MCC),  and  that  such  documents  or 
reports  are  true,  correct  and  complete. 

(D)  Without  limiting  the  generality  of 
the  Designated  Rights  and 
Responsibilities  that  the  Government 
may  designate  to  MCA-Mali,  and  subject 
to  MCC’s  contractual  rights  of  approval 
as  set  forth  in  Section  3(c)  of  this 
Program  Annex,  elsewhere  in  this 
Compact  or  any  Supplemental 
Agreement,  the  Board  shall  have  the 
exclusive  authority  as  between  the 
Board  and  the  Management  for  all 
actions  defined  for  the  Board  in  any 
Governing  Document  and  which  are 
expressly  designated  therein  as 
responsibilities  that  cannot  be  delegated 
further. 

(E)  The  Board  shall  meet  with  and 
exchange  information  with  the  Advisory 
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Councils,  as  contemplated  in  Section 
3(e)  of  this  Program  Annex.  Without 
limiting  the  generality  of  the  foregoing, 
the  Board  shall  take  each  Advisory 
Council’s  suggestions  into  consideration 
in  connection  with  any  amendment  to 
the  M&E  Plan,  pursuant  to  Section  5(b) 
of  Annex  III. 

(4)  Indemnification  of  Civil  Members, 
Observers,  and  Officers.  The 
Government  shall  ensure,  at  the 
Government’s  sole  cost  and  expense, 
that  appropriate  insurance  is  obtained 
and  appropriate  indemnifications  and 
other  protections  are  provided, 
acceptable  to  MCC  and  to  the  fullest 
extent  permitted  under  the  laws  of  Mali, 
to  ensure  that  (A)  the  Civil  Members 
and  the  Observers  shall  not  be  held 
personally  liable  for  the  actions  or 
omissions  of  the  Board  or  MCA-Mali 
and  (B)  Officers  shall  not  be  held 
personally  liable  for  the  actions  or 
omissions  of  the  Board,  MCA-Mali  or 
actions  or  omissions  of  the  Officer  so 
long  as  properly  within  the  scope  of 
Officer’s  authority.  Pursuant  to  Section 
5.5  and  Section  5.8  of  this  Compact,  the 
Government  and  MCA-Mali  shall  hold 
harmless  the  MCC  Representative  for 
any  liability  or  action  arising  out  of  the 
MCC  Representative’s  role  as  an 
Observer  on  the  Board.  The  Government 
hereby  waives  and  releases  all  claims 
related  to  any  such  liability  and 
acknowledges  that  the  MCC 
Representative  has  no  fiduciary  duty  to 
MCA-Mali.  In  matters  arising  under  or 
relating  to  this  Compact,  the  MCC 
Representative  is  not  subject  to  the 
jurisdiction  of  the  courts  or  any  other 
governmental  body  of  Mali.  MCA-Mali 
shall  provide  a  written  waiver  and 
acknowledgement  that  no  fiduciary  duty 
to  MCA-Mali  is  owed  by  the  MCC 
Representative. 

(iii)  Management.  Unless  otherwise 
agreed  in  writing  by  the  Parties,  the 
Management  shall  report,  through  its  ' 
chief  executive  officer  (the  “Director 
General ”)  or  other  Officer  as  designated 
in  any  Governing  Document,  directly  to 
the  Board  and  shall  have  the 
composition,  roles  and  responsibilities 
described  below  and  set  forth  more 
particularly  in  the  Governing 
Documents. 

(1)  Composition.  The  Government 
shall  ensure  that  the  Management  shall 
be  composed  of  qualified  experts  from 
the  public  or  private  sectors,  including 
such  officers  and  staff  as  may  be 
necessary  to  carry  out  effectively  its 
responsibilities,  each  with  such  powers 
and  responsibilities  as  set  forth  in  the 
Governing  Documents,  and  from  time  to 
time  in  any  Supplemental  Agreement 
between  the  Parties,  including  the 
following:  (A)  Director  General;  (B) 


Director  of  Finance  and  Administration; 
(C)  Legal  Adviser;  (D)  Director  of 
Procurement;  (E)  Director  of 
Environmental  and  Social  Assessment; 

(F)  Director  of  Monitoring  and 
Evaluation;  (G)  Director  of  Airport 
Improvement  Project;  and  (H)  Director 
of  Alatona  Irrigation  Project.  Each 
person  holding  the  position  in  any  of 
the  sub-clauses  (A)  through  (H),  and 
such  other  offices  as  may  be  created  and 
designated  in  accordance  with  any 
Governing  Document  and  any 
Supplemental  Agreement,  shall  be 
referred  to  as  an  “Officer.”  The 
Management  shall  be  supported  by 
appropriate  administrative  and  support 
personnel  consistent  with  the  Detailed 
Budget  for  Program  administration  and 
any  Implementation  Document. 

(2)  Appointment  of  Officers.  The 
Director  General  shall  be  selected  after 
an  open  and  competitive  recruitment 
and  selection  process,  and  appointed  in 
accordance  with  the  Governing 
Documents,  which  appointment  shall  be 
subject  to  MCC  approval.  Such 
appointment  shall  be  further  evidenced 
by  such  document  as  the  Parties  may 
agree.  Unless  otherwise  specified  in  the 
Governing  Documents,  the  Officers  of 
MCA-Mali  other  than  the  Director 
General  shall  be  selected  and  hired  by 
the  Board  after  an  open  and  competitive 
recruitment  and  selection  process,  and 
appointed  in  accordance  with  the 
Governing  Documents,  which 
appointment  shall  be  subject  to  MCC 
approval.  Such  appointment  shall  be 
further  evidenced  by  such  document  as 
the  Parties  may  agree. 

(3)  Roles  and  Responsibilities.  The 
roles  and  responsibilities  of  the 
Management  shall  include: 

(A)  The  Management  shall  assist  the 
Board  in  overseeing  the  implementation 
of  the  Program  and  shall  have  principal 
responsibility  (subject  to  the  direction 
and  oversight  of  the  Board  and  subject 
to  MCC’s  contractual  rights  of  approval 
as  set  forth  in  Section  3(c)  of  this 
Program  Annex  or  elsewhere  in  this 
Compact  or  any  Supplemental 
Agreement)  for  the  overall  management 
of  the  implementation  of  the  Program. 

(B)  Without  limiting  the  foregoing 
general  responsibilities  or  the  generality 
of  Designated  Rights  and 
Responsibilities  that  the  Government 
may  designate  to  MCA-Mali,  the 
Management  shall  develop  each 
Implementation  Document,  oversee  the 
implementation  of  the  Projects,  manage 
and  coordinate  monitoring  and 
evaluation,  ensure  compliance  with  the 
Fiscal  Accountability  Plan,  and  such 
other  responsibilities  as  set  out  in  the 
Governing  Documents  or  otherwise 


delegated  to  the  Management  by  the 
Board  from  time  to  time. 

(C)  Appropriate  Officers  as  designated 
in  the  Governing  Documents  shall  have 
the  authority  to  contract  on  behalf  of 
MCA-Mali  under  any  procurement 
undertaken  in  accordance  with  the 
Disbursement  Agreement  (including  the 
Procurement  Guidelines)  in  furtherance 
of  the  Program. 

(D)  The  Management  shall  have  the 
obligation  and  right  to  approve  certain 
actions  and  documents  or  agreements, 
including  certain  Re-Disbursements, 

MCC  Disbursement  Requests,  Compact 
Reports,  certain  human  resources 
decisions  and  certain  other  actions,  as 
provided  in  the  Governing  Documents. 

(e)  Advisory  Councils. 

(i)  Formation.  The  Government  shall 
ensure  the  establishment  of  (1)  an 
advisory  council  to  the  Board 
representing  the  beneficiaries  of  the 
Airport  Improvement  Project  (“ Airport 
Project  Advisory  Council”);  and  (2)  an 
advisory  council  to  the  Board 
representing  the  beneficiaries  of  the 
Alatona  Irrigation  Project  (the  “Alatona 
Zone  Advisory  Council,”  and,  together 
with  the  Airport  Project  Advisory 
Council,  the  “ Advisory  Councils”  and 
each  an  “Advisory  Council”),  which 
Advisory  Councils  shall  be  independent 
of  MCA-Mali  and  shall  be  established  to 
the  satisfaction  of  MCC.  The 
Government  shall  take  all  steps 
necessary  to  establish  the  Advisory 
Councils  as  soon  as  possible  following 
the  execution  of  this  Compact. 

(ii)  Composition. 

(1)  Each  Advisory  Council  shall 
consist  of  no  more  than  seventeen  (17) 
voting  members  and  shall  be  composed 
of  representatives  of  relevant  banking 
organizations,  microfinance  institutions, 
farmer  associations,  women’s 
associations,  chambers  of  commerce, 
local  government,  anti-corruption 
associations  and  environmental  and 
social  organizations  [“Civil  Society 
Stakeholders”). 

(2)  The  Government  shall  take  all 
actions  necessary  and  appropriate  to 
ensure  that  each  Advisory  Council  is 
established  consistent  with  this  Section 
3(e)  of  this  Program  Annex  and  as 
otherwise  specified  in  the  Governing 
Documents  or  otherwise  agreed  in 
writing  by  the  Parties.  The  composition 
of  each  Advisory  Council  may  be 
adjusted  by  agreement  of  the  Parties 
from  time  to  time  to  ensure,  among 
others,  an  adequate  representation  of  the 
intended  beneficiaries  of  the  relevant 
Projects.  Each  member  of  an  Advisory 
Council  may  appoint  an  alternate, 
approved  by  majority  vote  of  the  other 
members  of  sucb  Advisory  Council,  to 
serve  when  the  member  is  unable  to 
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participate  in  a  meeting  of  the  Advisory 
Council. 

(iii)  Roles  and  Responsibilities.  Each 
Advisory  Council  shall  be  a  mechanism 
to  provide  representatives  of  the  private 
sector,  civil  society  and  local 
government  the  opportunity  to  provide 
advice  and  input  to  MCA-Mali  regarding 
the  implementation  of  this  Compact.  At 
the  request  of  any  Advisory  Council, 
MCA-Mali  shall  provide  such 
information  and  documents  as  it  deems 
advisable,  subject  to  appropriate 
treatment  of  such  information  and 
documents  by  the  members  of  such 
Advisory  Council.  Specifically,  during 
each  meeting  of  an  Advisory  Council, 
MCA-Mali  shall  present  an  update  on 
the  implementation  of  this  Compact  and 
progress  towards  achievement  of  the 
Objectives.  Each  Advisory  Council  shall 
have  an  opportunity  to  provide 
regularly  to  MCA-Mali  its  views  or 
recommendations  on  the  performance 
and  progress  on  the  Projects  and  Project 
Activities,  any  Implementation 
Document,  procurement,  financial 
management  or  such  other  issues  as  may 
be  presented  from  time  to  time  to  such 
Advisory  Council  or  as  otherwise  raised 
by  such  Advisory  Council. 

(iv)  Meetings.  Each  Advisory  Council 
shall  hold  at  least  two  general  meetings 
per  year  as  well  as  such  other  periodic 
meetings  as  may  be  necessary  or 
appropriate  from  time  to  time.  The 
members  of  each  Advisory  Council  shall 
be  provided  timely  advance  notice  of  all 
such  general  meetings,  invited  to 
participate  in  all  such  meetings  and 
afforded  an  opportunity  during  each 
such  meeting  to  present  their  views  or 
recommendations  to  such  Advisory 
Council. 

(v)  Accessibility;  Transparency.  The 
members  of  each  Advisory  Council  shall 
be  accessible  to  the  beneficiaries  they 
represent  to  receive  the  beneficiaries’ 
comments  or  suggestions  regarding  the 
Program.  The  notices  for,  and  the 
minutes  (including  the  views  or 
recommendations  of  the  Civil  Society 
Stakeholders  expressed)  of  all  general 
meetings  of,  each  Advisory  Council 
shall  be  made  public  on  the  MCA-Mali 
Web  site  or  otherwise  (including 
television,  radio  and  print)  in  a  timely 
manner. 

(f)  Implementing  Entities.  Subject  to 
the  terms  and  conditions  of  this 
Compact  and  any  other  Supplemental 
Agreement  between  the  Parties,  MCA- 
Mali  may  engage  one  or  more 
Government  Affiliates  to  implement  and 
carry  out  any  Project,  Project  Activity 
(or  a  component  thereof)  or  any  other 
activities  to  be  carried  out  in 
furtherance  of  this  Compact  (each,  an 
“Implementing  Entity”).  The 


Government  shall  ensure  that  MCA-Mali 
enters  into  an  agreement  with  each 
Implementing  Entity,  in  form  and 
substance  satisfactory  to  MCC,  that  sets 
forth  the  roles  and  responsibilities  of 
such  Implementing  Entity  and  other 
appropriate  terms  and  conditions 
(including  the  payment  of  the 
Implementing  Entity,  if  any)  (an 
“Implementing  Entity  Agreement”).  Any 
Implementing  Entity  Agreement 
between  MCA-Mali  and  a  Government 
Affiliate  that  is  a  Provider  or  as  may 
otherwise  be  required  under  the 
Disbursement  Agreement  shall  be  in 
form  and  substance  satisfactory  to  MCC. 
The  Implementing  Entity  shall  report 
directly  to  the  relevant  Officer,  as 
designated  in  the  applicable 
Implementing  Entity  Agreement  or  as 
otherwise  agreed  by  the  Parties. 

(g)  Fiscal  Matters. 

(i)  Fiscal  Agent.  The  Government 
shall  ensure  that  MCA-Mali  engages  a 
fiscal  agent  following  an  international 
competitive  process  ( a>“Fiscal  Agent”), 
who  shall  be  responsible  for,  among 
other  things:  (1)  Assisting  MCA-Mali  in 
preparing  the  Fiscal  Accountability 
Plan;  (2)  ensuring  and  certifying  that  Re- 
Disbursements  are  properly  authorized 
and  documented  in  accordance  with 
established  control  procedures  set  forth 
in  the  Disbursement  Agreement,  the 
Fiscal  Agent  Agreement  and  other 
Supplemental  Agreements;  (3)  Re- 
Disbursement  from,  and  cash 
management  and  account  reconciliation 
of,  any  Permitted  Account  established 
and  maintained  for  the  purpose  of 
receiving  MCC  Disbursements  and 
making  Re-Disbursements  (to  which  the 
Fiscal  Agent  has  sole  signature 
authority);  (4)  providing  applicable 
certifications  for  MCC  Disbursement 
Requests;  (5)  maintaining  and  retaining 
proper  accounting,  records  and 
document  disaster  recovery  system  of 
all  MCC-funded  financial  transactions 
and  certain  other  accounting  functions; 
(6)  producing  reports  on  MCC 
Disbursements  and  Re-Disbursements 
(including  any  requests  therefor)  in 
accordance  with  established  procedures 
set  forth  in  the  Disbursement 
Agreement,  the  Fiscal  Agent  Agreement, 
the  Fiscal  Accountability  Plan,  or  any 
other  Supplemental  Agreements;  (7) 
assisting  in  the  preparation  of  budget 
development  procedures;  and  (8) 
internal  management  of  the  Fiscal  Agent 
operations.  Upon  the  written  request  of 
MCC,  the  Government  shall  ensure  that 
MCA-Mali  terminates  the  Fiscal  Agent, 
without  any  liability  to  MCC,  and  the 
Government  shall  ensure  that  MCA-Mali 
engages  a  new  Fiscal  Agent,  subject  to 
approval  by  the  Board  and  MCC.  The 
Government  shall  ensure  that  MCA-Mali 


enters  into  an  agreement  with  the  Fiscal 
Agent,  in  form  and  substance 
satisfactory  to  MCC,  that  sets  forth  the 
roles  and  responsibilities  of  the  Fiscal 
Agent  and  other  appropriate  terms  and 
conditions,  such  as  payment  of  the 
Fiscal  Agent  (a  “Fiscal  Agent 
Agreement”).  Such  Fiscal  Agent 
Agreement  shall  not  be  terminated  until 
MCA-Mali  has  engaged  a  successor 
Fiscal  Agent  or  as  otherwise  agreed  by 
MCC  in  writing. 

(h)  Auditors  and  Reviewers.  The 
Government  shall  ensure  that  MCA-Mali 
carries  out  the  Government’s  audit 
responsibilities  as  provided  in  Sections 
3.8(d),  (e)  and  (f)  of  this  Compact, 
including  engaging  one  or  more  auditors 
(each,  an  “Audito?’)  required  by  Section 
3.8(d)  of  this  Compact.  As  requested  by 
MCC  in  writing  from  time  to  time,  the 
Government  shall  ensure  that  MCA-Mali 
also  engages  (i)  an  independent 
reviewer  to  conduct  reviews  of 
performance  and  compliance  under  this 
Compact  pursuant  to  Section  3.8(f)  of 
this  Compact,  which  reviewer  shall 
have  the  capacity  to  (1)  conduct  general 
reviews  of  performance  or  compliance, 

(2)  conduct  environmental  audits,  and 

(3)  conduct  data  quality  assessments  in 
accordance  with  the  M&E  Plan,  as 
described  more  fully  in  Annex  III;  and/ 
or  (ii)  an  independent  evaluator  to 
assess  performance  as  required  under 
the  M&E  Plan  (each,  a  “Reviewed’). 
MCA-Mali  shall  select  any  such 
Auditor(s)  and  Reviewer(s)  in 
accordance  with  any  Governing 
Document  or  other  Supplemental 
Agreement.  The  Government  shall 
ensure  that  MCA-Mali  enters  into  an 
agreement  with  each  Auditor  and  each 
Reviewer,  in  form  and  substance 
satisfactory  to  MCC,  that  sets  forth  the 
roles  and  responsibilities  of  the  Auditor 
or  Reviewer  with  respect  to  the  audit, 
review  or  evaluation,  including  access 
rights,  required  form  and  content  of  the 
applicable  audit,  review  or  evaluation 
and  other  appropriate  terms  and 
conditions  such  as  payment  of  the 
Auditor  or  Reviewer  (the  “Auditor/ 
Reviewer  Agreement”).  In  the  case  of  a 
financial  audit  required  by  Section 
3.8(d)  of  this  Compact,  such  Auditor/ 
Reviewer  Agreement  shall  be  effective 
no  later  than  one  hundred  and  twenty 
(120)  days  prior  to  the  end  of  the 
relevant  period  to  be  audited;  provided, 
however,  if  MCC  requires  concurrent 
audits  of  financial  information  or 
reviews  of  performance  and  compliance 
under  this  Compact,  then  such  Auditor/ 
Reviewer  Agreement  shall  be  effective 
no  later  than  the  date  agreed  by  the 
Parties  in  writing. 

(i)  Procurement  Agent.  The 
Government  shall  ensure  that  MCA-Mali 
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engages  one  or  more  procurement  agents 
through  an  international  competitive 
process  (each,  a  “Procurement  Agent”) 
to  carry  out  and  certify  specified 
procurement  activities  in  furtherance  of 
this  Compact  on  behalf  of  the 
Government,  MCA-Mali,  or  the 
Implementing  Entity.  The  roles  and 
responsibilities  of  each  Procurement 
Agent  and  the  criteria  for  selection  of  a 
Procurement  Agent  shall  be  as  set  forth 
in  the  applicable  Implementation  Letter 
or  Supplemental  Agreement.  The 
Government  shall  ensure  that  MCA  Mali 
enters  into  an  agreement  with  each 
Procurement  Agent,  in  form  and 
substance  satisfactory  to  MCC,  that  sets 
forth  the  roles  and  responsibilities  of  the 
Procurement  Agent  with  respect  to  the 
conduct,  monitoring  and  review  of 
procurements  and  other  appropriate 
terms  and  conditions,  such  as  payment 
of  the  Procurement  Agent  (each,  a 
“Procurement  Agent  Agreement”).  Any 
Procurement  Agent  shall  adhere  to  the 
procurement  standards  set  forth  in  the 
Disbursement  Agreement  and  the 
Procurement  Guidelines  and  ensure 
procurements  are  consistent  with  the 
procurement  plan  adopted  by  MCA- 
Mali  pursuant  to  the  Disbursement 
Agreement  (the  “Procurement  Plan”), 
unless  MCA-Mali  and  MCC  otherwise 
agree  in  writing. 

4.  Finances  and  Fiscal  Accountability 

(a)  Multi-Year  Financial  Plan; 

Detailed  Budget. 

(i)  Multi-Year  Financial  Plan.  The 
multi-year  financial  plan  for  the 
Program,  showing  the  estimated  amount 
of  MCC  Funding  allocable  to  each 
Project,  the  administration  of  the 
Program  (and  its  components)  and  the 
monitoring  and  evaluation  of  the 
Program  (the  “Multi-Year  Financial 
Plan”)  over  the  Compact  Term  on  an 
annual  basis,  is  summarized  in  Annex  II 
to  this  Compact. 

(ii)  Detailed  Budget.  During  the 
Compact  Term,  the  Government  shall 
ensure  that  MCA-Mali  timely  delivers  to 
MCC  a  detailed  budget,  at  a  level  of 
detail  and  in  a  format  acceptable  to 
MCC,  for  the  administration  of  the 
Program,  the  monitoring  and  evaluation 
of  the  Program,  and  the  implementation 
of  each  Project  (the  “Detailed  Budget”). 
The  Detailed  Budget  shall  be  a 
component  of  the  Work  Plan  and  shall 
be  delivered  by  such  time  as  specified 
in  the  Disbursement  Agreement,  or  as 
may  otherwise  be  agreed  by  the  Parties. 

(iii)  Expenditures.  Unless  the  Parties 
otherwise  agree  in  writing,  no  financial 
commitment  involving  MCC  Funding 
shall  be  made,  no  obligation  of  MCC 
Funding  shall  be  incurred,  and  no  Re- 
Disbursement  shall  be  made  or  MCC 


Disbursement  Request  shall  be 
submitted,  for  any  activity  or 
expenditure  unless  the  expense  for  such 
activity  or  expenditure  is  provided  for 
in  the  Detailed  Budget,  and  unless 
uncommitted  funds  exist  in  the  balance 
of  the  Detailed  Budget  for  the  relevant 
period. 

(iv)  Modifications  to  Multi-Year 
Financial  Plan  or  Detailed  Budget. 
Notwithstanding  anything  to  the 
contrary  in  this  Compact,  MCA-Mali 
may  amend  the  Multi-Year  Financial 
Plan,  the  Detailed  Budget,  or  any 
component  thereof  (including  any 
amendment  that  would  reallocate  the 
funds  among  the  Projects,  the  Project 
Activities,  or  any  activity  under 
Program  administration  or  M&E), 
without  amending  this  Compact  so  long 
as  MCA-Mali  requests  in  writing  and 
receives  the  approval  of  MCC  for  such 
amendment  and  such  amendment  is 
consistent  with  the  requirements  of  this 
Compact  (including  Section  4  of  Annex 
II),  the  Disbursement  Agreement  and 
any  other  Supplemental  Agreement 
between  the  Parties.  Any  such 
amendment  shall  (1)  be  consistent  with 
the  Compact  Goal  and  the 
Implementation  Documents;  (2)  shall 
not  cause  the  amount  of  MCC  Funding 
to  exceed  the  aggregate  amount 
specified  in  Section  2.1(a)  of  this 
Compact;  and  (3)  shall  not  cause  the 
Government’s  obligations  or 
responsibilities  or  overall  contribution 
of  resources  to  be  less  than  as  specified 
in  Section  2.2(a)  of  this  Compact,  this 
Annex  I  or  elsewhere  in  this  Compact. 
Upon  any  such  amendment,  MCA-Mali 
shall  deliver  to  MCC  a  revised  Detailed 
Budget,  together  with  a  revised  Multi- 
Year  Financial  Plan,  reflecting  such 
amendment,  along  with  the  next  MCC 
Disbursement  Request. 

(b)  Disbursement  and  Re- 
Disbursement.  The  Disbursement 
Agreement,  as  amended  from  time  to 
time,  shall  specify  the  terms,  conditions 
and  procedures  on  which  MCC 
Disbursements  and  Re-Disbursements 
shall  be  made.  The  obligation  of  MCC  to 
make  MCC  Disbursements  or  approve 
Re-Disbursements  is  subject  to  the 
fulfillment,  waiver  or  deferral  of  any 
such  terms  and  conditions.  The 
Government  and  MCA-Mali  shall  jointly 
submit  the  applicable  request  for  an 
MCC  Disbursement  (the  “ MCC 
Disbursement  Request”)  as  may  be 
specified  in  the  Disbursement 
Agreement.  MCC  will  make  MCC 
Disbursements  for  valid  and  approved 
requirements  upon  request  by  the  Fiscal 
Agent  from  time  to  time  as  provided  in 
the  Disbursement  Agreement  or  as  may 
otherwise  be  agreed  by  the  Parties, 
subject  to  Program  requirements  and 


performance  by  the  Government,  MCA- 
Mali  and  other  relevant  parties  in 
furtherance  of  this  Compact.  Re- 
Disbursements  will  be  made  from  time 
to  time  based  on  requests  by  an 
authorized  representative  of  the 
appropriate  party  designated  for  the  size 
and  type  of  Re-Disbursement  in 
accordance  with  any  Governing 
Document  and  Disbursement 
Agreement;  provided,  however,  unless 
otherwise  agreed  by  the  Parties  in 
writing,  no  Re-Disbursement  shall  be 
made  unless  and  until  the  written 
approvals  specified  herein  and  in  any 
Governing  Document  and  the 
Disbursement  Agreement  for  such  Re- 
Disbursement  have  been  obtained  and 
delivered  to  the  Fiscal  Agent. 

(c)  Fiscal  Accountability  Plan.  By 
such  time  as  specified  in  the 
Disbursement  Agreement  or  as 
otherwise  agreed  by  the  Parties,  MCA- 
Mali  shall  adopt,  as  part  of  the 
Implementation  Documents,  a  plan  that 
identifies  the  principles,  mechanisms 
and  procedures  to  ensure  appropriate 
fiscal  accountability  for  the  use  of  MCC 
Funding  provided  under  this  Compact, 
including  the  process  to  ensure  that 
open,  fair,  and  competitive  procedures 
will  be  used  in  a  transparent  manner  in 
the  administration  of  grants  or 
cooperative  agreements  and  the 
procurement  of  goods,  works  and 
services  for  the  accomplishment  of  the 
Objectives  (the  “ Fiscal  Accountability 
Plan”).  The  Fiscal  Accountability  Plan 
shall  set  forth,  among  others, 
requirements  with  respect  to  the 
following  matters:  (i)  Re-Disbursements, 
timely  payment  to  vendors,  cash 
management  and  account  reconciliation; 

(ii)  funds  control  and  documentation; 

(iii)  accounting  standards  and  systems; 

(iv)  content  and  timing  of  reports;  (v) 
preparing  budget  development 
procedures  and  the  Compact 
implementation  budget;  (vi)  policies 
concerning  records,  document  disaster 
recovery,  public  availability  of  all 
financial  information  and  asset 
management;  (vii)  procurement  and 
contracting  practices;  (viii)  inventory 
control;  (ix)  the  role  of  independent 
auditors;  (x)  the  roles  of  fiscal  agents 
and  procurement  agents;  (xi)  separation 
of  duties  and  internal  controls;  and  (xii) 
certifications,  powers,  authorities  and 
delegations. 

(d)  Permitted  Accounts.  The 
Government  shall  establish,  or  cause  to 
be  established,  such  accounts  (each,  a 
“Permitted  Account,"  and,  collectively, 
the  “ Permitted  Accounts”)  as  may  be 
agreed  by  the  Parties  in  writing  from 
time  to  time,  including: 

(i)  A  single,  completely  separate 
United  States  Dollar  interest-bearing 
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account  (the  “Special  Account”)  at  a 
commercial  bank,  subject  to  MCC 
approval,  that  is  procured  through  a 
competitive  process  to  receive  MCC 
Disbursements; 

(ii)  If  necessary,  an  interest-bearing 
local  currency  of  Mali  account  (the 
“Local  Account”)  at  a  commercial  bank 
in  Mali,  subject  to  MCC  approval,  that 
is  procured  through  a  competitive 
process  for  the  purpose  of  making  Re- 
Disbursements;  and 

(iii)  Such  other  interest-bearing 
accounts  to  receive  MCC  Disbursements 
in  such  hanks  as  the  Parties  mutually 
agree  upon  in  writing. 

No  other  funds  shall  be  commingled 
in  a  Permitted  Account  other  than  MCC 
Funding  and  Accrued  Interest  thereon. 
All  MCC  Funding  held  in  an  interest- 
bearing  Permitted  Account  shall  earn 
interest  at  a  rate  of  no  less  than  such 
amount  as  the  Parties  may  agree  in  the 
applicable  Bank  Agreement  or 
otherwise.  MCC  shall  have  the  right, 
among  others,  to  view  any  Permitted 
Account  statements  and  activity  directly 
on-line,  where  feasible,  or  at  such  other 
frequency  as  the  Parties  may  otherwise 
agree.  By  such  time  as  shall  be  specified 
in  the  Disbursement  Agreement  or  as 
otherwise  agreed  by  the  Parties,  the 
Government  shall  ensure  that,  for  each 
Permitted  Account,  MCA-Mali  enters 
into  an  agreement  with  the  applicable 
Bank,  satisfactory  to  MCC,  that  sets  forth 
the  signatory  authority,  access  rights, 
anti-money  laundering  and  anti-terrorist 
financing  provisions,  and  other  terms 
related  to  the  Permitted  Account  (each, 
a  “Bank  Agreement”).  For  purposes  of 
this  Compact,  the  banks  holding  an 
account  referenced  in  Sections  4(d)  of 
this  Program  Annex  are  each  a  “Bank” 
and  are  collectively  referred  to  as  the 
“Banks.” 

5.  Transparency;  Accountability 

Transparency  and  accountability  to 
MCC  and  to  the  beneficiaries  are 
important  aspects  of  the  Program  and 
the  Projects.  Without  limiting  the 
generality  of  the  foregoing,  and  in  an 
effort  to  achieve  the  goals  of 
transparency  and  accountability,  the 
Government  shall  ensure  that  MCA- 
Mali: 

(a)  Establishes  an  e-mail  suggestion 
box  as  well  as  a  means  for  other  written 
comments  that  interested  persons  may 
use  to  communicate  ideas,  suggestions 
or  feedback  to  MCA-Mali; 

(b)  Considers  as  a  factor  in  its 
decision-making  the  recommendations 
of  the  Advisory  Councils; 

(c)  Develops  and  maintains,  in  a 
timely,  accurate  and  appropriately 
comprehensive  manner,  the  MCA-Mali 
Web  site  that  includes  postings  of 


information  and  documents  in  English 
and  French; 

(d)  Posts  on  the  MCA-Mali  Web  site, 
and  otherwise  makes  publicly  available 
via  appropriate  means  (including 
television,  radio  and  print),  in  the 
appropriate  language  the  following 
documents  or  information  from  time  to 
time; 

(i)  This  Compact; 

(ii)  All  minutes  of  the  meetings  of  the 
Board  and  the  meetings  of  the  Advisory 
Councils,  unless  otherwise  agreed  by 
the  Parties; 

(iii)  The  M&E  Plan,  as  amended  from 
time  to  time,  along  with  periodic  reports 
on  Program  performance; 

(iv)  Such  financial  information  as  may 
be  required  by  this  Compact,  the 
Disbursement  Agreement  or  any  other 
Supplemental  Agreement,  or  as  may 
otherwise  be  agreed  from  time  to  time 
by  the  Parties; 

(v)  All  Compact  Reports; 

(vi)  All  audit  reports  by  an  Auditor 
and  any  periodic  reports  or  evaluations 
by  a  Reviewer; 

(vii)  All  relevant  environmental 
impact  assessments  and  supporting 
documents,  and  such  other 
environmental  documentation  as  MCC 
may  request; 

(viii)  A  copy  of  the  Disbursement 
Agreement,  as  amended  from  time  to 
time; 

(ix)  A  copy  of  any  document  relating 
to  the  formation,  organization  and 
governance  of  MCA-Mali,  including  all 
Governing  Documents,  together  with 
any  amendments  thereto;  and 

(x)  A  copy  of  the  Procurement 
Guidelines,  any  procurement  policies  or 
procedures  and  standard  documents, 
certain  information  derived  from  each 
Procurement  Plan  (as  specified  in  the 
Disbursement  Agreement),  and  all  bid 
requests  and  notifications  of  awarded 
contracts. 

6.  Environmental  Accountability 

(a)  The  Government  shall  ensure  that 
MCA-Mali  (or  any  other  Permitted 
Designee)  (i)  undertakes  and  completes 
any  environmental  impact  assessments 
(each,  an  “EIA”),  any  environmental 
assessment  (each  an  “EA”), 
environmental  management  plans  (each, 
an  “ EMP ”)  and  resettlement  action 
plans  (each,  a  “RAP”),  each  in  form  and 
substance  satisfactory'  to  MCC,  and  as 
required  under  the  laws  of  Mali,  the 
Environmental  Guidelines,  this 
Compact  or  any  Supplemental 
Agreement  or  as  otherwise  required  by 
MCC;  and  (ii)  undertakes  to  implement 
any  environmental  and  social  mitigation 
measures  identified  in  such  assessments 
or  plans  to  MCC’s  satisfaction. 


(b)  The  Government  shall  commit  to 
fund  all  necessary  costs  of 
environmental  mitigation  (including 
costs  of  resettlement)  not  specifically 
provided  for  in  the  budget  for  any 
Project. 

Schedule  1  to  Annex  I  Airport 
Improvement  Project 

This  Schedule  1  generally  describes 
and  summarizes  the  key  elements  of  the 
project  that  the  Parties  intend  to 
implement  in  furtherance  of  the 
Bamako-Senou  Airport  Improvement 
Project  Objective  (the  “Airport 
Improvement  Project”).  Additional 
details  regarding  the  implementation  of 
the  Airport  Improvement  Project  will  be 
included  in  the  Implementation 
Documents  and  in  the  relevant 
Supplemental  Agreements. 

1.  Background 

Economic  growth  and  poverty 
reduction  depend  on  enhanced  access  to 
markets  and  trade,  but  Mali’s  access  is 
severely  constrained.  The  Airport 
Improvement  Project  will  expand  Mali’s 
access  to  markets  and  trade  through 
improvements  to  the  transportation 
infrastructure  at  the  Airport,  and  better 
management  of  the  national  air 
transport  system.  The  Government 
recognizes  the  importance  of  improved 
air  transportation  infrastructure.  Mali’s 
PRSP  for  2002  includes  rehabilitation  of 
Airport  infrastructure  to  “promote 
access  of  Malian  producers  to  domestic 
and  international  markets.” 

Mali,  a  landlocked  country,  depends 
heavily  on  inadequate  rail  and  road 
networks  that  result  in  high 
transportation  costs,  as  well  as  on 
freight  transport  through  seaports  in 
neighboring  countries,  such  as  Conakry, 
Guinea  (Bamako’s  closest  port  which  is 
1000  km  away)  and  Abidjan,  Cote 
d’Ivoire.  In  the  last  few  years,  the 
instability  in  Cote  d’Ivoire  has 
dramatically  limited  Mali’s  market 
access.  Before  the  outbreak  of  the 
Ivorian  crisis,  70%  of  Malian  exports 
were  transported  via  the  port  of 
Abidjan.  In  2003,  this  amount  dwindled 
to  less  than  18%  due  to  the 
aforementioned  crisis.  Mali  cannot 
control  overland  routes  to  international 
and  regional  markets.  Therefore,  air 
traffic  has  become  Mali’s  lifeline  for 
transportation  of  both  passengers  and 
export  products. 

The  deteriorating  conditions  at  the 
Airport  will  soon  limit  the  Airport’s 
capacity  to  handle  air  traffic  growth  if 
significant  capital  improvements  are  not 
made.  The  Airport’s  basic  infrastructure 
dates  from  1974,  is  in  poor  condition, 
and  is  inadequate  to  handle  increased 
passenger  and  cargo  traffic.  On  the 
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airside,  the  runway  is  too  short  to 
accommodate  large  aircraft  without 
take-off  load  penalties  and  range 
restrictions,  the  aeronautical  pavements 
urgently  need  resurfacing  and 
reinforcement,  the  air  navigation  aids 
are  reaching  the  end  of  their  useful  life, 
and  airfield  security  is  deficient.  On  the 
landside,  the  passenger  terminal 
building  is  too  small  to  handle  current 
traffic  volumes  at  acceptable  levels  of 
service,  and  the  facilities  and  equipment 
are  in  poor  physical  condition.  Current 
utility  infrastructure  related  to  both  the 
airside  and  landside  activities  at  the 
Airport  are  being  used  at  maximum 
capacity  and  suffer  from  unreliable  and 
non-dedicated  service. 

2.  Summary  of  Project  and  Related 
Project  Activities 

The  Airport  Improvement  Project  is 
intended  to  remove  constraints  to  air 
traffic  growth  and  increase  the  Airport’s 
efficiency  in  both  passenger  and  freight 
handling  through  airside  and  landside 
infrastructure  improvements,  as  well  as 
the  establishment  of  appropriate 
institutional  mechanisms  to  ensure 
effective  management,  operation,  and 
maintenance  of  the  Airport  facilities 
over  the  long  term. 

Since  the  Airport  Improvement 
Project  must  be  completed  within  the 
Compact  Term  and  within  the 
established  budget,  if,  at  any  time 
during  design,  procurement  and 
implementation  activities,  MCC 
reasonably  determines  that  there  is  a 
high  risk  that  the  Airport  Improvement 
Project  will  not  be  completed  within  the 
Compact  Term  and/or  the  established 
budget,  then  MCC  may,  in  consultation 
with  MCA-Mali,  appropriately  revise 
the  scope  of  the  applicable  Project 
Activities  to  ensure  project  completion 
within  the  Compact  Term  and  the 
established  budget. 

The  Airport  Improvement  Project 
includes  the  following  Project 
Activities: 

•  Airside  Infrastructure. 
Improvements  will  include 
reinforcement  and  resurfacing  of 
existing  runway,  taxiway  and  apron  area 
pavements,  including  stabilization  and 
reinforcement  of  the  shoulders 
associated  with  the  airside  pavements: 
extension  of.the  runway  by  roughly  480 
m  to  the  northeast  in  order  to  allow 
long-range  aircraft  to  take  off  with 
maximum  payloads;  expansion  of  the 
aircraft  parking  apron  area;  transfer/ 
replacement  and  upgrading  of  air 
navigation  aids  following  the  runway 
extension;  refurbishing  and  extension  of 
the  airfield  lighting  systems; 
reinforcement  of  airside  security 
equipment  and  facilities,  as  needed,  in 


order  to  satisfy  International  Civil 
Aviation  Organization  (ICAO)  standards 
and  recommended  practices  and 
complement  other  security  works  and 
equipment;  improvements  to  the 
earthworks  and  drainage  of  the  airport 
airside,  as  needed,  in  order  to  satisfy 
relevant  Malian  standards;  extension  of 
the  taxiway  system  by  construction  of  a 
stub  taxiway  connecting  the  runway  and 
the  aircraft  parking  apron,  a  partial 
parallel  taxiway  and  an  aircraft 
turnaround  at  the  northeast  end  of  the 
runway. 

•  Landside  Infrastructure. 
Improvements  w'ill  include  construction 
of  a  new  passenger  terminal  building 
with  a  floor  area  of  approximately 
15,000  square  meters  and  a  capacity  of 
approximately  1.5  million  passengers 
per  annum  at  a  Category  “C”  Level  of 
Service  according  to  International  Air 
Transportation  Association  (IATA) 
standards;  construction  of  other  related 
landside  facilities,  including  access  and 
internal  circulation  roads  and  vehicle 
parking  lots;  construction  of  an 
integrated  central  utilities  plant; 
construction  and  installation  of  water 
supply  and  distribution  systems; 
construction  and  installation  of 
wastewater  drainage  and  treatment 
facilities,  storm  water  and  solid  waste 
disposal  systems;  demolition  of  the 
existing  air  freight  terminal  and  blast 
fences;  demolition,  replacement  and 
enlargement  of  the  ground  service 
equipment  facilities  adjacent  to  the 
apron  area. 

•  Institutional  Strengthening. 
Infrastructure  improvements  will  be 
accompanied  by  the  establishment  of 
appropriate  institutional  mechanisms  to 
ensure  effective  management,  operation 
and  maintenance  of  the  Airport  facilities 
over  the  long  term.  These  measures  will 
involve  both  the  management  of  the 
Airport,  as  well  as  the  wider  regulatory 
framework  governing  the  civil  aviation 
sector  in  Mali. 

In  connection  with  the  Project 
Activities,  MCA-Mali  will  assist  and 
take  all  necessary  steps  to  ensure  that 
the  joint  EIA,  EMP/EMS,  including  an 
HIV/AIDS  awareness  plan,  and  RAP 
(consistent  with  World  Bank 
Operational  Policy  4.12  on  Involuntary 
Resettlement)  for  all  activities  of  the 
Airport  Improvement  Project  are 
processed  and  permits  delivered  in 
accordance  with  Mali  Decret  No.  03- 
594-P-RM  on  environmental  impact 
studies  and  the  Environmental 
Guidelines,  all  of  which  will  be  subject 
to  MCC  approval.  MCC  Funding  will 
support  implementation  of  the 
environmental  and  social  mitigation 
measures  identified  in  the  EIA,  EMP/ 
EMS,  and  RAP,  in  a  manner  satisfactory 


to  MCC,  according  to  the  conditions 
precedent  set  forth  in  the  Disbursement 
Agreement. 

The  M&E  Plan  (described  in  Annex 
III)  will  set  forth  anticipated  results  and, 
where  appropriate,  regular  benchmarks 
that  may  be  used  to  monitor  the 
progress  of  the  implementation  of  the 
Airport  Improvement  Project. 
Performance  against  these  benchmarks, 
as  well  as  the  overall  impact  of  the 
Airport  Improvement  Project,  will  be 
assessed  and  reported  at  the  intervals  to 
be  specified  in  the  M&E  Plan,  or  as 
otherwise  agreed  by  the  Parties,  from 
time  to  time.  The  Parties  expect  that 
additional  indicators  will  be  identified 
during  implementation  of  the  Airport 
Improvement  Project.  The  expected 
results  from,  and  the  key  benchmarks  to 
measure  progress  on,  the  Airport 
Improvement  Project,  as  well  as  the 
Project  Activities  undertaken  or  funded 
thereunder,  are  set  forth  in  Annex  III. 

Conditions  precedent  to  each  Project 
Activity  under  the  Airport  Improvement 
Project,  and  the  sequencing  of  such 
Project  Activities,  shall  be  set  forth  in 
the  Disbursement  Agreement,  other 
Supplemental  Agreements  and  the 
relevant  Implementation  Documents. 

The  following  summarizes  each 
Project  Activity  under  the  Airport 
Improvement  Project: 

(a)  Project  Activity:  Airside 
Infrastructure  (the  “Airside 
Infrastructure  Activity”) 

Although  the  existing  aircraft 
pavements,  runway,  and  parking  apron 
surfaces  are  functional,  they  are  more 
than  thirty  years  old  and  detailed 
studies  have  indicated  that  they  will 
deteriorate  progressively  without  near- 
term  improvements.  In  addition  to  being 
in  poor  condition,  the  runway  is  also 
one  of  the  shortest  in  West  Africa, 
which  has  further  constrained  the 
Airport’s  ability  to  attract  air  services  to 
Mali  and  retain  them.  This  Project 
Activity  will  improve  the  design 
parameters  (geometry  and  bearing 
strength)  of  the  airside  infrastructure 
and  improve  safety  and  security 
operations  such  that  the  Airport  can 
more  efficiently  accommodate  a  greater 
volume  of  air  traffic,  a  wider  range  of 
destinations  and  heavier  aircraft  and 
payloads  in  the  future. 

Specifically,  MCC  Funding  will 
support  the  following: 

(i)  Resurfacing,  reinforcement,  and 
expansion  of  the  runway,  apron,  and 
aircraft  pavement  areas  through  (1)  a 
structural  overlay  to  existing  apron, 
taxiway,  and  runway  areas;  (2)  an 
extension  of  the  runway  of  at  least  400 
meters;  and  (3)  extension  of  the  taxiway 
system  and  aircraft  parking  aprons  to 
provide  for  safer  and  more  efficient 
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aircraft  circulation  and  additional 
aircraft  stands  to  provide  capacity  to 
accommodate  forecast  airline  traffic, 
overnight  staging  and  a  back-up  for 
smaller  domestic  and  charter  aircraft. 

(ii)  Replacement  and  upgrading  of 
existing  aging  navigational  aids  to  bring 
Airport  facilities  up  to  a  “common  level 
of  service,”  as  the  equipment  has 
reached  the  end  of  its  useful  life.  The 
extension  of  the  runway  will  also 
require  additions  to  the  airfield  lighting 
system. 

(iii)  Improvement  to  airfield  security 
will  include  works  and  equipment 
required  to  ensure  compliance  with 
international  security  standards  and 
complement  projects  funded  by  the 
World  Bank  and  other  sources. 

(b)  Project  Activity:  Landside 
Infrastructure  (the  “Landside 
Infrastructure  Activity”) 

Due  to  limited  expansion  over  the 
past  32  years,  the  ability  of  the  terminal 
to  accommodate  passenger  traffic  has 
steadily  deteriorated  to  the  point  that  it 
operates  at  IATA  Level  of  Service  “F” 
(chronic  congestion  and  frequent  system 
breakdown).  The  existing  ground 
support  equipment  facilities  are 
inefficient,  outdated,  and  lacking  in 
space  for  storage  of  materials;  their 
current  location  separates  passenger 
activities  from  Airport  support 
operations  and  constrains  expansion  of 
the  passenger  terminal  facilities,  with  a 
resulting  negative  impact  on  the 
functionality  and  security  of  the 
Airport.  As  passenger  and  cargo  traffic 
increase  over  the  next  10-15  years, 
significant  utility  infrastructure 
improvements  will  also  be  needed  to 
meet  projected  demand.  This  Project 
Activity  will  expand  the  size,  quality, 
and  operational  efficiency  of  the 
Airport’s  landside  infrastructure  so  that 
it  can  accommodate  the  significant 
increases  in  passenger  and  cargo  traffic 
forecast  for  Mali  in  the  future. 

Specifically,  MCC  Funding  will 
support  the  following: 

(i)  Upgrade  of  the  passenger  terminal 
facilities  by  constructing  a  new 
passenger  terminal  building. 

(ii)  Enhancement  of  support  facilities 
to  accommodate  aircraft'servicing  and 
ground  support  activities,  airport 
maintenance  and  auxiliary  equipment. 

(iii)  Provision  for  road  and  terminal 
parking  improvements  to  enhance  the 
safety  and  efficiency  of  current 
vehicular  circulation  and  parking  areas 
and  accommodate  future  projected 
nSeds. 

(iv)  Construction  of  supporting  utility 
infrastructure  to  handle  the  projected 
service  requirements  of  the  Airport.  In 
particular,  wastewater,  water,  solid 
waste,  power,  telecommunications,  and 


drainage  systems  will  be  improved  and 
enhanced. 

(c)  Project  Activity:  Institutional 
Strengthening  (the  “Institutional 
Strengthening  Activity”) 

Under  the  present  envision  of 
jurisdictions,  a  number  of  entities  have 
responsibility  for  the  civil  aviation 
sector  in  Mali  in  general  and  the 
regulation,  oversight,  management, 
operation,  and  development  of  the 
Airport  in  particular.  The  Ministry  of 
Equipment  and  Transport  has  overall 
responsibility,  with  oversight  and 
regulation  of  the  civil  aviation  sector 
and  airports  delegated  to  a  new 
independent  agency,  ANAC.  The 
Airport’s  maintenance  and  operation 
responsibilities  are  split  between  the  air 
navigation  service  provider,  ASECNA, 
for  airside  facilities  and  the  Airport 
operator,  Aeroports  du  Mali  (“ AdM ”), 
for  landside  facilities.  ASECNA  is 
responsible  for  the  “technical”  aspects 
of  the  Airport,  including  the  runway, 
taxiways,  apron,  airfield  lighting, 
navigational  aids,  control  tower, 
telecommunications  and  fire  fighting 
and  rescue  facilities.  AdM,  in  turn,  is 
responsible  for  the  “commercial” 
aspects  of  the  Airport,  including  the 
passenger  terminal,  landside  roads  and 
parking,  cargo  terminal,  flight  kitchen 
and  freight  forwarders’  facilities. 
According  to  the  existing  institutional 
arrangements,  both  organizations 
operate  and  maintain  facilities  put  at 
their  disposal  by  the  Government. 

Specifically,  MCC  Funding  will 
support  the  following: 

(i)  Reinforcement  of  the  new  civil 
aviation  regulatory  and  oversight  agency 
(ANAC)  by  providing  technical 
assistance  to  implement  a  new 
organizational  structure,  administrative 
and  financial  procedures,  staffing  and 
training,  and  providing  equipment  and 
facilities. 

(ii)  Rationalization  and  reinforcement 
of  the  Airport’s  management  and 
operations  agency  (AdM)  by  providing 
technical  assistance  to  establish  a  model 
for  the  management  of  the  Airport  and 
the  long-term  future  status  and 
organizational  structure  of  AdM, 
including  provision  for  eventual  private 
sector  participation. 

3.  Beneficiaries 

Improvements  in  the  airside  and 
landside  facilities  in  the  Airport  are 
intended  to  support  economic  growth 
through  (a)  increased  revenue  generated 
by  growth  in  passenger  and  aircraft 
traffic,  and  (b)  increases  in  the  value 
and  volume  of  goods  shipped  through 
the  Airport.  Direct  beneficiaries  include 
passengers  who  spend  less  time  going 
through  Airport  procedures  prior  to 


boarding,  additional  Airport  services 
employees  for  Airport  operations, 
baggage  handling,  and  flight  kitchen,  as 
well  as  passenger  terminal  commercial 
concessions.  An  increase  in  foreign 
passengers  implies  additional 
substantial  benefits  for  the  tourism 
industry,  both  in  terms  of  increased 
revenues  to  hotels  and  restaurants  and 
additional  employment  and  wages. 

The  indirect  impact  of  the  Airport 
Improvement  Project  through  increased 
tourism  and  impact  on  the  informal 
sector  could  have  a  significant  effect  on 
growth  and  poverty  reduction.  Increased 
demand  for  airline  services  should  have 
significant  additional  long-term  benefits 
for  Mali  as  tourist  facilities  expand  in 
tandem  with  increased  tourism.  Further, 
new  business  travelers  may  translate 
into  additional  foreign  investment  for 
Mali  which  could  transform  the 
econbmic  profile  of  the  country. 

The  informal  sector  active  around  the 
Airport  will  benefit  from  an  expansion 
of  Airport  passenger  and  cargo  traffic. 
Since  unemployment  and 
underemployment  in  the  Bamako  region 
are  substantial,  a  proportion  of  new 
service  employees  are  likely  to  transfer 
from  low  paying,  sporadic  informal 
activity  to  higher  paying,  steady  work  at 
the  Airport,  an  additional  important 
indirect  benefit  to  the  economy. 

A  majority  of  those  impacted  by  the 
Airport  Improvement  Project  are 
expected  to  be  women  since  official 
Malian  employment  data  indicate  that 
82%  of  hotel  and  restaurant  workers  in 
Bamako  are  women.  Women  also 
account  for  56%  of  the  informal  sector 
and  the  majority  of  working  women  in 
Bamako  are  employed  in  the  informal 
sector.  Further  analysis  using  data  from 
specific  surveys  to  be  conducted,  will 
provide  more  detailed  and  reliable  data 
on  employment  and  poverty  in  the 
Bamako  area. 

4.  Donor  Coordination;  Role  of  Private 
Sector  and  Civil  Society 

The  Airport  Improvement  Project 
leverages  and  complements  other  donor, 
private  sector  and  civil  society  activities 
in  Mali  as  described  below.  Throughout 
implementation,  MCC  will  continue  to 
collaborate  with  these  donors  to 
strengthen  the  institutional  reforms  and 
broaden  access  to  the  Airport  for 
passengers  and  goods. 

USDOT  Safe  Skies  for  Africa  (SSFA) 

The  SSFA  program  is  intended  to 
promote  sustainable  improvements  in 
aviation  safety,  security,  and  air 
navigation,  and  to  support  Africa’s 
integration  into  the  global  economy.  It  is 
based  on  the  premise  that  “Safe  Skies” 
are  a  prerequisite  for  increased  trade 
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and  investment  and  long-term  economic 
development  in  Africa.  Specific  goals  of 
the  SSFA  program  include:  (a) 

Increasing  the  number  of  sub-Saharan 
African  countries  that  meet  ICAO  safety 
standards  (based  on  Federal  Aviation 
Administration  (FAA)  assessments);  (b) 
improving  airport  security  in  the  region; 
and  (c)  improving  regional  air 
navigation  services.  SSFA  coordinates 
activities  of  other  agencies  such  as  the 
FAA,  TSA  (Transportation  Security 
Administration)  and  the  National 
Transportation  Safety  Board  to  improve 
the  capacities  of  African  aviation 
organizations. 

Under  this  program,  the  United  States 
serves  as  a  technical  advisor  and 
facilitator  of  actions  taken  by  the 
African  nations,  with  assistance  from 
the  private  sector,  regional  institutions 
and  international  organizations.  While 
host  governments  bear  primary 
responsibility  for  funding  the  program, 
the  Department  of  Homeland  Security, 
through  the  TSA,  continuously  consults 
with,  and  provides  advice  to,  host- 
nation  authorities.  TSA  also  performs 
periodic  aviation  security  audits  in 
order  to  track  national  progress  in 
meeting  the  goals  and  objectives  of  the 
SSFA. 

In  April  2008,  TSA  conducted  a 
security  survey  of  the  Airport  and  an 
appraisal  of  the  Government’s  progress 
in  meeting  the  SSFA  program  goals  and 
the  international  aviation  security 
standards  of  ICAO.  This  survey  revealed 
that  the  Government  is  taking  concrete 
steps  to  respond  to  the  comprehensive 
security  audit  of  the  Airport  conducted 
by  ICAO  in  December  2004  including 
adoption  of  a  number  of  security-related 
plans  and  programs  at  the  national  level 
and  at  the  level  of  the  operators  at  the 
Airport. 

Tne  Government,  through  ANAC,  is 
actively  involved  in  the  SSFA  process. 
The  senior  leadership  of  ANAC  is  aware 
of  the  challenges  they  face  and  appear 
to  have  a  clear  understanding  of  what 
actions  are  necessary  to  achieve  their 
agency’s  goals. 

Technical  training  programs 
presented  by  the  TSA  and  ICAO  have 
given  the  Government  a  basic 
understanding  of  the  international  civil 
aviation  security  system  and  has  aided 
the  Government  in  developing  its 
National  Aviation  Security  Plan.  The 
Government  has  taken  advantage  of  the 
training  offered,  but  still  has  some  way 
to  go  in  the  development  of  national 
training  standards/programs  to  ensure 
sustainability  of  operations. 

The  above-mentioned  TSA  survey 
recommended  that  the  TSA 
Representative  for  Mali  remain  actively 
engaged  with  the  Government  to  ensure 


success  of  the  Airport  Improvement 
Project  and  that  the  TSA  should  consult 
with  the  MCC  Representatives  to 
provide  expert  advice  in  order  to 
incorporate  security  into  the  new  airport 
terminal  design. 

World  Bank 

The  World  Bank  is  assisting  in  the 
funding  of  a  regional  program  in  West 
and  Central  Africa  aimed  at  improving 
civil  aviation  safety  and  security  as  a 
key  element  of  improving  the 
performance  and  affordability  of  air 
transportation  and  optimizing  its  role  as 
an  engine  of  economic  and  social 
development.  With  respect  to  Mali,  a 
country  agreement  under  this  program 
focuses  on  strengthening  the  oversight 
capacities  of  ANAC  and  improving 
Airport  security  and  safety,  including 
the  provision  of  civil  aviation  authority 
equipment,  Airport  screening 
equipment,  a  crisis  center  to  meet  ICAO 
requirements,  some  Airport 
infrastructure  and  consulting  services 
aimed  at  reform  and  capacity  building. 

The  World  Bank  has  also  signed  an 
agreement  with  the  Government  for  the 
“Mali  Growth  Support  Project”  which 
includes,  among  other  activities,  loan 
financing  for  the  development  of 
Airport  and  industrial  park  facilities 
located  within  the  Airport  domain.  It 
also  includes  assistance  aimed  at 
strengthening  the  management  of  the 
Airport  and  Industrial  Park.  The 
program  is  to  be  realized  between  2006 
and  2011. 

COSCAP/WAEMU 

Mali  is  a  signatory  of  a  recent 
agreement  involving  the  West  African 
Economic  and  Monetary  Union 
(“  WAEMU ”)  and  Mauritania  and  ICAO, 
referred  to  as  Cooperative  Operational 
Safety  and  Continuing  Airworthiness 
Project  (“ COSCAP ”),  with  the  goal  of 
promoting  the  security  and  safety  of 
aviation  in  the  West  African  region. 
Under  this  agreement,  a  permanent 
community  agency  of  safety  and 
security  is  to  be  established,  with  the 
aim  of  achieving  better  efficiency  and 
economy  by  means  of  the  common  use 
of  resources  on  the  part  of  the  signatory 
countries. 

Private  Sector  and  Civil  Society 

Private  sector  and  civil  society 
participated  in  the  consultative  process 
that  resulted  in  inclusion  of  the  Airport 
Improvement  Project' in  the  Compact. 
This  Project  aims  to  leverage  investment 
by  businesses  in  the  Airport,  as  well  as 
through  businesses  that  benefit  from 
Airport  traffic  (including  airlines, 
ground  support  operators,  retail 
concessions,  businesses  exporting  and 


importing  through  the  Airport,  tourism 
operators,  etc.),  so  efforts  will  be  made 
to  continue  to  involve  their  feedback  on 
the  design  and  implementation  of  this 
Project.  Both  civil  society  and  the 
private  sector  will  be  represented  on  the 
MCA-Mali  Board  of  Directors  and 
Advisory  Councils.  In  addition, 
consultations  on  the  EIA  will  be 
conducted  with  affected  parties  and 
other  stakeholders,  in  accordance  with 
the  Environmental  Guidelines,  Mali 
Decret  No.  03-594-P-RM  on 
environmental  impact  studies,  and  the 
draft  Arrete  Interministeriel  on  the 
procedure  for  public  consultation  on 
environmental  impact  studies.  Also, 
consultations  of  persons  affected  by  the 
Airport  Improvement  Project  will  be 
conducted  for  the  RAP,  consistent  with 
World  Bank  Operational  Policy  4.12  on 
Involuntary  Resettlement. 

5.  U.S.  Agency  for  International 
Development  (“USAID”) 

Both  USAID-funded  “Mali  Finance” 
and  “TradeMali”  projects  have 
improved  the  value  chains  of 
agricultural  products  such  as  mangoes 
and  green  beans.  These  high  value 
products  have  strong  potential  for 
increased  exportation  via  air  freight. 

The  new  IICEM  (Mali  Economic  Growth 
Initiative  and  Innovations)  program  of 
USAID/Mali  builds  on  the  achievements 
of  the  “Mali  Finance,”  “TradeMali”  and 
“PRODEPAM”  (Program  in 
Development  of  Agricultural 
Production)  projects  to  pursue  the 
following  goals:  (a)  Expansion  of 
irrigated  agriculture  from  lowland,  flood 
control-type  irrigated  perimeters,  (b) 
development  of  appropriate 
mechanisms  and  instruments  with  key 
partner  banks  and  microfinance 
institutions  to  support  production  and 
marketing,  (c)  the  expansion  of  markets 
and  marketing  for  producers’  groups 
and  traders,  and  (d)  introduction  of 
improved  production  and  processing 
technologies. 

6.  Sustainability 

The  Airport  Improvement  Project  will 
build  on  recent  Government  efforts  to 
reform  the  Malian  civil  aviation  sector 
through  the  Institutional  Strengthening 
Activity,  providing  technical  assistance 
to  both  ANAC  and  AdM.  The  Airport 
Improvement  Project  will  also  assist  in 
improving  the  maintenance  and 
operation  of  the  Airport  by  ensuring  the 
implementation  of  efficient,  transparent 
and  effective  private  participation  in  the 
management  of  the  Airport,  in 
collaboration  with  relevant  Government 
entities,  as  well  as  the  private  sector. 
Environmental  and  social  sustainability 
is  expected  to  be  achieved  through  the 
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development  and  implementation  of  an 
EMP  that  will  guide  construction 
activities  and  implementation  of 
pollution  control  for  new  and 
rehabilitated  infrastructure.  An 
Environmental  Management  System 
(“ EMS ”)  will  be  developed  to  provide 
for  continuing  environmental 
sustainability  of  Airport  operations. 

AdM  and  the  DNCPN  will  receive 
technical  assistance  to  develop 
environmental  capacity  during  the 
Compact  Term.  AdM  will  be  required  to 
seek  ISO  14000  certification  prior  to  the 
end  of  the  Compact  Term.  AdM  will 
also  be  required  to  hire  an  Airport  and 
Industrial  Park  environmental  manager 
to  oversee  the  implementation  of 
environmental  requirements. 

7.  Proposals 

Public  solicitations  for  proposals  are 
anticipated  to  procure  goods,  works  and 
services,  as  appropriate,  to  implement 
all  Project  Activities  under  the  Airport 
Improvement  Project.  MCA-Mali  will 
develop,  subject  to  MCC  approval,  a 
process  for  consideration  of  all  such 
proposals.  Notwithstanding  the 
foregoing,  MCA-Mali  may  also 
consider,,  using  a  process  developed 
subject  to  MCC  approval,  any 
unsolicited  proposals  it  might  receive. 

8.  Government  Obligation 

The  Government  shall  assure  the 
provision  of  adequate  financing  for  the 
rehabilitation  and  expansion  of  air  cargo 
facilities. 

Schedule  2  to  Annex  I  Alatona 
Irrigation  Project 

This  Schedule  2  generally  describes 
and  summarizes  the  key  elements  of  the 
project  that  the  Parties  intend  to 
implement  in  furtherance  of  the  Alatona 
Irrigation  Project  Objective  (the 
“Alatona  Irrigation  Project”). 

Additional  details  regarding  the 
implementation  of  the  Alatona  Irrigation 
Project  will  be  included  in  the 
Implementation  Documents  and  in  the 
relevant  Supplemental  Agreements. 

1.  Background 

MCC’s  investments  will  support  the 
development  of  key  infrastructure  and 
policy  reform  for  productive  sectors  and 
capitalize  on  one  of  Mali’s  major  assets, 
the  Niger  River  Delta,  for  irrigated 
agriculture.  The  Alatona  Irrigation 
Project  will  create  a  platform  for 
increased  production  and  productivity 
of  agriculture  and  will  be  a  catalyst  for 
the  transformation  and 
commercialization  of  family  farms.  It 
will  support  Mali’s  national 
development  strategy  to  increase  the 
contribution  of  the  rural  sector  to 


economic  growth  and  help  achieve 
national  food  security.  Agriculture  is  a 
vital  economic  sector,  contributing  40% 
to  GDP.  Eighty  percent  of  the  population 
earns  a  living  from  agriculture.  MCC’s 
investments  in  this  sector  will  be 
strengthened  by  policy  reforms  and 
institutional  support  such  as  formal 
land  titles  for  farmers,  demand-driven 
rural  advisory  services,  an  improved 
business  environment,  and  increased 
access  to  markets  and  trade.  The  hard 
and  soft  investments  will  impact  the 
poor  in  Mali,  particularly  Malian 
farmers,  not  only  in  the  Alatona  zone 
but,  over  time,  on  a  national  and 
regional  scale. 

The  Alatona  zone  is  located  in  the 
Office  du  Niger  (ON).  The  term  ON 
refers  both  to  the  geographical  zone  and 
the  authority  charged  with  the 
management  of  water  resources  and 
agricultural  support  in  the  zone.  The 
ON  comprises  one  million  ha  of  a  vast 
fossilized  inland  delta  whose  rich, 
alluvial  soils  can  be  irrigated  via  a 
gravity-fed  system  from  the  Niger  River, 
the  largest  river  in  West  Africa.  Its 
waters  are  highly  suitable  for  irrigation 
with  low  sediment  and  salt  content, 
minimizing  the  risk  of  salinization. 
Recognized  as  a  high  potential 
agricultural  zone,  the  French  colonial 
administration  established  an  extensive 
hydrological  network  of  diversions, 
canals,  and  drains  in  the  1930s.  Rice 
production  has  been  the  dominant 
agricultural  activity  since  1970,  with 
some  counter-season  horticultural 
production.  Approximately  80,000  ha 
are  under  production  today,  with  the 
possibility  for  expansion  to  200,000  ha, 
with  further  infrastructure  investment. 

2.  Summary  of  the  Alatona  Irrigation 
Project  and  Related  Project  Activities 

The  Alatona  Irrigation  Project  is 
focused  on  increasing  production  and 
productivity,  increasing  farmer  incomes, 
improving  land  tenure  security, 
modernizing  irrigated  production 
systems  and  mitigating  the  uncertainty 
from  subsistence  rain-fed  agriculture.  It 
seeks  to  develop  up  to  16,000  ha  of 
newly  irrigated  lands,  which  would 
represent  an  almost  20%  increase  of 
“drought-proof’  cropland  and  a  7% 
increase  of  the  country’s  total  stock  of 
fully  or  partially  irrigated  land.  The 
Alatona  Irrigation  Project  will  introduce 
innovative  agricultural,  land  tenure,  and 
water  management  practices,  as  well  as 
policy  and  organizational  reforms  aimed 
at  realizing  the  ON’s  potential  to  serve 
as  an  engine  of  rural  growth  for  Mali . 

Since  the  Alatona  Project  must  be 
completed  within  the  Compact  Term 
and  within  the  established  budget,  if,  at 
any  time  during  design,  procurement 


and  implementation  activities,  MCC 
reasonably  determines  that  there  is  a 
high  risk  that  the  Alatona  Project  will 
not  be  completed  within  the  Compact 
Term  and/or  the  established  budget, 
then  MCC  may,  in  consultation  with 
MCA-Mali,  appropriately  revise  the 
scope  of  the  applicable  Project 
Activities  to  ensure  project  completion 
within  the  Compact  Term  and  the 
established  budget. 

The  Project  Activities  that  are  funded 
under  this  Project  are: 

•  Niono — Goma  Coura  Road.  This 
Project  Activity  will  upgrade  an  81  km 
north-south  road  within  the  national 
highway  network  from  its  current  earth/ 
gravel  condition  to  a  paved  standard. 
The  investment  will  also  include  an 
additional  access  spur  to  the  Alatona 
perimeter  at  the  village  of  Dogofry. 

•  Irrigation  Planning  and 
Infrastructure.  This  Project  Activity  will 
involve  main  conveyance  system 
upgrade  and  expansion,  Alatona 
irrigation  system  development,  and 
support  to  the  ON  agency  on  water 
management. 

•  Land  Allocation.  The  Alatona 
Irrigation  Project  will  improve  rural 
land  tenure  security  in  Mali  by 
allocating  newly  developed,  irrigated 
land  to  family  farmers,  women  market 
gardeners,  and  farming  companies  in 
private  ownership.  These  land 
recipients  will  purchase  the  land  by 
making  annual  payments  over  a  15-20 
year  period.  This  Project  Activity 
consists  of  land  parcel  creation,  land 
rights  education,  registration  system 
upgrade,  land  parcel  allocation  and 
titling,  and  management  of  land 
revenues. 

•  Resettlement,  Social  Infrastructure, 
and  Social  Services.  This  Project 
Activity  will  compensate  families 
residing  in  the  perimeter  or  with  rights 
to  land  therein  consistent  with  World 
Bank  Operational  Policy  4.12  on 
Involuntary  Resettlement  by  offering 
land  in  the  irrigation  perimeter  or,  if  the 
land  option  is  not  chosen,  other 
compensation  alternatives.  This  Project 
Activity  will  provide  social 
infrastructure,  to  serve  these  project- 
affected  persons  plus  incoming  settlers 
and  other  migrant  families  and  also 
support  social  services  (primarily 
education  and  health  staff)  during  the 
last  three  years  of  the  Compact  Term. 

Agricultural  Services.  This  Project 
Activity  will  support  a  range  of 
agricultural,  institutional  and  related 
services  to  strengthen  capacity  and 
improve  agricultural  practice  through 
applied  agricultural  research,  extension 
and  farmer  training,  support  to  farmer 
organizations,  and  support  to  water 
users  associations  (“WUAs”). 
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•  Financial  Services.  This  Project 
Activity  will  encourage  agricultural 
lending  by  reducing  the  risks  of 
extending  credit  in  this  newly 
developed  zone,  improving 
transparency  within  the  existing 
financial  system,  and  strengthening  the 
capabilities  of  local  financial 
institutions  through  a  credit  risk  sharing 
program,  microfinance  credit  bureau 
strengthening,  financial  institution 
capacity  building,  and  direct  support  to 
farmers. 

In  connection  with  the  Project 
Activities  (other  than  the  Road  Activity, 
except  as  provided  in  Section  2(a) 
below),  MCA-Mali  will  assist  and  take 
all  necessary  steps  to  ensure  that  the 
EIA,  EMP  (including  an  HIV/AIDS 
awareness  plan  and  a  pest  management 
plan),  and  RAP  (consistent  with  World 
Bank  Operational  Policy  4.12  on 
Involuntary  Resettlement)  for  all 
irrigation  activities  of  the  Alatona 
Irrigation  Project  are  processed  and 
permits  delivered  in  accordance  with 
Mali  Decret  No  03-594-P-RM  on 
environmental  impact  studies  and  the 
Environmental  Guidelines,  all  of  which 
will  be  subject  to  MCC  approval.  MCC 
funding  will  support  implementation  of 
the  environmental  and  social  mitigation 
measures  as  identified  in  the  EIA,  EMP, 
HIV/AIDS  awareness  plan,  pest 
management  plan  and  RAP,  satisfactory 
to  MCC,  according  to  the  conditions 
precedent  set  forth  in  the  Disbursement 
Agreement. 

The  M&E  Plan  (described  in  Annex 
III)  will  set  forth  anticipated  results  and, 
where  appropriate,  regular  benchmarks 
that  may  be  used  to  monitor  the 
progress  of  the  implementation  of  the 
Alatona  Irrigation  Project.  Performance 
against  these  benchmarks,  as  well  as  the 
overall  impact  of  the  Alatona  Irrigation 
Project,  will  be  assessed  and  reported  at 
the  intervals  to  be  specified  in  the  M&E 
Plan,  or  as  otherwise  agreed  by  the 
Parties.  The  Parties  expect  that 
additional  indicators  will  be  identified 
during  implementation  of  the  Alatona 
Irrigation  Project.  The  expected  results 
from,  and  the  key  benchmarks  to 
measure  progress  on,  the  Alatona 
Irrigation  Project,  as  well  as  the  Project 
Activities  undertaken  or  funded 
thereunder,  are  set  forth  in  Annex  III. 

Conditions  precedent  to  each  Project 
Activity  under  the  Alatona  Irrigation 
Project,  and  the  sequencing  of  such 
Project  Activities,  shall  be  set  forth  in 
the  Disbursement  Agreement,  any  other 
Supplemental  Agreements  and  the 
relevant  Implementation  Documents. 

The  following  summarizes  each 
Project  Activity  under  the  Alatona 
Irrigation  Project: 


(a)  Project  Activity:  Niono — Goma 
Coura  Road  (the  “Road  Activity”). 

The  Road  Activity  involves  the 
upgrading  of  a  key  segment  of  the 
national  highway  network  serving  the 
Alatona  zone,  providing  vital  access  to 
inputs,  markets,  and  social  services  to 
the  Alatona  zone  and  other  farmers  in 
the  northern  sector.  The  Niono-Goma 
Coura  road  forms  the  first  81  km  of  a 
450  km  road  from  Niono  to  Tonka, 
recently  reclassified  as  National  Road 
33.  It  is  presently  an  earth  road  with 
laterite  surface  and  varying  width  of  6- 
7  meters,  which  has  been  compromised 
by  erosion  of  the  embankment  slopes. 
The  laterite  is  worn  away  in  numerous 
locations,  leading  to  washouts  and 
difficult  driving  conditions  during  the 
wet  season. 

Specifically,  MCC  Funding  will 
support  the  following: 

(i)  Double  bitumen  surface  treatment 
paving  of  81  km  of  National  Road  33  (7 
meter  carriageway  and  1.5  meter 
shoulders). 

(ii)  Construction  of  a  small  bridge  and 
2  km  spur  to  the  village  of  Dogofry  to 
provide  a  direct  access  from  the  Alatona 
perimeter  to  the  main  road  network. 

(iii)  Various  social  measures,  such  as 
parallel  tracks  to  accommodate  non- 
motorized  traffic,  of  which  there  is  a 
significant  amount  in  and  around  the 
populated  areas  and  safety  measures  for 
slowing  traffic,  as  well  as  additional 
parking  areas  at  the  villages. 

Additionally,  in  connection  with  the 
Road  Activity,  MCA-Mali  will  assist 
and  take  all  necessary  steps  to  ensure 
that  the  EA,  EMP  (including  an  HIV/ 
AIDS  awareness  plan),  and  RAP 
(consistent  with  World  Bank 
Operational  Policy  4.12  on  Involuntary 
Resettlement)  for  the  Road  Activity  of 
the  Alatona  Irrigation  Project  are 
processed  and  permits  delivered  in 
accordance  with  Mali  Decret  No.  03- 
594-P-RM  on  environmental  impact 
studies  and  the  Environmental 
Guidelines,  all  of  which  shall  be  subject 
to  MCC  approval;  provided,  however, 
that  such  EA,  EMP  and  RAP  may  be 
processed  as  part  of  the  EIA,  EMP,  and 
RAP  for  all  other  Project  Activities  (as 
described  in  Section  2  above).  MCC 
funding  will  support  implementation  of 
the  environmental  and  social  mitigation 
measures  as  identified  in  the  EA  (or 
EIA,  as  applicable),  EMP,  and  RAP, 
satisfactory  to  MCC,  according  to  the 
conditions  precedent  set  forth  in  the 
Disbursement  Agreement. 

(b)  Project  Activity:  Irrigation 
Planning  and  Infrastructure  (the 
“Irrigation  Activity”). 

This  Project  Activity  will  increase  the 
capacity  of  the  ON’s  main  conveyance 
structures  (the  Canal  Adducteur,  the 


Canal  du  Sahel  and  the  Fala  de  Molodo) 
to  ensure  sufficient  capacity  to  transport 
wet  season  water  to  all  the  developed 
perimeters.  MCC  Funding  will  support 
the  ON  in  achieving  physical  capacity  to 
realize  its  immediate  development 
goals,  improve  and  increase  service,  and 
to  move  toward  a  next  generation  of 
standards  and  operational  water 
management  procedures,  based  on  best 
international  practice. 

Specifically,  MCC  Funding  will 
support  the  following: 

(i)  Alatona  irrigation  system 
development,  which  will  involve  the 
construction  of  a  primary  canal  off  the 
main  system,  a  63  km  distributor  canal, 
a  network  of  secondary  and  tertiary 
canals  and  drainage  structures,  as  well 
as  land  leveling  and  internal  access 
roads.  This  will  allow  for  an  additional 
up  to  16,000  ha  of  irrigated  lands  in  the 
Alatona  zone. 

(ii)  Main  conveyance  system 
expansion,  which  will  increase  the 
conveyance  capacity  of  two  main  canals 
and  an  ancient  riverbed  that  transport 
water  from  the  Niger  River  to  the  ON 
irrigated  zones.  This  will  involve:  (1) 
Removal  of  the  central  island  separating 
the  two  branches  of  Canal  Adducteur: 

(2)  enlarging  the  main  canal  leading 
from  the  main  conveyance  canal  (Canal 
du  Sahel — 23  km);  and  (3)  raising  the 
banks  of  the  Fala  de  Molodo  along 
approximately  8  km. 

(iii)  Support  to  ON  Water 
Management,  which  will  provide 
technical  assistance  and  equipment  to 
the  ON  for  installing  and 
operationalizing  a  communications- 
based  water  management  system  as  well 
as  improving  overall  system 
management  to  ensure  more  efficient 
and  effective  water  management 
throughout  the  ON  system.  This  system 
will  also  provide  the  basis  for  data 
analysis  and  permitting  flow 
adjustments  according  to  climatic 
fluctuations  and  other  water  demand 
factors  and  will  establish  incentive 
structures  for  better  on-farm  water 
efficiency. 

(c)  Project  Activity:  Land  Allocation 
(the  “Land  Activity”). 

Through  the  sale  of  irrigated  land 
under  the  oversight  of  a  selection 
commission,  land  will  be  allocated  to 
small-,  medium-,  and  large-scale 
farmers.  A  selection  commission  will 
select  land  recipients  according  to  pre¬ 
defined  criteria,  and  enforce  safeguards 
designed  to  ensure  transparency  and 
fairness.  The  recipients  will  purchase 
the  land  at  prices  that  are  both 
affordable  to  farm  families,  yet  high 
enough  to  discourage  speculation.  Land 
payments  will  be  managed  by  private 
financial  institutions,  and  land 
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registration  capacity  will  be  bolstered. 
MCC  Funding  will  support  education 
and  dissemination  of  information  about 
land  rights,  benefits  and 
responsibilities,  and  the  allocation 
process  in  order  to  execute  land 
allocation  in  an  effective  manner  and  for 
long  term  land  management.  In 
addition,  the  Alatona  Irrigation  Project 
will  establish  year-round  market 
gardens  for  growing  vegetables,  to 
provide  the  women  of  the  Alatona  zone 
with  an  independent  source  of  family 
income.  This  market  garden  opportunity 
supplements  the  opportunity  women 
will  have  to  receive  larger  land  parcels 
though  the  selection  commission 
process. 

Specifically,  MCC  Funding  will 
support  the  following: 

fij  Land  Parcel  Creation.  Land  will  be 
divided  into  tertiary  irrigation  blocks, 
and  the  land  contained  therein  will  be 
subdivided  into  individual  land  parcels. 
This  sub-activity  will  include  land 
parcel  platting,  boundary  surveying,  and 
preparation  of  a  technical  description  of 
each  parcel. 

(ii)  Land  Rights  Education.  A  land- 
education  effort  will  be  carried  out  to 
provide  the  rural  population  of  the 
Alatona  zone  and  nearby  areas  with  an 
understanding  of  private  land 
ownership,  the  rights  and 
responsibilities  it  entails,  and  the 
benefits  it  can  bring.  The  effort  also  will 
inform  people  about  the  opportunity  to 
acquire  newly  developed  irrigated  land, 
and  work  with  land  recipients  on  how 
to  properly  manage  their  land  rights  and 
obligations. 

(iii)  Registration  System  Upgrade.  The 
Alatona  Irrigation  Project  will  support 
establishment  of  a  temporary  land 
registration  office  in  the  Alatona  zone 
that  will  remain  under  the  jurisdiction 
of  the  Segou  office  of  the  National 
Directorate  for  State  Property  and 
Cadastre  (a  technical  agency  within  the 
Ministry  of  State  Property  and  Land). 
This  temporary  office  will  operate  for 
the  four-year  period  during  which 
virtually  all  of  the  land  will  be  allocated 
and  titled.  Once  the  initial  wave  of 
titling  occurs,  the  Segou  office  may 
choose  to  maintain  the  temporary  office, 
or  replace  it  with  a  more  limited 
alternative  depending  upon  demand 
and  cost  considerations. 

(iv)  Land  Parcel  Allocation  and 
Titling.  A  selection  commission 
consisting  of  government  officials  and 
private  stakeholder  group 
representatives  (both  men  and  women), 
will  review  people’s  applications  for 
land  and  decide  who  will  receive  land 
based  on  pre-defined  criteria.  The 
criteria  include  various  technical  and 
other  qualifications,  are  differentiated 


by  farm  size,  and  give  special 
consideration  to  people  already  in  the 
Alatona  zone,1  women,  and  young 
farmers.  After  a  short  waiting  period, 
land  recipients  will  receive  land 
ownership  titles  that  they  will  pay  for 
over  a  15-20  year  period.  In  addition  to 
this  main  land  allocation  effort,  women 
in  the  Alatona  zone  will  receive  small 
land  plots  for  use  in  market  gardening. 

(v)  Management  of  Land  Revenues. 

This  sub-activity  will  assure  that  land 
revenues  are  transparently  managed  and 
not  co-mingled  with  other  accounts  and 
reinvested  in  locally  responsive  and 
appropriate  ways  in  the  Project  area. 

This  sub-activity  will  create  a  new 
entity  or  utilize  an  existing  entity  to 
collect  and  manage  the  land  purchase 
payments  under  Government  oversight. 
Collection  payment  mechanisms  will 
encourage  the  entry  and  participation  of 
private  financial  institutions  in  the  area. 
In  cases  when  land  owners  fail  to  make 
the  required  payments  remedies  will  be 
sought  up  to  and  including  executing  a 
foreclosure  action  and  public  sale  of  the 
land  to  satisfy  the  debt. 

(d)  Project  Activity:  Resettlement, 
Social  Infrastructure,  Social  Services 
(the  “Community  Activity”). 

The  Community  Activity  will  provide 
funds  to  implement  the  RAP,  build 
social  infrastructure  and  support  social 
services,  primarily  health  staff  and 
teachers,  to  ensure  appropriate 
utilization  of  the  social  infrastructure. 

Specifically,  MCC  Funding  will 
support  the  following: 

(i)  Resettlement.  This  sub-activity  will 
support  implementation  of  the  RAP 
previously  developed  in  collaboration 
with  the  relevant  Government  agencies, 
to  compensate  approximately  800 
families  who  lose  land  rights  or  access 
to  resources,  with  land  in  the  irrigated 
perimeter  or,  where  the  land  option  is 
refused,  other  compensation  options. 
Physically  relocated  resettlers  will  be 
provided  with  construction  materials  or 
built  houses.  For  reasons  of  social 
equity,  this  sub-activity  will  implement 
procedures  to  provide  equitable  access 
to  both  dry  and  rainy  season  water  and 
additional  supporting  measures  during 
the  first  year  of  farming  to  assist  these 
agro-pastoralist  families  to  take  up 
irrigated  rice  cultivation  successfully. 

(ii)  Social  Infrastructure.  This  sub¬ 
activity  will  provide  social 
infrastructure  and  social  services 
sufficient  to  serve  an  anticipated  total 
population  of  approximately  60,000, 
including  the  resettlers,  new  settlers  and 
other  migrants.  Access  roads,  potable 


1  Those  who  currently  reside  or  use  land  in  the 
Alatona  zone  will  automatically  be  eligible  to 
receive  land. 


water,  sanitation,  schools,  health 
centers,  public  markets,  warehouses, 
multi-function  centers,  laundry  facilities 
and  solar  electricity  supply  for  selected 
social  infrastructure  sites  will  be 
constructed  or  existing  facilities 
renovated  in  accordance  with 
international  and  national  norms. 

(iii)  Social  Services.  This  sub-activity 
will  support  social  services,  primarily 
health  staff  and  teachers,  over  the  last 
three-year  period  of  the  Compact  Term. 
Services  will  be  provided  according  to 
population  thresholds  established  by 
the  Government  on  the  basis  of 
international  and  regional  norms.  This 
sub-activity  will  equip  community 
health  centers  in  the  Alatona  zone  and 
health  centers  serving  the  larger  area,  as 
well  as  support  a  variety  of  health 
promotion  and  disease  prevention 
activities  related  to  obstetric  care, 
nutrition,  STIs,  HIV/AIDs,  malaria, 
schistosomiasis  and  intestinal  worms. 
Limited  support  will  be  provided  for 
maintenance  of  water  supply  and 
sanitation. 

(e)  Project  Activity:  Agricultural 
Services  (the  “Agriculture  Activity”). 

The  Agriculture  Activity  will  focus  on 
the  basics  of  irrigated  farming  and  will 
support  a  range  of  interventions  that 
target  capacity  building,  support,  and 
techniques  for  rice,  shallots,  livestock 
and  crop  integration,  and  women’s 
vegetable  garden  production.  During  the 
first  two  years  of  the  Alatona  Irrigation 
Project,  while  the  road  and  core 
irrigation  infrastructure  are  designed 
and  constructed  (the  pre-settlement 
phase),  efforts  will  focus  on  building  an 
institutional  environment  and  testing 
agricultural,  marketing,  and  water 
management  practices  focused  on 
achieving  farm  profitability.  The  Project 
Activity  will  be  conducted  in  pre¬ 
existing  ON  irrigated  perimeters 
involving,  to  the  extent  feasible, 
collaboration  with  the  ON,  existing 
institutions,  and  entities.  The  pre- 
settlement  phase  will  allow  for  the 
development,  testing,  and  piloting  of 
activities  to  be  transferred  and  scaled  up 
to  the  newly  developed  perimeter. 

Specifically,  MCC  Funding  will 
support  the  following: 

(i)  Applied  Agricultural  Research. 
This  sub-activity  includes  undertaking 
field-level,  applied  technology  research 
on  rice  production  and  processing; 
water  use,  control  and  management; 
agronomic  practices;  livestock 
enterprises  and  integration  with 
irrigation;  improved  equipment  and 
technologies;  commodity  chains 
development,  including  strengthening 
the  supply  system  for  agricultural 
inputs  and  equipment;  identifying, 
testing,  and  promoting  improved 
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conservation  techniques;  processing 
technologies,  and  improving  marketing 
of  crops;  and  natural  resource 
management  and  wood  supply. 

(ii)  Extension  and  Farmer  Training. 
This  sub-activity  will  include 
communication,  extension,  and  training 
through  a  variety  of  low-cost, 
sustainable  mechanisms  and  techniques 
that  may  include  Farmer  Field  Schools, 
Training  and  Visit,  farmer-to-farmer, 
stakeholder,  and  systems/value  chain 
approaches.  The  focus  of  this  sub¬ 
activity  will  include  improving  rice 
yields,  production  of  dry  seas.on 
diversified  crops,  integrating  crop  and 
livestock  production,  post-harvest 
storage  and  processing  activities, 
improving  water  management,  group 
promotion  and  formation,  integrated 
pest  management,  organizational 
management,  accounting  and  budgeting, 
and  farmer  rights  and  advocacy. 

(iii)  Support  to  Farmer  Organizations. 
This  sub-activity  will  provide  intensive 
organizational  development  and 
management  training  to  help  selected 
service  providers  and  farmer-controlled 
organizations  (including  women’s 
groups)  increase  capacity.  This  may 
include  training  on  the  preparation  of 
by-laws  and  business  plans;  election  of 
officers,  personnel  and  group 
management;  management  by 
objectives;  financial  sustainability  and 
credit  management;  knowledge  of  rights, 
facilitation  and  advocacy;  group 
procurement  of  inputs  and  marketing; 
and  accounting  and  financial 
management  capabilities  and 
commercialization. 

(iv)  Support  to  Water  User 
Associations.  This  sub-activity  will 
provide  training  to  WUAs  on 
organization  management,  cropping 
patterns  and  water  requirements, 
secondary  and  tertiary  canal 
maintenance  planning,  and  establishing 
procedures  for  collecting  and 
accounting  for  water  fees. 

(f)  Project  Activity:  Financial  Services 
(the  “Finance  Activity”). 

The  Finance  Activity  will  support 
agricultural  development  in  the  Alatona 
zone  by  promoting  a  sustainable, 
inclusive  financial  system  and 
improving  farmers’  access  to  credit. 
Interventions  will  be  focused  on 
encouraging  local  financial  institutions 
to  move  into  the  Alatona  zone  and  on 
building  their  capacity  and  willingness 
to  meet  the  financial  services  needs 
emerging  from  activities  supported  by 
the  Alatona  Irrigation  Project.  The 
Finance  Activity  will  encourage 
financial  institutions  to  lend  to  clients 
that  have  good  prospects  of  success  but 
may  lack  sufficient  collateral  or  a 
suitable  record  of  transactions  to  prove 


creditworthiness.  It  will  also  provide 
support  to  the  ON  Credit  Bureau  to 
strengthen  its  capacity  to  increase 
transparency  among  MFIs  in  the  region. 
Direct  support  will  also  be  provided  to 
farmers  to  improve  access  to  credit  for 
first-time  borrowers. 

Specifically,  MCC  Funding  will 
support  the  following: 

(i)  Credit  risk  sharing  program.  The 
credit  risk  sharing  program  will 
encourage  eligible  financial  institutions 
to  increase  their  lending  to  clients  by 
reducing  the  risk  of  providing  loans  in 
the  Alatona  zone.  MCC  Funding  will 
support  risk  sharing  (up  to  50%). 
Participating  financial  institutions  will 
also  be  provided  with  technical 
assistance. 

(ii)  Credit  bureau  strengthening.  This 
sub-activity  will  finance:  (1)  A  study  to 
identify  recommended  improvements  to 
the  ON  Credit  Bureau  and  to  test  their 
feasibility;  (2)  development  and 
acquisition  of  hardware  and  software 
necessary  to  create  an  electronic 
database  (pending  satisfactory 
completion  of  the  feasibility  study);  and 
(3)  training  for  ON  Credit  Bureau  staff, 
among  other  changes  as  identified  in  the 
needs  assessment  and  feasibility  study. 

(iii)  Financial  institution  capacity 
building.  This  sub-activity  will  provide 
training  and  technical  assistance  to 
financial  institutions  (banks  and  MFIs), 
focusing  on  areas  such  as  risk  analysis, 
portfolio  management,  and  new  product 
development  in  order  to  help  financial 
institutions  meet  the  needs  of  potential 
clients.  In  order  to  encourage  MFIs  to 
move  rapidly  into  the  Alatona  zone,  this 
sub-activity  will  also  assist  with  a 
portion  of  the  costs  of  setting  up  and 
staffing  new  offices. 

(iv)  Direct  support  to  farmers.  In 
addition  to  training  and  support  to 
farmer  organizations,  the  Alatona 
Irrigation  Project  will  provide  financial 
assistance  to  improve  access  to  credit 
for  first-time  borrowers.  This  sub¬ 
activity  will  provide  a  grant  to  assist 
new  clients  with  paying  a  portion  of  the 
initial  mandatory  deposit  required  by 
MFIs  in  order  for  the  new  clients  to 
access  their  first  loan. 

3.  Beneficiaries 

As  a  result  of  the  incremental 
agricultural  production  achieved 
through  the  Alatona  Irrigation  Project, 
incomes  of  farm  owners,  agricultural 
laborers  in  the  Alatona,  suppliers, 
transporters,  processors,  and  traders 
will  increase. 

The  upgrading  of  the  existing  Niono- 
Goma  Coura  road  is  anticipated  to  lower 
vehicle  operating  costs  (“  VOCs ”)  and  to 
generate  time  savings  for  road  users.  It 
is  anticipated  that  the  reduction  in 


VOCs  will  be  passed  on  to  populations 
located  along  the  road  in  the  form  of 
reduced  rates  of  cargo  spoilage  and 
lower  charges  for  the  transport  of  cargo 
goods,  including  the  transport  of 
agricultural  produce  from  the  Alatona 
zone  to  regional  markets  in  Niono  and 
potentially  national  markets  in  Bamako. 

Finally,  the  Alatona  Irrigation  Project 
is  also  expected  to  generate  non¬ 
qualified  social,  health,  and  education 
improvements  through  investment  in 
social  infrastructure  in  the  Alatona  zone 
and  greater  access  through  the  Niono- 
Goma  Coura  road  upgrade  to  existing 
health  and  social  services  facilities. 

4.  Donor  Coordination;  Role  of  Private 
,  Sector  and  Civil  Society 

The  Dutch  Development  Agency, 
French  Development  Agency,  the  World 
Bank,  and  USAID,  in  particular,  have 
been  working  in  the  ON  over  the  past 
several  decades  resulting  in  a  more 
efficient,  decentralized  management 
structure,  while  increasing  production 
and  productivity  of  the  Alatona  zone. 
The  Alatona  Irrigation  Project  leverages 
and  complements  other  donor,  private 
sector  and  civil  society  activities  in  Mali 
as  described  below.  Throughout 
implementation,  MCC  will  continue  to 
collaborate  with  these  donors  to  ensure 
equitable  water  distribution,  transfer  of 
skills  and  knowledge  in  agriculture 
production,  farm  management  and 
access  to  credit  for  the  farmers.  The 
Alatona  Irrigation  Project  will  involve 
close  coordination  with  donors  involved 
in  strengthening  the  management  of  the 
ON  agency  to  provide  effective 
operations  and  maintenance  of  the 
irrigation  infrastructure,  as  well  as 
conformity  with  the  established 
cropping  calendar. 

World  Bank 

The  Alatona  Irrigation  Project 
complements  and  reinforces  several 
ongoing  or  recently  launched  World 
Bank  programs  as  described  below. 

•  National  Project  for  Rural 
Infrastructure  provides  rural 
infrastructure  for  irrigation, 
transportation,  clean  water  and 
sanitation,  and  institutional 
strengthening.  In  May  2005,  this  project 
launched  a  bid  for  small-  and  medium- 
scale  farmers  to  purchase  land  in  the 
pilot  zone  of  Koumouna  in  the  ON.  This 
marked  the  ON’s  first  experience  of 
issuing  land  titles  to  individual  farmers. 

•  Agricultural  Competitiveness  and 
Diversification  Project  aims  to  expand 
production  and  improve  the 
productivity  of  diversified,  high  value 
commodities  and  to  increase  their 
export  and  market  competitiveness;  to 
remove  logistical  bottlenecks  to

increased  exportation;  to  reinforce  food 
security;  and  to  promote  rural  credit  and 
financing. 

•  Rural  Community  Development 
Project  enhances  the  capacity  of 
communities  to  propose  and  manage 
local  development  initiatives,  including 
Communal  Initiatives  Funds  and  Local 
Productive  Initiatives  Funds.  , 

Private  Sector  and  Civil  Society 

Private  sector  and  civil  society 
participated  in  the  consultative  process 
that  resulted  in  inclusion  of  the  Alatona 
Irrigation  Project  in  the  Compact.  The 
Alatona  Irrigation  Project  aims  to  attract 
farmers  to  purchase  land  and  increase 
the  revenue  of  farmers  and  farming 
enterprises.  Businesses  along  the  value 
chain  will  be  integral  to  the  success  of 
this  Project.  In  addition,  civil  society 
will  play  an  active  role  to  ensure  that 
land  allocation  is  fair  and  transparent 
and  that  social  services  are  provided  in 
the  Alatona  zone  in  a  fair  and  equitable 
manner.  Lastly,  both  civil  society  and 
private  sector  will  be  represented  on  the 
MCA-Mali  Board  of  Directors  and 
Advisory  Councils.  In  addition, 
consultations  will  be  conducted  with 
affected  parties  and  other  stakeholders 
on  the  EIA  for  all  Project  Activities 
(other  than  the  Road  Activity)  and  the 
EA  (or  EIA,  as  applicable)  for  the  Road 
Activity,  in  accordance  with  MCC 
Environmental  Guidelines,  Mali  Decret 
No.  03-594-P-RM  on  environmental 
impact  studies  and  the  draft  Arrete 
Interministeriel  on  the  procedure  for 
public  consultation  on  environmental 
impact  studies.  Consultations  will  also 
take  place  with  project  affected  persons 
for  the  RAPs,  consistent  with  World 
Bank  Operational  Policy  4.12  on 
Involuntary  Resettlement.  NGOs  are  also 
expected  to  play  a  role  in 
implementation,  particularly  in  the 
provision  of  health  promotion  activities. 

5.  USAID 

The  Alatona  Irrigation  Project  builds 
on  the  USAID’s  Accelerated  Economic 
Growth  and  Trade  Development  and 
Democracy  and  Governance  programs 
(2003-2012),  which  includes  the 
following  sub-projects: 

•  IICEM  (Mali  Economic  Growth 
Initiative  and  Innovations)  is  a  new 
program  of  USAID/Mali  builds  on  the 
achievements  of  the  “Mali  Finance,” 
“TradeMali”  and  “PRODEPAM” 
(Program  in  Development  of 
Agricultural  Production)  projects  to 
pursue  the  following  goals:  (a) 
Expansion  of  irrigated  agriculture  from 
lowland,  flood  control-type  irrigated 
perimeters,  (b)  development  of 
appropriate  mechanisms  and 
instruments  with  key  partner  banks  and 


microfinance  institutions  to  support 
production  and  marketing,  (c)  the 
expansion  of  markets  and  marketing  for 
producers’  groups  and  traders,  and  (d) 
introduction  of  improved  production 
and  processing  technologies. 

•  Program  on  Shared  Governance 
includes  capacity  building,  planning, 
and  financial  management  in  the 
communes  of  Diabaly  and  Dogofry  (the 
two  municipalities  located  in  the 
Alatona  zone). 

The  Alatona  Irrigation  Project  will 
continue  to  build  on  these  efforts  during 
implementation  and  strengthen  USAID 
best  practices  in  agricultural  support 
and  capacity  building  in  local 
governance  within  the  Alatona  zone. 

6.  Sustainability 

•  Sustainable  Irrigation  Management. 
To  assure  the  long  term  success  of  the 
Alatona  Irrigation  Project,  MCC  will 
finance  additional  capacity  on  the  main 
conveyance  structures,  as  well  as 
support  the  ON  to  achieve  sustainable 
management  of  its  entire  stock  of  assets. 
A  core  element  of  this  effort  will  be 
technical  assistance  to  introduce  a 
communications-based  technology  for 
real-time  water  monitoring  and 
management  on  the  main  system.  The 
Alatona  Irrigation  Project  will 
collaborate  with  the  ON  to  establish 
appropriate  and  equitable  water 
allocation  rules  among  the  perimeters, 
optimum  cropping  calendars  and 
practices  (such  as  the  adoption  of  short 
cycle  varieties)  and  the  gradual 
introduction  of  volumetric  water 
charges,  all  aimed  to  make  the  most 
efficient  use  of  scarce  water  during  the 
critical  months  of  the  dry  season.  The 
MCC-financed  technical  assistance  will 
assist  the  ON  to  develop  revised 
expansion  scenarios  based  on  updated 
assumptions  and  practices,  such  that 
any  further  expansion  does  not 
jeopardize  the  minimum  water 
requirements  and  functioning  of  the 
Alatona  zone  and  other  existing 
perimeters.  In  the  existing  ON  irrigated 
perimeters,  the  water  fees  collected  are 
adequate  to  cover  approximately  90%  of 
the  operating  and  maintenance  costs  of 
the  major  distribution  systems  within 
the  zones,  with  the  Government 
assuming  responsibility  for  the 
remaining  costs.  The  Alatona  Irrigation 
Project  will  address  the  utilization  of 
revenues  associated  with  land  sales  and 
water  fees  within  the  Alatona  zone  to 
fund  the  ongoing  expenses  of  Alatona 
institutions  during  and  beyond  the 
Compact  Term. 

•  Sustainable  Road  Maintenance.  A 
new  road  maintenance  agency, 
AGEROUTE,  has  recently  been 
established  with  donor  support.  The 


major  donors  to  the  road  sector  (World 
Bank,  European  Union  and  African 
Development  Bank)  are  promoting  long 
term  solutions  to  road  maintenance, 
including  more  reliance  on  user  fees  to 
finance  maintenance.  The  upgrading  of 
the  road  to  a  double  bituminous  surface 
will  result  in  estimated  annual 
maintenance  requirements  falling 
within  the  range  of  the  Government’s 
current  maintenance  allocations  for  the 
road. 

•  Sustainable  Rural  Infrastructure 
Management.  The  Alatona  Irrigation 
Project  will  finance  initial  recurrent 
costs  of  the  social  infrastructure  so  as  to 
“kick-start”  operations.  Within  the 
context  of  the  country’s  decentralization 
program,  the  planning  and 
implementation  of  these  infrastructure 
and  services  will  be  carried  out  in  close 
collaboration  with  the  appropriate 
technical  ministries  and  local 
authorities  (in  particular  the 
communes),  so  as  to  ensure  a  smooth 
transition  to  sustainable  provision  of 
staffing,  operations,  and  maintenance  of 
all  these  facilities  beyond  the  life  of  the 
Compact. 

•  Sustainable  Access  to  Financial 
Services.  The  Finance  Activity  will 
provide  MFIs  and  banks  with  training  in 
agricultural  credit  and  other  aspects  of 
managing  the  delivery  of  financial 
services  to  the  inhabitants  of  the 
Alatona  zone.  This  training  should 
enable  the  financial  institutions  to  better 
analyze  the  risks  of  extending  credit  in 
the  Alatona  zone  and  to  better  monitor 
and  manage  the  repayment  process. 
Meanwhile,  the  support  to  the  ON 
Credit  Bureau  will  promote 
transparency  in  the  sector  and  provide 
institutions  with  better  data  from  which 
to  evaluate  loan  applications. 

•  Sustainable  Management  of  Land 
Revenues.  The  Land  Activity  will  create 
a  new  entity  or  utilize  an  existing  entity 
to  collect  and  manage  the  revenues 
generated  through  land  payments.  MCC 
funding  will  support  the  costs  of 
structuring  this  entity  and  providing 
some  initial  capacity  building,  until  it 
can  support  itself  through  the  land 
revenues  collected. 

•  Sustainable  Agricultural  Services. 
Skilled  local  institutions  with  proven 
capacity  will  be  contracted  to  deliver 
services,  and  design  and  coordinate 
research  activities.  It  will  include  on- 
station  evaluation  of  varieties  and/or 
technologies  under  development;  on- 
farm  confirmation  and  adaptation  of 
existing  research  results;  and 
participatory,  farmer-led  research. 
Eventually,  involvement  of  farmers, 
farmer  organizations,  and  a  possible  fee- 
for-service  approach  could  make  the

research  demand-driven  and  partly 
funded  by  users. 

•  Environmental  and  Social 
Sustainability.  Sustainability  is  to  be 
achieved  through  the  implementation  of 
a  land  use  and  natural  resources 
management  plan  (a  prerequisite 
planning  tool  for  the  EIA),  the 
identification  of  institutions  responsible 
for  natural  resources  management  over 
the  long  term,  and  the  implementation 
of  an  EMP  that  will  incorporate  an  HIV/ 
AIDS  awareness  plan  and  a  pest 
management  plan.  Pre-settlement 
activities  will  provide  the  opportunity 
to  test  the  sustainability  of  practices  to 
be  applied  in  the  Alatona  zone. 

Resettlers  will  be  eligible  to  receive 
agricultural  inputs  for  the  first  year  and 
all  cultivators  will  be  able  to  receive 
technical  assistance  in  farming 
techniques  and  training  to  improve  their 
ability  to  secure  credit.  The  provision  of 
social  infrastructure  will  allow 
improvements  in  health  care,  education, 
potable  water  supply  and  sanitation  and 
the  funding  of  social  services  will 
provide  for  a  transition  to  full 
government  funding  of  these  services 
after  the  Compact  Term. 

7.  Policy;  Legal;  and  Regulatory  Reform 

The  Parties  have  identified  the 
following  policy,  legal  and  regulatory 
reforms  and  actions  that  the 
Government  shall  pursue  in  support, 
and  to  reach  the  full  benefits  of  the 
Alatona  Irrigation  Project,  the 
satisfactory  implementation  of  which 
will  be  conditions  precedent  to  certain 
MCC  Disbursements  as  provided  in  the 
Disbursement  Agreement: 

•  The  establishment  of  a  new  entity 
or  utilization  of  an  existing  entity  to 
manage  the  collection  and  use  of  land 
revenues  generated  through  the  Alatona 
Irrigation  Project.  The  structure  of  the 
entity  and  its  operating  guidelines  will 
be  subject  to  MCC  approval. 

•  Within  the  Compact  Term,  and  in 
any  event  no  later  than  six  to  nine 
months  prior  to  the  end  of  the  Compact 
Term,  the  identification  of  a  fiduciary  or 
liquidation  agent  to  manage  or  liquidate 
all  of  the  remaining  financial  assets  at 
the  end  of  the  Compact  Term.  The 
selection  of  the  fiduciary  or  liquidation 
agent  and  the  final  plan  for  the 
disposition  of  financial  assets  from  the 
credit  risk  sharing  program  in  the 
Finance  Activity  will  be  subject  to  MCC 
approval. 

•  The  execution  of  a  memorandum  of 
understanding  between  MCA -Mali  and 
the  ON  that  ensures  equitable  allocation 
of  dry-season  water  among  the  ON 
zones,  measured  at  the  headworks  of 
primary  canals,  prior  to  initial  MCC 
Disbursement  for  the  Project  Activities 


within  the  Alatona  Irrigation  Project, 
other  than  the  Road  Activity. 

•  The  provision  of  evidence  by  the 
Government  of  an  agreed  allocation  of 
land  for  dry  season  and  wet  season 
cultivation  in  the  Alatona  zone  prior  to 
approval  of  final  design  of  the  first 
tranche  of  the  irrigation  and  planning 
infrastructure  sub-activity  of  the 
Alatona  Irrigation  Project. 

8.  Proposals 

Public  solicitations  for  proposals  are 
anticipated  to  procure  goods,  works  and 
services,  as  appropriate,  to  implement 
all  Project  Activities  under  the  Alatona 
Irrigation  Project.  MCA-Mali  will 
develop,  subject  to  MCC  approval,  a 
process  for  consideration  of  all  such 
proposals.  Notwithstanding  the 
foregoing,  MCA-Mali  may  also  consider, 
using  a  process  developed  subject  to 
MCC  approval,  any  unsolicited 
proposals  it  might  receive.

1.  General 

A  multi-year  financial  plan  summary 
(“Multi-Year  Financial  Plan  Summary”) 
is  attached  hereto  as  Exhibit  A.  By  such 
time  as  specified  in  the  Disbursement 
Agreement,  MCA-Mali  will  adopt, 
subject  to  MCC  approval,  a  Multi-Year 
Financial  Plan  that  includes,  in  addition 
to  the  multi-year  summary  of  estimated 
MCC  Funding  and  the  Government’s 
contribution  of  funds  and  resources,  an 
estimated  draw-down  rate  for  the  first 
.  year  of  the  Compact  Term  based  on  the 
achievement  of  performance  milestones, 
as  appropriate,  and  the  satisfaction  or 
waiver  of  conditions  precedent.  Each 
year,  at  least  30  days  prior  to  the 
anniversary  of  the  Entry  into  Force,  the 
Parties  shall  mutually  agree  in  writing 
to  a  Detailed  Budget  for  the  upcoming 
year  of  the  Program,  which  shall  include 
a  more  detailed  budget  for  such  year, 
taking  into  account  the  status  of  the 
Program  at  such  time  and  making  any 
necessary  adjustments  to  the  Multi-Year 
Financial  Plan. 


2.  Implementation  and  Oversight 

The  Multi-Year  Financial  Plan  and 
each  Detailed  Budget  shall  be 
implemented  by  MCA-Mali,  consistent 
with  the  approval  and  oversight  rights 
of  MCC  and  the  Government  as 
provided  in  this  Compact,  the 
Governing  Documents  and  the 
Disbursement  Agreement. 

3.  Estimated  Contributions  of  the  Parties 

The  Multi-Year  Financial  Plan 
Summary  identifies  the  estimated 
annual  contribution  of  MCC  Funding  for 
Program  administration,  M&E  and  each 
Project.  The  Government’s  contribution 
of  resources  to  Program  administration, 
M&E  and  each  Project  shall  consist  of  (a) 
“in-kind”  contributions  in  the  form  of 
Government  Responsibilities  and  any 
other  obligations  and  responsibilities  of 
the  Government  identified  in  this 
Compact,  and  (b)  such  other 
contributions  or  amounts  as  may  be 
identified  in  this  Compact  (including 
adequate  funding  for  the  rehabilitation 
and  expansion  of  air  cargo  facilities,  as 
specified  in  Section  8  of  Schedule  1  of 
Annex  I)  and  in  relevant  Supplemental 
Agreements  between  the  Parties  or  as 
may  otherwise  be  agreed  by  the  Parties; 
provided,  in  no  event  shall  the 
Government’s  contribution  of  resources 
be  less  than  the  amount,  level,  type  and 
quality  of  resources  required  effectively 
to  carry  out  the  Government 
Responsibilities  or  any  other 
responsibilities  or  obligations  of  the 
Government  under  or  in  furtherance  of 
this  Compact. 

4.  Modifications 

The  Parties  recognize  that  the 
anticipated  distribution  of  MCC 
Funding  between  and  among  the 
various  activities  for  Program 
administration,  M&E,  the  Projects  and 
the  Project  Activities  will  likely  require 
adjustment  from  time  to  time  during  the 
Compact  Term.  In  order  to  preserve 
flexibility  in  the  administration  of  the 
Program,  as  provided  in  Section  4(a)(iv) 
of  Annex  I,  the  Parties  may,  upon 
agreement  of  the  Parties  in  writing  and 
without  amending  the  Compact,  change 
the  designations  and  allocations  of 
funds  among  the  Projects,  the  Project 
Activities,  or  any  activity  under 
Program  administration  or  M&E,  or 
between  a  Project  identified  as  of  the 
Entry  into  Force  and  a  new  project, 
without  amending  this  Compact; 
provided,  however,  that  such 
reallocation  (a)  is  consistent  with  the 
Compact  Goal  and  the  Implementation 
Documents;  (b)  shall  not  cause  the 
amount  of  MCC  Funding  to  exceed  the 
aggregate  amount  specified  in  Section 
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2.1(a)  of  this  Compact;  and  (c)  shall  not 
cause  the  Government’s  obligations  or 
responsibilities  or  overall  contribution 
of  resources  to  be  less  than  specified  in 
Section  2.2(a)  of  this  Compact,  this 
Annex  II  or  elsewhere  in  the  Compact. 

5.  Conditions  Precedent;  Sequencing 

MCC  Funding  will  be  disbursed  in 
tranches.  The  obligation  of  MCC  to 


approve  MCC  Disbursements  and 
Material  Re-Disbursements  for  the 
Program  is  subject  to  satisfactory 
progress  in  achieving  the  Objectives  and 
on  the  fulfillment  or  waiver  of  any 
conditions  precedent  specified  in  the 
Disbursement  Agreement  for  the 
relevant  activity  under  the  Program.  The 
sequencing  of  Project  Activities  or  sub¬ 


activities  and  other  aspects  of  how  the 
Parties  intend  the  Program  to  be 
implemented  will  be  set  forth  in  the 
Implementation  Documents,  including 
the  Work  Plan  for  the  applicable 
Program  (and  each  component  thereof), 
and  MCC  Disbursements  and  Re- 
Disbursements  will  be  made  consistent 
with  such  sequencing.  -

(b)  Data  Collection  and  Reporting.  The 
M&E  Plan  shall  establish  guidelines  for 
data  collection  and  a  reporting 
framework,  including  a  schedule  of 
Program  reporting  and  responsible 
parties.

Either  MCC 
or  MCA-Mali  may  request  ad  hoc  or 
interim  evaluations  or  special  studies  of 
Projects,  Project  Activities,  or  the 
Program  as  a  whole  prior  to  the 
expiration  of  the  Compact  Term  (each, 
an  “Ad  Hoc  Evaluation”).  If  MCA-Mali 
engages  an  evaluator  for  an  Ad  Hoc 
Evaluation,  the  evaluator  will  be  an 
externally  contracted  independent 
source  selected  by  MCA-Mali,  subject  to 
the  prior  written  approval  of  MCC, 
following  a  tender  in  accordance  with 
the  Procurement  Guidelines,  and 
otherwise  in  accordance  with  any 
relevant  Implementation  Letter  or 
Supplemental  Agreement.

Each  Advisory  Council  will 
have  opportunity  to  present  its 
suggestions  to  the  M&E  Plan,  which  the 
Board  shall  take  into  consideration  in  its 
review  of  any  amendments  to  the  M&E 
Plan  during  the  Compact  Term. 

(c)  MCC  Disbursement  and  Re- 
Disbursement  for  a  Project  Activity.  As 
a  condition  to  each  MCC  Disbursement 
or  Re-Disbursement  there  shall  be 
satisfactory  progress  on  the  M&E  Plan 
for  the  relevant  Project  or  Project 
Activity,  and  substantial  compliance 
with  the  M&E  Plan,  including  any 
reporting  requirements.

The  U.S.  Nuclear  Regulatory 
Commission  (the  Commission)  is 
considering  issuance  of  an  amendment 
to  Facility  Operating  License  No.  NPF- 
69  issued  to  Nine  Mile  Point  Nuclear 
Station,  LLC  (NMPNS,  or  the  licensee) 
for  operation  of  the  Nine  Mile  Point 
Nuclear  Station,  Unit  No.  2  located  in 
Oswego,  New  York. 

The  proposed  amendment  would 
modify  Technical  Specification  (TS) 
3.7.3,  “Control  Room  Envelope  Air 
Conditioning  (AC)  System,”  by  adding 
an  Action  Statement  to  the  Limiting 
Conditions  for  Operation.  The  new 
Action  Statement  allows  a  finite  time  to 
restore  one  control  room  envelope  AC 
subsystem  to  operable  status  and 
requires  verification  that  the  control 
room  temperature  remains  <  90  °F  every 
4  hours.  In  its  application  dated  July  30, 
2007,  the  licensee  submitted  its 
proposed  changes  as  being  applicable  to 
the  model  Nuclear  Regulatory 
Commission  (NRC)-approved  TS  Task 
Force  (TSTF)  TSTF-^477,  Revision  3, 
“Adding  an  Action  Statement  for  Two 
Inoperable  Control  Room  Air 
Conditioning  Subsystems.”  The 
availability  of  this  TS  improvement  was 
published  in  the  Federal  Register  on 
March  26,  2007  (72  FR  14143),  as  part 
of  the  consolidated  line  item 
improvement  process.  By  letter  dated 
September  8,  2008,  the  licensee 
provided  administrative  changes  to  its 
proposed  TSs  and  a  supplemental  No 
Significant  Hazards  Consideration 
determination  as  shown  below. 

Before  issuance  of  the  proposed 
license  amendment,  the  Commission 
will  have  made  findings  required  by  the 
Atomic  Energy  Act  of  1954,  as  amended 
(the  Act),  and  the  Commission’s 
regulations. 

The  Commission  has  made  a 
proposed  determination  that  the 
amendment  request  involves  no 
significant  hazards  consideration.  Under 
the  Commission’s  regulations  in  Title  10 
of  the  Code  of  Federal  Regulations  (10 
CFR),  Section  50.92,  this  means  that 
operation  of  the  facility  in  accordance 
with  the  proposed  amendment  would 
not  (1)  involve  a  significant  increase  in 
the  probability  or  consequences  of  an 


accident  previously  evaluated;  or  (2) 
create  the  possibility  of  a  new  or 
different  kind  of  accident  from  any 
accident  previously  evaluated;  or  (3) 
involve  a  significant  reduction  in  a 
margin  of  safety.  As  required  by  10  CFR 
50.91(a),  the  licensee  has  provided  its 
analysis  of  the  issue  of  no  significant 
hazards  consideration,  which  is 
presented  below: 

1.  Does  the  proposed  amendment  involve 
a  significant  increase  in  the  probability  or 
consequences  of  an  accident  previously 
evaluated? 

Response:  No. 

The  proposed  changes  administratively 
revise  the  wording  of  TS  3.7.3,  “Control 
Room  Air  Conditioning  (AC)  System,”  and 
do  not  change  Actions  or  associated 
Completion  Times  currently  included  in  the 
TS  (as  modified  by  TSTF— 477-A).  They  do 
not  impact  any  accident  initiators,  the  ability 
to  mitigate  previously  evaluated  accidents,  or 
the  assumptions  used  in  evaluating  the 
radiological  consequences  of  previously 
evaluated  accidents.  The  proposed  changes 
do  not  involve  the  addition  or  removal  of  any 
equipment,  or  any  design  changes  to  the 
facility. 

Therefore,  the  proposed  changes  do  not 
involve  a  significant  increase  in  the 
probability  or  consequences  of  an  accident 
previously  evaluated. 

2.  Does  the  proposed  amendment  create 
the  possibility  of  a  new  or  different  kind  of 
accident  from  any  accident  previously 
evaluated? 

Response:  No. 

The  proposed  changes  administratively 
revise  the  wording  of  TS  3.7.3,  “Control 
Room  Air  Conditioning  (AC)  System,”  and 
do  not  change  Actions  or  associated 
Completion  Times  currently  included  in  the 
TS  (as  modified  by  TSTF— 477-A).  They  do 
not  involve  a  modification  to  the  physical 
configuration  of  the  plant  [i.e.,  no  new 
equipment  will  be  installed)  or  involve  a 
change  in  the  methods  governing  normal 
plant  operation.  The  proposed  changes  will 
not  impose  any  new  or  different 
requirements  or  introduce  a  new  accident 
initiator,  accident  precursor,  or  failure 
mechanism. 

Therefore,  the  proposed  changes  do  not 
create  the  possibility  of  a  new  or  different 
kind  of  accident  from  any  accident 
previously  evaluated. 

3.  Does  the  proposed  amendment  involve 
a  significant  reduction  in  a  margin  of  safety? 

Response:  No. 

The  proposed  TS  changes  are 
administrative  in  nature.  They  do  not  involve 
a  modification  to  the  physical  configuration 
of  the  plant  (i.e.,  no  new  equipment  will  be 
installed)  or  change  the  methods  governing 
normal  plant  operation.  The  proposed 
changes  do  not  modify  the  safety  limits  or 
setpoints  at  which  protective  actions  are 
initiated,  and  do  not  change  the  requirements 
governing  operation  or  availability  of  safety 
equipment  assumed  to  operate  to  preserve 
margins  of  safety. 

Therefore,  the  proposed  changes  do  not 
involve  a  significant  reduction  in  a  margin  of 
safety.

The  NRC  staff  has  reviewed  the 
licensee’s  analysis  and,  based  on  this 
review,  it  appears  that  the  three 
standards  of  10  CFR  50.92(c)  are 
satisfied.  Therefore,  the  NRC  staff 
proposes  to  determine  that  the 
amendment  request  involves  no 
significant  hazards  consideration.

The 
petition  must  also  identify  the  specific 
contentions  which  the  petitioner/ 
requestor  seeks  to  have  litigated  at  the 
proceeding. 

Each  contention  must  consist  of  a 
specific  statement  of  the  issue  of  law  or 
fact  to  be  raised  or  controverted.  In 
addition,  the  petitioner/ requestor  shall 
provide  a  brief  explanation  of  the  bases 
for  the  contention  and  a  concise 


statement  of  the  alleged  facts  or  expert 
opinion  which  support  the  contention 
and  on  which  the  petitioner  intends  to 
rely  in  proving  the  contention  at  the 
hearing.  The  petitioner/requestor  must 
also  provide  references  to  those  specific 
sources  and  documents  of  which  the 
petitioner  is  aware  and  on  which  the 
petitioner  intends  to  rely  to  establish 
those  facts  or  expert  opinion.  The 
petition  must  include  sufficient 
information  to  show  that  a  genuine 
dispute  exists  with  the  applicant  on  a 
material  issue  of  law  or  fact. 

Contentions  shall  be  limited  to  matters 
within  the  scope  of  the  amendment 
under  consideration.  The  contention 
must  be  one  which,  if  proven,  would 
entitle  the  petitioner  to  relief.  A 
petitioner/requestor  who  fails  to  satisfy 
these  requirements  with  respect  to  at 
least  one  contention  will  not  be 
permitted  to  participate  as  a  party. 

Those  permitted  to  intervene  become 
parties  to  the  proceeding,  subject  to  any 
limitations  in  the  order  granting  leave  to 
intervene,  and  have  the  opportunity  to 
participate  fully  in  the  conduct  of  the 
hearing. 

If  a  hearing  is  requested,  the 
Commission  will  make  a  final 
determination  on  the  issue  of  no 
significant  hazards  consideration.  The 
final  determination  will  serve  to  decide 
when  the  hearing  is  held.  If  the  final 
determination  is  that  the  amendment 
request  involves  no  significant  hazards 
consideration,  the  Commission  may 
issue  the  amendment  and  make  it 
immediately  effective,  notwithstanding 
the  request  for  a  hearing.  Any  hearing 
held  would  take  place  after  issuance  of 
the  amendment.  If  the  final 
determination  is  that  the  amendment 
request  involves  a  significant  hazards 
consideration,  any  hearing  held  would 
take  place  before  the  issuance  of  any 
amendment. 

A  request  for  hearing  or  a  petition  for 
leave  to  intervene  must  be  filed  in 
accordance  with  the  NRC  E-Filing  rule, 
which  the  NRC  promulgated  on  August

The 
Petitioner  participated  in  a  conference 
call  with  the  NRR  Petition  Review 
Board  (PRB)  on  August  14,  2008,  to 
discuss  the  petition.  The  additional 
information  provided  by  the  Petitioner 
was  considered  by  the  PRB  before 
making  its  final  recommendation.  By 
letter  dated  September  15th,  2008,  the 
Director  accepted  for  review,  pursuant 
to  10  CFR  2.206,  the  Petitioner’s 
concerns  regarding  the  licensee’s  failure 
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to  implement  the  new  emergency 
notification  siren  system  in  a  timely 
manner.  The  Director  also  informed  the 
Petitioner  that  the  siren  issues  in  this 
petition  would  be  combined  with  the 
Petitioner’s  earlier-  petition  on  the  new 
siren  system,  dated  September  28,  2007. 
The  earlier  petition  was  noticed  in  the 
Federal  Register  on  February  25,  2008 
(73  FR  10068).  The  Director  informed 
the  Petitioner  that  his  issues  on 
groundwater  contamination  were 
considered  by  the  NRC  in  response  to  an 
earlier  petition  by  the  Petitioner.  A

Emergency  Order  Pursuant  to  Section 
12(K)(2)  of  the  Securities  Exchange  Act 
of  1934  Taking  Temporary  Action  To 
Respond  to  Market  Developments 

September  18,  2008. 

The  Commission  is  aware  of  the 
continued  potential  of  sudden  and 
excessive  fluctuations  of  securities 
prices  and  disruption  in  the  functioning 
of  the  securities  markets  that  could 
threaten  fair  and  orderly  markets.  In  our 
recent  publication  of  an  emergency 
order  under  Section  12(k)  of  the 
Exchange  Act  (the  “Act”),1  for  example, 
we  were  concerned  about  the  possible 
unnecessary  or  artificial  price 
movements  based  on  unfounded  rumors 
regarding  the  stability  of  financial 
institutions  and  other  issuers 
exacerbated  by  “naked”  short  selling. 
Our  concerns,  however,  are  no  longer 
limited  to  just  the  financial  institutions 
that  were  the  subject  of  the  July 
Emergency  Order.  Recent  market 
conditions  have  made  us  concerned  that 
short  selling  in  the  securities  of  a  wider 
range  of  financial  institutions  may  be

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causing  sudden  and  excessive 
fluctuations  of  the  prices  of  such 
securities  in  such  a  manner  so  as  to 
threaten  fair  and  orderly  markets. 

Given  the  importance  of  confidence  in 
our  financial  markets  as  a  whole,  we 
have  become  concerned  about  recent 
sudden  declines  in  the  prices  of  a  wide 
range  of  securities.  Such  price  declines 
can  give  rise  to  questions  about  the 
underlying  financial  condition  of  an 
issuer,  which  in  turn  can  create  a  crisis 
of  confidence,  without  a  fundamental 
underlying  basis.  This  crisis  of 
confidence  can  impair  the  liquidity  and 
ultimate  viability  of  an  issuer,  with 
potentially  broad  market  consequences. 
Our  concerns  are  no  longer  limited  to 
the  financial  institutions  that  were  the 
subject  of  the  July  Emergency  Order. 

As  a  result  of  these  recent 
developments,  the  Commission  has 
concluded  that  there  continues  to  exist 
the  potential  of  sudden  and  excessive 
fluctuations  of  securities  prices 
generally  and  disruption  in  the 
functioning  of  the  securities  markets 
that  could  threaten  fair  and  orderly 
markets.  Based  on  this  conclusion,  the 
Commission  is  exercising  its  powers 
under  Section  1 2(k)(2)  of  the  Act.2 
Pursuant  to  Section  12(k)(2),  in 
appropriate  circumstances  the 
Commission  may  issue  summarily  an 
order  to  alter,  supplement,  suspend,  or 
impose  requirements  or  restrictions 
with  respect  to  matters  or  actions 
subject  to  regulation  by  the  Commission 
if  the  Commission  determines  such  an 
order  is  necessary  in  the  public  interest 
and  for  the  protection  of  investors  to 
maintain  or  restore  fair  and  orderly 
securities  markets. 

In  these  unusual  and  extraordinary 
circumstances,  we  have  concluded  that, 
to  prevent  substantial  disruption  in  the 
securities  markets,  temporarily 
prohibiting  any  person  from  effecting  a 
short  sale  in  the  publicly  traded 
securities  of  certain  financial  firms, 
which  entities  are  identified  in 
Appendix  A  (“Included  Financial 
Firms”),  is  in  the  public  interest  and  for 
the  protection  of  investors  to  maintain 
or  restore  fair  and  orderly  securities 
markets. 

This  emergency  action  should  prevent 
short  selling  from  being  used  to  drive 
down  the  share  prices  of  issuers  even 
where  there  is  no  fundamental  basis  for 
a  price  decline  other  than  general 
market  conditions. 

It  is  ordered  that,  pursuant  to  our 
Section  12(k)(2)  powers,  all  persons  are

prohibited  from  short  selling  3  any 
publicly  traded  securities  of  any 
Included  Financial  Firm. 

Similar  to  the  Amended  July 
Emergency  Order,  we  are  providing  a 
limited  exception  for  certain  bona  fide 
market  makers.  We  believe  this  narrow 
exception  is  necessary  because  such 
market  makers  may  need  to  facilitate 
customer  orders  in  a  fast  moving  market 
without  possible  delays  associated  with 
complying  with  the  requirements  of  this 
Order. 

It  is  therefore  ordered  that,  pursuant 
to  our  Section  12(k)(2)  powers,  the 
following  entities  are  excepted  from  the 
requirements  of  the  Order:  Registered 
market  makers,  block  positioners,  or 
other  market  makers  obligated  to  quote 
in  the  over-the-counter  market,  in  each 
case  that  are  selling  short  a  publicly 
traded  security  of  an  Included  Financial 
Firm  as  part  of  bona  fide  market  making 
in  such  security. 

In  addition,  we  are  providing  an 
exception  to  allow  short  sales  that  occur 
as  a  result  of  automatic  exercise  or 
assignment  of  an  equity  option  held 
prior  to  effectiveness  of  this  Order  due 
to  expiration  of  the  option. 

It  is  therefore  ordered  that,  pursuant 
to  our  Section  12(k)(2)  powers,  the 
requirements  of  this  Order  shall  not 
apply  to  any  person  that  effects  a  short 
sale  in  any  publicly  traded  security  of 
any  Included  Financial  Firm  as  a  result 
of  automatic  exercise  or  assignment  of 
an  equity  option  held  prior  to 
effectiveness  of  this  Order  due  to 
expiration  of  the  option. 

Finally,  to  facilitate  the  expiration  of 
options  on  September  20th,  options 
market  makers  are  excepted  from  the 
requirements  of  this  Order  until  11:59 
p.m.  on  September  19th  when  selling 
short  as  part  of  bona  fide  market  making 
and  hedging  activities  related  directly  to 
bona  fide  market  making  in  derivatives 
on  the  publicly  traded  securities  of  any 
Included  Financial  Firm. 

It  is  therefore  ordered  that,  pursuant 
to  our  Section  12(k)(2)  powers,  the 
requirements  of  this  Order  shall  not 
apply,  until  11:59  p.m.  on  September 
19,  2008,  to  any  person  that  is  a  market 
maker  that  effects  a  short  sale  as  part  of 
a  bona  fide  market  making  and  hedging 
activity  related  directly  to  bona  fide 
market  making  in  derivatives  on  the 
publicly  traded  securities  of  any 
Included  Financial  Firm. 

This  Order  shall  be  effective 
immediately  and  shall  terminate  at 
11:59  p.m.  EDT  on  October  2,  2008,

Emergency  Order  Pursuant  to  Section 
12(k)(2)  of  the  Securities  Exchange  Act 
of  1934  Taking  Temporary  Action  To 
Respond  to  Market  Developments

The  Commission  is  aware  of  the 
continued  potential  of  sudden  and 
excessive  fluctuations  of  securities 
prices  and  disruption  in  the  functioning 
of  the  securities  markets  that  could 
threaten  fair  and  orderly  markets.  Given 
the  importance  of  confidence  in  our 
financial  markets  as  a  whole,  we  have  • 
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also  become  concerned  about  sudden 
and  unexplained  declines  in  the  prices 
of  securities.  Such  price  declines  can 
give  rise  to  questions  about  the 
underlying  financial  condition  of  an 
issuer,  which  in  turn  can  create  a  crisis 
of  confidence  without  a  fundamental 
underlying  basis.  This  crisis  of 
confidence  can  impair  the  liquidity  and 
ultimate  viability  of  an  issuer,  with 
potentially  broad  market  consequences. 

As  a  result  of  these  recent 
developments,  the  Commission 
concluded  that  there  continues  to  exist 
the  potential  of  sudden  and  excessive 
fluctuations  of  securities  prices 
generally  and  disruption  in  the 
functioning  of  the  securities  markets 
that  could  threaten  fair  and  orderly 
markets.  Based  on  this  conclusion,  the 
Commission  is  exercising  its  powers 
under  Section  1 2(k)(2)  of  the  Securities 
Exchange  Act  of  1934.1  Pursuant  to 
Section  1 2(k)(2),  in  appropriate 
circumstances  the  Commission  may 
issue  summarily  an  order  to  alter, 
supplement,  suspend,  or  impose 
requirements  or  restrictions  with  respect 
to  matters  or  actions  subject  to 
regulation  by  the  Commission. 

We  have  determined  that  issuer 
repurchases  can  represent  an  important 
source  of  liquidity  during  times  of 
market  volatility.  Exchange  Act  Rule 
1  Ob-1 8  provides  issuers  with  a  safe 
harbor  to  effect  repurchases  within 
certain  conditions.  Historically,  issuers 
generally  have  been  reluctant  to 
undertake  repurchases  without  the 
certainty  that  their  repurchases  come 
within  the  safe  harbor.  Temporarily 
altering  the  timing  and  volume 
conditions  in  the  safe  harbor  will 
provide  additional  flexibility  and 
certainty  to  issuers  that  consider 
executing  repurchases  during  the 
current  market  conditions.  In  these 
unusual  and  extraordinary 
circumstances,  we  believe  altering  the 
timing  and  volume  conditions  in 
Exchange  Act  Rule  1  Ob-1 8  is  necessary 
in  the  public  interest  and  for  the 
protection  of  investors  to  maintain  fair 
and  orderly  securities  markets,  and  to 
prevent  substantial  disruption  in  the 
securities  markets. 

It  is  ordered,  pursuant  to  our  Section

this  Order  by  the  use  of  any  means  or 
instrumentality  of  interstate  commerce 
or  of  the  mails,  or  of  any  facility  of  any

national  securities  exchange,  an  issuer, 
or  an  affiliated  purchaser  of  the  issuer, 
shall  not  be  deemed  to  have  violated 
Section  9(a)(2)  of  the  Exchange  Act  or 
Rule  10b-5  under  the  Exchange  Act, 
solely  by  reason  of  the  time  or  price  at 
which  its  Rule  1  Ob-1 8  bids  or  Rule  1  Ob- 
18  purchases  are  made  or  the  amount  of 
such  bids  or  purchases  or  the  number  of 
brokers  or  dealers  used  in  connection 
with  such  bids  or  purchases  if  the  issuer 
or  affiliated  purchaser  of  the  issuer 
meets  all  of  the  conditions  in  Rule  1  Ob- 
18  with  the  exception  that:

Based  on  this  conclusion,  the 
Commission  is  exercising  its  powers 
under  Section  12(k)(2)  of  the  Exchange 
Act.2  Pursuant  to  Section  12(k)(2),  in 
appropriate  circumstances  the 
Commission  may  by  order  summarily 
take  action  to  alter,  supplement, 
suspend,  or  impose  requirements  or 
restrictions  with  respect  to  matters  or 
actions  subject  to  regulation  by  the 
Commission. 

We  have  concluded  that  it  is 
necessary  to  require  certain  institutional 
investment  managers  to  report 
information  concerning  daily  short  sales 
of  securities.  For  purposes  of  this  Order, 
we  believe  that  section  13(f)  of  the 
Exchange  Act  and  Rule  13f-l  provide 
useful  arid  tested  terms  and  definitions 
that  provide  a  basis  for  requiring  new 
disclosure.  The  Order  therefore  requires 
that  an  institutional  investment  manager 
that  exercises  investment  discretion  3 
with  respect  to  accounts  holding  section 
13(f)  securities4  having  an  aggregate  fair 
market  value  on  the  last  trading  day  of 
any  month  of  any  calendar  year  of  at

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least  $100,000,000  must  file  a  new  form 
with  the  Commission.  Specifically,  an 
institutional  investment  manager  who 
has  filed  or  was  required  to  file  a  Form 
13F  for  the  calendar  quarter  ended  June 
30,  2008  under  section  13(f)  of  the 
Exchange  Act  and  Rule  1 3f— 1(a) 
thereunder  will  be  required  to  file  a 
report  on  new  Form  SH  with  the 
Commission  on  the  first  business  day  5 
of  every  calendar  week  immediately 
following  a  week  in  which  it  effected 
short  sales. 

The  Form  SH,  which  must  be  filed 
electronically  and  will  be  publicly 
available  on  our  EDGAR  system,6  must 
include  disclosure  of  the  number  and 
value  of  securities  sold  short  for  each 
section  13(f)  security,  except  for  short 
sales  in  options,  and  the  opening  short 
position,  closing  short  position,  largest 
intraday  short  position,  and  the  time  of 
the  largest  intraday  short  position,  for 
that  security  during  each  calendar  day 
of  the  prior  week.  No  filing,  however, 
will  be  required  when  no  short  sales  of 
a  section  13(f)  security  have  been 
effected  since  the  previous  filing  of  a 
Form  SH.  In  addition,  this  disclosure 
requirement  will  only  apply  to  short 
sales  effected  after  the  effective  date  of 
the  Order.  Finally,  an  institutional 
investment  manager  need  not  report 
short  positions  otherwise  reportable  if: 
(i)  The  short  position  in  the  section  13(f) 
securities  constitutes  less  than  one- 
quarter  of  one  percent  of  the  class  of  the 
issuer’s  section  1 3(f)  securities  issued 
and  outstanding  as  reported  on  the 
issuer’s  most  recent  annual  or  quarterly 
report,  and  any  current  report 
subsequent  thereto,  filed  with  the 
Commission  pursuant  to  the  Exchange 
Act,  unless  the  manager  knows  or  has 
reason  to  believe  the  information 
contained  therein  is  inaccurate;  and  (ii) 
the  fair  market  value  of  the  short 
position  in  the  section  13(f)  securities  is 
less  than  $1,000,000. 

We  believe  that  the  extraordinary 
circumstances  we  now  confront  require 
the  new  disclosure  requirements  we  are 
imposing  today.  We  also  believe  such 
disclosure  requirements  are  in  the 
public  interest  for  the  protection  of 
investors  and  will  ensure  transparency 
in  short  selling. 

It  is  ordered  that,  pursuant  to  our 
Section  12(k)(2)  powers; 

Every  institutional  investment  manager 
that  exercises  investment  discretion  with

respect  to  accounts  holding  section  13(f) 
securities  and  that  has  filed  or  was  required 
to  file  a  Form  13F  for  the  calendar  quarter 
ended  June  30,  2008,  as  required  under 
section  13(f)  of  the  Exchange  Act  and  Rule 
13f-l(a)  thereunder,  must  file  a  report  on 
Form  SH  with  the  Commission.  The  Form  SH 
filing  must  be  made  on  the  first  business  day 
of  each  week  immediately  following  a  week 
in  which  the  institutional  investment 
manager  has  effected  any  short  sale  with 
respect  to  any  section  13(f)  security  that  is 
not  an  option.  With  respect  to  each  section 
13(f)  security  that  is  not  an  option,  the  Form 
SH  filing  must  reflect  the  number  and  value 
of  securities  sold  short  during  the  day  as  well 
as  the  opening  short  position,  closing  short 
position,  largest  intraday  short  position,  and 
the  time  of  the  largest  intraday  short  position, 
for  that  security  on  each  calendar  day  of  the 
prior  week  in  which  the  institutional 
investment  manager  engaged  in  trading 
activity  with  respect  to  short  sales. 

Finally,  an  institutional  investment 
manager  need  not  report  short  positions 
otherwise  reportable  if:  (i)  The  short  position 
in  the  section  13(f)  securities  constitutes  less 
than  one-quarter  of  one  percent  of  the  class 
of  the  issuer’s  section  13(f)  securities  issued 
and  outstanding  as  reported  on  the  issuer’s 
most  recent  annual  or  quarterly  report,  and 
any  current  report  subsequent  thereto,  filed 
with  the  Commission  pursuant  to  the 
Exchange  Act,  unless  the  manager  knows  or 
has  reason  to  believe  the  information 
contained  therein  is  inaccurate;  and  (ii)  the 
fair  market  value  of  the  short  position  in  the 
section  13(f)  securities  is  less  than 
$1,000,000. 

Short  sale  has  the  meaning  set  forth  in 
Rule  200  of  Regulation  SHO  (17  CFR 
242.200),  and  terms  referenced  in  that 
provision  shall  have  the  same  meaning  as  set 
forth  in  Regulation  SHO;  and  short  positions 
to  be  reported  are  those  resulting  from  “short 
sales”  as  that  term  is  defined  in  SEC  Rule 
200(a)  of  Regulation  SHO. 

It  is  further  ordered  that,  pursuant  to 
our  Section  12(k)(2)  powers,  the  text  of 
Form  SH  be  as  set  forth  in  the 
attachment  to  this  Order. 

This  Order  shall  be  effective  at  12:01 
a.m.  EDT  on  September  22,  2008,  the 
first  Form  SH  shall  be  required  to  be 
filed  on  September  29,  2008,  and  this 
Order  shall  terminate  at  11:59  p.m.  on 
October  2,  2008  unless  further  extended 
by  the  Commission.

The 
September  18,  2008  Order  provides  that 
every  Manager  that  exercises  investment 
discretion  with  respect  to  accounts  holding 
section  13(f)  securities,  as  defined  in 
paragraph  (c)  of  section  13(f)  of  the  Securities 
Exchange  Act  of  1934  [15  U.S.C.  78m(f)] 
(“Exchange  Act”),  who  has  filed  or  was 
required  to  file  a  Form  13F  for  the  calendar 
quarter  ended  June  30,  2008,  must  file  a 
report  on  Form  SH  with  the  Commission  to 
report  certain  information  about  short  sales 
and  short  positions.  The  Form  SH  filing  must 
be  made  on  the  Monday  (or,  if  Monday  is  a 
federal  holiday,  the  first  business  day 
thereafter)  of  each  calendar  week 
immediately  following  a  Form  SH  reporting 
period  (i.e.,  the  preceding  Monday-Sunday, 
or  seven  calendar  days)  in  which  the 
Manager  has  entered  into  any  new  short 
positions  or  closed  part  or  all  of  any  short 
positions  with  respect  to  any  section  13(f) 
securities  except  for  any  short  position(s)  for 
options  (“SH  Short  Positions”).  The  Form  SH 
will  report  SH  Short  Positions  for  the 
Monday-Sunday  immediately  preceding  the 
Monday  on  which  the  Form  SH  is  due  to  be 
filed.

I.  Introduction 

Section  19(g)(1)  of  the  Act,3  among 
other  things,  requires  every  self- 
regulatory  organization  (“SRO”) 
registered  as  either  a  national  securities 
exchange  or  national  securities 
association  to  examine  for,  and  enforce 
compliance  by,  its  members  and  persons 
associated  with  its  members  with  the 
Act,  the  rules  and  regulations 
thereunder,  and  the  SRO’s  own  rules, 
unless  the  SRO  is  relieved  of  this 
responsibility  pursuant  to  section  17(d) 
or  section  19(g)(2)  of  the  Act.4  Without 
this  relief,  the  statutory  obligation  of 
each  individual  SRO  could  result  in  a 
pattern  of  multiple  examinations  of 
broker-dealers  that  maintain 
memberships  in  more  than  one  SRO 
(“common  members”).  Such  regulatory 
duplication  would  add  unnecessary 
expenses  for  common  members  and 
their  SROs. 

Section  17(d)(1)  of  the  Act5  was 
intended,  in  part,  to  eliminate 
unnecessary  multiple  examinations  and 
regulatory  duplication.6  With  respect  to 
a  common  member,  section  17(d)(1) 
authorizes  the  Commission,  by  rule  or 
order,  to  relieve  an  SRO  of  the 
responsibility  to  receive  regulatory 
reports,  to  examine  for  and  enforce 
compliance  with  applicable  statutes, 
rules,  and  regulations,  or  to  perform 
other  specified  regulatory  functions. 

To  implement  section  17(d)(1),  the 
Commission  adopted  two  rules:  Rule 
17d-l  and  Rule  17d-2  under  the  Act.7 
Rule  17d-l  authorizes  the  Commission 
to  name  a  single  SRO  as  the  designated 
examining  authority  (“DEA”)  to 
examine  common  members  for 
compliance  with  the  financial 
responsibility  requirements  imposed  by 
the  Act,  or  by  Commission  or  SRO 
rules.8  When  an  SRO  has  been  named  as 
a  common  member’s  DEA,  all  other 
SROs  to  which  the  common  member 
belongs  are  relieved  of  the  responsibility 
to  examine  the  firm  for  compliance  with 
the  applicable  financial  responsibility 
rules.  On  its  face,  Rule  17d-l  deals  only 
with  an  SRO’s  obligations  to  enforce 
member  compliance  with  financial 
responsibility  requirements.

does  not  relieve  an  SRO  from  its 
obligation  to  examine  a  common 
member  for  compliance  with  its  own 
rules  and  provisions  of  the  federal 
securities  laws  governing  matters  other 
than  financial  responsibility,  including 
sales  practices  and  trading  activities  and 
practices. 

To  address  regulatory  duplication  in 
these  and  other  areas,  the  Commission 
adopted  Rule  17d-2  under  the  Act.9 
Rule  17d-2  permits  SROs  to  propose 
joint  plans  for  the  allocation  of 
regulatory  responsibilities  with  respect 
to  their  common  members.  Under 
paragraph  (c)  of  Rule  17d-2,  the 
Commission  may  declare  such  a  plan 
effective  if,  after  providing  for 
appropriate  notice  and  comment,  it 
determines  that  the  plan  is  necessary  or 
appropriate  in  the  public  interest  and 
for  the  protection  of  investors;  to  foster 
cooperation  and  coordination  among  the 
SROs;  to  remove  impediments  to,  and 
foster  the  development  of,  a  national 
market  system  and  a  national  clearance 
and  settlement  system;  and  is  in 
conformity  with  the  factors  set  forth  in 
Section  17(d)  of  the  Act.  Commission 
approval  of  a  plan  filed  pursuant  to  Rule 
17d-2  relieves  an  SRO  of  those 
regulatory  responsibilities  allocated  by 
the  plan  to  another  SRO. 

II.  Proposed  Plan 

The  proposed  17d-2  Plan  is  intended 
to  reduce  regulatory  duplication  for 
firms  that  are  common  members  of  both 
BATS  and  FINRA.10  Pursuant  to  the 
proposed  17d-2  Plan,  FINRA  would 
assume  certain  examination  and 
enforcement  responsibilities  for 
common  members  with  respect  to 
certain  applicable  laws,  rules,  and 
regulations. 

The  text  of  the  Plan  delineates  the 
proposed  regulatory  responsibilities 
with  respect  to  the  Parties.  Included  in 
the  proposed  Plan  is  an  exhibit  (the 
“BATS  Exchange  Rules  Certification  for 
17d-2  Agreement  with  FINRA,”  referred 
to  herein  as  the  “Certification”)  that 
lists  every  BATS  rule,  and  select  federal 
securities  laws,  rules,  and  regulations, 
for  which  FINRA  would  bear 
responsibility  under  the  Plan  for 
overseeing  and  enforcing  with  respect  to 
BATS  members  that  are  also  members  of 
FINRA  and  the  associated  persons 
therewith  (“Dual  Members”). 

Specifically,  under  the  17d-2  Plan, 
FINRA  would  assume  examination  and 
enforcement  responsibility  relating  to

compliance  by  Dual  Members  with  the 
rules  of  BATS  that  are  substantially 
similar  to  the  applicable  rules  of 
FINRA,11  as  well  as  any  provisions  of 
the  federal  securities  laws  and  the  rules 
and  regulations  thereunder  delineated 
in  the  Certification  (“Common  Rules”). 
Common  Rules  would  not  include  the 
application  of  any  BATS  rule  or  FINRA 
rule,  or  any  rule  or  regulation  under  the 
Act,  to  the  extent  that  it  pertains  to 
violations  of  insider  trading  activities, 
because  such  matters  are  covered  by  a 
separate  multiparty  agreement  under 
Rule  17d-2.12  In  the  event  that  a  Dual 
Member  is  the  subject  of  an 
investigation  relating  to  a  transaction  on 
BATS,  the  plan  acknowledges  that 
BATS  may,  in  its  discretion,  exercise 
concurrent  jurisdiction  and 
responsibility  for  such  matter.13 

Under  the  Plan,  BATS  would  retain 
full  responsibility  for  surveillance  and 
enforcement  with  respect  to  trading 
activities  or  practices  involving  BATS’s 
own  marketplace,  including,  without 
limitation,  registration  pursuant  to  its 
applicable  rules  of  associated  persons 
(i.e.,  registration  rules  that  are  not 
Common  Rules);  its  duties  as  a  DEA 
pursuant  to  Rule  17d-l  under  the  Act; 
and  any  BATS  rules  that  are  not 
Common  Rules,  except  for  BATS  rules 
for  any  broker-dealer  subsidiary  of 
BATS  Holding,  Inc.14  Apparent 
violations  of  any  BATS  rules  by  any 
broker-dealer  subsidiary  of  BATS 
Holdings,  Inc.  will  be  processed  by,  and 
enforcement  proceedings  in  respect 
thereto  will  be  conducted  by,  FINRA.15 

The  text  of  the  proposed  17d-2  Plan 
is  as  follows:

Agreement  Between  Financial  Industry 
Regulatory  Authority,  Inc.  and  BATS 
Exchange,  Inc.  Pursuant  to  Rule  17d-2 
Under  the  Securities  Exchange  Act  of 
1934 

This  Agreement,  by  and  between  the 
Financial  Industry  Regulatory 
Authority,  Inc.  (“FINRA”)  and  BATS 
Exchange,  Inc.  (“BATS”),  is  made  this 
25th  day  of  August,  2008  (the 
“Agreement”),  pursuant  to  section  17(d) 
of  the  Securities  Exchange  Act  of  1934 
(the  “Exchange  Act”)  and  Rule  17d-2 
thereunder,  which  permits  agreements 
between  self-regulatory  organizations  to 
allocate  regulatory  responsibility  to 
eliminate  regulatory  duplication.  FINRA 
and  BATS  may  be  referred  to 
individually  as  a  “party”  and  together 
as  the  “parties.” 

Whereas,  FINRA  and  BATS  desire  to 
reduce  duplication  in  the  examination 
of  their  Dual  Members  (as  defined 
herein)  and  in  the  filing  and  processing 
of  certain  registration  and  membership 
records;  and 

Whereas,  FINRA  and  BATS  desire  to 
execute  an  agreement  covering  such 
subjects  pursuant  to  the  provisions  of 
Rule  17d-2  under  the  Exchange  Act  and 
to  file  such  agreement  with  the 
Securities  and  Exchange  Commission 
(the  “SEC”  or  “Commission”)  for  its 
approval. 

Now,  therefore,  in  consideration  of 
the  mutual  covenants  contained 
hereinafter,  FINRA  and  BATS  hereby 
agree  as  follows: 

1.  Definitions.  Unless  otherwise 
defined  in  this  Agreement  or  the  context 
otherwise  requires,  the  terms  used  in 
this  Agreement  shall  have  the  same 
meaning  as  they  have  under  the 
Exchange  Act  and  the  rules  and 
regulations  thereunder.  As  used  in  this 
Agreement,  the  following  terms  shall 
have  the  following  meanings: 

(a)  “BATS  Rules ”  or  “FINRA  Rules" 
shall  mean:  (i)  The  rules  of  BATS,  or  (ii) 
the  rules  of  FINRA,  respectively,  as  the 
rules  of  an  exchange  or  association  are 
defined  in  Exchange  Act  Section 
3(a)(27). 

(b)  “Common  Rules”  shall  mean 
BATS  Rules  that  are  substantially 
similar  to  the  applicable  FINRA  Rules 
and  certain  provisions  of  the  Exchange 
Act  and  SEC  rules  set  forth  on  Exhibit 
1  in  that  examination  for  compliance 
with  such  provisions  and  rules  would 
not  require  FINRA  to  develop  one  or 
more  new  examination  standards, 
modules,  procedures,  or  criteria  in  order 
to  analyze  the  application  of  the 
provision  or  rule,  or  a  Dual  Member’s 
activity,  conduct,  or  output  in  relation 
to  such  provision  or  rule;  provided, 
however,  Common  Rules  shall  not 


include  the  application  of  the  SEC, 

BATS  or  FINRA  rules  as  they  pertain  to 
violations  of  insider  trading  activities, 
which  is  covered  by  a  separate  17d-2 
Agreement  by  and  among  the  American 
Stock  Exchange,  LLC,  Boston  Stock 
Exchange,  Inc.,  CBOE  Stock  Exchange, 
LLC,  Chicago  Stock  Exchange,  Inc., 
Financial  Industry  Regulatory 
Authority,  Inc.,  International  Securities 
Exchange,  LLC,  The  NASDAQ  Stock 
'Market  LLC,  National  Stock  Exchange, 
Inc.,  New  York  Stock  Exchange,  LLC, 
NYSE  Area  Inc.,  NYSE  Regulation,  Inc., 
and  Philadelphia  Stock  Exchange,  Inc. 
submitted  to  the  SEC  on  August  12, 

2008. 

(c)  “ Dual  Members”  shall  mean  those 
BATS  members  that  are  also  members  of 
FINRA  and  the  associated  persons 
therewith. 

(d)  “Effective  Date”  shall  have  the 
meaning  set  forth  in  paragraph  13. 

(e)  “ Enforcement  Responsibilities” 
shall  mean  the  conduct  of  appropriate 
proceedings,  in  accordance  with 
FINRA’s  Code  of  Procedure  (the  NASD 
Rule  9000  Series)  and  other  applicable 
FINRA  procedural  rules,  to  determine 
whether  violations  of  Common  Rules 
have  occurred,  and  if  such  violations  are 
deemed  to  have  occurred,  the 
imposition  of  appropriate  sanctions  as 
specified  under  FINRA’s  Code  of 
Procedure  and  sanctions  guidelines. 

(f)  “Regulatory  Responsibilities”  shall 
mean  the  examination  responsibilities 
and  Enforcement  Responsibilities 
relating  to  compliance  by  the  Dual 
Members  with  the  Common  Rules  and 
the  provisions  of  the  Exchange  Act  and 
the  rules  and  regulations  thereunder, 
and  other  applicable  laws,  rules  and 
regulations,  each  as  set  forth  on  Exhibit 
1  attached  hereto. 

2.  Regulatory  and  Enforcement 
Responsibilities.  FINRA  shall  assume 
Regulatory  Responsibilities  and 
Enforcement  Responsibilities  for  Dual 
Members.  Attached  as  Exhibit  1  to  this 
Agreement  and  made  part  hereof,  BATS 
furnished  FINRA  with  a  current  list  of 
Common  Rules  and  certified  to  FINRA 
that  such  rules  that  are  BATS  Rules  are 
substantially  similar  to  the 
corresponding  FINRA  Rules  (the 
“Certification”).  FINRA  hereby  agrees 
that  the  rules  listed  in  the  Certification 
are  Common  Rules  as  defined  in  this 
Agreement.  Each  year  following  the 
Effective  Date  of  this  Agreement,  or 
more  frequently  if  required  by  changes 
in  either  the  rules  of  BATS  or  FINRA, 
BATS  shall  subjnit  an  updated  list  of 
Common  Rules  to  FINRA  for  review 
which  shall  add  BATS  Rules  not 
included  in  the  current  list  of  Common 
Rules  that  qualify  as  Common  Rules  as 
defined  in  this  Agreement;  delete  BATS 


Rules  included  in  the  current  list  of 
Common  Rules  that  no  longer  qualify  as 
Common  Rules  as  defined  in  this 
Agreement;  and  confirm  that  the 
remaining  rules  on  the  current  list  of 
Common  Rules  continue  to  be  BATS 
Rules  that  qualify  as  Common  Rules  as 
defined  in  this  Agreement.  Within  30 
days  of  receipt  of  such  updated  list, 
FINRA  shall  confirm  in  writing  whether 
the  rules  listed  in  any  updated  list  are 
Common  Rules  as  defined  in  this 
Agreement.  Notwithstanding  anything 
herein  to  the  contrary,  it  is  explicitly 
understood  that  the  term  “Regulatory 
Responsibilities”  does  not  include,  and 
BATS  shall  retain  full  responsibility  for 
(unless  otherwise  addressed  by  separate 
agreement  or  rule)  (collectively,  the 
“Retained  Responsibilities”)  the 
following: 

(a)  Surveillance,  examination, 
investigation  and  enforcement  with 
respect  to  trading  activities  or  practices 
involving  BATS’s  own  marketplace; 

(b)  Registration  pursuant  to  its 
applicable  rules  of  associated  persons 
(i.e.,  registration  rules  that  are  not 
Common  Rules); 

(c)  Discharge  of  its  duties  and 
obligations  as  a  Designated  Examining 
Authority  pursuant  to  Rule  17d-l  under 
the  Exchange  Act;  and 

(d)  Any  BATS  Rules  that  are  not 
Common  Rules,  except  for  BATS  Rules 
for  any  broker-dealer  subsidiary  of 
BATS  Holdings,  Inc.,  as  provided  in 
paragraph  6. 

3.  Dual  Members.  Prior  to  the 
Effective  Date,  BATS  shall  furnish 
FINRA  with  a  current  list  of  Dual 
Members,  which  shall  be  updated  no 
less  frequently  than  once  each  quarter. 

4.  No  Charge.  There  shall  be  no  charge 
to  BATS  by  FINRA  for  performing  the 
Regulatory  Responsibilities  and 
Enforcement  Responsibilities  under  this 
Agreement  except  as  hereinafter 
provided.  FINRA  shall  provide  BATS 
with  ninety  (90)  days  advance  written 
notice  in  the  event  FINRA  decides  to 
impose  any  charges  to  BATS  for 
performing  the  Regulatory 
Responsibilities  under  this  Agreement. 

If  FINRA  determines  to  impose  a  charge, 
BATS  shall  have  the  right  at  the  time  of 
the  imposition  of  such  charge  to 
terminate  this  Agreement;  provided, 
however,  that  FINRA’s  Regulatory 
Responsibilities  under  this  Agreement 
shall  continue  until  the  Commission 
approves  the  termination  of  this 
Agreement. 

5.  Reassignment  of  Regulatory 
Responsibilities.  Notwithstanding  any 
provision  hereof,  this  Agreement  shall 
be  subject  to  any  statute,  or  any  rule  or 
order  of  the  Commission,  or  industry 
agreement,  restructuring  the  regulatory 
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framework  of  the  securities  industry  or 
reassigning  Regulatory  Responsibilities 
between  self-regulatory  organizations. 

To  the  extent  such  action  is  inconsistent 
with  this  Agreement,  such  action  shall 
supersede  the  provisions  hereof  to  the 
extent  necessary  for  them  to  be  properly 
effectuated  and  the  provisions  hereof  in 
that  respect  shall  be  null  and  void. 

6.  Notification  of  Violations.  In  the 
event  that  FINRA  becomes  aware  of 
apparent  violations  of  any  BATS  Rules, 
which  are  not  listed  as  Common  Rules, 
discovered  pursuant  to  the  performance 
of  the  Regulatory  Responsibilities 
assumed  hereunder,  FINRA  shall  notify 
BATS  of  those  apparent  violations  for 
such  response  as  BATS  deems 
appropriate.  In  the  event  that  BATS 
becomes  aware  of  apparent  violations  of 
any  Common  Rules,  discovered 
pursuant  to  the  performance  of  the 
Retained  Responsibilities,  BATS  shall 
notify  FINRA  of  those  apparent 
violations  and  such  matters  shall  be 
handled  by  FINRA  as  provided  in  this 
Agreement.  With  respect  to  apparent 
violations  of  any  BATS  Rules  by  any 
broker-dealer  subsidiary  of  BATS’ 
parent  company,  BATS  Holdings,  Inc., 
FINRA  shall  not  make  referrals  to  BATS 
pursuant  to  this  paragraph  6.  Such 
apparent  violations  shall  be  processed 
by,  and  enforcement  proceedings  in 
respect  thereto  will  be  conducted  by, 
FINRA  as  provided  in  this  Agreement. 
Each  party  agrees  to  make  available 
promptly  all  files,  records  and  witnesses 
necessary  to  assist  the  other  in  its 
investigation  or  proceedings.  Apparent 
violations  of  Common  Rules,  FINRA 
Rules,  federal  securities  laws,  and  rules 
and  regulations  thereunder,  shall  be 
processed  by,  and  enforcement 
proceedings  in  respect  thereto  shall  be 
conducted  by  FINRA  as  provided 
hereinbefore;  provided,  however,  that  in 
the  event  a  Dual  Member  is  the  subject 
of  an  investigation  relating  to  a 
transaction  on  BATS,  BATS  may  in  its 
discretion  assume  concurrent 
jurisdiction  and  responsibility. 

7.  Continued  Assistance. 

(a)  FINRA  shall  make  available  to 
BATS  all  information  obtained  by 
FINRA  in  the  performance  by  it  of  the 
Regulatory  Responsibilities  hereunder 
with  respect  to  the  Dual  Members 
subject  to  this  Agreement.  In  particular, 
and  not  in  limitation  of  the  foregoing, 
FINRA  shall  furnish  BATS  any 
information  it  obtains  about  Dual 
Members  which  reflects  adversely  on 
their  financial  condition.  BATS  shall 
make  available  to  FINRA  any 
information  coming  to  its  attention  that 
reflects  adversely  on  the  financial 
condition  of  Dual  Members  or  indicates 


possible  violations  of  applicable  laws, 
rules  or  regulations  by  such  firms. 

(b)  The  parties  agree  that  documents 
or  information  shared  shall  be  held  in 
confidence,  and  used  only  for  the 
purposes  of  carrying  out  their  respective 
regulatory  obligations.  Neither  party 
shall  assert  regulatory  or  other 
privileges  as  against  the  other  with 
respect  to  documents  or  information 
that  is  required  to  be  shared  pursuant  to 
this  Agreement. 

(c)  The  sharing  of  documents  or 
information  between  the  parties 
pursuant  to  this  Agreement  shall  not  be 
deemed  a  waiver  as  against  third  parties 
of  regulatory  or  other  privileges  relating 
to  the  discovery  of  documents  or 
information. 

8.  Statutory  Disqualifications.  When 
FINRA  becomes  aware  of  a  statutory 
disqualification  as  defined  in  the 
Exchange  Act  with  respect  to  a  Dual 
Member,  FINRA  shall  determine 
pursuant  to  Sections  15A(g)  and/or 
Section  6(c)  of  the  Exchange  Act  the 
acceptability  or  continued  applicability 
of  the  person  to  whom  such 
disqualification  applies  and  keep  BATS 
advised  of  its  actions  in  this  regard  for 
such  subsequent  proceedings  as  BATS 
may  initiate. 

9.  Customer  Complaints.  BATS  shall 
forward  to  FINRA  copies  of  all  customer 
complaints  involving  Dual  Members 
received  by  BATS  relating  to  FINRA’s 
Regulatory  Responsibilities  under  this 
Agreement.  It  shall  be  FINRA’s 
responsibility  to  review  and  take 
appropriate  action  in  respect  to  such 
complaints. 

10.  Advertising.  FINRA  shall  assume 
responsibility  to  review  the  advertising 
of  Dual  Members  subject  to  the 
Agreement,  provided  that  such  material 
is  filed  with  FINRA  in  accordance  with 
FINRA's  filing  procedures  and  is 
accompanied  with  any  applicable  filing 
fees  set  forth  in  FINRA  Rules. 

11.  No  Restrictions  on  Regulatory 
Action.  Nothing  contained  in  this 
Agreement  shall  restrict  or  in  any  way 
encumber  the  right  of  either  party  to 
conduct  its  own  independent  or 
concurrent  investigation,  examination 
or  enforcement  proceeding  of  or  against 
Dual  Members,  as  either  party,  in  its 
sole  discretion,  shall  deem  appropriate 
or  necessary. 

12.  Termination.  This  Agreement  may 
be  terminated  by  BATS  or  FINRA  at  any 
time  upon  the  approval  of  the 
Commission  after  one  (1)  year’s  written 
notice  to  the  other  party,  except  as 
provided  in  paragraph  4. 

13.  Effective  Date.  This  Agreement 
shall  be  effective  upon  approval  of  the 
Commission. 


14.  Arbitration.  In  the  event  of  a 
dispute  between  the  parties  as  to  the 
operation  of  this  Agreement,  BATS  and 
FINRA  hereby  agree  that  any  such 
dispute  shall  be  settled  by  arbitration  in 
Washington,  DC  in  accordance  with  the 
rules  of  the  American  Arbitration 
Association  then  in  effect,  or  such  other 
procedures  as  the  parties  may  mutually 
agree  upon.  Judgment  on  the  award 
rendered  by  the  arbitrator(s)  may  be 
entered  in  any  court  having  jurisdiction. 
Each  party  acknowledges  that  the  timely 
and  complete  performance  of  its 
obligations  pursuant  to  this  Agreement 
is  critical  to  the  business  and  operations 
of  the  other  party.  In  the  event  of  a 
dispute  between  the  parties,  the  parties 
shall  continue  to  perform  their 
respective  obligations  under  this 
Agreement  in  good  faith  during  the 
resolution  of  such  dispute  unless  and 
until  this  Agreement  is  terminated  in 
accordance  with  its  provisions.  Nothing 
in  this  Section  14  shall  interfere  with  a 
party’s  right  to  terminate  this  Agreement 
as  set  forth  herein. 

15.  Notification  of  Members.  BATS 
and  FINRA  shall  notify  Dual  Members 
of  this  Agreement  after  the  Effective 
Date  by  means  of  a  uniform  joint  notice. 

16.  Amendment.  This  Agreement  may 
be  amended  in  writing  duly  approved 
by  each  party.  All  such  amendments 
must  be  filed  with  and  approved  by  the 
Commission  before  they  become 
effective. 

17.  Limitation  of  Liability.  Neither 
FINRA  nor  BATS  nor  any  of  their 
respective  directors,  governors,  officers 
or  employees  shall  be  liable  to  the  other 
party  to  this  Agreement  for  any  liability, 
loss  or  damage  resulting  from  or 
claimed  to  have  resulted  from  any 
delays,  inaccuracies,  errors  or  omissions 
with  respect  to  the  provision  of 
Regulatory  Responsibilities  as  provided 
hereby  or  for  the  failure  to  provide  any 
such  responsibility,  except  with  respect 
to  such  liability,  loss  or  damages  as 
shall  have  been  suffered  by  one  or  the 
other  of  FINRA  or  BATS  and  caused  by 
the  willful  misconduct  of  the  other 
party  or  their  respective  directors, 
governors,  officers  or  employees.  No 
warranties,  express  or  implied,  are  made 
by  FINRA  or  BATS  with  respect  to  any 
of  the  responsibilities  to  be  performed 
by  each  of  them  hereunder. 

18.  Relief  from  Responsibility. 
Pursuant  to  sections  17(d)(1)(A)  and 
19(g)  of  the  Exchange  Act  and  Rule  17d-~ 
2  thereunder,  FINRA  and  BATS  join  in 
requesting  the  Commission,  upon  its 
approval  of  this  Agreement  or  any  part 
thereof,  to  relieve  BATS  of  any  and  all 
responsibilities  with  respect  to  matters 
allocated  to  FINRA  pursuant  to  this 
Agreement;  provided,  however,  that  this 
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Agreement  shall  not  be  effective  until 
the  Effective  Date. 

19.  Severability.  Any  term  or 
provision  of  this  Agreement  that  is 
invalid  or  unenforceable  in  any 
jurisdiction  shall,  as  to  such 
jurisdiction,  be  ineffective  to  the  extent 
of  such  invalidity  or  unenforceability 
without  rendering  invalid  or 
unenforceable  the  remaining  terms  and 
provisions  of  this  Agreement  or 
affecting  the  validity  or  enforceability  of 
any  of  the  terms  or  provisions  of  this 
Agreement  in  any  other  jurisdiction. 

20.  Counterparts.  This  Agreement 
may  be  executed  in  one  or  more 


counterparts,  each  of  which  shall  be 
deemed  an  original,  and  such 
counterparts  together  shall  constitute 
one  and  the  same  instrument.

Area,  Inc.  (“NYSE  Area”),  the  Exchange 
desires  to  revise  its  initial  listing 
process  to  more  closely  align  it  with  the 
process  in  place  at  the  NYSE,  as  well  as 
to  upgrade  its  listing  requirements.  To 
that  end,  the  Exchange  proposes  to 
amend  Sections  101,  201,  206  and

alternative  listing  standards  on  which 
almost  all  such  initial  listing  appeals  are 
based,  and  (ii)  add  a  new  mandatory 
confidential  pre-application  eligibility 
review  process  for  the  benefit  of 
companies  considering  an  initial  listing 
on  the  Exchange.  The  Exchange  is  also 
proposing  the  addition  of  a  temporary 
Section  1212T  that  will  contain  those 
current  initial  listing  provisions  of  the 
Amex  Company  Guide  that  reference 
the  alternative  listing  standards  and 
other  provisions  of  Part  12  that  are 
applicable  to  such  alternative  standards, 
which  provisions  are  otherwise  being 
proposed  for  deletion  from  the  Amex 
Company  Guide.  The  temporary 
provisions  of  proposed  Section  1212T 
would  only  apply  to  initial  listing 
applications  already  filed  and  in  process 
with  the  Exchange  as  of  the  date  of 
effectiveness  of  this  proposed  rule 
change,  which  effective  date  will  be  the 
later  of  (i)  the  date  of  approval  of  the 
rule  change  by  the  Commission  or  (ii) 
the  closing  date  of  the  acquisition  of  the 
Exchange  by  NYSE  Euronext.  The 
proposed  rule  change  would  also 
eliminate  certain  outdated  provisions  in 
Sections  206  and  1202  of  the  Amex 
Company  Guide  and  certain  redundant 
language  in  Section  1201(d)  thereof. 

The  text  of  the  proposed  rule  change 
is  available  on  the  Amex’s  Web  site  at 
http://vmrw.amex.com,  the  Office  of  the 
Secretary,  the  Amex  and  at  the 
Commission’s  Public  Reference  Room. 

II.  Self-Regulatory  Organization’s 
Statement  of  the  Purpose  of,  and 
Statutory  Basis  for,  the  Proposed  Rule 
Change 

In  its  filing  with  the  Commission,  the 
Amex  included  statements  concerning 
the  purpose  of  and  basis  for  the 
proposed  rule  change  and  discussed  any 
comments  it  received  on  the  proposed 
rule  change.  The  text  of  these  statements 
may  be  examined  at  the  places  specified 
in  Item  IV  below.  The  Amex  has 
prepared  summaries,  set  forth  in 
sections  (A),  (B),  and  (C)  below,  of  the 
most  significant  aspects  of  such 
statements. 

A.  Self-Regulatory  Organization’s 
Statement  of  the  Purpose  of,  and 
Statutory  Basis  for,  the  Proposed  Rule 
Change 

1.  Purpose 

Pursuant  to  an  agreement  dated 
January  17,  2008,  the  Amex  is  being 


acquired  by  NYSE  Euronext,  the  parent 
company  of  the  NYSE  and  NYSE  Area. 

As  part  of  its  strategic  business  planning 
for  the  post-merger  group,  the  Exchange 
examined  certain  aspects  of  its  initial 
listing  program,  and  determined  to 
implement  changes  to  the  initial  listing 
process  to  more  closely  align  it  with  the 
NYSE,  as  well  as  to  upgrade  the  listing 
requirements  by  eliminating  the  ability 
of  an  issuer  which  does  not  meet  the 
regular  listing  standards  to  be  approved 
for  listing  under  the  alternative  listing 
standards. 

Sections  101(e)  and  1203(c)  of  the 
Amex  Company  Guide  currently 
provide  that  the  securities  of  certain 
issuers  which  do  not  satisfy  any  of  the 
Exchange’s  regular  initial  listing 
standards  may  nonetheless  be  eligible 
for  initial  listing  on  the  Exchange 
pursuant  to  the  Exchange’s  appeal 
procedures,  which  include 
authorization  of  approval  of  the  listing 
by  a  Listing  Qualifications  Panel  of  the 
Exchange’s  Committee  on  Securities,  if 
(a)  the  issuer  satisfies  one  of  two 
minimum  numerical  alternative  listing 
standards  and  (b)  the  Listing 
Qualifications  Panel  makes  an 
affirmative  finding  that  there  are 
mitigating  factors  that  warrant  listing 
pursuant  to  these  alternative  listing 
standards.3  In  order  to  harmonize  its 
initial  listing  process  with  the  process 
in  place  at  the  NYSE,  the  Exchange 
proposes  to  amend  Sections  101  and 
1201-1206  of  the  Amex  Company  Guide 
in  order  to  eliminate  the  current  appeal 
process  for  initial  listing  decisions  by 
the  Exchange.  In  addition,  the  Exchange 
is  also  proposing  to  eliminate  the  two 
■aforementioned  alternative  listing 
standards  on  which  almost  all  such 
initial  listing  appeals  are  based.  A 
relatively  small  number  of  companies 
are  listed  on  the  Exchange  each  year 
under  the  two  alternative  listing 
standards  that  are  being  eliminated 
under  the  proposed  rule  change. 

In  conjunction  with  the  changes 
discussed  in  the  prior  paragraph,  the 
Exchange  also  proposes  to  amend 
Section  201  of  the  Amex  Company 
Guide  and  add  new  Section  202  thereto 
to  provide  a  new  mandatory 
confidential  pre-application  eligibility 
review  process  for  the  benefit  of 
companies  considering  an  initial  listing 
on  the  Exchange.  Pursuant  to  this 
process,  company  officials  seeking  a 
listing  on  the  Exchange  would  be 
required  to  undertake  preliminary 
confidential  discussions  with  the

Exchange,  prior  to  formal  listing 
application,  to  determine  whether  its 
securities  are  eligible  for  listing 
approval.  Only  after  a  company  has 
cleared  the  confidential  pre-application 
eligibility  review  and  has  been 
authorized  by  the  Exchange  to  proceed 
with  the  listing  of  its  securities  on  the 
Exchange  may  it  file  an  original  listing 
application  and  complete  the  other 
formal  steps  in  the  original  listing 
process  pursuant  to  Section  202.  The 
confidential  pre-application  eligibility 
review  process  would  be  comparable  to 
the  process  in  place  at  the  NYSE  as 
described  in  Sections  101,  104  and  701 
of  the  NYSE  Listed  Company  Manual. 

The  information  needed  for  the 
purpose  of  conducting  a  confidential 
pre-application  eligibility  review  is  set 
forth  in  Sections  210-222  of  the  Amex 
Company  Guide.  Such  information  from 
the  company  would  include,  for 
example,  copies  of  (i)  the  latest  periodic 
reports  under  the  1934  Act,  such  as  the 
Form  10-K  Annual  Report  (or  a 
prospectus  declared  effective  by  the 
Commission  that  contains  the 
company’s  latest  audited  financial 
statements),  Form  10-Q  Quarterly 
Report(s),  and  Form  8-K  Current 
Report(s);  (ii)  the  latest  proxy  statement 
for  the  annual  meeting  of  stockholders; 
(iii)  the  latest  annual  report  distributed 
to  stockholders;  (iv)  a  qualified 
engineer’s  report  with  an  estimate  of 
proven  reserves,  in  the  case  of  an  oil 
and  gas  company;  (v)  a  qualified 
engineer’s  mining  and  reserve  report,  in 
the  case  of  a  mining  company;  and  (vi) 
such  other  information  or 
documentation,  public  or  non-public, 
deemed  necessary  by  the  Exchange  for 
it  to  make  a  determination  regarding  a 
security’s  original  listing  eligibility. 
There  will  be  no  charge  to  the  company 
in  connection  with  the  confidential  pre- 
application  eligibility  review. 

The  Exchange  has  determined  that  it 
is  appropriate  to  strengthen  and 
enhance  its  initial  listing  standards  by 
requiring  that  all  companies  that  list  on 
the  Exchange  meet  the  requirements  of 
the  Exchange’s  regular  initial  listing 
standards.  Further,  the  Exchange 
anticipates  that  the  proposed  new 
confidential  pre-application  eligibility 
review  process  will  enable  it  to  provide 
an  issuer  with  guidance  and 
clarification  on  whether  or  not  it  is 
eligible  for  listing  on  a  more  expeditious 
basis.  The  Exchange  believes  that  the 
new  confidential  pre-application 
eligibility  review  process  will  provide  a 
fair  procedure,  consistent  with  Section 
6(b)(7)  of  the  1934  Act,  for  all  issuers 
seeking  listing,  including  those  that 
receive  an  adverse  determination. 
Specifically,  consistent  with  the 
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Exchange’s  current  review  process, 
initial  listing  eligibility  determinations 
must  be  made  in  accordance  with  the 
criteria  specified  in  the  Exchange’s 
listing  standards,  following  a  rigorous 
staff  analysis  and  managerial  oversight. 
This  structured  review  process,  based 
on  transparent  standards,  mitigates 
against  erroneous  determinations. 
Moreover,  the  Exchange’s  experience 
with  its  existing  initial  listing  appeal 
process  is  that  it  has  almost  never  been 
utilized,  and  never  successfully,  to 
appeal  a  staff  determination  on  the  basis 
that  such  determination  was  erroneous. 
Rather,  the  few  appeals  have  been  by 
issuers  seeking  listing  under  the  two 
aforementioned  alternative  listing 
standards  (which  can  only  be  achieved 
through  the  appeal  process).  The  revised 
process  would  closely  track  the  NYSE’s 
longstanding  process,  which  is  reflected 
in  the  NY SE  Listed  Company  Manual 
and  has  not,  to  the  Exchange’s 
knowledge,  resulted  in  appeals  of  NYSE 
listing  determinations  to  the 
Commission.  Accordingly,  the  Exchange 
is  confident  that  the  revised  process  will 
be  fair  to  issuers. 

The  Exchange  represents  that  it  has 
considered  how  to  transition  the  above- 
described  rule  changes  and  proposes  the 
following  treatment  for  issuers  that  have 
applications  currently  in  process  for  an 
initial  listing  on  the  Exchange.  Any 
initial  listing  applications  that  are 
already  filed  and  in  process  with  the 
Exchange  as  of  the  date  of  effectiveness 
of  this  proposed  rule  change  (“Legacy 
Applications”)  will  be  treated  as  if  they 
were  still  governed  by  the  initial  listing 
procedures  in  the  Amex  Company 
Guide  as  in  effect  immediately  prior  to 
such  date  of  effectiveness,  which 
effective  date  will  be  the  later  of  (i)  the 
date  of  approval  of  the  rule  change  by 
the  Commission  or  (ii)  the  closing  date 
of  the  acquisition  of  the  Exchange  by 
NYSE  Euronext  as  further  described 
below  under  “Implementation.” 
Consequently,  during  that  transition 
period,  companies  with  Legacy 
Applications  would  have  the  right  to 
appeal  the  initial  listing  decision  and  to 
be  evaluated  for  listing  under  the 
alternative  initial  listing  standards  that 
are  being  eliminated  by  this  filing.  To 
this  end,  the  Exchange  is  proposing  as 
part  of  this  filing  the  addition  of  a 
temporary  Section  1212T  to  the  Amex 
Company  Guide  that  will  contain  those 
current  initial  listing  provisions  of  the 
Amex  Company  Guide  that  reference 
the  alternative  listing  standards  and 
other  provisions  of  Part  12  that  are 
applicable  to  such  alternative  standards, 
which  provisions  are  otherwise  being 
proposed  for  deletion  from  the  Amex 


Company  Guide  in  this  filing.  The 
temporary  provisions  of  Rule  1212T  will 
apply  solely  to  the  Legacy  Applications 
and  will  otherwise  be  of  no  force  or 
effect. 

In  addition  to  the  changes  discussed 
above,  the  Exchange  is  also  proposing 
three  other  minor  changes  of  a 
“housekeeping”  nature  to  the  text  of  the 
Amex  Company  Guide.  Section  206, 
containing  an  outdated  and  non¬ 
substantive  reference  to  listing  day 
would  be  eliminated.  An  outdated 
reference  in  Section  1202  to  the  Listing 
Investigations  Department  (which  no 
longer  exists)  would  be  deleted  under 
the  proposed  rule  change.  Finally, 
language  in  Section  1201(d)  listing  a 
number  of  non-quantitative  factors  that 
the  Exchange  will  consider  in 
evaluating  an  initial  listing  application 
would  be  eliminated  under  the  proposal 
because  those  factors  (and  certain 
others)  are  already  set  forth  in  Section 
101. 

Implementation 

This  rule  filing^  is  being  made  to 
implement  a  NYSE  Euronext  business 
plan  for  the  Amex  after  the 
consummation  of  the  transactions 
contemplated  by  the  merger  agreement 
dated  January  17,  2008  among  the 
Exchange,  the  Amex  Membership 
Corporation,  NYSE  Euronext  and  certain 
other  entities,  whereby  a  successor  to 
the  Exchange  will  become  an  indirect, 
wholly-owned  subsidiary  of  NYSE 
Euronext  (the  “Acquisition”).4  In  the 
event  that  the  Acquisition  has  not 
occurred  prior  to  Commission  approval 
of  the  proposed  rule  change,  the 
effective  date  of  the  rule  change  will  be 
postponed  until  the  closing  date  of  the 
Acquisition  and  the  Exchange’s  rules 
will  be  annotated  accordingly.  In  the 
event  that  the  Acquisition  has  not  been 
effected  on  or  before  December  31,  2008, 
the  proposed  rule  change  will  not  take 
effect  and  the  Exchange  will  rescind  the 
approved  rule  text  by  a  separate  filing 
with  the  Commission. 

2.  Statutory  Basis 
The  Exchange  believes  that  the 
proposed  rule  change  is  consistent  with 
Section  6(b)  of  the  1934  Act5  in  general, 
and  furthers  the  objectives  of  Section 
6(b)(5) 6  in  particular  in  that  it  is 
designed  to  prevent  fraudulent  and 
manipulative  acts  and  practices,  to 
promote  just  and  equitable  principles  of

trade,  to  remove  impediments  to  and 
perfect  the  mechanism  of  a  free  and 
open  market  and  a  national  market 
system  and,  in  general,  to  protect 
investors  and  the  public  interest.  More 
specifically,  the  Exchange  believes  that 
the  proposed  rule  change  is  consistent 
with  investor  protection  and  the  public 
interest  because  the  upgrading  of  the 
Exchange’s  initial  listing  standards 
through  elimination  of  the  current 
alternative  listing  standards  will  further 
ensure  that  only  well-qualified 
companies  that  all  meet  a  uniform  set  of 
standards  will  be  listed  on  the 
Exchange.  Further,  the  Exchange 
believes  that  the  proposed  rule  change 
will  have  the  effect  of  removing 
impediments  to  and  perfecting  the 
mechanism  of  a  free  and  open  market 
and  a  national  market  system  by 
providing  a  more  streamlined  and 
efficient  initial  listing  process  for  the 
Exchange  that  is  very  closely  aligned 
with  the  corresponding  process  that  is 
currently  in  place  at  the  NYSE. 

B.  Self-Regulatory  Organization’s 
Statement  on  Burden  on  Competition 

The  Exchange  believes  that  the 
proposed  rule  change  will  impose  no 
burden  on  competition  that  is  not 
necessary  or  appropriate  in  furtherance 
of  the  purposes  of  the  1934  Act.

A.  Self-Regulatory  Organization’s 
Statement  of  the  Purpose  of,  and 
Statutory  Basis  for,  the  Proposed  Rule 
Change 

1.  Purpose 

This  proposed  rule  change  is  based  on 
recent  Chicago  Board  Options  Exchange, 
Incorporated  (“CBOE”)  and  NYSE  Area, 
Inc.  (“NYSE  Area”)  filings.7 

The  purpose  of  the  proposed  rule 
change  is  to  revise  Phlx  Rules  1009  and 
1010  to  enable  the  listing  and  trading  of 
options  on  equity  index-linked 
securities  (“Equity  Index-Linked 
Securities”),  commodity-linked 
securities  (“Commodity-Linked 
Securities”),  currency-linked  securities 
(“Currency-Linked  Securities”),  fixed 
income  index-linked  securities  (“Fixed 
Income  Index-Linked  Securities”), 
futures-linked  securities  (“Futures- 
Linked  Securities”)  and  multifactor 
index-linked  securities  (“Multifactor 
Index-Linked  Securities”)  (the  six  types 
of  index-linked  securities  are 
collectively  known  as  “Index-Linked 
Securities”)  that  are  principally  traded 
on  a  national  securities  exchange  and 
are  “NMS  Stock”  (as  defined  in  Rule 
600  of  Regulation  NMS  under  the  Act). 

Index-Linked  Securities  are  designed 
for  investors  who  desire  to  participate  in 
a  specific  market  segment  by  providing 
exposure  to  one  or  more  identifiable 
underlying  securities,  commodities, 
currencies,  derivative  instruments  or 
market  indexes  of  the  foregoing 
(“Underlying  Index”  or  “Underlying 
Indexes”).  Index-Linked  Securities  are 
the  non-convertible  debt  of  an  issuer 
that  have  a  term  of  at  least  one  (1)  year 
but  not  greater  than  thirty  (30)  years. 
Despite  the  fact  that  Index-Linked 
Securities  are  linked  to  an  underlying 
index,  each  trades  as  a  single,  exchange- 
listed  security.  Accordingly,  rules 
pertaining  to  the  listing  and  trading  of 
standard  equity  options  will  apply  to 
Index-Linked  Securities.  The  Exchange 
does  not  propose  any  changes  to  rules 
pertaining  to  Index  Options.

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Listing  Criteria 

The  Exchange  will  consider  listing 
and  trading  options  on  Index-Linked 
Securities  provided  the  Index-Liked 
Securities  meet  the  criteria  for 
underlying  securities  set  forth  in  Phlx 
Rule  1009  (a)  to  (c)  and  Commentary  .01 
to  Rule  1009. 

The  Exchange  proposes  that  Index- 
Linked  Securities  deemed  appropriate 
for  options  trading  represent  ownership 
of  a  security  that  provides  for  the 
payment  at  maturity,  as  described 
below: 

— Equity  Index-Linked  Securities  are 
securities  that  provide  for  the 
payment  at  maturity  of  a  cash  amount 
based  on  the  performance  of  an 
underlying  index  or  indexes  of  equity 
securities  (“Equity  Reference  Asset”); 
— Commodity-Linked  Securities  are 
securities  that  provide  for  the 
payment  at  maturity  of  a  cash  amount 
based  on  the  performance  of  one  or 
more  physical  commodities  or 
commodity  futures,  options  or  other 
commodity  derivatives  or 
Commodity-Based  Trust  Shares  or  a 
basket  or  index  of  any  of  the  foregoing 
(“Commodity  Reference  Asset”); 

— Currency-Linked  Securities  are 
securities  that  provide  for  the 
payment  at  maturity  of  a  cash  amount 
based  on  the  performance  of  one  or 
more  currencies,  or  options  or 
currency  futures  or  other  currency 
derivatives  or  Currency  Trust  Shares  8 
or  a  basket  or  index  of  any  of  the 
foregoing  (“Currency  Reference 
Asset”); 

— Fixed  Income  Index-Linked  Securities 
are  securities  that  provide  for  the 
payment  at  maturity  of  a  cash  amount 
based  on  the  performance  of  one  or 
more  notfes,  bonds,  debentures  or 
evidence  of  indebtedness  that 
include,  but  are  not  limited  to,  U.S. 
Department  of  Treasury  securities 
(“Treasury  Securities”),  government 
sponsored  entity  securities  (“GSE 
Securities”),  municipal  securities, 
trust  preferred  securities, 
supranational  debt  and  debt  of  a 
foreign  country  or  a  subdivision 
thereof  or  a  basket  or  index  of  any  of 
the  foregoing  (“Fixed  Income 
Reference  Asset”); 

— Futures-Linked  Securities  are 
securities  that  provide  for  the

other  derivatives  on  any  of  the 
foregoing;  or  (b)  interest  rate  futures 
or  options  or  derivatives  on  the 
foregoing  in  this  subparagraph  (b) 
(“Futures  Reference  Asset”);  and 
— Multifactor  Index-Linked  Securities 
are  securities  that  provide  for  the 
payment  at  maturity  of  a  cash  amount 
based  on  the  performance  of  any 
combination  of  two  or  more  Equity 
Reference  Assets,  Commodity 
Reference  Assets,  Currency  Reference 
Assets,  Fixed  Income  Reference 
Assets  or  Futures  Reference  Assets 
(“Multifactor  Reference  Asset”). 

For  the  purposes  of  Commentary  .09 
to  Phlx  Rule  1009,  Equity  Reference 
Assets,  Commodity  Reference  Assets, 
Currency  Reference  Assets,  Fixed 
Income  Reference  Assets,  Futures 
Reference  Assets  and  Multifactor 
Reference  Assets,  will  be  collectively 
referred  to  as  “Reference  Assets.” 

Index-Linked  Securities  must  meet 
the  criteria  and  guidelines  for 
underlying  securities  set  forth  in 
Commentary  .01  to  Phlx  Rule  1009,  or 
the  Index-Linked  Securities  must  be 
redeemable  at  the  option  of  the  holder 
at  least  on  a  weekly  basis  through  the 
issuer  at  a  price  related  to  the  applicable 
underlying  Reference  Asset.  In  addition, 
the  issuing  company  is  obligated  to 
issue  or  repurchase  the  securities  in 
aggregation  units  for  cash  or  cash 
equivalents  satisfactory  to  the  issuer  of 
Index-Linked  Securities  which  underlie 
the  option  as  described  in  the  Index- 
Linked  Securities  prospectus. 

Continued  Listing  Requirements 
Options  on  Index-Linked  Securities 
will  be  subject  to  all  Exchange  rules 
governing  the  trading  of  equity  options. 
The  current  continuing  or  maintenance 
listing  standards  for  options  traded  on 
the  Exchange  will  continue  to  apply. 

The  Exchange  proposes  to  establish 
Commentary  .12  to  Rule  1010  which 
will  include  criteria  related  to  the 
continued  listing  of  options  on  Index- 
Linked  Securities. 

Under  the  applicable  continued 
listing  criteria  in  proposed  Commentary 
.12  to  Rule  1010,  options  on  Index 
Linked  Securities  initially  approved  for 
trading  pursuant  to  proposed 
Commentary  .09  to  Rule  1009  may  be 
subject  to  the  suspension  of  opening 
transactions  as  follows;  (1)  Non- 
compliance  with  the  terms  of 
Commentary  .09  to  Rule  1009;  (2)  non- 
compliance  with  the  terms  of 


Commentary  .01  to  Rule  1010,  except  in 
the  case  of  options  covering  Index 
Linked  Securities  approved  pursuant  to 
Commentary  .09(c)(ii)  to  Rule  1009  that 
are  redeemable  at  the  option  of  the 
holder  at  least  on  a  weekly  basis,  then 
option  contracts  of  the  class  covering 
such  Securities  may  only  continue  to  be 
open  for  trading  as  long  as  the  Securities 
are  listed  on  a  national  securities 
exchange  and  are  an  “NMS  stock”  as 
defined  in  Rule  600  of  Regulation  NMS; 
(3)  in  the  case  of  any  Index-Linked 
Security  trading  pursuant  to 
Commentary  .09  to  Rule  1009,  the  value 
of  the  Reference  Asset  is  no  longer 
calculated  or  available;  or  (4)  such  other 
event  shall  occur  or  condition  exist  that 
in  the  opinion  of  the  Exchange  makes 
further  dealing  in  such  options  on  the 
Exchange  inadvisable. 

The  Exchange  represents  that  the 
listing  and  trading  of  options  on  Index- 
Linked  Securities  under  Commentary 
.09  to  Rule  1009  will  not  have  any  effect 
on  the  rules  pertaining  to  position  and 
exercise  limits  9  or  margin.10 

The  Exchange  will  implement 
surveillance  procedures  for  options  on 
Index-Linked  Securities,  including 
adequate  comprehensive  surveillance 
sharing  agreements  with  markets  trading 
in  non-U.S.  components,  as  applicable. 
The  Exchange  represents  that  these 
procedures  will  be  adequate  to  properly 
monitor  Exchange  trading  of  options  on 
these  the  securities  and  to  deter  and 
detect  violations  of  Exchange  rules. 

2.  Statutory  Basis 

The  Exchange  believes  that  the 
proposal  is  consistent  with  Section  6(b) 
of  tbe  Act 11  in  general,  and  furthers  the 
objectives  of  Section  6(b)(5)  of  the  Act12 
in  particular,  in  that  it  is  designed  to 
promote  just  and  equitable  principles  of 
trade,  to  remove  impediments  to  and 
perfect  the  mechanisms  of  a  free  and 
open  market  and  a  national  market 
system,  and,  in  general,  to  protect 
investors  and  the  public  interest.  The 
Exchange  believes  that  the  proposed 
rules  applicable  to  trading  pursuant  to 
generic  listing  and  trading  criteria, 
together  with  the  Exchange’s 
surveillance  procedures  applicable  to 
trading  in  the  securities  covered  by  the 
proposed  rules,  serve  to  foster  investor 
protection. 

B.  Self-Regulatory  Organization’s 
Statement  on  Burden  on  Competition 

The  Exchange  does  not  believe  that 
the  proposed  rule  change  will  impose

C.  Self-Regulatory  Organization’s 
Statement  on  Comments  on  the 
Proposed  Rule  Change  Received  From 
Members,  Participants,  or  Others 

No  written  comments  were  solicited 
nor  received. 

III.  Date  of  Effectiveness  of  the 
Proposed  Rule  Change  and  Timing  for 
Commission  Action 

Because  the  foregoing  proposed  rule 
change:  (1)  Does  not  significantly  affect 
the  protection  of  investors  or  the  public 
interest;  (2)  does  not  impose  any 
significant  burden  on  competition;  and 
(3)  by  its  terms  does  not  become 
operative  for  30  days  after  the  date  of 
this  filing,  or  such  shorter  time  as  the 
Commission  may  designate  if  consistent 
with  the  protection  of  investors  and  the 
public  interest,  the  proposed  rule 
change  has  become  effective  pursuant  to 
Section  19(b)(3)(A)  of  the  Act13  and 
Rule  19b— 4(f)(6)  thereunder.14 

A  proposed  rule  change  filed  under 
Rule  19b— 4(f)(6)  normally  does  not 
become  operative  for  30  days  after  the 
date  of  filing.  In  addition,  Rule  19b- 
4(f)(6)(iii)  requires  a  self-regulatory 
organization  to  provide  the  Commission 
with  written  notice  of  its  intent  to  file 
the  proposed  rule  change,  along  with  a 
brief  description  and  text  of  the 
proposed  rule  change,  at  least  five 
business  days  prior  to  the  date  of  filing 
of  the  proposed  rule  change,  or  such 
shorter  time  as  designated  by  the 
Commission.  However,  Rule  19b- 
4(f)(6)(iii)  permits  the  Commission  to 
designate  a  shorter  time  if  such  action 
is  consistent  with  the  protection  of 
investors  and  the  public  interest.  The 
Exchange  requests  that  the  Commission 
waive  the  30-day  operative  delay  as  well 
as  the  five  business-day  pre-filing 
requirement  so  that  the  Exchange  is  able 
to  compete  with  other  options 
exchanges  that  are  currently  permitted 
to  list  and  trade  options  on  Index- 
Linked  Securities.  The  Commission 
believes  that  waiving  the  30-day 
operative  delay  and  five  business-day 
pre-filing  requirement  is  consistent  with 
the  protection  of  investors  and  the 
public  interest.15  The  Commission  notes 
the  proposal  is  substantively  identical  to 
proposals  that  were  recently  approved 
by  the  Commission,  and  does  not  raise

any  new  regulatory  issues.16  For  these 
reasons,  the  Commission  designates  the 
proposed  rule  change  as  operative  upon 
filing. 

At  any  time  within  60  days  of  the 
filing  of  the  proposed  rule  change,  the 
Commission  may  summarily  abrogate 
such  rule  change  if  it  appears  to  the 
Commission  that  such  action  is 
necessary  or  appropriate  in  the  public 
interest,  for  the  protection  of  investors, 
or  otherwise  in  furtherance  of  the 
purposes  of  the  Act.

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trading  platform  for  options,  Phlx  XL,7 8 
in  which  automatic  executions  will 
decrement  the  Exchange’s  disseminated 
size  by  the  amount  of  the  automatic 
execution.

II.  Self-Regulatory  Organization’s 
Statement  of  the  Purpose  of,  and 
Statutory  Basis  for,  the  Proposed  Rule 
Change 

In  its  filing  with  the  Commission,  the 
Exchange  included  statements 
concerning  the  purpose  of  and  basis  for 
the  proposed  rule  change  and  discussed 
any  comments  it  received  on  the 
proposed  rule  change.  The  text  of  these 
statements  may  be  examined  at  the 
places  specified  in  Item  IV  below.  The 
Exchange  has  prepared  summaries,  set 
forth  in  sections  A,  B,  and  C  below,  of 
the  most  significant  aspects  of  such 
statements. 

A.  Self-Regulatory  Organization’s 
Statement  of  the  Purpose  of,  and 
Statutory  Basis  for,  the  Proposed  Rule 
Change 

1.  Purpose 

The  purpose  of  the  proposed  rule 
change  is  to  enhance  the  ability  of 
Exchange  Streaming  Quote  Traders 
(“SQTs”),H  Remote  Streaming  Quote 
Traders  (“RSQTs”),9  non-SQT  ROTs,10 
and  specialists  (collectively,  “Phlx  XL 
participants”)  to  better  manage  risk  by 
modifying  the  Phlx  XL  system  such  that 
when  a  trade  occurs,  the  Phlx  XL  system 
will  decrement  .the  quote  size  by  the 
number  of  contracts  traded  in  the 
affected  option  series  on  the  side  of  the 
market  that  has  traded  (i.e.,  bid  size  for 
sell  transactions  and  offer  size  for  buy 
transactions). 

Phlx  XL  currently  does  not  decrement 
quotation  size  in  real  time.  Instead,  a

Phlx  XL  participant  has  control  over  his 
or  her  quotation  size  and  can  refresh  the 
size  (and  price)  for  which  he  or  she  is 
firm  at  the  disseminated  price.  Phlx  XL 
participants  have  experienced  situations 
where  they  execute  more  contracts  at  a 
particular  price  than  they  intended  due 
to  the  fact  that  Phlx  XL  currently  does 
not  decrement  quote  size  in  real  time. 

The  following  example  illustrates  the 
issue  that  the  proposed  system  change 
would  solve: 

A  Phlx  XL  participant  submits  an 
electronic  quotation  (a  bid)  to  buy  100 
contracts.  Under  the  current  system 
functionality,  if  a  single  trade  of  100 
contracts  to  sell  interacts  with  that  bid 
for  100  contracts,  all  100  contracts  will 
be  executed  and  the  Phlx  XL 
participant’s  quotation  will  be 
exhausted  and  removed  from  the  market 
place  until  that  Phlx  XL  participant 
refreshes  his  or  her  quotation.11 

If,  however,  a  single  trade  of  100 
contracts  to  sell  interacts  with  that  bid 
for  anything  less  than  its  full  size,  the 
Phlx  XL  system  currently  does  not 
decrement  the  size  of  the  bid,  and  the 
bid  is  still  firm  for  the  full  original  size 
of  100  contracts.  For  example,  a  single 
trade  of  90  contracts  occurs  on  the  bid 
price,  all  90  contracts  would  be 
executed  automatically,  but  the 
disseminated  size  of  the  quotation  will 
continue  to  be  100  contracts.  Phlx  XL 
participants  have  experienced  situations 
where  a  quotation  could  be  for  a  size  of 
100  contracts  and  an  execution  occurs 
for  99  contracts,  followed  by  an 
additional  execution  of  100  contracts  at 
the  same  price  before  the  Phlx  XL 
participant  can  revise  his  or  her 
quotation  in  the  affected  series,  for  a 
total  execution  of  199  contracts  when 
the  quotation  was  only  intended  to  be 
for  a  size  of  100  contracts  at  the 
disseminated  price.  The  Exchange 
believes  that  this  aspect  of  the  current 
system  exposes  Phlx  XL  participants  to 
undue  risk  respecting  the  size  for  which 
they  are  firm  at  a  particular  price  in  a 
particular  option  series. 

Accordingly,  under  the  proposal, 
every  trade  executed  automatically  in 
the  Phlx  XL  system  would  cause  the 
Exchange’s  disseminated  size  to  be 
reduced  by  the  number  of  contracts 
traded  in  the  affected  series  at  the 
disseminated  price.  Receipt  of  a  revised 
quote  from  the  affected  Phlx  XL 
participant  would  reset  the  price  and 
size  for  that  series. 

2.  Statutory  Basis 

The  Exchange  believes  that  its 
proposal  is  consistent  with  Section  6(b)

investors  and  the  public  interest,  by 
providing  Phlx  XL  participants  with 
additional  protection  from  exposure  to 
undue  market  risk  through  the  real-time 
decrementation  of  the  Exchange’s 
disseminated  size. 

The  Exchange  further  believes  that  the 
proposed  rule  change  is  consistent  with 
the  Act  because  the  risk  protection 
afforded  Phlx  XL  participants  should 
encourage  them  to  quote  options  series 
with  greater  size,  adding  liquidity  to  the 
Exchange’s  markets  against  which 
customers  can  trade. 

B.  Self-Regulatory  Organization's 
Statement  ori  Burden  on  Competition 

The  Exchange  does  not  believe  that 
the  proposed  rule  change  will  impose 
any  burden  on  competition  not 
necessary  or  appropriate  in  furtherance 
of  the  purposes  of  the  Act. 

C.  Self-Regulatory  Organization’s 
Statement  on  Comments  on  the. 
Proposed  Rule  Change  Received  From 
Members,  Participants  or  Others 

Written  comments  were  neither 
solicited  nor  received. 

III.  Date  of  Effectiveness  of  the 
Proposed  Rule  Change  and  Timing  for 
Commission  Action 

Because  the  proposed  rule  change:  (i) 
Does  not  significantly  affect  the 
protection  of  investors  or  the  public 
interest;  (ii)  does  not  impose  any 
significant  burden  on  competition;  and 
(iii)  does  not  become  operative  for  30 
days  after  the  date  of  the  filing,  or  such 
shorter  time  as  the  Commission  may 
designate  if  consistent  with  the 
protection  of  investors  and  the  public 
interest,  the  proposed  rule  change  has 
become  effective  pursuant  to  Section 
19(b)(3)(A)  of  the  Act 14  and  Rule  19b- 
4(f)(6)  thereunder.15

The  Commission  notes 
that  under  the  proposal,  the  Exchange’s 
disseminated  size  should  accurately 
reflect  revised  quotation  sizes  based  on 
automatic  executions  through  Phlx  XL 
in  real  time.  Accordingly,  the 
Commission  designates  that  the 
proposed  rule  change  become  operative 
immediately.18 

At  any  time  within  60  days  of  the 
filing  of  the  proposed  rule  change,  the 
Commission  may  summarily  abrogate 
the  rule  change  if  it  appears  to  the 
Commission  that  such  action  is 
necessary  or  appropriate  in  the  public 
interest,  for  the  protection  of  investors, 
or  otherwise  in  furtherance  of  the 
purposes  of  the  Act.

I.  Introduction 

On  April  18,  2008,  The  NASDAQ 
Stock  Market  LLC  (“Nasdaq”)  filed  with 
the  Securities  and  Exchange 
Commission  (“Commission”),  pursuant 
to  Section  19(b)(1)  of  the  Securities 
Exchange  Act  of  1934  (“Exchange  Act” 
or  “Act”) 1  and  Rule  19b-4  thereunder,2 
a  proposed  rule  change  related  to 
submission  of  non-tape  reports.  On  July 
3,  2008,  Nasdaq  filed  Amendment  No.  1 
to  the  proposed  rule  change.  The

proposed  rule  change  was  published  for 
comment  in  the  Federal  Register  on  July 
11,  2008. 3  Two  comments  were  received 
in  support  of  the  proposed  rule  change.4 
On  August  11,  2008,  Nasdaq  filed 
Amendment  No.  2  to  the  proposed  rule 
change  to  make  certain  technical,  non¬ 
substantive  modifications  to  the  original 
rule  filing.  This  order  approves  the 
proposed  rule  change,  as  amended. 

II.  Description  of  the  Proposal 

The  proposed  rule  change  would: 
Expand  the  scope  of  step-outs  5  to 
include  all  securities  transfers  from  one 
Nasdaq  member  to  another  provided  the 
transfer  does  not  constitute  a  reportable 
trade,6  eliminate  the  requirement  for  an 
authorizing  agreement  when  Nasdaq 
members  use  the  Automated 
Confirmation  Transaction  service 
(“ACT”)  to  effect  a  step-out  along  with 
the  transfer  of  a  sales  fee  or  similar  fee,7 
describe  riskless  transactions,8  state  that 
members  may  not  use  the  step-out 
function  in  lieu  of  reporting  a  trade,9 
and  establish  a  fee  for  the  use  of  the 
step-out  function  to  transfer  a 
transaction  fee.10 

Nasdaq  will  allow  members  to  submit 
records  for  riskless  transfers  using  the 
following  capacities:  “Riskless 
Principal”  where  the  member  acted  as 
principal  on  the  trade  or  trades  related 
to  the  riskless  submission;  “Agent” 
where  the  member  acted  as  agent  on  the 
trade  or  trades  related  to  the  riskless 
submission:  and  “Intra-Broker”  where 
the  transfer  is  occurring  strictly  within 
a  member  firm. 

Transaction  Fees 

According  to  Nasdaq,  trade  reporting 
rules  of  other  SROs  allow  transaction 
fees  to  be  included  in  clearing  reports. 
Nasdaq  proposes  to  permit  members  to 
include  transaction  fees  in  clearing 
reports  submitted  under  Rule  7038  or 
7042,  if  the  members  agree  in  advance 
to  transfer  the  transaction  fee  and  if  they 
are  parties  to  a  written  agreement

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permitting  the  submission  of  fee- 
inclusive  clearing  reports.  Nasdaq 
would  allow  members  to  transfer  to 
another  Nasdaq  member  transaction  fees 
using  the  clearing  reports  that  Nasdaq 
forwards  to  the  National  Securities 
Clearing  Corporation  (“NSCC”)  to  clear 
a  trade.  Nasdaq  will  impose  a  fee  of 
$0.03  per-side  for  each  such  clearing 
report.11 

Step-Outs 

A  step-out  is  a  transfer  of  all  or  a 
portion  of  a  broker-dealer’s  securities 
position  to  another  broker-dealer  which 
transfer  does  not  constitute  a  trade. 
According  to  Nasdaq,  this  proposal 
builds  upon  previous  attempts  to 
provide  step-out  parameters  for  its 
members.  Nasdaq  initially  offered  step- 
out  capability  in  2007  because  FINRA 
rules  restricted  the  use  of  step-outs  to 
those  portions  of  trades  that  were 
originally  executed  by,  and  reported  to, 
FINRA  facilities.12  Certain  broker- 
dealers  wished  to  engage  in  step-outs 
but  did  not  have  systems  in  place  to 
capture  the  venue  of  the  original  trade 
execution  and/or  they  may  have 
executed  various  portions  of  the 
underlying  trade  in  non-FINRA 
facilities.  FINRA  rules  do  not  permit  the 
use  of  step-outs  under  these  conditions. 
Accordingly,  Nasdaq  amended  its  rules 
to  allow  the  use  of  step-outs  in 
connection  with  any  trade  to  w’hich  a 
Nasdaq  member  was  a  party  regardless 
of  the  market  on  which  the  trade  was 
executed.13 

Nasdaq  amended  its  step-out  rules 
again  in  2007  to  require  clearing 
member  firms  that  wanted  to  transfer 
certain  sales  fees  without  transferring 
the  underlying  shares  to  have  an 
authorizing  agreement.  No  authorizing 
agreement  is  required  when  Nasdaq 
members  conduct  step-outs  if  the 
transfers  are  limited  to  transfer  of  the 
underlying  shares.14 

Nasdaq  is  again  expanding  its  step-out 
parameters:  first,  it  proposes  to  expand 
the  scope  of  step-outs  to  include  all 
securities  transfers  from  one  Nasdaq 
member  to  another  provided  that  the 
transfer  does  not  constitute  a  reportable 
trade;  second,  Nasdaq  is  eliminating  the 
requirement  for  an  authorizing 
agreement  when  Nasdaq  members  use

ACT  to  effect  a  step-out  along  with  the 
transfer  of  a  sales  or  similar  fee.15  Third, 
Nasdaq  is  reiterating  in  its  rules  that 
step-outs  are  not  trade  reports  and 
cannot  be  used  as  such  and  reminding 
members  of  the  need  to  comply  with 
trade  reporting  rules  of  other  SROs 
governing  a  particular  transaction.16 
Finally,  Nasdaq  is  implementing  a  fee 
for  step-outs  that  also  transfer  a 
transaction  fee. 

Nasdaq  believes  that  the  above 
changes  will  enhance  the  ability  of 
Nasdaq  members  to  transfer  securities 
positions  and  their  associated  fees  in  an 
efficient  and  transparent  manner. 

III.  Discussion  and  Commission 
Findings 

After  careful  consideration,  the 
Commission  finds  that  the  proposed 
rule  change  is  consistent  with  the 
requirements  of  the  Act  and  the  rules 
and  regulations  thereunder  applicable  to 
a  national  securities  exchange 17  and,  in 
particular,  the  requirements  of  Section  6 
of  the  Act.18  Specifically,  the 
Commission  finds  that  the  proposed 
rule  change  is  consistent  with  Section 
6(b)(5)  of  the  Act,19  which  requires, 
among  other  things,  that  the  rules  of  a 
national  securities  exchange  be 
designed  to  prevent  fraudulent  and 
manipulative  acts  and  practices,  to 
promote  just  and  equitable  principles  of 
trade,  to  foster  cooperation  and 
coordination  with  persons  engaged  in 
regulating,  clearing,  settling,  processing 
information  with  respect  to,  and 
facilitating  transactions  in  securities,  to 
remove  impediments  to  and  perfect  the 
mechanism  of  a  free  and  open  market 
and  a  national  market  system,  and,  in 
general,  to  protect  investors  and  the 
public  interest.  Nasdaq’s  proposal  to 
expand  the  use  of  step-outs,  as 
described  above  should  enhance  the

efficiency  and  transparency  to  members 
of  their  post-trade  operations. 

The  Commission  received  two 
comment  letters  on  the  proposed  rule 
change.20  One  commenter  expressed 
support  for  Nasdaq’s  proposal  and 
stated  it  believes  Nasdaq’s  proposal  will 
bring  added  transparency.21  The  other 
commenter  questioned  the  impact  this 
proposed  rule  change  may  have  on 
Exchange  Act  Rule  1 0b-10  22  disclosure 
requirements.23 

Nasdaq’s  proposal  to  allow 
submission  of  non-tape,  riskless 
principal  reports  through  ACT  should 
facilitate  the  transfer  of  information 
between  parties  to  the  transaction  and 
make  the  trade  record  information 
electronically  available.  It  can  facilitate 
the  ultimate  transmission  of  the  transfer 
records  to  the  appropriate  clearing 
agency.24  The  Commission  notes  that 
Nasdaq  members  can  not  satisfy  any 
trade  reporting  obligations  by 
submitting  non-tape,  clearing,  or  non¬ 
tape,  non-clearing  records  to  ACT. 
Furthermore,  the  Commission  expects 
Nasdaq  to  monitor  the  expanded  use  of 
the  step-out  functionality  to  ensure  that 
its  members  use  these  position 
movements  as  specified  in  the  rule,  and 
not  to  effect  trades. 

Nasdaq’s  proposal  to  allow  the 
transfer  of  fees  in  conjunction  with  the 
step-out  is  analogous  to  rules  of  other 
SROs  which  allow  transaction  fees  to  be 
included  in  clearing  reports.25  The 
Commission  understands  that  although 
Nasdaq  no  longer  requires  members  to 
have  agreements  in  place  for  step-out 
transactions,  the  transaction  comparison 
process  itself  requires  the  acquiescence 
of  both  parties  for  the  ACT  system  to 
complete  the  transaction.  A  member 
retains  the  opportunity  to  manually 
reject  or  reverse  the  step-out  and  fee 
transfer  arrangement  if  it  disagrees  with 
their  terms  when  the  terms  are 
presented  to  the  member  even  after  the

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step-out  and  fee  transfer  had  initially 
been  affirmed.26 

IV.  Conclusion 

On  the  basis  of  the  foregoing,  the 
Commission  finds  that  the  proposed 
rule  change  is  consistent  with  the 
requirements  of  the  Act  and  in 
particular  Section  6  of  the  Act  and  the 
rules  and  regulations  thereunder. 

It  is  therefore  ordered,  pursuant  to 
Section  19(b)(2)  of  the  Act,  that  the 
proposed  rule  change  (File  No.  SR- 
NASDAQ-2008-033),  as  modified  by 
Amendments  No.  1  and  2,  be  and 
hereby  is,  approved.

II.  Description  of  the  Proposed  Rule 
Change 

The  Exchange  proposes  to  list  and 
trade  the  shares  (“Shares”)  of  the  Fund 
pursuant  to  NYSE  Area  Equities  Rule 
8.600,  which  governs  the  listing  and 
trading  of  Managed  Fund  Shares  on  the 
Exchange.4  The  Fund  will  be  an  actively 
managed  exchange  traded  fund.

The  Exchange  represents  that 
WisdomTree  Asset  Management  is  not 
affiliated  with  any  broker-dealer.  The 
Bank  of  New  York  is  the  administrator, 
custodian,  and  transfer  agent  for  the 
Fund.  ALPS  Distributors,  Inc.  serves  as 
the  distributor  for  the  Fund.7 

The  Fund  seeks  to  earn  current 
income  reflective  of  money  market  rates 
in  emerging  market  currencies  available

exposure  to  changes  in  the  value  of 
emerging  market  currencies  relative  to 
the  U.S.  dollar.  The  Exchange  notes  that 
because  the  Fund’s  investment  objective 
was  adopted  as  a  non-fundamental 
investment  policy,  the  Fund’s 
investment  objective  may  be  changed 
without  a  vote  of  shareholders. 

The  Fund  seeks  to  achieve  its 
investment  objective  by  investing  in 
short-term  securities  and  instruments 
designed  to  provide  exposure  to  the 
currencies  and  money  market  rates  of  a 
specified  set  of  emerging  market 
countries.  The  set  of  countries  is 
selected  and  reconstituted  on  an  annual 
basis  with  similar  allocations  to  each 
country  being  established  (in  U.S.  dollar 
terms)  at  the  reconstitution  date  and 
consequently  reset  each  quarter. 
Although  the  Fund  is  actively  managed, 
the  Exchange  states  that  the  Fund  would 
strive  to  adhere  to  these  general 
parameters  in  both  currency  selection 
and  approximate  allocation,  unless  it  is 
believed  to  be  to  the  detriment  of  the 
Fund. 

A  basket  of  from  five  to  twelve 
currencies  is  selected  at  least  annually 
from  a  pool  of  eligible  currencies  to 
provide  a  representative  and  diversified 
proxy  for  developing  market  currencies 
relative  to  the  U.S.  dollar.  Countries  and 
their  capital  markets  are  first  classified 
as  frontier,  emerging,  developing,  and 
developed  markets  based  on  a  number 
of  quantitative  and  qualitative  factors  to 
determine  eligibility.  Only  the 
currencies  of  countries  and  capital 
markets  classified  as  developing  or 
emerging  markets  will  be  deemed 
eligible.  The  selection  of  the  constituent 
currencies  is  then  driven  by  the 
liquidity  and  tradability  of  the 
individual  currencies,  a  country’s 
economic  and  capital  market 
development,  and  optimized  regional 
and  economic  diversification.  The  Fund 
attempts  to  invest  in  instruments  that 
provide  exposure  to  the  most  liquid 
currencies  in  the  geographical  regions  in 
which  the  Fund  invests.  The  Fund  will 
seek  to  provide  an  equally-weighted 
exposure  to  these  currencies.  The  Fund 
will  be  rebalanced  on  a  quarterly  basis 
to  maintain  this  equal  weighting.  The 
basket  will  be  reconstituted  each  year 
following  a  similar  classification  and 
selection  process.  Significant  events, 
such  as  the  reclassification  of  a 
country’s  currency  from  developing  to 
developed,  may  cause  the  Fund  to 
reconstitute  its  portfolio  more 
frequently  than  annually.  At  launch,  the 
Fund  initially  will  select  a  subset  of  the 
following  markets:  Brazil,  Chile,  China, 
the  Czech  Republic,  Hungary,  India, 
Malaysia,  Mexico,  Poland,  Russia,  South

Africa,  South  Korea,  Taiwan,  Turkey, 
and  Thailand.8 

The  Exchange  adds  that,  in  addition 
to  using  the  BIS  Survey  to  assess 
liquidity,  the  Fund’s  portfolio  managers 
also  will  use  information  about 
transaction  volume,  bid-ask  spreads, 
and  average  transaction  size  in  each 
currency  and  in  contracts  and 
derivatives  on  such  currencies  to  assess 
liquidity,  obtaining  this  information 
through  market  observation, 
subscription  services,  and  from  publicly 
available  sources. 

The  Exchange  notes  that,  because  the 
market  for  money  market  instruments  in 
these  countries  generally  is  less  liquid 
and  accessible  to  foreign  investors  than 
corresponding  markets  in  more 
developed  economies,  the  Fund  intends 
to  achieve  exposure  to  the  applicable 
non-U. S.  market(s)  by  investing 
primarily  in  short-term  U.S.  money 
market  securities  and  in  forward 
currency  contracts  and  swaps,  the 
combination  of  which  is  designed  to 
create  a  position  economically  similar  to 
a  money  market  instrument 
denominated  in  a  non-U. S.  currency.9 

The  Fund  generally  will  maintain  a 
weighted  average  portfolio  maturity  of 
90  days  or  less,  will  not  purchase  any 
money  market  instrument  with  a 
remaining  maturity  of  more  than  397 
calendar  days,  and  will  not  invest  in 
non-U.S.  equity  securities.  The 
Exchange  notes  that  the  Fund  will  issue 
and  redeem  Shares  on  a  continuous 
basis  at  net  asset  value  (“NAV”) 10  only

participants.  Creation  Units  of  the  Fund 
are  usually  issued  in  exchange  for  cash, 
and  redemptions  are  effected  usually  in 
exchange  for  a  basket  of  U.S.  money 
market  instruments  and/or  a  designated 
amount  of  cash.  Once  created,  Shares  of 
the  Fund  trade  on  the  secondary  market 
in  amounts  less  than  a  Creation  Unit. 

The  Exchange  states  that  more 
information  regarding  the  Shares  and 
the  Fund,  including  investment 
strategies,  risks,  creation  and 
redemption  procedures,  fees,  portfolio 
holdings  disclosure  policies, 
distributions,  and  taxes,  can  be  found  in 
the  Registration  Statement. 

B.  Availability  of  Information 

The  Fund’s  Web  site 
( www.wisdomtree.com ),  which  will  be 
publicly  available  prior  to  the  public 
offering  of  the  Shares,  will  include  a 
downloadable  form  of  the  prospectus  for 
the  Fund.  The  Web  site  will  include 
additional  quantitative  information  for 
the  Fund,  updated  on  a  daily  basis, 
including:  (1)  The  prior  business  day’s 
reported  NAV,  mid-point  of  the  bid/ask 
spread  at  the  time  of  calculation  of  such 
NAV  (the  “Bid/ Ask  Price”),11  and  a 
calculation  of  the  premium  and 
discount  of  the  Bid/ Ask  Price  against 
the  NAV;  and  (2)  data  in  chart  format 
displaying  the  frequency  distribution  of 
discounts  and  premiums  of  the  daily 
Bid/ Ask  Price  against  the  NAV,  within 
appropriate  ranges,  for  each  of  the  four 
previous  calendar  quarters.  On  each 
business  day,  before  commencement  of 
trading  in  the  Core  Trading  Session 12 
on  the  Exchange,  the  Trust  will  disclose 
on  its  Web  site  the  identities  and 
quantities  of  the  portfolio  of  securities 
and  other  assets  (“Disclosed 
Portfolio”) 13  held  by  the  Fund  that  will 
form  the  basis  for  the  Fund’s  calculation 
of  NAV  at  the  end  of  the  business  day.14

In  addition,  an  estimated  value, 
defined  in  NYSE  Area  Equities  Rule 
8.600(c)(3)  as  the  “Portfolio  Indicative 
Value,”  which  reflects  an  estimated 
intraday  value  of  the  Fund’s  portfolio, 
will  be  disseminated.  The  Portfolio 
Indicative  Value  will  be  based  upon  the 
current  value  for  the  components  of  the 
Disclosed  Portfolio  and  will  be  updated 
and  disseminated  by  the  Exchange  at 
least  every  15  seconds  during  the  Core 
Trading  Session  through  the  facilities  of 
the  Consolidated  Tape  Association.  The 
Exchange  states  that  the  dissemination 
of  the  Portfolio  Indicative  Value, 
together  with  the  Disclosed  Portfolio, 
will  allow  investors  to  determine  the 
value  of  the  underlying  portfolio  of  the 
Fund  on  a  daily  basis  and  to  provide  a 
close  estimate  of  that  value  throughout 
the  trading  day. 

The  Exchange  further  states  that 
information  regarding  market  price  and 
volume  of  the  Shares  is  and  will  be 
continually  available  on  a  real-time 
basis  throughout  the  day  on  brokers’ 
computer  screens  and  other  electronic 
services.  The  previous  day’s  closing 
price  and  trading  volume  information 
will  be  published  daily  in  the  financial 
section  of  newspapers.  Quotation  and 
last-sale  information  regarding  the 
Shares  will  be  available  via  the 
Consolidated  Tape  Association  high¬ 
speed  line. 

C.  Initial  and  Continued  Listing 

The  Shares  will  be  subject  to  NYSE 
Area  Equities  Rule  8.600(d),  which  sets 
forth  the  initial  and  continued  listing 
criteria  applicable  to  Managed  Fund 
Shares.  A  minimum  of  100,000  Shares 
will  be  required  to  be  outstanding  at  the 
commencement  of  trading.  The 
Exchange  states  that  this  minimum 
number  of  Shares  required  to  be 
outstanding  is  comparable  to 
requirements  that  have  been  applied  to 
previously  listed  series  of  exchange- 
traded  funds.  The  Exchange  believes 
that  the  proposed  minimum  number  of 
Shares  outstanding  at  the  start  of  trading 
will  be  sufficient  to  provide  market 
liquidity.  In  addition,  the  Exchange 
states  that  it  will  obtain  a  representation 
from  the  Trust  prior  to  the  listing  of  the 
Fund  Shares  that  the  NAV  per  Share 
will  be  calculated  daily  and  that  the 
NAV  and  Disclosed  Portfolio  will  be 
made  available  to  all  market 


foregoing,  portfolio  trades  that  are  executed  prior  to 
the  opening  of  the  Exchange  on  any  business  day 
may  be  booked  and  reflected  in  NAV  on  such 
business  day.  Accordingly,  the  Fund  will  be  able  to 
disclose  at  the  beginning  of  the  business  day  the 
portfolio  that  will  form  the  basis  for  the  NAV 
calculation  at  the  end  of  the  business  day. 
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participants  at  the  same  time.15  The 
Exchange  further  represents  that,  for 
initial  and/or  continued  listing,  the 
Shares  must  be  in  compliance  with  Rule 
10A-3  under  the  Act,16  as  provided  by 
NYSE  Area  Equities  Rule  5.3. 

D.  Trading  Halts 

With  respect  to  trading  halts,  the 
Exchange  may  consider  all  relevant 
factors  in  exercising  its  discretion  to 
halt  or  suspend  trading  in  the  Shares  of 
the  Fund.  Shares  of  the  Fund  will  be 
halted  if  the  “circuit  breaker” 
parameters  in  NYSE  Area  Equities  Rule 
7.12  are  reached.  Trading  may  be  halted 
because  of  market  conditions  or  for 
reasons  that,  in  the  view  of  the 
Exchange,  make  trading  in  the  Shares 
inadvisable.  These  may  include:  (1)  The 
extent  to  which  trading  is  not  occurring 
in  the  securities  comprising  the 
Disclosed  Portfolio  and/or  the  financial 
instruments  of  the  Fund;  or  (2)  whether 
other  unusual  conditions  or 
circumstances  detrimental  to  the 
maintenance  of  a  fair  and  orderly 
market  are  present.  Finally,  trading  in 
the  Shares  will  be  subject  to  NYSE  Area 
Equities  Rule  8.600(d)(2)(D),  which  sets 
forth  specific  circumstances  under 
which  trading  in  the  Shares  of  the  Fund 
may/ must  be  halted. 

E.  Trading  Rules 

The  Exchange  deems  the  Shares  to  be 
equity  securities,  thus  rendering  trading 
in  the  Shares  subject  to  the  Exchange’s 
existing  rules  governing  the  trading  of 
equity  securities.  The  Shares  will  trade 
on  the  NYSE  Area  Marketplace  from  4 
a.m.  to  8  p.m.  ET,  in  accordance  with 
NYSE  Area  Equities  Rule  7.34  (Opening, 
Core,  and  Late  Trading  Sessions).  The 
Exchange  states  that  it  has  appropriate 
rules  to  facilitate  transactions  in  the 
Shares  during  all  trading  sessions.  The 
minimum  trading  increment  for  the 
Shares  on  the  Exchange  will  be  $0.01. 

F.  Surveillance 

The  Exchange  intends  to  utilize  its 
existing  surveillance  procedures 
applicable  to  derivative  prqducts  (which 
includes  Managed  Fund  Shares)  to 
monitor  trading  in  the  Shares.  The 
Exchange  represents  that  these 
procedures  are  adequate  to  properly 
monitor  Exchange  trading  of  the  Shares 
in  all  trading  sessions  and  to  deter  and 
detect  violations  of  Exchange  rules  and 
applicable  federal  securities  laws.

The  Exchange’s  current  trading 
surveillance  focuses  on  detecting 
securities  trading  outside  their  normal 
patterns.  When  such  situations  are 
detected,  surveillance  analysis  follows 
and  investigations  are  opened,  where 
appropriate,  to  review  the  behavior  of 
all  relevant  parties  for  all  relevant 
trading  violations.  The  Exchange  states 
that  it  may  obtain  information  via  the 
Intermarket  Surveillance  Group  (“ISG”) 
from  other  exchanges  who  are  members 
of  ISG.17  In  addition,  the  Exchange  also 
has  a  general  policy  prohibiting  the 
distribution  of  material,  non-public 
information  by  its  employees. 

G.  Information  Bulletin 

Prior  to  the  commencement  of 
trading,  the  Exchange  will  inform  its 
ETP  Holders  in  an  Information  Bulletin 
(“Bulletin”)  of  the  special 
characteristics  and  risks  associated  with 
trading  the  Shares.  Specifically,  the 
Bulletin  will  discuss  the  following:  (1) 
The  procedures  for  purchases  and 
redemptions  of  Shares  in  Creation  Unit 
aggregations  (and  that  Shares  are  not 
individually  redeemable);  (2)  NYSE 
Area  Equities  Rule  9.2(a),16  which 
imposes  a  duty  of  due  diligence  on  its 
ETP  Holders  to  learn  the  essential  facts 
relating  to  every  customer  prior  to 
trading  the  Shares;  (3)  the  risks  involved 
in  trading  the  Shares  during  the 
Opening  and  Late  Trading  Sessions 
when  an  updated  Portfolio  Indicative 
Value  will  not  be  calculated  or  publicly 
disseminated;  (4)  how  information 
regarding  the  Portfolio  Indicative  Value 
is  disseminated;  (5)  the  requirement  that 
ETP  Holders  deliver  a  prospectus  to 
investors  purchasing  newly  issued 
Shares  prior  to  or  concurrently  with  the 
confirmation  of  a  transaction;  and  (6) 
trading  information.  In  addition,  the 
Bulletin  will  reference  that  the  Fund  is 
subject  to  various  fees  and  expenses 
described  in  the  Registration  Statement 
and  will  discuss  any  exemptive,  no-

action,  and  interpretive  relief  granted  by 
the  Commission  from  any  rules  under 
the  Act.  The  Bulletin  will  also  disclose 
that  the  NAV  for  the  Shares  will  be 
calculated  after  4  p.m.  ET  each  trading 
day. 

III.  Discussion  and  Commission’s 
Findings 

After  careful  consideration,  the 
Commission  finds  that  the  proposed 
rule  change  is  consistent  with. the 
requirements  of  the  Act  and  the  rules 
and  regulations  thereunder  applicable  to 
a  national  securities  exchange.19  In 
particular,  the  Commission  finds  that 
the  proposed  rule  change  is  consistent 
with  the  requirements  of  Section  6(b)(5) 
of  the  Act,20  which  requires,  among 
other  things,  that  the  Exchange’s  rules 
be  designed  to  promote  just  and 
equitable  principles  of  trade,  to  foster 
cooperation  and  coordination  with 
persons  engaged  in  regulating,  clearing, 
settling,  processing  information  with 
respect  to,  and  facilitating  transactions 
in  securities,  to  remove  impediments  to 
and  perfect  the  mechanism  of  a  free  and 
open  market  and  a  national  market 
system,  and,  in  general,  to  protect 
investors  and  the  public  interest.  The 
Commission  notes  that,  for  the  Shares  to 
be  listed  and  traded  on  the  Exchange, 
such  Shares  must  be  in  compliance  with 
the  initial  and  continued  listing 
requirements  under  NYSE  Area  Equities 
Rule  8.600. 

The  Commission  believes  that  the 
proposal  to  list  and  trade  the  Shares  on 
the  Exchange  is  consistent  with  Section 
llA(a)(l)(C)(iii)  of  the  Act21  which  sets 
forth  Congress’  finding  that  it  is  in  the 
public  interest  and  appropriate  for  the 
protection  of  investors  and  the 
maintenance  of  fair  and  orderly  markets 
to  assure  the  availability  to  brokers, 
dealers,  and  investors  of  information 
with  respect  to  quotations  for  and 
transactions  in  securities.  Quotation  and 
last-sale  information  for  the  Shares  will 
be  disseminated  by  means  of  the 
facilities  of  the  Consolidated  Tape 
Association.  In  addition,  the  Portfolio 
Indicative  Value  will  be  updated  and 
disseminated  at  least  every  15  seconds 
during  the  Core  Trading  Session  on  the 
Exchange  through  the  facilities  of  the 
Consolidated  Tape  Association,  and,  on 
each  business  day  before 
commencement  of  the  Core  Trading 
Session,  the  Trust  will  disseminate  the 
Disclosed  Portfolio  on  its  Web  site.  The 
Commission  also  notes  that  information

trading  volume  information  will  be 
published  daily  in  the  financial  section 
of  newspapers.  Additionally,  the 
following  information  will  be  available 
on  the  Funds’  Web  site 
( www.wisdomtree.com ),  which  will  be 
publicly  accessible  at  no  charge:  (1)  The 
prior  business  day’s  reported  NAV,  the 
Bid/ Ask  Price,  and  a  calculation  of  the 
premium  and  discount  of  the  Bid/Ask 
Price  against  the  NAV;  and  (2)  data  in 
chart  format  displaying  the  frequency 
distribution  of  discounts  and  premiums 
of  the  daily  Bid/Ask  Price  against  the 
NAV,  within  appropriate  ranges,  for 
each  of  the  four  previous  calendar 
quarters. 

Furthermore,  the  Commission 
believes  that  the  proposal  to  list  and 
trade  the  Shares  is  reasonably  designed 
to  promote  fair  disclosure  of 
information  that  may  be  necessary  to 
price  the  Shares  appropriately  and  to 
prevent  trading  when  a  reasonable 
degree  of  transparency  cannot  be 
assured.  The  Commission  notes  that  the 
Exchange  is  required  to  obtain  a 
representation  from  the  Trust,  prior  to 
listing,  that  the  NAV  per  Share  will  be 
calculated  daily,  and  that  the  NAV  and 
the  Disclosed  Portfolio  will  be  made 
available  to  all  market  participants  at 
the  same  time.22  The  Exchange  may 
consider  the  suspension  of  trading  in,  or 
removal  from  listing  of,  the  Shares  if  the 
value  of  the  Portfolio  Indicative  Value  is 
no  longer  calculated  or  available  or  the 
Disclosed  Portfolio  is  not  made 
available  to  all  market  participants  at 
the  same  time.23  In  addition,  NYSE  Area 
Equities  Rule  8.600(d)(2)(B)(ii)  requires 
that  the  Reporting  Authority  24  that 
provides  the  Disclosed  Portfolio 
implement  and  maintain,  or  be  subject 
to,  procedures  designed  to  prevent  the 
use  and  dissemination  of  material  non¬ 
public  information  regarding  the  actual 
components  of  the  portfolio.  Lastly,  the 
Commission  notes  that  the  Exchange 
will  halt  trading  in  the  Shares  under  the 
specific  circumstances  set  forth  in  NYSE 
Area  Equities  Rule  8.600(d)(2)(D)  and 
that,  if  WisdomTree  Asset  Management 
becomes  affiliated  with  a  broker-dealer, 
WisdomTree  Asset  Management  must 
erect  a  firewall  between  it  and  such 
broker-dealer  with  respect  to  access  to 
information  concerning  the  composition 
and/or  changes  to  the  investment

portfolio  of  the  Funds,  in  accordance 
with  Commentary  .07  to  NYSE  Area 
Equities  Rule  8.600. 

Though  the  Exchange  has  stated  that 
the  Fund’s  investment  objective  may  be 
changed  without  a  vote  of  shareholders, 
an  Exchange’s  obligations  under  Section 
19(b)  of  the  Act  and  Rule  19b-4 
thereunder  are  independent  of  any 
requirements  that  may  apply  to  the 
Fund’s  issuer.  Thus,  the  Exchange  must 
monitor  changes  to  the  Shares, 
including  any  change  to  the  Fund’s 
investment  objective.  The  Exchange 
must  assess  whether  any  changes  to  the 
Shares  would  require  it  to  submit  a 
proposed  rule  change  in  accordance 
with  Section  19(b)(1)  of  the  Act  and 
Rule  19b-4  thereunder  or  take  any  other 
action  as  appropriate,  including  halting 
trading  of  the  Shares. 

The  Commission  further  believes  that 
the  trading  rules  and  procedures  to 
which  the  Shares  will  be  subject 
pursuant  to  this  proposal  are  consistent 
with  the  Act.  The  Exchange  has 
represented  that  the  Shares  are  equity 
securities  subject  to  Exchange’s  rules 
governing  the  trading  of  equity 
securities. 

In  support  of  this  proposal,  the 
Exchange  has  made  the  following 
representations: 

1 .  The  Shares  will  be  subject  to  the 
initial  and  continued  listing  criteria 
applicable  to  Managed  Fund  Shares.  In 
addition,  for  initial  and/or  continued 
listing,  the  Shares  must  comply  with 
Rule  10A-3  under  the  Act,25  as  • 
provided  by  NYSE  Area  Equities  Rule 
5.3. 

2.  The  Exchange  will  rely  on  its 
existing  surveillance  procedures 
applicable  to  derivative  products,  which 
will  include  Managed  Fund  Shares.26 
The  Exchange’s  surveillance  procedures 
are  adequate  to  properly  monitor  the 
trading  of  the  Shares  in  all  trading 
sessions  and  to  deter  and  detect 
violations  of  Exchange  rules  and 
applicable  federal  securities  laws. 

3.  Prior  to  the  commencement  of 
trading,  the  Exchange  will  inform  its 
ETP  Holders  in  an  Information  Bulletin 
of  the  special  characteristics  and  risks

associated  with  trading  the  Shares, 
prospectus  delivery  requirements,  and 
other  information,  as  described  in  more 
detail  herein. 

For  the  foregoing  reasons,  the 
Commission  believes  that  the  proposal 
to  list  and  trade  the  Shares  is  consistent 
with  the  Act  and  finds  good  cause  for 
approving  the  proposed  rule  change. 
This  approval  order  is  based  on  the 
Exchange’s  representations. 

The  Commission  finds  good  cause  for 
approving  the  proposed  rule  change 
before  the  30th  day  after  the  date  of 
publication  of  notice  of  filing  thereof  in 
the  Federal  Register.  The  Commission 
notes  that  the  investment  objective  of 
the  Fund  is  similar  to  those  applicable 
to  other  Managed  Fund  Shares,  the 
listing  and  trading  of  which  the 
Commission  has  previously  approved 
for  the  Exchange.27  The  Commission 
further  notes  that  the  Fund  will  invest 
in  instruments  that  provide  exposure  to 
currencies  selected  only  from  the  top  42 
currencies  in  the  chart  included  in  the 
BIS  Survey  (Currency  distribution  of 
foreign  exchange  turnover),  reflecting 
the  highest  percentage  shares  of  average 
daily  turnover  for  the  applicable  month 
and  year.  Accelerated  approval  of  the 
proposed  rule  change  should  provide 
additional  choices  for  investors  in,  and 
promote  additional  competition  in  the 
market  for,  Managed  Fund  Shares. 
Therefore,  the  Commission  finds  good 
cause,  consistent  with  Section  19(b)(2) 
of  the  Act,28  to  approve  the  proposed 
rule  change  on  an  accelerated  basis. 

IV.  Conclusion 

It  is  therefore  ordered,  pursuant  to 
Section  19(b)(2)  of  the  Act,29  that  the 
proposed  rule  change  (SR-NYSEArca- 
2008-86)  be,  and  it  hereby  is,  approved 
on  an  accelerated  basis.

SUPPLEMENTARY  INFORMATION:  The  FAA 
will  prepare  an  EIS  to  assess  the 
proposed  construction  of  a  land-based 
airport  in  or  near  the  community  of 
Angoon.  The  Alaska  Department  of 
Transportation  and  Public  Facilities’ 
(DOT&PF)  Airport  Master  Plan  site 
submitted  to  the  FAA  for  consideration 
would  encompass  approximately  270 
acres  and  would  include  a  single  3,300 
foot  runway  (with  the  ability  to  be 
expanded  to  4,000  feet  in  the  future) 
and  a  3.5  acre  apron  that  would  include 
areas  for  airport  support  facilities  as 
needed.  This  airport  would  be  similar  in 
size  and  facilities  to  existing  airports  at 
Hoonah,  AK  and  Kake,  AK. 

Because  DOT&PF’s  proposed  site  is 
partially  within  Admiralty  Island 


National  Monument,  the  USFS  has  to 
make  a  decision  on  whether  to  grant  and 
administer  a  Special  Use  Permit  for 
airport  operation  on  the  Monument,  or 
pursue  some  type  of  conveyance  of  the 
property  to  state  ownership.  To 
facilitate  this  process,  the  FAA  has 
asked  the  USFS  to  be  a  cooperator  in  the 
EIS  process  to  ensure  that  the  EIS 
analysis  and  range  of  alternatives  will 
meet  the  need  of  the  USFS  to  make  an 
informed  decision. 

Because  jurisdictional  waters  of  the 
United  States  occur  within  the  proposed 
project  area,  it  is  possible  that  a 
404(b)(1)  permit  application  will  also  be 
required  for  the  project.  The  FAA  has 
also  asked  the  ACOE  to  be  a  cooperator 
in  this  process  because  of  the  ACOE’s 
jurisdictional  authority  over  this 
resource. 

To  ensure  that  the  full  range  of  issues 
related  to  the  proposed  action  are 
addressed  and  that  all  significant  issues 
are  identified,  the  FAA  will  coordinate 
and  consult  with  the  public;  tribal 
governments;  Federal,  State,  local 
agencies,  and  tribal  corporations  that 
have  jurisdiction  by  law  or  have  special 
expertise  with  respect  to  any 
environmental  impacts  associated  with 
the  proposed  projects.

SUPPLEMENTARY  INFORMATION:  Pedestrian 
safety  is  a  key  focus  worldwide.  Data 
indicate  that,  annually:  in  the  European 
Union  about  8,000  pedestrians  and 
cyclists  are  killed  and  about  300,000 
injured;  in  North  America 
approximately  5,000  pedestrians  are 
killed  and  85,000  injured;  in  Japan 
approximately  3,300  pedestrians  and 
cyclists  are  killed  and  27,000  seriously 
injured;  and  in  South  Korea  around 
3,600  pedestrians  are  killed  and  90,000 
injured.1 

The  U.S.  participated  in  the 
International  Harmonized  Research 
Activities  (IHRA)  Pedestrian  Safety 
Working  Group  (IHRA-PS-WG)  as  it 
began  to  investigate  and  analyze  the 
latest  pedestrian  accident  data  from 
IHRA  member  countries  in  2001  and 
continued  on  to  prepare  harmonized 
pedestrian-passenger  vehicle  test 
procedures.  Following  this,  separate 
adult  and  child  head  form  tests  were 
presented  to  the  World  Forum  for 

1  Further  discussion  of  these  statistics  and  data 
sources  is  available  in  the  text  of  the  GTR. 
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Harmonization  of  Vehicle  Regulations 
(WP.29)  at  the  end  of  2002.  Initial  leg 
form  tests  were  proposed  in  2004.  Since 
then,  the  U.S.  has  been  wording  with 
representatives  from  WP.29  and  IHRA  to 
refine  these  testing  procedures  for 
inclusion  in  the  GTR. 

NHTSA  has  also  participated  in  the 
pedestrian  safety  technical  working 
group  established  under  the  GRSP  since 
2002.  In  March  2004,  a  formal  proposal 
to  develop  a  pedestrian  safety  GTR  was 
adopted  by  the  Executive  Committee  for 
the  1998  Agreement  (AC.3)  under  the 
sponsorship  of  the  European 
Commission.  The  working  group  is 
chaired  by  Japan. 

This  GTR  is  expected  to  improve 
pedestrian  safety  by  requiring  vehicle 
hoods  and  bumpers  to  absorb  energy 
more  efficiently  when  impacted  in  a  40 
kilometer  per  hour  (km/h)  vehicle-to- 
pedestrian  impact.  These  incidents 
account  for  more  than  75  percent  of  the 
pedestrian-injured  accidents  (AIS  1+) 
reported  by  IHRA/PS.  Pedestrian 
fatalities  in  countries  that  implement 
the  GTR  could  be  reduced  by  between 
1  and  5  percent  depending  on  the 
contracting  party’s  transportation 
environment.  The  GTR  consists  of  two 
sets  of  performance  criteria  applying  to: 
(a)  The  hood  top  and  fenders;  and  (b) 
the  front  bumper.  Test  procedures  have 
been  developed  using  sub-system 
impacts  for  adult  and  child  head 
protection  and  adult  leg  protection. 

The  head  impact  requirements  will 
ensure  that  hood  tops  and  fenders 
provide  head  protection  when  struck  by 
a  pedestrian.  In  testing,  the  hood  top 
and  fenders  would  be  impacted  with  a 
child  headform  and  an  adult  headform 
at  35  km/h.  The  Head  Injury  Criterion 
(HIC)  must  not  exceed  1 ,000  over  one 
half  of  a  child  headform  test  area  and 
must  not  exceed  1 ,000  over  two  thirds 
of  the  combined  child  and  adult 
headform  test  areas.  The  HIC  for  the 
remaining  areas  must  not  exceed  1,700 
for  both  headforms. 

The  leg  protection  requirements  for 
the  front  bumper  would  require 
bumpers  to  subject  pedestrians  to  lower 
impact  forces  than  result  from  most 
current  designs.  The  testing  required  by 
this  GTR  specifies  that  the  vehicle 
bumper  is  struck  at  40  km/h  with  a 
legform  that  simulates  the  impact 
response  of  an  adult’s  leg.  Vehicles  with 
a  lower  bumper  height  of  less  than  425 
millimeters  (mm)  are  tested  with  a 
lower  legform  test  device,  while 
vehicles  with  a  lower  bumper  height  of 
more  than  500mm  are  tested  with  an 
upper  legform  test  device.  Vehicles  with 
a  lower  bumper  height  between  425mm 
and  500mm  are  tested  with  either 
legform  as  chosen  by  the  manufacturer. 


In  the  lower  legform-to-bumper  test, 
vehicles  must  meet  limits  on  lateral 
knee  bending  angle,  knee  shearing 
displacement,  and  lateral  tibia 
acceleration.  In  the  upper  legform  to 
bumper  test,  limits  are  placed  on  the 
instantaneous  sum  of  the  impact  forces 
with  respect  to  time  and  the  bending 
moment  on  the  test.  More  detailed 
information  on  these  test  procedures 
was  provided  in  previous  notices  and 
through  the  UN  Web  site  as  they  were 
considered  by  WP.29. 

This  GTR  is  expected  to  be  considered 
for  establishment  by  vote  at  the 
upcoming  November  2008  session  of 
WP.29/AC.3.  Once  a  GTR  is  established 
through  consensus  voting  at  WP.29, 
Contracting  Parties,  while  not  obligated 
to  automatically  adopt  the  regulation, 
are  obligated  to  initiate  the  process  of 
rulemaking  in  their  respective 
jurisdictions.  If  a  GTR  is  established,  it 
is  the  agency’s  policy  to  initiate 
domestic  rulemaking  to  adopt  its 
requirements,  including  a  cost  and 
benefit  analysis  specific  to  the  U.S.  This 
process  provides  further  opportunity  for 
the  public  to  comment  on  our  proposed 
regulation  for  consideration  through  the 
usual  U.S.  rulemaking  process.

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contractors,  veterans  and  others 
receiving  care  at  the  facility  who  have 
checked  out  books,  audiovisual  software 
and  equipment  and  periodicals,  Who 
have  requested  the  loan  of  books, 
audiovisuals  and  periodicals  from  other 
libraries  via  interlibrary  loan,  to  whom 
the  library  routes  periodical  tables  of 
contents  on  a  recurring  basis  and  for 
whom  the  library  has  provided  a 
comprehensive  search  to  identify 
materials  on  a  particular  topic,  and  who 
use  computers  located  in  the  library,  as 
well  as  VA  employees  and  contractors 
who  are  responsible  for  books, 
audiovisuals  and  periodicals  purchased 
for  their  respective  departments.  The 
records  may  contain  information  related 
to  the  name,  last  four  digits  of  the  social 
security  number,  e-mail  address,  other 
assigned  identifier,  work  location 
information,  such  as  service,  and 
extension  for  employees,  students,  and 
ward  location  for  patients,  or  other 
assigned  ID;  items  checked  out  and  in 
use  (library  books,  journals, 
audiovisuals,  and  library  public  access 
computer  work  stations  to  ensure  fiscal 
responsibility  for  items  owned  by  the 
Federal  government,  compliance  with 
the  Coalition  for  Networked 
Information,  National  Commission  on 
New  Technological  Uses  of  Copyright 
Works  (CONTU)  guidelines,  which  can 
be  found  at  http://www.cni.org/docs/ 
inf o. policies/ CONTU .html,  and  to 
maintain  statistical  data  for  program 
support.  Library  cards  may  be  issued  to 
current  employees  and  patients  who 
check  out  materials  from  the  library. 
CONTU  guidelines  were  developed  by 
the  National  Commission  on- New 
Technological  Uses  of  Copyrighted 
Works  to  assist  librarians  and  copyright 
proprietors  in  understanding  the 
amount  of  photocopying  for  use  in 
interlibrary  loan  arrangements 
permitted  under  the  copyright  law. 

The  records  and  information  may  be 
used  to  track  library  materials  checked 
out  to  library  users  and  those  materials 
that  are  overdue,  materials  borrowed 
from  other  libraries  for  library  users,  to 
track  and  recover  costs  of  lost  library 
materials  to  determine  library  materials 
to  purchase  and/or  replace  based  on 
usage,  to  track  users  of  library  public 
access  computers,  and  to  compile 
management  and  statistical  reports.  Cost 
is  recovered  by  Fiscal  Service  through 
Bills  of  Collection.  If  Bills  of  Collection 
are  not  paid,  Fiscal  Service  garnishes 
checks,  including  Federal  tax  refunds, 
or  turns  the  matter  over  to  collection 
agencies.

2.  Information  from  this  system  of 
records  may  be  disclosed  to  a 
congressional  office  from  the  record  of 
an  individual  in  response  to  an  inquiry 
from  the  congressional  office  made  on 
behalf  of  that  individual.  Individuals 
sometimes  request  the  help  of  a  member 
of  Congress  in  resolving  some  issues 
relating  to  a  matter  .before  VA.  The 
member  of  Congress  then  writes  VA, 
and  VA  must  be  able  to  give  sufficient 
information  in  response  to  the  inquiry. 

3.  Disclosure  may  be  made  to  the 
National  Archives  and  Records 
Administration  (NARA)  and  the  General 
Services  Administration  (GSA)  for 
records  management  inspections  under 
authority  of  Title  44,  Chapter  29,  of  the 
United  States  Code. 

NARA  and  GSA  are  responsible  for 
management  of  old  records  no  longer 
actively  used,  but  which  may  be 
appropriate  for  preservation;  they  are 
responsible  in  general  for  the  physical 
maintenance  of  the  Federal 
government’s  records.  VA  must  be  able 
to  turn  records  over  to  these  agencies  in 
order  to  determine  the  proper 
disposition  of  such  records. 

4.  VA  may  disclose  on  its  own 
initiative  any  information  in  this 
system,  except  the  names  and  home 
addresses  of  veterans  and  their 
dependents,  which  is  relevant  to  a 
suspected  or  reasonably  imminent 
violation  of  law,  whether  civil,  criminal 
or  regulatory  in  nature  and  whether 
arising  by  general  or  program  statute  or 
by  regulation,  rule  or  order  issued 
pursuant  thereto,  to  a  Federal,  State, 
local,  tribal,  or  foreign  agency  charged 
with  the  responsibility  of  investigating 
or  prosecuting  such  violation,  or 
charged  with  enforcing  or  implementing 
the  statute,  regulation,  rule  or  order.  On 
its  own  initiative,  VA  may  also  disclose 
the  names  and  addresses  of  veterans  and 
their  dependents  to  a  Federal  agency 
charged  with  the  responsibility  of 
investigating  or  prosecuting  civil, 
criminal  or  regulatory  violations  of  law, 
or  charged  with  enforcing  or 
implementing  the  statute,  regulation, 
rule  or  order  issued  pursuant  thereto. 

VA  must  be  able  to  provide  on  its  own 
initiative  information  that  pertains  to  a 
violation  of  laws  to  law  enforcement 
authorities  in  order  for  them  to 
investigate  and  enforce  those  laws. 


Under  38  U.S.C.  5701(a)  and  (f),  VA  may 
only  disclose  the  names  and  addresses 
of  veterans  and  their  dependents  to 
Federal  entities  with  law  enforcement 
responsibilities.  This  is  distinct  from  the 
authority  to  disclose  records  in  response 
to  a  qualifying  request  from  a  law 
enforcement  entity,  as  authorized  by 
Privacy  Act  subsection  5  U.S.C. 
552a(b)(7). 

5.  Disclosure  may  be  made  to  a 
Federal  agency,  in  response  to  its 
request,  in  connection  with  the  hiring  or 
retention  of  an  employee,  the  issuance 
of  a  security  clearance,  the  conducting 
of  a  security  or  suitability  investigation 
of  an  individual,  the  reporting  of  an 
investigation,  the  letting  of  a  grant  or 
other  benefit,  to  the  extent  that  the 
information  is  relevant  and  necessary  to 
the  requesting  agency’s  decision  on  the 
matter. 

VA  must  be  able  to  provide 
information  to,  agencies  conducting 
background  checks  on  applicants  for 
employment. 

6.  VA  may  disclose  information  in 
this  system  of  records  to  the  Department 
of  Justice  (DoJ),  either  on  VA’s  initiative 
or  in  response  to  DoJ’s  request  for  the 
information,  after  either  VA  or  DoJ 
determines  that  such  information  is 
relevant  to  DoJ’s  representation  of  the 
United  States  or  any  of  its  components 
in  legal  proceedings  before  a  court  or 
adjudicative  body,  provided  that,  in 
each  case,  the  agency  also  determines 
prior  to  disclosure  that  disclosure  of  the 
records  to  the  Department  of  Justice  is 

a  use  of  the  information  contained  in 
the  records  that  is  compatible  with  the 
purpose  for  which  VA  collected  the 
records.  VA,  on  its  own  initiative,  may 
disclose  records  in  this  system  of 
records  in  legal  proceedings  before  a 
court  or  administrative  body  after 
determining  that  the  disclosure  of  the 
records  to  the  court  or  administrative 
body  is  a  use  of  the  information 
contained  in  the  records  that  is 
compatible  with  the  purpose  for  which 
VA  collected  the  records. 

VA  must  be  able  to  provide 
information  to  DoJ  in  litigation  where 
the  United  States  or  any  of  its 
components  is  involved  or  has  an 
interest.  A  determination  would  be 
made  in  each  instance  that  under  the 
circumstances  involved,  the  purpose  is 
compatible  with  the  purpose  for  which 
VA  collected  the  information.  This 
routine  use  is  distinct  from  the  authority 
to  disclose  records  in  response  to  a 
court  order  under  subsection  (b)(ll)  of 
the  Privacy  Act,  5  U.S.C.  552(b)(ll),  or 
any  other  provision  of  subsection  (b),  in 
accordance  with  the  court’s  analysis  in 
Doe  v.  DiGenova,  779  F.2d  74,  78-84 
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(D.C.  Cir.  1985)  and  Doe  v.  Stephens, 

851  F.2d  1457,  1465-67  (D.C.  Cir.  1988). 

7.  Disclosure  of  relevant  information 
may  be  made  to  individuals, 
organizations,  private  or  public 
agencies,  etc.,  with  whom  VA  has  a 
contract  or  agreement  to  perform  such 
services  as  VA  may  deem  practicable  for 
the  purposes  of  laws  administered  by 
VA,  in  order  for  the  contractor  or 
subcontractor  to  perform  the  services  of 
the  contract  or  agreement. 

VA  occasionally  contracts  out  ceitain 
functions  when  this  would  contribute  to 
effective  and  efficient  operations.  VA 
must  be  able  to  give  a  contractor 
whatever  information  is  necessary  for 
the  contractor  to  fulfill  its  duties.  In 
these  situations,  safeguards  are  provided 
in  the  contract  prohibiting  the 
contractor  from  using  or  disclosing  the 
information  for  any  purpose  other  than 
that  described  in  the  contract. 

8.  Disclosure  may  be  made  to  officials 
of  labor  organizations  recognized  under 
5  U.S.C.  chapter  71  when  relevant  and 
necessary  to  their  duties  of  exclusive 
representation  concerning  personnel 
policies,  practices,  and  matters  affecting 
working  conditions. 

VA  must  be  able  to  provide 
information  to  unions  to  assist  them  in 
advancing  workers’  interests  with 
respect  to  wages,  benefits,  and  working 
conditions.  The  routine  use  does  not 
provide  any  greater  access  to  Privacy 
Act  protected  information  under  section 
7114(b)  then  the  unions  would  have  to 
the  information  if  it  was  not  protected 
by  the  Privacy  Act.  The  routine  use 
simply  removes  the  Privacy  Act  as  a  bar 
to  the  disclosure  of  the  information  at 
the  Agency’s  discretion. 

9.  Disclosure  may  be  made  to  officials 
of  the  Merit  Systems  Protection  Board 
(MSPB),  including  the  Office  of  the 
Special  Counsel,  when  requested  in 
connection  with  appeals,  special  studies 
of  the  civil  service  and  other  merit 
systems,  review  of  rules  and  regulations, 
investigation  of  alleged  or  possible 
prohibited  personnel  practices,  and 
such  other  functions,  promulgated  in  5 
U.S.C.  1205  and  1206,  or  as  may  be 
authorized  by  law.  VA  must  be  able  to 
provide  information  to  MSPB  to  assist  it 
in  fulfilling  its  duties  as  required  by 
statute  and  regulation. 

10.  Disclosure  may  be  made  to  the 
Equal  Employment  Opportunity 
Commission  (EEOC)  when  requested  in 
connection  with  investigations  of 
alleged  or  possible  discriminatory 
practices,  examination  of  Federal 
affirmative  employment  programs,  or 
other  functions  of  the  Commission  as 
authorized  by  law  or  regulation.  VA 
must  be  able  to  provide  information  to 
EEOC  to  assist  it  in  fulfilling  its  duties 


to  protect  employees’  rights,  as  required 
by  statute  and  regulation. 

11.  Disclosure  may  be  made  at  VA’s 
initiative  to  the  appropriate  Federal, 
State,  or  local  agency  responsible  for 
investigating,  prosecuting,  enforcing,  or 
implementing  a  statute,  rule,  regulation, 
or  order,  where  the  agency  becomes 
aware  of  an  indication  of  a  violation  or 
potential  violation  of  civil  or  criminal 
law  or  regulation. 

12.  To  disclose  to  the  Federal  Labor 
Relations  Authority  (FLRA)  (including 
its  General  Counsel)  information  related 
to  the  establishment  of  jurisdiction,  the 
investigation  and  resolution  of 
allegations  of  unfair  labor  practices,  or 
information  in  connection  with  the 
resolution  of  exceptions  to  arbitration 
awards  when  a  question  of  material  fact 
is  raised;  to  disclose  information  in 
matters  properly  before  the  Federal 
Services  Impasses  Panel,  and  to 
investigate  representation  petitions  and 
conduct  or  supervise  representation 
elections. 

VA  must  be  able  to  provide 
information  to  FLRA  to  comply  with  the 
statutory  mandate  under  which  it 
operates. 

13.  VA  may,  on  its  own  initiative, 
disclose  any  information  or  records  to 
appropriate  agencies,  entities,  and 
persons  when  (1)  VA  suspects  or  has 
confirmed  that  the  integrity  or 
confidentiality  of  information  in  the 
system  of  records  has  been 
compromised;  (2)  the  Department  has 
determined  that  as  a  result  of  the 
suspected  or  confirmed  compromise 
there  is  a  risk  of  embarrassment  or  harm 
to  the  reputations  of  the  record  subjects, 
harm  to  economic  or  property  interests, 
identity  theft  or  fraud,  or  harm  to  the 
security,  confidentiality,  or  integrity  of 
this  system  or  other  systems  or 
programs  (whether  maintained  by  the 
Department  or  another  agency  or  entity) 
that  rely  upon  the  potentially 
compromised  information;  and  (3)  the 
disclosure  is  to  agencies,  entities,  or 
persons  whom  VA  determines  are 
reasonably  necessary  to  assist  or  carry 
out  the  Department’s  efforts  to  respond 
to  the  suspected  or  confirmed 
compromise  and  prevent,  minimize,  or 
remedy  such  harm.  This  routine  use 
permits  disclosures  by  the  Department 
to  respond  to  a  suspected  or  confirmed 
data  breach,  including  the  conduct  of 
any  risk  analysis  or  provision  of  credit 
protection  services  as  provided  in  38 
U.S.C.  5724,  as  the  terms  are  defined  in 
38  U.S.C.  5727. 

VA  must  be  able  to  disclose  records 
in  order  to  respond  to  and  minimize 
possible  harm  to  individuals  as  a  result 
of  a  data  breach,  to  meet  its  duties  under 


Chapter  57  of  Title  38  and  the  Privacy 
Act. 

14.  VA  may  disclose  information  from 
this  system  of  records  relevant  to  a 
claim  of  a  veteran  or  beneficiary,  such 
as  the  name,  address,  the  basis  and 
nature  of  a  claim,  amount  of  benefit 
payment  information,  medical 
information,  and  military  service  and 
active  duty  separation  information,  at 
the  request  of  the  claimant  to  accredited 
service  organizations,  VA  approved 
claim  agents,  and  attorneys  acting  under 
a  declaration  of  representation,  so  that 
these  individuals  can  aid  claimants  in 
the  preparation,  presentation,  and 
prosecution  of  claims  under  the  laws 
administered  by  VA.  The  name  and 
address  of  a  claimant  will  not,  however, 
be  disclosed  to  these  individuals  under 
this  routine  use  if  the  claimant  has  not 
requested  the  assistance  of  an  accredited 
service  organization,  claims  agent  or  an 
attorney.  VA  must  be  able  to  disclose 
this  information  to  accredited  service 
organizations,  VA  approved  claim 
agents,  and  attorneys  representing 
veterans  so  they  can  assist  veterans  by 
preparing,  presenting,  and  prosecuting 
claims  under  the  laws  administered  by 
VA. 

III.  Compatibility  of  the  Proposed 
Routine  Uses 

The  Privacy  Act  permits  VA  to 
disclose  information  about  individuals 
without  their  consent  for  a  routine  use 
when  the  information  will  be  used  for 
a  purpose  that  is  compatible  with  the 
purpose  for  which  we  collected  the 
information.  In  all  of  the  routine  use 
disclosures  described  above,  the 
recipient  of  the  information  will  use  the 
information  in  connection  with  a  matter 
relating  to  one  of  VA’s  programs,  will 
use  the  information  to  provide  a  benefit 
to  VA,  or  disclosure  is  required  by  law. 

The  notice  of  intent  to  publish  an 
advance  copy  of  the  system  notice  have 
been  sent  to  the  appropriate 
Congressional  committees  and  to  the 
Director  of  the  Office  of  Management 
and  Budget  (OMB)  as  required  by  5 
U.S.C.  552a(r)  (Privacy  Act)  and 
guidelines  issued  by  OMB  (65  FR 
77677),  December  12,  2000.

Comments  and  Responses 

NMFS  received  two  e-mails 
containing  nine  comments  on  the 
original  proposed  rule.  Responses  to  all 
nine  comments  follow: 

Comment  1:  The  commenter  pointed 
out  that  no  East  or  West  component  is 
requested  in  regulations  and  logbooks 
when  describing  position  coordinates  in 
latitude  and  longitude  and  that  an  East 
or  West  component  is  necessary  to 
describe  both  the  beginning  position 
and  the  end  position  of  gear. 

Response:  NMFS  agrees.  Regulations 
governing  the  information  requirements 
of  logbooks  in  §  679.5(c)  are  proposed  in 
this  supplement  to  include  an  East  or 
West  component. 

Comment  2:  The  commenter  pointed 
out  that  in  the  logbooks,  the  space 
allocated  for  the  date  and  time  of  gear 
retrieval  is  only  big  enough  for  either 
the  date  or  the  time,  but  not  both,  and 


requests  that  the  logbooks  be  redesigned 
to  provide  more  space  to  record  this 
information. 

Response:  NMFS  agrees.  NMFS  will 
adjust  the  format  of  the  logbooks  at  the 
next  printing.  No  change  to  the 
regulatory  text  in  the  proposed  rule  is 
needed  to  respond  to  this  comment. 

Comment  3:  In  the  daily  fishing 
logbook,  it  is  not  clear  what  NMFS  is 
requesting  when  asking  for  the  target 
species  code  and  the  estimated  total 
round  weight.  The  commenter  suggests 
that  it  be  made  very  clear  that  only  a 
single  Target  Species  Code  is  to  be  used 
(and  that  it  be  the  species  code  of  the 
desired  target)  and  also  that  the 
Estimated  Total  Round  Catch  Weight 
either  refers  to  that  single  Target  Species 
Code  or  else  refers  to  the  entire  catch, 
whichever  is  the  intent  of  the 
recordkeeping  form. 

Response:  NMFS  agrees.  Regulations 
governing  the  information  requirements 
of  logbooks  in  §  679.5(c)  are  proposed  in 
this  supplement  to  add  the  requirement 
to  “Enter  only  a  single  target  species 
code  of  the  desired  target.”  In  addition, 
the  data  element  “estimated  total  round 
catch  weight”  was  changed  to  “total  hail 
weight.”  This  change  was  intended  to 
make  it  clear  that  the  estimated  quantity 
of  the  entire  catch  is  to  be  recorded  in 
that  space. 

Comment  4:  On  the  daily  cumulative 
production  logbook  (DCPL),  the  operator 
frequently  tries  to  put  two  or  even  three 
improved  retention/improved 
utilization  (IR/IU)  Species  Codes  in  a 
single  box  and  a  like  number  of  IR/IU 
Species  Weights  in  a  single  box.  These 
are  often  unreadable  and  of  no  value. 
The  commenter  suggests  that  it  be  made 
very  clear  that  only  a  single  IR/IU 
Species  Code  is  to  be  used  (and  that  it 
be  the  species  code  associated  with  the 
largest  amount  of  catch)  and  that  the  IR/ 
IU  Species  Weight  either  refers  to  that 
single  IR/IU  or  else  refers  to  the 
combined  total  IR/IU  catch,  whichever 
is  the  intent  of  the  recordkeeping  form. 

Response:  NMFS  requires  all  species 
to  be  recorded,  not  just  the  largest  catch, 
and  would  adjust  the  logbook 
requirements  at  §  679.5(c)  to  be  more 
clear  on  that  point  by  adding  the 
requirements  “Use  one  line  to  record 
information  for  each  IR/IU  species, 
including  species  code  and  amount  of 
catch.  If  more  than  one  IR/IU  species  is 
to  be  recorded,  the  operator  must  use  a 
separate  line  for  each  species.” 

Comment  5:  Several  vessel  operators, 
when  filling  out  the  DCPL  Total  Haul 
Weight,  first  subtract  the  IR/IU  weight 
and  fill  the  remainder  in  the  Total  Haul 
Weight  column  [they  first  record  the 
true  Total  Haul  Weight,  cross  it  out  and 
put  in  a  lesser  value  that  is  always  the 
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remainder).  Clearer  instructions  on  how 
to  fill  out  these  fields  are  necessary. 

Response:  The  transition  between 
older  and  new  NMFS  logbooks  caused 
this  to  happen.  In  current  DCPLs,  the 
information  requested  is  the  total  hail 
weight,  which  is  the  estimated  total 
weight  of  the  entire  catch.  No  change  to 
the  regulatory  text  in  the  proposed  rule 
is  needed  to  respond  to  this  comment. 

Comment  6:  Cut  all  quotas  allowed  by 
50  percent  this  year  and  by  10  percent 
each  subsequent  year. 

Response:  This  rule  would  implement 
revisions  to  electronic  recordkeeping 
and  reporting  and  several  miscellaneous 
adjustments  to  the  regulations  at  50  CFR 
part  679.  These  revisions  have  no 
relationship  to  the  establishment  of 
harvest  specifications  or  the  assignment 
of  quotas  or  allocations  in  the  North 
Pacific  groundfish  fisheries,  so  this 
comment  is  outside  the  scope  of  this 
rulemaking. 

Comment  7:  Establish  marine 
sanctuaries  where  no  ships  can  go  to 
fish  and  do  it  now  [sic]. 

Response:  The  proposed  rule  did  not 
address  the  establishment  of  marine 
sanctuaries,  so  this  comment  is  outside 
the  scope  of  this  rulemaking. 

Comment  8:  Get  satellite  inspections 
of  what  these  commercial  fishing 
profiteers  are  actually  doing  out  there 
instead  of  what  they  tell  you  they  do 
[sic]. 

Response:  In  1988,  the  NOAA 
Fisheries  Office  for  Law  Enforcement 
(OLE)  embarked  on  a  satellite-based 
vessel  monitoring  program  using  vessel 
monitoring  systems  (VMS)  to  locate 
high-seas  drift-net  fishing  vessels  and 
monitor  compliance  with  area 
restrictions  in  the  North  Pacific  Ocean. 
VMS  allows  the  OLE  to  monitor  and 
survey  vessels  over  vast  expanses  of 
open  water  while  maintaining  the 
confidentiality  of  fishing  positions. 

VMS  allows  the  OLE  to  use  21st  century 
technologies  to  monitor  compliance, 
track  violators,  and  provide  substantial 
evidence  for  prosecution  while 
maintaining  the  integrity  of  the 
individual  fisherman’s  effort.  Visit 
OLE’s  Web  site  at  http:// 
www.nmfs.noaa.gov/ole/ak_alaska.html 
for  more  information.  Changes  to  VMS 
requirements  are  outside  the  scope  of 
the  proposed  rule,  and  no  changes  were 
made  in  response  to  this  comment. 

Comment  9:  The  commenter 
incorporates  The  Los  Angeles  Times 
five-part  series  on  what  is  happening  to 
our  seas  into  the  comment.  The 
commenter  believes  that  commercial 
fishing  is  doing  damage  to  the  seas  and 
asks  NMFS  to  take  remedial  action. 

Response:  This  comment  is  outside 
the  scope  of  the  proposed  rule,  and  no 


changes  were  made  in  response  to  this 
comment. 

Background  and  Need  for  Action 

In  addition  to  the  changes  from  the 
original  proposed  rule  in  response  to 
comments  described  in  the  previous 
section,  NMFS  identified  the  need  for 
the  changes  described  in  this 
supplemental  proposed  rule  after  the 
original  proposed  rule  was  published. 
The  identified  additional  changes  are 
described  below.  These  changes  are 
necessary  to  fully  and  effectively 
implement  regulatory  revisions 
described  in  the  original  proposed  rule. 

Section  679.2  Definitions 

The  original  proposed  rule  added  and 
revised  definitions  at  §  679.2.  The 
supplemental  proposed  rule  would 
revise  the  definitions  for  “active/ 
inactive  periods”  to  show  the  correct 
cross-reference  to  “active  period”  for 
catcher  vessels  using  trawl  gear,  catcher 
vessels  using  longline  or  pot  gear, 
catcher/processors  using  trawl  gear, 
catcher/processors  using  longline  or  pot 
gear,  and  motherships. 

The  original  proposed  rule  revised  the 
definition  for  “haul”  by  removing  a 
cross-reference  and  adding  defining 
text;  the  supplemental  proposed  rule 
would  revise  that  definition  by 
removing  the  words  “new  or  repaired” 
and  refer  only  to  “a  test  of  trawl  geart” 
This  would  ensure  that  the  definition  of 
“haul”  would  include  any  fishing  for 
purposes  of  testing  gear  rather  than 
limiting  the  definition  to  testing  only 
new  or  repaired  trawl  gear. 

The  original  proposed  rule  added  a 
definition  for  “Interagency  electronic 
reporting  system  (IERS)”;  the 
supplemental  proposed  rule  would 
revise  that  definition  by  adding  “named 
eLandings”  after  “client  software”  to 
specify  the  relationship  between  IERS 
and  eLandings. 

The  original  proposed  rule  added  a 
definition  for  “non-individual  entity”  in 
an  effort  to  standardize  the  terms  used 
to  describe  an  entity  other  than  an 
individual.  The  intention  was  to  replace 
the  term  “other  entity”  with  the  new 
term  “other  non-individual  entity”  in 
all  places  in  part  679  where  the  term 
“other  entity”  does  not  refer  to  an 
individual.  Further,  the  intention  was  to 
add  “other  non-individual  entity”  in 
paragraphs  that  referred  to  entities  of  a 
similar  nature,  i.e.,  corporations, 
associations,  and  partnerships. 

However,  the  original  proposed  rule  did 
not  include  additional  necessary 
revisions  to  other  relevant  regulations. 
This  supplemental  proposed  rule  would 
make  the  necessary  additional  revisions 
in  §§679.2,  679.40,  679.41,  and  679.42. 


The  original  proposed  rule  added  a 
definition  for  “Permit.”  The 
supplemental  proposed  rule  would 
revise  that  definition  by  removing 
“endorsement”  as  a  type  of  permit, 
which  is  incorrect,  because  an 
endorsement  is  not  a  permit  but  rather 
a  limitation.of  a  permit.  It  would  also 
replace  existing  text  with 
documentation  granting  permission  to 
fish,  and  including  “license”  as  a  type 
of  permit. 

The  original  proposed  rule  added  a 
definition  for  “User.”  The  supplemental 
proposed  rule  would  revise  that 
definition  by  adding  “an  individual 
representative  of  a”  at  the  beginning  of 
the  sentence,  prior  to  the  list  of  entities, 
to  specify  that  a  User  of  eLandings  is  an 
individual  within  an  entity.  In  addition, 
the  supplemental  proposed  rule  would 
remove  “an  owner,  operatpr,  manager  of 
a,”  as  these  terms  are  not  appropriate  for 
this  definition. 

Section  679.4  Permits 

Section  679.4  describes  most  of  the 
permit  requirements  available  for  the 
Exclusive  Economic  Zone  (EEZ)  off 
Alaska.  Section  679.4(a)(1)  lists  the 
permits  that  are  available  for  the  EEZ  off 
Alaska,  as  well  as  permit  effectiveness 
information,  and  cross-references  to 
additional  information  for  each  permit. 
The  original  proposed  rule  revised 
entries  for  Registered  Buyer  permit 
(§  679.4(a)(l)(i)(A)),  and  added  Scallop 
License  Limitation  Program  (LLP) 
permit  (§  679.4(a)(l)(vii)(C)).  The 
supplemental  proposed  rule  would 
revise  entries  for  groundfish  permits 
(§  679.4(a)(l)(iv)(A)  and  (B)),  and  add 
entries  for  Crab  Rationalization  Program 
permits  (§  680.4(a)(l)(xiv)(A)  through 
(H)).  These  changes  are  necessary  to 
correct  omissions  from  the  original 
proposed  rule  and  to  provide  a  complete 
list  of  permits. 

The  original  proposed  rule  revised 
§  679.4(a)(3)(i)  and  (a)(3)(iii)  to  provide 
general  permit  information.  The 
supplemental  proposed  rule  would 
revise  paragraph  (a)(3)(iii)  to  be  in  the 
active  voice. 

The  original  proposed  rule  added  a 
new  §  679.4(a)(9)  to  include  the 
circumstances  under  which  a  . 
participant  could  surrender  permits. 

The  supplemental  proposed  rule  would 
revise  §  679.4(a)(9)  by  replacing 
paragraphs  (a)(9)(i)  through  (iv)  with 
text  that  describes  generally  the 
procedure  to  surrender  a  permit.  The 
supplemental  proposed  rule  would 
revise  the  following  regulations  to  place 
specific  surrender-of-a-permit 
regulations  in  separate  paragraphs  and 
to  place  a  cross-reference  to 
§  679.4(a)(9):  §  679.4(b)(4)(ii)  for 
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surrender  of  a  Federal  Fisheries  Permit 
(FFP);  §  679.4(d)(l)(iii)  for  surrender  of 
an  Individual  Fishing  Quota  (IFQ) 
permit;  §  679.4(d)(2)(iv)  for  surrender  of 
an  IFQ  hired  master  permit; 

§  679.4(d)(3)(v)  for  surrender  of  a 
Registered  Buyer  permit;  §  679.4(e)(2) 
for  surrender  of  a  halibut  Western 
Alaska  Community  Development  Quota 
(CDQ)  permit;  §  679.4(e)(3)  for  surrender 
of  a  CDQ  hired  master  permit; 

§  679.4(f)(4)(ii)  for  surrender  of  a 
Federal  Processor  Permit  (FPP); 

§  679.4(k)(6)(x)  for  surrender  of  a 
groundfish  or  crab  LLP  license; 

§  679.4(l)(5)(ii)  for  surrender  of  an 
American  Fisheries  Act  (AFA)  inshore 
processor  permit;  and  redesignated 
§  679.4(l)(l)(ii)(C)  to  reformat  and  state 
that  AFA  permits  may  not  be 
surrendered,  except  for  AFA  inshore 
processor  permits.  In  addition,  the 
supplemental  proposed  rule  would 
redesignate  §  679.4(g)(1)  as  (g)(l)(i)  and 
add  (g)(l)(ii)  to  describe  surrender  of  the 
Scallop  LLP  permit. 

Section  679.5  Recordkeeping  and 
Reporting  (R8-R) 

Section  679.5  describes  most  of  the 
recordkeeping  and  reporting 
requirements  for  fisheries  of  the  EEZ  off 
Alaska.  The  original  proposed  rule 
reorganized  and  expanded  this  section. 
This  supplemental  proposed  rule  would 
improve  the  organization  and 
presentation  of  the  §  679.5  regulations 
and  correct  technical  errors  that 
occurred  in  the  original  proposed  rule. 

Section  679.5(a)  General  RGrR 
Requirements.  Section  679.5(a) 
describes  the  R&R  general  requirements 
and  items  that  relate  to  several  modes  of 
R&R.  In  the  original  proposed  rule, 

§  679.5  was  revised.  In  the  supplemental 
proposed  rule,  §  679.5(a)(1)  heading 
would  be  revised  by  adding 
“groundfish”  before  the  words 
“logbooks”  and  “forms”  to  denote  that 
the  logbooks  and  forms  being  discussed 
are  for  the  groundfish  directed  fisheries. 
Paragraph  (a)(l)(i)  would  be  revised  to 
add  a  telephone  number  and  fax  number 
where  a  participant  may  obtain  more 
information. 

'  The  supplemental  proposed  rule 
would  addjntroductory  text  at 
§  679.5(a)  to  summarize  the  different 
types  of  R&R  requirements  formerly 
found  in  Table  9,  and  indicate  that 
additional  R&R  requirements  are  found 
at  §  679.28.  The  heading  of  paragraph 
(a)(1)  would  be  revised  by  adding 
“groundfish”  to  denote  that  the 
logbooks  and  forms  discussed  are  for 
use  with  the  groundfish  directed 
fisheries.  Paragraph  (a)(l)(i)  of  §679.5 
would  be  revised  to  add  a  telephone 
number  and  fax  number  where  a 


participant  could  obtain  more 
information,  and  the  last  sentence  of 
paragraph  (a)(l)(i)  would  be  removed 
because  it  does  not  contain  regulatory 
text.  Paragraph  (a)(l)(ii)  would  be 
revised  to  add  “written”  between 
“Upon”  and  “notification”  to  ensure 
that  the  notification  to  NMFS  is  written. 
In  §679.5(a)(l)(i),  (a)(2)(i),  (a)(2)(ii), 
(a)(5)(i),  (a)(5)(h),  (a)(5)(ii)(A), 

(a)(5)(ii)(B),  and  (a)(6),  reference  to 
Table  9  to  part  679  would  be  replaced 
with  cross-references  to  §  679.5  and 
§679.28,  as  appropriate. 

The  original  proposed  rule  created 
§  679.5(a)(l)(iii)  to  describe 
“management  programs”  in  detail.  This 
data  element  is  required  in  the  DFLs, 
DCPLs,  and  eLandings  and,  instead  of 
repeating  the  detailed  description  of 
management  programs,  a  cross  reference 
would  be  added  to  the  appropriate 
paragraphs  referencing  paragraph 
(a)(l)(iii).  The  supplemental  proposed 
rule  would  revise  paragraph  (a)(l)(iii)  by 
removing  the  last  sentence  “If  harvest  is 
not  under  one  of  these  management 
programs,  leave  blank”.  It  is  correct  that 
in  the  DFLs  and  DCPLs,  the  box  would 
be  left  blank  if  not  listed  under  one  of 
the  management  programs;  however 
eLandings  requires  that  this  field  be 
completed  and  not  left  blank. 

Paragraphs  (e)(5)(i)(A)(3)  and 
(e)(6)(i)(A)(3)  would  be  revised  to  add  a 
cross-reference  to  §  679.5(a)(l)(iii), 
instead  of  taking  the  space  to  describe 
“management  programs”  again. 

Paragraph  (a)(3)  describes  fish  that 
must  be  recorded  and  reported. 
Accurate-and  complete  recording  of  fish 
ensures  that  catch  accounting  for  quotas 
is  as  accurate  as  possible  to  prevent 
overfishing  or  underfishing.  Several 
sources  of  fish  information  were 
inadvertently  omitted  from  the  original 
proposed  rule  and  are  included  in  the 
supplemental  proposed  rule.  The 
supplemental  proposed  rule  would 
redesignate  paragraphs  (a)(3)(i)  through 
(iii)  as  (a)(3)(ii)  through  (a)(3)(iv), 
respectively,  to  add  a  new  paragraph 
(a)(3)(i)  entitled  “Harvest  information.” 
Harvest  information  is  an  essential  data 
element  for  management  of  the  fisheries, 
especially  for  the  catcher/processors, 
and  must  be  recorded.  Proposed 
redesignated  paragraph  (a)(3)(ii)  would 
be  revised  to  add  “receipt  of  fish  from 
a  buying  station”  as  a  method  of 
receiving  fish  that  must  be  recorded. 
Buying  station  fish  is  recorded  in  actual 
practice,  but  inadvertently  was  omitted 
from  the  original  proposed  rule.  A 
shoreside  processor,  stationary  floating 
processor  (SFP),  or  mothership  must 
record  fish  received  from  a  buying 
station  in  order  to  account  for  all  fish 
received.  Proposed  redesignated 


paragraph  (a)(3)(iii)  would  be  revised  to 
add  that  the  disposition  of  harvest,  e.g., 
fish  that  were  caught  but  not  delivered, 
such  as  fish  eaten  onboard  or  fish  used 
as  bait  onboard  a  vessel,  must  be 
recorded  so  that  these  amounts  are 
counted  against  the  quotas. 

Paragraph  (a)(4)  describes  exemptions 
from  R&R.  The  supplemental  proposed 
rule  would  revise  paragraph  (a)(4)(i)  to 
add  at  the  beginning  of  the  first  sentence 
“Except  for  the  vessel  activity  report 
described  at  §  679. 5(k).”  The 
requirement  that  all  vessels  provide  a 
vessel  activity  report  under  certain 
conditions  is  long-standing.  The 
requirement  was  inadvertently  omitted 
from  the  original  proposed  rule,  and  this 
proposed  change  would  reestablish  the 
requirement  in  the  regulations. 

The  supplemental  proposed  rule 
would  add  new  paragraph  (a)(7)  to 
provide  the  detailed  information  needed 
to  record  custom  processing 
information.  Proposed  paragraph 
(c)(5)(ix),  located  in  the  original 
proposed  rule  in  the  shoreside  processor 
DCPL  section,  would  be  redesignated  as 
paragraph  (a)(7)  and  further  revised.  The 
supplemental  proposed  rule  would 
move  the  requirements  from  paragraph 
(c)(5)  to  paragraph  (a)(7)  because  this 
information  is  pertinent  to  shoreside 
processors,  SFPs,  and  motherships. 

Section  679.5(c)  Logbooks.  The 
supplemental  proposed  rule  would 
replace  “50  CFR  300.60  through  300.65” 
with  “§§  300.60  through  300.65”  to 
correct  the  format  of  this  citation  in 
paragraphs  (c)(l)(vi)(B),  (c)(3)(v)(G)(2), 
and  (c)(3)(v)(G)(3)(i)  through  [iii). 

Paragraphs  (c)(3)(vi)(H), 

(c) (4)(vi)(H)(I),  (c)(6)(vi)(F),  and 

(d) (4)(ix)(E)  would  be  revised  by 

replacing  “total  retained  weight”  with 
“total  weight.”  This  would  correct  the 
definition  of  hail  weight,  which  is  an 
estimate  of  the  entire  catch  before 
discard  without  regard  to  species. 
Including  the  term  “retained” 
incorrectly  changes  the  meaning  of  hail 
weight.  * 

The  supplemental  proposed  rule 
would  revise  appropriate  paragraphs  in 
DFL  and  DCPL  sections  to  add 
immediately  before  existing  text  “The 
operator’s  name  must  be  printed  in  the 
DFL  or  DCPL.”  This  text  is  currently 
required  in  §  679.5(a)(5)(i)  but  was 
overlooked  in  the  original  proposed 
rule. 

The  supplemental  proposed  rule 
would  revise  appropriate  paragraphs  in 
DFL  and  DCPL  sections  to  replace 
“operator  signature”  with  “Operator 
sign  the  completed  logsheets.”  This 
would  provide  the  signature 
requirement  within  the  time  limit  and 
make  the  wording  consistent  with  other 
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descriptions  elsewhere  in  the 
regulations. 

The  original  proposed  rule  would 
reorganize  and  revise  logbook 
requirements,  add  sections  to  describe 
requirements  for  each  logbook,  and 
place  logbook  requirements  in  §  679.5(c) 
under  the  heading  “Logbooks  vs. 
eLandings  and  ELBs.”  The 
supplemental  proposed  rule  would 
revise  the  heading  to  read  “Logbooks.” 

Section  679.5(c)(1)  General 
requirements.  The  original  proposed 
rule  would  create  paragraph  (c)(1)  to 
describe  general  requirements  for 
recording  information  in  the  DFL  or 
DCPL.  The  original  proposed  rule 
compared  the  methods  of  recording/ 
reporting  using  logbooks  with 
eLandings  and  electronic  logbooks 
(ELBs)  under  paragraph  (c)(1)  “General 
requirements”  as  follows:  (i)  Shoreside 
processor  or  SFP,  (ii)  Mothership,  (iii) 
Catcher/processor,  (iv)  Catcher  vessel, 

(v)  Registered  Buyer,  and  (vi)  Registered 
Crab  Receiver.  The  supplemental 
proposed  rule  would  remove  paragraphs 
(c)(l)(i)  through  (vi)  and  integrate  that 
information  into  the  sections  devoted  to 
each  procedure.  The  purpose  of  this 
integration  would  be  to  provide  an 
explanation  of  how  the  different 
elements  of  the  R&R  procedure  would 
work  together. 

Paragraphs  (c)(l)(vii)  through  (xii) 
would  be  redesignated  as  (c)(l)(i) 
through  (vi),  respectively.  Proposed 
redesignated  paragraph  (c)(l)(v)(A) 
would  be  revised  to  correct  the  cross- 
reference  and  to  replace  “the  operator, 
manager,  or  any  other  person  may  not 
alter  or  change”  with  “no  person  may 
alter  or  change”  to  ensure  that  no 
unauthorized  person  could  make 
changes.  Proposed  redesignated 
paragraph  (c)(l)(v)(B)  would  be  revised 
to  replace  “may  be  corrected”  with 
“must  be  corrected”  to  make  clear  this 
text  is  a  requirement.  In  all  the  logbook 
data  entry  limit  tables,  the  supplemental 
proposed  rule  would  change  the 
deadline  for  the  operator  to  provide  the 
completed  golden  DFL  or  DCPl,  logsheet 
to  the  observer  before  the  observer 
leaves  the  vessel. 

Proposed  redesignated  paragraph 
(c)(l)(vi)(B)  would  be  revised  to  remove 
“or  manager”  because  the  requirement 
for  a  shoreside  processor  DCPL  would 
be  removed  due  to  eLandings;  therefore 
the  term  “manager”  would  no  longer 
apply  to  this  requirement.  The  table  in 
paragraph  (c)(l)(vi)(B)  would  be  revised 
to  remove  the  sub-column  for  “SS/SFP” 
and  to  remove  “SS/SFP  =  shoreside 
processor  and  SFP”  in  the  table  note. 
This  table  would  be  further  revised  by 
correcting  the  citation  format  for 


§§  300.60  through  300.65  in  the  last  row 
of  the  “Submit  to”  column. 

Section  679.5(c)(2)  Recording  active 
and  inactive  time  periods  in  the  DFL  or 
DCPL.  The  original  proposed  rule 
created  new  paragraph  (c)(2)  to  describe 
requirements  for  recording  active  and 
inactive  time  periods  in  the  DFL  or 
DCPL. 

The  supplemental  proposed  rule 
would  revise  paragraphs  (c)(2)(i), 
(c)(2)(ii),  and  (c)(2)(iii)  to  remove  each 
instance  of  “or  manager”  because  it  also 
would  remove  the  requirement  for  a 
shoreside  processor  DCPL  and  terms 
associated  with  that  requirement. 
Paragraph  (c)(2)(iii)(B)  would  be 
removed  because  it  refers  to  Part  I  of  the 
shoreside  processor  DCPL,  and 
paragraphs  (c)(2)(iii)(C)  through  (G) 
would  be  redesignated  as  (c)(2)(iii)(B) 
through  (F),  respectively. 

Section  679.5(c)(3)  Longline  or  pot 
gear  catcher  vessel  DFL  and  catcher/ 
processor  DCPL.  The  original  proposed 
rule  created  new  paragraph  (c)(3)  to 
describe  requirements  for  the  longline 
and  pot  gear  catcher  vessel  DFL  and 
catcher/processor  DCPL.  The 
supplemental  proposed  rule  would 
redesignate  paragraph  (c)(3)(i) 
introductory  text  as  (c)(3)(i)(A)  and  (B) 
to  describe  separately  the  requirements 
for  a  catcher  vessel  and  a  catcher/ 
processor. 

The  supplemental  proposed  rule 
would  revise  paragraphs  (c)(3)(i)(A)(2), 
(c)(3)(i)(A}(2),  (c)(3)(i)(B)(2),  and 
(c)(3)(i)(B)(2)  to  describe  the 
requirement  for  completing  the  catcher 
vessel  longline  or  pot  ELB,  described  at 
§  679.5(f).  The  statement,  “must  use  a 
combination  of  catcher/processor 
longline  or  pot  gear  DCPL  and 
eLandings”  would  replace  “must 
maintain  a  longline  and  pot  gear  DCPL” 
in  paragraph  (c)(3)(i)(A)(2)  as  part  of  the 
integration  language  for  the  DCPL  and 
ELB. 

The  original  proposed  rule  created 
new  paragraph  (c)(3)(ii),  entitled,  “Data 
entry  time  limits.”  The  supplemental 
proposed  rule  would  redesignate 
(c)(3)(h)  introductory  text  as  (c)(3)(ii)(A) 
and  (B)  and  revise  these  paragraphs  to 
each  have  a  separate  table  describing  the 
data  entry  time  limits  for  a  catcher 
vessel  and  for  a  catcher/processor.  The 
catcher/ processor  table  under  paragraph 
(c)(3)(ii)(B)  would  incorporate  the  use  of 
eLandings. 

The  supplemental  proposed  rule 
would  revise  paragraph  (c)(3)(iv)(A)(2) 
to  identify  the  paragraph  numbers  of  the 
information  to  be  recorded  in  the 
catcher  vessel  DFL  if  the  catcher  vessel 
is  active.  It  would  revise  paragraph 
(c)(3)(iv)(B)(2)  to  describe  separately  the 
information  that  must  be  recorded  in  the 


catcher/processor  DCPL  from  that 
recorded  in  eLandings. 

To  reconcile  with  recent  rule-making 
(see  73  FR  30876,  May  29,  2008),  in 
paragraph  (c)(3)(iv)(B)(l),  the 
supplemental  proposed  rule  would 
revise  the  definition  for  active  status  of 
a  longline  or  pot  gear  catcher/processor 
by  removing  “checked-in”  as  a  reason 
for  being  active  and  by  adding  “when 
all  or  part  of  the  longline  or  pot  gear  is 
in  the  water  or  when  processing.” 

Paragraph  (c)(3)(v)(B)  would  be 
revised  to  add  a  first  sentence  indicating 
that  the  operator’s  name  must  be  printed 
in  the  DFL  or  DCPL  as  currently 
required  in  §  679.5(a)(5)(i)  and  to  revise 
the  time  limit  for  operator  signature 
consistent  with  revised  paragraphs 
(c)(3)(ii)(A)(6)  and  (c)(3)(ii)(B)(6)  in  the 
supplemental  proposed  rule.  Paragraph 
(c)(3)(v)(D)  would  be  revised  to  replace 
“of  each  IFQ  holder  aboard  the  vessel” 
with  “each  permit  number  of  any  IFQ 
permit  on  which  anyone  aboard  is  • 
authorized  to  fish”  to  state  more  clearly 
that  all  permit  numbers  under  which 
persons  aboard  a  vessel  may  fish  must 
be  recorded. 

The  original  proposed  rule  created 
new  paragraph  (c)(3)(vi)  to  describe 
catch-by-set  information  in  detail  for 
harvest  by  longline  or  pot  gear.  The 
supplemental  proposed  rule  would 
make  a  distinction  between  deployment 
of  gear  and  the  start  position  of  the  gear 
by  revising  paragraph  headings  for 
(c)(3)(vi)(B)(2),  (2),  and  (5)  because  the 
gear  is  not  catching  fish  until  it  is  in 
position  to  fish  and  to  replace 
“deployment”  with  “begin  position,” 
and  between  retrieval  of  gear  and  the 
last  position  of  the  gear  by  revising 
paragraph  headings  for  (c)(3)(vi)(C)(2), 
(2),  and  (2)  because  the  gear  is  not 
catching  fish  when  it  is  being  hauled 
onboard. 

The  original  proposed  rule  created 
new  paragraph  (c)(3)(vii)  to  describe 
requirements  for  recording  longline  or 
pot  catcher/processor  product 
information  in  the  DCPL.  The 
supplemental  proposed  rule  would 
remove  existing  text  and  add  a 
requirement  for  the  operator  of  a 
catcher/processor  using  longline  or  pot 
gear  to  record  all  product  information  in 
eLandings. 

The  original  proposed  rule  created 
new  paragraph  (c)(3)(ix)  to  describe 
requirements  for  recording  longline  or 
pot  catcher/processor  discard  and 
disposition  information  in  the  DCPL. 
The  supplemental  proposed  rule  would 
remove  existing  text  and  add  a 
requirement  for  the  operator  of  a 
catcher/processor  using  longline  or  pot 
gear  to  record  all  discard  and 
disposition  information  in  eLandings. 
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Section  679.5(c)(4)  Trawl  gear  catcher 
vessel  DFL  and  catcher/processor  DCPL. 
The  original  proposed  rule  created  new 
paragraph  (c)(4)  to  describe 
requirements  for  the  trawl  gear  catcher 
vessel  DFL  and  catcher/processor  DCPL. 

The  supplemental  proposed  rule 
would  redesignate  paragraph 
(c)(4)(ii)(A)  as  (c)(4)(ii)(B)(3)  and  revise 
it  by  adding  “or  if  required  to  use  a 
NMFS-approved  scale,  the  scale  weight 
for  each  haul.”  This  change  would 
provide  requirements  on  how  to  record 
information  when  required  to  use  scales 
(e.g.,  Rockfish  Pilot  Program, 

Amendment  80  Program,  GRS  Program). 

The  supplemental  proposed  rule 
would  redesignate  paragraph 
(c)(4)(vi)(H)  as  (c)(4)(vi)(H)(J)  and 
would  revise  it.  Paragraph 
(c)(4)(vi)(H)(2)  would  be  added  to 
describe  use  of  a  NMFS-approved  scale 
on  a  catcher/processor.  This  would 
provide  requirements  on  how  to  record 
information  when  required  to  use  scales 
(e.g.,  Rockfish  Pilot  Program, 
Amendment  80  Program,  GRS  Program). 

The  supplemental  proposed  rule 
would  redesignate  paragraph  (c)(4)(i) 
introductory  text  as  (c)(4)(i)(A)  and  (B) 
to  describe  separately  the  requirements 
for  a  catcher  vessel  and  a  catcher/ 
processor  and  to  refer  to  the  option  of 
completing  the  catcher  vessel  trawl  ELB 
or  catcher/processor  trawl  ELB, 
described  at  §  679.5(f).  The  statement, 
“must  use  a  combination  of  catcher/ 
processor  trawl  gear  DCPL  and 
eLandings”  would  replace  “must 
maintain  a  trawl  gear  DCPL”  in 
paragraph  (c)(4)(i)(A)(2)  as  part  of  the 
integration  language  for  the  DCPL  and 
ELB. 

The  original  proposed  rule  created 
new  paragraph  (c)(4)(ii),  entitled,  “Data 
entry  time  limits.”  The  supplemental 
proposed  rule  would  redesignate 
(c)(4)(ii)  introductory  text  as  (c)(4)(ii)(A) 
and  (B)  and  revise  these  paragraphs  to 
each  have  a  separate  table  to  describe 
the  data  entry  timing  limits  for  a  catcher 
vessel  and  for  a  catcher/processor.  The 
table  for  the  catcher/processor  under 
paragraph  (c)(4)(ii)(B)  would 
incorporate  the  use  of  eLandings. 

The  original  proposed  rule  created 
new  paragraph  (c)(4)(iv)  to  describe  R&R 
requirements  when  active.  The 
supplemental  proposed  rule  would 
revise  paragraph  (c)(4)(iv)(B)(l)  by 
revising  the  definition  of  “active”  status 
of  a  trawl  catcher/processor  to  remove 
“checked-in”  as  a  reason  for  being 
active  and  by  adding  “when  all  or  part 
of  the  trawl  net  is  in  the  water  or  when 
processing”.  The  supplemental 
proposed  rule  would  revise  paragraph 
(c)(4)(iv)(B)(2)  to  identify  the  paragraph 
numbers  of  the  information  to  be 


recorded  in  the  DCPL  and  in  eLandings. 
Paragraph  (c)(4)(v)  would  provide 
identification  information  that  is 
recorded  in  both  the  DCPL  and 
eLandings. 

The  original  proposed  rule  created 
new  paragraph  (c)(4)(vii)  to  describe 
requirements  for  recording  trawl 
catcher/processor  product  information 
in  the  DCPL.  The  supplemental 
proposed  rule  would  remove  existing 
text  and  add  a  requirement  for  the 
operator  of  a  catcher/processor  using 
trawl  gear  to  record  all  product 
information  in  eLandings. 

The  original  proposed  rule  created 
new  paragraph  (c)(4)(ix)  to  describe 
requirements  for  recording  trawl 
catcher/processor  discard  and 
'  disposition  information  in  the  DCPL. 

The  supplemental  proposed  rule  would 
remove  existing  text  and  add  a 
requirement  for  the  operator  of  a 
catcher/processor  using  trawl  gear  to 
record  all  discard  and  disposition 
information  in  eLandings. 

Section  679.5(c)(5)  Shoreside 
processor  DCPL.  The  original  proposed 
rule  created  new  paragraph  (c)(5)  to 
describe  R&R  requirements  for  the 
shoreside  processor  DCPL.  Because 
eLandings  would  replace  the  shoreside 
processor  DCPL,  the  supplemental 
proposed  rule  would  remove  that 
section,  and  replace  it  with  a  cross- 
reference  to  eLandings  at  §  679.5(e)  and 
paragraphs  (c)(5)(i)  and  (ii).  Paragraph 
(c)(5)(i)  would  describe  required  R&R 
information  if  “inactive.”  In  paragraph 
(c)(5)(ii),  the  definition  for  “active” 
status  of  a  shoreside  processor  or  SFP 
would  be  revised  to  remove  “checked- 
in”  as  a  reason  for  being  active. 

Section  679.5(c)(6)  Mothership  DCPL. 
The  original  proposed  rule  created  new 
paragraph  (c)(6)  to  describe  R&R 
requirements  for  the  mothership  DCPL. 
The  supplemental  proposed  rule  would 
revise  (c)(6)(i)  by  adding  a  reference  to 
the  option  of  completing  the  mothership 
ELB,  to  §  679.5(f).  The  statement,  “is 
required  to  use  a  combination  of 
mothership  DCPL  and  eLandings  to 
record  and  report  daily  processor 
identification  information,  delivery 
information,  groundfish  production 
data,  and  groundfish  and  prohibited 
species  discard  or  disposition  data” 
would  replace  “must  maintain  a 
mothership  DCPL”  in  paragraph 
(c)(6)(i). 

The  supplemental  proposed  rule 
would  revise  paragraph  (c)(6)(ii)  which 
describes  data  entry  time  limits  by 
replacing  “must  record  in  the  DCPL” 
with  “must  record  in  the  DCPL  or 
eLandings.”  It  would  revise  the  table  at 
paragraph  (c)(6)(ii)  by  adding  two 
columns  to  show  where  to  record  data: 


one  for  DCPL  and  one  for  eLandings.  X’s 
in  these  columns  indicate  where  the 
data  are  to  be  recorded. 

Paragraph  (c)(6)(iv)  describes  required 
information  if  the  mothership  is  active. 
The  supplemental  proposed  would 
revise  this  paragraph  to  state  that  certain 
information  must  be  recorded  in  the 
DCPL  and  other  information  in 
eLandings  and  to  identify  that 
information  by  paragraph  number.  In 
addition,  the  definition  of  “active” 
status  of  a  mothership  would  be  revised 
to  remove  “checked-in”  as  a  reason  for 
being  active. 

The  supplemental  proposed  rule 
would  add  new  paragraph  (c)(6)(v), 
entitled  “Identification  information” 
and  add  new  paragraph  (c)(6)(v) 
introductory  text.  It  would  redesignate 
paragraphs  (c)(6)(iv)(A)  through  (J)  as 
(c)(6)(v)(A)  through  (J),  respectively.  The 
heading  of  proposed  redesignated 
paragraph  (c)(6)(iv)(C)  would  be  revised 
to  read  “Vessel  information.”  It  would 
redesignate  paragraphs  (c)(6)(v)  through 
(c)(6)(vii)  as  (c)(6)(vi)  and  (c)(6)(viii), 
respectively. 

The  supplemental  proposed  rule 
would  revise  proposed  redesignated 
paragraph  (c)(6)(vii),  which  describes 
groundfish  product  information,  by 
removing  existing  text  and  adding  a 
requirement  for  the  operator  of  a 
mothership  to  record  all  product 
information  in  eLandings.  It  would 
revise  proposed  redesignated  paragraph 

(c) (6)(viii),  which  describes  discard  and 
disposition  information,  by  removing 
existing  text  and  adding  a  requirement 
for  the  operator  of  a  mothership  to 
record  all  discard  and  disposition 
information  in  eLandings. 

Section  679.5(d)  Buying  Station 
Report  (BSR).  In  the  original  proposed 
rule,  paragraph  (d),  which  describes 
buying  station  requirements,  was 
revised.  To  improve  readability  of  the 
text,  the  supplemental  proposed  rule 
would  add  headings  to  paragraph 

(d) (l)(i)  to  read  “Separate  BSR;” 
paragraph  (d)(l)(ii)  to  read  “BSR 
Attachments;”  and  paragraph  (d)(l)(iii) 
to  read  “Catcher  vessel  as  buying 
station.” 

The  supplemental  proposed  rule 
would  revise  paragraph  (d)(l)(i)  by 
adding  immediately  before  the  first 
sentence,  “In  addition  to  the 
information  required  at  paragraphs 
(a)(5)  and  (a)(6)  of  this  section.”  This 
change  is  necessary  because  paragraphs 
(a)(5)  and  (a)(6)  describe  inspection, 
retention,  and  maintenance  of  records, 
which  apply  also  to  buying  station 
operators  and  managers.  Inadvertently 
omitted  from  the  original  proposed  rule, 
it  would  reestablish  the  requirement  in 
the  regulations. 


The  supplemental  proposed  rule 
would  revise  paragraph  (d)(4)(iii)  to 
correct  the  cross-reference  by  replacing 
“paragraph  (a)(2)”  with  “paragraphs 

(d) (1)  and  (d)(2)”  which  describe  “who 
needs  to  sign.”  It  would  revise 
paragraphs  (d)(4)(v),  (vi),  and  (vii)  by 
adding  headings  to  read  “Gear  type,” 
“Federal  reporting  area,”  and  “Crab 
protection  areas,”  respectively,  to  make 
the  subheadings  of  paragraph  (d) 
uniform.  It  would  revise  the  heading  for 
paragraph  (d)(4)(x)(C)  to  read  “Discard 
or  disposition  weight”  and  the  heading 
for  paragraph  (d)(4)(x)(D)  to  read  “PSC 
discard  or  disposition  numbers.” 

Section  679.5(e)  Interagency 
Electronic  Reporting  System  (IERS)  and 
eLandings.  Section  679.5(e)  describes 
R&R  requirements  using  eLandings.  The 
original  proposed  rule  removed  the 
existing  electronic  R&R  system, 
Shoreside  Processor  Electronic 
Reporting  System  (SPELR),  at  §  679.5(e) 
and  replaced  it  with  the  Interagency 
Electronic  Reporting  System  (IERS)  and 
its  data  entry  component,  eLandings, 
which  is  available  through  the  Internet 
It  indicated  that  there  were  available 
from  the  Alaska  Region,  three  methods 
of  R&R:  DFL  and  DCPL,  eLandings,  and 
ELBs,  and  presented  each  of  these 
methods  in  a  separate  section. 

The  supplemental  proposed  rule 
would  further  reorganize  certain 
sections  of  §  679.5(e),  with  changes  to 
headings  of  paragraphs  (e)(5)  through 

(e) (10),  would  incorporate  information 
moved  from  §  679.5(c)  to  better  integrate 
the  available  R&R  methods,  and  would 
correct  miscellaneous  technical  errors. 

The  supplemental  proposed  rule 
would  correct,  throughout  the 
eLandings  regulations  (§  679.5(e)),  the 
format  of  the  year  from  (mm/dd/yy)  to 
read  uniformly  in  4  digits  (mm/dd/ 
yyyy).  Note  that  the  logbook  regulations 
date  format  is  mm/dd/yy. 

The  supplemental  proposed  rule 
would  correct  a  grammatical  error  that 
occurred  in  the  original  proposed  rule. 
The  text  “user  of’  would  be  replaced  • 
with  “user  for.”  This  change  would  be 
made  in  the  following  paragraphs: 
(e)(5)(i),  (e)(5)(i)(B),  (e)(5)(h),  (e)(5)(iii), 
(e)(6)(i)  through  (e)(6)(iii),  (e)(7)(i), 
(e)(7)(h),  (e)(7)(iii)(B),  (e)(8)(iii)  through 
(e)(8)(vi),  (e)(9)(i),  (e)(9)(h),  (e)(10)(iii), 
and  (e)(10)(iv). 

In  the  original  proposed  rule,  NMFS 
created  new  paragraph  (e)(1)  to  describe 
the  responsibilities  of  the  participants  to 
obtain  the  necessary  equipment  and 
software  to  work  with  eLandings,  and 
the  responsibility  to  use  eLandings  for 
entry  of  groundfish  information. 

In  the  proposed  rule,  paragraph 
(e)(l)(i)  described  the  responsibility  for 
“Hardware,  software,  and  Internet 


connectivity.”  The  supplemental 
proposed  rule  would  remove  an 
incorrect  cross-reference  to  paragraph 
(e)(2)  and  revise  this  introductory  text  to 
paragraph  (e)(l)(i)  by  removing  “Unless 
NMFS  approves  an  alternative  reporting 
method,  for  recordkeeping  and  reporting 
data  for  those  fisheries  listed  in 
paragraph  (e)(2)  of  this  section,” 
because  only  eLandings  is  approved  for 
this  purpose.  In  addition,  “landings 
data”  would  be  added  to  the  list  of 
fisheries  information  needed  by  NMFS, 
as  this  item  was  inadvertently 
overlooked. 

The  supplemental  proposed  rule 
would  divide  paragraph  (e)(1)(h), 
describing  R&R  procedure  in  the  event 
of  computer  or  network  failure  and 
unavailability  of  eLandings,  into  two 
paragraphs,  one  for  groundfish  and  one 
for  IFQ  crab,  halibut,  and  sablefish.  It 
would  redesignate  paragraph 
(e)(l)(ii)(A)  as  paragraph  (e)(1)(h),  and 
the  heading  would  be  revised  to  read: 
“Computer  or  network  failure: 
Groundfish.”  In  addition,  text  would  be 
removed  that  refers  to  use  of  an  interim 
paper  form  in  case  of  computer  or 
network  failure  and  replaced  with  text 
describing  use  of  the  DCPL  to  record 
groundfish  information,  because  the 
DCPL  is  onboard,  familiar  to  use,  and 
convenient. 

The  supplemental  proposed  rule 
would  redesignate  paragraph  (e)(l)(ii)(B) 
as  (e)(l)(iii)  with  a  heading  to  read 
“Computer  or  network  failure:  IFQ 
manual  landing  report  for  IFQ  crab,  IFQ 
halibut,  CDQ  halibut,  and  IFQ 
sablefish.”  This  paragraph  describes  the 
requirement  to  use  a  manual  IFQ 
landing  report  if  computer  or  network 
failure  occurs  when  entering  CDQ 
halibut  or  IFQ  information.  The  first  and 
second  sentences  of  proposed 
redesignated  (e)(l)(iii)  would  be 
redesignated  as  (e)(l)(iii)  introductory 
text  and  revised  by  adding  “CDQ 
halibut”  to  the  list  of  information.  In 
addition,  this  paragraph  would  be 
revised  by  removing  “and  submit  it  by 
fax  to  907-586-7313”  because  manual 
landing  instructions  must  be  requested 
by  telephone. 

The  supplemental  proposed  rule 
would  redesignate  the  last  two 
sentences  of  paragraph  (e)(l)(iii)(B)  as 
(e)(l)(iii)(A).  It  would  redesignate  the 
first  sentence  of  paragraph  (e)(l)(ii)  as 
(e)(l)(iii)(B)  to  provide  instructions  to 
submit  the  IFQ  manual  landing  report 
by  fax.  It  would  add  paragraph 
(e)(l)(iii)(C)  to  provide  instructions  to 
print  and  retain  the  IFQ  manual  landing 
report  per  paragraphs  (a)(5)  and  (a)(6). 

The  original  proposed  rule  described 
“eLandings  processor  registration”  in 
paragraph  (e)(2).  The  supplemental 


proposed  rule  would  remove  paragraph 
(e)(2)(ii),  because  this  text  is  mostly 
descriptive  and  not  a  requirement.  It 
would  redesignate  paragraph  (e)(2)(iv) 
as  new  (e)(2)(ii). 

The  original  proposed  rule  described 
"Information  required  for  eLandings 
processor  registration  form”  in 
paragraph  (e)(3).  The  supplemental 
proposed  would  revise  paragraph 
(e)(3)(iii)  by  removing  “and  home  port 
of  shoreside  processor,  SFP, 
mothership,  or  catcher/processor.”  It 
would  add  paragraph  (e)(3)(iv) 
introductory  text  to  require  that  all 
federal  permits  be  listed,  so  that  the 
submitter  would  understand  that  more 
than  one  permit  is  acceptable,  but  that 
all  permits  must  be  listed.  It  would 
revise  paragraphs  (e)(3)(iv)(A)  and  (B) 
headings  and  text  by  adding 
“groundfish”  prior  to  the  type  of 
processor  to  improve  the  accuracy  of  the 
question. 

Paragraph  (e)(3)(iv)(E)  describes 
eLandings  information  required  from  a 
buying  station.  The  supplemental 
proposed  rule  would  remove  this 
paragraph,  because  a  buying  station 
does  not  complete  this  registration  form. 
It  would  redesignate  paragraphs  (e)(3)(v) 
and  (vi)  as  (e)(3)(viii)  and  (ix), 
respectively,  because  two  paragraphs 
would  be  added.  The  information,  “port 
code,”  removed  from  paragraph 
(e)(3)(iii)  would  be  redesignated  as 
paragraph  (e)(3)(v).  Paragraph  (e)(3)(vi) 
would  be  added  to  request  the  “ADF&G 
vessel  identification  number  of  the 
vessel”  from  a  mothership,  catcher/ 
processor,  or  tender  operation  to  ensure 
specific  identification. 

The  supplemental  proposed  rule 
would  redesignate  paragraph 
(e)(3)(iv)(E)  as  (e)(3)(vii)  and  revise  the 
paragraph  to  request  the  state  where  the 
license  was  issued  for  vehicle  buying 
stations,  to  ensure  specific 
identification.  Proposed  redesignated 
(e)(3)(viii)  would  be  revised  to  insert 
“where  the  processing  would  take 
place”  to  further  clarify  this 
information.  Proposed  redesignated 
paragraph  (e)(3)(ix)  would  be  revised  to 
emphasize  the  requirement  for  a 
primary  user  for  eLandings  and  to 
expand  the  description  of  some  of  the 
data  elements  required  at  registration. 

The  original  proposed  rule  described 
“Information  entered  automatically  for 
eLandings  landing  report”  in  paragraph 
(e)(4).  The  supplemental  proposed  rule 
would  revise  paragraph  (e)(4)  to  inform 
the  participant  that  he  or  she  must 
review  the  autofilled  data  entry  cells  to 
ensure  that  they  are  accurate  for  the 
landing  that  is  taking  place. 

At  paragraph  (e)(5),  the  original 
proposed  rule  described  the  information 
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to  be  entered  into  eLandings  by  a 
shoreside  processor  and  SFP.  The 
supplemental  proposed  rule  would 
revise  the  heading  for  (e)(5)  to  read 
“Shoreside  processor  or  SFP  landings 
report”  as  part  of  the  restructuring  of  the 
regulations.  It  would  redesignate 
paragraph  (c)(l)(i)(B)  as  (e)(5) 
introductory  text  and  revise  it  to 
describe  who  must  use  eLandings  to 
enter  groundfish  landings  information. 
The  supplemental  proposed  rule  would 
revise  the  heading  for  paragraph  (e)(5)(i) 
to  read  “Information  entered  for  each 
groundfish  delivery  to  a  shoreside 
processor  and  SFP.”  It  would  revise 
paragraph  (e)(5)(i)  introductory  text  to 
add  that  data  must  also  be  entered  into 
eLandings  for  receipt  of  groundfish 
delivery  from  processors  for 
reprocessing  or  rehandling  product. 

The  supplemental  proposed  rule 
would  revise  paragraph  (e)(5)(i)(A)(2)  by 
replacing  “crew  size  (including 
operator)”  with  “Crew  size.”  Enter  the 
number  of  licensed  crew  aboard  the 
vessel,  including  operator,  to  specify 
who  to  include  in  the  count.  It  would 
revise  paragraph  (e)(5)(i)(A)(7)  to 
identify  a  buying  station,  whether  a 
tender  or  land-based  entity.  Paragraph 
(eJ(5)(i)(A)(9)  describes  recording 
whether  the  blue  logsheet  was  received 
from  the  catcher  vessel  at  the  time  of 
catch  delivery.  The  supplemental 
proposed  rule  would  revise  this 
paragraph  to  add  the  table  of  codes  that 
describe  nonsubmittal  of  a  blue  discard 
logsheet  by  the  catcher  vessel.  It  would 
revise  the  heading  for  paragraph 
(e)(5)(i)(B)  to  read  “Landings 
information”  and  revise  paragraph 
(e)(5)(i)(B)(2)  which  describes  landings 
weight,  to  include  information  on  actual 
scale  weights,  currently  in 
§  679.5(a)(7)(iv)(D)(  J),  and  provide 
options  for  sorting.  This  revision  was 
overlooked  in  the  original  proposed 
rule. 

Paragraph  (e)(5)(h)  describes  required 
signatures  on  the  landing  report 
(ADF&G  fish  ticket).  The  supplemental 
proposed  rule  would  remove  this 
paragraph  because  signatures  are  not 
required  by  Federal  regulations  even 
though  they  are  required  by  State 
regulations.  It  would  redesignate 
paragraph  (e)(5)(iii)  as  (e)(5)(h)  and 
revise  the  text  by  replacing  “(e)(5)(h)” 
with  “(e)(5)(i)”  because  paragraph 
content  changed.  The  supplemental 
proposed  rule  would  add  paragraph 
(e)(5)(iii)  with  heading  to  read 
“Compliance”  to  state  that  by  using 
eLandings,  the  User  accepts  the 
responsibility  of  and  acknowledges 
compliance  with  eLandings 
requirements  for  complete  and  accurate 
R&R. 


The  original  proposed  rule  described 
eLandings  information  entered  for  each 
groundfish  delivery  to  a  mothership  at 
paragraph  (e)(6).  The  supplemental 
proposed  rule  would  revise  the  heading 
for  paragraph  (e)(6)  to  read  “Mothership 
landings  report”  to  better  describe  the 
contents  of  the  paragraph.  It  would 
redesignate  paragraph  (c)(l)(ii)(C)  as 
(e)(6)  introductory  text  and  revise  it  to 
state  that  the  operator  is  required  to  use 
eLandings  to  submit  a  daily  landings 
report. 

In  the  original  proposed  rule,  the  use 
of  eLandings  by  motherships  was 
provided  in  two  stages:  through 
December  31,  2007,  to  voluntarily 
submit  weekly  landings  reports,  and 
starting  January  1,  2008,  required  to 
submit  daily  landings  reports.  Since 
implementation  of  the  IERS  final  rule 
will  be  later  than  anticipated,  the 
supplemental  proposed  rule  would 
place  the  requirement  for  daily  landing 
reports  directly  into  regulation  rather 
than  in  two  steps.  It  would  revise  the 
heading  for  paragraph  (e)(6)(i)  to  read 
“Information  entered  for  each 
groundfish  delivery  to  a  mothership” 
and  revise  paragraph  (e)(6)(i)  to  add  that 
data  must  also  be  entered  into 
eLandings  for  receipt  of  groundfish 
delivery  from  processors  for 
reprocessing  or  rehandling  product. 
Paragraph  (e)(6)(ii)  describes  required 
signatures  on  the  landing  report 
(ADF&G  fish  ticket).  The  supplemental 
proposed  rule  would  remove  this 
paragraph  because  signatures  are  not 
required  by  Federal  regulations  even 
though  they  are  required  by. State 
regulations.  It  would  add  paragraph 
(e)(6)(iii)  with  heading  to  read 
“Compliance”  to  state  that  by  using 
eLandings,  the  User  accepts  the 
responsibility  of  aqd  acknowledge 
compliance  with  eLandings 
requirements  for  complete  and  accurate 
R&R. 

The  original  proposed  rule  described 
information  entered  for  each  IFQ 
halibut,  CDQ  halibut,  and  IFQ  sablefish 
delivery  at  paragraph  (e)(7).  As  part  of 
the  text  restructure,  the  supplemental 
proposed  rule  would  revise  the  heading 
for  paragraph  (e)(7)  to  read  “Registered 
Buyer  landings  report.”  It  would 
redesignate  paragraph  (c)(l)(v)  as  (e)(7) 
introductory  text  and  revise  the  heading 
for  paragraph  (e)(7)(i)  to  read 
“Information  entered  for  each  IFQ 
halibut,  CDQ  halibut,  and  IFQ  sablefish 
delivery.”  The  supplemental  proposed 
rule  would  revise  paragraph 
(e)(7)(i)(E)(8)  by  adding  a  note  that 
NMFS  makes  the  2  percent  slime 
deduction,  not  the  submitter.  This 
change  would  reestablish  the 
requirement  in  the  regulations  that 


NMFS  does  this  calculation  and  the 
submitter  is  not  required  nor  permitted 
to  do  so.  The  supplemental  proposed 
rule  would  revise  the  heading  for 
paragraph  (e)(7)(ii)  to  read  “Signatures 
for  IFQ  halibut,  CDQ  halibut,  or  IFQ 
sablefish  deliveries”  and  revise 
paragraph  (e)(7)(ii)  to  state  that  the 
participant  must  review  the  autofilled 
cells  for  accuracy  of  landing  data  and 
that  the  landing  report  is  dated,  and 
must  acknowledge  the  responsibility 
indicated  by  signature.  It  would  add 
paragraphs  (e)(7)(ii)(A)  through  (C)  to 
require  the  User  to  print  the  completed 
groundfish  landing  report  and  the 
groundfish  IFQ  landing  receipt:  to 
ensure  signatures  are  complete  within 
six  hours  after  all  IFQ  halibut,  CDQ 
halibut,  and  IFQ  sablefish  are  offloaded 
from  a  harvesting  vessel  and  prior  to 
shipment  or  transfer  of  the  fish  from  the 
landing  site;  and  to  provide  printed 
name  and  sign  the  groundfish  IFQ 
landing  receipt  within  six  hours  after  all 
IFQ  halibut,  CDQ  halibut,  and  IFQ 
sablefish  are  offloaded  from  a  harvesting 
vessel  and  prior  to  shipment  or  transfer 
of  the  fish  from  the  landing  site. 
Paragraph  (e)(7)(iv)  would  be  added  to 
add  a  cross-reference  for 
§  679.5(e)(l)(iii)  where  a  manual  landing 
report  is  described. 

The  original  proposed  rule  described 
information  entered  for  each  IFQ  crab 
delivery  at  paragraph  (e)(8).  The 
supplemental  proposed  rule  would 
revise  the  heading  for  paragraph  (e)(8)  to 
read  “Registered  Crab  Receiver  (RCR)- 
IFQ  crab  landings  report.”  It  would  ' 
redesignate  paragraph  (e)(8)(i)  as 
(e)(8)(iii)  and  revise  the  heading  to  read 
“Information  entered  for  each  IFQ  crab 
delivery.”  It  would  redesignate 
paragraphs  (c)(l)(vi)(A)  and  (c)(l)(vi)(B) 
as  (e)(8)(i)  and  (e)(8)(ii),  respectively. 
Proposed  redesignated  paragraph 
(e)(8)(iii)(C)(5)  would  be  revised  by 
adding  at  the  end  of  the  sentence  “(All 
ADF&G  statistical  areas  are  translated  to 
the  NMFS  reporting  area  and  the 
International  Pacific  Halibut 
Commission  (IPHC)  reporting  area  by 
eLandings.)”  to  explain  why  the 
reporting  area  does  not  appear. 
Paragraph  (e)(9)  would  be  redesignated 
as  (e)(8)(iv)  with  heading  to  read 
“Information  entered  for  IFQ  crab 
custom  processing  landings”  to  describe 
additional  information  required  if  the 
User  for  the  RCR  is  custom  processing 
IFQ  crab,  the  “ADF&G  processor  code  of 
the  person  for  which  the  IFQ  crab  was 
custom  processed.” 

The  supplemental  proposed  rule 
would  redesignate  paragraph  (e)(8)(ii)  as 
(e)(8)(v)  and  revise  with  a  heading  to 
read  “Signatures  for  IFQ  crab 
deliveries.”  It  would  further  revise  the 
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paragraph  to  include  the  date  signed 
and  the  responsibility  indicated  by 
signature  that  currently  is  in 
§  679.5(l)(2)(iii)(M).  In  addition,  the 
supplemental  proposed  rule  would  add 
requirements  to  print  the  completed 
crab  landing  report  and  to  retain  the 
landing  report  per  paragraph  (a)(5)  of 
this  section.  It  would  redesignate 
paragraph  (e)(8)(iii)  as  (e)(8)(vi). 
Paragraph  (e)(8)(vii)  would  be  added 
with  a  heading  to  read  “IFQ  manual 
landing  report  for  crab”and  a  cross- 
reference  to  paragraph  (e)(l)(iii)  where  a 
manual  landing  report  is  described. 

The  original  proposed  rule  described 
shoreside  processor  or  SFP  information 
entered  for  an  eLandings  production 
report  in  paragraph  (e)(10).  As  part  of 
the  regulatory  text  restructure,  the 
supplemental  proposed  rule  would 
redesignate  paragraph  (e)(10)  as  (e)(9).  It 
would  redesignate  paragraph  (c)(l)(i)(B) 
as  (e)(9)  introductory  text  and  revise 
paragraph  (e)(9)  introductory  text  to 
require  that  eLandings  be  used  to  create 
a  daily  production  report  and  add  as  the 
last  sentence  a  cross-reference  to 
§  679.5(a)(5)  and  (a)(6)  which  describe 
record  inspection,  retention,  and 
maintenance.  Proposed  redesignated 
paragraph  (e)(9)(i)  would  be  revised  to 
inform  the  participant  that  he  or  she 
must  review  the  autofilled  cells  to 
ensure  that  they  are  accurate.  The 
supplemental  proposed  rule  would 
remove  paragraph  (e)(9)(i)(B)  because 
“manager  name  and  signature”  does  not 
appear  on  the  eLandings  production 
report.  It  would  add  new  paragraph 
(e)(9)(i)(B)  to  request  the  number  of 
observers  onsite.  This  information  is 
required  under  current  regulations  at 
§■679.5,  but  was  inadvertently  not 
included  in  the  original  proposed  rule. 

The  supplemental  proposed  rule 
would  revise  paragraph  (e)(10)(i)(C)  by 
replacing  “No  production.  Indicate  if  no 
production  occurred”  with  “No 
production/no  deliveries  (inactive).” 
This  revision  would  show  that  the 
processor  is  “inactive”  to  coincide  with 
former  descriptions  of  inactive  data 
from  shoreside  processors  or  SFPs.  The 
supplemental  proposed  rule  would 
redesignate  paragraphs  (e)(10)(i)(D)(  2 ) 
through  (3)  as  (e)(9)(i)(C)  through  (E) 
and  would  add  “Area  of  harvest”  to 
(e)(9)(i)(C);  add  “Product  description”  to 
(e)(9)(i)(D);  and  replace  existing  text  at 
(e)(9)(i)(E)  with  “Product  weight.  Enter 
actual  scale  weight  of  product  to  the 
nearest  pound.”  Proposed  redesignated 
(e)(9)(h)  would  be  revised  to  add  to  the 
first  sentence  “When  checked-in 
pursuant  to  paragraph  (h)(2)  of  this 
section”  and  to  add  as  the  last  sentence 
“If  a  shoreside  processor  or  SFP  using 
eLandings  is  not  taking  deliveries  over 


a  weekend,  the  User  or  manager  may 
transmit  the  eLandings  production 
report  to  NMFS  on  Monday.” 

Paragraph  (e)(ll)  in  the  original 
proposed  rule  described  catcher/ 
processor  or  mothership  information 
entered  for  an  eLandings  production 
report.  The  supplemental  proposed  rule 
would  redesignate  this  paragraph  as 
(e)(10)  and  would  divide  it  into  two 
separate  paragraphs,  one  for  catcher/ 
processors  and  one  for  motherships.  It 
would  redesignate  paragraph  (c)(l)(ii)(B) 
as  (e)(10)(i),  revise  its  heading  to  read 
“Catcher/processor,”  and  revise  it  to 
require  an  operator  of  a  catcher/ 
processor  to  use  eLandings  to  create  a 
production  report.  The  supplemental 
proposed  rule  would  redesignate 
paragraph  (c)(l)(iii)(B)  as  (e)(10)(ii), 
revise  its  heading  to  read  “Mothership,” 
and  revised  the  paragraph  to  require  an 
operator  of  a  mothership  to  use 
eLandings  to  create  a  production  report. 
It  would  redesignate  paragraph  (e)(ll)(i) 
as  (e)(10)(iii)  introductory  text  and 
revise  it  to  inform  the  participant  that 
he  or  she  must  review  the  autofilled 
cells  to  ensure  that  they  are  accurate. 

The  supplemental  proposed  rule  would 
add  paragraph  (e)(10)(iii)(B)  with  a 
heading  to  read  “Designation.  From 
Table  14c  to  this  part,  enter  whether 
processor  is  a  catcher/processor  =  FCP 
or  a  mothership  =  FLD.”  This 
information  is  necessary  for  eLandings 
data  management  but  was  overlooked  in 
the  original  proposed  rule.  The 
supplemental  proposed  rule  would 
redesignate  paragraph  (e)(ll)(i)(B)  as 
(e)(10)(iii)(C)  and  remove  paragraph 
(e)(ll)(i)(C)  because  “operator  name  and 
signature”  do  not  appear  on  the 
production  report.  It  would  add 
paragraph  (e)(10)(iii)(D)  to  read 
“Management  program.  Enter 
management  program  and  identifying 
number,  if  any  (see  paragraph  (a)(l)(iii) 
of  this  section).” 

The  supplemental  proposed  rule 
would  redesignate  paragraph 
(e)(ll)(i)(G)  as  (e)(lO)(iii)(E).  It  would 
redesignate  paragraph  (e)(ll)(i)(E)  as 
(e)(10)(iii)(F)  and  revise  it  to  read 
“Federal  Reporting  Area  of  harvest.”  It 
would  add  paragraph  (e)(10)(iii)(G)  to 
read  “COBLZ  or  RKCSA.  Indicate 
whether  fishing  occurred  in  COBLZ  or 
RKCSA  (if  applicable).”  This  was 
overlooked  in  the  original  proposed 
rule.  The  supplemental  proposed  rule 
would  redesignate  paragraph 
(e)(l  l)(i)(F)( 2)  and  (2)  as  paragraphs 
(e)(10)(iii)(H)  and  (I)  and  revise  it  to 
read  “(H)  Product  description.  Species 
code,  product  type,  and  product  code  of 
product;  and  (I)  Product  weight.  Enter 
product  weight  in  metric  tons  to  the 
nearest  0.001  mt.”  It  would  redesignate 


paragraph  (e)(ll)(i)(D)  as  (e)(10)(iii)(J) 
and  revise  it  to  read  “No  production 
(inactive).  If  there  was  no  production  for 
the  day,  mark  the  “No  Production” 
box.”  This  was  overlooked  in  the 
original  proposed  rule.  Paragraph 
(e)(ll)(i)(H)  would  be  removed  because 
“ADF&G  fish  ticket  number”  does  not 
appear  on  the  production  report.  This 
was  an  error  in  the  original  proposed 
rule.  Paragraphs  (e)(10)(iii)(K)  through 
(M)  would  be  added  to  describe  discard, 
discard  weight,  and  PSC  numbers.  This 
was  overlooked  in  the  original  proposed 
rule. 

The  supplemental  proposed  rule 
would  add  paragraph  (e)(10)(iii)(N)  to 
request  ADF&G  statistical  area  to  be 
effective  January  1,  2009.  The  eLandings 
software  will  not  be  developed  to 
receive  this  information  until  2009.  This 
item  is  needed  to  aid  in  identifying 
fishing  information.  Paragraph  (e)(ll)(ii) 
would  be  redesignated  as  (e)(10)(iv)  and 
revised  to  add  prior  to  the  first  sentence 
“When  checked-in  pursuant  to 
paragraph  (h)(2)  of  this  section,”  and 
remove  the  effective  date  because  the 
publication  of  the  final  rule  is  later  than 
anticipated.  A  sentence  would  be  added 
to  remove  a  restriction  from  daily 
submittals  of  the  production  reports  on 
weekends. 

The  original  proposed  rule  described 
eLandings  printed  reports  in  paragraph 
(e)(12).  The  supplemental  proposed  rule 
would  redesignate  paragraph  (e)(12)  as 
(e)(ll)  and  change  the  heading  to  read 
“Printing  of  landing  reports,  landing 
receipts,  and  production  reports.”  It 
would  remove  paragraph  (e)(12). 
Paragraph  (e)(ll)(i)  would  be  added  to 
describe  the  requirements  to  retain  a 
printed  paper  copy  onsite  or  onboard  of 
each  landing  report;  each  production 
report;  if  IFQ  halibut,  IFQ  sablefish,  or 
CDQ  halibut,  each  groundfish  IFQ 
landing  receipt;  and  if  IFQ  crab,  each 
crab  IFQ  landing  receipt.  Paragraph 
(e)(ll)(ii)  would  be  added  to  describe 
the  mothership  requirement  to  print  an 
additional  copy  of  each  landing  report 
for  the  catcher  vessel  operator.  This  was 
omitted  from  the  original  proposed  rule 
and  this  would  reestablish  the 
requirement  in  the  regulations.  The 
supplemental  proposed  rule  would  add 
new  paragraph  (e)(12)  with  a  heading  to 
read  “Retention  and  inspection  of 
landing  reports,  landing  receipts,  and 
production  reports”  and  add  a  cross- 
reference  to  paragraphs  (a)(5)  and  (a)(6) 
of  this  section  for  R&R  retention  and 
inspection  requirements. 

Section  679.5(f)  Electronic  Logbooks 
(ELBs).  The  electronic  logbooks  (ELBs) 
are  alternatives  to  the  daily  fishing 
logbook  (DFL)  used  by  catcher  vessels 
and  the  daily  cumulative  fishing 
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logbook  (DCPL)  used  by  catcher/ 
processors  and  motherships.  The 
original  proposed  rule  described  use  of 
an  ELB  in  place  of  a  DFL  or  DCPL  but 
did  not  mention  the  necessary 
interaction  with  cLandings.  The 
supplemental  proposed  rule  would 
reorganize  the  text  to  arrange  the 
regulations  as  they  would  be  needed  by 
the  end-user  and  would  describe  the 
optional  use  of  a  combination  of  ELB 
and  eLandings  to  record  and  report 
groundfish  information.  For  catcher 
vessels,  the  ELB  would  be  used  to 
record  and  report  all  groundfish 
information.  For  catcher/processors  and 
motherships,  part  of  the  information 
would  be  recorded  in  the  ELB,  and  part 
of  the  information  would  be  recorded  in 
eLandings. 

The  supplemental  proposed  rule 
would  revise  paragraph  (f)  introductory 
text  to  state  that,  when  pre-approved  by 
NMFS,  the  operator  may  use  a 
combination  of  a  NMFS-approved  ELB 
and  eLandings  to  record  and  report 
groundfish  information.  This  would 
change  the  sentence  to  active  voice.  It 
would  revise  paragraph  (f)(l)(ii)  to  state 
that  the  operator  of  a  catcher/processor 
using  longline  or  pot  gear  may  use  a 
combination  of  a  NMFS-approved 
catcher/processor  longline  or  pot  gear 
ELB  and  eLandings  to  record  and  report 
groundfish  information.  Paragraph 
(f)(l)(iv)  would  be  revised  to  state  that 
the  operator  of  a  catcher/processor  using 
trawl  gear  may  use  a  combination  of  a 
NMFS-approved  catcher/processor  trawl 
gear  ELB  and  eLandings  to  record  and 
report  groundfish  information. 

Paragraph  (f)(l)(v)  would  be  revised  to 
state  that  the  operator  of  a  mothership 
may  use  a  combination  of  a  NMFS- 
approved  mothership  ELB  and 
eLandings  to  record  and  report 
groundfish  information. 

Section  679.5(h)  Check-in/Check-out 
Reports.  A  proposed  rule  designed  to 
change  the  check-in/check-out 
requirements  (CICO)  at  §  679.5(h)  was 
published  May  29,  2008  (73  FR  30876). 
The  CICO  proposed  rule  would 
eliminate  the  requirement  for  a  check¬ 
in/check-out  report  for  certain  of  the 
motherships  and  catcher/processors. 

The  requirements  of  that  proposed  rule 
would  be  incorporated  into  this 
supplemental  proposed  rule  so  as  to  not 
reverse  the  changes  after  the  IERS  final 
rule  is  published.  Current  R&R 
regulations  require  operators  of 
motherships  and  trawl,  longline,  and 
pot  gear  catcher/processors  to  record  the 
occurrence  of  active  and  inactive 
periods.  In  the  CICO  proposed  rule, 
NMFS  proposes  to  revise  the  definitions 
of  “active”  status  for  catcher/processors, 
motherships,  shoreside  processors,  and 


SFPs  by  removing  “checked-in”  as  a 
reason  for  being  active.  “Active”  status 
currently  means  “when  checked-in  or 
processing”  for  all  those  processors. 
“Active”  status  would  be  changed  for 
motherships,  shoreside  processors,  and 
SFPs  to  mean  “when  receiving  or 
processing  groundfish.”  The  definition 
for  “active”  for  a  catcher/processor 
using  longline  or  pot  gear  would  be 
revised  to  mean  “when  all  or  part  of  the 
longline  or  pot  gear  is  in  the  water  or 
when  processing.”  For  a  catcher/ 
processor  using  trawl  gear,  the 
definition  for  “active”  would  be  revised 
to  mean  “when  all  or  part  of  the  trawl 
net  is  in  the  water  or  when  processing.” 

To  accommodate  the  changes 
provided  in  a  check-in/check-out 
proposed  rule  (73  FR  30876,  May  29, 
2008)  which  proposed  revising  “active” 
period  definitions,  NMFS  would  revise 
paragraphs  (c)(3)(iv)(A)(l)  for  catcher 
vessel,  longline  or  pot  gear; 
(c)(3)(iv)(B)(2)  for  catcher/processor, 
longline  or  pot  gear;  (c)(4)(iv)(A)(2)  for 
catcher  vessel,  trawl  gear;  (c)(4)(iv)(B)(2) 
for  catcher/processor,  trawl  gear; 

(c)(5)(ii)  for  shoreside  processor  or  SFP; 
and  (c)(6)(iv)  for  motherships.  Paragraph 
(h)(2)  would  be  revised  to  add  an 
exception  to  check-in/check-out 
requirements  if  a  catcher/processor  has 
onboard  an  operating  vessel  monitoring 
system  transmitter  that  meets  the 
requirements  of  §  679.28(f). 

Section  679. 5(i)  Weekly  Production 
Reports  (WPRs).  The  original  proposed 
rule  reorganized  and  revised  WPRs  at 
§679.5(i).  The  supplemental  proposed 
rule  would  revise  paragraph  (i)  to  state 
that  the  WPR  is  removed  from  use  and 
to  provide  a  cross-reference  to  the 
eLandings  requirements  in  §  679.5(e). 
The  operators  of  catcher/processors  and 
motherships  and  managers  of  shoreside 
processors  would  use  eLandings  instead 
of  WPRs.  All  the  relevant  information 
previously  submitted  in  the  WPRs 
would  be  included  in  the  requirements 
for  daily  production  reports  under 
eLandings.  This  rule  would  also  replace 
references  to  the  WPR  throughout  50 
CFR  part  679  with  references  to 
production  reports. 

Section  679.28  Equipment  and 
Operational 

Section  679.28  describes  equipment 
and  operational  requirements.  The 
supplemental  proposed  rule  would 
revise  §  679.28(a)  to  add  a  cross- 
reference  to  §  679.5(a)(5)  and  (a)(6) 
which  describes  record  inspection, 
retention,  and  maintenance.  With  this 
change,  NMFS’  intention  is  to  create 
consistent  regulations  regarding 
inspection,  retention,  and  maintenance. 


The  original  proposed  rule  described 
revisions  to  equipment  and  operational 
requirements  in  §  679.28(h)  and  added  a 
new  section  to  provide  the  process  and 
criteria  by  which  a  private-sector  vendor 
could  get  an  ELB  software  program 
approved  for  use  in  the  NMFS  Alaska 
Region  fisheries. 

The  supplemental  proposed  rule 
would  revise  §  679.28(h)(l)(iii)  to 
increase  the  number  of  days  NMFS  has 
to  review  and  approve  vendor  ELB 
software  from  15  days  to  60  days.  After 
further  evaluation  of  the  ELB  program, 
NMFS  concludes  that  15  days  is  not 
enough  time  to  conduct  the  necessary 
review  and  evaluation  process  for  ELB 
software. 

Section  679.40  IFQ  Properly  Debit 
Account 

Section  679.40  describes  sablefish  and 
halibut  quota  share  allocations  and 
other  management  measures.  In  the 
original  proposed  rule,  paragraph  (c)(3) 
was  revised.  The  supplemental 
proposed  rule  would  revise  paragraph 
(c)(3)  by  adding  “or  following  transfers 
or  penalties  (15  CFR  part  904)”  to  the 
last  line  of  the  paragraph.  This  would 
indicate  that  an  IFQ  permit  usually  is 
issued  prior  to  the  start  of  the  IFQ 
fishing  season,  but  sometimes  due  to 
circumstances  the  IFQ  permit  is  issued 
after  the  start  of  the  IFQ  fishing  season 
due  to  transfer  or  penalty. 

In  the  original  proposed  rule, 
paragraph  (h)  was  added.  The  original 
proposed  rule  proposed  standardization 
of  the  regulatory  text  describing  the 
proper  accounting  or  debit  of  IFQ 
sablefish  or  halibut  quota.  The 
supplemental  proposed  rule  would 
reorganize  §  679.40(h).  It  would 
redesignate  paragraph  (h)(3)  as  new 
(h)(1)  and  remove  an  incorrect  cross- 
reference  to  §  679.5(e).  It  would 
redesignate  §  679.5(l)(2)(iv)(D)  as  new 
§  679.40(h)(2)  and  update  and  reformat 
the  regulations  to  include  what 
constitutes  confirmation  of  a  properly 
debited  account.  The  supplemental 
proposed  rule  would  redesignate 
paragraph  (h)(1)  as  new  (h)(3)  and 
would  revise  proposed  redesignated 
paragraph  (h)(3)(i)  by  removing  the 
exception  phrase  at  the  beginning  of  the 
first  sentence,  as  this  was  inappropriate. 
It  would  combine  paragraph  (h)(l)(ii) 
with  paragraph  (h)(2),  redesignate  it  as 
paragraph  (h)(3)(ii),  and  revise  it.  These 
two  sentences  need  to  be  in  the  same 
paragraph  because  they  refer  to  the  same 
activity. 

Tables  Er  Figures  to  Part  679 

The  original  proposed  rule  revised 
Table  9  by  removing  an  outdated  term 
and  by  adding  other  types  of  R&R, 
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including  VMS,  in  an  attempt  to  list  all 
the  R&R  requirements  in  50  CFR  part 
679.  The  supplemental  proposed  rule 
would  remove  Table  9.  Programs  are 
continually  revised  or  added  to  Alaska 
Region  fisheries,  which  would  require 
continued  revision  to  Table  9,  often 
with  R&R  requirements  listed  in 
sections  other  than  §679.5.  Instead  of 
adding  new  material  to  this  table  to 
become  all  encompassing,  NMFS  would 
remove  Table  9  to  avoid  confusion  by 
potentially  duplicating  information 
found  in  other  parts  of  the  regulations 
or  inadvertently  leaving  out  material. 

The  original  proposed  rule  revised 
Table  2b  by  moving  crab  species  from 
other  tables  and  adding  scientific 
names,  as  appropriate.  The 
supplemental  proposed  rule  would 
further  revise  Table  2b  by  removing 
notations  which  incorrectly  indicate 
that  the  selected  crab  species  were  part 
of  the  BSAI  Crab  Rationalization 
Program.  Erroneous  check  marks  would 
be  removed  for  Korean  Horsehair,  Box, 
Dungeness,  Multispinus,  and  Verrilli 
crabs. 

The  original  proposed  rule  revised 
Figures  3a,  5a,  7,  and  12  to  Part  679. 

The  supplemental  proposed  rule 
would  revise  Figure  7  to  part  679  by 
correcting  the  cross-reference  in  the 
figure  title  by  replacing 
§  679.24(d)(4)(iii)  with  §  679.24(d)(4).  ' 

The  original  proposed  rule  revised 
Figure  12  to  part  679  by  amending  the 
figure  title  and  legend  to  agree  with 
regulatory  text.  The  supplemental 
proposed  rule  would  revise  Figure  12  to 
part  679  by  redrawing  the  graphic  for 
the  Nearshore  Bristol  Bay  Trawl  Closure 
Area  to  agree  with  the  coordinates  in  the 
legend. 

Section  680.2  Definitions 

The  original  proposed  rule  revised 
paragraphs  (1)  through  (4)  of  the 
definition  for  “Crab  individual  fishing 
quota  (crab  IFQ).”  The  supplemental 
proposed  rule  would  revise  those 
paragraphs  to  clarify  that  the 
distinctions  between  these  paragraphs  is 
dependent  upon  the  initial  quota  share 
from  which  the  crab  IFQ  was  derived. 

Section  680.5  Crab  Rationalization 
Program  R&R 

eLandings  was  originally  required  by 
the  Crab  Rationalization  Program  (CR 
Program)  for  participants  to  submit  the 
IFQ  crab  landing  report  (see  §  680.5(c)). 
The  original  proposed  rule  removed 
these  regulations  from  Part  680  and 
incorporated  them  into  eLandings 
regulations  at  §  679.5(e)  so  that  all 
eLandings  regulations  were  in  the  same 
location.  In  addition,  the  original 
proposed  rule  added  §  680. 5(m)  to 


describe  the  CR  Program  Registered 
Crab  Receiver  (RCR)  Ex-vessel  Volume 
and  Value  Report  in  which  the  reporting 
of  “price  per  pound”  currently  is 
required  under  §  680.5(d)(7)(xx).  In  the 
original  proposed  rule,  NMFS  proposed 
to  make  optional  the  reporting  of  “price 
per  pound”  at  the  time  of  each  landing 
on  the  IFQ  crab  landing  report  and  to 
require  annual  reporting  of  this 
information  on  the  CR  Program  RCR  Ex¬ 
vessel  Volume  and  Value  Report.  NMFS 
intended  to  also  move  the  requirement 
from  the  CR  Program  landing  report  to 
the  annual  report  for  the  participant  to 
provide  ex-vessel  value  and  volume  by 
CR  management  program,  formerly 
found  at  §680.5(d)(7)(vii),  but 
inadvertently  omitted  this  information. 

It  was  intended  that  the  annual  CR  RCR 
Ex-vessel  Volume  and  Value  Report 
collect  all  the  necessary  information 
from  each  RCR  for  each  CR  management 
program. 

The  supplemental  proposed  rule 
would  revise  paragraph  (m)(4) 
introductory  text  to  explain  that  the  CR 
RCR  Ex-vessel  Volume  and  Value 
Report  would  need  to  be  completed 
only  for  priced  crab  that  is  delivered 
raw.  It  would  redesignate  paragraphs 
(m)(4)(ii)  and  (iii)  as  (m)(4)(iii)  and  (iv), 
respectively,  and  add  new  paragraph 
(m)(4)(ii)  to  require  that  a  new  reporting 
element,  the  CR  crab  program  (IFQ, 

CDQ,  Adak)  be  identified  when 
recording  volume  and  value 
information.  Proposed  redesignated 
paragraph  (m)(4)(iii)(A)  would  be 
revised  by  replacing  “crab  fishery/ 
species”  with  “crab  fishery  and  species 
by  month”  because  both  elements,  crab 
fishery  and  crab  species,  need  to  be 
identified  in  the  database. 

The  supplemental  proposed  rule 
would  revise  paragraph  (m)(4)(iii)(B)  to 
clarify  that  ex-vessel  value  includes 
dollars,  goods,  and  services.  It  would 
remove  the  last  sentence  regarding  price 
adjustments  because  it  is  duplicative  of 
paragraph  (m)(4)(iii)(C).  It  would 
remove  the  text  for  paragraph  (m)(4)(iv), 
which  requests  data  elements  found  on 
a  paper  form,  and  replace  it  with  a 
certification  statement. 

The  supplemental  proposed  rule 
would  revise  paragraph  (m}(5) 
introductory  text  by  replacing  mail  and 
fax  information  with  instructions  for  the 
RCR  to  log  in  to  the  NMFS-approved 
online  data  Web  site  to  submit  a  CR  RCR 
Ex-vessel  Volume  and  Value  Report. 
This  revision  would  be  available  due  to 
recent  enhancements  in  the  NMFS 
Alaska  Region  Web  site. 


Changes  Resulting  From  Other 
Published  Rules 

Changes  have  been  made  to  R&R  text 
in  final  rules  since  the  original  proposed 
rule  was  published.  The  supplemental 
proposed  rule  would  edit  regulatory  text 
to  ensure  that  the  changes  made  in  other 
previous  final  rules  are  not  reversed  by 
this  rule. 

Regulations  for  the  IFQ  Program  for 
the  fixed-gear  commercial  Pacific 
halibut  fishery  and  sablefish  fishery 
were  modified  by  a  final  rule  on  August 
9.  2007  (72  FR  44795)  (IFQ  final  rule). 
The  IFQ  final  rule  changed  some 
paragraphs  that  were  further  designated 
for  change  in  the  original  proposed  rule, 
but  due  to  timing  differences,  the 
changes  were  not  made  in  the  original 
proposed  rule.  The  supplemental 
proposed  rule  would  make  these 
changes  to  maintain  consistency  in  the 
regulations.  Without  these  changes,  the 
regulations  would  revert  back  to  what 
they  were  prior  to  the  IFQ  final  rule. 

The  original  proposed  rule  revised 
paragraphs  (a)(2)(i)  and  (ii)  and  removed 
(a)(2)(iii)  of  §  679.5.  The  supplemental 
proposed  rule  would  further  revise 
paragraphs  (a)(2)(i)  and  (a)(2)(ii)  by 
adding  a  cross-reference  to  §  679.28  for 
additional  R&R  requirements  and  would 
add  paragraphs  (a)(2)(iii)  and  (a)(2)(iv) 
to  describe  the  R&R  responsibility  of 
IFQ  and  CDQ  permit  holders  that  was 
provided  in  the  IFQ  final  rule.  The 
original  proposed  rule  revised 
§  679.5(1)(2);  the  supplemental  proposed 
rule  would  revise  the  heading  for 
§  679.5(l)(2)(ii)  to  read  “No  movement  of 
IFQ  halibut,  CDQ  halibut,  or  IFQ 
sablefish.” 

The  final  rule  for  Amendment  80  to 
the  Fishery  Management  Plan  for 
Groundfish  of  the  Bering  Sea  and 
Aleutian  Islands  Management  Area  (72 
FR  52668,  September  14,  2007)  and  the 
final  rule  implementing  Amendment  85 
to  the  BSAI  groundfish  Fishery 
Management  Plan  for  Groundfish  of  the 
Bering  Sea  and  Aleutian  Islands 
Management  Area  (72  FR  50788, 
September  4,  2007)  removed  regulations 
for  submittal  of  the  CDQ  delivery  report 
and  the  CDQ  catch  report,  §  679.5(n)(l) 
and  (n)(2).  In  the  Remove/Add  Table, 
the  original  proposed  rule  revised 
paragraph  (n)(l)(i)  by  changing 
“SPELR”  to  “eLandings.”  In  the 
supplemental  proposed  rule  this  change 
would  be  removed. 

Classification 

The  Administrator,  Alaska  Region, 
determined  that  this  regulatory 
amendment  is  necessary  for  the 
conservation  and  management  of  the 
groundfish,  halibut,  and  crab  fisheries 
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and  that  it  is  consistent  with  the 
Magnuson-Stevens  Fishery 
Conservation  and  Management  Act  and 
other  applicable  laws. 

This  supplemental  proposed  rule  has 
been  determined  to  be  not  significant  for 
purposes  of  Executive  Order  12866. 

An  Initial  Regulatory  Flexibility 
Analysis  (IRFA)  was  prepared  for  the 
original  proposed  rule  as  required  by 
section  604  of  the  Regulatory  Flexibility 
Act  (RFA)  and  published  in  the  June  29 
original  proposed  rule  (72  FR  35748, 

June  29,  2007)  and  is  not  repeated  here. 
Copies  of  the  IRFA  are  available  from 
NMFS  (see  ADDRESSES).

(D)  Date.  Enter  date  (mm/dd/yy)  of 
each  operating  day. 

(E)  Crew  size.  Record  the  number  of 
crew  members  (including  operator), 
excluding  certified  observer(s),  on  the 
last  day  of  the  weekly  reporting  period. 

(F)  Gear  type.  Indicate  the  gear  type 
of  harvester.  If  gear  type  is  other  than 
those  listed,  circle  “Other”  and 
describe.  Use  a  separate  logsheet  for 
each  gear  type. 

(G)  Federal  reporting  areas.  Record 
Federal  reporting  area  code  (see  Figures 


1  and  3  to  this  part)  where  harvest  was 
completed.  Use  a  separate  logsheet  for 
each  reporting  area. 

(H)  COBLZ  or  RKCSA.  If  groundfish 
was  harvested  with  trawl  gear  in  the 
COBLZ  or  RKCSA,  use  two  separate 
logsheets  to  record  the  information:  One 
logsheet  for  the  reporting  area  that 
includes  COBLZ  or  RKCSA,  and  a 
second  logsheet  to  record  the 
information  from  the  reporting  area  that 
does  not  include  COBLZ  or  RKCSA.

The 
operator  must  record  delivery 
information  (see  paragraphs  (c)(6)(vi)(A) 
through  (H)  of  this  section)  w  hen 
unprocessed  groundfish  deliveries  are 
received  by  the  mothership  from  a 
buying  station  or  a  catcher  vessel.  If  no 
deliveries  are  received  for  a  given  day, 
write  “no  deliveries.” 

(A)  Type  of  delivery.  Enter  “CV”  or 
“BS”  to  indicate  if  delivery  was  from  a 
catcher  vessel  or  buying  station, 
respectively. 

(B)  Non-submittal  of  discard  report. 
Indicate  whether  the  blue  logsheet  was 
received  from  the  catcher  vessel  at  the 
time  of  catch  delivery.

The  operator  or 
manager  of  a  buying  station  must  record 
the  following  information  (see 
paragraphs  (d)(4)(i)  through  (x)  of  this 
section)  on  a  BSR  for  each  delivery: 

(i)  Original  /revised  report.  If  a  BSR  is 
the  first  submitted  to  the  Regional 
Administrator  for  a  given  date,  gear 
tvpe,  and  reporting  area,  indicate 
“ORIGINAL  REPORT.”  If  a  report  is  a 
correction  to  a  previously  submitted 
BSR  for  a  given  date,  gear  type,  and 
reporting  area,  indicate  “REVISED 
REPORT.” 

(ii)  Identification  of  buying  station. 
Enter  name  and  ADF&G  vessel 
registration  number  if  a  vessel;  or  name, 
license  number,  and  state  of  license 
issuance  if  a  vehicle.  The  name  should 
be  recorded  as  it  is  displayed  in  official 
documentation. 

(iii)  Operator  or  manager  name  and 
signature.  The  operator  or  manager  must 
sign  the  completed  BSR  prior  to 
delivery  of  harvest  to  a  mothership, 
shoreside  processor,  or  SFP.  This 


signature  is  verification  by  the  operator 
or  manager  of  acceptance  of  the 
responsibility  required  in  paragraphs 
(d)(1)  and  (2)  of  this  section. 

(iv)  Management  program.  Indicate 
whether  harvest  occurred  under  a 
management  program  (see  paragraph 
(a)(l)(iii)  of  this  section).  If  harvest  is 
not  under  one  of  the  listed  management 
programs,  leave  blank. 

(v)  Gear  type.  Indicate  gear  type  of 
harvester. 

(vi)  Federal  reporting  area.  Indicate 
Federal  reporting  area  (see  Figures  1  and 
3  to  this  part)  from  which  groundfish 
were  harvested. 

(vii)  Crab  protection  areas.  If 
harvester  gear  type  was  trawl  and  gear 
retrieval  occurred  in  the  COBLZ  or 
RKCSA  (see  Figures  11  and  13  to  this 
part),  use  two  separate  BSRs  to  record 
the  information:  One  BSR  for  the 
reporting  area  that  includes  COBLZ  or 
RKCSA,  and  a  second  BSR  to  record  the 
information  from  the  reporting  area  that 
does  not  include  COBLZ  or  RKCSA.

(ii)  Upon  registration  acceptance,  the 
User  must  print,  sign,  and  mail  the  User 
Agreement  Form  to  NMFS/RAM 
eLandings  Registration,  P.O.  Box  21668, 
Juneau,  AK  99802-1668;  or  fax  a  signed 
form  to  907-586-7354,  Attn:  eLandings 
Registration;  or  deliver  the  signed  form 
by  courier  to  NMFS/RAM  eLandings 
Registration,  709  West  Ninth  Street, 
Suite  713,  Juneau,  AK  99801. 
Confirmation  will  be  e-mailed  to 
indicate  that  the  User  is  registered, 
authorized  to  use  eLandings,  and  that 
the  UserlD  and  User’s  account  are 
enabled. 

(iii)  The  User’s  signature  on  the 
registration  form  means  that  the  User 
agrees  to  the  following  terms  (see 
paragraphs  (e)(2)(iii)(A)  through  (C)  of 
this  section): 

(A)  To  use  eLandings  access 
privileges  only  for  submitting  legitimate 
fishery  landing  reports; 


(B)  To  safeguard  the  UserlD  and

In  these  dockets,  the  Postal  Service 
requests  that  the  Commission  add  a  new 
product  to  the  competitive  product  list 
and  add  two  new  contracts  to  that 
competitive  product.

I.  Background 

On  August  5,  2008,  the  Postal  Service 
filed  three  requests  announcing  prices 
and  classification  changes  for 
competitive  products  not  of  general 
applicability.

CFR  3020.30  et  seq.  The  request  in 
Docket  No.  MC2008-6  informs  the 
Commission  that  “the  Governors  have 
established  prices  and  classifications 
not  of  general  applicabil'ty  for  Inbound 
Direct  Entry  Contracts  with  Foreign 
Postal  Administrations,”  and  attaches  a 
redacted  copy  of  the  Governors’ 
Decision.1  See  Request,  Attachment  1. 
The  Postal  Service  also  provides  a 
revision  of  the  draft  Mail  Classification 
Schedule  (MCS)  (section  2612) 
concerning  Inbound  Direct  Entry 
Contracts  with  Foreign  Postal 
Administrations  to  the  Request.2  See 
Request,  Attachment  1,  Attachment  A.

The  Postal 
Service  also  provides  materials  under 
seal,  including  the  unredacted 
Governors’  Decision  in  Docket  No. 
MC2008-6.  The  Postal  Service  claims 
that  “[p]rices  and  other  contract  terms 
relating  to  the  foreign  posts’  processes 
and  procedures  are  highly  confidential 
in  the  business  world  .  *  *  *  [and  that 
its]  ability  *  *  *  to  negotiate  individual 
contracts  would  be  severely 
compromised  if  prices  *  *  *  [for]  these 
types  of  agreements  were  publicly 
disclosed.”  Request  at  2-3. 

Docket  Nos.  CP2008-14  and  CP2008- 
15  announce  specific  Inbound  Direct 
Entry  Contracts  that  the  Postal  Service 
has  entered  into  with  the  individual 
Foreign  Postal  Administrations,  namely 
China  Post  Group  and  Hong  Kong  Post, 
respectively.3  Id.  at  2.  In  support  of  these 
dockets,  the  Postal  Service  also  provides 
materials,  including  the  contracts  and 
supporting  certifications,  under  seal.4 

The  Postal  Service’s  filings  in  these 
dockets  are  related.  Docket  No. 
MC2008-6  establishes,  in  essence,  a 
shell  classification,  while  Docket  Nos. 
CP2008-14  and  CP2098-15  are  specific 
agreements  negotiated  pursuant  to  the 
conditions  of  the  shell  classification. 
Given  this  interrelationship,  the 
Commission  reviews  these  proceedings 
together  in  this  order. 

In  Order  No.  43,  the  Commission 
issued  regulations  establishing  a 
modern  system  of  rate  regulation, 
including  a  list  of  competitive  products.

A.  Among  other  things,  the  Commission 
determined  that  each  negotiated  service 
agreement  would  initially  be  classified 
as  a  separate  product.  The  Commission 
also  acknowledged  the  possibility  of 
grouping  substantially  equivalent 
agreements  as  a  single  product  if  they 
exhibit  similar  cost  and  market 
characteristics.  Id.,  paras.  2177  and 
3001.  In  its  filings,  the  Postal  Service 
contends  that  these  two  agreements  are

premised  on  similar  cost  and  market 
characteristics  and  provides  arguments 
to  support  this  claim.  Request  at  5-6. 

The  Postal  Service  requests  that  the 
Commission  classify  the  two  agreements 
filed  in  Docket  Nos.  CP2008-14  and 
CP2008— 15  as  part  of  the  same  product. 

II.  Comments 

Comments  were  filed  by  the  Public 
Representative.5  These  comments 
discuss  (1)  Confidentiality:  (2)  the 
Governors’  Decision;  (3)  pricing,  cost 
coverage,  and  contribution;  (4) 
functional  equivalency;  (5)  whether  the 
contracts  belong  on  the  competitive  or 
market  dominant  products  list;  and  (6) 
practical  considerations.  Id.  The  Public 
Representative  finds  that  the  Postal 
Service  adequately  justifies  its  under 
seal  submissions,  has  confidence  in  the 
Governors’  Decision,  and  acknowledges 
that  the  pricing,  cost  coverage,  and 
contribution  comport  with  the 
provisions  of  title  39.  Id.  at  3-5.  The 
Public  Representative  believes  that  the 
Postal  Service  persuasively  reasons  that 
the  proposed  contracts  are  functionally 
equivalent.  Id.  at  5-6.  With  respect  to 
whether  the  product  should  be 
classified  as  market  dominant  or 
competitive,  the  Public  Representative 
believes  that  Inbound  Direct  Entry 
contracts  are  hybrids  6  because  they 
include  mostly  competitive  products 
but  also  include  inbound  First-Class 
Mail,  a  market  dominant  product.  Id.  at 
6-10.  Due  to  practical  considerations 
and  the  fact  that  the  Inbound  Direct 
Entry  contracts  are  predominantly 
comprised  of  competitive  products,  the 
Public  Representative  contends  that 
classifying  the  product  as  competitive  is 
appropriate.  Id.  at  10-12. 

III.  Commission  Analysis 

A.  Statutory  Requirements 

The  statutory  responsibility  of  the 
Commission,  in  this  instance,  is  to 
assign  new  products  to  either  the  market 
dominant  list  or  the  competitive 
product  list.  39  U.S.C.  3642.  As  part  of 
this  responsibility,  the  Commission  also 
will  preliminarily  review  the  proposals 
for  compliance  with  the  requirements  of 
the  Postal  Accountability  and 
Enhancement  Act  (PAEA)  of  2006.  For 
proposed  competitive  products,  this 
includes  a  review  of  the  provisions

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applicable  to  rates  for  competitive 
products.  39  U.S.C.  3633. 

The  Postal  Service  explains  that 
adding  the  Inbound  Direct  Entry 
Contracts  with  Foreign  Postal 
Administrations  (MC2008-6)  product 
will  allow  Foreign  Postal 
Administrations  the  ability  to  prepare 
individual  items  from  their  customers 
for  shipment,  print  USPS  mail  labels 
and  permit  imprints,  package  the  items 
in  receptacles,  and  dispatch  these  items 
to  Postal  Service  incoming  acceptance 
points.  See  Request,  Attachment  2,  at  2- 
3.  The  fees  to  be  charged  identified  in 
the  Postal  Service’s  Request  would 
cover  the  sack  handling  activities  upon 
arrival  of  the  dispatches  from  the 
foreign  posts.  Id.  The  Postal  Service 
believes  that  adding  these  agreements  to 
the  competitive  product  list  will 
improve  the  Postal  Service’s 
competitive  posture  and  that  the 
contracts  cover  their  attributable  costs, 
make  a  positive  contribution  to  coverage 
of  institutional  costs,  and  do  not  result 
in  subsidization  of  competitive  products 
by  market  dominant  products.  Id.  at  2. 

The  Commission  has  reviewed  the 
financial  analyses  provided  under  seal 
that  accompanies  the  two  agreements  as 
well  as  the  comments  filed  by  interested 
persons.  A  preliminary  review  of  the 
proposed  Inbound  Direct  Entry  Contract 
with  Foreign  China  Post  Group  and  the 
proposed  Inbound  Direct  Entry  Contract 
with  Hong  Kong  Post  indicate  that  they 
both  comport  with  the  provisions 
applicable  to  rates  for  competitive 
products.  Based  on  the  information 
provided,  the  Commission  finds  that  the 
proposed  contracts  submitted  should 
cover  their  individual  attributable  costs 
(39  U.S.C.  3633(a)(2));  each  agreement 
should  not  lead  to  the  subsidization  of 
competitive  products  by  market 
dominant  products  (39  U.S.C. 
3633(a)(1)),  and  each  should  have  a 
positive  effect  on  competitive  products’ 
contribution  to  institutional  costs  (39 
U.S.C.  3633(a)(3)). 

In  determining  whether  to  assign  the 
Inbound  Direct  Entry  Contracts  with 
Foreign  Postal  Administrations 
(MC2008-6)  product  to  the  market 
dominant  product  list  or  the 
competitive  product  list  the 
Commission  must  consider  whether 

[T]he  Postal  Service  exercises  sufficient 
market  power  that  it  can  effectively  set  the 
price  of  such  product  substantially  above 
costs,  raise  prices  significantly,  decrease 
quality,  or  decrease  output,  without  risk  of 
losing  a  significant  level  of  business  to  other 
firms  offering  similar  products. 

39  U.S.C.  3642(b)(1).  If  this  is  the  case, 
the  product  will  be  categorized  as 
market  dominant.  The  competitive 


category  of  products  shall  consist  of  all 
other  products. 

The  Commission  is  further  required  to 
consider  the  availability  and  nature  of 
enterprises  in  the  private  sector  engaged 
in  the  delivery  of  the  product,  the  views 
of  those  that  use  the  product,  and  the 
likely  impact  on  small  business 
concerns.  39  U.S.C.  3642(b)(3). 

The  Postal  Service  asserts  that  its 
bargaining  position  is  constrained  by 
the  existence  of  other  shippers  who  can 
provide  similar  services.  Thus,  the 
market  precludes  the  Postal  Service 
from  taking  unilateral  action  to  increase 
prices  without  the  risk  of  losing  volume 
to  private  companies.  The  Postal  Service 
states  that  large  private  consolidators 
and  freight  forwarders  also  may  offer 
international  shipping  arrangements 
whereby  they  provide  inbound  direct 
entry  services  under  similar  conditions 
using  their  own  networks  or  the  Postal 
Service’s  domestic  mail  network  for 
domestic  delivery.  Request,  Attachment 
2,  at  3-4.  The  Postal  Service  also 
contends  that  the  Postal  Service  may  not 
decrease  quality  or  output  without 
risking  the  loss  of  business  to 
competitors  that  offer  similar  expedited 
delivery  services.  Id.  at  4.  The  Postal 
Service  believes  the  classification  will 
have  little,  if  any,  impact  upon  small 
business  concerns,  and  it  is  unaware  of 
any  small  businesses  that  could  offer 
comparable  services.  Id.  Finally,  it  states 
that  it  does  not  have  any  data  on 
whether  the  users/contract  partners 
prefer  to  have  the  contracts  placed  on 
either  the  list  of  competitive  or  market 
dominant  products.  Id.  at  6. 

No  commenter  opposes  the  proposed 
regulatory  classification  of  the  Inbound 
Direct  Entry  Contracts  with  Foreign 
Postal  Administrations  (MC2008-6)  as 
competitive  and  no  late-filed  comments 
were  received, 7"although  the  Public 
Representative  does  raise  an  issue  with 
respect  to  the  proper  classification  of 
the  contracts.  Having  considered  the 
statutory  requirements,  the  argument 
put  forth  by  the  Postal  Service,  and  the 
public  comments,  the  Commission  finds 
that  the  contracts  are  appropriately 
classified  and  should  be  added  to  the 
list  of  competitive  products.  The 
product/contracts  are  for  the  provision 
of  the  service  of  accepting  sacks  of 
certain  types  of  mail  and  entering  the 
parcels  contained  in  the  sacks  into  the 
domestic  mailstream  at  published 
domestic  rates.  See  Request  at  5.  For  the 
provision  of  these  services,  the  Postal 
Service  charges  a  sack  handling  fee, 
regardless  of  the  actual  type  of  mail  that 
is  contained  in  the  sacks.  Since  the 
types  of  mail  contained  in  the  sacks  do

not  receive  discounted  postage,  the 
Commission  does  not  view  these 
contracts  as  “hybrid”  products.8 

B.  Substantially  Equivalent  Agreements 

The  Postal  Service  has  filed  two 
agreements  with  foreign  postal 
administrations  that  it  believes  are 
substantially  similar,  and  accordingly 
should  be  grouped  under  one  product. 
Request  at  6.  It  argues  these  contracts 
share  the  same  cost  and  market 
characteristics;  in  particular,  they  both 
cover  the  same  underlying  services  and 
similar  preparation  requirements.  Id.  at 
5-6. 

The  Postal  Service  also  identifies 
differences  between  the  two  proposed 
new  contracts.  Id.  It  notes  the  following 
differences:  (1)  Different  account  types 
are  authorized  in  order  to  make 
payments,  and  (2)  different  dispute 
resolution  procedures  are  allowed. 

The  Commission  has  reviewed  the 
contracts  in  Docket  Nos.  CP2008-14  and 
CP2008-15  and  finds  those  agreements 
to  be  substantially  equivalent  in  all 
pertinent  respects.  The  contracts  will  be 
classified  as  one  product  within  the 
competitive  product  list. 

The  revisions  to  the  competitive 
product  list  are  shown  below  the 
signature  of  this  Order,  and  shall 
become  effective  upon  publication  in 
the  Federal  Register. 

C.  Updating  the  Mail  Classification 
Schedule 

The  agreements  contain  provisions  for 
early  termination  and  automatic 
renewal.  The  Postal  Service  shall 
promptly  notify  the  Commission  of  an 
early  termination  no  later  than  the 
actual  termination  date.  The 
Commission  then  will  remove  the 
contract  from  the  Mail  Classification 
Schedule  at  the  earliest  possible 
opportunity.  The  Postal  Service  also 
shall  notify  the  Commission  of  an 
automatic  renewal  of  the  agreement  15 
days  prior  to  its  occurrence.  Otherwise, 
the  Commission  will  assume  that  the 
contract  has  lapsed  and  remove  the 
agreement  from  the  Mail  Classification 
Schedule  without  notice. 

IV.  Ordering  Paragraphs 

It  is  Ordered: 

1.  The  China  Post  Group  contract 
submitted  in  Docket  No.  CP2008-14  and 
the  Hong  Kong  Post  contract  submitted 
in  Docket  No.  CP2008-15  will  be  added 
to  the  competitive  product  list  as  one 
product  under  Negotiated  Service 
Agreements  as  Inbound  Direct  Entry

SUMMARY:  This  publication  is  to  serve  as 
notice  that  on  June  27,  2008,  Subpart  F 
of  Title  38,  Code  of  Federal  Regulations, 
Part  36.  will  be  applicable  to  industry 
segment  4.  Program  participants  in  the 
VA  Home  Loan  Guaranty  Program’s 
servicing  and  claims  activities  were 
assigned  to  one  of  nine  industry 
segments  as  part  of  the  planned  phased 
implementation  of  the  rules  in  Subpart 
F.  All  program  participants  were  given 
notice  of  their  respective  segments  and 
were  afforded  opportunity  to  comment 
during  the  regulatory  development 
process  (see  SUPPLEMENTARY 
INFORMATION  section,  below).  Segment  4 
participants  will  be  under  the  authority 
of  Subpart  F  rules  on  June  27,  2008.  VA 
continues  to  work  with  these 
participants  to  ensure  that  all  necessary 
servicing  system  modifications,  defect 
corrections,  interface  testing  and  data 
transmission  are  addressed. 
SUPPLEMENTARY  INFORMATION:  On  Friday, 
February  1,  2008,  VA  published  final 
regulations  that  modify  its  Loan 
Guaranty  Program’s  loan  servicing  and 
claims  procedures  modifications  (73  FR 
6294).  In  response  to  comments 
received  to  the  proposed  regulations  (70 
FR  8472,  published  February  18,  2005) 
and  to  a  supplemental  notice  published 
on  November  27,  2006  (71  FR  68498), 

VA  published  a  second  supplemental 
notice  on  June  1,  2007  (72  FR  30505), 
in  which  the  agency  put  forth  a  proposal 
to  phase-in  implementation  of  the  new 
tracking  system. 

Based  on  comments  received  to  the 
proposed  regulations  and  the  first 
supplemental  notice,  VA  decided  to 
proceed  with  gradual  implementation  of 
the  new  rules  and  its  computer-based 
tracking  system,  the  VA  Loan  Electronic 
Reporting  Interface  (VALERI),  with  nine 
separate  industry  segments  to  be  phased 
in  over  a  period  of  approximately  11 
months.  The  first  segment  was  subject  to 
the  new  rules  upon  publication  of  the 
final  regulations,  when  the  rules  became 
effective.  The  second  segment  was 
subject  to  the  new  rules  effective  April 
IS,  2008  (73  FR  21176).  The  third 
segment  was  subject  to  the  new  rules 
effective  May  30,  2008  (73  FR  34993).  In 


order  to  ease  confusion  that  was  created 
by  the  original  schedule  showing  the 
fourth  segment  not  subject  to  the  new 
rules  until  approximately  the  same  time 
as  the  ninth  segment,  VA  moved  the 
former  members  of  industry  segment 
four  into  the  last  segment,  and 
renumbered  all  subsequent  segments 
accordingly.  This  resulted  in  only  eight 
industry  segments.  The  segment 
groupings  may  be  found  on  VA’s  Web 
site  at  http://www.homeloans.va.gov/ 
valeri.htm.  The  fourth  segment  will  be 
subject  to  the  new  rules  effective  June 
27,  2008.  Notices  about  effective  dates 
for  other  industry  segments  may  be 
found  in  this  issue  of  the  Federal 
Register.
